THE FIRST AUTHENTIC PICTURES OF 
KING SOLOMON’S TEMPLE AND CITADEL 


The pictures showing the gorgeous reality of King Solomon’s Temple, in- 
cluded in this Masonic (Temple illustrated) edition of the Holy Bible, are the 
result of many years of research, and the architectural plans from which they 
were made are valued at more than $200,000. They represent the first and only 
accurate interpretation of the Scriptural description of that famous edifice of 
Masonic symbolism. 

The treatise on THE BIBLE AND KING SOLOMON’S TEMPLE IN 
MASONRY, which accompanies the pictures, is a distillation of the best work 
of two centuries of Masonic writers.

HOW THE PICTURES WERE OBTAINED 


It is known to every reader of the Bible and student of Solomon’s days, that 
an amazingly detailed description of the Temple and its associated structures 
has been carried down from the mists of antiquity by the Scriptures. Lineal 
measurements, materials employed, and ornamental detail are so graphically 
presented that restoration of the Temple, at any time within a score of cen- 
turies past, awaited only the coming of a man with the vision to recognize its 
historic value, and the imagination to undertake the task. 


Notwithstanding the universal interest in King Solomon’s Temple,—a fascina- 
tion which has created innumerable legends and romances during the interven- 
ing centuries—the incredible fact remains that no scientific effort to restore the 
Temple was made until John Wesley Kelchner, Archaeologist, Bible Student 
and Lecturer began thirty years ago to make real his vision of the Scriptural 
description. 


His personal fortune went freely into the world-wide search for archaeological 
data and period decorative technique, from which to render accurately, down 
to the minutest detail, the ornamental scheme revealed by the Biblical story. 
Other noted archaeologists collaborated with Dr. Kelchner, and at length the 
work was completed. 


In 1923 Dr. Kelchner had assembled all that was needed to erect an exact 
replica of a Temple which had vanished 3,000 years ago. 


The next step was to display the entire conception, from the foundation up, 
in graphic sketches, paintings, working drawings and plans. In his New York 
studio, he surrounded himself with expert draftsmen and capable artists, laying 
before them the models, plans and designs of this, his life work. As Moses after 
receiving the Designs of the Tabernacle of Israel called to his aid the “cunning” 
master mechanic, Bezaleel, who was “filled with the spirit of God in wisdom, 
in understanding and in knowledge, and in all manner of workmanship,” and 
as Solomon “sent and fetched Hiram out of Tyre,” filled with wisdom and 
understanding, and a cunning skilled workman, so did John Wesley Kelchner 
labor with these experts. Together they dropped out of the Twentieth Century, 
back into the years 1011-1004 Before Christ. The difference was only thirty 
centuries between; the creative objective the same; and the results identical. 


Now the art of our period is enriched by a set of paintings and drawings of 
unparalleled historical value. Nothing so marvelous of its kind has ever been 
achieved for the illustration of any subject. The paintings and drawings were 
prepared by the ablest artists of their field in America and Europe. They trans- 


late to the layman’s vision the architect’s technical plans as worked out in 
modern builders’ specifications. 
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THE MEANING OF MASONRY 


In all the rich symbolism of Ancient Craft Masonry two symbols, or symbolic 
themes, predominate. One is the search for light; the other is the labor of 
building. The source of light is the Holy Bible, and the grand representation 
of the builder’s art is King Solomon’s Temple. 

Searching persistently and building carefully, the candidate travels slowly 
toward the East. As he pursues his quest for light and more light and still 
further light in Masonry, he learns by the way to use the working tools of the 
stone craftsman, until at last he finds himself portraying the character of the 
greatest of all legendary builders, the master architect of King Solomon’s Tem- 
ple. Searching and building, light and the Temple—the two dominant Masonic 
themes are distinct but not separate, complementary rather than supplementary. 

And the search and the labor are not completed by the candidate within the 
Lodge. Light is revealed, and the sacred source of all light is clearly indicated, 
but the search for complete illumination must be eternal. The Temple in the 
Masonic ritual is almost but not quite completed; the allegory rises from a 
physical to a spiritual Temple, “a house, not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens.” Regardless of symbolic revelations in Masonic degrees apart from the 
Lodge, the unending search and the labor toward perfection, begun in the 
Lodge, must continue with the initiated Mason throughout his life. 


THE TRADITION OF SOLOMON 


It was natural that imaginative stone Masons, long before the development 
of anything like our modern fraternity, should have felt a kinship with the 
great builders of all ages. It was natural also that they should have acknowl- 
edged a peculiar attraction for the most famous and glorious of all building 
enterprises, King Solomon’s Temple and Citadel. Interest and attraction for the 
wonderful structure on Mt. Moriah have increased rather than diminished dur- 
ing the six hundred and more years of recorded Masonic history, until today 
the Temple of Solomon is the spiritual home of every Mason. What do we 
know about the Temple, its form, its beauties, its historical and religious back- 
ground? 


THE TABERNACLE IN THE WILDERNESS 


A thorough understanding of the details of the primitive Tabernacle of Israel 
is essential to grasp fully the fundamental principles involved in the construc- 
tion of King Solomon’s Temple. An intimate knowledge of the Tabernacle’s 
contents and their relation to one another is necessary to comprehend the 
ritualistic system developed by Solomon and his priests. A study of the cere- 
monies, the sacrificial offerings, and the priestly ministrations of the Tabernacle 
will reveal the great spiritual mystery of the Indwelling God, as made manifest 
by Moses during the sojourn in the wilderness. 
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MASTER BUILDERS 


Moses, during his prolonged stay of forty days and forty nights on Mt. Sinai, 
appears to have visualized the form which the Tabernacle should take. The 
subsequent building of the Tabernacle, the system of worship adopted, and the 
structure of government developed by Moses under divine guidance, have in- 
spired his race and impressed the whole of mankind. 

Moses chose as his chief architect, Bezaleel, a direct descendant of Terah, 
one of the master builders of Ur of the Chaldeans, and as chief assistant, 
Aholiab, also a direct descendant of Terah and by marriage of the line of 
Tubal-cain, traditionally the first instructor of artificers in brass and iron. 
Bezaleel was unusually endowed with the Spirit of God in wisdom, understand- 
ing, and knowledge. 

These three outstanding geniuses gave to the world the most beautiful and 
magnificent religious structure ever conceived and erected for a nomadic people. 

Exodus 24-31; Genesis 4:22. 


MATERIALS FOR THE TABERNACLE 
Gold, silver, brass, and iron; silks, fine linen. and a fabric of goats’ hair; 
rams’ skins, and badgers’ skins; shittim wood or acacia timber; onyx stone, 
sardius, topaz, carbuncle, emerald, sapphire, diamond, ligure, agate, amethyst, 
beryl and jasper; also, blue, purple and scarlet dyes; all of these went into the 
construction of the Tabernacle. Exodus 25: 3; 35: 5-10. 


VALUE OF THE MATERIALS 

* A fair estimate of the value of gold and silver used in the construction of 
the Tabernacle was gold, 29 talents and 730 shekels ($950,209.86); silver, 100 
talents, 1775 shekels, 603,550 bekah ($364,338.95), making a total value of the 
gold and silver used fully $1,314,548.81. To this must be added the value of 
brass, precious stones, wood, linen, and other textile fabrics, skins of animals, 

etc., also oils, spices and incense which were supplied for the service. 
Exodus 28: 24, 25-28; 35: 8.. 


HOW THE MATERIALS WERE ACQUIRED 

The Israelites, a nomadic tribe roaming about through Chaldea, Assyria, and 
Caanan, and finally locating in the land of Goshen in Egypt, naturally accumu- 
lated wealth by trading with the natives through whose countries they passed. 
They increased their flocks through attention and by seeking the well-watered 
localities for pasture. They industriously converted the wool from the sheep, 
and the hair from the goats and camels, into cloth, and wove grass fibres into 
fabrics, from all of which they made tents, rugs, clothing, and other useful 
articles. But, possibly, their greatest wealth was acquired just before they left 
Egypt, when we are told that they “spoiled the Egyptians.”

Now, when the Lord spake through Moses, requesting an offering from every 
man who would give with his heart and in accordance with his means for the 
building of the Tabernacle, the people responded with gold, silver, brass, blue, 
purple, and scarlet, and fine linen; goats’ hair, rams’ skins, shittim wood, oil, 
spices, sweet incense and precious stones. In addition, every wise hearted among 
them gave personal services as needed. So great was their response that Moses 
finally gave commandment, saying: “Let neither man nor woman make any 
more work for the offering of the Sanctuary.” So the people were restrained 
from bringing more wealth. 

THE ARCHITECTURE OF THE TABERNACLE 
See Plate 13 

The Tabernacle, Tent, or Portable Temple, being so constructed that it could 
be readily taken down, moved from place to place, and erected at will, was 
especially adapted to the needs of a nomadic people. Being constructed on geo- 
metrical and scientific principles, it readily lent itself to a practical system of 
removal and erection which was essential in the case of so large and costly 
a structure. : 

The Tabernacle consisted of an oblong or rectangle, called the Court, in the 
rear half of which was the tent or covering of the Sanctuary. Under this tent, 
the Holy and Most Holv Places were defined by partitions of boards and 
pillars, securely joined by means of rods, rings, etc. A careful study of the 
entire structure reveals an architectural gem, serviceably conceived, beautifully 
designed, mystically embellished, celestially canopied, and inspiring the beholder 
with profound reverence and peaceful security in the thought of an ever present 
and Indwelling God, and typifying the encampment of the Angels of the Lord 
around about them that fear Him. 

THE COURT OF THE TABERNACLE 

The Court, the walled curtain of which surrounded the enclosure containing 
the Holy and Most Holy Places, with their furnishings—the Tent, Laver, Altar 
of Sacrifice, bowls and other sacrificial utensilK—was oblong in shape; * “100 
cubits long and 50 cubits wide” (200 feet by 100 feet). Exodus 27: 9-19; 38: 9. 

This court was enclosed by a wall “5 cubits high” (10 feet), composed of 
linen and canvas, supported by pillars of brass, which rested in sockets of brass. 
The pillars were ornamented at the top with capitals of silver, to which were 
attached hooks of silver to hold in place the rods. The rods kept the pillars an 
equal distance apart and supported the canvas or linen wall. This wall was 
further supported by guy ropes attached to pins driven into the ground on both 
sides. This enclosure, composed of 60 pillars of brass, filleted with silver, with 
their 60 capitals of silver, 60 sockets of brass, and 120 hooks of silver, was only 
broken on the eastern side by the entrance, which was “20 cubits wide” (40 
feet). This entrance, or gate curtain, was of fine twined linen, wrought with 
needle work in the most gorgeous shades of blue, purple, and scarlet. By a 
glance at the beautiful photograph of the reproduction of the Tabernacle accom- 
panying this article, one can visualize its appearance and effect as it stood in 
the midst of the encampment of Israel. 


* Cubit—Standard of measurement adopted by ancient builders, the distance 
from the elbow to end of the middle finger. 
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THE ALTAR OF BURNT-OFFERING 


The Altar stood in the midst of the eastern half of the oblong Court en- 
closure, the sacrificial tables and utensils being upon the left of the main en- 
trance within the Court. The Altar of Burnt-offering was the instrument used 
for the purpose of reconciling man with his Maker. The Altar was 5 cubits long, 
5 cubits broad and 3 cubits high (10 feet by 10 by 6). It was a large hollow 
case, made of shittim wood, overlaid with brass, and ornamented with huge 
wooden horns overlaid with brass, one for each of the four corners. A grating 
or network of brass, having a ring at each of its four corners, was hung in the 
middle of the top of the Altar, and on it-was laid the wood for the fire which 
consumed the sacrifice. On two sides of the Altar were rings of brass, through 
which were laid staves of shittim wood overlaid with brass, to carry it from 
place to place. The pots, shovels, basins, flesh-hooks and fire pans, as well as 
all the other vessels or utensils necessary to the service of the Altar, were made 
of brass. Exodus 27: 1-8; 38: 1-7. 


THE BRAZEN LAVER 


The Laver consisted of a large bowl or fountain, which held fresh water 
used by the priests in the services. It stood in a fount, or pool, as a base to 
catch the waste water. Here the sacrifices were washed and the priests cleansed 
before entering the Tabernacle. From the mention of the “Laver and its Foot” 
one gets the idea of two containers, like a cup and saucer. 

Exodus 30: 1-8; 38: 1-7. 

The Biblical statement that the Laver was made of the looking glasses of the 
women of the congregation which assembled at the door of the Tabernacle, 
reveals the deep religious emotion which prevailed. 


THE SANCTUARY IN THE TABERNACLE 


The Sanctuary was erected in the center of the western half of the oblong 
Court enclosure, and consisted of two chambers, the Holy Place and the Most 
Holy Place. The tent, or covering, protected and formed a covert round about 
the Sanctuary, and was used by the priests and attendants as chambers or rest 
rooms, 

The western end and the two sides of the Sanctuary were enclosed by boards 
made of shittim wood overlaid with gold. The length of one board was 10 
cubits (20 feet), and the breadth was 1% cubits (3 feet). Each board had two 
tenons at the base equally distant one from the other, with two sockets of silver 
for each board to fit the tenons and form the foundation. On the outside of each 
board were rings to receive the bars to join one board to the other. There were 
20 boards for the north side and 20 boards for the south side, held in place by 
five bars for each side. Four bars joined in the center of the wall and one bar 
passed through all the rings of the 20 boards, on each side. For the western end 
of the Sanctuary there were six boards and twelve tenons, with two corner 
boards and four tenons. They were so cut and coupled together as to form a 


perfect right angle for each corner, coupled at top and bottom. All the boards 
stood upright, edge to edge. 
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The Most Holy Place was divided from the Holy Place by four pillars of 
shittim wood overlaid with gold, resting upon sockets of silver. These pillars 
supported a hanging of most sumptuous tapestry of fine twined linen, a splendid 
fabric in blue, purple and scarlet, beautifully embroidered with cherubim in 
gold. 

A most beautiful covering of splendid linen fabrics in blue, purple, and scarlet, 
embroidered with figures of cherubim in gold formed the canopy for the two 
sacred rooms. This, together with the two hangings previously described and 
the boards of gold, produced an enchanting effect in gorgeous colourings, daz- 
zling beyond description. The covering was composed of ten curtains of fine 
linen all in blue, purple and scarlet. Each curtain was 28 cubits (56 feet) long 
and the breadth was 4 cubits (8 feet). The ten curtains were joined permanently 
into two great curtains of five each by means of couplings. On one edge of one 
of the great curtains were loops of blue, 50 in number; on the edge of the other 
great curtain were taches of gold, 50 in number. The loops and taches coupled 
the curtains together into a one-piece covering. This splendid fabric of blue, 
purple, and scarlet coloured linen, magnificently embroidered with figures of 
cherubim, formed the ceiling of both the Holy and Most Holy Places. It was 
drawn down on the outside of the golden boards and fastened to the center 
rod upon all sides except the eastern entrance. 

To protect this beautiful and delicately wrought covering, eleven curtains of 
goats’ hair were provided, each 30 cubits (60 feet) long and 4 cubits (8 feet) 
wide. Five of these curtains were permanently united into one great curtain 
and six into another. These in turn were provided with 50 loops on the edge 
of one curtain and 50 taches opposite the loops. The two composite curtains 
were joined to make one great covering carefully drawn over the entire Sanc- 
tuary and securely fastened on all sides except the eastern entrance. To com- 
plete the protection against inclement weather, a tent, oblong in shape, was 
also provided, consisting of two coverings, an inner one of rams’ skins, dyed 
red, and an outer of badgers’ skins. The tent had a ridge over which the cover- 
ings were drawn and then fastened by means of guy ropes to pins driven into 
the ground at regular intervals upon all sides. 


THE HOLY PLACE 


This was an oblong room 20 cubits in length, 10 cubits in width and 10 cubits 
in height (40 feet by 20 by 20). The entrance gate consisted of a beautiful 
tapestry of blue, purple, and scarlet fabric, gorgeously embroidered with cherubim 
in pure gold. The tapestry was hung upon five pillars of wood overlaid with gold, 
having beautiful capitals of silver and sockets of brass. The pillars, which were 
arranged in regular interval across the east entrance of the room, had hooks 
at the very top of the capitals to receive the loops at the top edge of the cur- 
tain or veil of the Tabernacle, which was thus suspended across the entire front 
at the west so as to separate the Holy from the Most Holy Place. Above, and 
forming the ceiling, was the brilliant colored linen covering, and on the north 
and south sides were the highly polished golden walls reflecting in radiant 
splendor the varied colored drapings and richly rugged floor.

The Holy Place contained three articles of furniture, the Altar of Incense, 
which stood in the center, the Golden Candlestick with all its vessels, which 
stood on the left side center, and the Table of Shewbread with its dishes, spoons, 
covers, and bowls, which stood on the right side center. 

The priests entered the Holy Place each day to offer incense, and to renew 
the lights in the Golden Candlestick. 


THE ALTAR OF INCENSE . 


The Golden Altar or Altar of Incense was made of shittim wood overlaid 
with pure gold. In form, it was two cubits high and one cubit broad (four- 
square, 4 fect by 2)- on each of the four sides. Upon the top edge round about, 
it was ornamented with a crown, of gold of unique design. On the four corners 
were horns made of shittim wood overlaid with pure gold, in shape like unto 
rams’ horns. Under the crown, on each of two sides, were four rings of gold, 
two on each side, through which the staves, made of shittim wood overlaid with 


gold, were passed. These staves were for carrying it. Exodus 39: 38. 
The Censer was placed on the top center of the Golden Altar, and in it sweet 
incense was burned every morning. : Exodus 30: 1-10. 


THE GOLDEN CANDLESTICK 


The Golden Candlestick was made of pure gold of “beaten work” with a 
central shaft ornamented with knobs, flowers, and bowls. There were six 
branches going out of its sides, three branches out of one side and three out 
of the other. All the branches, like the shaft, were ornamented with knobs, 
flowers, and bowls. The bowls were made after the fashion of almonds. On the 
top of the shaft, and on each one of the six branches, were lamps large enough 
to hold sufficient oil and cotton to burn all night. Exodus 26: 31-39; 37: 17-24. 

The Biblical text does not define the height or breadth of the candelabrum. 
However, proportionate harmony with the rest of the furniture would suggest 
a height of 3 cubits (6 feet) and a breadth of 2% cubits (5 feet). 

The value of the Golden Candlestick is given as that of one talent, a present 
gold value of $32,493.24, 


THE TABLE OF SHEWBREAD 


The Table was made of shittim wood overlaid with pure gold 2 cubits long, 
1 cubit broad and 1% cubits high (4 feet by 2 by 3) and finished, like the 
Altar, with a crown or rim of gold round about at the top edge, and four rings 
and two staves with which to carry it. It was furnished with dishes, spoons, 
bowls, and covers, all of pure gold. Exodus 35: 23-30; 37: 1-16. 

Upon this table were placed twelve cakes of fine flour, in two rows, six in 
a row, called “Shewbread.” “And thou shall set upon the table Shewbread 
before me alway.” Exodus 25:. 30. 
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THE MOST HOLY PLACE 


The second or inner chamber, called the Most Holy Place, was 10 cubits (20 
feet on each side and consequently a perfect cube. It contained the Ark of the - 
Covenant, in which were the two Tables of Stone. 

This place, the Holy of Holies, the most sacred portion of the divinely ap- 
pointed structure, was surrounded on three sides by highly polished walls of 
pure gold. The “Veil” of fine twined linen in blue, purple, and scarlet, richly 
embroidered and ornamented with figures of cherubim in gold, hanging from 
the tops of four pillars of shittim wood overlaid with pure gold, and resting in 
sockets of silver, defined the eastern and only entrance. Over all this magnifi- 
cent, foursquare, resplendent place hung the beautiful blue, purple, and scarlet 
curtain, richly embroidered with golden cherubim. The reflection of these bril- 
liant hues, and of the Cherubim, upon the walls of polished gold, must have 
produced a weird, startling, awe-inspiring and overpowering effect upon all 
those who were ordained to enter this most sacred place. 

Within this enclosure there was but one article of furniture and its contents, 
that is, the Ark of the Covenant containing the Testimony. 


THE ARK OF THE COVENANT 


The Ark of the Covenant was an ark or chest of shittim wood two and one- 
half cubits long, and one and one-half cubits high (5 feet by 3 by 3) overlaid 
with gold, and embellished with a crown of gold extending around the chest 
upon the top edge. Four rings of pure gold were set in the four corners, two 
on one side and two on the other, through which were passed the wooden staves 
overlaid with gold used in carrying the sacred chest. Exodus 25: 10: 37: 1-10. 

The lid, or covering, was the Mercy Seat, and was one piece of pure gold, 
two and one-half cubits long and one and one-half cubits broad (5 feet by 3). 
Upon each end of this Mercy Seat were Cherubim, made of pure “beaten” gold. 
These cherubim stretched forth their wings on high, so as to cover the Mercy 
Seat, their faces being inward toward the Mercy Seat. In this Ark, or Chest, 
and directly underneath the Mercy Seat, was the Testimony or Ten Command- 
ments, upon two tables of stone. 

The Ark of the Covenant, thus fittingly enshrined, was the only piece of 
furniture in the Most Holy Place. It was visited but once each year by the 
High Priest, on the Day of Atonement, to make “atonement for the sins of 
the people.” This was the most solemn ceremony of the Hebrew worship. 


KING SOLOMON’S TEMPLE AND CITADEL 


The comprehensiveness of the Tabernacle, its hidden grandeur, and its mys- 
terious splendor, appealed to David to such an extent that he longed to build, 
- with the Tabernacle as a model, a permanent Temple dedicated to the worship 
of the true God. David loved the Tabernacle as the house of the Lord. He 
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desired to dwell in its courts forever, that he might behold the glory of God, 
make manifest His eternal presence, and sing His praise. 

David had the Tabernacle ever in mind when he prepared plans and patterns 
for the permanent Temple to be erected upon Mount Moriah, the most sacred 
spot on earth. He bequeathed the plans to Solomon, who with the Tabernacle 
as a guide, erected a Temple the grandeur of which has so impressed the world 
that men, never tiring in its praise, have placed it foremost in legend, romance, 
history, and religion. 

The Tabernacle was the pattern which guided the master builders in the 
construction of King Solomon’s Temple, as well as the priests in its ritualistic 
services. 1 Chron, 28: 11-21. 


Completed about 1005 B.C, according to the received chronology. 


LOCATION OF THE TEMPLE 


Mount Moriah, in the days of Abraham, was one of the hills in the vicinity 
of Salem, the one chosen by Abraham upon which to sacrifice his only son 
Isaac “as a burnt offering” unto the Lord. In later years it came under the 
control of the Amorites, whose principal city, Jebus, occupied a hill westward 
from Moriah. Gen. 222 25 

In the days of King David, who subdued the Jebusites, it became a part of 
the city named Jerusalem. It is 1444 miles from Jordan, 15 miles from Salt 
Sea, and 41 miles from the Mediterranean. The location was not the most 
desirable one upon which to erect the Temple, but was chosen by Solomon 
because of its sacred associations. It was fitting that the great Temple to be 
dedicated to the God of his fathers should be erected upon the very spot where 
Abraham made manifest that faith in Him which was accepted ever after by 
the children of Israel and the world. On this spot also, where Abraham offered 
Isaac, David made an acceptable offering unto the Lord, and by faith saved 
Jerusalem from destruction. David no doubt realized the significance of the 
name given to the Mount by Abraham, “Jehovah Sees,” and ever after the 
children of Abraham found consolation in the thought, “In the Mount of 
Jehovah He will be seen.” 

Solomon, in deciding to erect the Temple upon this sacred spot, fulfilled the 
wishes of his father, King David, and of all in whose breasts these sentiments 
were cherished, “Beautiful for Situation, the Joy of the whole Earth.” 


MATERIALS FOR THE TEMPLE 


“Gold for things to be made of gold; silver for things of silver; brass for 
things of brass; iron for things of iron; wood for things of wood; onyx stones 
and stones to be set, glistening stones of divers colours, and all manner of 
precious stones, and marble stones in abundance.” Nails of gold were used, and 
nails of brass and iron; chains of gold; ivory from Ophir; hewn stones, stones 
sawed with saws, great stones (granite), costly stones (marble of various col- 
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ourings) ; cedar wood from Mt. Lebanon, algum wood from Mt. Lebanon and 
from Ophir, fir wood, sycamore, shittim wood or acacia, olive wood and palm, 
juniper, balsam and mulberry wood. f 1 Chron. 29: 2. 

Leather came from ox skins and chamois; fur from goats and badgers; wool 
from sheep. Fine (white) twined linen was used, and goats’ and camels’ hair 
made textile fabrics of purple, crimson, and blue. Varicolored dyes were pro- 
duced from clays, stones, fish, and vegetation. 

For the services were furnished oils, spices, incense, myrtle, fitches, 
myrrh, sweet cinnamon, calamus, cassia, stacte, onycha, galbanum and frank- 
incense—Nature’s contributions to the handiwork of Man. 


HOW THE TEMPLE MATERIALS WERE ACQUIRED 
See Plate 5 


King David, one of the world’s greatest generals and statesmen, founded an 
imperial dominion which theretofore had not been realized, though it had been 
promised to Abraham. David became King on the scale of the great sovereigns, 
demanding and receiving tribute, and forming alliances which enabled him to 
control the great trade route of which Jerusalem was the center. Yet, during 
the turmoil and struggles attending his rise to supremacy, he never ceased to 
make preparation for carrying out his one ambition, that of erecting a Temple 
to the worship of God. “Behold in my trouble I have prepared for the house 
of the Lord an hundred thousand talents of gold, and a thousand thousand 
talents of silver; and of brass without weight, for it is in abundance; timber 
also and stone have I prepared,” declared David. Again he repeats, “I have 
prepared with all my might for the house of my God the gold for things to be 
made of gold; and the silver for things of silver; and the brass for things of 
brass; the iron for things of iron; and wood for things of wood; onyx stones 
and stones to be set, glistening stones, and of divers colours, and all manner 
of precious stones and marble stones in abundance.” In addition to the sums 
he “prepared” he donated from his own private purse, “three thousand talents 
of gold, seven thousand talents of silver,” all of which he carefully tabulated 
and dedicated to the Lord, in the presence of the fathers and princes of the 
tribes of Isracl, who stood in awed silence before their venerable and God- 
fearing sovereign. Gen. 15: 18-21. 

In his final and supreme effort to arouse his hearers to respond with con- 
tributions of their own, David shouted: ‘Who then is willing to consecrate his 
service this day unto the Lord?” “Then the chief of the fathers and princes of 
the tribes of Israel, and the captains of thousands and of hundreds, with the 
rulers of the king’s work, offered willingly of gold, five thousand talents and 
ten thousand drams, and of silver ten thousand talents, and of brass eighteen 
thousand talents, and one hundred thousand talents of iron. And they with 
whom precious stones were found gave them to the treasure of the house of 
the Lord.” 1 Chron. 29. 

Hiram, King of Tyre, the friend of David, gave Solomon cedar, algum and 
fir trees according to all Solomon’s needs, also great stones (granite), costly 
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stones (marbles), and hewed stones, shaped for pillars and squared by stone 
squarers. 

During the course of the construction of the Temple, King Hiram and King 
Solomon caused periodical trips to be made to Ophir for gold, algum trees, 
and precious stones to add to the apparently inexhaustible store. 

“King David rejoiced with great joy.” “The people rejoiced for they offered 
willingly with a perfect heart.” Hiram, King of Tyre, “blessed the Lord God 
of Israel, that made heaven and earth, who hath given to David the King a 
wise son, endowed with prudence and understanding, that might build an house 
for the Lord.” 


VALUE OF MATERIALS AND COST OF CONSTRUCTION 


The enormous wealth used in the construction of the Temple, computed in 
present-day values, will enable us more fully to appreciate the stupendous task 
involved in its construction and the superb results attained. 

*The one hundred thousand talents of gold would amount to $3,249,324,- 
000.00, and the thousand thousand talents of silver, $1,811,160,000.00. The 
three thousand talents of gold from David’s private purse would make $97,- 
479,720.00; seven thousand talents of refined silver, $12,678,120.00, and five 
thousand talents and ten thousand drams of gold, offered by the people, $162,- 
521,200.00; ten thousand talents of silver, $18,111,600.00. The value of the 
metals, carefully tabulated, equals the sum of $5,351,274,640.00. To all this 
must be added the value of the “brass and iron without weight, for it is in 
abundance,” the precious stones, onyx stones, semi-precious stones, great stones, 
marble, woods, fine linens, fabrics, skins, etc.; and the services of thousands 
of skilled laborers: three thousand, three hundred overseers, eighty thousand 
hewers, seventy thousand common laborers, and scores of architects, metal 
workers, wood workers, engravers, “cunning” workmen in blue, purple and 
scarlet, weavers and decorators in brilliant coloring, refiners of gold, silver, and 
iron, etc. 

Without a doubt King Solomon’s Temple was the grandest, most costly 
structure ever erected and dedicated to the worship of the true God. 


1 Chron. 29: 4; 29: 7; 22: 14. 


CO-OPERATION OF ALLIED NATIONS 


King David was thirty years old when the elders of Judah called him to 
the City of Hebron, gave him their allegiance, and publicly anointed him

The lavish use of gold, and amounts mentioned are almost incredible. How- 
ever, “it was nothing accounted of in the days of Solomon.” (I Kings 10:21).

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King. Seven years later, he received the allegiance of the entire nation. He then 
began to build the empire of his dreams, as promised to Abraham, which was 
to be the glory of Israel and the world. His first act was to set up the Taber- 
nacle in the New City, restored, embellished, and unequalled for permanence 
and beauty. All his thoughts were for the religious interests of the people. 
Although he was recognized as “a man after God’s own heart,” he was not 
perfect. He was a man of great stature, a physical giant, a mighty warrior, 
and a great general, “every inch a King,” a shrewd politician and sagacious 
statesman. His outstanding political act was the seizure of the city of Jebus, 
the key to the control of the great trade route between the East and West, 
which he called Jerusalem. This also gave him possession of the most sacred 
spot on earth, Mount Moriah. 

The commanding position of his capital brought the Phoenicians into an 
alliance, and “Hiram, King of Tyre, sent messengers, and cedar trees, and car- 
penters, and masons, and built David an house (palace).” Realizing his strength, 
David fought and conquered the Philistines, thus making a trade alliance with 
Egypt possible. Having made these alliances, he was free to turn his victorious 
armies eastward. There he conquered the Moabites, who “became David’s serv- 
ants and brought gifts.”” He next conquered the Zobahites, which brought him 
into battle with the Syrians, whom he utterly routed and thus gained control 
of Damascus and part_of Syria. The spoils of these wars were great; he received 
much gold, silver and brass, besides placing the Syrians under allegiance, so 
that they too “became servants to David, and brought gifts.’ Having conquered 
the Syrians, Moabites, Ammonites, Philistines, Amalekites, Rehobites and Hit- 
tites with his thirteen hundred-thousand fighting men, he forced tribute, with- 
stood all enemies, and raised his kingdom to superior strength, opulence, and 
splendor. Having built an empire unequalled in his time and established peace 
with the world, he bequeathed to his son, Solomon, untold wealth, a com- 
manding army, a multiple allegiance, a vast empire, and sympathetic interna- 
tional accord. Through his energy, shrewdness, skill, unusual fairness, generosity, 
and devotion, he also left to his heir an affectionate people. 

“Now the days of David drew nigh that he should die, and he charged 
Solomon his son.” This dying charge, a magnificent state paper and one of 
the most remarkable readings in the Bible, related principally to the building 
of the Temple, whose erection David had not undertaken because of wars. “So 
David slept with his fathers and was buried in the City of David.” 

1 Kings 2; 1 Chron. 28, 29. 


SOLOMON, KING OF ISRAEL 


Solomon was the son of Bath-sheba, a direct descendant of Ishmael, whom 
Hagar bore unto Abraham. David, through the house of Judah, was a direct 
descendant of Isaa¢. Thus, the two great families founded by Abraham were 
united in Solomon. He was about 14 years old when he was anointed King. of 
Israel in Gihon, and about’ 21 at the death of David, so that when he was 
fully established on the throne, he was familiar with the elaborate designs and 
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abundant preparations of his father for the building of the Temple. Solomon, 
having been carefully nurtured by his God-fearing queen mother, had grown 
into a young man of great mental vigor. Having been schooled under the great- 
est masters of the times, reared in one of the richest and most brilliant courts 
of the then known world, he was preéminently gifted for the stupendous task 
before him, and undertook with enthusiasm to carry it on. 

The secret of Solomon’s success is faithfully portrayed in his request at the 
time the Lord appeared to him in a dream, and asked what he (the Lord) 
should give him. Solomon’s request was “for an understanding heart” that he 
might “discern between good and evil,” that he might know how to walk 
before his people. This submission to God, this desire to have God make mani- 
fest through him the righteousness of God, was the first indication of his future 
greatness. He gathered about him the wonders of Nature, both of animal and 
vegetable life, drew from them the secrets of their existence, and learned that 
God was made manifest in the heavens above and in the earth beneath, and 
that God was all and in all. 

He soon set about to fulfil the wishes of his father and to glorify the God 
of his dream by creating a Temple, monumental in design, exceedingly mag- 
nificent, and peculiarly fitted to amplify the mysteries of Godliness. He took 
counsel with his wise men, held conference with his allies, and sought out 
master builders from all great nations. Thus equipped, he laid the foundation 
and carried to completion the Temple, not only as a place for worship, but as 
a structure of dazzling architectural glory. 


WORKMEN AT THE TEMPLE 


Hiram of Tyre, the principal architect and engineer, was of mixed race. “He 
was a widow’s son of the tribe of Naphtali, and his father was a man of 
Tyre.” He was “skilled to work in gold and in silver, in brass, in iron, in stone, 
and in timber, in purple, in blue, and in fine linen, and in crimson; also to 
grave any manner of graving, and to find out every device which shall be put 
to him.” Cunning, a man richly endowed by Nature in wisdom and knowledge, 
he was preéminently fitted for this almost supernatural task. With him were 
associated the trained and “cunning” men of David, who had “trained workmen 
in abundance, hewers and workers of stone and timber.” 1 Kings 7: 13-14. 

“Solomon numbered the strangers that were in the land of Israel, and they 
were found an hundred and fifty thousand and three thousand and six hundred.” 
He set three score and ten thousand of them to be bearers of burdens, and 
four score thousand to be hewers in the mountain. In addition, Solomon raised 
a levy out of all Israel of thirty thousand men, which he sent to Lebanon. 
Over this great army of workers, in order to obtain the greatest efficiency and 
results, he set three thousand six hundred overseers, besides the chief of his 
officers, which were over all the work. “2 Chron. 2: 17-18. 

Solomon, having married a daughter of Egypt’s king, and thus cemented his 
alliance with that powerful monarch, and having, at the same time, a workable 
trade pact with the Phoenicians, drew from these nations skilled workmen to 
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assist his already well-trained and formidable force. In addition, nearly all the 
neighboring nations as well as those of more distant realms were drawn upon 
for builders and artisans skilled in wood, metal, and stone work. 1 Kings 5: 18. 


ARCHITECTURE OF THE TEMPLE 
See Plates 2, 18 


The assemblage of the world’s architectural genius at Jerusalem, and the 
amassed store of materials of gold, silver, brass, iron, granite, and marble, to- 
gether with the precious stones and costly woods and fabrics brought from 
foreign shores, resulted in a structure distinctive in design, gigantic in propor- 
tions, and glorious in embellishments, the like of which Israel and the people 
of that day had never before seen, and which will never again be equalled, 
much less excelled. The Temple and Palace together, as a unit, consisted of a 
series of terraces round about Mount Moriah, the highest point of which was 
crowned by the Great Porch, with the Holy and the Most Holy Place. 

The second highest terrace, surrounding the Mount, was an oblong or rec- 
tangle, 1,600 feet long and 800 feet wide, having a retaining wall rising from 
the base of the Mount to a height of from 80 to 240 feet as conditions required 
for support, for defense, and to produce a uniform raised level about the Mount. 
Within this first enclosure the architects provided homes for the porters and 
singers, as well as havens for the worshipers. 

The upper terrace was 800 feet long and 400 feet wide, surrounded by a 
retaining wall of great stone. The eastern half of this second enclosed terrace 
or court was embellished by three rows of hewed stones or pillars, round about, 
forming a colonnade and supporting an entablature of cedar beams and costly 
stones. The Covert for the King was located on the north side and was of solid 
brass. In the western half of this oblong enclosure, and on the north side, was 
the Court for the women, surrounded by high walls and enclosing a series of 
chambers suitably arranged. To the south was the Court of the Priests, con- 
taing the chambers for those who were actively engaged in the Temple services. 

In the center of the western half of the great court was the inner court, 400 
feet by 200 feet in size, in the form of a rectangle, surrounded by a cloistered 
colonnade of three rows of pillars supporting a beautiful entablature of cedar 
beams and costly stones. The only entrance to the inner court was through the 
Great Gate on the eastern side. In the center of the eastern half of the inner 
court stood the Great Altar of Burnt-offering. In the southeast corner was the 
Molten Sea, and on the north and south sides, five on each side, were the Lavers. 

The western square of the inner court contained the House, or Holy and Most 
Holy Places, surrounded by a series of chambers. The approach to these sacred 
precincts was through the Great Porch, rising to a height of 240 feet. 

These crowning terraces which supported the Temple and King Solomon’s 
Palace or Citadel, including his house, the House of the Forest of Lebanon, the 
Queen’s Palace, the Porch of Pillars, and kindred structures, were surrounded 

- for the sake of security by a wall which began at the bottom of the Mount. 
Some of the sides of this wall were reared 280 feet in height before they attained 
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the desired level, and these massive and curious bases, together with the super- 
structure, formed an impressive prospect, which was the marvel of all beholders. 
2 Chron. 3: 4. 


KING SOLOMON’S PALACE AND CITADEL 
See Plate 18 


Approaching the Temple terraces from the southwest was a road leading» 
through a gate into the great citadel, within the walls of which were the 
numerous royal buildings. The citadel was on an elevation just below that of 
the Temple, and visitors to the latter had to pass through the former. Here 
were the King’s Palace, the House of the Forest of Lebanon, the Porch of 
Pillars, the Queen’s Palace, the Tower of David, the Palace of the Captain of 
the Host, the Palace of the High Priest, and the Judgment Seat or Throne. 
Within this same enclosure were to be found the homes of the Royal Harem, 
and of the immediate official family and attendants. Here also were the Royal 
Gardens in which were to be found a great variety of trees and beautiful 
shrubbery, and enclosures for wild and domestic animals and birds. 

The King’s Palace, the House of the Forest of Lebanon, and the other royal 
buildings. were of a size and magnificence such as Israel had never seen before, 
and were prized because they reflected the high political rank of the nation, 
as the Temple reflected the glory of its religious institutions. 

The road from the southwest gate ran diagonally northeastward to a central 
square which was dominated by the Tower of David. At the south of the 
square was the Court of Guards, at the west the Queen’s Palace, and at the 
east the Palace of King Solomon. 


THE BANQUET HALL IN THE PALACE 
See Plate 7 


A banquet in King Solomon’s Palace presented a scene of unparalleled mag- 
nificence. Here royal visitors, including the Queen of Sheba, were given sumptu- 
ous entertainment. Here also, according to tradition, the humble iron worker 
assumed the place of honor at a banquet celebrating the completion of the 
Temple,—to the consternation of the other guests but with the approval of 
the wise King. 


THE PALACE OF THE QUEEN 
See Plate 8 


It is stated that he built her “an house”; by that we understand that he 
meant it was a palace, in style Egyptian, where she could enjoy the music 
from her native land, isolated, as it were, from Israel. 

Above all the women that surrounded Solomon, it is said that the only one 
that he really loved was his wife, the Queen; and so ardent was this love that 


she was able to draw him from the worship of his God and the God of his 
fathers. 


THE BIBLE IN MASONRY 17 


THE PORCH OF PILLARS 
See Plate 9 


North of the Queen’s Palace was the famous Porch of Pillars. This monu- 
mental structure was erected in honor of the Princes of Milo and was con- 
sidered the most beautiful entrance to the Citadel of King Solomon. The picture 
portrays a Prince from Milo being received at this great portal. Important 
visitors such as Kings, Governors, Potentates and others of national and inter- 
national standing, whom the King delighted to honor, were received at this 
Gate. The Porch of Pillars consisted of thirty-two pillars, beautifully entabu- 
latured, resting upon a foundation or platform one hundred feet long and sixty 
feet wide. 1 Kings 7: 6. 


THE PORCH OF JUDGMENT 
See Plate 10 


Directly to the east, across an open space, was the great) Porch of Judgment. 
‘The illustration portrays a momentous event. Solomon is on his throne; at his 
right is his life-long friend, Zabod, and on his left, a scribe; immediately in 
front of the scribe is the High Priest; on the steps is an orator, presenting the 
complaints of the Princes of the Tribes of Israel. On the right, in front of the 
throne, you will notice a Prophet of the Desert, dressed in a leopard skin and 
carrying a shepherd’s crook. So important was this meeting, that Solomon 
called out his personal bodyguard. 

“He is being condemned by this Prophet as having wandered away from 
the faith of the true God; he is being condemned by the Princes as having 
squandered money in riotous living, over-taxing the people, causing universal 
complaint, and threats of secession from the House of Judah.” 

1 Kings 7: 10, 18, 19, 20. 


THE HOUSE OF THE FOREST OF LEBANON 
See Plate 11 


Northward, extending almost to the wall of the Temple terrace, was the 
monumental House of the Forest of Lebanon. In the foreground were the 
elaborate and beautiful sunken gardens. Upon the right and left of this build- 
ing, enclosed by entablatured walls, were the international bazaars and shops. 


THE INNER COURT OF THE TEMPLE 
See Plates 1, 2, 12 


The avenue from the southwest gate of the citadel, having passed the Palaces, 
the Porches, and the House of the Forest of Lebanon, proceeded again north- 
_ eastward to an open space before the House of the High Priest, where there 
was a gate leading upward to the Forecourt of the Temple. This outer court. 
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occupied the whole of the eastern half of the Temple terrace, and on its north- 
ern side was the great brass Covert for the King. 

At the western side of the Forecourt was the gate to the Inner Court, whence 
rose the noble facade of the Temple itself. 


THE ALTAR OF BURNT-OFFERING 


In the center of the eastern half of the inner court stood the most indis- 
pensable part of the apparatus of worship, the Altar of Burnt-offering, made 
of brass, “twenty cubits in length, twenty in breadth and ten cubits in height” 
(40 feet long, 40 broad, and 20 high). 2 Chron. 4: 1. 


THE MOLTEN SEA 


In the inner court, the southeast corner, stood one of the most striking of 
the creations of Solomon’s Phoenician artist, Hiram of Tyre. This was the 
Molten Sea. It was a large circular tank of bronze, “thirty cubits in circum- 
ference, ten cubits in diameter and five cubits in height” (60 feet around, 20 
feet across, and 10 feet high), with a brim the thickness of a handbreadth. 
These measurements show that Hiram understood the principles of circular form 
and construction. This great sea rested on the backs of twelve bronze bulls 
which, in groups of three, faced the four cardinal points. 

1 Kings 7: 23-27; 2 Chron. 4: 2-5. 


THE LAVERS 


There were ten Lavers of brass raised on bases resting upon wheels. They 
were used for washing the animals to be sacrificed in the burnt-offering and 
im the general cleansing of the court after the services. Each one was “four 
cubits long, four cubits wide and three cubits high” (8 feet by 8 by 6). The 
Lavers, bases, and wheels were highly ornamented, and symbolically embellished 
with lions, oxen, cherubim and palm trees. Five of the Lavers stood on the 
north side of the inner court and five on the south side. 1 Kings 7: 27-39. 


THE GREAT PORCH 
See Plate 14 
The Great Porch was a monumental structure “one hundred and twenty 
cubits high” (240 feet), built over the entrance to the Sanctuary. This entrance 


or vestibule was “twenty cubits long and ten cubits broad” (40 feet by 20). 
Through this porch the priests were admitted to the Sanctuary. 


2 Chron. 3: 4; 1 Kings 6: 3. 
THE TWO PILLARS OF BRASS 


These two great bronze shafts, standing in relief, formed an important fea- 
ture in the architecture of the Temple. Each one was “thirty-five cubits high 
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and twelve cubits in circumference” (70 feet high and 24 feet in circumference). 
They were highly ornamented by a network of brass, overhung with wreaths 
of bronze pomegranates, each row containing one hundred. Upon the pillars 
and the top of the chapiters were pommels (great bowls or vessels for oil) 
over which were hung, festoon-wise, wreaths of pomegranates, interspersed 
here and there with lily work. They bore the names of Jachin and Boaz and 
were placed in front of the porch leading to the Sanctuary. 

2 Chron. 3: 15; 1 Kings 7: 15-22; 2 Chron. 4: 12-13. 


THE TREASURE ROOM 
See Plate 15 


This room occupied the space above the Holy and Most Holy Places, extend- 
ing the entire length of the House. It was “sixty cubits long, twenty cubits wide 
and ten cubits high” (120 feet by 40 by 20). Here were stored the many things 
King David had dedicated to the Lord. Here also were the silver and gold 
vessels and instruments, and all the dedicated things such as gifts from allied 
kings, princes, potentates, and other important personages. It was also the 
royal treasury where Solomon deposited and from whence he disbursed all 
things of value. 1 Kings 6: 2. 


THE CHAMBERS ROUND ABOUT THE TEMPLE 


A series of chambers surrounded the house on three sides, the north, west, 
and south, all three stories high. The uppermost chamber was “five cubits,” 
10 feet broad, the middle one was “six cubits” (12 feet) and the third or lower 
chamber was “seven cubits” (14 feet). 

Access to these chambers was by means of a peculiar and secret winding 
stairway on the south side of the house from the lower into the middle and 
from thence to the upper chambers. These chambers were all finished in fine 
wood and overlaid with pure gold, affording quiet and secluded spots for 
secret communion with God and for the preparation and proper clothing of the 
priests, as well as storage room for the vessels and instruments used every day 
in the ritualistic services. 1 Kings 6: 5, 6, 8, 40. 


THE HOLY PLACE 
See Plate 16 


The Holy Place, or Greater House, was a double cube “forty cubits long, 
twenty cubits wide, and twenty cubits high” (80 feet long, 40 wide, and 40 
high), ‘“‘ceiled with fir tree,” overlaid with fine gold and settings of palm trees 
and chains, with engraved cherubim on the walls. The entire house was gar- 
- nished with precious stones for beauty. The entrance to the house was by a 
large double door, two leaves to the one door and two leaves to the other, of 
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olive wood, carved with cherubim, palm trees, and open flowers, all overlaid 
with pure gold. 

The furniture of the Holy Place consisted of ten candlesticks of pure gold, 
five on the right side and five on the left, together with their lamps and snuff- 
ers; also ten tables of pure gold, five on the right side and five on the left, 
together with their bowls, basins, spoons, and covers. To these must be added 
the golden altar of incense and its censer, the table of shewbread, and the golden 
candlestick of the Tabernacle, all harmoniously arranged within the walls, ceil- 
ings, and floors of gold set with precious stones. 1 Kings 7: 49; 2 Chron. 4: 8. 


THE MOST HOLY PLACE 
; See Plate 17 


The Holy of Holies was a perfect 40 foot cube “twenty cubits broad, twenty 
cubits long, and twenty cubits high.” All the walls round about were carved 
with figures of cherubim, palm trees, and open flowers, all overlaid with pure 
gold; even the floor was overlaid with gold, and all was garnished with precious 
stones for beauty. The two doors leading to this Most Holy Place were of 
olive wood, cunningly carved with cherubim, palm trees and open flowers, and 
overlaid with pure gold. Each door had two leaves which folded. Over this 
entrance hung the veil of blue, purple, and crimson of the finest fabric, cun- 
ningly wrought with cherubim, palm trees, and open flowers. This beautiful 
tapestry defined the entrance to the Oracle. 

The only piece of furniture in the Most Holy Place was the Sacred Ark of 
the Covenant of the Lord, containing the testimony. This was placed within 
the oracles shadowed by the wings of two gigantic cherubim of olive wood, 
overlaid with pure gold. Each cherubim was “ten cubits high” (20 feet) with 
an outspread of wings of “twenty cubits” (40 feet). 1 Kings 6: 23. 


THE TEMPLE AND EARLY MASONRY 


History is an afterthought, written only when greatness has already been 
achieved. There was no Hebrew history before David, who united the tribes 
and conquered their enemies. Nor was there any Masonic history, as we know 
it, until the operative stone masons of England had established their craft by 
building some of those marvelous monuments to Christian civilization, the 
Gothic cathedrals. But there were Masons and there were Hebrews long before 
there were books about either. In the widely separated beginnings of both 
Hebrew and Masonic history we find references to the building of a Temple. 

We have seen that King Solomon’s Temple was not built in a day, or without 
the accumulation and expenditure of a vast treasure in materials, craftsman- 
ship, and human organization. We have seen that a generation of intensive 
preparation (David concentrating the energies of a kingdom on a project he 
was never to behold) preceded the actual building, and that long ages of 
venc-ating the simpler Tabernacle in the Wilderness came before that. 


THE BIBLE IN MASONRY YA! 


The Masonic fraternity started simply, too, and the magnificent brotherly 
structure of the past two hundred years was many centuries in the making. 
Unlike the Temple, the fraternity in its formative years had no powerful king 
to protect and support it, and its growth was far less spectacular than that of 
the great monument on Mount Moriah. 


THE TEMPLE AND ETERNITY 


King Solomon’s Temple was the perfect architectural expression of the re- 
ligious faith of a people. As such, it has never been equailed in the history of 
the world, much less excelled. 

Its actual life was short, but its influence has been incalculable. Built to 
endure for centuries, only a few years elapsed before it was desecrated and 
then completely destroyed by invading armies. Yet its fame did not die. The 
children of Israel, with fervid determination, rebuilt it twice, and twice more 

‘was it destroyed. The descendants of its builders were scattered far and wide 
over the face of the earth, but the traditions of their labor and their unity and 
their accomplishment have remained to inspire all subsequent ages, and the 
magnificence of the Temple they built is still acknowledged as the epitome of 
gorgeous architecture. 

To arrive at recorded Masonic history, we must leave the age of King Sol- 
omon and the builders of the temples at Jerusalem far behind, coming up to 
the British Isles during the Christian Middle Ages. 


MEDIEVAL HISTORY AND LEGEND 


The legends of Masonry are very old, and they tell of times far older than 
themselves. The earliest legendary Masonic writing which has survived in 
manuscript is a little book consisting of 33 leaves of parchment, written in 
England, probably before 1390 A. D. “Bere begin the constitutions of the art 
of Geometry according to Euclid,” are the opening lines, in Latin. Then the 
manuscript proceeds, in old English doggerel, to tell how “that worthy clerk, 
Euclid,” taught the useful art of geometry to unemployed sons of the Egyptian 
nobility, how the knowledge which he taught spread to France and England, 
and how he admonished his pupils, in fifteen articles and fifteen points, to be 
good men and worthy exponents of the art of geometry. By geometry he meant 
Masonry. This medieval stone masons’ organization, forerunner of modern Free- 
masonry, was already: of respectable age when the book of “Euclid’s constitu- 
tions” was written. It was old enough so that its living members saw nothing 
ridiculous in tracing their history back to Lamech, the grandson of Adam, and 
through him to Pythagoras of Greece and Hiram, King of Tyre, and King 
Charles Martel of France and Athelstane, King of England, even though these 
celebrities were separated from each other by centuries rather than by years. It 
was old enough so that not only stone masons but gentlemen and dignitaries 

of the Church were interested in its legends, and impressed with its supposed 
continuity since Biblical times. 
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The next oldest Masonic manuscript, written only a few years later, tels 
substantially the same story in a somewhat different manner, and also includes 
a reference to King Solomon’s Temple. Solomon is represented as having con- 
firmed Euclid’s articles and points for the government of Masons. 

These two Masonic manuscripts are the oldest of a long series known to 
have been written over a period of more than 300 years, between the end of 
the 14th century and the beginning of the 18th. They are sometimes called the 
Old Charges of Masonry, and sometimes the Manuscript Constitutions of the 
Craft. Because they link modern Freemasonry with an immemorial past, they 
are also called “the title deeds of the Fraternity.” In all of them is an account 
of the Temple of Solomon, or “Templum Dei,” or “Temple of Jerusalem,” or 
“Templum Domini,” and an attempt at the establishment of a kinship between 
the builders of this Temple and the English stone masons for whom the manu- 
scripts were written. King Solomon and Hiram, King of Tyre, are always in 
the story, and usually a third builder who is represented as Aynon, a son of 
Hiram. Thus the dominant theme of the builder’s art appears in the very 
earliest history of the Craft. 


THE BIBLE AND EARLY MASONRY 


In the oldest Masonic legends the building of King Solomon’s Temple was 
not the only, or even the principal event commemorated. Nor is the Bible 
mentioned in these early times as the central light of the Lodge. But the Ma- 
sonic organizations in which these legends were cherished, like Masonic Lodges 
today, were religious bodies. Masons working on the abbey at Hirsau in 
southern Germany, 300 years before our first ‘manuscripts were written in 
England, were actually organized as Lay Brothers under the Benedictine rule. 
Almost as early, there were Cistercian Lay Brothers working on a church in 
Yorkshire. Their motto was “Ora et Labore,” “pray and work.” 

Practically every one of the old manuscripts containing Masonic legends 
begins with an invocation to deity: “In the name of the Father, the Son, and 
the Holy Ghost, Amen.” Practically every one closes with an oath, or a reference 
to an oath, “So help you God, and by the contents of this book,” and often 
with the further admonition, “It is a great peril for a man to forswear himself 
upon a book.” In many manuscripts an actual ceremony is described, prac- 
tically always in Latin: “One of the Eldest taking the Book shall hold it forth 
that he or they which are to be made Masons may impose and lay their right 
hand upon it and the Charge shall be read.” 


THE CHURCH AND THE BIBLE 


The repeated references to the “book” in these old manuscripts almost cer- 
tainly mean the Bible. And as far as recognition of the Bible by early Masons 
is concerned, this is quite as much as could be expected in an age before print- 
ing had been invented, when every book in the world had to be laboriously 
copied by hand, and when the Bible, moreover, was written only in Latin. 
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Few people could read the Bible, and fewer still could own a copy. It was a 
book to be venerated, but not read. The religious instruction and inspiration 
which the Bible supplies nowadays was then derived from three sources: (1) 
ecclesiastical symbolism and ceremony; (2) mystery plays or Biblical enter- 
tainments; and (3) architecture. Masons may have participated in the second; 
they were of primary importance in the third. 

When people could not read books, the lessons of religion had to be taught 
in other ways. They were taught by sermons of the priests and by the ritual 
of the sacraments. They were also taught dramatically through mystery plays, 
performed often by the craft guilds. The Masons may possibly have used a 
mystery play whose story survives in the third degree. Above all, the lessons 
of religion were taught during the Middle Ages through architecture and 
sculpture. Every village church was a message from God, and the cathedral 
was an entire Bible. The general plan of the church, the choir, the chapels, 
the carved figures of saints, the painted windows,—all told the story of God’s 
fatherhood as clearly to the people of that day as our Bible tells it to us. 

The Masons’ part in telling this story was a most important one, and this 
as well as other circumstances set the Masons apart from other crafts. 


THE LETTER AND THE WORD 


This medieval period, which saw such a growth of Masonry, was essentially 
an age of symbolism. Everything in architecture, in ceremonial, in heraldry, 
in religion, had its symbolical meaning. Interpretation of the symbolism was 
left almost entirely to one division of the community, the Church, and to a 
few thinking people it must have seemed that as time went on the symbols 
grew in importance and the meaning faded. The letter became dominant, and 
the Word was lost. 

Toward the end of the medieval period, at just about the time the Masonic 
Old Charges were being written, the first complete English translation of the 
Bible was compiled by William Wycliffe. Here was the Word itself, and those 
who had an opportunity to read it could go beyond the symbolism of archi- 
tecture and heraldry and ceremonial to the religious reality on which it was 
based. A new authority was challenging the supremacy of the Church. That 
new authority was the Bible. The progress of the challenge was called the 
Reformation. 

The invention of printing made possible the rapid dissemination of the new 
religious literature, especially the Bible. The Church ceased to be the unques- 
tioned interpreter of religious truth; its place was gradually taken in Protestant 
countries by the Bible. The importance of religious architecture as a teacher 
of the people decreased rapidly, and with it diminished the importance of the 
operative stone mason’s craft. 


OPERATIVE TO SPECULATIVE 


Membership in medieval craft guilds, including whatever type of organiza- 
tion the Masons had at that time, was not strictly confined to the workers 
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of one particular craft. Other workers, and sometimes gentlemen and noble- 
men, occasionally sought and gained admission. This must have been especially 
true in the Masons’ organizations. The writer of the earliest Masonic manu- 
script was almost certainly a priest, and no doubt many churchmen held a 
kind of Masonic membership. Later, after church building had practically 
ceased, and the nature of the Masonic organization changed with the new 
conditions, members from outside the craft continued to be accepted. 

These “accepted” members, or “speculative masons” as they were later called, 
were no doubt few in number at the time of the Reformation. Their presence, 
however, and the legendary background which attracted them, must have 
encouraged the survival of a craft whose operative reason for existence was 
rapidly disappearing. Even with the economic ruin which the Reformation 
brought to the stone masons’ industry, it was a long time before the “accepted” 
masons reached the majority and took possession of the organization. 


THE BIBLE AND THE TEMPLE 


The Bible is many centuries old, but as a literal force in the life of western 
Christianity it began to grow only with the invention of printing and the suc- 
cess of the Reformation. Its growth as the Great Light in Masonic Lodges 
paralleled its growth in the churches and in the homes of pious men. 

Masons, like other people, took up the reading of the Bible as soon as it 
was translated out of the Latin and printed in sufficient quantities to bring 
it within reach. Always present in the Lodge for the swearing of candidates, 
it became increasingly important in the minds and lives of its readers. Masons 
became aware of the Biblical source of many of their legends, and perhaps 
became inclined to attribute Biblical significance to legends which originally 
had none. At any rate they could see that the fundamental precepts of Masonic 
morality were actually to be found in the Volume of Sacred Law. They saw 
also that King Solomon’s Temple occupied a prominent place in divine as it 
did in Masonic history. 

The growth of popular interest in the Temple paralleled very closely the 
growth of Bible reading. Perhaps Masonic interest also increased from a more 
or less incidental notice of the Temple to a final preoccupation with it as a 
symbol of spiritual man. The Bible hardly came into its own as a widely read 
book until after the publication of the King James version in 1611. The 
Temple began to appear prominently in religious literature at about the same 
time. Hugh Broughton, who died in 1612, left some writings on the Temple, 
as did John Selden (1584-1654). Nicholas Fuller referred to it in a book pub- 
lished at Heidelburg in 1612 and at Oxford in 1616. Christopher Cartwright 
(1602-1658) had a good deal to say about the Temple in his writings on the 
Talmud. Samuel Lee, in 1659, published a very suggestive work: Orbis Mir- 
aculum, or the Temple of Solomon, Portrayed by Scripture-light . . 


MODELS OF THE TEMPLE 


Late in the 17th century there were several attempts to create models of 
King Solomon’s Temple. Some of them attracted wide notice in England at 
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just the time the operative Masonic craft was being gradually transformed 
into what we know as speculative Freemasonry. 

' Gottfried Hensel, rector of Hirschberg in Germany, made a model. Rabbi 
Jacob Jehuda Leon was displaying one in England in 1675. A little later, Ger- 
hard Schott was building his in Hamburg. This one was still being shown in 
London in 1725, eight years after the first Grand Lodge was organized. 


SOLOMON’S TEMPLE SPIRITUALIZED 


Even before the Apostle Paul, in his first letter to the Corinthians, spoke 
of man as “the temple of God,” the idea of a spiritual temple in the human 
soul has had religious currency. It was natural that Solomon’s great building 
should come to be regarded as the ideal prototype of such a temple. It was 
natural, also, that this idea should be an integral part of the first essay in 
which the word “Freemason” ever appeared in print. In The Pilgrimage 
of Perfection, by William Boude (1526), the following appeared: “We were 
but as apprentices bound to learn the craft of the exercise of virtues; 
and now this day we shall be masters of the craft. Example. The free mason 
setteth his apprentice first a long time to learn to hew stones, and when he 
can do that perfectly, he admitteth him to be a free mason and chooseth him 
as a cunning man to be a master of the craft, and maketh him a setter or 
orderer of the same stone .. . And so to build to Almighty God a glorious 
and pleasant temple in our souls, we as the workmen, and He as the principal 
author and master of the work. Now in diverse degrees, according to their 
exercise in grace, every person buildeth in his soul a temple to God, some 
more some less, as the clearness of their consciences requireth . . .” The next 
section of the book drew lessons from the Tabernacle and Temple. 


ANTIQUARIANS AND FREEMASONS 


Many non-operative members of Masonic lodges, the “speculative” or “ac- 
cepted” Freemasons, must have been interested in the Temple, as well as in the 
cathedrals, now old, which the operative Masons had built. In the century 
following the Reformation, the craft attracted philosophers, scientists, and 
antiquaries, as well as gentlemen and soldiers. Elias Ashmole and Randle Holme 
were two distinguished examples, and there is no doubt that several of the 
original members of the Royal Society were Masons. 

To these men, if not to the operative Masons generally, the place of King 
Solomon’s Temple in Masonic legend and symbolism must have become in- 
creasingly important. They were interested in the Temple as Solomon actually 
constructed it, and they were almost certainly interested in it also as a symbol 
of man’s struggle for perfection. Francis Bacon, who may or may not have 
had direct connection with then existing Masonic organizations, wrote a few 
years before 1626 a fable called The New Atlantis, an important feature 
_of which was a marvelous society known as “Solomon’s House.” This had 
nothing directly to do with King Solomon’s Temple, but it showed the dis- 
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position of learned men of the 17th century to associate any organized search 
for wisdom and truth with the symbolism of the Temple which Solomon built 
in Jerusalem. 


GRAND LODGE MASONRY 


The exact position of the Temple and the Bible in operative and early 
speculative Masonry is still in question. Enough has been shown to indicate 
that both must have been of considerable importance. It is especially evident 
that King Solomon’s Temple, since it was attracting so much attention in the 
world at large and among the class of men who became speculative Masons, 
must in the 17th century have been one of the outstanding legends of the Craft. 

Early in the 18th century four old Lodges in London met together to form 
the first Grand Lodge, and Freemasonry was well on its way toward becoming 
the beautifully organized fraternity which we know today. Probably as early 
as 1720 or 1730, George Payne, John T. Desaguliers, and their associates had 
developed a ritual of three degrees, with the legend of King Solomon’s Temple 
holding the central position. This legend, of which there were possible sugges- 
tions in the earliest manuscripts, had grown to be one of the dominant themes 
in Masonry. 


CONCERNING GOD AND RELIGION 


Probably we shall never know just how different or how similar Grand 
Lodge Masonry may be to the operative and speculative Masonry that came 
before it, but of one important change there is no doubt. The operative Ma- 
sonry of the Middle Ages, and also the increasingly speculative Craft of the 
17th century, were Christian and Trinitarian. In contrast, the first Charge in 
the Grand Lodge Book of Constitutions, 1723, was as follows: “A Mason is 
obliged by his Tenure, to obey the moral Law; and if he rightly understands the 
Art, he will never be a stupid Atheist, nor an irreligious Libertine. But though 
in ancient Times Masons were charged in every Country to be of the Religion 
of that Country or Nation, whatever it was, yet ’tis now thought more ex- 
pedient only to oblige them to that Religion in which all men agree, leaving 
their particular opinions to themselves; that is, to be good Men and true, 
or men of Honour and Honesty, by whatever Denominations or Persuasions 
they may be distinguished; whereby Masonry becomes the centre of Union, 
and the means of conciliating true Friendship among Persons that must else 
have remained at a perpetual distance.” Still deeply religious, Masonry had 
become universal. 

Important as the Bible undoubtedly was in early speculative Masonry, its 
dominant position became more rather than less pronounced after the organi- 
zation of Grand Lodges in the 18th century. Although this first charge Con- 
CERNING Gop AND RELIcIon in the Grand Lodge Book of Constitutions does 
not specifically mention the Bible, the implication is that its immemorial status 
as an essential part of the Lodge was well understood, and was to remain 
unchanged. 
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A little later, when printed references to Masonry became more plentiful, 
the Bible appeared prominently in them. As early as 1730, the Bible, Square, 
and Compasses were mentioned in London as “furniture of the Lodge.” Ac- 
cording to The Boston Evening Post, June 20, 1743, reporting an incident 
in Vienna, a Lodge there had “a Bible on the table, open at the first 
chapter of Genesis.” In Helston, Cornwall, April 21, 1752, a Brother Isaac 
Head delivered a Charge: “. . . Let our whole deportment testify for us that 
we have formed our lives upon the perfect model of God’s revealed will, ex- 
hibited to us in the Holy Bible; that this Book is the basis of all our Craft, 
and that it is by this piece of Divine furniture, so essential to our society, we 
are taught wisdom, to contrive in all our doings. . .” 

The Bible is now so closely identified with the Lodge that, for Christian coun- 
tries, it is one of the very few undisputed Landmarks of Freemasonry. Another 
is belief in God. These two essentials, belief in a Supreme Being and reverence 
for His Word, establish beyond question the character of the Fraternity as a 
religious institution.

THE GREAT LIGHT IN MASONRY 


The regular work in any Grand Jurisdiction offers ample evidence of the 
importance of the two dominant themes, the Bible and King Solomon’s Tem- 
ple, in present-day Freemasonry. Their intimate relationship is best illustrated 
by the selected Masonic scriptural references which follow. In each case, the 
citation includes the entire logical context; but only the most salient passages 
are quoted. 

The references are classified under appropriate headings which are thought 
to be sufficiently explanatory without being in violation of the Masonic obli- 
gation to secrecy. The topics are arranged for convenience of reference in the 
order of the ritual. The page numbers of the present edition of the Bible are 
added in parentheses after the citation, thus (100).

He was a widow’s 
son of the tribe of Naphtali, and his father was a man of Tyre, a worker in 
brass: and he was filled with wisdom, and understanding, and cunning to work 
all works in brass. And he came to king Solomon, and wrought all his work. 
For he cast two pillars of brass, of eighteen cubits high a piece: and a line of 
twelve cubits did compass either of them about. * * * And he set up the 
pillars in the porch of the temple: and he set up the right pillar, and called 
the name thereof Jachin: and he set up the left pillar, and called the name 
thereof Boaz.

David’s Plans for the Temple 

Now Hiram king of Tyre sent messengers to David, and timber of cedars, 
with masons and carpenters, to build him an house. And David perceived 
that the Lord had confirmed him king over Israel, for his kingdom was lifted 
up on high, because of his people Israel. 1 Chron. 14: 1, 2 (402). 

Then he called for Solomon his son, and charged him to build an house for 
the Lord God of Israel. And David said to Solomon, My Son, as for me, it 
was in my mind to build an house unto the name of the Lord my God: but 
the word of the Lord came to me, saying, Thou hast shed blood abundantly, 
and hast made great wars; thou shalt not build an house unto my name, 
because thou hast shed much blood upon the earth in my sight. Behold, a son 
shall be born to thee, who shall be a man of rest; and I will give him rest 
from all his enemies round about: for his name shall be Solomon, and I will 
give peace and quietness unto Israel in his days. 1 Chron, 22: 1-19 (409). 

So David slept with his fathers, and was buried in the city of David. * * * 
Then sat Solomon upon the throne of David his father; and his kingdom was 
established greatly. 1 Kings 2: 10-12 (327). 

O Lord God of Israel, there is no God like thee in the heaven, nor in the 
earth; which keepest covenant, and shewest mercy unto thy servants, that walk 
before thee with all their hearts: Thou which hast kept with thy servant 
David my father that which thou hast promised him; and spakest with thy 
mouth, and hast fulfilled it with thine hand, as it is this day.

And now I have sent a cunning man, endued with understanding, of Huram 
my father’s, The son of a woman of the daughter of Dan, and his father was 
a man of Tyre, skilful to work in gold, and in silver, in brass, in iron, in stone, 
and in timber, in purple, in blue, and in fine linen, and in crimson; also to 
grave any manner of graving, and to find out every device which shall be put 
to him, with thy cunning men, and with the cunning men of my Lord David 
thy father. 2 Chron. 2: 3-18 (417, 418).

My servants shall bring them down from Lebanon 
unto the sea: and I will convey them by sea in floats unto the place that thou 
shalt appoint me, * * * 1 -Kings*5: 8) 9" (S31) 

And we will cut wood out of Lebanon, as much as thou shalt need; and we 
will bring it to thee in floats by sea to Joppa; and thou shalt carry it up to 
Jerusalem. 2 Chron. 2: 16 (418). See also:—Ezra 3: 6, 7 (454, 455). 


Wisdom of Solomon 

Then Solomon sat on the throne of the Lord as king instead of David his 
father, and prospered; and all Israel obeyed him. 1 Chron. 29: 16-23 (416). 

In that night did God appear unto Solomon, and said unto him, Ask what 
I shall give thee. And Solomon said unto God, * * * Give me now wisdom 
and knowledge, that I may go out and come in before this people: for who 
can judge this thy people, that is so great? 2 €hron. 1: 7-12 (417). 

And the speech pleased the Lord, that Solomon has asked this thing. And 
God said unto him, Because thou hast asked this thing, * * * Behold, I have 
done according to thy words: lo, I have given thee a wise and an understand- 
ing heart; so that there was none like thee before thee, neither after thee 
shall any arise like unto thee. 1 Kings 3: 5-15 (329). 

Metal Tools 

And there shalt thou build an altar unto the Lord thy God, an altar of 
stones: thou shalt not lift up any iron #aol upen chem. Deut. 27: 5-8 (202). 

An altar of earth thou shalt make unto me, and shalt sacrifice thereon thy 
burnt offerings, and thy peace otferings, thy sheep, and thine oxen: in all places 
where I record my name I will come unto thee, and I will bless thee. 


Ex. 20: 24, 25 (75). 
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And the king commanded, and they brought great stones, costly stones, and 
hewed stones, to lay the foundation of the house. And Solomon’s builders and 
Hiram’s builders did hew them, and the.stone-squarers: so they prepared tim- 
ber and stones to build the house. T Kings S217 18 (682). 

And the house, when it was in building, was built of stone made ready 
before it was brought thither: so that there was neither hammer nor ax nor 
any tool of iron heard in the house, while it was in building. 1 Kings 6: 7 (332). 


King Solomon’s Levy 


And King Solomon raised a levy out of all Israel; and the levy was thirty 
thousand men. * * * And Solomon had three score and ten thousand that 
bare burdens, and four score thousand hewers in the mountains; beside the 
chief of Solomon’s officers which were over the work, three thousand and 
three hundred, which ruled over the people that wrought in the work.

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THE WORDS OF A GREAT MASONIC DIVINE 


R. W. AND REV. JOSEPH FORT NEWTON 
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Time is a river, and books are boats. Many volumes start down that stream, 
only to be wrecked and lost beyond recall in its sands. Only a few, a very few, 
endure the testings of time and live to bless the ages following. We pay homage 
to the greatest of all books—the one enduring Book which has traveled down 
to us from the far past, freighted with the richest treasure that ever any book 
has brought to humanity. What a sight it is to see men gathered about an open 
Bible—how typical of the spirit and genius of Masonry, its great and simple 
faith and its benign ministry to mankind. 

No Mason needs to be told what a place of honor the Bible has in Masonry. 
One of the great Lights in the Order, it lies open upon the altar at the center 
of the lodge. Upon it every Mason takes. solemn vows of love, of loyalty, of 
chasity, of charity, pledging himself to our tenents of Brotherly Love, Relief, 
and Truth. Think what it means for a young man to make such a covenant 
of consecration in the morning of life, taking that wise old Book as his guide, 
teacher and friend! Then as he moves forward from one degree to another, 
the imagery of the Bible becomes familiar and eloquent, and its mellow, haunt- 
ing music sings its way into his heart. 

And yet, like everything else in Masonry, the Bible, so rich in symbolism, 
is itself a symbol—that is, a part taken for the whole. It is a sovereign symbol 
of the Book of Faith, the Will of God as man has learned it in the midst of 
the years—that perpetual revelation of himself which God is making mankind 
in every land and every age. Thus, by the very honor which Masonry pays 
to the Bible, it teaches us to revere every book of faith in which men find 
help for to-day and hope for the morrow, joining hands with the man of 
Islam as he takes oath on the Koran, and with the Hindu as he makes covenant 
with God upon the book that he loves best. 

For Masonry knows, what so many forget, that religions are many, but 
Religion is one—perhaps we may say one thing, but that one thing includes 
everything—the life of God in the soul of man, and the duty and hope of 
man which proceed from His essential character. Therefore, it invites to its 
altar men of all faiths, knowing that, if they use different names for “the 
Nameless One of a hundred names,” they are yet praying to the one God and 
Father of all; knowing, also, that while they read different volumes, they are 
in fact reading the same vast Book of the Faith of Man as revealed in the 
struggle and sorrow of the race in its quest of God. So that, great and noble 
as the Bible is, Masonry sees it as a symbol of that eternal Book of the Will 
of God which Lowell described when he wrote his memorable lines: 


THE BIBLE IN MASONRY 53 


“Slowly the Bible of the race is writ, 

And not on paper leaves nor Jeaves:-of stone; 
Each age, each kindred, adds a verse to it, 

Texts of despair or hope, of joy or moan. 
While swings the sea, while mists the mountain shroud, 
While thunder’s surges burst on cliffs of- cloud : 
Still at the prophets’ feet the nations sit.” 


None the less, much as we honor every book of faith in which any man 
has found courage to lift his hand above the night that’ covers him and lay 
hold of the mighty Hand of God, with us the Bible is supreme. What Homer 
was to the Greeks, what the Koran is to the Arabs, that, and much more, the 
grand old Bible is to us. It is the mother in our literary family, and if some 
of its children have grown up and become wise in their own conceit, they yet 
rejoice to gather about its knee and pay tribute. Not only was the Bible the 
loom on which our language was woven, but it is a pervasive, refining, re- 
deeming force bequeathed to us, with whatsoever else that is good and true, 
in the very fiber of our being. Not for a day do we regard the Bible simply 
as a literary classic, apart from what it means to the faiths and hopes and 
prayers of men, and its inweaving into the intellectual and spiritual life of 
our race. 

There was a time when the Bible formed almost the only literature of Eng- 
land; and to-day, if it were taken away, that literature would be torn to 
tatters and shreds. Truly did Macaulay say that, if everything else in our 
language should perish, the Bible would alone suffice to show the whole range 
and power and beauty of our speech. From it Milton learned his majesty of 
song, and Ruskin his magic of prose. Carlyle had in his very blood, almost 
without knowing it, the rhapsody and passion of the prophets—their sense 
of the Infinite, of the littleness of man, of the sacrasm of Providence; as Burns, 
before him, had learned from the same fireside Book the indestructibleness of 
honor and the humane pity of God which throbbed in his lyrics of love and 
liberty. Thus, from Shakespeare to Tennyson, the Bible sings in our poetry, 
chants in our music, echoes in our eloquence, and in our tragedy flashes for- 
ever its truth of the terribleness of sin, the tenderness of God, and the inex- 
tinguishable hope of man. 

My brethren, here is a Book whose scene is the sky and the dirt and all that 
lies between—a Book that has in it the arch of the heavens, the curve of the 
earth, the ebb and flow of the sea, sunrise and sunset, fhe peaks of mountains 
and the glint of sunlight on flowing waters, the shadow of forests on the hills, 
the song of birds and the color of flowers. But its two great characters are 
God and the Soul, and the story of their eternal life together is its one ever- 
lasting romance. It is the most human of books, telling the old forgotten secrets 


_ of the heart, its bitter pessimism and is death-defying hope, its pain, its pas- 


sion, its sin, its sob of grief and its shout of joy—telling all, without malice, 
in its Grand Style which can do no wrong, while echoing the sweet-toned pathos 
of the pity and mercy of God. No other book is so honest with us, so merci- 
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lessly merciful, so austere yet so tender, piercing the heart, yet healing the 
deep wounds of sin and sorrow. 

Take this great and simple Book, white with age yet new with the dew of 
each new morning, tested by the sorrowful and victorious experience of cen- 
turies, rich im memories and wet with the tears of multitudes who walked this 
way before us—lay it to heart, love it, read it, and learn what life is, what 
it means to be a man; aye, learn that God hath made us for Himself, and 
unquiet are our hearts till they rest in Him. Make it your friend and teacher 
and you will know what Sir Walter Scott meant when, as he lay dying, he 
asked Lockhart to read to him. “From what book?” asked Lockhart, and 
Scott replied, “There is but one Book!”

aD Dinah the daughter of Leah, 
which she bare unto Jacob, went 
out to see the daughters of the land. 

2 And when Shechem the son of Ha- 
mor the Hivite, prince of the country, 
saw her, he took her, and lay with 
her, and defiled her. 3 

3 And his soul clave unto Dinah the 
daughter of Jacob, and he loved the 
damsel, and spake kindly unto the 
damsel. : 

4 And Shechem spake unto his fa- 
ther Hamor, saying, Get me this 
damsel to wife. 

5 And Jacob heard that he had de- 
filed Dinah his daughter: now his 
sons were with his cattle in the field: 
and Jacob held his peace until they 
were come. 

6 § And Hamor the father of She- 
chem went out unto Jacob to com- 
mune with him. 

7 And the sons of Jacob came out 
of the field when they heard zt: and 

‘the men were grieved, and they were 
very wroth, because he had wrought 
folly in Israel in lying with Jacob’s 
daughter; which thing ought not to 
be done. : 

8 And Hamor communed with 
them, saying, The soul of my son She- 
chem longeth for your daughter: I 
pray you give her him to wife. 
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Shechemites circumcised. 


9 And make ye marriages with us, 
and give your daughters unto us, and 
take our daughters unto you. 

to And ye shall dwell with us: and 
the land shall be before you; dwell 
and trade ye therein, and get you 
possessions therein. 

rz And Shechem said unto her fa- 
ther and unto her brethren, Let me 
find grace in your eyes, and what ye 
shall say unto me I will give. 

12 Ask me never so much dowry 
and gift, and I will give according as 
ye shall say unto me: but give me 
the damsel to wife. 

13 And the sons of Jacob answered 
Shechem and Hamor his father de- 
ceitfully, and said, because he had 
defiled Dinah their sister: 

14 And they said unto them, We 
cannot do this thing, to give our sister 
to one that is uncircumcised; for that 
were a reproach unto us: 

15 But in this will we consent unto 
you: If ye will be as we be, that every 
male of you be circumcised; 

16 Then will we give our daughters 
unto you, and we will take your 
daughters to us, and we will dwell 
with you, and we will become one 
people. 

17 But if ye will not hearken unto 
us, to be circumcised; then will we 
take our daughter, and we will be 
gone. 

18. And their words pleased Hamor, 
and Shechem Hamor’s son. 

19 And the young man deferred not 
to do the thing, because he had de- 
light in Jacob’s daughter: and he was 
more honourable than all the house 
of his father. ; 

20 §| And Hamor and Shechem his 
son came unto the gate of their city, 
and communed with the men of their 
city, saying, 

21 These men are peaceable with us; 
therefore let them dwell in the land, 
and trade therein; for the land, be- 
hold, zt 7s large enough for them; let 
us take their daughters to us for wives, 
and let us give them our daughters. 

22 Only herein will the men consent 
unto us for to dwell with us, to be one 
people, if every male among us be cir- 
cumcised, as they are circumcised. | 

23 Shall not their cattle and their 
substance and every beast of theirs be 
ours? only let us consent unto them, 
and they will dwell with us. 

24 And unto Hamor and unto She- 
chem his son hearkened all that went 
out of the gate of his city; and every 
male was circumcised, all that went 
out of the gate of his city. 
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25 4 And it came to pass on the 
third day, when they were sore, that 
two of the sons of Jacob, Simeon and 
Levi, Dinah’s brethren, took each 
man his sword, and came upon the 
city boldly, and slew all the males. 

26 And they slew Hamor and She- 
chem his son with the edge of the 
sword, and took Dinah out of She- 
chem/’s house, and went out. 

27 The sons of Jacob came upon 
the slain, and spoiled the city, because 
they had defiled their sister, é 

28 They took their sheep, and their 
oxen, and their asses, and that which 
was in the city, and that which was in 
the field, 

29 And all their wealth, and all their 
little ones, and their wives took they 
captive, and spoiled even all that was 
in the house. i ; 

30 And Jacob said to Simeon and 
Levi, Ye have troubled me to make 
me to stink among the inhabitants of 
the land, among the Canaanites and 
the Perizzites: and I being few in 
number, they shall gather themselves 
together against me, and slay me; 
and I shall be destroyed, I and my 
house, 

31 And they said, Should he deal 
with our sister as with an harlot? 


CHAPTER 35. 


1 Jacob moves to Beth-el. 6 Builds an 
altar. 16 Benjamin is born. 19 Ra- 
chel dies. 28 Death and buraal of Isaac. 


Axe God said unto Jacob, Arise, 
goup to Beth-el, and dwell there: 
and make there an altar unto God, 
that appeared unto thee when thou 
fleddest from the face of Esau thy 
brother. 

2 Then Jacob said unto his house- 
hold, and to all that were with him, 
Put away the strange gods that are 
among you, and be clean, and change 
your garments: 

3 And let us arise, and go up to Beth- 
el; and I will make there an altar unto 
God, who answered me in the day of 
my distress, and was with me in the 
way which I went. 

4 And they gave unto Jacob all the 
strange gods which were in their hand, 
and all their earrings which were in 
their ears; and Jacob hid them undev 
the oak which was by Shechem. 

5 And they journeyed: and the ter- 
ror of God was upon the cities that 
were round about them, and they did 
not pursue after the sons of Jacob. 

6 | So Jacob came to Luz, which 
ss in the land of Canaan, that 7s, Beth- 
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el, he and all the people that were 
with him. 

7 And he built there an altar, and 
called the place El-beth-el: because 
there God appeared unto him, when 
he fled from the face of his brother. 

8 But Deborah Rebekah’s nurse 
died, and she was buried beneath 
Beth-el under an oak: and the name 
of it was called Allon-bachuth. 

9 § And God appeared unto Jacob 
again, when he came out of Padan- 
aram, and blessed him. :

name zs Jacob: thy name shall not 
be called any more Jacob, but Israel 
shall be thy name: and he called his 
name Israel. g 

tz And God said unto him, I am 
God Almighty: be fruitful and multi- 
ply; a nation and a company of na- 
tions shall be of thee, and kings shall 
come out of thy loins; 

12 And the land which I gave Abra- 
ham and Isaac, to thee I will give it, 
and to thy seed after thee will I give 
the land. ie: 

13 And God went up from him in 
the place where he talked with him. 

14 And Jacob set up a pillar in the 
place where he talked with him, even 
a pillar of stone: and he poured a 
drink offering thereon, and he poured 
oil thereon. 

15 And Jacob called thename of the 
place where God spake with him, 
Beth-el. 

16 § And they journeyed from Beth- 
el; and there was but a little way to 
come to Ephrath: and Rachel tra- 
vailed, and she had hard labour. 

17 And it came to pass, when she 
was in hard labour, that the midwife 
said unto her, Fear not; thou shalt 
have this son also. 

18 d it came to pass, as her soul 
was in departing, (for she died) that 
she called his name Ben-oni: but his 
father called him Benjamin. 

_19 And Rachel died, and was buried 
in the way to Ephrath, which 7s 
Beth-lehem. i 

20 And Jacob set a pillar upon her 
grave: that 2s the pillar of Rachel’s 
grave unto this =e 

21 { And Israel journeyed, and 
spread his tent beyond the tower of 

ar. 

22 And it came to pass, when Israel} 
dwelt in that land, that Reuben went 
and lay with Bilhah his father’s con- 
cubine: and Israel heard zt. Now the 
sons of Jacob were twelve: 

23. The sons of Leah; Reuben, Ja- 
cob’s firstborn, and Simeon, and Levi,

24 The sons of Rachel; Joseph, and 
Benjamin: 

25 And the sons of Bilhah, Rachel’s 
handmaid; Dan, and Naphtali:

27 § And Jacob came unto Isaac his 
father unto Mamre, unto the city of 
Arbah, which 7s Hebron, where Abra- 
ham and Isaac sojourned. 

28 And the days of Isaac were an 
hundred and fourscore years. 

29 And Isaac gave up the ghost, 
and died, and was gathered unto his 
people, being old and full of days: and 
his sons Esau and Jacob buried him.

6 And Esau took his wives, and his 
sons, and his daughters, and all the 
persons of his house, and his cattle, 
and allhis beasts, and all hissubstance, 
which he had got in the land of Ca- 
naan; and went into the country from 
the face of his brother Jacob. 

7 For their riches were more than 
that they might dwell together; and 
the land wherein they were strangers 
could not bear them because of their 
cattle. ; : 

8 Thus dwelt Esau in mount Seir: 
Esau 7s Edom. } 

9 { And these are the generations o 
_ Esau the father of the Edomites in 
mount Seir: 

ro These are the names of Esau’s 
sons; Eliphaz the son of Adah the 
wife of Esau, Reuel the son of Bashe- 
math the wife of Esau. 

tr And the sons of Eliphaz were 
Teman, Omar, Zepho, and Gatam, 
and Kenaz. 
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_12 And Timna was concubine to El- 
iphaz Esau’s son; and she bare to EL- 
iphaz Amalek: these were the sons 
of Adah Esau’s wife. 

13 And these are the sons of Reuel; 
Nahath, and Zerah, Shammah, and 

zah: these were the sons of Bash- 
emath Esau’s wife. 

14 {| And these were the sons of 
Aholibamah, the daughter of Anah 
the daughter of Zibeon, Esau’s wife: 
and she bare to Esau Jeush, and Ja- 
alam, and Korah. 

15 4 These were dukes of the sons of 
Esau: the sons of Eliphaz the first- 
born son of Esau; duke Teman, duke 
Omar, duke Zepho, duke Kenaz, 

16 Duke Korah, duke Gatam, and 
duke Amalek: these are the dukes 
that came of Eliphaz in the land of 
Edom; these were the sons of Adah. 

17 {| And these are the sons of Reuel 
Esau’s son; duke Nahath, duke Ze- 
rah, duke Shammah, duke Mizzah: 


| these are the dukes that came of Reuel 


in the land of Edom; these are the 
sons of Bashemath Esau’s wife. 

18 { And these are the sons of Aho- 
libamah Esau’s wife; duke Jeush, 
duke Jaalam, duke Korah: these 
were the dukes thatcame of Aholibamah 
the daughter of Anah, Esau’s wife. 
.19 These are the sons of Esau, who 
vs Edom, and these are their dukes. 

20 {| These are the sons of Seir the 
Horite, who inhabited the land; Lotan, 
and Shobal, and Zibeon, and Anah, : 

21 And Dishon, and Ezer, and Di- 
shan: these are the dukes of the Ho- 
rites, the children of Seir in the land 
of Edom, 

22 And the children of Lotan were 

tori and Hemam; and Lotan’s sis- 
ter was Timna. 

23 And the children of Shobal were 
these; Alvan, and Manahath, and

27 The children of Ezer are these; 
Bilhan, and Zaavan, and Akan. 

28 The children of Dishan are these} 
Uz, and Aran. 

29 These are the dukes that came of 
the Horites; duke Lotan, duke Sho- 
bal, duke Zibeon, duke Anah, 
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30 Duke Dishon, duke Ezer, duke 
Dishan; these are the dukes that came 
of Hori, among their dukes in the 
land of Seir. & 

31 ¥ And these are the kings that 
reigned in the land of Edom, before 
there reigned any king over the chil- 
dren of Israel. ; 

32_And Bela the son of Beor reigned 
in Edom: and the name of his city 
was Dinhabah. 

33 And Bela died, and Jobab the 
son of Zerah of Bozrah reigned in his 
stead. 

34 And Jobab died, and Husham of 
the land of Temanireigned in hisstead. 

35 And Husham died, and Hadad 
the son of Bedad, who smote Midian 
in the field of Moab, reigned in his 
stead: and the name of his city was 
Avith. ; 

36 And Hadad died, and Samlah of 
Masrekah reigned in his stead. 

37 And Samlah died, and Saul of 
Bop: by the river reigned in his 
stead. 

38 And Saul died, and Baal-hanan 
the son of Achbor reigned in his stead. 

39 And Baal-hanan the son of Ach- 
bor died, and Hadar reigned in his 
stead: and the name of his city was 
Pau; and his wife’s name was Me- 
hetabel, the daughter of Matred, the 
daughter of Mezahab. 

4o And these are the names of the 
dukes that came of Esau, according to 
their families, after their places, by 
their names; duke Timnah, duke 
Alvah, duke Tetheth, 

41 Duke Aholibamah, duke Elah, 
duke Pinon, 

42 Duke Kenaz, duke Teman, duke 
Mibzar, . 

43 Duke Magdiel, duke Iram: these 
be the dukes of Edom, according to 
their habitations in the land of their 
possession: he zs Esau the father of 
the Edomites.

2 These are the generations of Ja- 
cob. Joseph, being seventeen years 
old, was feeding the flock with his 
brethren; and the lad was with the 
sons of Bilhah, and with the sons of 
Zilpah, his father’s wives: and Jo- 
seph brogene unto his father their evil 
report. 
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3 Now Israel loved Joseph more 
than all his children, because he was 
the son of his old age: and he made 
him a coat of many colours. 

4 And when his brethren saw that 
their father loved him more than all 
his brethren, they hated him, and 
could not speak peaceably unto him. 

5 { And Joseph dreamed a dream, 
and he told zt his brethren: and they 
hated him yet the more. 

6 And he said unto them, Hear, I 
pray you, this dream which I have 
dreamed: f AE. 

7 For, behold, we were binding 
sheaves in the field, and, lo, my sheaf 
arose, and also stood upright; and, be- 
hold, your sheaves stood round about, 
and made obeisance to my sheaf. 

8 And his brethren said to him, Shalt 
thou indeed reign over us? or shalt 
thou indeed have dominion over us? 
And they hated him yet the more for 
his dreams, and for his words.

So he sent 
him out of the vale of Hebron, and 
he came to Shechem. 

15 { And a certain man found him, 
and, behold, he was wandering in the 
field: and the man asked him, saying, 
What seekest thou? 

16 And he said, I seek my brethren: 
tell me, I pray thee, where they feed 
their flocks. 

17 And the man said, They are de-~ 
parted hence; for I heard them say, 
Let us go to Dothan. And Joseph 
went after his brethren, and found 
them in Dothan. 

18 And when they saw him afar off, 
even before he came near unto them, 
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they conspired against him to slay 
him. 


19 And they said one to another, 
Behold, this dreamer cometh. 

20 Come now therefore, and let us 
slay him, and cast into some pit, 
and we will say, Some evil beast hath 
devoured him: and we shall see what 
will become of his dreams. 

21 And Reuben heard 7t, and he de- 
livered him out of their hands; and 
said, Let us not kill him. 

22 And Reuben said unto them, 
Shed no blood, but cast him into this 
pit that zs in the wilderness, and lay 
no hand upon him; thathe might rid 
him out of their hands, to deliver him 
to his father again. 

23 { And it came to pass, when Jo- 
seph was come unto his brethren, t at 
they stript Joseph out of his coat, his 
coat of many colours that was on him; 
_24 And they took him, and cast him 
into a pit: and the pit was empty, there 
was no water in it. 

25 And they sat down to eat bread: 
and they lifted up their eyes and 
looked, and, behold, a company of 
Ishmeelites came from Gilead with

29 § And Reuben returned unto the 
pit; and, behold, Joseph was not in the 
pit; and he rent his clothes. _ 

30 And he returned unto his bre- 
thren, and said, The child 2s not; and 
I, whither shall I go? 

31 And they took Joseph’s coat, and 
killed a kid of the goats, and dipped the 
coat in the blood; 

32 And they sent the coat of many 
colours, and they brought zt to their 
father; and said, This have we found: 
know now whether it be thy son’s coat 
or no. 

33 And he knew it, and said, It 7s 
my son’s coat; an evil beast hath de- 
youred him; joseph is without doubt 
rent in pieces. : 

34 And Jacob rent his clothes, and 
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put sackcloth upon his loins, and 
mourned for his son many days. : 

35 And all hissonsand all hisdaugh- 
ters rose up to comfort him; but he 
refused to be comforted; and he said, 
For I will go down into the grave 
unto my son mourning. Thus his fa- 
ther wept for him. 

36 And the Midianites sold him into 
Egypt unto Potiphar, an officer of 
Pharaoh’s, and captain of the guard.

12 § And in process of time the 
daughter of Shuah Judah’s wife died;

13 And it was told Tamar, saying, 
Behold thy father in law goeth up to 
Timnath to shear his sheep.

14 And she put her widow’s gar- 
ments off from her, and covered her 
with a veil, and wrapped herself, and 
satin an open place, which zs by the 
way to Timnath; for she saw that 
Shelah was grown, and she was not 
given unto him to wife. 

15 When Judah saw her, he thought 
her to be an harlot; because she had 
covered her face.

28 And it came to pass, when she 
travailed, that the one put out his hand:

29 And it came to pass, as he drew 
back his hand, that, behold, his bro- 
ther came out: and she said, How 
hast thou broken forth? this breach 
be upon thee: therefore his name was 
called Pharez.

7, { And it came to pass after these 
things, that his master’s wife cast her 
eyes upon Joseph; and she said, Lie 
with me.

8 But he refused, and said unto his 
master’s wife, Behold, my master 
wotteth not what 7s with me in the 
house, and he hath committed all that 
he hath to my hand; 

9 There is none greater in this house 
than I; neither hath he kept back any 
thing from me but thee, because thou 
art his wife: how then can I do this 
great wickedness, and sin againstGod? 
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to And it came to pass, as she spake 
to Joseph day by day, that he heark- 
ened not unto her, to lie by her, or to 
be with her. 

11 And it came to pass about this 
time, that Joseph went into the house 
to do his business; and there was none 
of the men of the house there within. 

12 And she caught him by his gar- 
ment, saying, Lie with me: and he 
left his garment in her hand, and fled, 
and got him out. 

13 And it came to pass, when she 
Saw that he had left his garment in 
her hand, and was fled forth, 

14 That she called unto the men of 
her house, and spake unto them, say- 
ing, See, he hath brought in an He- 
brew unto us to mock us; he came 
in unto me to lie with me, and I cried 
with a loud voice: 

15 And it came to pass, when he 
heard that I lifted up my voice and 
Cried, that he left his garment with 
me, and fled, and got him out. 

16 And she laid up his garment by 
her, until his lord came home. 

17 And she spake unto him ac- 
cording to these words, saying, The 
Hebrew servant, which thou hast 
brought unto us, came in unto me to 
mock me: 

18 And it came to pass, as I lifted 


up my voice and cried, that he left his | 


garment with me, and fled out. , 

19 And it came to pass, when his 
master heard the words of his wife, 
which she spake unto him, saying, 
After this manner did thy servant to 
me; that his wrath was kindled. 

' 20 And Joseph’s master took him, 
and put him into the prison, a place 
where the king’s prisoners were bound: 
and he was there in the prison. 

21 § But the LORD was with Jo- 
seph, and shewed him mercy, and 

ave him favour in the sight of the 

eeper of the prison. 3 

22 d the keeper of the prison 
committed to Joseph’s hand all the 
prisoners that were in the prison; and 
whatsoever they did there, he was the 
doer of zt. 5 

23 The keeper of the prison looked 
not to any thing that was under his 
hand; because the LORD was with 

‘him, and ¢hat which he did, the LORD 
made 2¢ to prosper. 


CHAPTER 40. 

1 Pharaoh’s butler and baker imprisoned. 
5 Joseph interprets dreams. 20 His 
word comes to pass. 

ND it came to pass after these 
things, that the butler of the 
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king of Egypt and his baker had of- 
fended their lord the king of Egypt. 

2 And Pharaoh was wroth against 
two of his officers, against the chief of 
the butlers, and against the chief of 
the bakers. 

3 And he put them in ward in the 
house of the captain of the guard, into 
the prison, the place where Joseph 
was bound. 

4 And the captain of the guard 
charged Joseph with them, and he 
served them: and they continued a 
season in ward. 

5 4 And they dreamed a dream both 
of them, each man his dream in one 
night, each man according to the in- 
terpretation of his dream, the butler 
and the baker of the king of Egypt, 
which were bound in the prison. 

6 And Joseph came in unto them in 
the morning, and looked upon them, 
and, behold, they were sad. 

7 And he asked Pharaoh’s officers 
that were with him in the ward of his 
lord’s house, saying, Wherefore look 
ye so sadly to day? 

8 And they said unto him, We have 
dreamed a dream, and there is no in- 
terpreter of it. And Joseph said unto 
them, Do not interpretations belong 
to God? tell me them, I pray you. 

9 And the chief butler told his dream 
to Joseph, and said to him, my 
dream, behold, a vine was before me; 

to And in the vine were three 
branches: and it was as though it 
budded, and her blossoms shot forth; 
and the clusters thereof brought forth 
ripe grapes: : 

ir And Pharaoh’s cup was in my 
hand: and I took the grapes, and 

ressed them into Pharaoh’s cup, and 

gave the cup into Pharaoh’s hand. 

12 And Joseph said unto him, This 
7s the interpretation of it: The three 
branches are three days: 

13 Yet within three days shall Pha- 
raoh lift up thine head, and restore 
thee unto thy place: and thou shalt 
deliver Pharaoh’s cup into his hand, 
after the former manner when thou 
wast his butler. ; 

14 But think on me when it shall 
be well with thee, and shew kindness, 
I pray thee, unto me, and make men- 
tion of me unto Pharaoh, and bring 
me out of this house: 

15 For indeed I was stolen away out 
of the land of the Hebrews: and here 
also have I done nothing that they 
should put me into the dungeon. 

16 When the chief baker saw that 
the interpretation was good, he said 
unto Joseph, I also was in my dream, 
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and, behold, I had three white baskets 


and the birds did eat 


for Pharaoh; 
f the basket upon my 


them out o 
head. f 

18 And Joseph answered and said, 
This zs the interpretation thereof: The 
three baskets are three days: 

19 Yet within three days shall Pha- 
raoh lift up thy head from off thee, 
and shall hang thee on a tree; and the 
pods shall eat thy flesh from off 

ee, 

20 § And it came to pass the third 
day, which was Pharaoh’s birvhday, 
that he made a feast unto all his ser- 
vants: and he lifted up the head of 
the chief butler and of the chief baker 
among his servants. E 

21 And he restored the chief but- 
ler unto his butlership again; and he 
gave the cup into Pharaoh’s hand: 

22 But he hanged the chief baker: 
as Joseph had interpreted to them. 

23 Yet did not the chief butler re- 
member Joseph, but forgat him. 


CHAPTER 41. 


1 Pharaoh’s dreams. 25 Joseph inter- 
prets them. 37 Is made ruler. 54 The 
famine. 


AX it came to pass at the end of 
two full years, that Pharaoh 
dreamed: and, behold, he stood by 
the river. 

2 And, behold, there came up out 
of the river seven well favoured kine 
and fatfleshed; and they fed in a 
meadow. 

3 And, behold, seven other kine came 
up after them out of the river, ill fa- 
voured and leanfleshed; and stood by 
the otker kine upon the brink of the 
river. 

4 And the ill favoured and lean- 
fleshed kine did eat up the seven well 
favoured and fat kine. So Pharaoh 
awoke. 

5 And he slept and dreamed the sec- 
ond time: and, behold, seven ears of 


comm came up upon one stalk, rank: 


and good. 

6 And, behold, seven thin ears and 
blasted with the east wind sprung up 
after them. 

7 And the seven thin ears devoured 
the seven rank and full ears. And 
Pharaoh awoke, and, behold, zt was 
a dream, 

8 And it came to pass in the morn- 
ing that his spirit was troubled; and 
he sent and called for all the magi- 
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cians of Egypt, and all the wise men 
thereof: and Pharaoh told them his 
dream; but there was none that could 
interpret them unto Pharaoh. 

9 4 Thenspake the chief butler unto 
Pharaoh, saying, I do remember my 
faults this day: : ; 

10 Pharaoh was wroth with his ser- 
vants, and put me in ward in the 
captain of the guard’s house, both me 
and the chief baker: : 

1x And we dreamed a dream in one 
night, land he; we dreamed each man 
according to the interpretation of his 
dream. : 

12 And there was there with us a 
young man, an Hebrew, servant to 
the captain of the guard; and we told 
him, and he interpreted to us our 
dreams; to each man according to his 
dream he did interpret. t 

13 And it came to pass, as he in- 
terpreted to us, so it was; me he re- 
stored unto mine office, and him he 


anged. 

14 4 Then Pharaoh sent and called 
posene and they brought him 

astily out of the dungeon: and he 
shaved himsel7, and changed his rai- 
ment, and came in unto Pharaoh. 

15 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
I have dreamed a dream, and there is 
none that can interpret it: and I have 
heard say of thee, that thou canst 
understand a dream to interpret it. 

16 And Joseph answered. Pharaoh, 
saying, Jt 7s not in me: God shall 
give Pharaoh an answer of peace. 

17 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
In my dream, behold, I stood upon 
the bank of the river: 

18 And, behold, there came up out 
of the river seven kine, fatfleshed and 
well favoured; and they fed in a mea- 


ow: 

19 And, behold, seven other kine 
came up after them, poor and very ill 
favoured and leanfleshed, such as I 
never saw in all the land of Egypt for 
badness: : 

20 And the lean and the ill favoured 
kine did eat up the first seven fat kine: 

21 And when they had eaten them 
up, it could not be known that the 
had eaten them; but they were still ill 
favoured, as at the beginning. So I 
awoke. 

22 And I saw in my dream, and, be- 
hold, seven ears came up in one stalk, 
full and good: 

23 And, behold, seven ears, wi- 
thered, thin, and blasted with the east 
wind, sprung up after them: 

24 And the thin ears devoured the 
seven good ears: and I told this unto 
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the magicians; but there was none that 
could declare 2¢ to me. 

25 § And Joseph said unto Pharaoh, 
The dream of Pharaoh 7s one: God 
hath shewed Pharaoh what he is 
about to do. 

26 The seven good kine are seven 
years; and the seven good ears are 
seven years: the dream 7s one. 

27 And the seven thin and ill fa- 
voured kine that came up after them 
are seven years; and the seven empty 
ears blasted with the east wind shall 
be seven years of famine. 

28 This zs the thing which I have 
spoken unto Pharaoh: What God is 
about to do he sheweth unto Pharaoh. 

29 Behold, there come seven years 
of great plenty throughout all the 
land of Egypt: 

30 And there shall arise after them 
seven years of famine; and all the 
plenty shall be forgotten in the land 
of Egypt; and the famine shall con- 
sume the land; : 
_31_ And the plenty shall not be known 
in the land by reason of that famine 
following; for it shall be very grievous. 

32 And for that the dream was 
doubled unto Pharaoh twice; it is be- 
cause the thing 7s established by God, 
and God will shortly bring it to pass. 

33 Now therefore let Pharaoh look 
out a man discreet and wise, and set 
him over the land of Egypt. 

34 Let Pharaoh do this, and let him 
appoint officers over the land, and 
take up the fifth part of the land of 
Egypt in the seven plenteous years. 

35 And let them gather all the food 
of those good years that come, and 
lay up corn under the hand of Pha- 
raoh, and let them keep food in the 
Cities. 

36 And that food shall be for store 
to the land against the seven years of 
famine, which shall be in the land of 
Egypt; that the land perish not 
through the famine. (ie 

37 4 And the thing was good in the 
eyes of Pharaoh, and in the eyes of all 
his servants. i 

38 And Pharaoh said unto his ser- 
vants, Can we find such a one as this 7s, 
a man in whom the Spirit of God 


1s? 

- 39 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
Forasmuch as God hath shewed thee 
all this, there 7s none so discreet and 
wise as thou art: 

40 Thou shalt be over my house, 
and according unto thy word shall all 
my people be ruled: onlyin the throne 
will I be greater than thou. 

41 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 


He is made ruler. 


See, I have set thee over all the land 
of Egypt. 

42 And Pharaoh took off his ring 
from his hand, and put it upon Jo- 
seph’s hand, and arrayed him in ves- 
tures of fine linen, and put a gold 
chain about his neck; 

43 And he made him to ride in the 
second chariot which_he had; and 
they cried before him, Bow the knee: 
and he made him ruler over all the 
land of Egypt. 

44 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
Iam Pharaoh, and without thee shall 
no man lift up his hand or foot in all 
the land of Egypt. 

45 And Pharaoh called Joseph’s 
name Zaphnath-paaneah; and he gave 
him to wife Asenath the daughter of 
Poti-pherah priest of On. And Joseph 
went out over all the land of Egypt. 

46 § And Joseph was thirty years 
old when he stood before Pharaoh 
king of Egypt. And Joseph went out 
from the presence of Pharaoh, and 
went throughoutall the land of Egypt. 

47 And in the seven plenteous years 
the earth brought forth by handfuls. 

48 And he gathered up all the food 
of the seven years, which were in the 
land of Egypt, and laid up the food in 
the cities: the food of the field, which 
was round about every city, laid he up 
in the same. 

49 And Joseph gathered corn as 
the sand of the sea, very much, until 
he left numbering; for 2¢ was without 
number. 

50 And unto Joseph were born two 
sons before the years of famine came, 
which Asenath the daughter of Poti- 
pherah priest of On bare unto him. 

51 And Joseph called the name of 
the firstborn Manasseh: For God, said 
he, hath made me forget all my toil, 
and all my father’s house. 

52 And the name of the second 
called he Ephraim: For God hath 
caused me to be fruitful in the land of 
my affliction. 

53 { And the seven years of plen- 
teousness, that was in the land of 
Egypt, were ended. 

54 And the seven years of dearth 
began to come, according as Joseph 
had said: and the dearth was in all 
lands; but in all the land of Egypt 
there was bread. 

55 And when all the land of Egypt 
was famished, the people cried to 
Pharaoh for bread: and Pharaoh said 
unto all the Egyptians, Go unto Jo- 
seph; what he saith to you, do. 

56 And the famine was over all the 
face of the earth: And Joseph opened 
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all the storehouses, and sold unto 
the Egyptians; and the famine waxed 
sore in the land of Egypt. : 

57 And all countries came into 
Egypt to Joseph for to buy corn; be- 
cause that the famine was so sore in 


all lands.

Ne when Jacob saw that there 

was corn in Egypt, Jacob said 
unto his sons, Why do ye look one 
upon another? 

2 And he said, Behold, I have heard 
that there is corn in Egypt: get you 
down thither, and buy for us from 
thence; that we may live, and not 


die. 

3 ¥{ And Joseph’s ten brethren went 
down to buy corn in Egypt. 

4 But Benjamin, Joseph’s brother, 
gece sent not with his brethren; for 

e said, Lest peradventure mischief 
befall him. 

5 And the sons of Israel came to 
buy corn among those that came: for 
the famine was in the land of Ca- 


naan. 

6 And Joseph was the governor over 
the land, and he zt was that sold to all 
the people of the land: and Joseph’s 
brethren came, and bowed down 
themselves before him with their 
faces to the earth. ; 

7 And Joseph saw his brethren, and 
he knew them, but made himself 
strange unto them, and spake roughly 
unto them; and he said unto them, 
Whence come ye? And they said, 
From the land of Canaan to buy food. 

8 And Joseph knew his brethren, 
but they knew not him. 

9 And Joseph remembered the 
dreams which he dreamed of them, 
and said unto them, Ye are spies; to 
see the nakedness of the land ye are 
come. ; 

1o And they said unto him, Nay, my 
lord, but to buy food are thy servants 
come. 

11 We are all one man’s sons; we 
are true men, thy servants are no spies. 

12 And he said unto them, Nay, but 
to see the nakedness of the land ye are

13 And they said, Thy servants are 
twelve brethren, the sons of one man 
in the land of Canaan; and, behold, 
the youngest 7s this day with our fa- 
ther, and one 2s not.

36 And Jacob their father said unto 
them, Me have ye bereaved of my 
children: Joseph zs not, and Simeon zs 
not, and ye will take Benjamin away: 
all these things are against me. 

37, And Reuben spake unto his father, 
saying, Slay my two sons, if I bring 
him not to thee: deliver him into my 
hand, and I will bring to thee again.

7 9 And the children of Israel were 
fruitful, and increased abundantly, 
and multiplied, and waxed exceeding 
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Pharaoh’s cruel order. 
mighty; and the land was filled with

8 Now there arose up a new king 
over Egypt, which knew not Joseph. 

9 And he said unto his people, Be- 
hold, the people of the children of 
Israel are more and mightier than 
we: : 

10 Come on, let us deal wisely 
with them; lest they multiply, and it 
come to pass, that, when there falleth 
out any war, they join aiso unto our 
enemies, and fight against us, and so 
get them up out of the land.

20 And Amram took him Joch- 
ebed his father’s sister to wife; and 
she bare him Aaron and Moses: and 
the years of the life of Amram were 
an hundred and thirty and seven

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21 § And the sons of Izhar; Korah, 
and Nepheg, and Zichri. 

22 And the sons of Uzziel; Mishael, 
and Elzaphan, and Zithri. 

23 And Aaron took him Elisheba, 
daughter of Amminadab, sister of 
Naashon, to wife; and she bare him 
Nadab, and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ith- 
amar. 

24 And the sons of Korah; Assir, 
and Elkanah, and Abiasaph: these are 
the families of the Korhites. 

25 And Eleazar Aaron’s son took 
him one of the daughters of Putiel to 
wife; and she bare him Phinehas: 
these are the heads of the fathers of 
the Levites according to their families. 

26 These are that Aaron and Moses, 
to whom the LORD said, Bring out 
the children of Israel from the land 
of Egypt according to their armies.

12 Fifty loops made he in one cur- 
tain, and fifty loops made he in the 
edge of the curtain which was in the 
coupling of the second: the loops 
held one curtain to another. 

13 And he made fifty taches of gold, 
and coupled the curtains one unto an- 
other with the taches: so it became 
one tabernacle. i 

14 { And he made curtains of 
goats’ hair for the tent over the taber- 
Nacle: eleven curtains he made them. 

15 The length of one curtain was 
thirty cubits, and four cubits was the 
breadth of one curtain: the eleven 
curtains were of one size. ; 

16 And he coupled five curtains by 
themselves, and six curtains by them- 
selves. 

17 And he made fifty loops upon the 
uttermost edge of the curtain in the 
coupling, and fifty loops made he 
upon the edge of the curtain which 
coupleth the second. 

_18 And he made fifty taches of brass 
to couple the tent together, that it 
might be one. : 

19 And he made a covering for the 


tent of rams’ skins dyed red, and a 
abet i badgers’ skins above that. 

20 { And he made boards for the 
tabernacle of shittim wood, standing 


up. 

21 The length of a board was ten 
cubits, and the breadth of a board one 
cubit and a half, 

22 One board had two _ tenons, 
equally distant one from another: thus 
did he make for all the boards of the 
tabernacle. 

23 And he made boards for the ta- 
bernacle; twenty boards for the south 
side southward: 

24 And forty sockets of silver he 
made under the twenty boards; twc 
sockets under one board for his two 
tenons, and two sockets under an- 
other board for his two tenons. 

25 And for the other side of the ta- 
bernacle, which 1s toward the north 
corner, he made twenty boards, 

26 And their forty sockets of silver; 
two sockets under one board, an 
two sockets under another board. 

27 And for the sides of the taber- 
nacle westward he made six boards. 

28 And two boards made he for the 
eprneis of the tabernacle in the two 
sides. 

29 And they were coupled beneath, 
and coupled together at the head 
thereof, to one ring: thus he did to 
both of them in both the corners. 

30 And there were eight boards; 
and their sockets were sixteen sockets 
of silver, under every board two 
sockets. oe 

31 § And he made bars of shittim 
wood; five for the boards of the one 
side of the tabernacle, 

32 And five bars for the boards of 
the other side of the tabernacle, and 
five bars for the boards of the taber- 
nacle for the sides westward. : 

33 And he made the middle bar to 
shoot through the poards from the 
one end to the other. i 

34 And he overlaid the boards with 
gold, and made their rings of gold to 

e places for the bars, and overlaid 
the bars with gold. : 

35 {And he made a veil of blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen: with cherubims made 
he it of cunning work. : 

36 And he made thereunto four pil- 
lars of shittim wood, and overlaid them 
with gold: their hooks were of gold; and 
he cast for them four sockets of silver. 

37 § And he made an hanging for 
the tabernacle door of blue, and pur~- 
ple, and scarlet, and fine twined linen, 
of needlework; PEN) 
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The altar of incense. 


38 And the five pillars of it with 
their hooks: and he overlaid their 
«chapiters and their fillets with gold: 
but their five sockets were of brass.

_6 4 And they wrought onyx stones 
inclosed in ouches of gold, graven, as 
signets are graven, with the names 
of the children of Israel. 

7 And he put them on the shoulders 
of the ephod, that they should be stones 
for a memorial to the children of 
Israel; as the LORD commanded 
Moses. 

8 {And he made the breastplate of 
cunning work, like the work of the 
ephod; of gold, blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen. 

9 It was foursquare; they made the 
breastplate double: a span was the 


length thereof, anda span the breadth | 


thereof, being doubled. 

10 And they set in it four rows of 
stones: the first row was a sardius, a 
“topaz, and a carbuncle: this was the 
first row.

a sapphire, and a diamond. | 

12 the third row, a ligure, an

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The breastplate. 


13 And the fourth row, a beryl, an 
onyx, and a jasper: they were inclosed 
in ouches of gold in their inclosings. 

14 And the stones were according to 
the names of the children of Israel, 
twelve, according to their names, 
hke the engravings of a signet, every 
one with his name, according to the 
twelve tribes. 

15 And they made upon the breast- 
plate chains at the ends, of wreathen 
work of pure gold. 

16 And they made two ouches of 
gold, and two gold rings; and put 
the two rings in the two ends of the 
breastplate.

23 And there was an hole in the 
midst of the robe, as the hole of an 
habergeon, with a band round about 
the hole, that it should not rend.

14 When the sin, which they have 
sinned against it, is known, then the 
congregation shall offer a young bul- 
lock for the sin, and bring him before 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

15 And the elders of the congrega- 
tion shall lay their hands upon the 
head of the bullock before the LORD: 
and the bullock shall be killed before 
the LorD. ‘ ; 3 

16 And the priest that is anointed 
shall bring of the bullock’s blood to 
the tabernacle of the congregation: 

17 And the priest shall dip his fin- 
ger in some of the blood, and sprinkle 
at seven times before the LORD, even 
before the veil. 

18 And he shall put some of the 
blood upon the horns of the altar 
which 7s before the LORD, that 2s in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and shall pour out all the blood at 
the bottom of the altar of the burnt 
offering, which zs at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

19 And he shall take all his fat from 
him, and burn 7 upon the altar. 
_ 20 And he shall do with the bullock 

as he did with the bullock for a sin 
offering, so shall he do with this: 
and the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for them, and it shall be for- 
given them. 

21 And he shall carry forth the bul- 
lock without the camp, and burn 
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him as he burned the first bullock: it 
ws a sin offering for the congregation. 

22 § When a ruler hath sinned, 
and done somewhat through ignorance © 
against any of the commandments of 
the LORD his God concerning things 
which should not be done, and is 
guilty; 

23 Or if his sin, wherein he hath 
sinned, come to his knowledge; he 
shall bring his offering, a kid of the 
goats, a male without blemish: 

24 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the goat, and kill it in the 
place where they kill the burnt offer- 
ing before the LORD: it 7s a sin offer- 


ing. 

25 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering with his fin- 
ger, and put zt upon the horns of the 
altar of burnt offering, and shall pour 
out his blood at the bottom of the 
altar of burnt offering. 

26 And he shall burn all his fat 
upon the altar, as the fat of the sac- 
rifice of peace offerings: and the 
priest shall make an atonement for 
him as concerning his sin, and it shall 
be forgiven him. 

27 4 And if any one of the common 
people sin through ignorance, while 
he doeth somewhat against any of the 
commandments of the LORD concern- 
ing things which ought not to be done, 
and be guilty; 

28 Or if his sin, which he hath 
sinned, come to his knowledge: then 
he shall bring his offering, a kid of 
the goats, a female without blemish, 
for his sin which he hath sinned. 

29 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the sin offering, and slay 
the sin offering in the place of the 
burnt offering. . 

30 And the res shall take of the 
blood thereof with his finger, and 
put zt upon the horns of the altar of 
burnt offering, and shall pour out all 
ine blood thereof at the bottom of the 
altar. 

31 And he shall take away all the 
fat thereof, as the fat is taken away 
from off the sacrifice of peace offer- 
ings; and the priest shall burn 2 
upon the altar for a sweet savour 
unto the LORD; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him, and it 
shall be forgiven him. ¢ 

32 And if he ee a lamb for a sin 
offering, he shall bring ita female 
without blemish. I 

33 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the sin offering, and slay 
it for a sin offering in the place where 
they kill the burnt offering. 
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34 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering with his fin- 
ger, and putt upon the horns of the 
altar of burnt offering, and shall pour 
out all the blood thereof at the bot- 
tom of the altar: 

35 And he shall take away all the 
fat thereof, as the fat of the lamb is 
taken away from the sacrifice of the 
peace offerings; and the priest shall 
burn them upon the altar, according 
to the offerings made by fire unto 
the LORD: and the priest shall make 
an atonement for his sin that he hath 
committed, and it shall be forgiven 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 Law of trespass offerings. 14 Sacri- 
ge. 17 Ignorance. 


ND if a soul sin, and hear the 
voice of swearing, and 72s a wit- 
ness, whether he hath seen or known 
of tt; if he do not utter 2, then he shall 
bear his iniquity. 

2 Or if a scul touch any unclean 
thing, whethe1 7 be a carcase of an 
unclean beast or acarcase of unclean 
cattle, or the carcase of unclean 
creeping things, and zf it be hidden 
from him; he also shall be unclean, 
and guilty. 

3 Or if he touch the uncleanness 
of man, whatsoever uncleanness zi 
be tha1 a man shall be defiled withal. 
and it be hid from him; when he 
knoweth of zt, then he shall be guilty. 

4 Or if a soul swear, pronouncing 
with hzs lips to do evil, or to do good, 
whatsoever :t be that a man shall 
Promo tnge with an oath, and it be hid 

rom him; when he knoweth of it, 
then he shall be guilty in one of these. 

5, And it shall be, when he shall be 
guilty in one of these things, that he 
shall confess that he hath sinned in 
that thing: 

6 And he shall bring his trespass of- 
fering unto the LoRD for his sin which 
he hath sinned, a female from the 
flock, a lamb or a kid of the goats, 
for a sin offering; and the priest shali 
make an atonement for him concern- 
ing his sin. 

7 And if he be not able to bring a 
lamb, then he shall bring for his tres- 
pass, which he hath committed, two 
turtledoves, or two young pigeons, 
unto the LORD}; one fora sin offering, 
and the other for a burnt offering. 

8 And he shall bring them unto the 

riest, who shall offer that which 2s 

or the sin offering first, and wri 
off his head from his neck, bur. shall 
not divide 2t asunder; 
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9 And he shall sprinkle of the blood 
of the sin offering upon the side of 
the altar; and the rest of the blood 
shall be wrung out at the bottom cf 
the altar: it zs a sin offering. 

to And he shall offer the second for 
a burnt offering, according to the 
manner: and the priest shall make 
an atonement for him for his sin 
which he hath sinned, and it shall be 
forgiven him. , 

Ir { But if he be not able to bring 
two turtledoves, or two young pigeons, 
then he that sinned shall bring for 
his offering the tenth part of an ephah 
of fine flour for a sin offering; he 
shall put no oil upon it, neither shall 
he put any frankincense thereon: for 
it 7s a sin offering. f 

12 Then shall he bring it to the 
priest, and the priest shall take his 
handful of it, even a memorial thereof, 
and burn zt on the altar, according to 
the offerings made by fire unto the 
LORD: it 2s a sin offering. 

13 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him as touching his 
sin that he hath sinned in one of these 
and it shall be forgiven him: and 
the remnant shall be the priest’s, as a 
meat offering. 

14 { And the LORD spake unto 
Moses, saying, : 

15 If a_ soul commit a trespass, 
and sin through ignorance, in the 
holy things of the LORD; then he 
shall bring for his trespass unto the 

RD a ram without blemish out of 
the flocks, with thy estimation by 
shekels of silver, after the shekel of 
the sanctuary, for a trespass offering: 

16 And he shall make amends for 
the harm that he hath done in the 
holy thing, and shall add the fifth 
part thereto, and give it unto the 
priest: and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him with the ram of 
the trespass offering, and it shall be 
forgiven him, 

17 {| And if a soul sin, and commit 
any of these things which are for- 
bidden to be done by the command- 
c the LORD; though he wist 
ut not, yet is he guilty, and shall bear 
his iniquity. 

18 And he shall bring a ram with- 
out blemish out of the flock, with thy 
estimation, for a trespass offering, 
unto the priest: and the priest shall 
make an atonement ror him concern- 
ing his ignorance wherein he erred 
and wist 2¢ not, and it shall be for- 


| given him. 


19 It 7s a trespass offering: he hath 
certainly trespassed against the LORD, 
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CHAPTER 6. 


1 Law for sins done wittingly. 24 Laws 
of sin offerings. 


ND the LORD spake unto Moses, 
Saying, 

2 If a soul sin, and commit a tres- 
pass against the LORD, and lie unto 
his neighbour in that which was de- 
livered him to keep, or in fellowship, 
or in a thing taken away by violence, 
or hath deceived his neighbour; ~ 

3 Or have found that which was 
lost, and lieth concerning it, and 
sweareth falsely; in any of all these 
that a man doeth, sinning therein: 

4 Then it shall be, because he hath 
sinned, and is guilty, that he shall 
restore that which he took violently 
away, or the thing which he hath 
deceitfully gotten, or that which was 
delivered him to keep, or the lost 
thing which he found, 

5 Or all that about which he hath 
sworn falsely; he shall even restore 
it in the principal, and shall add the 
fifth part more thereto, and give it 
unto him to whom it appertaineth, 
in the day of his trespass offering. 

6 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the LORD, a ram with- 
out blemish out of the flock, with 
thy estimation, for a trespass offering, 
unto the priest: | 

7 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him befor? the LORD: 
and it shall be forgiven him for any 
thing of all that he hath done in tres- 
passing therein. 

And the LORD spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, ; 

9 Command Aaron and his sons, 
saying, This zs the law of the burnt 
offering: It 7s the burnt offering, 
because of the burning upon the altar 
all night unto the morning, and the 
fire of the altar shall be burning in it. 

to And the priest shall put on his 
linen garment, and his linen breeches 
shall he put upon his flesh, and take 
up the ashes which the fire hath con- 
sumed with the burnt offering on the 
altar, and he shall put them beside 
the altar. : 

rz And he shall put off his gar- 
ments, and put on other garments, and 
carry forth the ashes without the 
camp unto a clean place. 

12 And the fire upon the altar shall 
be burning in it; it shall not be put 
out: and the priest shall burn wood 
on it every morning, and lay the 
burnt offering in order upon it; and 
he shall burn thereon the fat of the 
peace offerings. 
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13 The fire shall ever be burning 
upon the altar; it shall never go out. 
14 { And this zs the law of the meat 
offering: the sons of Aaron shall offer 
it before the LORD, before the altar. 

15 And he shall take of it his hand- 
ful, of the flour of the meat offering, 
and of the oil thereof, and all the 
frankincense which 7s upon the meat 
offering, and shall burn zt upon the 
altar jor a sweet savour, even the 
memorial of it, unto the LORD. 

16 And the remainder thereof shall 
Aaron and his sons eat: with unlea- 
vened bread shall it be eaten in the 
holy place; in the court of the taber- 
nucle of the congregation they shall 
eat it. 

17 It shall not be baken with 
leaven. I have given it wnto them for 
their portion of my offerings made 
by fire; it zs most holy, as zs the sin 
offering, and as the trespass eters: 

13 All the males among the chil- 
dren of Aaron shall eat of it. Jt shall 
be a statute for ever in your genera- 
tions concerning the offerings of the 
LORD made by fire: every one that 
toucheth them shall be holy. 

19 { And the LORD spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

20 This 7s the offering of Aaron and 
of his sons, which they shall offer 
unto the LORD in the day when he is 
anointed; the tenth part of.an ephah 
of fine flour for a meat offering per- 
petual, half of it in the morning, and 
half thereof at night. 

21 In a pan it shall be made with 
oil; and when vt is baken, thou shalt 
bring it in: and the baken pieces of 
the meat offering shalt thou offer for 
a sweet savour unto the LORD. 

22 And the priest of his sons that is 
anointed in his stead shall offer it: 
at is a statute for ever unto the LORD; 
it shall be wholly burnt. 

23 For every meat offering for the 
priest shall be wholly burnt: it shall 
not be eaten. 

24 { And the LORD spake unto 
Moses, saying, ’ 

25 Speak unto Aaron and to his 
sons, saying, This zs the law of the 
sin offering: In the place where the 
burnt offering is killed shall the sin 
offering be killed before the LORD: 
it 1s most holy. j ; 

26 The priest that offereth it for sin 
shall eat it: in the holy place shall it 
be eaten, in the court of the taberna- 
cle of the congregation. 

27 Whatsoever shall touch the 
flesh thereof shall be holy: and when 
there is sprinkled of the blood thereof 
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upon any garment, thou shalt wash 
that whereon it was sprinkled in the 
holy place. ; 

28 But the earthen vessel wherein 
it is sodden snall be broken: and if 
it be sodden in a brasen pot, it shall 
be both scoured, and rinsed in water. 

29 All the males among the priests 
shall eat thereof: it 7s most holy. 

30 And no sin offering, whereof 
any of the blood is brought into the 
tabernacle of the congregation to 
reconcile wethal in the holy place, 
shall be eaten: it shall be burnt in 


the fire. 
CHAPTER 7. 


1 Laws of the various offerings. 12 
Thanksgiving. 28 The priests’ por- 
tron. 


{KEWISE this 7s the law of ihe 
trespass offering: it 7s most holy. 

2 In the place where they kili the 
burnt offering shall they kill the tres- 
pass offering: and the blood thereof 
shall he sprinkle round about upon 
the altar. . 

3 And he shall offer of it all the fat 
thereof; the rump, and the fat that 
covereth the inwards, 

4 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that zs on them, which zs by the flanks, 
and the caul that 1s above the liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take 


bake 2 A 

5 And the priest shall burn them 
upon the altar for an offering made 
by fire unto the LORD: it7zs a trespass 
offering. 

6 Every male among the priests 
shall eat thereof: it shall be eaten in 
the holy place: it 7s most holy. _ 

7 As the sin offering 7s, so is the 
trespass offering: there 7s one law for 
them: the priest that maketh atone- 
ment therewith shall have it. 

8 And the priest that offereth any 
man’s burnt offering, even the priest 
shall have to himself the skin of the 
burnt offering which he hath offered. 

9 And all the meat offering that is 
baken in the oven, and all that is 
dressed in the fryingpan, and in the 
pan, shall be the priest’s that offer- 
eth it. 

to And every meat otfering, min- 
gled with oil, and dry, shall all the 
sons of Aaron have, one as much as 
another, 

1x And this ts the taw of the sacri- 
fice of peace offerings, which he shall 
offer unto the LORD. 

12 If he offer it for a thanksgiving, 
then he shall offer witk the sacrifice 
of thanksgiving unleavened cakes 


mingled with oil, and unleavened 
wafers anointed with oil, and cakes © 
mingled with oil, of fine flour, fried. 

13 Besides the cakes, he shall offer 
for his offering leavened bread with 
the sacrifice of thanksgiving of his 
peace offerings. 

14 And of it he shall offer one out 
of the whole oblation for an heave 
offering unto the LORD, and it shall 
be the priest’s that sprinkleth the 
blood of the peace offerings. | 

15 And the flesh of the sacrifice of 
his peace offerings for thanksgiving 
shall be eaten the same day that it is 
offered; he shall not leave any of it 
until the morning. | 

16 But if the sacrifice of his offer- 
ing be a vow, or a voluntary offering, 
it shall be eaten the same day that 
he offereth his sacrifice: and on the 
morrow also the remainder of it’shall 
be eaten: 

17 But the remainder of the flesh of 
the sacrifice on the third day shall be 
burnt with Gre. 

18 And if any of the flesh of the sac- 
rifice of his peace offerings be eaten 
at all on the third day, it shall not be 
accepted, neither shall it be imputed 
unto him that offereth it: it shall be 
an abomination, and tiie soul that 
eateth of it shall bear his iniquity. 

19 And the flesh that toucheth any 
unclean thing shall not be eaten; it 
shall be burnt with fire: and as for 
the flesh, all that be clean shall eat 
thereof. 

20 Rut the soul that eateth of the 
flesh of the sacrifice of peace offer- 
ings, that pertain unto- the LORD, 
having his uncleanness upon him, 
even that soul shall be cut off from 
his people. 

21 Moreover the soul that shall 
touch any unclean thing, as the un- 
cleanness of man, or any unclean 
beast, or any abominable unclean 
thing, and eat of the flesh of the sac- 
rifice of peace offerings, which per- 
tain unto the LORD, even that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 

22 {| And the LORD spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

23. Speak unto the children of Israel 
saying, Ye shall eat no manner o 
fat, of ox, or of sheep, or of goat. 

24 And the fat of the beast that 
dieth of itself, and the fat of that 
which is torn with beasts, may be 
used in any other use: but ye shall 
in no wise eat of it. 

25 For whosoever eateth the fat 
of the beast, of which men offer an 
offering made by fire unto the LORD, 
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even the soul that eateth zt shall be 
cut off from his people. 

26 Moreover ye shall eat no man- 
ner of blood, whether it be of fowl or of 
beast, in any of your dwellings. 

27 Whatsoever soul zt be that eateth 
any manner of blood, even that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 

28 { And the LORD spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

29 Speak unto the children of Is- 
fael, saying, He that offereth the 
sacrifice of his peace offerings unto 
the LORD shall bring his oblation 
unto the LORD of the sacrifice of his 
peace offerings. 

30 His own hands shall bring the 
offerings of the LORD made by fire, 
the fat with the breast, it shall he 
bring, that the breast may be waved 
for a wave offering before the LORD. 

31 And the priest shall burn the fat 
upon the altar: but the breast shall 
be Aaron’s and his sons’. 

32 And the right shoulder shall 
ye give unto the priest for an heave 
offering of the sacrifices of your peace 
offerings. 

33 He among the sons of Aaron, 
that offereth the blood of the peace 
offerings, and the fat, shall have the 
right shoulder for his part. 

34 For the wave breast and the 
heave shoulder have I taken of the 
children of Israel from off the sacri- 
fices of their peace offerings, and have 
given them unto Aaron the priest and 
unto his sons by a statute for ever 
from among the children of Israel. 

35 { This zs the portion of the anoint- 
ing of Aaron, and of the anointing of 
his sons, out of the offerings of the 
LoRD made by fire, in the day when 
he presented them te minister unto 
the LORD in the priest’s office; 

36 Which the LORD commanded to 
be given them of the children of Is- 
baél. in the day that he anointed them, 
by a statute for ever throughout their 
generations. 

37 This zs the law of the burnt of- 
fering, of the meat offering, and of 
the sin offering, and of the trespass of- 
fering, and of the consecrations, and 
ot the sacrifice of the peace offerings; 
._38 Which the LORD commande 
Moses in mount Sinai, in the day that 
he commanded the children of Israel 
to offer their oblations unto the 
LORD, in the wilderness of Sinai. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 Consecration of Aaron and his sons. 
14 Their offerings. 31 Place of con- 
secration. 
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ys ae the LORD spake unto Moses, 
saying, ; 

2 Take Aaron and his sons with 
him, and the garments, and the 
anointing oil, and a bullock for the 
sin offering, and two rams, and a 
basket of unleavened bread; 

3 And gather thou all the congrega- 
tion together unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

4 And Moses did as the LORD com- 
manded him; and the assembly was 
gathered together unto the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

5 And Moses said unto the congre- 
gation. This 2s the thing which the 

RD commanded to be done. 

6 And Moses brought Aaron and 
his sons, and washed them with 
water. S 

7 And he ue upon him the coat, 
and girded him with the girdle, and 
clothed him with the robe, and put 
the ephod upon him, and he girded 
him with the curious girdle of the 
eho and bound zi unto him there- 
with. 

8 And he pu the breastplate upon 
him: also he put in the breastplate 
the Urim and the Thummim. 

QO And he put the mitre upon his 
bead; also upon the mitre, even upon 
his forefront, did he put the golden 
plate, the holy crown; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. } 

to And Moses took the anointing 
oil, and anointed the tabernacle and 
all that was therein, and sanctified 
them. 

iz And he sprinkled thereof upon 
the altar seven times, and anointed 
the altar and all his vessels, both the 
laver and his foot, to sanctify them. 

12 And he poured of the anointing . 
oil upon Aaron’s head, and anointed 
him, to sanctify him. 

13 And Moses brought Aaron’s 
sons, and put coats upon them, and 

irded them with girdles, and put 
bonnets upon them; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. 

14 And he brought the bullock for 
the sin offering: and Aaron and his 
sons laid their hands upon the head 
of the bullock for the sin offering. 

15 And he slew zt ; and Moses took 
the blood, and put zt upon the horns of 
the altar round about with his finger, 
and purified the altar, and poured the 
blood at the bottom of the altar, and 
sanctified it, to make reconciliation 
upon it. ? 

16 And he took all the fat that was 
upon the inwards, and the caul above 
the liver, and the two kidneys, and 
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their fat, and Moses burned zt upon 
the altar. epee te Ss 

17 But the bullock, and his hide, 
his flesh, and his dung, he burnt with 
fire without the camp; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. 

18 § And he brought the ram for 
the burnt offering: and Aaron and 
his sons laid their hands upon the 
head of the ram, i 

19 And he killed zt; and Moses 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar 
round about. , f 

20 And he cut the ram into pieces; 
and Moses burnt the head, and the 
pieces, and the fat. , 

21 And he washed the inwards and 
the legs in water; and Moses burnt 
the whole ram upon the altar: it 
was a burnt sacrifice for a sweet sa- 
vour, and an offering made by fire 
unto the LORD; as the LORD com- 
manded Moses. 

22 § And he brought the other 
ram, the ram of consecration: and 
Aaron and his sons laid their hands 
upon the head of the ram. 

23 And he slew zt; and Moses took 
of the blood of it, and put zt upon the 
tip of Aaron’s right ear, and upon the 
thumb of his right hand, and upon 
the great toe of his right foot. 

24 And he brought Aaron’s sons, 
and Moses put of the blood upon the 


tip of their right ear, and upon the 
thumbs of their right hands, and 
upon the great toes of their right feet: 
and Moses sprinkled the blood upon 
the altar round about. 

25 And he took the fat, and the 
rump, and all the fat that was upon 
the inwards, and the caul above the 
liver, and the two kidneys, and their 
fat, and the right shoulder: 

26 And out of the basket of un- 
leavened bread, that was before the 
LORD, he took one unleavened cake, 
and a cake of oiled bread, and one 
water, and put them on the fat, and 
upon the right shoulder: 

27 And he put all upon Aaron’s 
hands, and upon his sons’ hands, and 
waved them for a wave offering be- 
fore the LORD. 

28 And Moses took them from off 
their hands, and burnt them on the 
altar upon the burnt offering: they 
were consecrations for a sweet sa- 
vour: it 2s an offering made by fire 
unto the LORD. 

29 And Moses took the breast, and 
waved it for a wave offering before 
the LORD: for of the ram of consecra- 
tion it was Moses’ part; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. : 
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30 And Moses took of the anoint- 
ing oil, and of the blood which was 
upon the altar, and sprinkled 7 upon 
Aaron, and upon his garments, and 
upon his sons, and upon his sons’ 
garments with him; and sanctified 
Aaron, and his garments, and hissons, 
and his sons’ garments with him. 

31 § And Moses said unto Aaron 
and to his sons, Boil the fiesh at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation: and there eat it with the 
bread that zs in the basket of conse- 
crations, as I commanded, saying, 
Aaron and his sons shall eat it. 

32 And that which remaineth of 
the flesh and of the bread shall ye 
burn with fire. 

33 And ye shall not go out of the 
door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation zm seven days, until the 
days of your consecration be at an 
end: for seven days shall he con- 
secrate you. } 

_34 As he hath done this day, so the 
LORD hath commanded to do, to 
make an atonement for you. 

35 Therefore shall ye abide at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation day and night seven days, and 
keep the charge of the LORD, that 
ye die not: for so 1 am commanded. 

36 So Aaron and his sons did all 
things which the LORD commanded 
by the hand of Moses. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 First offerings of Aaron. 23 The pco- 
Die blessed. 24 Fire comes upon the 
altar. 


AND it came to pass on the eighth 
4 day, that Moses called Aaron and 
his sons, and the elders of Israel; 

2 And he said unto Aaron, Take 
thee a young calf for a sin offering, 
and a ram for a burnt offering, with- 
out blemish, and offer them before the 
LORD. 

3 And unto the children of Israel 
thou shalt speak, saying, Take ye a 
kid of the goats for a sin offering; 
and a calf and a lamb, both of the firs 
year, without blemish, for a burnt 
offering; 

4 Also a bullock anda ram for peace 
offerings, to sacrifice before the RD} 
and a meat offering mingled with 
oil: for to day the LORD will appear 
unto you. 

5 { And they brought that which 
Moses commanded before the taber- 
nacle of the congregation: and all 
the congregation drew near and stood 
before the LORD. 
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6 And Moses said, This zs the thing 
which the LORD commanded that 
ye should do: and the glory of the 
LORD shall appear unto you. 

7 And Moses said unto Aaron, Go 
unto the altar, and offer thy sin 
offering, and thy burnt offering, and 
make an atonement for thyself, and 
for the people: and offer the offer- 
ing of the people, and make an atone- 
ment for them; as the LORD com- 
manded. 

8 § Aaron therefore went unto the 
altar, and slew the calf of the sin of- 
fering, which wus for himself. 

9 And the sons of Aaron brought 
the blood unto him: and he dipped 
his finger in the blood, and put zt 
upon the horns of the altar, and 
poured out the blood at the bottom 
of the altar: 

to But the fat, and the kidneys, and 
the caul above the liver of the sin of- 
fering, he burnt upon the altar; as 
the LORD commanded Moses. 

11 And the flesh and the hide he 
burnt with fire without the camp. 

12 And he slew the burnt offering; 
and Aaron’s sons presented unto him 
the blood, which he sprinkled round 
about upon the altar. 

13 And they presented the burnt 
offering unto him, with the pieces 
thereof, and the head: and he burnt 
them upon the altar. ; 

14 And he did wash the inwards and 
the legs, and burnt them upon the 
burnt offering on the altar. 

15 {| And he brought the people’s 
offering, and took the goat which 


was the sin offering for the people, | 
| before the sanctuary out of the camp. 


and slew it, and offered it for sin, as 
the first. 

_16 And he brought the burnt offer- 
ing, and offered it according to the 
manner. 

_17 And he brought the meat offer- 
ing, and took an handful thereof, and 
burnt 7t upon the altar, beside the 
burnt sacrifice of the morning. 

18 He slew also the bullock and the 
ram for a sacrifice of peace offerings, 
which was for the people: and Aaron’s 
sons presenred unto him the blood, 
which he sprinkled upon the altar 
round about, 

19 And the fat of the bullock and 
of the ram, the rump, and that which 
covereth the inwards, and the kidneys, 
and the caul above the liver: 

20 And they put the fat upen the 
breasts, and he burnt the fat upon 
the altar: i 

21 And the breasts and the right 
shoulder Aaron waved for a wave 
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offering before the LORD; as Moses 
commanded. 

22 And Aaron lifted up his hand 
toward the people, and blessed them, 
and came down from offering of the 
sin offering, and the burnt offering, 
and peace offerings. 

23 And Moses and Aaron went into 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and came out, and blessed the peo- 
ple: and the glory of the LORD ap- 
peared unto all the people. 

24 And there came a fire out from 
before the LORD, and consumed upon 
the altar the burnt offering and the 
fat: which when all the people saw, 
they shouted, and fell on their faces. 


CHAPTER ro. 


1 Burniny_of Nadab and Abihu. 
ating of holy things. 


— Nadab and Abihu, the sons of 
Aaron, took either of them his 
censer, and put fire therein, and put 
incense thereon, and offered strange 
fire before the LORD, which he com- 
manded them not. 

2 And there went out fire from the 
LORD, and devoured them, and they 
died before the LORD. 

3.Then Moses _ said unto Aaron, 
This 7s 2t that the LORD spake, saying,

6 And Moses said unto Aaron, and 
unto Eleazar and unto Ithamar, his 
sons, Uncover not your heads, nei- 
ther rend your clothes; lest ye die, 
and lest wrath come upon all the 
people: but let your brethren, the 
whole house of Israel, bewail the 
Ce which the LORD hath kin- 

ed. 

7 And ye shall not go out from the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, lest ye die: for the anoint- 
ing oil of the LORD 7s upon you. And 
they did according to the word of 


Moses. 

8 { And the LORDspake unto Aaron, 
saying, ; 

9 Do not drink wine nor strong 
drink, thou, nor thy sons with thee, 
when ye go into the tabernacle of the ~

congregation, lest ye die: 7 shall be 
a statute for ever throughout your 
generations: : 

ro And that ye may put difference 
between holy and unholy, and be- 
tween unclean and clean; = 

11 And that ye may teach the chil- 
dren of Israel all the statutes which 
the LORD hath spoken unto them by 
the hand of Moses. 

12 {| And Moses spake unto Aaron, 
and unto Eleazar and unto Ithamar. 
his sons that were left, Take the 
meat offering that remaineth of the 
offerings of the LORD made by fire, 
and eat it without leaven beside the 
altar: for it 7s most holy: . 

13 And ye shall eat it in the holy 
place, because it 2s thy due, and thy 
sons’ due, of the sacrifices of the LORD 
made by fire: for so lam commanded. 

14 And the wave breast and heave 
shoulder shall ye eat in a clean place; 
thou, and thy sons, and thy daughters 
with thee: for they be thy due, and 
thy sons’ due, which are given out of 
the sacrifices of peace offerings of the 
children of Israel. 

15 The heave shoulder and the wave 
breast shall they bring with the offer- 
ings made by fire of the fat, to wave 
at jor. a wave offering before the LORD; 
and it shall be thine, and thy sons’ with 
thee, by a statute for ever; as the 
LORD hath commanded. 

16 § And Moses diligently sought 
the goat of the sin offering, and, be- 
hold, it was burnt: and he was angry 
with Eleazar and Ithamar, the sons 
of Aaron which were left alive, saying, 

17 Wherefore have ye not eaten the 
sin offering in the holy place, seeing 
it 7s most holy, and God hath given it 
you to bear the iniquity of the con- 
gregation, to make atonement for 
them before the LORD? 

18 Behold, the blood of it was not 
brought in within the holy place : ye 
should indeed have eaten it in the 
holy place, as I commanded. 

19 And Aaron said unto Moses, 
Behold, this day have they offered 
their sin offering and their burnt of- 
fering before the LORD; and such 
things have befallen me: and 7 I 
had eaten the sin offering to day, 
should it have been accepted in the 
sight of the LORD? 

20 And when Moses heard that, he 
was content. 


CHAPTER 11. 
Of clean and unclean meats. 


ee the LORD spake unte Moses 
and to Aavon, saying unto them, 
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2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying. These are the beasts which ye 
shall eat among all the beasts that are 
on the earth. 

3 Whatsoever parteth the hoof, and 
is clovenfooted. and cheweth the cud, 
among the beasts, that shall ye eat. 

4 Nevertheless these shall ye not 
eat of them that chew the cud, or of 
them that divide the hoof: as the 
camel, because he cheweth the cud, 
but divideth not the hoof; he zs un- 
clean unto you. 

5 And the coney, because he chews 
eth the cud, but divideth not the hoof; 
he 2s unclean unto you. 

6 And the hare, because he cheweth 
the cud, but divideth not the hoof; he 
zs unclean unto you. a6 

7 And the swine, though he divide 
the hoof, and be clovenfooted, yet he 
cheweth not the cud; he 7s unclean 


toyou. | 

8 Of their flesh shall ye not eat, and 
their carcase shall ye not touch; 
they are unclean to you. 

9 § These shall ye eat of all that 
are in the waters: whatsoever hath fins 
and scales in the waters, in the seas, 
and in the rivers, them shall ye eat. 

ro And all that have not fins and 
scales in the seas, and in the rivers, 
of all that move in the waters, and 
of any living thing which zs in the 
waters, they shall be an abomination 
unto you: 

11 They shall be even an abomina- 
tion unto you; ye shall not eat of 
their flesh, but ye shall have their 
carcases in abomination. 

12 Whatsoever hath no fins nor 
scales in the waters, that shall be an 
abomination unto you. 

13 {| And these are they which ye 
shall have in abomination among the 
fowls; they shall not be eaten, they 
are an abomination: the eagle, and 
the ossifrage, and the ospray, 

14 And the vulture, and the kite 
after his kind; 

I5 Every raven after his kind; 

16 And the owl, and the night 
hawk, and the cuckow, and the hawk 
after his kind, 

17 And the little owl, and the cor- 
morant, and the great owl, 

18 And the swan, and the pelican, 
and the gier eagle, 

19 And the stork, the heron after 
ee kind, and the lapwing, and the 

ate 

20 All fowls that creep, going upon 
all four, shall be an abomination unto 


you. 
21 Yet these may ye eat of every 
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flying creeping thing that goeth upon 
all four, which have legs above their 
feet, to leap withal upon the earth; 

22 Even these of them ye may eat} 
the locust after his kind, and the bald 
locust after his kind, and the beetle 
after his kind, and the grasshopper 
after his kind. : 

23 But all other flying creeping 

ings, which have four feet, shall be 
an abomination unto you. 

24 And for these ye shall be uriclean: 
whosoever toucheth the carcase of 
them shall be unclean until the even. 

25 And whosoever beareth ought of 
the carcase of them shall wash his 
clothes, and be unclean until the 
even. 

26 The carcases of every beast which 
divideth the hoof, and 2s not cloven- 
footed, nor cheweth the cud, are un- 
clean unto you: every one that 
toucheth them shall be unclean. 

27 And whatsoever goeth upon his 
paws, amdny all manner of beasts 
that go on all four, those are unclean 
unto you: whoso toucheth their car- 
case shall be unclean until the even. 

28 And he that beareth the carcase 
of them shall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even: they are 
unclean unto you. 

29 {| These also shall be unclean 
unto you among the creeping things 
that creep upon the earth; the weasel, 
and the mouse, and the tortoise after 
his kind, 

30 And the ferret, and the chame- 
leon, and the lizard, and the snail, 
and the mole. 

31 These are unclean to you among 
all that creep: whosoever doth touch 
them, when they be dead, shall be un- 
clean until the even. 

32 And upon whatsoever any of 
them, when they are dead, doth fall, 
it shall be unclean; whether zt be any 
vessel of wood, or raiment, er skin, 
or sack, whatsoever vessel zt be, 
wherein any work is done, it must be 
put into water, and it shall be unclean 
until the even; so it shall be cleansed. 

33 Andevery earthen vessel, where- 
into any of them falleth, whatsoever 
7s in it shall be unclean; and ye shall 
break it. ; 

34 Of all meat which may be eaten, 
_ that on which such water cometh shall 
be unclean: and all drink that may 
be drunk in every such vessel shall be 
unclean. y 

35 And every thing whereupon any 
part of their carcase falleth shall be 
unclean; whether it be oven, or ranges 
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for they are unclean, and shall be un- 
clean unto you. 

36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, 
wherein there is plenty of water, shall 
be clean: but that which toucheth 
their carcase shall be unclean. 

37 And if any part of their carcase 
fail upon any sowing seed which is to 
be sown, it shall be clean. 

38 But if any water be put upon the 
seed, and any part of their carcase fall 
thereon, it shall be unclean unto you. 

39 And if any beast, of which ye 
may eat, die; he that toucheth the 
carcase thereof shall be unclean until 
the even. 

40 And he that eateth of the car- 
case of it shall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even: he also 
that beareth the carcase of it shall 
wash his clothes, and be unclean 
until the even. 

41 And every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth shall be an 
abomination; it shall not be eaten. 

42 Whatsoever goeth upon the belly, 
and whatsoever goeth upon all four, 


-or whatsoever hath more feet among 


all creeping things that creep upon 
the earth, them ye shall not eat; for 
they are an abomination. 

43 Ye shall not make yourselves 
abominable with any creeping thing 
that creepeth, neither shall ye make 
yourselves unclean with them, that 
ye should be defiled thereby. 

4 For Iam the LORD your God: 
ye shall therefore sanctify yourselves, 
and ye shall be holy; for I am holy: 
neither shall ye defile yourselves with 
any manner of creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth. 

45 For Iam the LORD that bringeth 
you up out of the land of Egypt, to be 
your God: ye shall therefore be holy, 
for I am holy. 

46 This zs the law of the beasts, and 
of the fowl, and of every living crea- 
ture that moveth in the waters, and 
of every creature that creepeth upon 
the earth: : 

47 To make a difference between 
the unclean and the clean, and be- 
tween the beast that may be eaten 
and the beast that may not be eaten. 


CHAPTER 12. 
1 Of the purification of women. 6 Their 
ojyjerungs. 
ND the LORD spake unto Moses, 


saying, { 
2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, If a woman have conceived 


for pots, they shall be broken down: | seed, and born a man child: then 
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she shall be unclean seven days; ac- 
cording to the days of the separation 
for her infirmity shall she be unclean. 

3 And in the eighth day the flesh of 
his foreskin shall be circumcised. 

4 And she shall then continue in the 
blood of her purifying three and thirty 
days; she shall touch no hallowed 
thing, nor come into the sanctuary, 
pee the days of her purifying be ful- 

ed. 

5 But if she bear a maid child, then 
she shall be unclean two weeks, as in 
her separation: and she shall con- 
tinue in the blood of her purifying 
threescore and six days. f 

6 And when the days of her puri- 
fying are fulfilled, for a son, or for a 
daughter, she shall bring a lamb of 
the first year for a burnt offering, and 
a young pigeon, or a turtledove, for 
a sin offering, unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, unto 
the priest: 

7 Whoshall offer it before the LORD, 
and make an atonement for her; and 
she shall be cleansed from the issue 
of her blood. This zs the law for her 
that hath born a male or a female. 

8 And if she be not able to bring a 
lamb, then she shall bring two tur- 
tles, or two young pigeons; the one 
for the burnt offering, and the other 
for a sin offering: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for her, and 
she shall be clean. 


CHAPTER 13. 
Signs and treatment of leprosy. 


ND the LORD spake unto Moses 
and Aaron, saying, 

2. When a man shall have in the 
skin of his flesh a rising, a scab, or 
bright spot, and it be in the skin of 
his flesh like the plague of leprosy; 
then he shall be brought unto Aaron 
the priest, or unto one of his sons the 
priests: 

3 And the priest shall look on the 
plague in the skin of the flesh: and 
when the hair in the plague is turned 
white, and the plague in sight be 
deeper than the skin of his flesh, it zs 
a plague of leprosy: and the priest 
shall look on him, and pronounce 
him unclean. 

4 If the bright spot be white in the 
skin of his flesh, and in sight be not 
deeper than the skin, and the hair 
thereof be not turned white; then 
the priest shall shut up him thal hath 
the pe seven days: 

5 And the priest shall look on him 
the seventh day: and, behold, 27 the 
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plague in his sight be at a stay, and 
the plague- spread not in the skint 
then the priest shall shut him up 
seven days more: ‘ 

6 And the priest shall look on him 
again the seventh day: and, beholc 
if the plague be somewhat dark, and 
the plague spread not in the skin, the 
priest shall pronounce him clean: it 
zs but a scab: and he shall wash his 
clothes, and be clean. 

7 But if the scab spread much 
abroad in the skin, after that he hath 
been seen of the priest for his cleans- 
ing, he shall be seen of the priest 
again: 

8 And 2 the priest see that, behold, 
the scab spreadeth in the skin, then 
the priest shall pronounce him un- 
clean: it 73 a leprosy. : 

9 § When the plague of leprosy is 
in a man, then he shall be brought 
unto the priest; : 

1o And the priest shall see him: 
and, behold, 2/ the rising be white in 
the skin, and it have turned the hair 
white, and there be quick raw flesh 
in the rising; 

11 It 2s an old leprosy in the skin 
of his flesh, and the rriest shall pro- 
pounce him unclean, and shall not 
shut him up: for he zs unclean. 

12 And if a Jeprosy hreak out abroad 


|in the skin, and the lerrosy cover all 


the skin of him that hath the plague 
from his head even to his foot, where- 
soever the priest looketh; 

13 Then the priest shall consider: 
and, behold, 2 the leprosy have 
covered all his flesh, he shall pro- 
nounce him clean that hath the plague: 
it is all turned white: he zs clean. 

14 Put when raw flesh appeareth in 
him, he shall be unclean. 

15 And the priest shall see the raw 
flesh, and pronounce him to be un- 
clean: for the raw flesh zs unclean: it 
zs a leprosy. 

16 Or if the raw flesh turn again, 
and be changed unto white, he shall 
come unto the priest; 

1'7 And the priest shall see him: and, 
behold, 7f the plague be turned into 
white; then the priest shall pro- 
nounce him clean that huth the plague: 
he 2s clean. 

_18 4 The flesh also, in which, even 
in the skin thereof, was a boil, and 
is healed, 

19 And in the place of the boil there 
be a white rising, or a bright spot, 
white, and somewhat reddish, and it 
be shewed to the priest; 

20 And if, when the priest seeth it, 
behold, it be in sight lower than the 
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skin, and the hair thereof be turned 
white; the priest shall pronounce 
him unclean: itis a plague of leprosy 
broken out of the boil. 

21 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hairs therein, 
and 2/ it be not lower than the skin, 
but be somewhat dark; then the 
priest shall shut him up seven days: 

22 And if it spread much abroad in 
the skin, then the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unclean: it 7s a plague. 

23 But if the bright spot stay in his 
place, and spread not, it 2s a burning 
boil; and the priest shall pronounce 
him clean. 

24 ‘| Or if there be any flesh, in the 
skin whereof there 1s a hot burning, 
and the quick flesh that burneth have 
a white bright spot, somewhat red- 
dish, or white; 

_25 Then the priest shall look upon 
it: and, behold, cf the hair in the 
bright spot be turned white, and it be 
in sight deeper than the skin; it 2 a 
peers broken out of the burning: 
wherefore the priest shall pronounce 
him unclean: it is the plague of lep- 


rosy. 

nef But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hair in the 
bright spot, and it be no lower than 
the other skin, but be somewhat dark; 
then the priest shall shut him up 
seven days: : 

27 And the priest shall look upon 
him the seventh day: and if it be 
eee ce abroad in the skin, then 
the priest shall pronounce him un- 
clean: it 7s the plague of leprosy. 

28 And if the bright spot stay in his 
place, and spread not in the skin, but 
it be somewhat dark; it 7s a rising of 
the burning, and the priest shall pro- 
nounce him clean: for it 7s an in- 
flammation of the burning. 

29 {If a man or woman have a 
plague upon the head or the beard; 

o Then the priest shall see the 
plague: and, behold, if it be in sight 
deeper than the skin; and there be in it 
a yellow thin hair; then the priest 
shall pronounce him unclean: it wa 
dry scall, even a leprosy upon the 
head or beard. i 

31 And if the peer oe look on the 
plague of the scall, and, behold, it be 
* not in nb deeper than the skin, 

and that there is no black hair in it; 
then the priest shall shut up ham that 
hath the plague of the scall seven 
days: : ; 

32 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the plague: and, behold, 
af the scall spread not, and there be in 
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it no yellow hair, and the scall be not 
in sight deeper than the skin; 

33 He shall be shaven, but the 
scall shall he not shave; and the 
priest shall shut up him that hath the 
scall seven days more: 

34 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the scall: and, behold, 
a the scall be not spread in the skin, 
nor be in sight deeper than the skin; 
then the priest shall pronounce him 
clean: and he shall wash his clothes, 
and be clean. 

35 But if the scall spread much in 
the skin after his cleansing; 

36 Then the priest shall look on 
him: and, behold, if the scall be 
spread in the skin, the priest shall not 
seek for yellow hair; he zs unclean. 

37 But if the scall be in his sight at 
a stay, and that there is black hair 
grown up therein; the scall is healed, 
he zs clean: and the priest shall pro- 
nounce him clean. 

38 { If a man also ora woman have 
in the skin of their flesh bright spots, 
even white bright spots; 

39 Then the priest shall look: and, 
behold. 2 the bright spots in the skin 
of their flesh be darkish white; itwa 
freckled spot that groweth in the skin; 
he 7s clean. 

40 And the man whose hair is fall- 
en off his head, he zs bald; yet w he 
clean. 

41 And he that hath his hair fallen 
off from the part of his head toward 
his face, he zs forehead bald: yet ws 
he clean, ; 

42 And if there be in the bald head, 
or bald forehead, a white reddish 
sore; it 7s a leprosy sprung up in his 
bald head, or his bald forehead. 

43 Then the priest shall look upon 
it: and, behold, 7/ the rising of the 
sore be white reddish in his bald head, 
or in his bald forehead, as the leprosy 
appeareth in the skin of the flesh; 

44 He is a leprous man, he zs un- 
clean: the priest shall pronounce him 
utterly unclean; his plague 2s in his 


head. . 

45 And the leper in whom the plague 
is, bis clothes shall be rent, and his 
head bare, and he shall put a cover- 
ing upon his upper lip, and shall cry, 
Unclean, unclean. ; 

46 All the days wherein the plague 
shall be in him he shall be defiled; 
he 2s unclean: he shall dwell alone; 
without the camp shall his habita- 
tion be. 

47 § The garment also that the 
plague of leprosy is in, whether v bea 
woollen garment, or a finen garment; 
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48 Whether zt be in the warp, or 
woof; of linen, or of woollen; whether 


in a skin, or in any thing made of 


skin; i 

49 And if the plague be greenish or 
reddish in the garment, or in the skin, 
either in the warp, or in the woof, or 
in any thing of skin; it 7s a plague 
of leprosy, and shall be shewed unto 
the priest: 

50 And the priest shall look upon 
the plague, and shut up zt that hath 
the plague seven days: 

51 And he shall look on the plague 
on the seventh day: if the plague be 
spread in the garment, either in the 
warp, or in the woof, or in a skin, or 
in any work that is made of skin; the 
plague 2s a fretting leprosy; it 7s un- 


clean. 

52 He shall therefore burn that gar- 
ment, whether warp or woof, in wool- 
Jen or in linen, or any thing of skin, 
wherein the plague is: for it 7s a fret- 
ting leprosy; it shall be burnt in the 


e. 

53 And if the priest shall look, and, 
behold, the plague be not spread in 
the garment, either in the warp. or 
in the woof, or in any thing of 
skin; 

54 Then the priest shall command 
that they wash the thing wherein the 
plague zs, and he shall shut it up 
seven days more: > 

55 And the priest shall look on the 
pee after that it is washed: and, 

ehold,2/ the plague have not changed 
his colour, and the plague be not 
spread; it 2s unclean; thou shalt 
burn it in the fire; it 2s fret inward, 
whether it be bare within or with- 


out. 

56 And if the priest look, and, be- 
hold, the plague be somewhat dark 
after the washing of it; then he shall 
rend it out of the garment, or out of 
the skin, or out of the warp, or out 
of the woof: 

57 And if it appear still in the gar- 
ment, either in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any thing of skin; itis a 
spreading plague: thou shalt burn 
that wherein the plague 7s with fire. 

58 And the garment, either warp, 
or woof, or whatsoever thing of skin 
at be, which thou shalt wash, if the 

lague be departed from them, then 
it shall be washed the second time, 
and shall be clean. 

59 This zs the law of the plague of 
leprosy in a garment of woollen or 
linen, either in the warp, or woof, or 
any thing of skins, to pronounce it 
clean, or to pronounce it unclean,

1 Law of cleansing lepers. 33 Signs of 
leprosy. 
ya eole the LORD spake unto Moses,

ying, 

2 This shall be the law of the leper 
in the day of his cleansing: He shall 
be brought unto the priest: 

3 And the priest shall go forth out 
of the camp; and the priest shall look, 
and, behold, 77 the plague of leprosy be 
healed in the leper; | 

4 Then shall the priest command to 
take for him that is to be cleansed 
two birds alive and clean, and cedar 
wood, and scarlet, and hyssop: 

5 And the priest shall command 
that one of the birds be killed in an 
earthen vessel over running water: 

6 As for the living bird, he shall 
take it, and the cedar wood, and the 
scarlet, and the hyssop, and shall dip 
them and the living bird in the blood 
of the bird that was killed over the 
running water: : 

7 And he shall sprinkle upon him 
that is to be cleansed from the leprosy 
seven times, and shall pronounce him 
clean, and shall let the living bird 
loose into the open field. 

8 And he that is to be cleansed 
shall wash his clothes, and shave off 
all his hair, and wash himself in 
water, that he may be clean: and 
after that he shall come into the 
camp, and shall tarry abroad out of 
his tent seven days. 

9 But it shall be on the seventh day, 
that he shall shave all his hair off his 
head and his beard and his eyebrows, 
even all his hair he shall shave off:

32 This 7s the law of him in whom zs 
the plague of leprosy, whose hand is 
not able to get that which pertaineth to 
his cleansing.

22 And the goat shall bear upon 
him all their iniquities unto a land 
not inhabited: and he shall let go 
the goat in the wilderness. | 

23 And Aaron shall come into the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
shall put off the linen garments, 
which he put on when he went into 
he holy place, and shall leave them 

ere: 

24 And he shall wash his flesh with 
water in the holy place, and put on his 
garments, and come forth, and offer 
his burnt offering, and the burnt of- 
fering of the people, and make an 
atonement for himself, and for the 
people. 

25 And the fat of the sin offering 
shall he burn upon the altar.

8 Therefore every one that eateth it 
shall bear his iniquity, because he 
hath profancd the hallowed thing of 
the LORD: and that soul shall be cut 
off from among his people. 

Q 4 And when ye reap the harvest 
of your land, thou shalt not wholly 
reap the corners of thy field, neither 
shalt thou gather the gleanings of 
thy harvest.

13 { Thou shalt not defraud thy 
neighbour, neither rob him: the 
wages of him that is hired shall not 
abide with thee all night until the 
morning. 

14 § Thou shalt not curse the deaf, 
nor put a stumblingblock before the 
blind, but shalt fear thy God: I am

15 § Ye shall do no unrighteous- 

ness in judgment: thou shalt not 
respect the person of the poor, nor 
honour the person of the mighty: 
but in righteousness shalt thou judge 
thy neighbour. 
“16 § Thou shalt not go up and down 
as a talebearer among thy people: 
neither shalt thou stand against the 
blood of thy neighbour: I am the 
LORD. 

17 § Thou shalt not hate thy bro- 
ther in thineheart: thou shalt in any 
wise rebuke thy neighbour, and not 
suffer sin upon him. 

18 § Thou shalt not avenge, nor 
bear any grudge against the children 
of thy people, but thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself: I am the LORD.

29 { Do not prostitute thy daugh- 
ter, to cause her to be a whore; lest 
the land fall to whoredom, and the 
land become full of wickedness. 

30 {Ye shall keep my sabbaths, 
and reverence my sanctuary: I am 
the LORD. 

31 {| Regard not them that have 
familiar spirits, neither seek after 
wizards, to be defiled by them: I am 
the LORD your God. 

32 {4 Thou shalt rise up before the 
hoary head, and honour the face of 
the old man, and fear thy God: I am 
the LORD. | 4 
{And if a stranger sojourn 
with thee in your land, ye shall not 
vex him, 

34 But the stranger that dwelleth 
with you shall be unto you as one 
born among oe and thou shalt love 
him as thyself; for ye were strangers 
in the land of Egypt: Iam the LORD 
your God. ; 

35 { Ye shall do no unrighteous- 
ness in judgment, in meteyard, in 
weight, or in measure. ; 

36 Just balances, just wel hts, a 
just ephah, and a just hin, shall ye 
have: I am the LORD your God, which 
brought you out of the land of Egypt. 

37 Therefore shall ye observe all 
my statutes, and all my judgments, 
and do them: I am the LORD.

sion; their blood shall be upon them. 

13 If a man also lie with mankind, 
as he lieth with a woman, both of 
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them have committed an abomina- 
tion: they shall surely be put to 
death; their blood shall be upon them. 

14 And if a man take a wife and 
her mother, it 2s wickedness: they 
shall be burnt with fire, both he and 
they; that there be no wickedness 
among you. Y 

15 And if a man lie with a beast. 
he shall surely be put to death: and 
ye shall slay the beast. 

16 And if a woman approach unto 
any beast, and lie down thereto, thou 
shalt kill the woman, and the beast: 
they shall surely be put to death; 
their blood shall be upon them. 

17 And if a man shall take his sis- 
ter, his father’s daughter, or his mo- 
ther’s daughter, and see her naked- 
ness, and she see his nakedness; it 
ts a wicked thing; and they shali be 
cut off in the sight of their people: he 
hath uncovered his sister’snakedness} ~ 
he shall bear his iniquity. 

18 And if a man shall lie with a 
woman having her sickness, and shall 
uncover her nakedness; he hath dis- 
covered her fountain, and she hath 
uncovered the fountain of her blood: 
and both of them shall be cut off from 
among their people. 

19 And thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy mother’s sister, nor 
of thy father’s sister: for he uncover- 
eth his near kin: they shall bear their 
iniquity, — E 

20 And if a man shall lie with his 
uncle’s wife, he hath uncovered his 
uncle’s nakedness: they shall bear 
their sin; they shall die childless, 

21 And if a man shall take his bro- 
ther’s wife, it 7s an unclean thing: he 
hath uncovered his brother’s naked- 
ness; they shall be childless. 

22 {| Ye shall therefore keep all my 
statutes, and all my judgments, and 
do them: that the land, whither I 
bring you to dwell therein, spue you 
not out. 

23 And ye shall not walk in the 
manners of the nation, which I cast 
out before you: for they committed 
all these things, and therefore I ab- 
horred them. 

24 But I have said unto you, Ye 
shall inherit their land, and I will give 
it unto you to possess it, a land that 
floweth with milk and honey: I am 
the LORD your God, which have sep- 
arated you from other people.

7 They shall not take a wife that is 
a whore. or profane; neither shall they 
take a woman put away from_her 
husband: for he zs holy unto his God. 

8 Thou shalt sanctify him there- 
fore; for he offereth the bread of thy 
God: he shall be holy unto thee: for 
I the LORD. which sanctify you, am

9 § And the daughter of any priest. 
if she profane herself by playing the 
whore, she profaneth her father: she 
shall be burnt with fire. __ : 

1o And he that tw the high priest 
among his brethren, upon whose 
head the anointing oil was poured, 
and that is consecrated to put on the 
garments, shall not uncover his head, 
nor rend his clothes; 

11 Neither shall he go in to any 
dead body, nor defile himself for his 
father, or for his mother; 
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Sanctuary, nor profane the sanctuary 
of his God; for the crown of the 
anointing oil of his God zs upon him: 
I am the LORD. 

13 And he shall take a wife in her 
virginity. : 

14 A widow, or a divorced woman, 
or profane, or an harlot, these shall 
he not take: but he shall take a vir- 
gin of his own people to wife.

5 Or whosoever toucheth any creep- 
ing thing, whereby he may be made 
unclean, or a man of whom he may 
take uncleanness, whatsoever un- 
cleanness he hath; 

6 The soul which hath touched any 
such shall be unclean until even, and 
shall not eat of the holy things, un- 
less he wash his flesh with water. 

7 And when the sun is down, he 
shall be clean, and shall afterward 
eat of the holy things; because it 7s 
his food. 4 ; ‘ 

8 That which dieth of itself, or is 
torn with beasts, he shall not eat to de- 
file himself therewith: Iam the LORD. 

9 ‘they shall therefore keep mine 
ordinance, lest they bear sin for it, 
and die therefore, if they profane it: 
I the LORD do sanctify them. 

to There shall no stranger eat of 
the holy thing: a sojourner of the 
priest, or an hired servant, shall not 
eat of the holy thing.

44 And Moses declared unto the 
children of Israel the feasts of the 


LORD. 
CHAPTER 24. 


1 The oil and shewbread. 23 Concern- 
ang blasphemy. 


ND the LORD spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel 

that they bring unto thee pure oil 
olive beaten for the light, to cause 
the lamps to burn continually.

7 And thou shalt put pure frankin- 
cense upon each row, that it may be 
on the bread for a memorial, even 
an offering made by fire unto the 
LORD. 

8 Every sabbath he shall set it in 
order before the LORD continually, 
being taken from the children of Israel 
by an everlasting covenant. 

9 And it shall be Aaron’s and his 
sons’; and they shall eat it in the holy 
place: for it zs most holy unto him of 
the offerings of the LORD made by 
fire by a perpetual statute. 

to § And the son of an Israelitish 
woman, whose father was an Egyp- 
tian, went out among the children of 
Israel: and this son of the Israelitish 
woman and a man of Israel strove to- 
gether in the camp; 

11 And the Israelitish woman’s son 
blasphemed the name of the Lorb, 
and cursed. And they brought him 
unto Moses: (and his mother’s name 
was Shelomith, the daughter of Dibri, 
of the tribe of Dan:)

16 And he that blasphemeth the 
name of the LORD, he shall surely be 
put to death, and all the congregation 
shall certainly stone him: as well the 
stranger, as he that is born in the 
land, when he blasphemeth the name 
of the LORD, shall be put to death. 

17 % And he that killeth any man 
shall surely be put to death. 

18 And he that killeth a beast shall 
make it good; beast for beast. 

19 And if a man cause a blemish in 
his neighbour; as he hath done, so 
shall it be done to him; 

20 Breach for breach, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth: as he hath caused a 
blemish in a man, so shall it be done 
to him agai. F 

21 And he that killeth a beast, he 
shall restore it: and he that killeth a 
man, he shall be put to death. 

22 Ye shall have one manner of 
law, as well for the stranger, as for 
one of your own country: for I am 
the LORD your God. ; 

23 4 And Moses spake to the chil- 
dren of Israel, that they should bring 
forth him that had cursed out of the 
camp, and stone him with stones. 
And the children of Israel did as the 
LORD commanded Moses. 


CHAPTER 2s. 


1 The seventh year sabbath. 8 Year of 
jubile. 35 Redeeming the poor. 47 
Servants redeemed. 


ND the LORD spake unto Moses 
in mount Sinai, saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye come 
into the land which I give you, then 
shall the land keep a sabbath unto 
the LORD. 

3 Six years thou shalt sow thy field, 

-and six years thou shalt prune thy 
vineyard, and gather in the fruit 
thereof; 

4 But in the seventh year shall bea 
sabbath of rest unto the land, a sab- 
bath for the LORD: thou shalt nei- 
ther sow thy field, nor prune thy vine- 


yard. 
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5 That which groweth of its own 
accord of thy harvest thou shalt not 
reap, neither gather the grapes of 
thy vine undressed: for it isa year of 
rest unto the land. 

And the sabbath of the land shall 
be meat for you; for thee, and for thy 
servant, and for thy maid, and for 
thy hired servant, and for thy stran- 
ger that sojourneth with thee, 

7 And for thy cattle, and for the 
beast that are in thy land, shall all the 
increase thereof be meat. 

8 § And thou shalt number seven 
sabbaths of years unto thee, seven 
times seven years; and the space of 
the seven sabbaths of years shall be 
unto thee forty and nine years. 

9 Then shalt thou cause the trum- 
pet of the jubile to sound on the 
tenth day of the seventh month, in 
the day of atonement shall ye make 
the trumpet sound throughout all 
your land. 

to And ye shall hallow the fiftieth 
year, ana proclaim liberty through- 
out all the land unto all the inhabit- 
ants thereof: it shall be a jubile unto 
you; and ye shall return every man 
unto his possession, and ye shall re- 
turn every man unto his family. 

11 A jubile shall that fiftieth year 
be unto you: ye shall not sow, nei- 
ther reap that which groweth of itself 
in it, nor gather the grapes in it of thy 
vine undressed. {fia 

12 For it zs the jubile; it shall be 
holy unto you: ye shall eat the in- 
crease thereof out of the field. 

13 Inthe year of this jubile ye shall 
return every man unto his posses- 


sion, 

14 And if thou sell ought unto thy 
neighbour, or buyest ought of thy 
neighbour’s hand, ye shall not op- 
press one another: 

15 According to the number of 
years after the jubile thou shalt buy 
of thy neighbour, and according unto 
the number of years of the fruits he 
shall sell unto thee: : 

16 According to the multitude of 
years thou shalt increase the price 
thereof, and according to the fewness 
of years thou shalt diminish the price 
of it: for according to the number of 
the years of the fruits doth he sell unto 


ee. 

17 Ye shall not therefore oppress 
one another; but thou shalt fear thy 
God: for I am the LORD your God. 

18 {| Wherefore ye shall do my 
statutes, and keep my judgments. 
and do them; and-ye shall dwell in 
the land in safety. - : 
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19 And the land shall yield her fruit, 
and ye shall eat your fill, and dwell 
therein in safety. 

20 And if ye shall say, What shall 
we eat the seventh year? behold, we 
shall not sow, nor gather in our in- 
crease: p 

‘21 Then I will command my bDless- 
ing upon you in the sixth year, and 
it shall bring forth fruit for three 

ears. 

Bee And ye shall sow the eighth 
year, and eat yet of old fruit until 
the ninth year; until her fruits come 
in ye shall eat of the old store. 

23 { The land shall not be sold for 
ever: for the land zs mine; for ye are 
strangers and sojourners with me. 

24 And in all the land of your pos- 
session ye shall grant a redemption 
for the land. 

25 { If thy brother be waxen poor, 
and hath sold away some of his pos- 
session, and if any of his kin come 
to redeem it, then shal! he redeem 
that which his brother sold. 

26 And if the man have none to re- 
deem it, and himself be able to re- 
deem it; ; 

27 Then let him count the years of 
the sale thereof, and restore the over- 
plus unto the man to whom he sold 
it; that he may return unto his pos- 
session. 

28 But if he be not able to restore i 
to him, then that which is sold shall 
remain in the hand of him that hath 
on it until the year of jubile: and 
in the jubile it shall go out, and he 
shall return unto his possession. 

29 And if a man sell a dwelling 
house in a walled city, then he may 
redeem it within a whole year after it 
is sold; urthzn a full year may he re- 
deem it. 

30 And if it be not redeemed within 
the space of a full year, then the 
house that 7s in the walled city shall 
be established for ever to him that 
bought it throughout his generations: 
it shall not go out in the jubile. 

31 But the houses of the villages 
which have no wall round about 
them shall be counted as the fields of 
the country: they may be redeemed, 
and they shall go out in the jubile. 

32 Notwithstanding the cities of 
the Levites, and the houses of the 
cities of their possession, may the 
Levites redeem at any time. 

33 And if a man purchase of the 
Levites, then the house that was sold 
and the city of his pone shall 
go out in the year of jubile: for the 
mouses of the cities of the Levites are 
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their possession among the children 
of Israel. 

34 But the field of the suburbs of 
their cities may not be sold; for it 2 
their perpetual possession. 

35 {| And if thy brother be waxen 
poor, and fallen in decay with thee; 
then thou shalt relieve him: yea, 
though he be a stranger, or a sojourner} 
that he may live with thee. i 

36 Take thou no usury of him, or 
increase: but fear thy God; that thy 
brother may live with thee. 

37 Thou shalt not give him thy 
money upon usury, nor iend him thy 
victuals for increase... . 

38 I am the LORD your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, to give you the land of Ca- 
naan, and to be your God. 

39 4 And if thy brother that dwell- 
eth by thee be waxen poor, and be sold 
unto thee; thou shalt not compel 
him to serve as a bondservant: 

40 But as an hired servant, andasa 
sojourner, he shall be with thee, and 
shall serve thee unto the year of jubile: 

41 And then shall he depart from 
thee, both he and his children with 
him, and shall return unto his own 
family, and unto the possession of his 
fathers shall he return. 

42 For they are my servants, which 
I brought forth out of the land of 
Egypt: they shall not be sold as 
bondmen. 

43 Thou shalt not rule over him 
with rigour; but shalt fear thy God. 

44 Both thy bondmen, and thy 
bondmaids, which thou shalt have 
shall be of the heathen that are round 
about you; of them shall ye buy 
bondmen and bondmaids. 

45 Moreover of the children of the 
strangers that do sojourn among 
you, of them shall ye buy, and of 
their families that are with you, which 
they begat in your land: and they shall 
be your possession. 

46 And ye shall take them as an in- 
heritance for your children after you, 
to inherit them for a possession; they 
shall be your bondmen for ever: but 
over your brethren the children of 
Israel ye shall not rule one over an- 
other with rigour, 

47 { And if a sojourner or stranger 
wax rich by thee, and thy brother 
that dwelleth by him wax poor, and 
sell himself unto the stranger or so- 
journer by thee, or to the stock of the 
stranger’s family: 

48 After that he is sold he may be 


redeemed again; one of his brethren 
may redeem him: 
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Keeping the 


49 Either his uncle, or his uncle’s 
son, may redeem him, or any that is 
nigh of kin unto him of his family 
may redeem him; or if he be able, he 
may redeem himself. 

50 And he shall reckon with him 
that bought him from the year that 
he was sold to him unto the year of 
jubile: and the price of his sale shall 

e according unto the number of 
years, according to the time of an 
hired servant shall it be with him. 

51 If there be yet many years behind, 
according unto them he shall give 
again the price of his redemption out 
4 the money that he was bought 


or. 

52 And if there remain but few years 
unto the year of jubile, then he shail 
count with him, and according unto 
his years shall he give him again the 
price of his redemption. 

53 And as a yearly hired servant 
shall he be with him: and the other 
shall not rule with rigour over him 
in thy sight. . 

54 And if he be not redeemed in 
these years, then he shall go out in 
the year of jubile, both he, and his 
children with him. 

55 For unto me the children of Is- 
rael are servants; they are my ser- 
vants whom I brought forth out of 
the land of Egypt: I am the LORD 
your God. 

CHAPTER 26.

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7 And ye shall chase your enemies, 
and they shall fall before you by the 
sword. 

8 And five of you shall chase an 
hundred, and an hundred of you shall 
put ten thousand to flight: and your 
enemies shall fall before you by the 
sword. : 

9 For I will have respect unto you, 
and make you fruitful, and multip} 
you, and establish my covenant wi 
you. 

ro And ye shall eat old store, and 
bring forth the old because of the 
new. 

iz And I will set my tabernacle 
among you: and my soul shall not 
abhor you. | 

12 And I will walk among you 
and will be your God, and ye shall 
be my people. 

13 I am the LORD your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, that ye should not be their 
bondmen; and I have broken the 
bands of your yoke, and made you go 
upright. ; f ; 

14 § But if ye will not hearken 
unto me, and will not do all these 
commandments; 

15 And if ye shall despise my stat- 
utes, or if your soul abhor my judg- 
ments, so that ye will not do all m 
commandments, but that ye brea 
my covenant: 

16 I also will do this unto you; I 
will even appoint over you terror, 
consumption, and the burning ague 
that shall consume the eyes, an 
cause sorrow of heart: and ye shall 
sow your seed in vain, for your ene- 
mies shall eat it, : 

17 And I will set my face against 
you, and ye shall be slain before 
your enemies: they that hate you 
shall reign over you; and ye shall 
flee when none pursueth you. : 

18 And if ye will not yet for all this 
hearken unto me, then I will punish 
you seven times more for your sins, 

19 And I will break the pride of 
your power; and I will make your 
heaven as iron, and your earth as 
brass: 

20 And your strength shall be spent 
in vain: for your land shall not 
yield her increase, neither shall the 
trees of the land yield their fruits. 

21 § And if ye walk contrary unto 
me, and will not hearken unto me; 
I will bring seven times more plagues 
upon you according to your sins. 

22 I will also send wild beasts 
among you, which shall rob you of 
your children, ang destroy your Cat- 
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Mercres promised, 


tle, and make you few in number; | have no power to stand before your 


and your high ways shall be desolate. 

23 And if ye will not be reformed 
by me by these things, but will walk 
contrary unte me; 

24 Then will I also walk contrary 
unto you, and will punish you yet 
seven times for your sins. 

25 And I will bring a sword upon 
you, that shall avenge the quarrel 
of my covenant: and when ye are 

athered together within your cities, 
fall send the pestilence among you; 
and ye shall be delivered into the 
hand of the enemy. 

26 And when I have broken the 
staff of your bread, ten women shall 
bake your bread in one oven, and 
they shall deliver you your bread 
again by weight: and ye shall eat, 
and not be satisfied. » 

27 And if ye will not for all this 
hearken unto me, but walk contrary 
unto me; 

28 Then I will walk contrary unto 
you also in fury; and I, even I, will 
chastise you seven times for your 
sins. 

29 And ye shall eat the flesh of 
your sons, and the flesh of your 
daughters shall ye eat. 

30 And I will destroy your high 
places, and cut down your images, 
and cast your carcases upon the car- 
cases of your idols, and my soul shall 
abhor you. 

31 And I will make your cities 
waste, and bring your sanctuaries 
unto desolation, and I will not smell 
the savour of your sweet odours. 

32 And I will bring the land into 
desolation: and your enemies which 
dwell therein shail be astonished at it. 

33 And Iwill scatter you among the 
heathen, and will draw out a sword 
after you: and your land shall be 
desolate, and your cities waste. 

34 Then shall the land enjoy her 
sabbaths, as long as it lieth desolate, 
and ye be in your enemies’ land; even 
then shall the land rest, and enjoy 
her sabbaths. | 

35 As longs it lieth desolate it shall 
rest; because it did not rest in your 
sabbaths, when ye dwelt upon it. 

20 And upon them that are left alive 
of you I will send a faintness into 
their hearts in the lands of their ene- 
mies; and the sound of a shaken leaf 
shall chase them; and they shall flee, 
as fleeing from a sword} and they 
shall fall when none pursueth. 

37 And they shall fall one upon 
another, as it were before a sword 
when none pursueth: and ye sha 
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enemies. : 

38 And ye shall perish among the 
heathen, and the land of your ene- 
mies shall eat you up. 

39 And they that are left of you 
shall pine away in their iniquity in 
your enemies’ lands; and also in the 
iniquities of their fathers shal] they 
pine away with them. amt 

40 If they shall confess their in- 
iquity, and the iniquity of their fa- 
thers. with their trespass which they 
trespassed against me, and that also 
they have walked contrary unto me} 

41 And that I also have walked con- 
trary unto them, and have brought 
them into the land of their enemies; 
if then their uncircumcised hearts 
be humbled, and they then accept of 
the punishment of their iniquity: 

42 Then will I remember my cov- 
enant with Jacob. and also my cove- 
nant with Isaac, and also my cove- 
nant with Abraham will I remember} 
and I will remember the land. . 

43 The land also shall be left of 
them, and shall enjoy her sabbaths, 
while she lieth desolate without them: 
and they shall accept of the punish- 
ment of their iniquity: because, even 
because they despised my judgments, 
and because their soul abhorred my 
statutes. 

44 And yet for all that, when thes 
be in the land of their enemies, I will 
not cast them away, neither will I 
abhor them, to destroy them utterly, 
and to break my covenant with thems 
for I am the LORD their God.

6 And if 2t be from a month old even 
unto five years old, then thy estima- 
tion shall be of the male five shekels 
of silver, and for the female thy esti- 
mation shail be three shekels of silver. 

And if it be from sixty years old 
and above; if zt be a male, then thy 
estimation shall be fifteen shekels, 
and for the female ten shekels. 

But if he be poorer than thy es- 
timation, then he shall present him- 
self before the priest, and the priest 
shall value him; according to his 
ability that vowed shall the priest 
value him. | 

9 And if zt be a beast, whereof men 
bring an offering unto the LORD, all 
that any man giveth of such unto the 
LORD shall be holy. | 

ro He shall not alter it, nor change 
it, a good for a bad, or a bad fora 
good: and if he shall at all change 
beast for beast, then it and the ex- 
change thereof shall be holy. 

it And if zt be any unclean beast, of 
which they do not offer a sacrifice 
unto the LORD, then he shall present 
the beast before the priest: ; 

12 And the priest shall value it, 

_whether it be good or bad: as thou val- 
test it, who art the priest, so shall it be. 

13 But if he will at all redeem it, 

then he shall add a fifth part thereof 
unto thy estimation. 
- 14 § And when a man shall sanc- 
tify his house to be holy unto the 
LORD, then the priest shall estimate 
it, whether it be good or bad: as the 
priest shall estimate it, so shall it 
stand. 5 2359 

15 And if he that sanctified it will 
redeem his house, then he shall add 
the fifth part of the money of thy es- 
timation unto it, and it shall be his. 

16 And if a man shall sanctify unto 
the LORD some part of a field of his 
possession, then thy estimation shall 
be according to the seed thereof: an 
homer of barley seed shall be valued 

_at fifty shekels of silver. 

17 If he sanctify his field from the 
year of jubile, according to thy esti- 
mation it shallstand. | 

18 But if he sanctify his field after 
the jubile, then the priest shall reckon 
unto him the money according to the 
years that remain, even unto 


of the jubile, and it shall be abated 
from thy estimation. 

19 And if be that sanctified the field 
will in any wise redeem it, then he 
shall add the fifth part of the money 
of thy estimation unto it, and it shall 
be assured to him. 

20 And if he will not redeem the 

field, or if he have sold the field to an- 
other man, it shall not be redeemed 
any more. 
_21 But the field, when it goeth out 
in the jubile, shall be holy unto the 
LORD, as a field devoted; the pos- 
session thereof shall be the priest’s. 

22 And if a man sanctify unto the 
LORD a field which he hath bought, 
which zs not of the fields of his pos- 
session ; 

23 Then the priest shall reckon 
unto him the worth of thy estima- 
tion, even unto the year of the jubile: 
and he shall give thine estimation in 
ae day, as a holy thing unto the 

RD. 


24 In the year of the jubile the 
field shall return unto him of whom 
it was bought, even to him to whom 
the possession of the land did belong. 

25 And all thy estimations shall be 
according to the shekel of the sanc- 
tuary: twenty gerahs shall be the 
shekel. 

26 ¥§ Only the firstling of the beasts, 
which should be the LORD’s firstling, 
no man shall sanctify it; whether 2 
be ox, or sheep: it 2s the LorD’s. 

27 And if zt be of an unclean beast, 
then he shall redeem 2 according to 
thine estimation, and shall add a fifth 
part of it thereto: or if it be not re- 
deemed, then it shall be sold accord- 
ing to thy estimation. 

28 Notwithstanding no devoted 
joe b that a man shall devote unto 
the LORD of all that he hath, both of 
man and beast, and of the field of his 
possession, shall be sold or redeemed: 
every devoted thing 7s most holy unto 
the LORD. g 

29 None devoted, which shall be 
devoted of men, shall be redeemed; 
but shall surely be put to death. 

9° And all the tithe of the land 
whether of the seed of the land, or of 
the fruit of the tree, 7s the LORD’s: zt 
1s holy nike the LORD. 

31 d if a man will at all redeem 
ought of his tithes, he shall add there- 
to the fifth part thereof. 

32 And concerning the tithe of the 
herd, or of the flock, even of whatso- 
ever passeth under the rod, the tenth 
shall be holy unto the LORD.

24 And the chief of the house of the 
father of the Gershonites shall be Elia- 
saph the son of Lael.

36 And under the custody and charge 
of the sons of Merari shall be the 
boards of the tabernacle, and the 
bars thereof, and the pillars thereof, 
and the sockets thereof, and all the 
vessels thereof, and all that serveth 
thereto, ' ; 

37 And the pillars of the court 
round about, and their sockets, and 
their pins, and their cords. 

38 {| But those that encamp before 
the tabernacle toward the east, even 
before the tabernacle of the congre- 

ation eastward, shall be Moses, and 
Aaron and his sons, keeping the 
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charge of the sanctuary for the 
charge of the children of Israel; and 
the stranger that cometh nigh shall 
be put to death. 

39 All that were numbered of the

42 { And those that were numbered 
of the families of the sons of Merari,

43 From thirty ee old and up- 
ward even unto fifty years old, every 
one that entereth into the service, 
for the work in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, 

44 Even those that were numbered 
of them after their families, were 
three thousand and two hundred. 

45 These be those that were num- 
bered of the families of the sons of 
Merari, whom Moses and Aaron num- 
bered according to the word of the 
LORD by the hand of Moses. 

46 All those that were numbered of 
the Levites, whom Moses and Aaron 
and the chief of Israel numbered, 
after their families, and after the 
house of their fathers, 

47 From thirty years old and up- 
ward even unto fifty years old, every 
one that came to do the service of the 
ministry, and the service of the bur- 
den in the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, 

48 Even those that were numbered 
of them, were eight thousand and 
five hundred and fourscore. 

49 According to the commandment 
of the LORD they were numbered by 
the hand of Moses, every one ac- 
cording to his service, and according 
to his burden: thus were they num- 
bered of him, as the LORD commanded 


Moses. 
CHAPTER 5. 


1 Cleansing the Ces 5 Recompens- 
ung trespasses. 11 Trial of jealousy. 
Aw the LORD spake unto Moses, 

saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, 
that they put out of the camp every 
leper, and every one that hath an 
issue, and whosoever is defiled by 
the dead:

13 And a man lie with her carnally, 
and it be hid from the eyes of ber hus- 
band, and be kept close, and she be 
defiled, and there be no witness against 
her, neither she be taken with the 
manner , ae i 

14 And the spirit of jealousy come 
upon him, and he be jealous of his 
wife, and she be defiled: or if the 
spirit of jealousy come upon him, and 
he be jealous of his wife, and she be 
not defiled: 


15 Then shall the man bring his 


wife unto the priest, and he shall 
bring her offering for her, the tenth 
part of an ephah of barley meal; he 
shall pour no oil upon it, nor put 
frankincense thereon; for it 7s an 
offering of jealousy, an offering of 
memorial, bringing iniquity to re- 
membrance. 7 

16 And the priest shall peng her 
mear, and set her before the LORD: 

17 And the priest shall take holy 
water in an earthen vessel; and of 
the dust that is in the floor of the 
tabernacle the priest shall take, and 
put zt into the water:

rg And the priest shall charge her 
ay an oath, and say unto the woman, 
If no man have lain with thee, and if 
thou hast not gone aside to unclean- 
ness with another instead of thy hus- 
band, be thou free from this. bitter 
water that causeth the curse: 

20 But if thou hast gone aside to 
another instead of thy husband, and if 
thou be defiled, and some man have 
lain with thee beside thine husband: 

21 Then the priest shall charge the 
woman with an oath of cursing, and 
the priest shall say unto the woman, 
The LORD make thee a curse and an 
oath among thy people, when the 
LORD doth make thy thigh to rot, 
and thy beliy to swell; 

22 And this water that causeth the 
curse shall go into thy bowels, te 
make thy belly to swell, and thy thigh 
to rot: And the woman shall say, 
Amen, amen. é ; 

23 And the priest shail write these 
curses in a book, and he shall blot 
them out with the bitter water: 

24 And he shall cause the woman 
to drink the bitter water that causeth 
the curse: and the water that causeth 
the curse shall enter into her, and be- 
come bitter. 

25 Then the priest shall take the 
jealousy offering out of the woman’s 

and, and shall wave the offering 
before the LORD, and offer it upon 
the altar: 

26 And the priest shall take an 
handful of the offering, even the me- 
morial thereof, and burn 7 upon the 
altar, and afterward shall cause the 
woman to Grink the water. 

27 And when he hath made her to 
drink the water, then it shall come 
to pass, that, if she be defiled, and 
have done trespass against her hus- 
band, that the water that causeth the 
curse shall enter into her, and become 
bitter, and her belly shall swell, and 
her thigh shall rot: and the woman 
shall be a curse among her people. 

28 And if the woman be not defiled, 
but be clean; then she shall be free, 
and shall conceive seed. _ F 

29 This zs the law of jealousies, 
when a wife goeth aside to another in- 
stead of her husband, and is defiled; 

30 Or when the spirit of jealousy 
cometh upon him, and he be jealous 
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over his wife, and shall set the wo- | 
man before the LORD, and the priest 
shall execute upon her all this law. 

31 Then shall the man be guiltless 
from iniquity, and this woman s 
bear her iniquity. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Law of the Nazarites. 22 Form of 
blessing the people. 


ND the LORD spake unto Moses, 
saying, ; 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When either man 
or woman shall separate themselves 
to vow a vow of a Nazarite, to sepa- 
rate themselves unto the LORD: 

3 He shall separate himself from 
wine and strong drink, and_ shall 
drink no vinegar of wine, or vinegar 
of strong drink, neither shall he drink 
any liquor of grapes, nor eat moist 
grapes, or dried. f i 

4 All the days of his separation 
shall he eat nothing that is made of 
the vine tree, from the kernels even 
to the husk. ' 

5 All the days of the vow of his sep- 
aration there shall no razor come 
upon his head: until the days be ful- 
filled, in the which he separateth 
himself unto the LORD, he shall be 
holy, and shall let the locks of the hair 
of his head grow. 

6 All the days that he separateth 
himself unto the LORD he shall come 
at no dead body. 

7 He shall not make himself wun- 
clean for his father, or for his mother, 
for his brother, or for his sister, when 
they die: because the consecration 
of his God zs upon his head. 

8 All the days of his separation he 
zs holy unto the LORD. 

9 And if any man die very suddenly 
by him, and he hath defiled the head 
of his consecration; then he shall 
shave his head in the day of his 
cleansing, on the seventh day shall 
he shave it. f 

to And on the eighth day he shall 
bring two turtles, or two young pi- 
geons, to the priest, to the doorof the 
tabernacle of the congregation: 

11 And the priest shall offer the one 
for a sin offering, and the other for a 
burnt offering, and make an atone- 
ment for him, for that he sinned by 
the dead, and shall hallow his head 
that same day. 

12 And he shall consecrate unto 
the LORD the days of his separation, 
and shall bring a lamb of the first

wave breast and heave shoulder: and 
after that the Nazarite may drink 
wine. 

21 This zs the law of the Nazarite 
who hath vowed, and of his offering 
unto the LORD for his separation, be- 
side that that his hand shall get: ac- 
cording to the vow which he vowed, 
so he must do after the law of his sepa- 
ration.

22 And after that went the Levites 
in to do their service in the tabernacle 
of the congregation before Aaron, 
and before his sons: as the LORD had 
commanded Moses concerning the 
Levites, so did they unto them. 

23 And the LORD spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, | 

24 This 2s zt that belongeth unto the 
Levites: from twenty and five years 
old and upward they shall go in to 
wait upon the service of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation: 

25 And from the age of fifty years 
they shall cease waiting upon the 
service thereof, and shall serve no 
more: 

26 But shall minister with their 
brethren in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, to keep the charge, 
and shall do no service. Thus shalt 
thou do unto the Levites touching 
their charge.

93 em the LORD spake unto Moses 
in the wilderness of Sinai, in the 
first month of the second year after 
they were come out of the land of 
Egypt, saying, 

2 Let the children of Israel also 
keep the passover at his appointed 
season. 

3 In the fourteenth day of this 
month, at even, ye shall keep it in his 
appointed season: according to all 
the rites of it, and according to all the 
ceremonies thereof, shall ye keep it. 
4 Aud Moses spake unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, that they should keep 
the passover. 

5 And they kept the passover on 
the fourteenth day of the first month 
at even in the wilderness of Sinai: 
according to all that the LORD com- 
manded Moses, so did the children of 
Israel. 

6 { And there were certain men, 
who were defiled by the dead body 
of a man, that they could not keep 
the passover on that day: and they 
came before Moses and before Aaron 
on that day: 

7 And those men said unto him, 
We are defiled by the dead body of a 
man: wherefore are we kept back, 
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The directing cloud.

among the children of Israel? 

8 And Moses said unto them, Stand 
still, and I will hear what the LorD 
will command concerning you. 

9 { And the LORD spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

to Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, If any man of you or of your 
posterity shall be unclean by reason 
of a dead body, or be ina journey afar 
off, yet he shall keep the passover 
unto the LORD. 

ir The fourteenth day of the sec- 
ond month at even they shall keep 
it, and eat it with unleavened bread 
and bitter herbs. 

12 They shall leave none of it unto 
the morning, nor break any bone of 
it: according to all the ordinances 
of the passover they shall keep it. 

13 But the man that 7s clean, and is 
not in a journey, and forbeareth to 
keep the passover, even the same 
soul shall be cut off from among his 
people: because he brought not the 
offering of the LORD in his appointed 
season, that man shall bear his sin. 

14 And if a stranger shall sojourn 
among you, and will keep the pass- 
over unto the LORD; according to the 
ordinance of the passover, and ac- 
cording to the manner thereof, so 
shall he do: ye shall have one ordi- 
nance, both for the stranger, and for 
him that was born in the land. 

15 § And on the day that the taber- 
nacle was reared up the cloud covered 
the tabernacle, namely, the tent of the 
testimony: and at even there was 
upon the tabernacle as it were the 
appearance of fire, until the morn- 
ing. 

16 So it was alway: the cloud cov- 
ered it by day, and the appearance of 
fire by night. , 

17_And when the cloud was taken 
up from the tabernacle, then after 
that the children of Israel journeyed: 
and in the place where the cloud 
abode, there the children of Israel 
Pitched their tents. } 

18 At the commandment of the 
LORD the children of Israel journeyed, 
and at the commandment of the 
LORD they pitched: as long as the 

- cloud abode upon the tabernacle they 
rested in their tents. é 

19 And when the cloud tarried long 
upon the tabernacle many days, then 
the children of Israel kept the charge 
of the LORD, and journeyed not. 

20 And so it was, when the cloud 
was a few days upon the tabernacle;

the LORD they abode in their tents, 
and accord to the commandment 
of the LORD they journeyed. 

21 And so it was, when the cloud 
abode from even unto the morning, 
and that the cloud was taken up in 
the morning, then they journeyed:

the cloud was taken up, they jour- 
neyed. 5 

22 Or whether tt were two days, ora 
month, or a year, that the cloud tar- 
ried upon the tabernacle, remaining 
thereon, the children of Israel abode 
in their tents, and journeyed not: 
but when it was taken up, they 
journeyed. 

23 At the commandment of the 
LORD they rested in the tents, and 
at the commandment of the LORD 
they journeyed: they kept the charge 
of the LORD, at the commandment of 
the LORD by the hand of Moses. 


CHAPTER 1o.

7 But when the congregation is to 
be gathered together, ye shall blow, 
but ye shall not sound an alarm. 

8 And the sons of Aaron, the priests, 
shall blow with the trumpets; and 
they shall be to you for an ordinance 
for ever throughout your genera- 
tiO11S eae : 

9 And if ye go to war in your land 
against the enemy that oppresseth 
you, then ye shall blow an alarm with 
the trumpets; and ye shall be_re- 
membered before the LORD your God, 
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and ye shall be saved from your ene- 
mies. 

to Also in the day of your glad- 
ness, and in your solemn days, and 
in the beginnings of your months, ye 
shall blow with the trumpets over 
your burnt offerings, and over the 
sacrifices of your peace offerings; 
that they may be to you for a me- 
morial before your God: I am the 
LORD your God. 

11 4 And it came to pass on the 
twentieth day of the second month, 
in the second year, that the cloud 
was taken up from off the taber- 
nacle of the testimony. 

12 And the children of Israel took 
their journeys out of the wilderness 
of Sinai; and the cloud rested in the 
wilderness of Paran. : 

13 And they first took their journey 
according to the commandment of 
the LoRD by the hand of Moses. 

14 {In the first place went the 
standard of the camp of the children 
of uaa according to their armies: 
and over his host was Nahshon the 
son of Amminadab. ; :

22 4 And the standard of the camp 
of the children of Ephraim set for- 
ward according to their armies: and 
over his host was Elishama the son of 
Ammihud. 

23 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Manasseh was Gama- 
liel the son of Pedahzur. 

24 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Benjamin was Abidan 
the son of Gideoni. 

25 { And the standard of the cam:

29 § And Moses said unto Hobab, 
the son of Raguel the Midianite, 
Moses’ father in law, We are journey- 
ing unto the place of which the LORD 
said, 1 will give it you: come thou 
with us, and we will do thee good: 
for the LORD hath spoken good con- 
cerning Israel. 

30 And he said unto him, I will not 

0; but I will depart to mine own 

nd, and to my kindred. 

31 And he said, Leave us not, I pray 
thee; forasmuch as thou knowest 
how we are to encamp in the wilder- 
ness, and thou mayest be to us in- 
stead of eyes. ; 

32 And it shall be, if thou go with 
us, yea, it shall be, that what good- 
ness the LORD shall do unto us, the 
same will we do unto thee. 

33 { And they departed from the 
mount of the LORD three days’ jour- 
ney: and the ark of the covenant of 
the LORD went before them in the 
three days’ journey, to search out a 
resting place for them.

20 And the LORD said, I have par- 
doned according to thy word: 

21 But as truly as I live, all the 
earth shall be filled with the glory of 
the LORD. ; 

22 Because all those men which 
have seen my glory, and my miracles, 
which I did in Egypt and in the wil- 
derness, and have tempted me now 
these ten times, and have not heark- 
ened to my voice; 

23 Surely they shall not see the 
land which I sware unto their fa- 
thers, neither shall any of them that 
provoked. me see it: 

24 But my servant Caleb, because 
he had another spirit with him, and 
hath followed me fully, him will I 
bring into the land whereinto he 
went; and his seed shall possess it. 

25 (Now the Amalekites and the 
Canaanites dwelt in the valley.) _To 
morrow turn you, and get you into 
the wilderness by the way of the Red 


sea. 

26 § And the LORD spake unto Mo- 
ses and unto Aaron, ony 188 f 

27 How long shall I bear with this 
evil congregation, which murmur 
against me? I have heard the mur- 
murings of the children of Israel, 
which they murmur against me. 

28 Say unto them, As truly as I 
live, saith the LORD, as_ye have 
spoken in mine ears, so will I do to 
you: 

29 Your carcases shall fall in this 
wilderness; and all that were num- 
bered of you, according to your whole 
number, from twenty years old and 
upward, which have murmured 
against me, 

30 Doubtless ye shall not come into 
the land, concerning which I sware to 
make you dwell therein, save Caleb 
the son of Jephunneh, and Joshua 
the son of Nun. 

31 But your little ones, which ye 
said should be a prey, them will I 
bring in, and they shall know the 
land which ye have despised. 

32 But as for you, your carcases, 
they shall fall in this wilderness. 

33 And your children shall wane 
der in the wilderness forty 


years, 
and bear poe whoredoms, until your 
carcases be wasted in the wilderness, 
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God’s sentence. 


34 After the number of the days in 
which ye searched the land, even 
forty days, each day for a year, shall 
ye bear your iniquities, even for 
years, and ye shall know my breac. 
of promise. 

35 I the LORD have said, I will 
surely do it unto all this evil congre- 
gation, that are gathered together 
against me: in this wilderness they 
shall be consumed, and there they 
shall die. 

6 And the men, which Moses sent 
to search the land, who returned, and 
made all the congregation to mur- 
mur against him, by bringing up-a 
slander upon the land, 

37 Even those men that did bring 
up the evil report upon the land, died 
by the plague before the LORD. 

38 But Joshua the son of Nun, and 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh, which 
qwere of the men that went to search 
the land, lived stil. i 
-39 And Moses told these sayings 
unto all the children of Israel: and 
the people mourned greatly. . 

40 {| And they rose up early in the 
morning, and gat them up into the 
. top of the mountain, saying, Lo, we 
be here, and will go up unto the place 
which the LORD hath promised: for 

we have sinned. | 
~ 4x And Moses said, Wherefore now 
do ye transgress the commandment 
of the LORD? but it shall not prosper. 

42 Go not up, for the LORD zs not 
among you; that ye be not smitten 
before your enemies. | 

43 For the Amalekites and the Ca- 
naanites are there before you, and 
ye shall fall by the sword: because 
ye are turned away from the LORD, 
therefore the LORD will not be with 


you. 

44 But they presumed to go up unto 
the hill top: nevertheless the ark of 
the covenant of the LORD, and Moses, 
departed not out of the camp. 

45 Then the Amalekites came down, 
and the Canaanites which dwelt in 
that hill, and smote them, and dis- 
comfited them, even unto Hormah.

AD the LORD spake unto Moses, 
saying:

3 And will make an offering by fire 
unto the LORD, a burnt offering, or a 
sacrifice in performing a vow, or in 
freewill offering, or in your solemn 
feasts, to make a sweet savour unto 
the LORD, of the herd, or of the flock: 
4 Then shali he that offereth his 
offering unto the LORD bring a meat 
offering of a tenth deal of flour min- 
ere with the fourth part of an hin of 


oil. 

5 And the fourth part of an hin of 
wine for a drink offering shalt thou 
prepare with the burnt offering or 
sacrifice, for one lamb. 

6 Or for a ram, thou shalt prepare 
jor a meat offering two tenth deals 
of flour mingled with the third part 
of an hin of oil. 

7 And for a drink offering thou 
shalt offer the third part of an hin 
of wine, for a sweet savour unto the

8 And when thou preparest a bul- 
lock jor a burnt offering, or jor a sac- 
rifice in performing a vow, or peace 
offerings unto the LORD:, 

9 Then shall he bring with a bullock 
a meat offering of three tenth deals 
me flour mingled with half an hin of 
oil. 

to And thou shalt bring for a drink 
offering half an hin of wine, jor an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet sa- 
vour unto the LORD. 

11 Thus shall it be done for one 
bullock, or for one ram, or for a 
lamb, or a kid. 

12 According to the number that ye 
shall prepare, so shall ye do to every 
one according to their number. 

13 All that are born of the country 
shall do these things after this man- 
ner, in offering an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the LORD. 

14 And if a Mes) 5 sojourn with 
you, or whosoever be among you 10 
your generations, and will offer an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet sa- 
vour unto the LORD; as ye do, so he 
shall do. i 

15 One ordinance shall be both for 
you of the congregation, and also for 
the stranger that sojourneth with you, 
an ordinance for ever in your genera- 
tions: as ye are, so shall the stranger 
be before the LORD. 

16 One law and one manner shall 
be for you, and for the stranger that 
sojourneth with you. 

17 { And the LORD spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, : 

18 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye come 
into the land whither I bring you,

19 Then it shall be, that, when ye 
eat of the bread of the land, ye shall 
offer up an heave offering unto the 
LORD. 

20 Ye shall offer up a cake of the 
first of your dough for an heave offer- 
ing: as ye do the heave offering of 
the threshingfloor, so shall ye heave 
it 


21 Of the first of your dough ye shall 
zive unto the LORD an heave offering 
in your generations, 

22 ¥ And if ye have erred, and not 
observed all these commandments, 
which the LORD hath spoken unto 
Moses, 

23 Even all that the LORD hath 
commanded you by the hand of 
Moses, from the day that the LorD 
commanded Moses, and henceforward 
among your generations; 

24 Then it shall be, if ought be 
committed by ignorance without the 
knowledge of the congregation, that 
all the congregation shall offer one 
young bullock for a burnt offering, 
for a sweet savour unto the LORD, 
with his meat offering, and his drink 
offering, according to the manner, 
and one kid of the goats for a sin 
offering. 

25 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for all the congregation 
of the children of Israel, and it shall 
be forgiven them; for it 7s ignorance: 
and they shall bring their offering, a 
sacrifice made by fire unto the LORD, 
and their sin offering before the 
LORD, for their ignorance: 

26 And it shall be forgiven all the 
congregation of the children of Israel, 
and the stranger that sojourneth 
among them; seeing all the people 
were in ignorance. 8 
_27 § And if any soul sin through 
ignorance, then he shall bring a she 
goat of the first year for a sin offering. 

28 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for the soul that sinneth 
ignorantly, when he sinneth by ig- 
norance before the LORD, to make an 
atonement for him; and it shall be 
forgiven him. 

29 Ye shall have one law for him 
that sinneth through ignorance, both 
for him that is born among the chil- 
dren of Israel, and for the stranger 
that sojourneth among them. 

30 4 But the soul that doeth ought 
presumptuously, whether he be born 
in the land, or a stranger, the same 
reproacheth the LORD; and that soul 


shall be cut off from among his peo- | 


ple. : 
3% Because he hath despised the 


word of the LORD, and hath broken 
his commandment, that soul shall 
utterly be cut off; his iniquity shall 
be upon him. - , 

32 § And while the children of Is- 
trael were in the wilderness, they 
found a man that gathered sticks 
upon the sabbath day. f 

33 And they that found him gather- 
ing sticks brought him unco Moses 
and Aaron, and unto all the congre- 
gation. i : 

34 And they put him in ward, be- 
cause it was not declared what should 
be done to him. , 

35 And the LORD said unto Moses, 
The man shall be surely put to death: 
all the congregation shall stone him 
with stones without the camp. 

36 And all the congregation brought 
him without the camp, and stoned 
him with stones, and he died; as the 
LORD commanded Moses. 

37 § And the LORD spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, ; 

38 Speak unto the children of Israe), 
and bid them that they make them 
fringes in the borders of their gar- 
ments throughout their generations, 
and that they put upon the fringe of 
the borders a ribband of blue: 

39 And it shall be unto you for a 
fringe, that ye may look upon it, and 
remember all the commandments of 
the LORD, and do them; and that ye 
seek not after your own heart and 
your own eyes, after which ye use to 
go a whoring: 

40 That ye may remember, and do 
all my commandments, and be holy 
unto your God. 

41 lam the LORD your God, which 
brought you out of the land of Egypt, 
e be your God: I am the LORD your

CHAPTER 16.

N OW Korah, the son of Izhar, the 
son of Kohath, the son of Levi 

and Dathan and Abiram, the sons o 

Eliab, and On, the son of Peleth, sons 
of Reuben, took men: 

2 And they rose up before Moses, 
with certain of the children of Israel, 
two hundred and fifty princes of the 
assembly, famous in the congrega- 
tion, men of renown: 

3 And they gathered themselves to- 
gethes against Moses and ainst 

aron, and said unto them, Ye take 
too much upon you, seeing all the 
congregation are holy, every one of 
them, and the LORD 7s among them: 
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The rebellion of Korah. 


wherefore then lift ye up yourselves 
above the congregation of the LORD? 


4 And when Moses heard 7, he fell | 


upon his face: 

5 And he spake unto Korah_and 
unto all his company, saying, Even 
to morrow the LORD will shew who 
are his, and who ws holy; and will 
cause him to come near unto him: 
even him whom he hath chosen will 
he cause to come near unto him. 

6 This do; Take you censers, Ko- 
rah, and all his company; 

7 And put fire therein, and put in- 
cense in them before the LORD to 
morrow: and it shall be that the man 
whom the LORD doth choose, he 
shall be holy: ye take too much upon 
you, ye sons of Levi. 

8 And Moses said unto Korah, Hear, 
I pray you, ye sons of Levi: | 

9 Seemeth zt but a small thing unto 
you, that the God of Israel hath sep- 
arated you from the congregation of 
Israel, to bring you near to himself to 
do the service of the tabernacle of the 
LORD, and to stand before the con- 
gregation to minister unto them? 

to And he hath brought thee near 
to him, and all thy brethren the sons 
of Levi with thee: and seek ye the 
priesthood also? 

1z For which cause both thou and 
all thy company are gathered tegethes 
against the LORD: and what 7s Aaron, 
that ye murmur against him? 

12 § And Moses sent to call Dathan 
and Abiram, the sons of Eliab: which 
said, We will not come up: 

13 Istta small thing that thou hast 
brought us up out of a land that flow- 
eth with milk and honey, to kill us in 
the wilderness, except thou make thy- 
self altogether a prince over us? 

14 Moreover thou hast not brought 
us intoa land that floweth with milk 
and honey, or given us inheritance 
of fields and vineyards: wilt thou 
put out the eyes of these men? we 
will not come up. 

15 And Moses was very wroth, and 
said unto the LORD, Respect not thou 
their offering: I have not taken one 
ass from them, neither have I hurt 
one of them. ; 

16 And Moses said unto Korah, Be 
thou and all thy company before the 
LORD, thou, and they, and Aaron, to 
morrow: i : 

17 And take every man his censer, 
and put incense in them, and bring 
ye before the LORD every man his 
censer, two hundred and fifty censers; 
thou also, and Aaron, each of you his 
censer. 


NUMBERS, 16. 


The rebels separated. 


18 And they took every man his 
censer, and put fire in them, and laid 
incense thereon, and stood in the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation 
with Moses and Aaron. 

19 And Korah gathered all the con- 


‘gregation against them unto the door 


of the tabernacle of the congregation: 
and the glory of the LORD appeared 
unto all the congregation. 

20 And the LORD spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

21 Separate yourselves from among 
this congregation, that I may con- 
sume them ina moment. | 

22 And they fell upon their faces, 
and said, O God, the God of the spir- 
its of all flesh, shall one man sin, 
and wilt thou be wroth with all the 
congregation? 

23 { And the LORD spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

24 Speak unto the congregation, 
eng, Get you up from about the 
tabernacle of Korah, Dathan, and 
Abiram., 

25 And Moses rose up and went 
unto Dathan and Abiram; and the 
elders of Israel followed him. 

26 And he spake unto the congre- 
gion, saying, Depart, I pray you, 

rom the tents of these wicked men, 
and touch nothing of theirs, lest ye 
be consumed in all their sins. 

27 So they gat up from the taber- 
nacle of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, 
on every siae: and Dathan and Abi- 
ram came out, and stood in the door 
of their tents, and their wives, and 
their sons, and their little children. 

28 And Moses said, Hereby ye shall. 
know that the LORD hath sent me 
to do all these works; for I have not 
done them of mine own mind. 

29 If these men die the common 
death of all men, or if they be visited 
after the visitation of all men; then 
the LORD hath not sent me. 

30 But if the LORD make a new 
thing, and the earth open her mouth, 
and swallow them up, with all that 
appertain, unto them, and they go 
down quick into the pit; then ye shall 
understand that these men have pro- 
voked the LORD. 

31 § And it came to pass, as he 
had made an end of speaking all these 
words, that the ground clave asunder 
that was under them: 

32 And the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed them up, and their 
houses, and all the men that apper- 
iained unto Korah, and all their goods. 
33 They, and all that appertained to 
them, went down alive into the pit,

and the earth closed upon them: and 
they perished from among the con- 
gregation. 

34 And all Israel that were round 
about them.fled at the cry of them: 
for they said, Lest the earth swallow 
us up also. 

35 And there came out a fire from 
the LORD, and consumed the two 
hundred and fifty men that offered 
incense. 

36 {| And the LORD spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

37 Speak unto Eleazar the son of 
Aaron the priest, that he take up the 
censers out of the burning, and scat- 
ter thou the fire yonder; for they are 
hallowed. : 

38 The censers of these sinners 
against their own souls, let them 
make them broad plates jor a cover- 
ing of the altar: for they offered them 
before the LORD, therefore they are 
hallowed: and they shall be a sign 
unto the children of Israel. 

39 And Eleazar the priest took the 
brasen censers, wherewith they that 
were burnt had offered; and they 
were made broad plates jor a covering 
of the altar: ; 

40 To be a memorial unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, that no stranger, 
which zs not of the seed of Aaron, 
come near to offer incense before the 
LorD; that he be not as Korah, and as 
his company: as the LORD said to 
him by the hand of Moses. 

4i § But on the morrow all the 
congregation of the children of Israel 
murmured against Moses and against 
Aaron, saying, Ye have killed the 
people of the LORD. 

42 And it came to pass, when the 
congregation was gathered against 
Moses and against Aaron, that they 
looked toward the tabernacle of the 
congregation: and, behold, the cloud 
covered it, and the glory of the LoRD 
appeared. 

43 And Moses and Aaron came be- 
fore the tabernacle of the congrega- 


ion, 

44 § And the LORD spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

45 Get you up from among this con- 
gregation, that I may consume them 
as ina moment, And they fell upon 
their faces. 

46 § And Moses said unto Aaron, 
Take a censer, and put fire therein 
from off the altar. and put on incense, 
and go quickly unto the congrega- 
tion, and make an atonement for 
them: for there is wrath gone out 
from the LORD; the plague is begun.

AND the LORD said unto Aaron, 
Thou and thy sons and thy fa- 
ther’s house with thee shall bear the 
emery of the sanctuary: and thou 
and thy sons with thee shall bear the 
iniquity of your priesthood. 

2 And thy brethren also of the tribe 
of Levi, the tribe of thy father, bring 
thou with thee, that they may be 
joined unto thee, and minister unto 
thee: but thou and thy sons with 
thee shall minister before the taber- 
nacle of witness.

only they shall not come nigh the 
vessels of the sanctuary and the altar, 
that neither they, nor ye also, die. 

4 And they shall be joined unto 
thee, and keep the charge of the ta- 
bernacle of the congregation, for all 
the service of the tabernacle: and a 
stranger shallnotcome nigh untoyou. 

5 And ye shall keep the charge of 
the sanctuary, and the charge of the 
altar: that there be no wrath any 
more upon the children of Israel. 

6 And I, behold, I have taken your 
brethren the Levites from among the 
children of Israel: to you they are 
given as a gift for the LORD, to do the 
service of the tabernacle of the con- 
easton. 

7 Therefore thou and thy sons with 
thee shall keep your priest’s office for 
every thing of the altar, and within 
the veil; and ye shall serve: I have 
given your priest’s office unto you as a 

- service of gift: and the stranger that 
cometh nigh shall be put to death. 

8 § And the LORD spake unto 
Aaron, Behold, I also have given 
thee the charge of mine heave offer- 
ings of all the hallowed things of the 
-children of Israel; unto thee have I 
given them by reason of the anoint- 


for ever. 

9 This shall be thine of the most 
holy things, reserved from the fire: 
every oblation of theirs, every meat 
offering of theirs, and every sin of- 
fering of theirs, and every trespass 
offering of theirs, which they shall 
render unto me, shall be most holy for 
thee and for thy sons. 

to In the most holy place shalt 
thou eat it; every male shall eat it: 
it shall be holy unto thee. 

1x And this7zs thine; the heave of- 
fering of their gift, with all the wave 
offerings of the children of Israel: I 
have given them unto thee, and to 
thy sons and to thy daughters with 
thee, by a statute for ever: eve 
one that is clean in thy house shal} 
eat of it. 

12 All the best of the oil, and all 
the best of the wine, and of the wheat, 
the firstfruits of them which they 
shall offer unto the LORD, them have 
I given thee. ; 7a 

13_ And whatsoever is first ripe in 
the land, which they shall bring unto 
the LORD, shall be thine; every one 
that is clean in thine house shall eat 


of it. 


14 Every thing devoted in Israel 
shall be thine. 

15 Every thing that. openeth the 
matrix in all flesh, which they bring 
unto the LORD, whether zt be of men or 
beasts, shall be thine: nevertheless 
the firstborn of man shalt thou surely 
redeem, and the firstling of unclean 
beasts shalt thou redeem. 

16 And those that are to be re- 
deemed from a month old shalt thou 
redeem, according to thine estima- 
tion, for the money of five shekels, 
after the shekel of the sanctuary, 
which 2s twenty gerahs. 

17 But the firstling of a cow, or the 
firstling of a sheep, or the firstling of 
a goat, thou shalt not redeem; they 
are hol : thou shalt sprinkle their 
blood upon the altar, and shalt burn 
their fat for an offering made by fire, 
for a sweet savour unto the LORD. 

18 And the flesh of them shall be 
thine, as the wave breast and as the 
right shoulder are thine. | 

19 All the heave offerings of the 
holy things, which the children of Is- 
rael offer unto the LORD, have I given 
thee, and thy sons and thy daughters 
with thee, by a statute for ever: it 2s 
a covenant of salt for ever before the 
LORD unto thee and to thy seed with 
thee. 

20 § And the LoRD spake unto 
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Aaron, Thou shalt have no inherit- 
ance in their land, neither shalt thou 
have any part among them: I am 
thy part and thine inheritance among 
the children of Israel. i 

21 And, behold, I have given the 
children of Levi all the tenth in Israel 
for an inheritance, for their service 
which they serve, even the service of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

22 Neither must the children of Is- 
rael henceforth come nigh the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, lest they 
bear sin, and die. 

23 But the Levites shall do the ser- 
vice of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and they shall bear their in- 
iquity: 2 shall be a statute for ever 
throughout your generations, that 
among the children of Israel they 
have no inheritance. 7 

24 But the tithes of the children of 
Israel, which they offer as an heave 
offering unto the LORD, I have given 
to the Levites to inherit: therefore 
I have said unto them, Among the 
children of Israel they shall have no 
inheritance. 

25 § And the LORD spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, ; 

26 Thus speak unto the Levites, 
and say unto them, When ye take of 
the children of Israel the tithes which 
I have given you from them for your 
inheritance, then 8 shall offer up an 
heave offering of it for the LORD, 
even a tenth part of the tithe. | 

27 And thes your heave offering shall 
be reckoned unto you, as though 2 
were the corn of the threshingfloor, 
and as the fulness of the wine- 
press. 

28 Thus ye also shall offer an heave 
offering unto the LORD of all your 
tithes, which ye receive of the chil- 
dren of Israel; and ye shall give 
thereof the LORD’S heave offering to 
Aaron the priest. : 

29 Out of all your gifts ye shall offer 
every heave offering of the LORD, of 
all the best thereof, even the hallowed 
part thereof out of it. 

30 Therefore thou shalt say unto 
them, When ye have heaved the best 
thereof from it, then it shall be 
counted unto the Levites as the in- 
crease of the threshingfloor, and as 
the increase of the winepress.

ND the LORD spake unto Moses

2 This 2s the ordinance of the law 
which the LORD hath commanded, 
saying, Speak unto the children of 
Israel, that they bring thee a red 
heifer without spot, wherein zs no 
blemish, and upon which never came 


yoke: 

3 And ye shall give her unto Elea- 
zar the priest, that he may bring her 
forth without the camp, and one shall 
slay her before his face: 

4 And Eleazar the priest shall take 
of her blood with his finger, and 
sprinkle of her blood directly before 
the tabernacle of the congregation 
seven times: 

5 And one shall burn the heifer in 
his sight; her skin, and her flesh, and 
her blood, with her dung, shall he 


burn: 

6 And the priest shall take cedar 
wood, and hyssop, and scarlet, and 
cast zt into the midst of the burning 
of the heifer, 

7 Then the priest shall wash his 
clothes, and he shall bathe his flesh 
in water, and afterward he shall come 
into the camp, and the priest shall be 
unclean until the even. 

8 And he that burneth her shall 
wash his clothes in water, and bathe 
his flesh in water, and shall be un- 
clean until the even. 

9 And a man that zs clean shall ga- 
ther up the ashes of the heifer, and 
lay them up without the camp in a 
clean place, and it shall be kept for 
the congregation of the children of 
Israel for a water of separation: it is 
a purification for sin. 

10 And he that gathereth the ashes 
of the heifer shall wash his clothes, 
and be unclean until the even: and 
it shall be unto the children of Israel, 
and unto the stranger that sojourneth 
among them, for a statute for ever. 

11 § He that toucheth the dead 
body of any man shail be unclean 
seven days. 

12 He shall purify himself with it 
on the third day, and on the seventh 
day he shall be clean: but if he purify 
not himself the third day, then the 
seventh day he shall not be clean. 

13 Whosoever toucheth the dead 
body of any man that is dead, and

purifieth not himself, defileth the 
tabernacle of the LORD; and that 
soul shall be cut off from Israel: be- 
cause the water of separation was not 
spr ed upon him, he shall be un- 
clean; his uncleanness7s yet upon him. 

14 This zs the law, when a man 
dieth in a tent: all that come into the 
tent, and all that zs in the tent, shall 
be unclean seven days. 

15 Andevery open vessel, which hath 
no covering bound upon it, zs unclean. 

16 And whosoever toucheth one 
that is slain with a sword in the open 
fields, or a dead body, or a bone of 
aman, or a grave, shall be unclean 
seven days. 

17 And for an unclean person they 
shall take of the ashes of the burnt 
heifer of purification for sin, and 
running water shall be put thereto 
in a vessel: 

18 And a clean person shall take 
hyssop, and dip zt in the water, and 
sprinkle 2t upon the tent, and upon

all the vessels, and upon the persons 
that were there, and upon him that 
touched a bone, or one slain, or one 
dead, or a grave: 

19 And the clean person shall sprin- 
kle upon the unclean on the third 
day, and onthe seventh day: and on 
the seventh day he shall purify him- 
self, and wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and shall be clean 
at even. 

20 But the man that shail be un- 
clean, and shall not purify himself, 
that soul shall be cut off from amon 
the congregation, because he hat 
defiled the sanctuary of the LORD: 
the water of separation hath not been 
sprinkled upon him; he 72s unclean. 

21 And itshall be a perpetual statute 
unto them, that he that sprinkleth 
the water of separation shall wash 
his clothes; and he that toucheth the 
water of separation shall be unclean 
until even. 

22 And whatsoever the unclean per- 
son toucheth shall be unclean; and 
the soul that toucheth zt shall be un- 
clean until even. 


CHAPTER 20.

HEN came the children of Israel, 
even the whole congregation, into 

the desert of Zin in the first month: 
and the people abode in Kadesh; and |

4 And why have ye brought up the 
congregation of.the LORD into this 
wilderness, that we and our cattle 
should die there? 

5 And wherefore have ye made us 
to come up out of Egypt, to bring us 
in unto this evil place? it 7s no place 
of seed, or of figs, or of vines, or of 
pomegranates; neither 7s there any 
water to drink. 

6 And Moses and Aaron went from 
the presence of the assembly unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and they fell upon their faces: 
and the glory of the LORD appeared 
unto them. 

7 § And the LoRD spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

8 Take the rod, and gather thou ' 
the assembly together, thou, and 
Aaron thy brother, and speak ye untce 
the rock before their eyes; and it shal} 
give forth his water, and thou shalt 
bring forth to them water out of the 
rock: so thou shalt give the congre- 
gation and their beasts drink. 

9 And Moses took the rod from be< 
fore the LORD, as he commanded him. 

ro And Moses and Aaron gathered 
the congregation together before the 
rock, and he said unto them, Hear 
now, ye rebels; must we fetch you 
water out of this rock? F 

1z And Moses lifted up his hand, 
and with his rod he smote the rock 
twice: and the water came out abun- 
dantly, and the congregation drank, 
and their beasts also. 

12 { And the LORD spake unto Mo- 
ses and Aaron, Because ye believed 
me not, to sanctify me in the eyes 
of the children of Israel, therefore ye 
shall not bring this congregation into 
the land which I have given them. 

13 This 2s the water of Meribah} 
because the children of Israel strove 
with the LORD, and he was sanctified 
in them. 

14 {And Moses sent messengers 
from Kadesh unto the king of Edom, 
Thus saith thy brother Israel, Thou 
knowest all the travail that hath 
befallen us: y 

15 How our fathers went down into 
Egypt, and we have dwelt in Egypta 
long time; and the Egyptians vexed 
us, and our fathers: | 

16 And when we cried unto the 
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LORD, he heard our voice, and sent 
an angel, and hath brought us forth 
out of Egypt: and, behold, we are in 
Kadesh, a city in the uttermost of thy 
border: : 

17 Let us pass, I pray thee, through 
thy country: we will not pass through 
the fields, or through the vineyards, 
neither will we drink of the water of 
the wells: we will go by the king’s 
high way, we will not turn to the right 
_hand nor to the left, until we have 
passed thy borders. f 

18 And Edom said unto him, Thou 
shalt not pass by me, Jest I come out 
against thee with the sword. ; 

19 And the children of Israel said 
unto him, We will go by the high 
way: and if I and my cattle drink of 
thy water, then I will pay for it: I 
will only, without doing any thing else, 
go through on my feet. 

20 And he said, Thou shalt not go 
through, AndEdom came out against 
him with much people, and with a 
strong hand. 

21 Thus Edom refused to give Israel 
passage through his border: where- 
fore Israel turned away from him. 

22 § And the children of Israel, 
even the whole congregation, jour- 
neyed from Kadesh, and came unto 
mount Hor. 

23 And the LORD spake unto Moses 
and Aaron in mount Hor, by the coast 
of the land of Edom, saying, E 

24 Aaron shall be gathered unto his 
people: for he shall not enter into 
the land which I have given unto the 
children of Israel, because ye rebelled 
against my word at the water of 
Meribah. 

25 Take Aaron and Eleazar his son, 
and bring them up unto mount Hor: 

26 And strip Aaron of his garments, 
and put them upon Eleazar his son: 
and Aaron shall be gathered unto his 
people, and shall die there. 

27 And Moses did as the LORD com- 
manded: and they went up into 
mount Hor in the sight of all the con- 
gregation. 

28 And Moses stripped Aaron of his 
garments, and put them upon Eleazar 
his son; and Aaron died there in the 
top of the mount: and Moses and 
Eleazar came down from the mount.

29 Woe to thee, Moab! thou art 
undone, O people of Chemosh: he 
hath given his sons that escaped, and 
his daughters, into captivity unto Si- 
hon king of the Amorites.

30 We have shot at them; Hesh- 
bon is perished even unto Dibon, and 
we have laid them waste even unto 
Nophah, which reacheth unto Medeba. 

31 9 Thus Israel dwelt in the land 
of the Amorites.

14 And now, behold, I go unto my 
people: come therefore, and I will ad- 
vertise thee what this people shall do 
to thy people in the latter days.

sess it: and it shall be unto the chil- 
dren of Israel a statute of judgment, 
as the LORD commanded Moses. 

12 §] And the LORD said unto Mo- 
ses, Get thee up into this mount Ab- 
arim, and see the land which I have 
given unto the children of Israel. 

13 And when thou hast seen it, thou 
also shalt be gathered unto thy peo- 
ple, as Aaron thy brother was ga- 
thered. :

3 If a woman also vow a vow unto 
the LORD, and bind herself by a bond, 
being in her father’s house in her 
youth; 

4 And her father hear her vow, and 
her bond wherewith she hath bound 
her soul, and her father shall hold his 
peace at her: then all her vows shall 
stand, and every bond wherewith she 
hath bound her soul shall stand. 

5 But if her father disallow her in 
the day that he heareth; not any of 
her vows, or of her bonds wherewith 
she hath bound her soul, shall stand: 
and the LORD shall forgive her, be- 
cause her father disallowed her. 

6 And if she had at all an husband, 
when she vowed, or uttered ought 
out of her lips, wherewith she bound 
her soul; ; 

7 And her husband heard 7t, and 
held his peace at her in the day that 
he heard zt: then her vows shall 
stand, and her bonds wherewith she 
pound her soul shall stand. — 

8 But if her husband disallowed 
her on the day that he heard zt; then 
he shall make her vow which she 
vowed, and that which she uttered 
with her lips, wherewith she bound 
her soul, of none effect: and the 
LoRD shall forgive her. | 

9 But every vow of a widow, and of 
her that is divorced, wherewith they 
have bound their souls, shall stand 
against her. ‘ 

to And if she vowed in her hus- 
band’s house, or bound her soul by a 
bond with an oath; ; 

ir And her husband heard zt, and 
held his peace at her, and disallowed 
her not: then all her vows shall 
stand, and every bond wherewith she 
bound her soul shall stand. 

12 But if herhusband hath utterly 
made them void on the day he heard 
- them; then whatsoever proceeded out 
of her lips concerning her vows, or 
concerning the bond of her soul, shall 
not stand: her husband hath made 
them void; and the LORD shall for- 
give her. TGs 

13 Every vow, and every binding 
oath to afflict the soul, her husband 
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may establish it, or her husband may 
make it void. 

14 But if her husband altogether 
hold his peac2 at her from day to day; 
then he establisheth all her vows, or 
all her bonds, which are upon her: he 
confirmeth them, because he held his 
peace at her in the day that he heard 


them. 

15 But if he shall any ways make 
them void after that he hath heard 
them; then he shall bear her iniquity. 

16 These are the statutes, which the 
LORD commanded Moses, between a 
man and his wife, between the father 
and his daughter, beong yet in her 
youth in her father’s house. 


CHAPTER 31. 


1 The Midianites conquered. 19 Purifi- 
ae of soldiers. 25 Division of the 
spoils. 


ND the LORD spake unto Moses, 

saying, ; 

2 Avenge the children of Israel of 
the Midianites: afterward shalt thou 
be gathered unto thy people. 

3 And Moses spake unto the people, 
saying, Arm some of yourselves unto 
the war, and let them go against the 
Midianites, and avenge the LORD of 
Midian. 

4 Of every tribe a _ thousand, 
throughout all the tribes of Israel, 
shall ye send to the war. 

5 So there were delivered out of the 
thousands of Israel, a thousand of 
every tribe, twelve thousand armed 
for war. 

6 And Moses sent them to the war, 
a thousand of every tribe, them and 
Phinehas the son of Eleazar the 
priest, to the war, with the holy in- 
struments, and the trumpets to blow 
in his hand. 

7 And they warred against the Mid- 
ianites,as the LORD commanded Mo- 
ses; and they slew all the males. 

8 And they slew the kings of Midian, 
beside the rest of them that were 
slain; namely, Evi, and Rekem, and 
Zur, and Hur, and Reba, five kings 
of Midian: Balaam also the son of 
Beor they slew with the sword. 

And the children of Israel took 
all the women of Midian captives, 
and their little ones, and took the 
spoil of all their cattle, and all their 

ocks, and alltheirgoods. |. 

to And they burnt all their cities 
wherein they dwelt, and all their 
goodly castles, with fire. i 

11 And they took all the spoil, and 

all the prey, both of men and of beasts 
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12 And they brought the captives, 
and the prey, and the spoil, unto Mo- 
ses, and Eleazar the priest, and unto 
the congregation of the children of 
Israel, unto the camp at the plains of 
Moab, which are by Jordan near Jeri- 
cho. 

13 § And Moses, and Eleazar the 
priest, and all the princes of the con- 
gregation, went forth to meet them 
without the camp. Z 

14 And Moses was wroth with the 
officers of the host, with the captains 
over thousands, and captains over 
Baudreds. which came from the bat- 
tle. 

15 And Moses said unto them, Have 
ye saved all the women alive? ’ 

16 Behold, these caused the chil- 
dren of Israel, through the counsel of 
Balaam, to commit trespass against 
the LORD in the matter of Peor, and 
there was a plague among the con- 
gregation of the LORD. 

17 Now therefore kill every male 
among the little ones, and kill every 
woman that hath known man by 
lying with him. ) 

18 Butall the women children, that 
have not known a man by lying with 
him, keep alive for yourselves. 

19 And do ye abide without the 
camp seven days: whosoever hath 
killed any person, and whosoever 
hath touched any slain, purify both 
yourselves and your captives on the 
third day, and on the seventh day. 

20 And purify all your raiment, and 
all that is made of skins, and all 
work of goats’ hair, and all things 
made of wood. 

21 { And Eleazar the priest said 
unto the men of war which went to 
the battle, This 7s the ordinance of the 
law which the LORD commanded Mo- 
ses} 

22 Only the gold, and the silver, the 
brass, the iron, the tin, and the lead, 

-23 Every thing that may abide the 
fire, ye shall make zt go through the 
fire, and it shall be clean: neverthe- 
less it shall be purified with the wa- 
ter of separation: and all that abideth 
not the fire ye shall make go through 
the water. 

24 And ye shall wash coe clothes 
on the seventh day, and ye shall be 
clean, and afterward ye shall come 
into the ce: 

25 {| And the LORD spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, 

26 Take the sum of the prey that 
was taken, both of man and of beast, 
thou, and Eleazar the priest, and the 
chief fathers of the congregation: 


27 And divide the prey into two 
parts; between them that took the 
war upon them, who went out to bat- 
tle, and between al! the congregation: 

28 And levy a tribute unto the LORD 
of the men of war which went out to 
battle: one soul of five hundred, both 
of the persons, and of the beeves, and 
of the asses, and of the sheep: 

29 Take zt of their half, and 
unto Eieazar the priest, jor an 
offering of the LORD. 

30 And of the children of Israel’s 
half, thou shait take one portion of 
fifty, of the persons, of the beeves, 
of the asses, and of the flocks, of all 
manner of beasts, and give them unto 
the Levites, which keep the charge of 
the tabernacle of the LORD. : 

31 And Mosesand Eleazar the priest 
did as the LORD commanded Moses. 

32 And the booty, bezng the rest of 
the prey which the men of war had 
caught, was six hundred thousand 
and seventy thousand and five thou- 
sand sheep, 

33 And threescore and twelve thou- 
sand beeves, 

34 And threescore and one thou- 
sand asses, _ 

35 And thirty and two thousand 

persons in all, of women that had not 
known man by lying with him. 
_ 36 And the half, whzch was the por- 
tion of them that went out to war, 
was in number three hundred thou- 
sand and seven and thirty thousand 
and five hundred sheep: | 

37 And the LoRD’s tribute of the 
sheep was six hundred and three 
score and fifteen. t 

38 And the beeves were thirty anda 
six thousand; of which the LORD’s 
tribute was threescore and twelve. 

39 And the asses were thirty thou- 
sand and five hundred; of which the 
LORD’S tribute was threescore and 
one. 

40 And the persons were sixteen 
thousand; of which the LORD’s tri- 
bute was thirty and two persons. 

41 And Moses gave the tribute, 
which was the LORD’S heave offering, 
unto Eleazar the priest, as the LORD 
commanded Moses. 

42. And of the children of Israel’s 
half, which Moses divided from the 
men that warred, . 

43 (Now the half that pertained unto 
the congregation was three hundred 
thousand and thirty thousand and 
seven thousand and five hundred 
sheep, 


44 And thirty and six thousand 
beeves, 
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45 And thirty thousand asses and 
five hundred, 

-46 And sixteen thousand persons;) 

47 Even of the children of Israel’s 

half, Moses took one portion of fifty, 
both of man and of beast, and gave 
them unto the Levites, which kept 
the charge of the tabernacle of the 
LORD; as the LORD commanded Mo- 
ses. 
. 48 § And the officers which were 
over thousands of the host, the cap- 
tains of thousands, and captains of 
hundreds, came near unto Moses: 

49 And they said unto Moses, Thy 
servants have taken the sum of the 
men of war which are under our 
charge, and there lacketh not one 
man of us. 

50 We have therefore brought an 
oblation for the LORD, what every 
man hath gotten, of jewels of gold, 
chains, and bracelets, rings, earrings, 
and tablets, to make an atonement 
for our souls before the LORD. 

51 And Moses and Eleazar the priest 
took the gold of them, even all wrought 
jewels. 

52 And all the gold of the offering 
that they offered up to the LORD, of 
the captains of thousands, and of the 
captains of hundreds, was sixteen 
thousand seven hundred and fifty 
shekels. 

53, (For the men of war had taken 
spoil, every man for himself. 

54 And Moses and Eleazar the priest 
took the gold of the captains of thou- 
sands and of hundreds, and brought 
it into the tabernacle of the congre- 
pacon: for a memorial for the chil- 

en of Israel before the LORD.

Reuben and Gad inherit east of Jordan. 


OW the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad had a very 
great multitude of cattle: and when 
they saw the land of Jazer, and the 
iand of Gilead, that, behold, the place 
was a place for cattle; :

5 Wherefore, said they, if we have 
found grace in thy sight, let this land 
be given unto thy servants for a pos- 
session, and bring us not over Jordan. 

And Moses said unto the chil- 
dren of Gad and to the children of 
Reuben, Shall your brethren go to 
war, and shall ye sit here? 

7 And wherefore discourage ye the 
heart of the children of Israel from 
going over into the land which the 

RD hath given them? 
8 Thus did your fathers, when I 


. sent them from Kadesh-barnea to 


see the land. 

9 For when they went up unto the 
valley of Eshcol, and saw the land, 
they discouraged the heart of the 
children of Israel, that they should 
not go into the land which the LORD 
had given them. 

10 And the LORD’s anger was kin- 
dled the same time, and he sware, 
saying, 

Ir Surely none of the men that 
came up out of Egypt, from twenty 
yet old and upward, shall see the 
and which I sware unto Abraham, 
unto Isaac, and unto Jacob; because 
they have not wholly followed me: 

12 Save Caleb the son of Jephun- 
neh the Kenezite, and Joshua the 
son of Nun: for they have wholly 
followed the LORD. ‘ 

13 And the LORD’S anger was kin- 
dled against Israel, and he made them 
wander in the wilderness forty years, 
until all the generation, that had 
done evil in the sight of the LORD, 
was consumed. : N 

14 And, behold, ye are risen up in 
your fathers’ stead, an increase of 
sinful men, to augment yet the fierce 
anger of the LORD toward Israel. 

15 For if ve turn away from after 
him, he will yet again leave them in 
the wilderness; and ye shall destroy 
all this people. i 

16 {| And they came near unto him, 
and said, We will build sheepfolds 
here for our cattle, and cities for our 
little ones: i 

17 But we ourselves will go read 
armed before the children of Israel, 
until we have brought them unto 
their place: and our little ones shall 
dwell in the fenced cities because of 
the inhabitants of the land. 

18 We will not return unto our 
houses, until the children of Israel 
have inherited every man his inherit- 
ance. é : f 

19 For we will not inherit with 
them on yonder side Jordan, or for- 
ward; because our inheritance 1s 
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fallen to us on this side Jordan east- 
ward. ; 

20 § And Moses said unto them, 
If ye will do this thing, if ye will go 
armed before the LORD to war, 

21 And will go all of you armed 
over Jordan before the LORD, until 
he hath driven out his enemies from 
before him, 

22 And the land be subdued before 
the LORD: then afterward ye shall 
return, and be guiltless before the 
LoRD, and before Israel; and this 
land shall be your possession before 
the LORD. : 

23 But if ye will not do so, behold, 
ye have sinned against the LORD: 
and be sure your sin will find you 
out. 

24 Build you cities for your little 
ones, and folds for your sheep; and 
do that which hath proceeded out of 
your mouth. ’ 

25 And the children of Gad and the 
children of Reuben spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, Thy servants will do as 
my lord commandeth. 

26 Our little ones, our wives, our 
flocks, and all our cattle, shall be 
there in the cities of Gilead: 

27 But thy servants will pass over, 
every man armed for war, before the 
LORD to battle, as my lord saith. 

28 So concerning them Moses com- 
manded Eleazar the priest, and 
7 oshua the son of Nun, and the chief 

athers of the tribes of the children of 
Israel: 
.29 And Moses said unto them, If 
the children of Gad and the children 
of Reuben will pass with you over 
porte every man armed to battle, 

efore the LORD, and the land shall 
be subdued before you; then ye shall 
give them the land of Gilead for a 
possession: 5 

30 But if they will not pass over 
with you armed, they shall have pos- 
sessions among you in the land of 
Canaan. 

31 And the children of Gad and the 
children of Reuben answered, saying, 
As the LORD hath said unto thy ser- 
vants, so will we do. 

32 We will pass over armed before 
the LORD into the land of Canaan, 
that the possession of our inheritance 
on this side Jordan may be ours. 

33 And Moses gave unto them, 
even to the children of Gad, and to the 
children of Reuben, and unto half the 
tribe of Manasseh the son of Joseph, 
the kingdom of Sihon king of the 
Amorites, and the kingdom of Og 
king of Bashan, the land, with the 
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cities thereof in the coasts, even the 
cities of the country round about. _ 

34 § And the children of Gad built 
Dibon, and Ataroth, ard Aroer, 

35 And Atroth, Shophan, and Ja- 
azer, and Jogbehah, 

36 And Beth-nimrah, and Beth- 
haran, fenced cities: and folds for 
sheep. 

37 And the children of Reuben 
built Heshbon, and Elealeh, and Kir- 
jathaim, 

38 And Nebo, and _ Baal-meon, 
(their names being changed,) and 
Shibmah: and gave other names 
unto the cities which they builded. 

39 And the children of Machir the 
son of Manasseh went to Gilead, and 
took it, and dispossessed the Amorite 
which was in it. 

40 And Moses 
Machir the son of 
dwelt therein. 

41 And Jair the son of Manasseh 
went and took the small towns there- 
of, and called them Havoth-jair. 

42 And Nobah went and took Ke- 
nath, and the villages thereof, and 
called it Nobah, after his own name. 


CHAPTER 33. 


1 The wilderness journeys. 50 Canaan- 
ttes to be expelled. 


Bares are the journeys of the chil- 
dren of Israel, which went forth 
out of the land of Egypt with their 
armies under the hand of Moses and 
Aaron. :

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8 And they departed from before 
Pi-hahiroth, and passed through the 
midst of the sea into the wilderness, 
and went three days’ journey in the 
wilderness of Etham, and pitched in 
Marah. ; 

9 And they removed from Marah, 
and came unto Elim: and in Elim 
were twelve fountains of water, and 
threescore and ten palm trees; and 
they pitched there.

12 And they took their journey out 
of the wilderness of Sin, and en- 
camped in Dophkah. 

13 And they departed from Doph- 
kah, and encamped in Alush. 

14 And they removed from Alush, 
and encamped at Rephidim, where 
was no water for the people to drink. 

15 And they departed from Rephi- 
dim, and pitched in the wilderness 
of Sinai. 

16 And they removed from the des- 
ert of Sinai, and pitched at Kibroth- 
hattaavah. é 

17 And they departed from Kibroth- 
ehh and encamped at Haze- 
roth. 

18 And they departed from Haze- 
roth, and pitched in Rithmah. _. 

19 And they departed from Rith- 
mah, and pitched at Rimmon-parez. 

20 And they departed from Rim- 
mon-parez, and pitched in Libnah. 

21 And they removed from Libnah, 
and pitched at Rissah. 5 
22 And they journeyed from Ris- 
sah, and pitched in Kehelathah. 

23 And they went from Kehela- 
a and pitched in mount Sha- 
pher. 

24 And they removed from mount 
Shapher, and encamped in Haradah. 

25 And fey removed from Hara- 
dah, and pitched in Makheloth. 

26 And they removed from Makhe- 
loth, and encamped at Tahath. 

27 And they departed from Tahath, 
and pitched at Tarah. 

28 And they removed from Tarah, 
and pitched in Mithcah. . 

29 And they went from Mithcah, 
and pitched in Hashmonah. 

30 And they departed from Hash- 
monah, and encamped at Moseroth. 
31 And they departed from Mose- 
roth, and pitched in Bene-jaakan. 

32 And they removed from Bene- 
a and encamped at Hor-hagid- 
gad. 
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33 And they went from Hor-hagid- 
gad, and pitched in Jotbathah. 

34 And they removed from Jotba- 
thah, and encamped at Ebronah. 

35 And they departed from Ebro- 
nah, and encamped at Ezion-gaber. 

36 And they removed from Ezion- 
gaber, and pitched in the wilderness 
of Zin, which 7s Kadesh. 

37 And they removed from Ka- 

desh, and A teil in mount Hor, in 
the edge of the land of Edom. 
_38 And Aaron the priest went up 
into mount Hor at the command- 
ment of the LORD, and died there, in 
the fortieth year after the children 
of Israel were come out of the land 
of Egypt, in the first day of the fifth 
month. 

39 And Aaron was an hundred and 
twenty and three years old when he 
died in mount Hor. 

40 And king Arad the Canaanite, 
which dwelt in the south in the land 
of Canaan, heard of the coming of 
the children of Israel. 

4r And they departed from mount 
Hor, and pitched in Zalmonah. 

42 And they departed from Zalmo- 
nah, and pitched in Punon. 

43 And they departed from Punor, 
and pitched in Oboth. 

44 And they departed from Oboth, 
and pitched in Ije-abarim, in the 
border of Moab. 

45 And they departed from lim, and 
pitched in Dibon-gad. 

46 And they removed from Dibon- 
gad, and encamped in Almon-dibla- 
thaim. 

47 And they removed from Almon- 
diblathaim, and pitched in the moun- 
tains of Abarim, before Nebo. 

48 And they departed from the 
mountains of Abarim, and pitched 
in the plains of Moab by Jordan near 
Jericho. 3 

49 And they pitched by Jordan, 
from Beth-jesimoth even unto Abel- 
shittim in the plains of Moab. 

50. { And the LORD spake unto Mo- 
ses in the plains of Moab by Jordan 
near Jericho, saying, — 

51 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye are 
passed over Jordan into the land of 
Canaan; : 

52 Then ye shall drive out all the 
inhabitants of the land from before 
you, and destroy all their pictures, 
and destroy all their molten images, 
and quite pluck down all their high 


laces: d 
33 And ye shall dispossess the tnhab- 
itants of the land, and dwell therein: 
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for Ihave given you the land to pos- 
sess it. 

54 And ye shall divide the land by 
lot for an inheritance among your 
families: and to the more ye shall 
give the more inheritance, and to 
the fewer ye shall give the less in- 
heritance: every man’s inheritance 
shall be in the place where his lot 
falleth; according to the tribes of 
your fathers ye shall inherit.

2 Command the children of Israel, 
that they give unto the Levites of the 
inheritance of their possession cities 
to dwell in; and ye shall give also 
unto the Levites suburbs for the cities 
round about them. 

3 And the cities shall they have to 
dwell in; and the suburbs of them 
shall be for their cattle, and for their

4 And the suburbs of the cities, 

which ye shall give unto the Levites, 
shall reach from the wall of the city and 
outward a thousand cubits round 
about. 
'5 And ye shall measure from with- 
out the city on the east side two 
thousand cubits, and on the south 
side two thousand cubits, and on the 
west side two thousand cubits, and 
on the north side two thousand cu- 
bits; and the city shall be in the midst: 
this shall be to them the suburbs of 
the cities. 

6 And among the cities which ye 
shall give unto the Levites there shall 
be six cities for refuge, which ye shall 
appoint for the manslayer, that he 
may flee thither: and to them ye 
shall add forty and two cities.

every one shall give of his cities unto 
the Levites according to his inherit- 
ance which he inheriteth. 

- 9 § And the LoRD spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying. ;

1r Then ye shall.appoint you cities 
to be cities of refuge for you; that 
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the slayer may flee thither, which 
killeth any person at unawares. 

12 And they shall be unto you cities 
for refuge from the avenger; that the 
manslayer die not, until he stand be- 
fore the congregation in judgment. 

13 And of these cities which ye shall 

ive six cities shall ye have for re- 

uge. 

14 Ye shall give three cities on 
this side Jordan, and three cities shall 
ye give in the land of Canaan, which 
shall he cities of refuge. 

15 These six cities shall be a refuge. 
both for the children of Israel, and 
for the stranger, and for the so- 
journer among them: that every one 
that killeth any person unawares 
may flee thither. 

16 And if he smite him with an in- 
strument of iron, so that he die, he zs a 
murderer: the murderer shall surely 
be puttodeath,  —_— :

19 The revenger of blood himself 
shall slay the murderer: when he 
meeteth him, he shall slay him. 

20 But if he thrust him of hatred, 
- = at him by laying of wait, that 

e die; 

21 Or in enmity smite him with his 
hand, that he die: he that smote him 
shall surely be put to death; for he 
ts a murderer: the revenger of blood 
shall slay the murderer, when he 
meeteth him. 

22 But if he thrust him suddenly 
without enmity, or have cast upon 
him any thing without laying of wait, 

23 Or with any stone, wherewith 
a man may die, seeing him not, and 
cast it upon him, that he die, and 
was not his enemy, neither sought his 
harm: : 

24 Then the congregation shall 
judge between the slayer and the re- 
venger of blood according to these 
judgments: g 

25 And the congregation shall de- 
liver the slayer out of the hand of the 
renee of blood, and the congrega- 
tion shall restore him to the city of 
his refuge, whither he was fled: and 
he shall abide in it unto the death of 
the high priest, which was anointed 
with the holy oil. 

26 But if the slayer shall at any 
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time come without the border of the 
city of his refuge, whither he was

27 And the revenger of blood find 
him without the borders of the city of 
his refuge, and the revenger of blood 
kill the slayer; he shall not be guilty 
of blood: 

28 Because he should have re- 
mained in the city of his refuge until 
the death of the high priest: but after 
the death of the high priest the slayer 
shall return into the land of his pos- 
session. ‘ 

29 So these things shall be for a 
statute of judgment unto you through- 
out your generations in all your 
dwellings. ’ 

30 Whoso killeth any person, the 
murderer shall be put to death by the 
mouth of witnesses: but one witness 
shall not, testify against any person 
to cause hum to die. F 

31. Moreover ye shall take no satis- 
faction for the life of a murderer, 
which 2s guilty of death: but he shail 
be surely put to death. ‘ i 

32 And ye shall take no satisfaction 
for him that is fied to the city of his 
refuge, that he should come again to 
dwell in the land, until the death of 
the priest. 

33 So ye shall not aes the land 
wherein ye are: for blood it defileth 
the land: and the land cannot be 
cleansed of the blood that is shed 
therein, but by the blood of him that 
shed it. 

34 Defile not therefore the land 
‘which ye shall inhabit, wherein I 
dwell: for I the LORD dwell among 
the children of Israel. 


CHAPTER 36. 


1 Law of female inheritance. 5 Mar- 
riage within the tribe. 


ND the chief fathers of the fam- 
ilies of the children of Gilead, 
the son of Machir, the son of Manas- 
seh, of the families of the sons of 
Joccnn came near, and spake before 
oses, and before the princes, the 
ehiet fathers of the children of Is- 
rael:

4 And when the jubile of the chil- 
dren of Israel shall be, then shall their 
inheritance be put unto the inherit- 
ance of the tribe whereunto they are 
received: so shall their inheritance 
be taken away from the inheritance 
of the tribe of our fathers. 5 

5 And Moses commanded the chil- 
dren of Israel according to the word 
of the LORD, saying, The tribe of the 
sons of Joseph hath said well. 

6 This is the thing which the LORD 
doth command concerning the daugh- 
ters of Zelophehad, saying, Let them 
marry to whom they think best; only 
to the family of the tribe of their 
father shallthey marry. 

So shall not_the inheritance of 
the children of Israel remove from 
tribe to tribe: for every one of the 
children of Israel shall keep himself 
to the inheritance of the tribe of his 
fathers, 

8 And every daughter, that pos- 
sesseth an inheritance in any tribe of 
the children of Israel, shall be wife 
unto one of the family of the tribe of 
her father, that the children of Israel 
may enjoy every man the inheritance 
of his fathers. j 

9 Neither shall the inheritance re- 
move from one tribe to another tribe; 
but every one of the tribes of the chil- 
dren of Israel shall keep himself to 
his own inheritance. 

1o Even as the LORD commanded 
Moree so did the daughters of Zelo- 
phehad: 
1z For Mahlah, Tirzah, and Hoglah, 
and Milcah, and Noah, the daughters 
of Zelophehad, were married unto 
their father’s brothers’ sons:

_6_The LORD our God spake unto us 
in Horeb, saying, Ye have dwelt long 
enough in this mount: ; 

7 Turn.you, and take your journey, 
and go to the mount of the Amorites, 
and unto all the places nigh thereunto, 
in the plain, in the hills, and in the 
vale, and in the south, and by the sea 
side, to the land of the Canaanites, 
and unto Lebanon, unto the great 
river, the river Euphrates.

-make you a thousand times so many 
more as ye are, and bless you, as he 
hath promised you!) 

12 How can I myself alone bear 
your cumbrance, and your burden, 
and your strife? | 

33 Take you wise men, and under- 
standing, and known among your 


tribes, and I will make them rulers 
over you. 

14 And ye answered me, and said, 
The thing which thou hast spoken 
ws good for us to do. 

15 SoI took the chief of your tribes, 
wise men, and known, and made 
them heads over you, captains over 
thousands, and captains over hun- 
dreds, and captains over fifties, and 
captains over tens, and officers among 
your tribes. 

16 And I charged your judges at 
that time, saying, Hear the causes 
between your brethren, and judge 
righteously between every man and 
his brother, and the stranger that 7s 
with him. 

17 Ye shall not respect persons 
in judgment; but ye shall hear the 
small as well as the great; ye shall 
not be afraid of the face of man; for 
the judgment zs God’s: and the cause 
that is too hard for you, bring z¢ unto 
me, and I will hear it.

19 §| And when we departed from 
Horeb, we went through all that 
great and terrible wilderness, which 
ye saw by the way of the mountain 
of the Amorites, as the LORD our God 
commanded us; and we came to Ka- 
desh-barnea.

All these cities were fenced with 
high walls, gates, and bars; beside 
unwalled towns a great many. 
| 6 And we utterly destroyed them, as 

we did unto Sihon king of Heshbon, 
utterly destroying the men, women, 
and children, of every city. J 

7 But all the cattle, and the spoil of 
the cities, we took for a prey to our- 
selves. 

8 And we took at that time out of 
the hand of the two kings of the Am- 
orites the land that was on this side 
Jordan, from the river of Arnon unto 
mount Hermon; 

hich Hermon the Sidonians 
call Sirion; and the Amorites call it 
Shenir;}) ae 

to All the cities of the plain, and 
all Gilead, and all Bashan, unto Sal- 
chah and Edrei, cities of the kingdom 
of Og in Bashan. 

11 For only Og king of Bashan re- 
mained of the remnant of giants; be- 
hold, his bedstead was a bedstead of 
ircn; 7s it not in Rabbath of the chil- 
dren of Ammon? nine cubits was the 
length thereof, and four cubits the 
breadth of it, after the cubit of a man. 

12 And this land, which we pos- 
sessed at that time, from Aroer, 
which 7s by the river Arnon, and half 
mount Gilead, and the cities thereof, 
ral I unto the Reubenites and to the 

adites. j 

13 And the rest of Gilead, and all 
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Bashan, being the kingdom of Og, 
gave I unto the half tribe of Manas- 
seh; all the region of Argob, with all 
Bashan, which was called the land 
of giants. 

14 Jair the son of Manasseh took 
all the country of Argob unto the 
coasts of Geshuri and Maachathi; 
and called them after his own name, 
Bashan-havoth-jair, unto this day. 

15 And I gave Gilead unto Machir, 

16 And unto the Reubenites and 
unto the Gadites I gave from Gilead 
even unto the river Arnon half the 
valley, and the border even unto the 
river Jabbok, which zs the border of 
the children of Ammon; 

17 The plain also, and Jordan, and 
the coast thereof, from Chinnereth 
even unto the sea of the plain, even 
the salt sea, under Ashdoth-pisgah 

astward. 

18 § And I commanded you at that 
time, saying, The LORD your God 
hath given you this land to possess 
it: ye shall pass over armed before 
your brethren the children of Israel, 
all that are meet for the war. 

19 But your wives, and your little 
ones, and your cattle, (for I know that 
ye have much cattle,) shall abide in 
your cities which I have given you; 

20 Until the LORD have given rest 
unto your brethren, as well as unto 

ou, and until they also possess the 
and which the LORD your God hath 
given them beyond Jordan: and then 
shall ye return every man unto his 
possession, which I have given you. 

21 {And I commanded Joshua at 
that time, rp a Thine eyes have 
seen all that the LORD your God hath 
done unto these two kings: so shall 
the LoRD do unto all the kingdoms 
whither thou passest. 

22 Ye shall not fear them: for the 
LORD your God he shall fight for you. 

23 And I besought the LORD at that 
time, saying, : 

24 O Lord GOD, thou hast begun to 
shew thy servant thy greatness, and 
thy mighty hand: for what God zs 
there in heaven or in earth, that can 
do according to thy works, and ac- 
cording to thy a 

25 I pray thee, let me go over, and 


| see the good land that zs beyond Jor- 


dan, that goodly mountain; and Leb- 
anon. 

26 But the LORD was wroth with 
me for your sakes, and would not 
hear me: and the LORD said unto 
me, Let it suffice thee; speak no 
more unto me of this matter. 

27 Get thee up into the top of Pis- 
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gah, and lift up thine eyes westward, 
and northward, and southward, and 
eastward, and behold zt with thine 
eyes: for thou shalt not go over this 
Jordan. 

28 But charge Joshua, and encour- 
age him, and strengthen him: for he 
shall go over before this people, and 
he shall cause them to inherit the 
land which thou shalt see. 

29, So we abode in the valley over 
against Beth-peor. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 Moses’ exhortation. 41 Cites of refuge 
chosen. 


N° therefore hearken, O Israel, 
: unto the statutes and unto the 
judgments, which I teach you, for to 
do them, that ye may live, and go in 
and possess the land which the LORD 
God of your fathers giveth you. 

2 Ye shall not add unto the word 
which I command you, neither shall 

e diminish ought from it, that ye may 

eep the commandments of the LORD 
your God which I command you. 

3 Your eyes have seen what the 
LORD did because of Baal-peor: for 
all the men that followed Baal-peor, 
the LoRD thy God hath destroyed 
them from among you. 

4 But ye that did cleave unto the 
LORD your God are alive every one 
of you this day. 

5 Behold, I have taught you statutes 
and judgments, even as the LORD 
my God commanded me, that ye 
should do so in the land whither ye go 
to possess it. 

6 Keep therefore and do them; for 
this 7s your wisdom and your under- 
standing in the sight of the nations, 
which shall hear all these statutes, 
and say, Surely this great nationzs a 
wise and understanding people. 

7 For what nation 2s there so great, 
who hath God so nigh unto them, as 
the LORD our God 2s in all things that 
we call upon him for ?, 

8 And what nation zs there so great, 
that hath statutes and judgments so 
righteous as all this law, which { set 
before you this day? 

9 Only take heed to thyself, and 
keep thy soul diligently, lest thou 
_ forget the things which thine eyes 
have seen, and lest they depart from 
thy heart all the days of thy life: but 
teach them thy sons, and thy sons’ 


SONS; 
10 Specially the day that thou stood- 
est before the LORD thy God in Horeb, 
when the LORD said unto me, Gather 
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me the people together, and I will 
make them hear my words, that they 
may learn to fear me all the days that 
they shall live upon the earth, and 
that they may teach their children. 

iz And ye came near and stood 
under the mountain; and the moun- 
tain burned with fire unto the midst 
of heaven, with darkness, clouds, and 
thick darkness. 

12 And the LORD spake unto you 
out of the midst of the fire: ye heard 
the voice of the words, but saw no 
similitude; only ye heard a voice. 

13 And he declared unto you his 
covenant, which he commanded you 
to a ate even ten commandments; 
and he wrote them upon two tables 
of stone. 

14 4 And the LORD commanded me 
at that time to teach you statutes and 
judgments, that ye might do them in 
the land whither ye go over to pos- 
sess it. 

15 Take ye therefore good heed 
unto poured yee, for ye saw no man- 
ner of similitude on the day that the 
LORD spake unto you in Horeb out 
of the midst of the fire: 

16 Lest ye corrupt yourselves, and 
make you a graven image, the simili- 
tude of any figure, the likeness of 
male or female, 

17 The likeness of any beast that 
is on the earth, the likeness of any 
winged fowl that flieth in the air, 

18 The likeness of any thing that 
creepeth on the ground, the likeness 
of any fish that 2s in the waters be- 
neath the earth: : 

19 And lest thou lift up thine eyes 
unto heaven, and when thou seest 
the sun, and the moon, and the stars, 
even all the host of heaven, should- 
est be driven to worship them, and 
serve them, which the LORD thy 
God hath divided unto all nations 
under the whole heaven. 

20 But the LORD hath taken you, 
and brought you forth out of the iron 
furnace, even out of Egypt, to be 
unto him a people of inheritance, as 
ye are this day. 

21 Furthermore the LORD was an- 
gry with me for your sakes, and sware 
that I should not go over Jordan, and 
that I should not go in unto that good 
land, which the LORD thy God giveth 
thee foraninheritance: 

22 But I must die in this land, I 
must not go over Jordan: but ye 
shall go over, and possess that good 


23 ‘Take heed unto yourselves, lest 
ye forget the covenant of the LorD 
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your God, which he made with you, 
and make you a graven image, or the 
likeness of any thing, which the LORD 
thy God hath forbidden thee. 

24 For the LORD thy God zs a con- 
suming fire, even a jealous God. i 

25 §] When thou shalt beget chil- 
dren, and children’s children, and ye 
shell have remained long in the land, 
and shall corrupt yourselves, and make 
a graven image, or the likeness of any 
thang, and shall do evil in the sight 
of the LORD thy God, to provoke him 
to anger: : 

26 I call heaven and earth to wit- 
ness against you this day, that pe 
shall soon utterly perish from off the 
land whereunto ye go over Jordan 
to possess it; ye shall not prolong 
your days upon it, but shall utterly 
be destroyed. 

27 And the LORD shall scatter you 
among the nations, and ye shall be 
left few in number among the hea- 
then, whither the LORD shall lead 


you. 

28 And there ye shall serve gods, 
the work of men’s hands, wood and 
stone, which neither see, nor hear, 
nor eat, nor smell. 

29 But if from thence thou shalt 
seek the LORD thy God, thou shalt 
find him, if thou seek him with all 
thy heart and with all thy soul. ; 

30 When thou art in tribulation, 
and all these things are come upon 
thee, even in the latter days, if thou 
turn to the LORD thy God, and shalt 
be obedient unto his voice; 5 

31 (For the LORD thy God ws a 
merciful God;) he will not forsake 
thee, neither destroy thee, nor forget 
the covenant of thy fathers which he 
sware unto them. 

32 For ask now of the days that 
are past, which were before thee, 
since the day that God created man 
upon the earth, and ask from theone 
side of heaven unto the other, whe- 
ther there hath been any such thing 
as this great thing 7s, or hath been 
heard like it? 

33 Did ever people hear the voice of 
God speaking out of the midst of the 
fire, as thou hast heard, and live? 

34 Or hath God assayed to go and 
take him a nation from the midst 
of another nation, by temptations, by 
signs, and by wonders, and by war, 
and by a mighty hand, and by a 
stretched out arm, and by great ter- 
rors, according to all that the LORD 
your God did for you in Egypt before 
your eyes? : 

35 Unto thee it was shewed, that 


thou mightest know that the LORD 
he zs God; there 7s none else beside 


him. 

36 Out of heaven he made thee to 
hear his voice, that he might instruct 
thee: and upon earth he shewed thee 
his great fire; and thou heardest his 
words out of the midst of the fire. 

37 And because he loved thy fa- 
thers, therefore he chose their seed 
after them, and brought thee out in 
his sight with his mighty power out 
of Egypt; ‘ 

38 To drive out nations from before 
thee greater and mightier than thou 
art, to bring thee in, to give thee their 
and for an inheritance, as zt zs this 

ay. 

39 Know therefore this day, and 
consider 7 in thine heart, that the 
LORD he zs God in heaven above, and 
oon the earth beneath: there 7s none 
else. 

4o Thou shalt keep therefore his 
Statutes, and his commandments, 
which I command thee this day, that 
it may go well with thee, and with thy 
children after thee, and that thou 
mayest prolong thy days upon the 
earth, which the LORD thy God giveth 
thee, for ever. 

41 { Then Moses severed three 
cities on this side Jordan toward the 
sunrising; 

42 That the slayer might flee thi- 

ther, which should kill his neighbour 
unawares, and hated him not in times 
past; and that fleeing unto one of 
these cities he might live: 
_ 43. Namely, Bezer in the wilderness, 
in the plain country, of the Reuben- 
ites; and Ramoth in Gilead, of the 
Gadites; and Golan in Bashan, of 
the Manassites. _ 

44 {| And this zs the law which Mo- 
ses set before the children of Israel: 

45 These are the testimonies, and 
the statutes, and the judgments, 
which Moses spake unto the children 
of Israel, after they came forth out of 


Eeypt, pose 

40 On this side Jordan, in the val- 
ley over against Beth-peor, in the 
land of Sihon king of the Amorites, 
who dwelt at Heshbon, whom Moses 
and the children of Israel smote, 
after they were come forth out of 
Egypt: 


47 And they possessed his land, and 
the land of Og king of Bashan, two 
kings of the Amorites, which were on 
this side Jordan toward the sunrising; 

48 From Aroer, which 7s by the 
bank of the river Arnon, even unto 
mount Sion, which 7s Hermon, 
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49 And all the plain on this side 
Jordan eastward, even unto the sea of 
the plain, under the springs of Pisgah. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 The cevenant in Horeb. 6 Moses re- 
peats the commandments. 


ND Moses called all Israel, and 
said unto them, Hear, O Israel 
the statutes and judgments which 
speak in your ears this day, that ye 
may learn them, and keep, and do 
them. 

2 The LorD our God made a cove- 
nant with us in Horeb. 

3 The LORD made not this cove- 
nant with our fathers, but with us, 
even us, who are all of us here alive 
this day. 

4 The LorD talked with you face 
to face in the mount out of the midst 
of the fire, 

5 (I stood between the LORD and 
you at that time, to shew you the 
word of the LORD: for ye were afraid 
by reason of the fire, and went not up 
into the mount;) saying, 

6 | Lam the LoRD thy God, which 
brought thee out of the land of 
Eeypt, from the house of bondage. 

7 Thou shalt have none other gods 
before me. 

8 Thou shalt not make thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of any 
thing that 7s in heaven above, or that 
is in the earth beneath, or that zs in 
the waters beneath the earth: 

9 Thou shalt not bow down thy- 
self unto them, nor serve them: for I 
the LORD thy God am a jealous God, 
visiti the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the children unto the third and 
fourth generation of them that hate 
me, 

1o And shewing mercy unto thou- 
sands of them that love me and keep 
my commandments. 

11 Thou shalt not take the name 
of the LORD thy God in vain: for the 
LORD will not hold him guiltless that 
taketh his name in vain. 

12 Keep the sabbath day to sanc- 
tify it, as the LORD thy God hath 
commanded thee. 

13 Six days thou shalt labour, and 
do all thy work: : 
_ 14 But the seventh day zs the sab- 

bath of the LORD thy God: in 7t thou 
shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy 
son, nor thy daughter, nor thy man- 
servant, nor thy maidservant, nor 
thine ox, nor thine ass, nor any of 
thy cattle, nor thy stranger that zs 
within thy gates; that thy manser- 
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vant and thy maidservant may rest 
as well as thou. 

15 And remember that thou wast a 
servant in the land of Egypt, and that 
the LORD thy God brought thee out 
thence through a mighty hand and by 
a stretched out arm: therefore the 
LORD thy God commanded thee to 
keep the sabbath day. 

16 § Honour thy father and th 
mother, as the LORD thy God hat 
commanded thee; that thy days may 
be prolonged, and that it may go well 
with thee, in the land which the 
LORD thy God giveth thee. 

17 Thou shalt not kill. 

: 18 Neither shalt thou commit adul- 
ery. 

19 Neither shalt thou steal. 

20 Neither shalt thou bear false 
witness against thy neighbour. 

21 Neither shalt thou desire thy 
neighbour’s wife, neither shalt thou 
covet thy neighbour’s house, his field, 
or his manservant, or his maidser- 
vant, his ox, or his ass, or any thing 
that zs thy neighbour’s. 

22 {| These words the LORD spake 
unto all your assembly in the mount 
out of the midst of the fire, of the 
cloud, and of the thick darkness, with 
a great voice: and he added no more. 
And he wrote them in two tables of 
stone, and delivered them unto me. 

23 And it came to pass, when ye 
heard the voice out of the midst of 
the darkness, (for the mountain did 
burn with fire,) that ye came near 
unto me, even all the heads of your 
tribes, and your elders; : 

24 And ye said, Behold, the LORD 
our God hath shewed us his glory and 
his greatness, and we have heard his 
voice out of the midst of the fire: we 
have seen this day that God doth talk 
with man, and he liveth. 

25 Now therefore why should we 
die? for this great fire will consume 
us: if we hear the voice of the LORD 
Le God any more, then we shall 

ie. 

26 For who 7s there of all flesh, that 
hath beard the voice of the living 
God speaking out of the midst of the . 
fire, as we have, and lived? 

27 Go thou near, and hear all that 
the LORD our God shall say: and 
speak thou unto us all that the LORD 
our God shall speak unto thee; and 
we will hear 2t, and do 7. f 

28 And the LoRD heard the voice of 
your words, when ive spake unto me; 
and the LORD said unto me, I have 
heard the voice of the words of this 
people, which they have spoken unto 
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thee: they have well said all that they 
have spoken. 

29 O that there were such an heart 
in them, that they would fear me, 
and keép all my commandments al- 
ways, that it might be well with them, 
and with their children for ever! | 

30 Go say to them, Get you into 
your tents again. 

31 But as for thee, stand thou here 
by me, and I will speak unto thee all 
the commandments, and the statutes, 
and the judgments, which thou shalt 
teach them, that they may do them in 
the land which I give them to pos- 
sess it. 

32 Ye shall observe to do therefore 
as the LORD your God hath com- 
manded you: ye shall not turn aside 
to the right hand or to the left. 

33 Ye shall walk in all the ways 
which the LORD your God hath com- 
manded you, that ye may live, and 
that it may be well with you, and that 
ye may prolong your days in the land 
which ye shall possess. 


CHAPTER 6. 
An exhortation to obedience. 


Now. these are the commandments, 
| the statutes, and the judgments, 
which the LORD your God com- 
manded to teach you, that ye might 
do them in the land whither ye go to 
possess it: 

2 That thou mightest fear the LORD 
thy God, to keep all his statutes and 
his commandments, which I com- 
mand thee, thou, and thy son, and thy 
son’s son, all the days of thy life; 
and that thy days may be prolonged. 

3 { Hear therefore, O Israel, and 
observe to do zt; that it may be well 
with thee, and that ye may increase 
mightily, as the LORD God of thy fa- 
thers hath proms ee thee, in the land 
that floweth with milk and honey. 

_4 Hear, O Israel: the LORD our God 
ws one LORD: 

5 And thou shalt love the LorD th 
God with all thine heart, and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy might. 

And these words, which I com- 
mand thee this day, shall be in thine 
heart: 

7 And thou shalt teach them dili- 
gently unto thy children, and shalt 
talk of them when thou sittest in thine 
house, and when thou walkest by the 
way, and when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up. | 

8 And thou shalt bind them for a 
sign gt Aa thine hand, and they shall 
be as frontlets between thine eyes. 
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9 And thou shalt write them upon 
the posts of thy house, and on thy 
gates. 

to And it shall be, when the LORD 
thy God shall have brought thee into 
the land which he sware unto thy fa- 
thers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 
Jacob, to give thee great and goodly 
cities, which thou buildedst not, 

11 And houses full of all good 
things, which thou filledst not, and 
wells digged, which thou diggedst not, 
vineyards and olive trees, which thou 
plantedst not; when thou shalt have 
eaten and be full; 

12 Then beware lest thou forget the 
LORD, which brought thee forth out 
of the land of Egypt, from the house 
of bondage. 

13 Thou shalt fear the LORD thy 
God, and serve him, and shalt swear 
by his name. 

14 Yeshallnot go after other gods, 
of the gods of the people which are 
round about you; ; 

15 (For the LORD thy God 7s a jeal- 
ous God among you) lest the anger of 
the LORD thy God be kindled against 
thee, and destroy thee from off the 
face of the earth. 

16 § Ye shall not tempt the LoRD 
yous God, as ye tempted ham in Mas- 
sah. 

17 Ye shall diligently keep the 
commandments of the LORD your 
God, and his testimonies, and his 
statutes, which he hath commanded 


thee. 

18 And thou shalt do that which is 
right and good in the sight of the 
LORD: that it may be well with thee, 
and that thou mayest go in and pos- 
sess the good land which the LORD 
sware unto thy fathers, 

19 To cast out all thine enemies 

from before thee, as the LORD hath 
spoken. 
_20 And when thy son asketh thee 
in time to come, saying, What mean 
the testimonies, and the statutes, and 
the judgments, which the LORD our 
God hath commanded you? 

21 Then thou shalt say unto thy 
son, We were Pharaoh’s bondmen in 
Egypt; and the LORD brought us out - 
of Egypt with a mighty hand: 

22 And the LORD shewed signs and 
wonders, great and sore, upon 
Egypt, upon Pharaoh, and upon all 
his household, before our eyes: 

23 And he brought us out from 
thence, that he might bring us in, to 
give us the land which he sware unto 
our fathers. 

24 And the LORD commanded us to 
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do all these statutes, to fear the LORD 
our God, for our good always, that 
he might preserve us alive, as zt is at 
this day. — 

25 And it shall be our righteous- 
ness, if we observe to do all these 
commandments before the LORD our 
God, as he hath commanded us. 


CHAPTER 7. 
Communion with the nations forbidden. 


W BEX the LORD thy God shail 
bring thee into the land whither 
thou goest to possess it, and hath cast 
out many nations before thee, the 
Hittites, and the Girgashites, and the 
Amorites, and the Canaanites, and 
the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and 
the Jebusites, seven nations greater 
and mightier than thou; 

2 And when the LorRD thy God shall 
deliver them before thee; thou shalt 
smite them, and utterly destroy 
them; thou shalt make no covenant 
with them, nor shew mercy unto 


em: 

3 Neither shalt thou make mar- 
fiages with them; thy daughter thou 
shalt not give unto his son, nor his 
daughter shalt thou take unto thy 
son. 

4 For they will turn away thy son 
from followi me, that they may 
serve other gods: so will the anger of 
the LORD be kindled against you, and 
destroy thee suddenly. 2% 

5 But thus shall ye deal with them; 
ye shall destroy their altars, and 
break down their images, and cut 
down their groves, and burn their 
graven images with fire. 

6 For thou art an holy people unto 
the LoRD thy God: the LORD thy 
God hath chosen thee to be a special 
people unto himself, above all people 
that are upon the face of the earth. 

7 The LORD did not set his love upon 
you, nor choose you, because ye were 
more in number than any people; for 
ye were the fewest of all people: 

8 But because the LORD loved you, 
and because he would keep the oath 
which he had sworn unto your fa- 
thers, hath the LORD brought you 
out witha mighty hand, and redeemed 
you out of the house of bondmen, from 
- the hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt. 

9 Know therefore that the LORD 
thy God, he 7s God, the faithful God, 
which keepeth covenant and mercy 
with them that love him and keep his 
commandments to a thousand gen- 
erations; 

10 And repayeth them that hate 
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him to their face, to destroy them: he 


will not be slack to him that hateth 
him, he will repay him to his face. 

ir Thou shalt therefore keep the 
commandments, and the statutes, and 
the judgments, which command thee 
this day, to do them. 

12 §, Wherefore it shall come to 
pass, if ye hearken to these judg- 
ments, and ce and do them, that 
the LORD thy God shall keep unto 
thee the covenant and the mercy 
which he sware unto thy fathers: 

13 And he will love thee, and bless 
thee, and multiply thee: he will also 
bless the fruit of thy womb, and the 
fruit of thy land, thy corn, and thy 
wine, and thine oil, the increase of 
thy kine, and the flocks of thy sheep, 
in the land which he sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee. 

14 Thou shalt be blessed above all 

eople: there shall not be male or 

emale barren among you, or among 
your cattle. : 

15 And the LORD will take away 
from thee all sickness, and will put 
none of the evil diseases of Egypt, 
which thou knowest, upon thee; but 
we lay them upon all them that hate 
thee. 

16 And thou shalt consume all the 
people which the LORD thy God shall 
deliver thee; thine eye shall have no 
pity upon them: neither shalt thou 
serve their ede for that will be a 
snare unto thee. 

17 If thou shalt say in thine heart, 
These nations are more than I; how 
can I dispossess them? 

18 Thou shalt not be afraid of them: 
but shalt well remember what the 
LORD thy God did unto Pharaoh, and 
unto all Egypt; 

19 The great temptations which 
thine eyes saw, and the signs, and the 
wonders, and the mighty hand, and 
the stretched out arm, whereby the 
LORD thy: God brought thee out: so 
shall the LORD thy God do unto all 
the people of whom thou art afraid. 

20 Moreover the LORD thy God will 
send the hornet among them, until 
they that are left, and hide themselves 
from thee, be destroyed. ; 

21 Thou shalt not be affrighted at 


them: for the LORD thy God zs 
ace you, a mighty God and ter- 
rible. 


22 And the LORD thy God will put 
out those nations before thee by little 
and little: thou mayest not consume 
them at once, lest the beasts of the 
field increase upon thee. 

23 But the LorD thy God shall de- 
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liver them unto thee, and shall de- 
stroy them with a mighty destruction, 
until they be destroyed. Rats 

24 And he shall deliver their kings 
into thine hand, and thou shalt de- 
stroy their name from under heaven: 
there shall no man be able to stand 
before thee, until thou have destroyed 
them. ‘ ; 

25 The graven images of their gods 
shall ye burn with fire: thou shalt 
not desire the silver or gold that is 
on them, nor take 2 unto thee, lest 
thou be snared therein: for it 7s an 
abomination to the LORD thy God. 

26 Neither shalt thou bring an 
abomination into thine house, lest 
thou be a cursed thing like it: but 
thou shalt utterly detest it, and thou 
shalt utterly abhor it; for it 7 a 
cursed thing. 


CHAPTER 8. 
Moses further exhorts to obedience. 


LL the commandments which I 
command thee this day shall ye 
observe to do, that ye may live, and 
multiply, and go in and possess the 
land which the LORD sware unto your 
fathers. 

2 And thou shalt remember all the 
way which the LORD thy God led 
thee these forty years in the wilder- 
ness, to humble thee, and to prove 
thee, to know what was in thine 
heart, whether thou wouldest keep 
his commandments, or no. : 

3 And he humbled thee, and suf- 
fered thee to hunger, and fed thee 
with manna, which thou knewest not, 
neither did thy fathers know; that 
he might make thee know that man 
doth not live by bread only, but by 
every word that proceedeth out of the 
mouth of the LORD doth man live. 

4 Thy raiment waxed not old upon 
thee, neither did thy foot swell, these 
for years. : 

5 Thou shalt also cotisider in thine 
heart, that, as a man chasteneth his 
son, so the LORD thy God chasteneth 


ee. 
© Therefore thou shalt keep the 
commandments of the LORD thy God, 
to walk in his ways, and to fear him. 
7 For the LORD thy God bringeth 
thee into a good land, a land of brooks 
of water, of fountains and depths that 
spring out of valleys and hills; 

A land of wheat, and barley, and 
vines, and fig trees, and pomegran- 
ates; a land of oil olive, and honey; 

9 A land wherein thou shalt eat 
bread without scarceness, thou shalt 


not lack any thing in it; a land whose 
stones are iron, and out of whose hills 
thou mayest dig brass. 

10 When thou hast eaten and art 
full, then thou shalt bless the LORD 
thy God for the good land which he 
hath given thee. 

11 Beware that thou forget not the 
LORD thy God, in not keeping his 
commandments, and his eee 
and his statutes, which I command 
thee this day: 

12 Lest eee thou hast eaten and 
art full, and hast built goodly houses, 
and dwelt therein; J 

13. And when thy herds and thy flocks 
multiply, and thy silver and thy gold 
is multiplied, and all that thou hast is 
multiplied; : 

14 Then thine heart be lifted up, 
and thou forget the LORD thy God, 
which brought thee forth out of the 
land of Egypt, from the house of 
bondage; : 

15 Who led thee through that great 
and terrible wilderness, wherein were 
fiery serpents, and scorpions, and 
drought, where there was no water; - 
who brought thee forth water out of 
the rock of flint; 

16 Who fed thee in the wilderness 
with manna, which thy fathers knew 
not, that he might humble thee, and 
that he might prove thee, to do thee 
good at thy latter end; 

17 And thou say in thine heart, 
My power and the might of mine hand 
hath gotten me this wealth. 

18 But thou shalt remember the 
LORD thy God: for z# zs he that giveth 
thee power to get wealth, that he may 
establish his covenant which he sware 
unto thy fathers, as zt 2s this day. 

1g And it shall be, if thou do at all 
forget the LORD thy God, and walk 
after other gods, and serve them, and 
worship them, I testify against you 
this day that ye shall surely perish. 

20 As the nations which the LorpD 
destroyeth before your face, so shall 
ye perish; because ye would not be 
obedient unto the voice of the LoRD 
your God. 


CHAPTER o9. 
Moses recalls the rebellions of. the children 
of Israel. 


H=42: O Israel: Thou art to pass 
over Jordan this day, to go in to 
possess nations greater and mightier 
than thyself, cities great and fenced 
up to heaven, 

2 A people great and tall, the chil- 
dren of the Anakims, whom thou 
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knowest, and of whom thou hast heard 
say, Who can stand before the chil- 
dren of Anak! 

3 Understand therefore this day, 
that the LORD thy God 7s he which 
goeth over before thee; as a consum- 
ing fire he shall destroy them, and he 
shall b them down before thy 
face: so shalt thou drive them out, 
and destroy them quickly, as the 
LORD hath said unto thec. 

4 Speak not thou in thine heart, 
after that the LORD thy God hath cast 
them out from before thee, saying, 
For my righteousness the LORD hath 
brought me in to possess this land: 
but for the wickedness of these na- 
tions the LORD doth drive them out 
from before thee. 

5 Not for thy righteousness, or for 
the uprightness of thine heart, dost 
thou go to possess their land: but for 
the wickedness of these nations the 
LORD thy God doth drive them out 
from before thee, and that he may 
perform the word which the LORD 
sware unto thy fathers, Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob. 

6 Understand therefore, that the 
LORD thy God giveth thee not. this 
good land to possess it for thy right- 
eousness; for thou art a stiffnecked 
people. 

7 § Remember, and forget not, how 
thou provokedst the LORD thy God 
to wrath in the wilderness: from the 
day that thou didst depart out of the 
land of Egypt, until ye caine unto 
this place, ye have been rebellious 
against the LORD. 

Also in Horeb ye provoked the 
LORD to wrath, so that the LORD was 
angry with you to have destroyed you. 

9 When I was gone up into the 
mount to receive the tables of stone, 
even the tables of the covenant which 
the LORD made with you, then I 
abode in the mount forty days and 
forty nights, I neither did eat bread 
nor drink water: 

1o And the LORD delivered unto 
me two tables of stone written with 
the finger of God; and on them was 
written according to all the words, 
which the LORD spake with you in 
the mount outof the midst of the fire 
im the day of the assembly. 

_Ir And it came to pass at the end 
of forty days and forty nights, that 
the LORD gave me the two tables of 
stone, even the tables of the covenant. 

12 And the LORD said unto. me, 
Arise, get thee down quickly from 
ence; aor thy people which thou hast 
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rupted themselves ; they are quickl 
turned aside out of the way which 
commanded them; they have made 
them a molten image. 

13 Furthermore the LORD spake 
unto me, saying, I have seen this peo- 
ple, and, behold, it 2s a stiffnecked 
people: 

14 Let me alone, that I may destroy 
them, and blot out their name from 
under heaven: and I will make of 
thee a nation mightier and greater 
than they. 

15 Sol turned and came down from 
the mount, and the mount burned 
with fire: and the two tables of ‘the 
covenant were in my two hands. 

16 And I looked, and, behold, ye 
had sinned against the LORD your 
God, and had made you a molten calf: 
ye had turned aside quickly out of the 
way which the LORD had commanded 


you. 

17 And I took the two tables, and 
cast them out of my two hands, and 
brake them before your eyes. 

18 And I fell down before the LORD, 
as at the first, forty days and forty 
nights: I did neither eat bread, nor 
drink water, because of all your sins 
which ye sinned, in doing wickedly 
in the sight of the LORD, to provoke 
him to anger. ; 

19 For I was afraid of the anger 
and hot displeasure, wherewith the 
LORD was wroth against you to de- 
stroy you. But the LORD hearkened 
unto me at that time also. 

20 And the LORD was very angry 
with Aaron to have destroyed him: and 
I prayed for Aaron also the same time. 

21 And I took your sin, the calf 
which ye had made, and burnt it with 
fire, and stamped it, and ground 2t 
very small, even until it was as small 
as dust: and I cast the dust thereof 
into the brook that descended out of 
the mount. 2 

22 And at Taberah, and at Massah, 
and at Kibroth-hattaavah, ye pro- 
voked the LORD to wrath. 

23 Likewise when the LORD sent 
you from Kadesh-barnea, saying 
Go up. and possess the land which i 
have given you; then ye rebelled 
against the commandment of the 
LORD your God, and ye believed him 
not, nor hearkened to his voice. _ 

24 Ye have been rebellious against 
the LORD from the day that I knew 


ou. 
5 Thus I fell down before the LORD 
forty days and forty nights, as I fell 
down at the first ; because the LORD 


brought forth out of Egypt have cor- |! had said he would destroy you. 
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26 I prayed therefore unto the 
LorD, and said, O Lord GOD, destroy 
not thy people and thine inheritance, 
which thou hast redeemed through thy 

eatness, which thou hast brought 
Forth out of Egypt with a mighty 
hand. 

27 Remember thy servants, Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob; look not unto 
the stubbornness of this people, nor 
to their wickedness, nor to their sin: 

28 Lest the land whence thou 
broughtest us out say. Because the 
LORD was not able to bring them into 
the land which he promised them, 
and because he hated them, he hath 
brought them out to slay them in the 
wilderness. é 

29 Yet they are thy people and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest 
out by thy mighty power and by thy 
stretched out arm. 


CHAPTER tro. 


1 Restoration of the tables. 12 An ex- 
hortation by Moses. 


T that time the LORD said unto 

me, Hew thee two tables of stone 

like unto the first, and come up unto 

me into the mount, and make thee 
an ark of wood. | 

2 And I will write on the tables the 
words that were in the first tables 
which thou brakest, and thou shalt 
put them in the ark. 

3 And I made an ark of shittim 
wood, and hewed two tables of stone 
like unto the first, and went up into 
the mount, having the two tables in 
mine hand.

5 And I turned myself and came 
down from the mount, and put the 
tables in the ark which I had made; 
and there they be, as the LORD com- 
manded me. 

6 {| And the children of Israel took 
their journey from Beeroth of the 
children of Jaakan to Mosera: there 
Aaron died, and there he was buried, 
and Eleazar his son ministered in the 
priest’s office in his stead. 

7 From thence they journeyed unto 
Gudgodah; and from Gudgodah to 
Jotbath, a land of rivers of waters. 

8 {| At that time the LORD separated 
the tribe of Levi, to bear the ark of 
the covenant of the LORD, to stand 
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before the LORD to minister unto him, 
and to bless in his name, unto this 


day. . 

9 Wherefore Levi hath no part nor 
inheritance with his brethren; the 
LORD 1s his inheritance, according as 
the LORD thy God promised him. 

1o And I stayed in the mount, ac- 
cording to the first time, forty days 
and forty nights; and the LORD 
hearkened unto me at that time also, 
and the LORD would not destroy thee. 

iz And the LORD said unto me, 
Arise, take thy journey before the 
people, that they may go in and pos- 
sess the land, which I sware unto 
their fathers to give unto them. 

12 § And now, Israel, what doth the 
LorRD thy God require of thee, but to 
fear the LORD thy God, to walk in all 
his ways, and to love him, and to 
serve the LORD thy God with all thy 
heart and with all thy soul, 

13 To keep the commandments of 
the LoRD, and his statutes, which I 
command thee this day for thy good? 

14 Behold, the heaven and the 
heaven of heavens 7s the LORD’s thy 
God, the earth also, with all that 
therein 7s. $ , 

15 Only the LORD had a delight in 
thy fathers to love them, and he chose 
their seed after them, even you above 
all pecuke, as it ts this day. 

16 Circumcise therefore the fore- 
skin of your heart, and be no more 
stiffnecked. : 

17 For the LORD your God zs God 
of gods, and LORD of lords, a great 
God, a mighty, and a terrible, which 
regardeth not persons, nor taketh 
reward: 

18 He doth execute the judgment 
of the fatherless and widow, and iov- 
eth the stranger, in giving him food 
and raiment. 

19 Love ye therefore the stranger: for 
ye were strangers in the land of eypt. 

20 Thou shalt fear the LORD thy 
God; him shalt thou serve, and to 
him shalt thou cleave, and swear by 
his name, t 

21 He zs thy praise, and he zs thy 
God, that hath done for thee these 
great and terrible things, which thine 
eyes have seen. 

22 Thy fathers went down into 
Egypt with threescore and ten per- 
sons; and now the LORD thy God 
hath made thee as the stars of heaven 
for multitude.

22 4 For if ye shall diligently keep 
all these commandments which I com- 
mand you, to do them, to love the 
LORD your God, to walk in all his 
ways, and to cleave unto him;

5 But unto the place which the 
LORD your God shall choose out of 
all your tribes to put his name there, 
even unto his habitation shall ye seek, 
and thither thou shalt come: 

6 And thither ye shall bring your 
burnt offerings, and your sacrifices, 
and your tithes, and heave offerings 
of your hand, and your vows, and 
rour freewill offerings, and the first- 
ings of your herds and of your 
flocks: - 

7 And there ye shall eat before the 
LORD your God, and ye shall rejoice 
in all that ye put your hand unto,

ORD thy God hath blessed thee. | 

8 Ye shall not do after all the things 
that we do here this day, every man 
whatsoever 7s right in his own eyes.

10 But when ye go over Jordan, and 
dwell in the land which the LORD 
your God giveth you to inherit, and 
when he giveth you rest from all your 
enemies round about, so that ye dwell 
in safety ; 2 

11 Then there shall bea oe which 
the LORD your God shall choose to 
cause his name to dwell there; thither 
shall ye bring all that I command you; 
your burnt offerings, and your sacri- 
fices, your tithes, and the heave offer- 
ing of your hand, and all your choice 
vows which ye vow unto the LORD: 

12 And ye shall rejoice before the 
LORD your God, ye, and your sons, 
and your daughters, and your men- 
servants, and your maidservants, and 
the Levite that 2s within your gates} 
forasmuch as he hath no part nor 
inheritance with you. 

13 Take heed to thyself that thou 
offer not thy burnt offerings in every 
place that thou seest: _ 

14 But in the place which the LORD 
shall choose in one of thy tribes, there 
thou shalt offer thy burnt offerings, 
and there thou shalt do all that I com- 
mand thee. 

15 Notwithstanding thou mayest 
kill and eat flesh in all thy gates, 
whatsoever thy soul lusteth after, 
according to the blessing of the LORD 
thy God which he hath given thee: 
the unclean and the clean may eat 
thereof, as of the roebuck, and as of 
the hart. 

16 Only ye shall not eat the blood; 
ye shall pour it upon the earth as 
water. 

17 { Thou mayest not eat within 
thy gates the tithe of thy corn, or of 
thy wine, or of thy oil, or the firstlings 
of thy herds or of Me flock, nor any 
of thy vows which thou vowest, nor 
thy freewill offerings, or heave offer- 
ing of thine hand: 

18 But thou must eat them before 
the LORD thy God in the place which 
the LORD thy God shall choose, thou, 
and thy son, and thy daughter, and 
thy manservant, and thy maidser- 
vant, and the Levite that 7s within 
thy gates: and thou shalt rejoice 
before the LORD thy God in all that 
thou puttest thine hands unto. 

19 Take heed to thyself that thou 
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forsake not the Levite as long as thou 
livest upon the earth. 

20 § When the LoRD thy God shall 
enlarge thy border, as-he hath_pro- 
mised thee, and thou shalt say, I will 
eat flesh, because thy soul longeth 
to eat flesh; thou mayest eat flesh, 
whatsoever thy soul lusteth after. 

21 If the place which the LORD thy 
God hath chosen to put his name there 
be too far from thee, then thou shalt 
kill of thy herd and of thy flock, which 
the LORD hath given thee, as I have 


commanded thee, and thou shalt eat | saying. 


in thy gates whatsoever thy soul lust- 
eth after. . 

22 Even as the roebuck and the 
hart is eaten, so thou shalt eat them: 
the unclean and the clean shall eat 
of them alike. 

23 Only be sure that thou eat not 
the blood: for the blood zs the life; 
and thou mayest not eat the life with 
the flesh. 

24 Thou shalt not eat it; thou shalt 
pour it upon the earth as water. 

25 Thou shalt not eat it; that it 
pay go well with thee, and with th 
children after thee, when thou shalt 
do that which is right in the sight of 
the LORD. i : 

26 Only thy holy things which thou 
hast, and thy vows, thou shalt take, 
and go unto the place which the LORD 
shall choose: 

27 And thou shalt offer thy burnt 
offerings, the flesh and the blood, 
upon the altar of the LORD thy God: 
and the blood of thy sacrifices shall be 
poured out upon the altar of the LORD 
thy God, and thou shalt eat the flesh. 

28 Observe and hear all these words 
which I command thee, that it ma 
go well with thee, and with thy chil- 
dren after thee for ever, when thou 
doest that which 7s good and right in 
the sight of the LORD thy God. 

29 § When the LORD thy God shall 
cut off the nations from before thee, 
whither thou goest to possess them, 
and thou succeedest them, and dwell- 
est in their land; 

30 Take heed to thyself that thou 
be not snared by conning, them, after 
that they be destroyed from before 
thee; and that thou enquire not after 
their gods, saying, How did these 

-nations serve their gods? even so will 
I do likewise. 

31 Thou shalt not do so unto the 
LORD thy God: for every abomination 
to the LORD, which he hateth, have 
they done unto their gods; for even 
their sons and their angen ets they 
have burnt in the fire to their gods.

7 Namely, of the gods of the people 
which are round about you, nigh unte 
thee, or far off from thee, from the 
one end of the earth even unto the

8 Thou shalt not consent unto him, 
nor hearken unto him; neither shall 
thine eye pity him, neither shalt thou 
spare, neither shalt thou conceal him: 

But thou shalt surely kill him; 
thine hand shall be first upon him to 
put him to death, and afterwards the 
hand of all the people. Z , 

10 And thou shalt stone him with 
stones, that he die; because he hath 
sought to thrust thee away from the 
LORD thy God, which brought thee 
out of the land of Egypt, from the 
house of bondage. 

11 And all Israel shall hear, and 
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Of meats clean 


fear, and shall. do no more any such 
wickedness as this is among you. 

12 4 If thou shalt hear say in one 
of thy cities, which the LORD thy God 
hath given thee to dwell there, say- 
ing, 7

24 Then ye shall bring them both 
out unto the gate of that city, and ye 
shall stone them with stones that 
they die; the damsel, because she 
cried not, being in the city; and the 
man, because he hath humbled his 
neighbour’s wife: so thou shalt put 
away evil from among you. 

25 ¥ But if a man find a betrothed 
damsel in the field, and the man 
force her, and lie with her: then the 
man only that lay with her shall die: 

26 But unto the damsel thou shalt 
do nothing; there 7s in the damsel no 
sin worthy of death: for as when a 
man riseth against his neighbour, and 
slayeth him, even so 7s this matter:

5 § When a man hath taken a new 
wife, he shall not go out to war, nei- 
ther shali he be charged with any 
business: but he shall be free at hume 
one year, and shall cheer up his wife 
which he hath taken. 

6 §/ No man shall take the nether 
or the upper millstone to pledge: for 
he taketh a man’s life to pledge. 

7 § Ifa man be found stealing any 
of his brethren of the children of Is- 
rael, and maketh merchandise of him, 
or selleth him; then that thief shall 
die; and thou shalt put evil away 
from among you. 

8 9 Take heed in the plague of 
leprosy, that thou observe diligently, 
and do according to all that the priests 
the Levites shall teach you: as I com- 
manded them, soye shall observe todo. 

9 Remember what the LORD thy 
God did unto Miriam by the way, 
after that ye were come forth out of 
Egypt. 

10 § When thou dost lend thy 
brother any thing, thou shalt not go 
into his house to fetch his pledge. 

ir Thou shalt stand abroad, and 
the man to whom thou dost lend shall 
bring out the pledge abroad unto thee. 

12 And if the man be poor, thou 
shalt not sleep with his pledge: _ 

13 In any case thou shalt deliver 
him the pledge again when the sun 
goeth down, that he may sleep in his 
own raiment, and biess thee: and it 
shall be righteousness unte thee be- 
fore the LORD thy God. 

14 4 Thou shalt not oppress an 
hired servant that is poor and needy, 
whether he be of thy brethren, or of thy 
strangers that are in thy land within 
thy gates: : ; 

15 At his day thou shalt give him 
his hire, neither shall the sun godown 
upon it; for he zs poor, and setteth 
his heart upon it: lest he cry against

56 The tender and delicate woman 
among you, which would not adven- 
ture to set the sole of her foot upon 
the ground for delicateness and ten- 
derness, her eye shall be evil toward 
the husband of her bosom, and toward

5 And I have led you forty years 
in the wilderness: your clothes are 
not waxen old upon you, and thy 
shoe is not waxen old upon thy foot. 

6 Ye have not eaten bread, neither 
have ye drunk wine or strong drink: 
that ye might know that I am the 
LORD your God.

0 before thee; he will be with thee, 
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he will not fail thee, neither forsake 
thee: fear not, neither be dismayed. 

9 § And Moses wrote this law, and 
delivered it unto the priests the sons 
of Levi, which bare the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD, and unto ail 
the elders of Israel. 

10 And Moses commanded them, 
saying, At the end of every seven 
years, in the solemnity of the year 
er release, in the feast of taberna- 
cles, 

Iz When all Israel is come to ap- 
pear before the LORD thy God in the 
place which he shall choose, thou 
shalt read this law before all Israel 
in their hearing. 

12 Gather the people together 
men, and women, and children, an 
thy stranger that 7s within thy gates, 
that they may hear, and that they 
may learn, and fear the LORD your 
God, and observe to do all the words 
of this law: : 

13 And that their children, which 
have not known any thing, may heer, 
and learn to fear the LORD your God, 
as long as ye live in the land whither 
ye go over Jordan to possess it. 

14 { And the LORD said unto Mo- 
ses, Behold, thy days approach that 
thou must die: call Joshua, and pre- 
sent yourselves in the tabernacle of 
the congregation, that I may give 
him a charge. And Moses and Joshua 
went, and presented themselves in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 

15 And the LORD ee ee in the 
tabernacle in a pillar of a cloud: and 
the pillar of the cloud stood over the 
door of the tabernacle. 

16 {| And the LORD said unto Moses, 
Behold, thou shalt sleep with thy 
fathers; and this people will rise up, 
and go a whoring after the gods of 
the strangers of the land, whither 
they go to be among them, and will 
forsake me, and break my covenant 
which I have made with them. | 

17, Then my anger shall be kindled 
against them in that day, and I will 
forsake them, and I will hide my 
face from them, and they shall be de- 
voured, and many evils and troubles 
shall befall them; so that they will 
say in that day, Are not these evils 
come upon us, because our God ws 
not among us? : 

18 And I will surely hide my face 
in that day for all the evils which 
they shall have wrought, in that they 
are turned unto other gods. 

19 Now therefore write ye this son, 
for you, and teach it the children 0 
Israel: put it in their mouths, that 
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this song may be a witness for me Gu ear, O ye heavens, and I will 


against the children of Israel. 

20 For when I shall have brought 
them into the land which I sware unto 
their fathers, that floweth with milk 
and honey; and they shall have eaten 
and filled themselves, and waxen 
fat; then will they turn unto other 
gods, and serve them, and provoke 
me, and break my covenant. 

21 And it shall come to pass, when 
many evils and troubles are befallen 
them, that this song shall testify 
against them as a witness; for it 
shall not be forgotten out of the 
mouths of their seed: for I know their 
imagination which they go about, 
even now, before I have brought 
them into the land which Isware. | 

22 {| Moses therefore wrote this 
song the same day, and taught it the 
children of Israel. 

23 And he gave Joshua the son of 
Nun a charge, and said, Be strong 
and of a good courage: for thou shalt 
bring the children of Israel into the 
land which I sware unto them: and 
I will be with thee. 

24 { And it came to pass, when 
Moses had made an end of writing 
the words of this law in a book, until 
they were finished, 

25 That Moses commanded the Le- 
vites, which bare the ark of the cove- 
nant of the LORD, saying, 

26 Take this book of the law, and 
put it in the side of the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD your God, that 
it may be there for a witness against 


ee. 

27 For I know thy rebellion, and 
thy stiff neck: behold, while I am 
yet alive with you this day, ye have 

een rebellious against the LORD}; 
and how much more after my death? 

28 {| Gather unto me all the elders 
of your tribes, and your officers, that 
I may speak these words in their ears, 
and call heaven and earth to record 
against them. 

29 For I know that after my death 
ye will utterly corrupt yourselves, and 
turn aside from the way which I have 
commanded you; and evil will befall 
you in the latter days; because ye 
will do evil in the sight of the LoRD, 
to provoke him to anger through the 
work of your hands. 

30 And Moses spake in the ears of all 
the congregation of Israel the words 
of this song, until they were ended. 


CHAPTER 32.

2 My doctrine shall drop as the 
rain, my speech shall distil as the

4 He 1s the Rock, his work 7s per- 
fect: for all his ways are judgment: 
a God of truth and without iniquity, 
just and right zs he. 

5 They have corrupted themselves, 
their spot 2s not the spot of his chil- 
dren: they are a perverse and crooked 
generation. 4 

Do sy thus requite the LORD, 
O foolish people and unwise? zs not 
he thy father that hath bought thee? 
hath he not made thee, and estab- 
lished thee? 

7 { Remember the days of old, con- 
sider the years of many generations: 
ask thy father, and he will shew thee; 
thy elders, and they will tell thee. 

8 When the most High divided to 
the nations their inheritance, when 
he separated the sons of Adam, he 
set the bounds of the people accord- 
ing to 
Israel. Fad. 

9 For the LORD’s portion zs his 
people; Jacob zs the lot of his in- 
heritance. 

to He found him in a desert land, 
and in the waste howling wilderness; 
he led him about, he instructed him, 
he kept him as the apple of his eye. 

ir As an eagle stirreth up her nest, 
fluttereth over her young, spreadeth 
abroad her wings, taketh them, bear- 
eth them on her wings: 

12 So the LORD alone did lead him, 
and there was no strange god with him. 

13 He made him ride on the high 
places of the earth, that he might eat 
the increase of the fields; and he 
made him to suck honey out of the 
rock, and oil out of the flinty rock; 

14 Butter of kine, and milk of 
sheep, with fat of lambs, and rams 
of the breed of Bashan, and goats, 
with the fat of kidneys of wheat; and 
thou didst drink the pure blood of 
the grape. 

15 { But Jeshurun waxed fat, and 
kicked: thou art waxen fat, thou art 
sro thick, thou art covered with 

atness, then he forsook God which 
made him, and lightly esteemed the 
Rock of his salvation. 

16 They provoked him to jealousy

22 For a fire is kindled in mine 
anger, and shall burn unto the low- 
est hell, and shall consume the earth 
-with her increase, and set on fire the 
foundations of the mountains. 

23 I will heap mischiefs upon them; 
I will spend mine arrows upon them. 

24 They shall be burnt with hunger, 
and devoured with burning heat, 
- and with bitter destruction: I will also 
send the teeth of beasts upon them, 
with the poison of serpents of the dust. 

25 The sword without, and terror 
within, shall destroy both the young 
man and the virgin, the suckling also 
with the man of gray hairs. ; 

26 I said, I would scatter them into 
corners, I would make the remem- 
brance of them to cease from among 
men: 

27 Were it not that I feared the 
wrath of the enemy, lest their ad- 
versaries should behave themselves 
strangely, and lest they should say, 
Our hand 7s high, and the LORD hath 
not done all this. : : 

28 For they are a nation void of 
counsel, neither 7s there any under- 
standing in them. : 

29 O that they were wise, that they 
understood this, that they would con- 
sider their latter end! j 

30 How should one chase a thou- 
sand, and two put ten thousand to 
flight, except their Rock had sold 
them, and the LORD had shut them 
u 


p x : 

31 For their rock 2s not as our 
Rock, even our enemies themselves 
being judges. 


14 
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32 For their vine zs of the vine of 
Sodom, and of the fields of Gomor- 
rah: their grapes are grapes of gall, 
their clusters are bitter: 

33 Their wine zs the poison of dra- 
gons, and the cruel venom of asps. 

34 Is not this laid up in store with 
me and sealed up among my trea- 
sures? 

35 To me belongeth vengeance, and 
recompence; their foot shall slide in 
due time: for the day of their calami 
ws at hand, and the things that shall 
come upon them make haste. 

36 For the LORD shall judge his 
people, and repent himself for his 
servants, when he seeth that ther 
power is gone, and there 1s none shut 
up, or left. 

37 And he shall say, Where are 
their gods, ther rock in whom they 
trusted, 

38 Which did eat the fat of their 
sacrifices, and drank the wine of their 
drink offerings? let them rise up and 
help you, and be your protection. 

39 See now that I, even I, am _he, 
and there is no god with me: I kill, 
and I make alive; I wound, and I heal: 
neither zs there any that can deliver 
out of my hand. 

40 For I lift up my hand to heaven, 
and say, I live for ever. 

41 If I whet my glittering sword, 
and mine hand take hold on judg- 
ment; I will render vengeance to 
mine enemies, and will reward them 
that hate me.

51 Because ye trespassed against 
me among the children of Israel at 
the waters of Meribah-Kadesh, in 
the wilderness of Zin; because ye 
sanctified me not in the midst of the 
children of Israel. 

52 Yet thou shalt see the land be- 
fore thee ; but thou shalt not go thither 
unto the land which I give the chil- 
dren of Israel.

with Moses the man of God 

blessed the children of Israel before 
his death.

6 § Let Reuben live, and not die; 
and let not his men be few. 

74 And this 7s the blessing of Judah: 
and he said, Hear, LORD, the voice of 
Judah, and bring him unto his peo- 
ple: let his hands be sufficient for 
him; and be thou an help to him from 
his enemies. 

8 4 And of Levi he said, Zet thy

holy one, whom thou didst prove at 
Massah, and with whom thou didst 
strive at the waters of Meribah; 

9 Who said unto his father and to 
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his mother, I have not seen him; 
neither did he acknowledge his bre- 
thren, nor knew his own children: 
for they have observed thy word, and 
kept thy covenant. 

1o They shall teach Jacob thy 
judgments, and Israel thy law: they 
shail put incense before thee, and 
whole burnt sacrifice upon thine al- 
tar. 

rr Bless, LORD, his substance, and 
accept the work of his hands: smite 
through the loins of them that rise 
against him, and of them that hate 
him, that they rise not again. — 

12 § And of Benjamin he said, The 
beloved of the LORD shail dwell in 
safety by him; and the LORD shall cover 
bim all the day long, and he shall 
dwell between his shoulders. 

13. { And of Joseph he said, Blessed 
of the LORD be his land, for the pre- 
cious things of heaven, for the dew, 
and for the deep that coucheth be- 
neath, ] : 

14 And for the precious fruits 
brought forth by the sun, and for the 
precious things put forth by the 
moon, ; f 

15 And for the chief things of the 
ancient mountains, and for the pre- 
cious aes of the lasting hills, 

to And for the precious things of 
the earth and fulness thereof, and 
for the good will of him that dwelt in 
the bush: let the blessing come upon 
the head of Joseph, and upon the top 
of the head of him ‘hai was separated 
from his brethren. 

17 His glory zs like the firstling of 
his bullock, and his horns are iuke the 
horns of unicorns: with them he 
shall push the people together to the 
ends oy the earth: and they are the 
ten thousands of Ephraim, and they 
are the thousands of Manasseh.

19 They shall call the people unto 
the mountain; there they shall of- 
fer sacrifices of righteousness: for 
they shall suck of the abundance of 
tie ree and of treasures hid in the 
sand. 

20 4 And of Gad he said, Blessed be 
he that enlargeth Gad: he dwelleth 
as a lion, and teareth the arm with 
the crown of the head. 

21 And he provided the first part 
for himself, because there, in a por- 
tion of the lawgiver, was he seated} 
and he came with the heads of the

23 { And of Naphtali he said, O 
Naphtali, satisfied with favour, and 
full with the blessing of the LORD:

24 § And of Asher he said, Let Ash- 
er be blessed with children; let him 
be acceptable to his brethren, and let 
him dip his foot in oil. 

25 Thy shoes shall be iron. and 
brass; and as thy days, so shall thy 
strength be. | 

26 4 There is none like unto the 
God of Jeshurun, who rideth upon 
the heaven in thy help, and in his 
excellency on the sky. | 

27 The eternal God 7s thy refuge, 
and underneath are the everlasting 
arms: and he shall thrust out the 
enemy from before thee; and shall 
say, Destroy them. 

28 Israel then shall dwell in safety 
alone: the fountain of Jacob shall be 
upon a land of corn and wine; also 
his heavens shall drop downdew. . 
29 Happy art thou, O Israel: who zs 
like unto thee, O people saved by the 
LORD, the shield of thy help, and who 
ws the sword of thy excellency! and 
thine enemies shall be found liars 
unto thee; and thou shalt tread upon

CHAPTER 1.

OW after the death of Moses the 

servant of the LORD it came to 

pass, that the LORDspake unto Joshua 

the son of Nun, Moses’ minister, say- 


ing, i 
2 Moses my servant is dead; now 
therefore arise, go over this Jordan, 


thou, and all this people, unto the 
land which I do give to them, even to 
the children of Israel. 

3 Every place that the sole of your 
foot shall tread upon, that have I 
iven unto you, as I said unto 

oses. : 
4 From the wilderness and this 
Lebanon even unto the great river, 
the river Euphrates, all the land of 
the Hittites, and unto the great sea 
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toward the going down of the sun, 
shall be your coast. 

5 There shall not any man be able 
to stand before thee all the days of thy 
life: as I was with Moses, so I will 
be with thee: I will not fail thee, 
nor forsake thee. 

6 Be strong and of a good courage: 
for unto this people shalt thou divide 
for an inheritance the land, which 
I sware unto their fathers to give 
them. 

7 Only be thou strong and very 
courageous, that thou mayest observe 
to do according to all the law, which 
Moses my servant commanded thee: 
turn not from it to the right hand or 
to the left, that thou mayest prosper 
whithersoever thou goest. 

8 This book of the law shall not 
depart out of thy mouth; but thou 
shalt meditate therein day and night, 
that thou mayest observe to do ac- 
cording to all that is written therein: 
for then thou shalt make thy way 
prosperous, and then thou shalt have 
good success. 

9 Have not I commanded thee? 
Be strong and of a good courage; be 
not afraid, neither be thou dismayed: 
for the LORD thy God 7s with thee 
whithersoever thou goest. 

10 { Then Joshua commanded the 
officers of the people, saying, 

11 Pass through the host, and com~- 
mand the people, saying, Prepare 
you victuals; for within three days 
ye shall pass over this fee to go 
in to possess the land, which the LORD 
your God giveth you to possess it. 

12 § And to the Reubenites, and to 
the Gadites, and to half the tribe of 
Manasseh, spake Joshua, saying, 

13 Remember the word which Mo- 
ses the servant of the LORD com- 
manded you, saying, The LORD your 
God hath given you rest, and hath 
given you this land. 

14 Your wives, your little ones, and 
your cattle, shall remain in the land 
which Moses gave you on this side 
pea but ye shall pass before your 

rethren armed, all the mighty men 
of valour, and help them; 

15 Until the LORD have given your 
brethren rest, as he hath given you, 
and they also have possessed the land 
which the LORD yout God giveth 
them: then ye shall return unto the 
land of your possession, and enjoy it, 
which Moses the LORD’s servant gave 
you on this side Jordan toward the 
sunrising. 

16 { And they answered Joshua, 
saying, All that thou commandest us 
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we will do, and whithersoever thou 
sendest us, we will go. 

17 According as we hearkened unto 
Moses in all s, so will we hearken 
unto thee: only the LORD thy God be 
with thee, as he was with Moses. 

18 Whosoever he be that doth rebel 
against thy commandment, and will 
not hearken unto 'thy words in all that 
thou commandest him, he shall be 
put to death: only be strong and ofa 
good courage. 


CHAPTER 2. 


1 Spies sent to Jericho.. 4 Rahab con- 
ceals them. 12 Their covenant. 


Boe Joshua the son of Nun sent 
out of Shittim two men to sp 
secretly, saying, Go view the land, 
even Jericho. And they went, and 
came into an harlot’s house, named 
Rahab, and lodged there. | ; 

2 And it was told the king of Jeri- 
cho, saying, Behold, there came men 
in hither to night of the children of 
Israel to search out the country. 

3 And the king of Jericho sent unto 
Rahab, saying, Bring forth the men 
that are come to thee, which are en- 
tered into thine house: for they be 
come to search out all the country. 

4 And the woman took the two men, 
and hid them, and said thus, There 
came men unto me, but I wist not 
whence they were: : 

5 And it came to pass about the time 
of shutting of the gate, when it was 
dark, that the men went out: whither 
the men went I wot not: pursue after 
them quickly; for ye shall overtake 
them. 

6 But she had brought them up to 
the roof of the house, and hid them 
with the stalks of flax, which she had - 
laid in order upon the roof. 

7 And the men pursued after them 
the way to Jordan unto the fords: 
and as soon as they which pursued 
after them were gone out, they shut 
the gate. > 

8 4 And before they were laid down, 
she came up unto them upon the roof; 

9 And she said unto the men, I 
know that the LORD hath given you 
the land, and that your terror is 
fallen upon us, and that all the in- 
habitants of the land faint because of 
you 

ro For we have heard how the 
LORD dried up the water of the Red 
sea for you, when ye came out of 
Egypt; and what ye did unto the 
two kings of the Amorites, that were 
on the other side Jordan, Sihon and 
Og, whom ye utterly destroyed. 
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ir And as soon as we had heard 
these things, our hearts did melt, 
neither did there remain any more 
courage in any man, because of you: 
for the LORD your God, he zs God in 
heaven above, and in earth beneath. 

12 Now therefore, I pray you, 
swear unto me by the LORD, since 
I have shewed you kindness, that ye 
will also shew kindness unto my 
father’s house, and give me a true 
token: : 

13 And that ye will save alive my 
father, and my mother, and my bre- 
thren, and my sisters, and all that they 
have, and deliver our lives from death. 

14 And the men answered her, Our 
life for yours, if ye utter not this our 
business. And it shall be, when the 
LorD hath given us the land, that 
we willdeal kindly and truly with thee. 

15 Then she let them down by a 
cord through the window: for her 
house was upon the town wall, and 
she dwelt upon the wall. 

16 And she said unto them, Get you 
to the mountain, lest the pursuers 
meet you; and hide yourselves there 
three days, until the pursuers be re- 
turned: and afterward may ye goyour 


way. 

17 And the men said unto her, We 
will be blameless of this thine oath 
which thou hast made us swear. 

18 Behold, when we come into the 
land, thou shalt bind this line of scar- 
let thread in the window which thou 
didst let us down by: and thou shalt 
bring thy father, and thy mother, 
and thy brethren, and all thy father’s 
household, home unto thee. 

19 And it shall be, that whosoever 
shall go out of the doors of ya! house 
into the street, his blood shall be upon 
his head, and we will be guiltless: and 
whosoever shall be with thee in the 
house, his blood shall be on our head, 
if any hand be upon him. | ; 

20 And if thou utter this our busi- 
ness, then we will be quit of thine 
oath which thou hast made us to 
swear. 

21 And she said, According unto 
your words, so be it. And she sent 
them away, and they departed: and

22 And they went, and came unto 
the mountain, and abode there three 
days, until the pursuers were returned:

Shittim, and came to Jordan, he and 

all the children of Israel, and lodged 
there before they passed over. 

2 And it came to pass after three 
days, that the officers went through 
the host; 

3 And they commanded the people, 
saying When ye see the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD your God, and 
the priests the Levites bearing it,then 
ye shall remove from your place, and 
go after it. 

4 Yet there shall be a space be- 
tween you and it, about two thou- 
sand cubits by measure: come not 
near unto it, that ye may know the 
way by which ye must go: for ye have 
not pores this way heretofore. 

5 And Joshua said unto the people, 
Sanctify yourselves: for to morrow 
the LORD will do wonders among you. 

6 And Joshua spake unto the priests, 
saying, Take up the ark of the cove- 
nant, and pass over before the people. 
And they took up the ark of the cove- 
nant, and went before the people. 

7 4 And the LORD said unto Joshua, 
This day will I begin to magnify thee 
in the sight of all Israel, that they 
may know that, as I was with Moses, 
so I will be with thee. 

8 And thou shalt command the 
priests that bear the ark of the cove- 
nant, saying, When ye are come to 
the brink of the water of J ordan, ye 
shall stand still in Jordan. ; 

9 § And Joshua said unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, Come hither, and hear 
the words of the LORD your God. 

10 And Joshua said, Hereby ye shall 
know that the living God 7s aan 
you, and that he will without fai 
drive out from before you the Ca- 
naanites, and the Hittites, and the 
Hivites, and the Perizzites, and the 
Girgashites, and the Amorites, and 
the Jebusites. 

11 Behold, the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord of all the earth passeth 
over before you into Jordan. 
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12 Now therefore take you twelve 
men out of the tribes of Israel, out of 
every tribe a man, 

13 And it shall come to pass, as 
soon as the soles of the feet of the 
priests that bear the ark of the LORD, 
the Lord of all the earth, shall rest in 
the waters of Jordan, that the waters 
of Jordan shall be cut off from the 
waters that come down from above; 
and they shall stand upon an heap. 

14 J And it came to pass, when “he 
people removed from their tents, to 
pass over Jordan,and the priests bear- 
ing the ark of the covenant before 
the people; 

15 And as they that bare the ark 
were come unto Jordan, and the feet 
of the priests that bare the ark were 
dipped in the brim of the water, (for 
Jordan overfloweth all his banks all 
the time of harvest,) X 

16 That the waters which came 
down from above stood and rose up 
upon an heap very far from the city 
Adam, that 7 beside Zaretan: and 
those that came down toward the sea 
of the plain, even the salt sea, failed, 
and were cut off: and the people 
passed over right against Jericho. 

17 And the priests that bare the ark 
of the covenant of the LORD stood 
firm on dry ground in the midst of 
Jordan, and all the Israelites passed 
over on dry ground, until all the peo- 
ple were passed clean over Jordan. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 The twelve stones of Jordan. 10 Cross- 
ing of the people, 20 Camp at Gilgal. 


Ae it came to pass, when all the 
people were clean passed over 
. Jordan, that the LORD spake unto 
Joshua, saying, 

2 Take you twelve men out of the 
people, out of every tribe a man, 

3 And command ye them, saying, 
Take you hence out of the midst of 
Jordan, out of the place where the 


priests’ feet stood firm, twelve stones, | 


and ye shall carry them over with you, 
and leave them in the lodging place, 
where ye shall lodge this night. 

4 Then Joshua called the twelve 
men, whom he had prepared of the 
children of Israel, out of every tribe 
aman: 

5 And Joshua said unto them, Pass 
over before the ark of the LORD your 
God into the midst of Jordan, and 
take you up every man of you a stone 
upon his shoulder, according unto 
the number of the tribes of the chil- 
dren of Israel: 
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6 That this may be a sign among 
you, that when your children ask 
their fathers in time to come, saying, 
What mean ye by these stones? 

7 Then ye shall answer them, That 
the waters of Jordan were cut off 
before the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD; when it passed over Jordan, 
the waters of Jordan were cut off: 
and these stones shall be for a me- 
morial unto the children of Israel 
for ever. : 

8 And the children of Israel did so 
as Joshua commanded, and took up 
twelve stones out of the midst of Jor- 
dan, as the LORD spake unto Joshua, 
according to the number of the tribes 
of the children of Israel, and carried 
them over with them unto the place 
where they lodged, and laid them 
down there. 

9 And Joshua set up twelve stones 
in the midst of Jordan, in the place 
where the feet of the priests which 
bare the ark of the covenant stood: 
and they are there unto this day. 

Io { For the priests which bare the 
ark stood in the midst of Jordan, until 
every thing was finished that the 
LORD commanded Joshua to speak 
unto the people, according to all that 
Moses commanded Joshua: and the 
people hasted and passed over. 

rz And it came to pass, when all the 
people were clean passed over, that 


| the ark of the LORD passed over, and 


oe priests, in the presence of the peo- 


ple. 

12 And the children of Reuben, 
and the children of Gad, and half the 
tribe of Manasseh, passed over armed 
before the children of Israel, as Moses 
spake unto them: 

13 About forty thousand prepared 
for war passed over before the RD 


' unto battle, to the plains of Jericho, 


14 { On that day the LORD magni- 
fied Joshua in the sight of all Israel; 
and they feared him, as they feared 
Moses, all the days of his life. 

15 And the LORDspake unto Joshua, 
saying, 

16 Command the priests that bear 
the ark of the testimony, that they 
come up out of Jordan. 

17 Joshua therefore commanded 
the priests, saying, Come ye up out of 
Jordan. | 

18 And it came to pass, when the 
priests that bare the ark of the cove- 
nant of the LORD were come up out 
of the midst of Jordan, and the soles of 
the priests’ feet were lifted up unto 
the dry land, that the waters of Jor- 
dan returned unto their place, and 
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flowed over all his banks, as they did 
before. : 

19 { And the people came up out of 
Jordan on the tenth day of the first 
month, and encamped in Gilgal, in 
the east border of Jericho. 

20 those twelve stones, which 
they took out of Jordan, did Joshua 
pitch in Gilgal. : 

21 And he spake unto the children 
of Israel, saying, When your chil- 
dren shall ask their fathers in time 
to come, saying, What mean these 
stones? 

22 Then ye shall let your children 
know, saying, Israel came over this 
Jordan on dry land. 3 

23 For the LORD your God dried up 
the waters of Jordan from before 

ou, until ye were passed over, as the 

RD your God did to the Red sea, 
which he dried up froia before us, 
until we were gone over: 

24 That all the people of the earth 
might know the hand of the LORD, 
that itzs mighty: that ye might fear 
the LORD your God for ever. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 A second circumcision. 10 Passover at 
; Gilgal. 12 Manna ceases. 


7 tile it came to pass, when all the 
kings of the Amorites, which 
were on the side of Jordan westward, 
and all the kings of the Canaanites, 
which were by the sea, heard that 
the LorD had dried up the waters of 
agi from before the children of 

srael, until we were passed over, that 
their heart melted, neither was there 
spirit in them any more, because of 
the children of Israel. 

2 { At that time the LORD said unto 
Joshua, Make thee sharp knives, and 
circumcise again the children of Israel 
the second time. J 

3 And Joshua made him = sharp 
knives, and circumcised the children 
of Israel at the hill of the foreskins. 

4 And this zs the cause why Joshua 
did circumcise: All the people that 
came out of Egypt, that were males, 
even all the men of war, died in the 
wilderness by the way, after they 
came out of Egypt. 

5 Now all the people that came out 
" were circumcised: but all the people 
that were born in the wilderness by the 
way as they came forth out of Egypt, 
them they had not circumcised. 

6 For the children of Israel walked 
forty years in the wilderness, till all 
the people that were men of war, which 
came out of Egypt, were consumed, 
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because they obeyed not the vcice of 
the LORD: unto whom the LORD 
sware that he would not shew them 
the land, which the LORD sware unto 
their fathers that he would give us, 
a land that floweth with milk and 
honey. } 

7 And their children, whom he 
raised up in their stead, them Joshua 
circumcised: for they were uncir- 
cumcised, because they had not cir- 
cumcised them by the way. 

8 And it came to pass, when they 
had done circumcising all the people, 
that they abode in their places in the 
camp, till they were whole. 

9 And the LORD said unto Joshua, 
This day have I rolled away the re- 
proach of Egyptfrom off you. Where- 
fore the name of the place is called 
Gilgal unto this day. 

to {| And the children of Israel en- 
camped in Gilgal, and kept the pass- 
over on the fourteenth day of the 
mont at even in the plains of Jeri- 
cho. 

tz And they did eat of the old corn 
of the land on the morrow after the 
passover, unleavened cakes, and 
parched corn in the selfsame day. 

12 4 And the manna ceased on the 
morrow after they had eaten of the 
old corn of the land; neither had the 
children of Israel manna any more; 
but they did eat of the fruit of the 
land of Canaan that year. 

13 { And it came to pane when 
Joshua was by Jericho, that he lifted 
up his eyes and looked, and, behold, 
there stood a man over against him 
with his sword drawn in his hand: 
and Joshua went unto him, and said 
unto him, Art thou for us, or for our 
adversaries? 

14 And he said, Nay; but as cap- 
tain of the host of the LORD am I now 
come. And Joshua fell on his face 
to the earth, and did worship, and 
said unto him, What saith my lord 
unto his servant? _ 

15 And the captain of the LORD’s 
host said unto Joshua, Loose thy 
shoe from off thy foot; for the place 
whereon thou standest zs holy. And 
Joshua did so. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Stege of Jericho. 20 The walls fall. 
22 Rahab ts saved. 


ING Jericho was straitly shut u 
because of the children of Israel: 
none went out, and none came in. 

2 And the LorD said unto Joshua, 
See, I have given into thine hand 
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JOSHUA, 6. 


Rahab is saved. 


Jericho, and the king thereof, and 
the mighty men of valour. : 

3 And ye shall compass the city, all 
yemen fe war, and go round about the 
cityonce. Thusshaltthou do sixdays. 

4 And seven priests shall bear be- 
fore the ark seven trumpets of rams’ 
horns: and the seventh day ye shall 
compass the city seven times, and 
the priests shall blow with the trum- 
pets. 

5 And it shall come to pass, that 
when they make a long blast with the 
ram’s horn, and when ye hear the 
sound of the trumpet, all the people 
shall shout with a great shout; and 
the wall of the city shall fall down 
flat, and the people shall ascend up 
every man straight before him. 

6 § And Joshua the son of Nun 
called the priests, and said unto them, 
Take up the ark of the covenant, and 
let seven priests bear seven trumpets 
of rams’ horns before the ark of the 
LORD. 

7 And he said unto the people, Pass 
on, and compass the city, ard let him 
that is armed pass on before the ark 
of the LorD. 

8 { And it came to pass, when 
Joshua had spoker unto the people, 
that the seven pHesis bearing the 
seven trumpets of rams’ horns passed 
on before the LORD, and blew with 
the trumpets: and the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD followed them. 

9 { And the armed men went be- 
fore the priests that blew with the 
trumpets, and the rereward came 
after the ark, the priests going on, 
and blowing with the trumpets. 

to And J oshua had commanded the 
people, saying, Ye shall not shout, 
nor make any noise with your voice, 
neither shall any word proceed out of 
your mouth, until the day I bid you 
shout; then shall ye shout. 

11 So the ark of the LORD com- 
passed the city, going about zt once: 
and they came into the camp, and 
lodged in the camp. 

12 { And Joshua rose early in the 
morning, and the priests took up the 
ark of the LorD. 

13 And seven priests bearing seven 
trumpets of rams’ horns before the 
ark of the LORD went on continually, 
and blew with the trumpets: and the 
armed men went before them; but 
the rereward came after the ark of 
the LORD, the priests going on, and 
blowing with the trumpets. 

14 And the second day they com- 
passed the city once, and returned 
into the camp: so they did six days. 


216 


15 And it came to pass on the sev- 
enth day, that they rose early about 
the dawning of the day, and com- 
passed the city after the same man- 
ner seven times: only on that day 
they compassed the city seven times. 

16 Andit came to passat the seventh 
time, when the priests blew with the 
trumpets, Joshua said unto the peo- 
ple, Shout; for the LORD hath given 
you the city. 

17 { And the city shall be accursed, 
even it, and all that are therein, to the 
LORD: only Rahab the harlot shall 
live, she and all that are with her in 
the house, because she hid the mes- 
sengers that we sent. | 

18 And ye, in any wise keep your- 
selves from the accursed thing, lest ye 
make yourselves accursed, when ye 
take of the accursed thing, and make 
the camp of Israel a curse, and 
trouble it. : 

1g But all the silver, and gold, and 
vessels of brass and iron, are conse- 
crated unto the LORD: they shall 
come into the treasury of the LORD. 

20 So the people shouted when the 
priests blew with the trumpets: and it 
came to pass, when the people heard 
the sound of the trumpet, and the 
people shouted with a great shout, 
that the wall fell down flat, so that 
the people went up into the city, 
every man straight before him, and 
they took the city. 

21 And they utterly destroyed all 
that was in the city, both man and 
woman, young and old, and ox, and 
sheep, and ass, with the edge of the 
sword. 

22 But Joshua had said unto the 
two men that had spied out the coun- 
try, Go into the harlot’s house, and 
bring out thence the woman, and all 
that she hath, as ye sware unto her. 

23 And the young men that were 
spies went in, and brought out Rahab, 
and her father, and her mother, and 
her brethren, and all that she had; 
and they brought out all her kindred 
and left them without the camp of 
Israel. 

24 And they burnt the city with fire, 
and all that was therein: only the sil- 
ver, and the gold, and the vessels of 
brass and of iron, they put into the 
treasury of the house of the LoRD. 

25 And Joshua saved Rahab the 
harlot alive, and her father’s house-- 
hold, and all that she had; and she 
dwelleth in Israel even unto this day; 
because she hid the messengers, which 
Joshua sent to spy out Jericho. 

26 { And Joshua adjured them at

that time, saying, Cursed be the man 
before the LORD, that riseth up and 
buildeth this city Jericho: he shall 
lay the foundation thereof in his first- 
born, and in his youngest son shall he 
set up the gates of it. P 

27 So the LORD was with Joshua; 
and his fame was nosed throughout 
all the country. 


CHAPTER 7.° 


1 Israel smitten at Ati. 16 Crime and 
death of Achan. 


UT the children of Israel com- 
» mitted a trespass in the accursed 
thing: for Achan, the son of Carmi, 
the son of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, 
of the tribe of Judah, took of the ac- 
cursed thing: and the anger of the 
LORD was kindled against the chil- 
dren of Israel. 
_2 And Joshua sent men from Jer- 
icho to Ai, which 7s beside Beth-aven, 
on the east side of Beth-el, and spake 
unto them, saying, Go up and view 
the country. And the men went up 
and viewed Ai. 

3, And they returned to Joshua, and 
said unto him, Let not all the people 
go up; but let about two or three 
thousand men g° up and smite Ai; 
and make not all the people to labour 
thither; for they are but few. 

4 So there went up thither of the 
people about three thousand men: 
and they fled before the men of Ai. 

5 And the men of Ai smote of them 
about thirty and six men: for they 
chased them from before the gate even 
unto Shebarim, and smote them in 
the going down: wherefore the hearts 
of the people melted, and became as 


water. 

6 § And Joshua rent his clothes, 
and fell to the earth _upon his face 
before the ark of the LORD until the 
eventide, he and the elders of Israel, 
and put dust upon their heads. 

7 fan Joshua said, Alas, O Lord 
Gop, wherefore hast thou at all 
brought this people over Jordan, to 
deliver us into the hand of the Am- 
orites, to destroy us? would to God 
we had been content, and dwelt on 
the other side Jordan! 

8 O Lord, what shall I say, when Is- 
rael turneth their backs before their 
enemies! : ; 

9 For the Canaanites and all the in- 
habitants of the land shall hear of zt, 
and shall environ us round, and cut 
off our name from the earth: and 
what wilt thou do unto thy great 
name? 
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to § And the LORD said unto Josh- 
ua, Get thee up; wherefore liest thou 
thus upon thy face? 

iz Israel hath sinned, and they have 
also transgressed my covenant which 
I commanded them: for they have 
even taken of the accursed thing, and 
have also stolen, and dissembled 
also, and they have put 7¢ even among 
their own stuff. 

12 Therefore the children of Israel 
could not stand before their enemies, 
but turned ther backs before their en- 
emies, because they were accursed: 
neither will I be with you.any more, 
except ye destroy the accursed from 
among you. | 

13 Up, sanctify the people, and say, 
Sanctify yourselves against to mor- 
row: for thus saith the LORD God 
of Israel, There 1s an accursed thing 
in the midst of thee, O Israel: thou 
canst not stand before thine enemies, 
until ye take away the accursed thing 
from among you. 

14 In the morning therefore ye shall 
be brought according to your tribes: 
and it shall be, that the tribe which 
the. LORD taketh shall come accord- 
ing to the families thereof: and the 
family which the LORD shall take 
shall come by households; and vhe 
household which the LORD shall take 
shall come man by man. 

15 And it shall be, that he that is 
taken with the accursed thing shall 
be burnt with fire, he and all that he 
hath: because he hath transgressed 
the covenant of the LORD, and be- 
cause he hath wrought folly in Is- 


rael, 

16 § So Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and brought Israel by their 
tribes; and the tribe of Judah was 


taken: 

17 And he brought the family of 

udah; and he took the family of the 

arhites: and he brought the family 
of the Zarhites man by man; and 
Zabdi was taken: : 

18 And he brought his household 
man by man; and Achan, the son of 
Carmi, the son of Zabdi, the son of 
Zerah, of the tribe of Judah, was taken. 

1g And Joshua said unto Achan, 
My son, give, I pray thee, glory to the 
LorRD God of Israel, and make con- 
fession unto him; and tell me now 
what thou hast done; hide zt not from 


me. 
20 And Achan answered Joshua, 
and said, Indeed Ihave sinned against 
the LORD God of Israel, and thus and 
thus have I done: y 
21 WhenI saw among the spoils a 
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oodly Babylonish garment, and two 
hundred shekels of silver, and a 
wedge of gold of fifty shekels weight, 
then I coveted them, and took them; 
and, behold, they are hid in the earth 
in the midst of my tent, and the silver 
under it. 

22 {So Joshua sent messengers, 
and they ran unto the tent; and, be- 
hold, 2# was hid in his tent, and the 
silver under it. 

23 And they took them out of the 
midst of the tent, and brought them 
unto Joshua, and unto all the chil- 
dren of Israel, and laid them out be- 
fore the LORD. . 

24 And Joshua, and all Israel with 
him, took Achan the son of Zerah, 
and the silver, and the garment, and 
the wedge of gold, and his sons, and 
his daughters, and his oxen, and his 
asses, and his sheep, and his tent, 
and all that he had: and they brought 
them unto the valley of Achor. 

25 And Joshua said, Why hast 
thou troubled us? the LORD shall 
trouble thee this day. And all Israel 
stoned him with stones, and burned 
them with fire, after they had stoned 
them with stones. | : 

26 And they raised over him a 
great heap of stones unto this day. So 
the LORD turned from the fierceness 
of his anger. Wherefore the name of 
that place was called, The valley of 
Achor, unto this day. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 Joshua encouraged. 3 Capture of At. 
80 Joshua’s altar. 


ine the LORD said unto Joshua, 
Fear not, neither be thou dis- 
mayed: take all the people of war 
with thee, and arise, go up to Ai: see, 
Ihave given into thy hand the king 
of Ai, and his people, and his city, 
and his land: 

2 And thou shalt do to_Ai and her 
king as thou didst unto Jericho and 
her king: only the spoil thereof, and 
the cattle thereof, shall ye take for 
a prey unto yourselves: lay thee an 
ambush for the city behind it, 

3 {So Joshua arose, and all the 
people of war, to go up against Ai: 
and Joshua chose out thirty thou- 
sand mighty men of valour, and sent 
them away by night. 

4 And he commanded them, saying, 
Behold, ye shall lie in wait against the 
city, even behind the city: go not very 
far from the city, but be ye all ready: 

5 And I, and all the people that are 
with me, will approach unto the city:

and it shall come to pass, when tbey 
come out against us, as at the first, 
that we will flee before them,

ambush, and seize upon the city: for 
the LORD your God will deliver it into 
your hand. 

8 And it shall be, when ye have 
taken the city, that ye shall set the 
city on fire: according to the com- 
mandment of the LORD shall ye do. 
See, I have commanded you. 

9 { Joshua therefore sent, them 
forth: and they went to lie in am- 
bush, and abode between Beth-el and 
Ai, on the west side of Ai: but Joshua 
lodged that night among the people. 

to And Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and numbered the people, 
and went up, he and the elders of Is- 
rael, before the people to Ai. 

iz And all the people, even the peo- 
ple of war that were with him, went 
up, and drew nigh, and came before 
the city, and pitched on the north 
side of Ai: now there was a valley be- 
tween them and Ai. 

12 And he took about five thousand 
men, and set them to lie in ambush 
between Beth-el and Ai, on the west 
side of the city. 

13 And when they had set the peo- 
ple, even all the host that was on the 
north of the city, and their liers in 
wait on the west of the city, Joshua 
nen that night into the midst of the 
valley. 

14 {| And it came to nass, when the 
king of Ai saw zi, that they hasted 
and rose up early, and the men of the 
city went out against Israel to battle, 
he and all his people, at a time ap- 
pointed, before the plain; but he 
wist not th t there were liers in am- 
bush against him behind the city. 

15 And Joshua and all Israel made 
as if they were beaten before them, 
and fled by the way of the wilderness. 

16 And all the people that were in 
Ai were called together to pursue 
after them: and they pursued after 
nies and were drawn away from 

e city. 

17 And there was not a man left in 
Ai or Beth-el, that went not out after 
Israel: and they left the city open, 
and pursued after Israel. 

18 And the LORD said unto Joshua, 
Stretch out the spear that 7s in thy 
hand toward Ai; for I will give it

into thine hand. And Joshua stretched 
out the spear that he had in his hand 
toward the city. 

19 And the ambush arose quickly 
out of their place, and they ran as 
soon as he had stretched out his hand: 
and they entered into the city, and 
pk it, and hasted and set the city on 

re. 

20 And when the men of Ai looked 
behind them, they saw, and, behold, 
the smoke of the city ascended up 
to heaven, and they had no power to 
flee this way or that way: and the 
people that fled to the wilderness 
turned back upon the pursuers. 

21 And when Joshua and all Israel 
saw that the ambush had taken the 
city, and that the smoke of the city 
ascended, then they turned again, 
and slew the men of Ai. 

22 And the other issued out of the 
city against them; so they were in 
the midst of (srael, some on this side, 
and some on that side: and they 
smote them, so that they let none of 
them remain or escape. | 

23 And the king of Ai they took 
alive, and brought him to Joshua. 

24 And it came to pass, when Israel 
had made an end of slaying all the 
inhabitants of Ai in the field, in the 
wilderness wherein they chased them, 
and when they were all fallen on the 
edge of the sword, until they were 
consumed, that all the Israelites re- 
turned unto Ai, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword. 

25, And so it was, that all that fell 
that day, both of men and women, 
aA twelve thousand, even all the men 
of Ai. 

26 For Joshua drew not his hand 
back, wherewith he stretched out the 
spear, until he had utterly destroyed 
all the inhabitants of Ai. ) 

27 Only the cattle and the spoil of 
that city Israel took for a prey unto 
themselves, according unto the word 
of the LORD which he commanded 
Joshua. j 

28 And Joshua burnt Ai, and made 
it an heap for ever, even a desolation 
_ unto this day. | . 

29 And the king of Ai he hanged 
onatree until eventide: and as soon 
as the sun was down, Joshua com- 
-manded that they should take his 
carcase down from the tree, and cast 
it at the entering of the gate of the 
city, and raise thereon a great heap 
of stones, that remaineth unto this day. 

30 § Then Joshua built an altar 
unto the LORD God of Israel in 
mount Ebal, 
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31 As Moses the servant of the LORD 
commanded the children of Israel, 
as it is written in the book of the 
law of Moses, an altar of whole stones, 
over which no man hath lift up any 
iron; and they offered thereon burnt 
offerings unto the LORD, and sacrificed 
peace offerings. 

32 {4 And he wrote there upon the 
stones a copy of the law of Moses, 
which he wrote in the presence of the 
children of Israel. 

33 And all Israel, and their elders, 
and officers, and their judges, stood 
on this side the ark and on that side 
before the priests the Levites, which 
bare the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD, as well the stranger, as he that 
was born among them; half of them 
over against mount Gerizim, and half 
of them over against mount Ebal; 
as Moses the servant of the LORD 
had commanded before, that they 
should bless the people of Israel. 

34 And afterward he read all the 
words of the law, the blessings and 
cursings, according to all that is writ- 
ten in the book of the law. 

35 There was not a werd of all that 
Moses commanded, which Joshua 
read not before all the congregation 
of Israel, with the women, and the 
little ones, and the strangers that 
were conversant among them. 


CHAPTER o9. 


1 Gibeon’s crafty league. 16 Their ser- 
vantage to Israel. 


AR it came to pass, when all the 
kings which were on this side 
ordan, in the hills, and in the val- 
eys, and in all the coasts of the great 
sea over against Lebanon, the Hit- 
tite, and the Amorite, the Canaanite, 
the Perizzite, the Hivite, and the Jeb- 
usite, heard thereof: 

2 That they gathered themselves 
together, to fight with Joshua and 
with Israel, with one accord, 

3 § And when the inhabitants of 
Gibeon heard what Joshua had done 
unto Jericho and to Ai. 

4 They did work wilily, and went 
and made as if they had been am- 
bassadors, and took old sacks upon 
their asses, and wine bottles, old, 
and rent, and bound up; 

5 And old shoes and clouted upon 
their feet, and old garments upon 
them; and all the bread of their pro- 
vision was dry and mouldy. 

6 And they went to Joshua unto 
the camp at Gilgal, and said_unto 
him, and to the men of Israel, We be 
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come from a far country: now there- 
fore make ye a league with us. 

7 And the men of Israel said unto 
the Hivites, Peradventure ye dwell 
among us; and how shall we make 
a league with you? 

8 And they said unto Joshua, We 
' are thy servants. And Joshua said 
unto them, Who are ye? and from 
whence come ye? : 

g And they said unto him, From 
a very far country thy servants are 
come because ot the name of the 
LORD thy God: for we have heard 
the fame of him, and ail that he did 


in Egypt, J 

to And all that he did to the two 
kings of the Amorites, that were be- 
yond Jordan, to Sihon king of Hesh- 
bon, and to Og king of Bashan, which 
was at Ashtaroth. 

11 Wherefore our elders and all the 
inhabitants of our country spake to 
us, saying, Take victuals with you 
for the journey, and go to meet them, 
and say unto them, We are your ser- 
vants: therefore now make ye a 
league with us. 

12 This our bread we took hot for 
our provision out of our houses on 
the day we came forth to go unto 
you; but now, behold, it is dry, and 
it is mouldy: 

13 And these bottles of wine, which 
we filled, were new; and, behold, they 
be rent: and these our garments and 
our shoes are become old by reason 
of the very long journey. 

14 And the men took of their vic- 
tuals, and asked not counsel at the 
mouth of the LORD. 

15 And Joshua made peace with 
them, and made a league with them, 
to let them live: and the princes of 
the congregation sware unto them. 

16 4 And it came to pass at the end 
of three days after they had made a 
league with them, that they heard 
that they were their neighbours, and 
that they dwelt among them. 

17 And the children of Israel jour- 
neyed, and came unto their cities on 
the third day. Now their cities were 
Gibeon, and Chephirah, and Beeroth, 
and Kirjath-jearim. 

18 And the children of Israel smote 
them not, because the princes of the 
congregation had sworn unto them 
by the LORD God of Israel. And all 
the congregation murmured against 
the princes. Be 

19 But all the princes said unto all 
the congregation, We havesworn unto 
them by the LORD God of Israel: now 
therefore we may not touch them. 
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are made bondmen. 


20 This we will do to them; we will 
even let them live, lest wrath be 
upon us, because of the oath which 
we sware unto them. | 

21 And the princes said unto them, 
Let them live; but let them be hew- 
ers of wood and drawers of water 
unto all the congregation; as the 
princes had promised them. 

22 § And Joshua called for them, 
and he spake unto them, saying, 
Wherefore have ye beguiled us, say- 
ing, We are very far from you; when 
ye dwell among us? 

23 Now therefore ye are cursed, 
and there shall none of you be freed 
from being bondmen, and hewers of 
wood and drawers of water for the 
house of my God. 

24 And they answered Joshua, and 
said, Because it was certainly told 
thy servants, how that the LORD thy 
God commanded his servant Moses 
to give you all the land, and to destroy 
all the inhabitants of the land from 
before you, therefore we were sore 
afraid of our lives because of you, 
and have done this thing. 

25. And now, behold, we are in 
thine hand: as it seemeth good and 
right unto thee to do unto us, do. 

26 And so did he unto them, and 
delivered them out of the hand of the 
children of Israel, that they slew 
them not. 

27 And Joshua made them that day 
hewers of wood and drawers of water 
for the congregation, and for the altar 
of the LORD, even unto this day, in 
the place which he should choose. 


CHAPTER ro. 


1 Conspiracy against Gibeon. 8 Joshua 
defeats the kings. 13 The sun stands 
stull. 28 Further conquests. 


N° it came to pass, when Adoni- 
zedec king of Jerusalem had 
heard how Joshua had taken Ai, and 
had utterly destroyed it; as he had 
done to Jericho and her king, so he 
had done to Ai and her king; and 
how the inhabitants of Gibeon had 
made peace with Israel, and were 
among them; 

2 That they feared greatly, because 
Gibeon was a great city, as one of the 
royal cities, and because it was 
greater than Ai, and all the men 
thereof were mighty. 

3 Wherefore Adoni-zedec ki of 
Jerusalem sent unto Hoham ki 
of Hebron, and unto Piram tings of 
aes and unto Japhia king of 

achish, and unto Debir king ok Eg- 
lon, saying, 
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4 Come up unto me, and help me, 
that we may smite Gibeon: for it 
hath made peace with Joshua and 
with the children of Israel. 

5 Therefore the five kings of the 
Amorites, the king of Jerusalem, the 
king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, 
the king of Lachish, the king of Eglon, 
gathered themselves together, and 
went up, they and all their hosts, and 
encamped before Gibeon, and made 
war against it. 

6 { And the men of Gibeon sent unto 
Joshua to the camp to Gilgal, saying, 
Slack not thy hand from thy servants; 
come up to us quickly, and save us, 
and help us: for all the kings of the 
Amorites that dwell in the mountains 
are gathered together against us. 

7 So Joshua ascended from Gilgal, 
he, and all the people of war with 
him, and all the mighty men of val- 
our. 

8 § And the LORDsaid unto Joshua, 
Fear them not: for I have delivered 
them into thine hand; there shall not 
aman of them stand before thee. 

9 Joshua therefore came unto them 
suddenly, and went up from Gilgal all 


night. 

ro And the LORD discomfited them 
before Israel, and slew them with a 
great slaughter at Gibeon, and chased 
them along the way that goeth up 
to Beth-horon, and smote them to 
Azekah, and unto Makkedah. 

iz And it came to pass, as they fled 
from before Israel, and were in the 
going down to Betb-horon, that the 
LORD cast down great stones from 
heayen upon them unto Azekah, and 
they died: they were more which died 
with hailstones than they whom the 
children of Israel slew with the sword. 
_12 § Thenspake Joshua tothe LORD 
in the day when the LORD delivered 
up the Amorites before the children 
of Israel, and he said in the sight of 
Israel, Sun, stand thou still upon 
Gibeon; and thou, Moon, in the val- 
ley of Ajalon. ; 

13 And the sun stood still, and the 
moon stayed, until the people had 
avenged themselves upon their en- 
emies. Js not this written in the 
book of Jasher? So the sun stood 
still in the midst of heaven, and hasted 
mot to go down about a whole day. 

14 And there was no day like that 
before it or after it, that the LORD 
hearkened unto the voice of a man: 
for the LORD fought for Israel. 

15 §| And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, unto the camp to 
Gilgal. 


‘Makkedah, and smote it wit 


16 But these five kings fled, and 
hid themselves in a cave at Makke- 


ah, 

17 And it was told Joshua, saying, 
The five kings are found hid in a cave 
at Makkedah. 


. 18 And Joshua said, Roll great 


stones upon the mouth of the cave, 
and set men by it for to keep them: 

19 And stay ye not, but pursue after 
your enemies, and smite the hindmost 
of them; suffer them not to enter into 
their cities: for the LORD your God 
hath delivered them into your hand. 

20 And itcameto pass, when Joshua 
and the children of Israel had made 
an end of slaying them with a very 
great slaughter, till they were con- 
sumed, that the rest whieh remained - 
of them entered into fenced cities. 

21 And all the people returned to 
the camp to Joshua at Makkedah in 
peace: none moved his tongue against 
any of the children of Israel. 

22 Then said Joshua, Open the 
mouth of the cave, and bring out 
those five kings unto me out of the 
cave. 

23 And they did so, and brought 
forth those five kings unto him out 
of the cave, the king of Jerusalem, 
the king of Hebron, the king of Jar- 
muth, the king of Lachish, and the 
king of Eglon. 

24 And it came to pass, when they 
brought out those kings unto Joshua, 
that Joshua called for all the men of 
Israel, and said unto the captains of 
the men of war which went with him, 
Come near, put your feet upon the 
necks of these kings. And they came 
near, and put their feet upon the 
necks of them. : 

25 And Joshua said unto them, 
Fear not, nor be dismayed, be stron, 
and of good courage: for thus shall 
the LORD do to all your enemies 
against whom ye fight. 

26 And afterward Joshua smote 
them, and slew them, and hanged 
them on five trees: and they were 
hanging upon the trees until the even- 
ing. ) 
27 And it came to pass at the time 
of the going down of the sun, that 
Joshua commanded, and they took 
them down off the trees, and cast 
them into the cave wherein they had 
been hid, and laid great stones in the 
cave’s mouth, which remain until this 


very day. 
28 {And that day Joshua_ took 
h the 


edge of the sword, and the king there- 
of he utterly destroyed, them, and all

30 And the LORD delivered it also, 
and the king thereof, into the hand 
of Israel; and he smote it with the 
edge of the sword, and all the souls 
that were therein; he let none remain 
in it; but did unto the king thereof 
as he did unto the king of Jericho. 

31 4 And J oshua passed from Lib- 
nan, and ali Israel with him, unto 
Lachish, and encamped against it, 
and fought against it: : 3 

32 And the LorD delivered Lachish 
into the hand of Israel, which took it 
on the second day, and smote it with 
the edge of the sword, and all the 
souls that were therein, according to 
all that he had done to Libnah. 

33 { Then Horam king of Gezer 
came up to help Lachish; and Joshua 
smote han mn and his people, until he 
had left him none remaining. 

34 | And from’ Lachish Joshua 
passed unto Eglon, and all Israel with 
him; and they encamped against it, 
and fought against it: 

35 And they took it on that day, 
and smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and all the souls that were 
therein he utterly destroyed that day, 
according to all that he had done to 
Lachish. 

36 And Joshua went up from Eglon, 
and all Israel with him, unto Hebron; 
and they fought against it: 

37 And they took it, and smote it 
with the edge of the sword, and the 
king thereof, and all the cities thereof, 
and all the souls that were therein; 
he left none remaining, according to 
all that he had done to Eglon; but 
destroyed it utterly, and all the souls 
that were therein. 

38 §] And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, to Debir; and fought 
against it: 

39 And he took it, and the ki 
thereof, and ali the cities thereo : 
and they smote them with the edge 
of the sword, and utterly destroyed 
all the souls that were therein; he left 
none Sapene teen Ss as he had done to 
Hebron, so he did to Debir, and to the 
king thereof; as he had done also to 
Libnah, and to her king. 

40 {| So Joshua smote all the coun- 
se 2 of the ills, and of the south, and 
of the vale, and of the springs, and 
all their kings: he left none remain- 


breathed, as the LORD God of Israel 
commanded. 

41 And Joshua smote them from 
Kadesh-barnea even unto Gaza, and 
all the country of Goshen, even unto 
Gibeon. c . 

42 And _all these kings and their 
land did Joshua take at one time, be- 
cause the LORD God of Israel fought 
for Israel. 

3 And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, unto the camp to 
Gilgal. 


CHAPTER 11. 


1 Joshua conquers many kings. 21 The 
nakims cut off. 


fee it came to pass, when Jabin 
king of Hazor had heard those 
things, that he sent to Jobab king of 
Madon, and to the king of Shimron, 
and to the king of Achshaph, 

2 And to the kings that were on the 
north of the mountains, and of the 
plains south of Chinneroth, and in 
the valley, and in the borders of Dor 
on the west, : 

3 And to the Canaanite on the east 
and on the west, and fo the Amorite, 
and the Hittite, and the Perizzite, and 
the Jebusite in the mountains, and 
to the Hivite under Hermon in the 
land of Mizpeh. 

4 And they went out, they and all 
their hosts with them, much people, 
even as the sand that zs upon the sea 
shore in multitude, with horses and 
chariots very many. v 

5 And when all these kings were 
met together, they came and pitched 
together at the waters of Merom, to 
fight against Israel. 

6 § And the LORD said unto Joshua, 
Be not afraid because of them: for 
to morrow about this time will I de- 
liver them up all slain before Israel:

1z And they smote all the souls 
that were therein with the edge of the 
sword, utterly destroying them: there 
was not any left to breathe: and he 
burnt Hazor with fire. 

12 And all the cities of those kings, 
and all the kings of them, did Joshua 
take, and smote them with the edge 
of the sword, and he utterly destroyed 
them, as Moses the servant of the 
LORD commanded. _. 

13 But as for the cities that stood 
still in their strength, Israel burned 
none of them, save Hazor only; thai 
did Joshua burn. . . 

14 And all the spoil of these cities, 
and the cattle, the children of Israel 
took for a prey unto themselves; but 
every man they smote with the edge 
of the sword, until they had destroyed 
them, neither left they any to breathe. 

15 § As the LORD commanded Mo- 
ses his servant, so did Moses com- 
mand Joshua, and so did Joshua; 
he left nothing undone of all that the 
LORD commanded Moses. 

16 So Joshua took all that land, 
the hills, and all the south country, 
and all the land of Goshen, and the val- 
ley, and the plain, and the mountain 
of Israel, and the valley of the same; 

17 Even from the mount Halak, 
that goeth up to Seir, even unto Baal- 
gad in the valley of Lebanon under 
mount Hermon: and all their kings 
he took, and smote them, and slew 
them. E : 

18 Joshua made war a long time 
with all those kings. | 

19 There was not a city that made 
peace with the children of Israel, 
save the Hivites the inhabitants of 
Gibeon: all other they took in battle. 

20 For it was of the LORD to harden 
their hearts, that they should come 
against Israel in battle, that he might 
destroy them utterly, and that they 
might have no favour, but that he 
might destroy them, as the LORD 
commanded Moses. 

21 § And at that time came Joshua, 
and cut off the Anakims from the 
mountains, from Hebron, from De- 

bir, from Anab, and from all the 
mountains of Judah, and from all 
the mountains of Israel: Joshua de- 
stroyed them utterly with their cities. 

22 There was none of the Anakims 
left in the land of the children of Is- 
rael; only in Gaza,in Gath, and in 
Ashdod, there remained. 


JOSHUA, 12.

6 Them did Moses the servant of the 
LORD and the children of Israel smite: 
and Moses the servant of the LORD 
gave it jor a possession unto the Reu- 
benites, and the Gadites, and the half 
tribe of Manasseh.

13 Nevertheless the children of Is- 
rael expelled not the Geshurites, nor 
the Maachathites: but the Geshurites 
and the Maachathites dwell among 
the Israelites until this day. 

14 Only unto the tribe of Levi he 
gave none inheritance; the sacrifices 
of the LORD God of Israel made by 
fire are their inheritance, as he said 
unto them. 

15 | And Moses gave unto the 
tribe of the children of Reuben in- 
herttance according to their families.

27 And in the valley, Beth-aram, 
and Beth-nimrah, and Succoth, and 
Zaphon, the rest of the kingdom of 
Sihon king of Heshbon, Jordan and 
his border, even unto the edge of the 
sea of Chinnereth on the other side 
Jordan eastward. | ui 

28 This 7 the inheritance of the 
children of Gad after their families, 
the cities, and their villages. 

29 § And Moses gave «inheritance 
unto the half tribe of Manasseh: and 
this was the possession of the half tribe 
of the children of Manasseh by their 
families. 

30 And their coast was from Maha- 
naim, all Bashan, all the kingdom 
of Og king of Bashan, and_all the 
towns of Jair, which are in Bashan, 
threescore cities: _ 

31 And half Gilead, and Ashta- 
roth, and Edrei, cities of the king- 
dom of Og in Bashan, were pertaining 
unto the children of Machir the son of 
Manasseh, even to the one half of. the 
children of Machir by their families.

5 As the LORD commanded Moses, 
so the children of Israel did, and they 
divided the land. | 
°6 9 Then the children of Judah 
came unto Joshua in Gilgal: and 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh the Ken- 
ezite said unto him, Thou knowest 
the thing that the LORD said unto 
Moses the man of God concerning 
me and thee in Kadesh-barnea. 

7 Forty years old was I when Moses 
the servant of the LORD sent me from 
Kadesh-barnea to espy out the land; 
and I brought him word again as #@ 
was in mine heart. 

8 Nevertheless my brethren that 
went up with me made the heart of 
the people melt: but I wholly fol- 
lowed the LORD my God. 

o And Moses sware on that day, 
saying, Surely the land whereon thy 
feet have trodden shall be thine in- 
heritance, and thy children’s for ever.

CHAPTER 17.

HERE was also a lot for the tribe 

of Manasseh; for he was the first- 

born of Joseph; to wit, for Machir the 

firstborn of Manasseh, the father of 
Gilead: because he was a man of war, 
therefore he had Gilead and Bashan. 

2 There was also a lot for the rest 
of the children of Manasseh by their 
families; for the children of Abie- 
zer, and for the children of Helek, 
and for the children of Asriel, and 
for the children of Shechem, and for 
the children of Hepher, and for the 
children of Shemida: these were the 
male children of Manasseh the son 
of Joseph by their families. 

3 §/ But. Zelophehad, the son of 
Hepher, the son of Gilead, the son of 
Machir, the son of Manasseh, had no 
sons, but daughters: and these are 
the names of his daughters, Mahlah, 
and Noah, Hoglah, Milcah, and Tir- 
zah. 

4 And they came near before Ele- 
azar the priest, and before Joshua the 
son of Nun, and before the princes, 
saying, The LORD commanded Mo- 
ses to give us an inheritance among 
our brethren. Therefore according 
to the commandment of the LORD he 
gave them an inheritance among the 
brethren of their father. | 

5 And there fell ten portions to Ma- 
nasseh, beside the land of Gilead and 
Bashan, which were on the other side 
Jordan; 

6 Because the daughters of Manas- 
seh had an inheritance among his 
sons: and the rest of Manasseh’s sons 
had the land of Gilead. 

7 4 And the coast of Manasseh was 
from Asher to Michmethah, that 
lieth before Shechem; and the border 
went along on the right hand unto 
the inhabitants of En-tappuah. 

8 Now Manasseh had the land of 
Tappuah: but papoual on the bor- 
der of Manasseh belonged to the chil- 
dren of Ephraim; 

9 And the coast descended unto the 
river Kanah, southward of the river: 
these cities of Ephraim are among 
the cities of Manasseh: the coast of 
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Joseph’s addition. | 


Manasseh also was on the north side | 
of the river, and the outgoings of it 
were at the sea: | ;

she Manasseh had in Issachar

37 And Kedesh, and Edrei, and En- 
hazor, 

38 And Iron, and Migdal-el, Horem, 
and Beth-anath, and Beth-shemesh; 
nineteen cities with their villages. 

39 This zs the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Naphtali ac- 
cording to their families, the cities 
and their villages. 

40 ¥ And the seventh lot came_out 
for the tribe of the children of Dan 
according to their families. _ 

41 And the coast of their inherit- 
ance was Zorah, and Eshtaol, and Ir- 
shemesh, 2 

42 And Shaalabbin, and Ajalon, 
and Jethlah, c 

43 And Elon, and Thimnathah, and 
Ekron, d 
44 And Eltekeh, and Gibbethon, and 
Baalath, 

45 And Jehud, and Bene-berak, and 
Gath-rimmon, 

46 And Me-jarkon, and Rakkon, 
with the border before Japho. 

47 And the coast of the children of 
Dan went out too little for them: there- 
fore the children of Dan went up to 
fight against Leshem, and took it, and 
smote it with the edge of the sword, 
and possessed it, and dwelt therein, 
and called Leshem, Dan, after the 
name of Dan their father. 

48 This zs the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Dan accord- 
ing to their families, these cities with 
their villages. 

49 §. When they had made an end 
of dividing the land for inheritance 
by their coasts, the children of Israel 
gave an inheritance to Joshua the 
son of Nun among them: 

50 According to the word of the 
LORD they gave him the city which 
he asked, even Timmnath-serah in 
mount Ephraim: and he built the 
city, and dwelt therein. ) 

51 These are the inheritances, which 
Eleazar the priest, and Joshua the 
_ son of Nun, and the heads of the fa- 

thers of the tribes of the children of 
Israel, divided for an inheritance by 
lot in Shiloh before the LORD, at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation. So they made an end of divid- 
ing the country. 
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Cities of refuge. 
CHAPTER 20. 
Srx cities of refuge appointed. 
HE LORD also spake unto Joshua, 
Saying, 

2 Speak to the children of Israel, 
saying, Appoint out for you cities of 
refuge, whereof I spake unto you by 
the hand of Moses: 

3 That the slayer that killeth any 
person unawares and unwittingly may 
flee thither: and they shall be your 
refuge from the avenger of blood. 

4 And when he that doth flee unto 
one of those cities shall stand at the 
entering of the gate of the city, and 
shall declare his cause in the ears of 
the elders of that city, they shall take 
him into the city unto them, and give 
hima place, that he may dwell among 
them. _ 

5 And if the avenger of blood pursue 
after him, then they shall not deliver 
the slayer up into his hand; because 
he smote his neighbour unwittingly, 
and hated him not beforetime. 

6 And he shall dwell in that city, 

until he stand before the congrega- 
tion for judgment, and until the death 
of the high priest that shall be in those 
days: then shall the slayer return, 
and come unto his own city, and unto 
his own house, unto the city from 
whence he fled. : 
_7 § And they appointed Kedesh 
in Galilee in mount Naphtali, and 
Shechem in mount Ephraim, and 
Kirjath-arba, which zs Hebron, in the 
mountain of Judah. 

8 And on the other side Jordan 
by Jericho eastward, they assigned 
Bezer in the wilderness upon the 
= out of the tribe of Reuben, and 

amoth in Gilead out of the tribe of 
Gad, and Golan in Bashan out of the 
tribe of Manasseh. __ , 

9 These were the cities appointed 
for all the children of Israel, and for 
the stranger that sojourneth among 
them, that whosoever killeth any per- 
son at unawares might flee thither, 
and not die by the hand of the aveng- 
er of blood, until he stood before the 
congregation. 


CHAPTER 21. 


1 The Levitical cities. 43 Israel pod-= 
sesses the land. 


HEN came near the heads of the 

fathers of the Levites unto Elea- 

zar the priest, and unto Joshua the 

son of Nun, and unto the heads of the 

fathers of the tribes of the children of 
Israel; 
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to the Levites, 


2 And they spake unto them at Shi- 
loh in the land of Canaan, saying, 
The LORD commanded by the hand 
of Moses to give us cities to dwell in, 
with the suburbs thereof for our cattle. 

3 And the children of Israel gave 
unto the Levites out of their inherit- 
ance, at the commandment of the 
LORD, these cities and their suburbs. 

4 And the lot came out for the fam- 
ilies of the Kohathites: and the chil- 
dren of Aaron the priest, which were of 
the Levites, had by lot out of the 
tribe of Judah, and out of the tribe of 
Simeon, and out of the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, thirteen cities. } 

5 And the rest of the children of 
Kohath had by lot out of the families 
of the tribe of Ephraim, and out of 
the tribe of Dan, and out, of the half 
tribe of Manasseh, ten cities. 

6 And the children of Gershon had 
by lot out of the families of the tribe 
of Issachar, and out of the tribe of 
Asher, and out of the tribe of Naph- 
tali, and out of the half tribe of Ma- 
nasseh in Bashan, thirteen cities. 

7 The children of Merari by their 
families had out of the tribe of Reu- 
ben, and out of the tribe of Gad, and 
out of the tribe of Zebulun, twelve 
Cities. ; 

8 And the children of Israel gave 
by lot unto the Levites these cities 
with their suburbs, as the LORD com- 
manded by the hand of Moses. 

9 §| And they gave out of the tribe 
of the children of Judah, and out of 
the tribe of the chiidren of Simeon, 
these cities which are here mentioned 
by name, 

to Which the children of Aaron, 
being of the families of the Kohath- 
ites, who were of the children of Levi, 
had: for theirs was the first lot. 

iz And they gave them the city of 
Arba the father of Anak, which city 
1s Hebron, in the hill country of Ju- 
dah, with the suburbs thereof round 
about it. 

12 But the fields of the city, and 
the villages thereof, gave they to Ca- 
leb the son of Jephunneh for his pos- 
session. 

13 Thus they gave to the chil- 
dren of Aaron the priest Hebron 
with her suburbs, to be a city of refuge 
for the slayer; and Libnah with her 
suburbs, 

14 And Jattir with her suburbs, and 
Eshtemoa with her suburbs, 

15 And Holon with her suburbs, and 
Debir with her suburbs, . 

16 And Ain with her suburbs, and 
Juttah with her suburbs, and Beth- 


shemesh with her suburbs; nine cit- 
ies out of those two tribes. k 

17 And out of the tribe of Benja- 
min, Gibeon with her suburbs, Geba 
with her suburbs, 

18 Anathoth with her suburbs, and 
Almon with her suburbs; four cities. 

19 All the cities of the children of 
Aaron, the priests, were thirteen cities 
with their suburbs. i 

20 { And the families of the chil- 
dren of Kohath, the Levites which 
remained of the children of Kohath, 
even they had the cities of their lot 
out of the tribe of Ephraim. 

21 For they gave them Shechem 
with her suburbs in mount Ephraim, 
to be a city of refuge for the slayer}; 
and Gezer with her suburbs, 

22 And Kibzaim with her suburbs, 
and Beth-horon with her suburbs; 
four cities. : 

23 And out of the tribe of Dan, El- 
tekeh with her suburbs, Gibbethon 
with her suburbs, 

24 Aijalon with her suburbs, Gath- 
rimmon with her suburbs; four cities, 

25 And out of the half tribe of 
Manasseh, Tanach with her suburbs, 
and Gath-rimmon with her suburbs; 
two cities. 

26 All the cities were ten with their 
suburbs for the families of the chil- 
dren of Kohath that remained. 

27 § And unto the children of Ger- 
shon, of the families of the Levites, 
out of the other half tribe of Manas- 
seh they gave Golan in Bashan with 
her suburbs, to be a city of refuge for 
the slayer; and Beesh-terah with her 
suburbs; two cities. 

28 And out of the tribe of Issachar, 
Kishon with her suburbs, Dabareh 
with her suburbs, 

29 Jarmuth with her suburbs, En- 
gannim with her suburbs} four cities, 

30 And out of the tribe of Asher, 
Mishal with her suburbs, Abdon with 
her suburbs, 

31 Helkath with her suburbs, and 
Rehob with her suburbs; four cities. 

32 And out of the tribe of Naphtali, 
Kedesh in Galilee with her suburbs, 
to be_a city of refuge for the slayer; 
and Hammoth-dor with her suburbs, 
ane Kartan with her suburbs; three 
Cities. 

33 All the cities of the Gershonites 
according to their families were thir- 
teen cities with their suburbs. 

34 {| And unto the families of the 
children of Merari, the rest of the Le- 
vites, out of the tribe of Zebulun, 
Jokneam with her suburbs, and Kar- 
tah with her suburbs, 
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35 Dimnah with her suburbs, Na- 
halal with her suburbs; four cities. 

36 And out of the tribe of Reuben, 
Bezer with her suburbs, and Jahazah 
with her suburbs, 

37 Kedemoth with her suburbs, and 
hehe with her suburbs; four 
Cities. 

38 And out of the tribe of Gad, Ra- 
moth in Gilead with her suburbs, to 
be a city of refuge for the slayer; and 
Mahanaim with her suburbs, 

39 Heshbon with her suburbs, Jazer 
with her suburbs; four cities in all. 

40 So all the cities for the children 
of Merari by their families, which 
were remaining of the families of the 
Levites, were by their lot twelve cities. 

41 All the cities of the Levites 
within the possession of the children 
of Israel were forty and eight cities 
with their suburbs. 

42 These cities were every one with 
their suburbs round about them: thus 
_ were all these cities. 

43 | And the LoRD gave unto Israel 
all the land which he sware to give 
unto their fathers; and they possessed 
it, and dwelt therein. 

44 And the LORD gave them rest 
round about, according to all that he 
sware unto their fathers: and there 
stood not a man of all their enemies 
before them; the LORD delivered all 
their enemies into their hand. 

45 There failed not_ought of any 
good thing which the LORD had spo- 

en unto the house of Israel; all came 
to pass. 


CHAPTER 22. 


1 The east Jordan tribes sent home. 10 
Their altar. 11 The dispute and re- 
conciliation. 


od Mere Joshua called the Reuben- 
ites, and the Gadites, and the half 
tribe of Manasseh, 

2 And said unto them, Ye have kept 
all that Moses the servant of the 
LORD commanded you, and have 
Obeyed my voice in all that I com- 
manded you: 

3 Ye have not left your brethren 
these many days unto this day, but 
have kept the charge of the com- 
mandment of the LORD your God. 

4 And now the LORD your God hath 
given rest unto your brethren, as he 

_ promised them: therefore now return 
ye, and get you unto your tents, and 
unto the land of your possession, 
which Moses the servant of the LORD 
gave you on the other side Jordan. 

5 But take diligent heed to do the 
commandment and the law, which 
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Moses the servant of the LORD 
charged you, to love the LORD your 
God, and to walk in all his ways, and 
to keep his commandments, and to 
cleave unto him, and to serve him 
ae all your heart and with all your 
soul. 

6 So Joshua blessed them, and sent 
pret away: and they went tnto their 

ents. 

7 § Now to the one half of the tribe 
of Manasseh Moses had given pos- 
session in Bashan: but unto the other 
half thereof gave Joshua among their 
brethren on this side Jordan west- 
ward. And when Joshua sent them 
away also unto their tents, then he 
blessed them, 

8 And he spake unto them, saying, 
Return with much riches unto your 
tents, and with very much cattle, 
with silver, and with gold, and with 
brass, and with iron, and with very 
much raiment: divide the spoil of 
your enemies with your brethren. 

9 ¥ And the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad and the half tribe 
of Manasseh returned, and departed 
from the children of Israel out of Shi- 
loh, which 7s in the land of Canaan, to 
go unto the country of Gilead, to the 
and of their possession, whereof they 
were possessed, according to the word 
of the LORD by the hand of Moses. 

1o_ § And when they came unto the 
borders of Jordan, that are in the land 
of Canaan, the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad and the half 
tribe of Manasseh built there an altar 
by Jordan, a great altar to see to. 

1z §/ And the children of Israel 
heard say, Behold, the children of 
Reuben and the children of Gad and 
the half tribe of Manasseh have built 
an altar over against the land of Ca- 
naan, in the borders of Jordan, at the 
passage of the children of Israel. 

12 And when the children of Israel 
heard of zt, the whole congregation 
of the children of Israel gathered 
themselves together at Shiloh, to go 
up to war against them. 

13 And the children of Israel sent 
unto the children of Reuben, and to 
the children of Gad, and to the half 
tribe of Manasseh, into the land of 
Gilead, Phinehas the son of Eleazar 
the priest. | g ’ 

14 And with him ten princes, of 
each chief house a prince through- 
out all the tribes of Israel; and each 
one was an head of the house of their 
fathers among the thousands of Israel. 

15 § And they came unto the chil- 
dren of Reuben, and to the children 
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of Gad, and to the half tribe of Ma- 
nasseh, unto the land of Gilead, and 
they spake with them, saying, 

16 Thus saith the whole congrega- 
tion of the LORD, What trespass 2s 
this that ye have committed against 
the God of Israel, to turn away this 
day from following the LORD, in that 
ye have builded you an altar, that ye 
might rebel this day against the LORD? 

17 Is the iniquity of Peor too little 
for us, from which we are not cleansed 
until this day, although there was 
a plague in the congregation of the 
LORD, , 

18 But that ye must turn away this 
day from following the LORD? and it 
will be, seeeng ye rebel to day against 
the LORD, that to morrow he will be 
wroth with the whole congregation 
of Israel. , i 

19 Notwithstanding, if the land of 
your possession be unclean, then pass 
ye over unto the land of the posses- 
sion of the LORD, wherein the LORD’S 
tabernacle dwelleth, and take posses- 
sion among us: but rebel not against 
the LORD, nor rebel against us, in 
building you an altar beside the altar 
of the LORD our God. 

20 Did not Achan the son of Zerah 
commit a trespass in the accursed 
thing, and wrath fell on all the con- 
gregation of Israel? and that man 
perished not alone in his iniquity. 

21 {| Then the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad and the half 
tribe of Manasseh answered, and said 
unto the heads of the thousands of 
Israel, 

22 The LORD God of gods,. the 
LORD God of gods, he knoweth, and 
Israel he shall know; if zt be in rebel- 
lion, or if in transgression against the 
LORD, (save us not this day, 

23 That we have built us an altar 
to turn from following the LoRD, or 
if to offer thereon burnt offering or 
meat offering, or if to offer peace of- 
ferings thereon, let the LORD himself 
require zt ; 

24 And if we have not rather done it 
for fear of this thing, saying, In time 
to come your children might speak 
unto our children, saying, What have 
ye to do with the LORD God of Israel? 

25 For the LORD hath made Jordan 
a border between us and you, ye chil- 
dren of Reuben and children of Gad; 
ye have no part in the LORD: so shall 
your children make our children cease 
from fearing the LORD. 

26 Therefore we said, Let us now 
prepare to build us an altar, not for 
burnt offering, nor for sacrifice: 
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27 But that it may be a witness be- 
tween us, and you, and our genera- 
tions after us, that we might do the 
service of the LORD before him with 
our burnt offerings, and with our 
sacrifices, and with our peace offer- 
ings; that your children may not say 
to our children in time to come, Ye 
have no part in the LORD. : 

28 Therefore said we, that it shall 
be, when they should so say to us or 
to our generations in time to come, 
that we may say again, Behold the 
pattern of the altar of the LORD, which 
our fathers made, not for burnt offer- 
ings, nor for sacrifices; but it 7s a wit- 
ness between us and you. 

29 God forbid that we should rebel 
against the LORD, and turn this day 
from following the LORD, to build 
an altar for burnt offerings, for meat 
offerings, or for sacrifices, beside the 
altar of the LORD our God that is 
before his tabernacle. 

30 {| And when Phinehas the priest, 
and the princes of the congregation 
and heads of the thousands of Israel 
which were with him, heard the words 
that the children of Reuben and the 
children of Gad and the children of 
Manasseh spake, it pleased them. 

31 And Phinehas the son of Elea- 
zar the priest said unto the children 
of Reuben, and to the children of 
Gad, and to the children of Manasseh, 
This day we perceive that the LoRD 
w among us, because ye have not 
committed this trespass against the 
LORD: now ye have delivered the chil- 
dren of Israel out of the hand of the 
LORD. 

32 {| And Phinehas the son of Elea- 
zar the priest, and the princes, re- 
turned from the children of Reuben, 
and from the children of Gad, out of 
the land of Gilead, unto the land of 
Canaan, to the children of Israel, and 
brought them word again. 

33 And the thing pleased the chil- 
dren of Israel; and the children of 
Israel blessed God, and did not in- 
tend to go up against them in battle, 
to destroy the land wherein the chil- 
dren of Reuben and Gad dwelt. 

34 And the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad called the altar 
Ed : for it shall be a witness between 
us that the LORD 7s God. 


CHAPTER 23.

ND it came to pass a long time 
after that the LorD had given 
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rest unto Israel from all their enemies 
round about, that Joshua waxed old 
and stricken in age. 

2 And Joshua called for all Israel, 
and for their elders, and for their 
heads, and for their judges, and for 
their officers, and said unto them, I 
am old and stricken in age: 

3 And ye have seen all that the 
LORD your God hath done unto all 
these nations because of you; for the 
Hee. your God zs he that hath fought 

or you. 

4 Behold, I have divided unto you 
by lot these nations that remain, to 
be an inheritance for your tribes, 
from Jordan, with all the nations 
that Lhave cut off, even unto the great 
sea westward. 

5 And the LORD your God, he shall 
expel them from before you, and drive 
them from out of your sight; and 
ye shall possess their land, as the 

RD your God hath promised unto 
you. 

6 Be ye therefore very courageous 
to keep and to do all that is written in 
the book of the law of Moses, that ye 
turn not aside therefrom ¢o the right 
hand or to the left; 

7 That ye come not among these 
nations, these that remain among 
you; neither make mention of the 
name of their gods, nor cause to swear 
by them, neither serve them, nor bow 
yourselves unto them: 

8 But cleave unto the LORD your 
God, as ye have done unto this day. 

9 For the LORD hath driven out 
from before you great nations and 
strong: but as for you, no man hath 
been able to stand before you unto 
this day. : 

ro One man of you shall chase a 
thousand: for the LORD your God, he 
a 1s that fighteth for you, as he ha 
promised you. 

iz Take good heed therefore unto 
yourselves, that ye love the LORD 
your God. | 3 : 

12 Else if ye do in any wise go 
back, and cleave unto the remnant of 
these nations, even these that remain 
among you, and shallmake marriages 
with them, and go in unto them, and 
they to you: 4 

13 Know for a certainty that. the 
LORD your God will no more drive 
out any of these nations from before 


‘you; but they shall be snares and 


traps unto you, and scourges in your 
sides, and thorns in your eyes, until 
ye perish from off this good land 
which the LORD your God hath given 
you. 
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_14 And, behold, this day I am go- 
ing the way of all the earth: and ye 
know in all your hearts and in ail your 
souls, that not one thing hath failed 
of all the good things which the LorD 
your God spake concerning you; all 
are come to pass unto you, and not 
one thing hath failed thereof. 

15 Therefore it shall come to pass, 
that as all good things are come upon 
you, which the LORD your God pro- 
mised you; so shall the LORD bring 
upon you all evil things, until he have 
destroyed you from off this good 
land which the LORD your God hath 
given you.

YESS ] oshua gathered all the tribes 
of israel to Shechem, and called 
for the elders of Israel, and for their 
heads, and for their judges, and for 
their officers; and they presented 
themselves before God. 

2 And Joshua said unto all the peo- 
ple, Thus saith the LORD God of Is- 
rael, Your fathers dwelt on the other 
side of the flood in old time, even Te- 
tah, the father of Abraham, and the 
father of Nachor: and they served 
other gods. 

3 And I took your father Abraham 
from the other side of the flood, and 


th | led him throughout all the land of 


Canaan, and multiplied his seed, and 
gave him Isaac. 

4 And I gave unto Isaac Jacob and 
Esau: and I gave unto Esau mount 
Seir, to possess it; but Jacob and his 
children went down into Egypt. 

5 Isent Moses also and Aaron, and 
I plagued Egypt, according to that 
which I did among them: and after- 
ward I brought you out. 

6 And I brought your fathers out 
of Egypt: and ye came unto the sea} 
and the Egyptians pursued after your 
fathers with chariots and horsemen 
unto the Red.sea. ; 

7 And when they cried unto the 
LORD, he put darkness between you 
and the Egyptians, and brought the 
sea upon them, and covered them; 
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and your eyes have seen what I have 
donee Egypt: and ye dwelt in the 
wilderness a long season. 

8 And I brought you into the land 
of the Amorites, which dwelt on the 
other side Jordan; and they fought 
with you: and I gave them into your 
hand, that ye might possess their 
land; and I destroyed them from be- 
fore you.

against Israel], and sent and called 
Balaam the son of Beor to curse you: 

to But I would not hearken unto 
Balaam; therefore he blessed you 
still: so I delivered you out of his hand. 

rz And ye went over Jordan, and 
came unto Jericho: and the men of 
Jericho fought against you, the Am- 
orites, and the Perizzites, and the Ca- 
naanites, and the Hittites, and the 
Girgashites, the Hivites, and the Jeb- 
Hetles ; and I delivered them into your 


12 And I sent the hornet before 
you, which drave them out from be- 
fore you, even the two kings of the 
Amorites; but not with thy sword, 
nor with thy bow. 

13 And I have given youa land for 
which ye did not labour, and cities 
which ye built not, and ye dwell in 
them; of the vineyards and olive- 
yards which ye planted not do ye eat. 

14 4 Now therefore fear the LORD, 
and serve him in sincerity and in 
truth: and put away the gods which 
your fathers served on the other side 
of the flood, and in Egypt; and serve 
ye the LORD, 

15 And if it seem evil unto you to 
serve the LORD, choose you this day 
whom ye willserve; whether the gods 
which your fathers served that were 
on the other side of the flood, or the 
gods of the Amorites, in whose land ye 
dwell: but as for me and my house, 
we will serve the LORD. 

16 And the people answered and 
said, God forbid that we should for- 
sake the LORD, to serve other gods; 

17 For the LoRD our God, he ii ¢s 
that brought us up and our fathers 
out of the land of Egypt, from the 
house of bondage, and which did those 
great signs in our sight, and pre- 
served us in all the way wherein 
we went, and among all the people 
through whom we passed: 

18 And the LORD drave out from 
before us all the people, even the Am- 
orites which dwelt in the land: there- 
fore will we also serve the LORD; for 
he zz our God.

23 Now therefore put away, said 


he, the strange gods which are among 
you, and incline your heart unto the 
LORD God of Israel. _ 

24 And the people said unto Joshua, 
The LORD our God will we serve, and 
his voice will we obey. ‘ 

25 So Joshua made a covenant with 
the people that day, and set them a 
statute and an ordinance in Shechem. 

26 { And Joshua wrote these 
words in the book of the law of God, 
and took a great stone, and set it 
up there under an oak, that was by the 
sanctuary of the LORD. 

27 And Joshua said unto all the 
people, Behold, this stone shall be a 
witness unto us; for it hath heard all 
the words of the LORD which he spake 
unto us: it shall be therefore a witness 
unto you, lest ye deny your God. 

28 So Joshua let the people depart, 
every man unto his inheritance. 

29 { And it came to pass after these 
things, that Joshua the son of Nun, 
the servant of the LorD, died, being 
an hundred and ten years old. 

30 And they buried him in the bor- 
der of his inheritance in Timnath- 
serah, which zs in mount Ephraim, 
on the north side of the hill of Gaash.

6 But Adoni-bezek fied; and they 
pursued after him, and caught him, 
and cut off his thumbs and his great 


toes.

(Now the name of the 
city before was Luz.) 

24 And the spies saw a man come 
forth out of the city, and they said 
unto him, Shew us, we pray thee, the 
entrance into the city, and we 
shew thee mercy. 

25 And when he shewed them the 
entrance into the city, they smote the 
city with the edge of the sword; but 
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they let go the man and all his 
fami Ms 4 

26 And the man went into the land 
of the Hittites, and built a city, and 
called the name thereof Luz: which 
vs the name thereof unto this day. 

27 {| Neither did Manasseh drive out 
the inhabitants of Beth-shean and her 
towns, nor Taanach and her towns, 
nor the inhabitants of Dor and her 
towns, nor the inhabitants of Ibleam 
and her towns, nor the inhabitants 
of Megiddo and her towns: but the 
Canaanites would dwell in that land. 

28 And it came to pass, when Israel 
was strong, that they put the Canaan- 
ites to tribute, and did not utterly 
drive them out. _ : 

29 {| Neither did Ephraim drive out 
the Canaanites that dwelt in Gezer; 
but the Canaanites dwelt in Gezer 
among them. _ ; 

30 { Neither did Zebulun drive out 
the inhabitants of Kitron, nor the 
inhabitants of Nahalol; but the Ca- 
naanites dwelt among them, and be- 
came tributaries. 

31 {| Neither did Asher drive out 
the inhabitants of Accho, nor the in- 
habitants of Zidon, nor of Ahlab, nor 
of Achzib, nor of Helbah, nor of 
Aphik, nor of Rehob: 

32 But the Asherites dwelt among 
the Canaanites, the inhabitants of the 
land: for they did not drive them out. 

33, | Neither did Naphtali drive out 
the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh, nor 

. the inhabitants of Beth-anath; but 
he dwelt among the Canaanites, the 
inhabitants of the land: nevertheless 
the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh and 
of Beth-anath became tributaries 
unto them. 

34 And the Amorites forced the 

children of Dan into the mountain: 
for they would not suffer them to 
come down to the valley: 
_35 But the Amorites would dwell 
in mount Heres in Aijalon, and in 
Shaalbim: yet the hand of the house 
of Joseph prevailed, so that they be- 
came tributaries. 

36 And the coast of the Amorites 
was from the going up to Akrabbim, 
from the rock, and upward.

18 And when the LORD raised them 
up judges, then the LORD was with 
the judge, and delivered them out of 
the hand of their enemies all the days 
of the judge: for it repented the 
LORD because of their groanings by 
reason of them that oppressed them 
and vexed them. 

19 And it came to pass, when the 
judge was dead, that they returned, 
and corrupted themselves more than 
their fathers, in following other gods 
to serve them, and to bow down unto 
them; they ceased not from their own 
doings, nor from their stubborn way. 

20 { And the anger of the LORD 
was hot against Israel; and he said, 
Because that this people hath trans- 
gressed my covenant which I com- 
manded their fathers, and have not 
hearkened unto my voice; : 

21 I also will not henceforth drive 
out any from before them of the na- 
tions which Joshua left when he died: 

22 That through themI may prove 
Israel, whether they will keep the 
way of the LORD to walk therein, as 
their fathers did keep zt, or not. 

23 Therefore the LORD left those 
nations, without driving them out 
hastily; neither delivered he them into 
the hand of Joshua.

the LORD, which he commanded their 
fathers by the hand of Moses. 

5 § And the children of Israel 
dwelt among the Canaanites, Hittites 
and Amorites, and Perizzites, an 
Hivites, and Jebusites: 

And they took their daughters 
to be their wives, and gave their 
daughters to their sons, and served 
their gods. 

7,And the children of Israel did 
evil in the sight of the LORD, and 
forgat the LORD their God, and served 
Baalim and the groves. 

8 4 Therefore the anger of the LORD 
was hot against Israel, and he sold 
them into the hand of Chushan-rish- 
athaim king of Mesopotamia: and 
the children of Israel served Chushan- 
rishathaim eight years. 

9 And when the children of Israel 
cried unto the LORD, the LorRD 
raised upa deliverer to the children 
of Israel, who delivered them, even 
Othniel the son of Kenaz, Caleb’s 
younger brother. 

to. And the Spirit of the LORD 
came upon him, and he judged Is- , 
rael, and went out to war: and the 
LoRD delivered Chushan-rishathaim 
king of Mesopotamia into his hand; 
and his hand prevailed against Chu- 
shan-rishathaim. 

tr And the land had rest forty years. 
And Othniel the son of Kenaz died. 

12 {| And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the LORD: 
and the LORD strengthened Eglon 
the king of Moab against Israel, be- 
cause they had done evil in the sight 
of the LORD. ; 

13 And he gathered unto him the 
children of Ammon and Amalek, 
and went and smote Israel, and pos- 
sessed the city of palm trees. 

14 So the children of Israel served 
Eglon the king of Moab eighteen 
years. : 

15 But when the children of Israel 
cried unto the LORD, the LORD 
raised them up a deliverer, Ehud the 
son of Gera, a Benjamite, a man 
lefthanded: and by him the children 
of Israel sent a present unto Eglon 
the king of Moab. ; 

16 But Ehud made him a dagger 
which had two edges, of a cubit length; 
and he did gird it under his raiment 
upon his right thigh. 

17 And he brought the present unto 
Eglon king of Moab: and Eglon was 
a very fat man. 
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18 And when he had made an end 
to offer the present, he sent away the 
people that bare the present. : 

19 But he himself turned again 
from the quarries that were by Gil- 
gal, and said, I have a secret errand 
unto thee, O king: who said, Keep 
silence. And all that stood by him 
went out from him. . 

20 And Ehud came unto him; and 
he was sitting in a summer parlour, 
which he had for himself alone. And 
Ehud said, I have a message from 
Gou unto thee. And he arose out of 
his seat. : 

21 And Ehud put forth his left hand, 
and took the dagger from his right 
thigh, and thrust it into his belly: 

22 And the haft also went in after 
the blade; and the fat closed upon the 
blade, so that he could not draw the 
dagger out of his belly; and the dirt 
came out. 

23 Then-Ehud went forth through 
the porch, and shut the doors of the 
parlour upon him, and locked them. 

24 When he was gone out, his ser- 
vants came; and when they saw that, 
behold, the doors of the parlour were 
locked, they said, Surely he cover- 
eth his feet in his summer chamber. 

25 And they tarried till they were 
ashamed: and, behold, he opened 
not the doors of the parlour; there- 
fore they took a key, and opened them: 
and, behold, their lord was fallen down 
dead on the earth. ; 

26 And Ehud escaped while they 
tarried, and passed beyond the quar- 
ries, and escaped unto Seirath. 

27 And it came to pass, when he 
Was come, that he blew a trumpet 
in the mountain of Ephraim, and the 
children of Israel went down with 
him from the mount, and he before 


em. 

28 And he said unto them, Follow 
after me: for the LoRD hath deliv- 
ered your enemies the Moabites into 
your hand. And they went down after 
him, and took the fords of Jordan 
toward Moab, and suffered not a man 
to pass over. 

29 And they slew of Moab at that 
time about ten thousand men, all 
lusty, and all men of valour; and 
there escaped not a man, 

30 So Moab was subdued that day 
under the hand of Israel. And the 
land had rest fourscore years. 

31 { And after him was Shamgar 
the son of Anath, which slew of the 
Philistines six hundred men with an 
ox pee and he also delivered Is-

18 § And Jael went out to meet Sis- 
era, and said unto him, Turn in, my 
lord, turn in to me; fear not. # 
when he had turned in unto her into 
oS tent,she covered him with a man- 
tle. 

19 And he said unto her, Give me, I 
ape thee, a little water to drink; for 

am thirsty. And she opened a bot- 
tle of milk, and gave him drink, and 
covered him. | i 

20 Again he said unto her, Stand in 
the door of the tent, and it shall be, 
when any man doth come and enquire 
of thee. and say, Is there any man 
here? that thou shalt say, No. 

21 Then Jael Heber’s wife took a 
nail of the tent, and took an ham- 
mer in her hand, and went softly unto 
him and smote the nail into his tem- 

les, and fastened it into the ground: 

‘or he was fast asleep and weary. So 
he died. 

22 And, behold, as Barak pursued 
Sisera, Jael came out to meet him, 
and said unto him, Come, and I will 
shew thee the man whom thou seek- 
est.

_6 And Israel was greatly impover- 
ished because of the Midianites; and 
the children of Israel cried unto the 
LORD. 

7, | And it came to pass, when the 
children of Israel cried unto the LORD 
because of the Midianites, 

8 That the LORD sent a prophet 
unto the children of Israel, which 
said unto them, Thus saith the LORD 
God of Israel, I brought you up from 
Egypt, and brought you forth out of 
the house of bondage; 

9 And I delivered you out of the 
hand of the Egyptians, and out of the 
hand of all that oppressed you, and 
drave them out from before you, and 
gave you their land; 

10 And I said unto you, I am the 
LORE your God; fear not the gods of 
the Amorites, in whose land ye dweil: 
but ye have not obeyed my voice. 

II nd there came an angel of 
the LORD, and sat under an oak which 
was in Ophrah, that pertained unto Jo- 
ash the Abi-ezrite: and his son Gid- 
eon threshed wheat by the winepress, 
to hide 2¢ from the Midianites. 


12 And the angel of the LORD ap- 
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eared unto him, and said unto him, 
e LORD 7s with thee, thou mighty 
man of valour. E 

13 An¢ Gideon said unto him, Oh 
my Lord, if the LORD be with us, 
why then is all this befallen us? and 
where be all his miracles which our 
fathers told us of, saying, Did not the 
LORD bring us up from Egypt? but 
now the LORD hath forsaken us, and 
delivered us into the hands of the 
Midianites. 

14 And the LORD looked upon him, 
and said, Go in this thy might, and 
thou shalt save Israel from the hand 
of the Midianites: have not I sent 
thee? 

15 And he said unto him, Oh my 
Lord, wherewith shall I save Israel? 
behold, my family 7s poor in Manas- 
seh, and I am the least in my father’s 
house. 

16 And the LORD said unto him, 
Surely I will be with thee, and thou 
. shalt smite the Midianites as one man. 

17 And he said unto him, If now I 
have found grace in thy sight, then 
shew me a sign that thou talkest with 
me. 

18 Depart not hence, I pray thee, 
until I come unto thee, and bring forth 
my present, and set zt before thee. 
And he said, I will tarry until thou 
come again. 

19 { And Gideon went in, and made 
ready a kid, and unleavened cakes 
of an ephah of flour: the flesh he put 
in a basket, and he put the broth in 
a pot, and brought 7f out unto him 
under the oak, and presented 2t. 

20 And the angel of God said unto 
him, Take the flesh and the unlea- 
vened cakes, and lay them upon this 
rock, and pour out the broth. And 
he did so. 

21 4 Them the angel of the LORD 
put forth the end of the staff that was 
in his hand, and touched the flesh and 
the unleavened cakes; and there 
rose up fire out of the rock, and con- 
sumed the flesh and the unleavened 
cakes. Then the angel of the LORD 
departed out of hissight. | 

22 And when Gideon perceived that 
he was an angel of the LORD, Gideon 
said, Alas, O Lord GoD! for because 
I have seen an angel of the LORD face 
to face. ; 9 

23 And the LORD said unto him, 
' Peace be unto thee; fear not: thou 
shalt not die. 4 

24 Then Gideon built an altar there 
unto the LORD, and called it Jeho- 
vah-shalom: unto this day it 2 yet 
in Ophrah of the Abi-ezrites. 


25 { And it came to pass the same 
night, that the LORD said unto him, 
Take thy father’s young bullock, 
even the second bullock of seven 
years old, and throw down the altar 
of Baal that thy father hath, and 
cut down the grove that zs by it: 

26 And build an altar unto the LORD 
thy God upon the top of this rock, in 
the ordered place, and take the second 
bullock, and offer a burnt sacrifice 
with the wood of the grove which thou 
shalt cut down. 

27 Then Gideon took ten men of 
his servants, and did as the LORD had 
said unto him: and soit was, because - 
he feared his father’s household, and 
the men of the city, that he could not 
do zt by. day, that he did zt by night. 

28 Y And when the men of the ci 
arose early in the morning, behold, 
the altar of Baal was cast down, and 
the grove was cut down that was by it, 
and the second bullock was offered 
upon the altar that was built. 

29 And they said one to another, 
Who hath done this thing? And when 
they enquired and asked, they said, 
Gideon the son of Joash hath done 
this thing. 

30 Then the men of the city said 
unto. Joash, Bring out thy son, that 
he may die: because he hath cast 
down the altar of Baal, and because 
he hath cut down the grove that was 


y it. 

31 And Joash said unto all that 
stood against him, Will ye plead for 
Baal? will ye save him? he that will 
plead for him, let him be put to death 
whilst it 7s yet morning: if he be a god, 
let him plead for himself, because 
one hath cast down his altar. 

32 Therefore on that day he called 
him Jerubbaal, saying, Let Baal plead 
against him, because he hath thrown 
down his altar. 

33 { Then all the Midianites and 
the Amalekites and the children of 
the east were pathered together, and 
went over, and pitched in the valley 
of Jezreel. NS 

34 But the Spirit of the LORD 
came upon Gideon, and he blew a 
trumpet; and Abi-ezer was gathered 
after him. 

35 And he sent messengers through- 
out all Manasseh; who also was ga- 
thered after him: and he sent messen- 
gers unto Asher, and unto Zebulun, 
and unto Naphtali; and they came up 
to meet them, ; 

36 § And Gideon said unto God, If 
thou wilt save Israel by mine hand, 
as thou hast said, 
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37 Behold, I will put a fleece of 
wool in the floor; and if the dew be on 
the fleece only, and zt be dry upon all 
the earth beside, then shall I know 
that thou wilt save Israel by mine 
hand, as thou hast said. 

38 And it was so: for he rose up 
early on the morrow, and thrust the 
fleece together, and wringed the dew 
out of the fleece, a bowl full of wa- 


ter. : 

39 And Gideon said unto God, Let 
not thine anger be hot against me, 
and I wili speak but this once: let 
me prove, I pray thee, but this once 
with the fleece; let it now be dry only 
upon the fleece, and upon all the 
ground let there be dew. : 

40 And God did so that night: for 
it was dry upon the fleece only, and 
there was dew on all the ground.

HEN Jerubbaal, who zs Gideon, 

and all the people that were with 
him, rose up early, and pitched be- 
side the well of Harod: so that the 
host of the Midianites were on the 
north side of them, by the hill of 
Moreh, in the valley. | ; 

2 And the LORD said unto Gideon, 
The people that are with thee are too 
many for me to give the Midianites 
into their hands, lest Israel vaunt 
themselves against me, saying, Mine 
own hand hath saved me. eben 

3 Now therefore go to, proclaim in 
the ears of the people, saying, Who- 
soever is fearful and afraid, let him 
return and depart early from mount 
Gilead. And there returned of the 
people twenty and two thousand; and 
there remained ten thousand. 

4 And the LORD said unto Gideon, 
The people are yet too many; bring 
them down unto the water, and I will 
try them for thee there: and it shall 
be, that of whom I say unto thee, This 
shall go with thee, the same shall go 
with thee; and of whomsoever I say 
unto thee, This shall not go with thee, 
the same shall not go. 

5 So he brought down the people 
unto the water: and the LORD said 
unto Gideon, Every one that lappeth 
of the water with his tongue, as a dog 
lappeth, him shalt thou set by him- 
self; likewise every one that boweth 
down upon his knees to drink. 

And the number of them that 
lapped, puinge staeic hand to their 
gmmouth, were three hundred men: but 
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all the rest of the people bowed down 
upon their knees to drink water. 

7 And the LORD said unto Gideon, 
By the three hundred men that 
lapped will I save you, and deliver 
the Midianites into e hand: and 
let all the other people go every man 
unto his place. 3 ; Ds 

8 So the people took victuals in their 
hand, and their trumpets: and he sent 
all the rest of Israel every man unto 
his tent, and retained those three hun- 
dred men: and the host of Midian was 
beneath him in the valley. 

9 ‘| And it came to pass the same 
night, that the LORD said unto him, 
Arise, get thee down unto the host; 
for I have delivered it into thine 
hand. 

to But if thou fear to go down, go 
thou with Phurah thy servant down 
to the host: 

11 And thou shalt hear what they 
say; and afterward shall thine hands 
be strengthened to go down unto the 
host. Then went he down with Phu- 
rah his servant unto the outside of 
the armed men that were in the host. 

12 And the Midianites and the Am- 
alekites and all the children of the 
east lay along in the valley like 
grasshoppers for multitude; and their 
camels were without number, as the 
sand by the sea side for multitude. 

13. And when Gideon was come, be- 
hold, there was a man that told a dream 
unto his fellow, and said, Behold, I 
dreamed a dream, and, lo, a cake of 
barley bread tumbled into the host of 
Midian, and came unto a tent, and 
smote it that it fell, and overturned it, 
that the tent lay along. 

14 And his fellow answered and 
said, This 7s nothing else save the 
sword of Gideon the son of Joash, a 
man of Israel: for into his hand hath 
God delivered Midian, and all the host. 

15 § And it was so, when Gideon 
heard the telling of the dream, and 
the interpretation thereof, that he 
worshipped, and returned into the 
host_of Israel, and said, Arise; for 
the LoRD hath delivered into your 
hand the host of Midian. 

16 And he divided the three hun- 
dred men into three companies, and 
he put a trumpet in every man’s 
hand, with empty pitchers, and 
lamps within the pitchers. 

17 And he said unto them, Look on 
me, and do likewise: and, behold, 
when I come to the outside of the 
camp, it shall be that, as I do, so shall 


ye do, 
18 When I blow with a trumpet, I

and all that are with me, then blow ye 
the trumpets also on every side of all 
the camp, and say, The sword of the 
LORD, and of Gideon. 

19 {So Gideon, and the hundred 
men that were with him, came unto 
the outside of the camp in the begin- 
ning of the middle watch; and they 
had but newly set the watch: and 
they blew the trumpets, and brake 
the pitchers that were in their hands. 

20 And the three companies blew 
the trumpets, and brake the pitchers, 
and held the lamps in their left hands, 
and the trumpets in their right hands 
to blow withal : and they cried, The 
sword of the LORD, and of Gideon. 

21 And they stood every man in his 
place round about the camp: and all 
the host ran, and cried, and fled. 

22 And the three hundred blew the 
trumpets, and the LORD set every 
man’s sword against his fellow, even 
throughout all the host: and the host 
fled to Beth-shittah in Zererath, and 
to the border of Abel-meholah, unto 
Tabbath. 

23 And the men of Israel gathered 
themselves together out of Naphtali, 
and out of Asher, and out of al! Ma- 
nasseh, and pursued after the Mid- 
ianites. 

24 { And Gideon sent messengers 
throughout all mount Ephraim, say- 
ing, Come down against the Midian- 
ites, and take before them the waters 
unto Beth-barah and Jordan. Then 
all the men of Ephraim gathered 
themselves together, and took the 
waters unto Beth-barah and Jordan, 

25 And they took two princes of 
the Midianites, Oreb and Zeeb; and 
they slew Oreb upon the rock Oreb, 
and Zeeb they slew at the winepress 
of Zeeb, and pursued Midian, and 
brought the heads of Oreb and Zeeb 
to Gideon on the other side Jordan. 


CHAPTER 8.

ND the men of Ephraim said 
unto him, Why hast thou served 

us thus, that thou calledst us not, 
when thou wentest to fight with the 
Midianites? And they did chide with 


him shat : 
'_2 And he said unto them, What 
have I done now in comparison of 
you? Js not the gleaning of the grapes 
of Ephraim better than the vintage of 
Abi-ezer? 3 F 

3 God hath delivered into your 
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hands the princes of Midian, Oreb 
and Zeeb: and what was I able to do 
in comparison of you? Then their 
anger was abated toward him, when 
he had said that. 

4 { And Gideon came to Jordan, 
and passed over, he, and the three 
hundred men that were with him, 
faint, yet pursuing them. 

5 And he said unto the men of 
Succoth, Give, I pray you, loaves of 
bread unto the people that follow me; 
for they be faint, and I am pursuing 
after Zebah and Zalmunna, kings of 
Midian. } 

6 § And the princes of Succoth said, 
Are the hands of Zebah and Zal- 
munna now in thine hand, that we 
should give bread unto thine army? 

7 And Gideon said, Therefore when 
the LORD hath delivered Zebah and 
Zalmunna into mine hand, then I 
will tear your flesh with the thorns 
of the wilderness and with briers. 

§| And he went up thence to Pe- 
nuel, and spake unto them likewise: 
and the men of Penuel answered him 
as the men of Succoth had ariswered 


vm. 2 
9 And he spake also unto the men 
of Penuel, saying, When I come 
again in peace, I will break down this 

tower. 

to {| Now Zebah and Zalmunna 
were in Karkor, and their hosts with 
them, about fifteen thousand men, 
all that were left of all the hosts of 
the children of the east: for there fell 
an hundred and twenty thousand 
men that drew sword. 

1r { And Gideon went up by the 
way of them that. dwelt in tents on 
the east of Nobah and Jogbehah, 
and smote the host: for the host was 
secure. 

12 And when Zebah and Zalmunna 
fled, he pursued after them, and took 
the two kings of Midian, Zebah and 
Zalmunna, and discomfited all the 


host. 
13 § And Gideon the son of Joash 
returned from battle before the sun 


was Up, 

14 ‘And caught a young man of the 
men of Succoth, and enquired of him: 
and he described unto him the princes 
of Succoth, and the elders thereof, 
even threescore and seventeen men. 

15 And he came unto the men of 
Succoth, and said, Behold Zebah and 
Zalmunna, with whom ye did up- 
braid me, saying, Are the hands of 
Zebah and Zalmunna now in thine 
hand, that we should give bread unto 
thy men that are weary? 
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16 And he took the elders of the city, | 30 And Gideon had threescore and 


and thorns of the wilderness and 
briers, and with them he taught the 
men of Succoth. 

17 And he beat down the tower of 
Penuel, and slew the men of the city. 

18 ¥ Then said he unto Zebah and 
Zalmunna, What manner of men 
were they whom ye slew at Tabor? 
And they answered, As thou art, so 
were they; each one resembled the 
children of a king. 

1g And he said, They were my bre- 
thren, even the sons of my mother: 
as the LORD liveth, if ye had saved 
them alive, I would not slay you. 

20 And he said unto Jether his first- 
born, Up, and slay them. But the 
youth drew not his sword: for he 
feared, because he was yet a youth. 

21 Then Zebah and Zalmunna said, 
Rise thou, and fall upon us: for as 
the man 2s, so is his strength. And 
Gideon arose, and slew Zebah and 
Zalmunna, and took away the or- 
naments that were on their camels? 
necks. 

22 § Then the men of Israel said 
unto Gideon, Rule thou over us, both 
thou, and thy son, and thy son’s son 
also: for thou hast delivered us from 
the hand of Midian. 

23 And Gideon said unto them, I 
will not rule over you, neither shall 
my son rule over you: the LORD 
shall rule over you. | 

24 § And Gideon said unto them, I 
would desire a request of you, that ye 
would give me every man the earrings 
of his prey. (For they had golden ear- 
rings, because they were Ishmaelites.) 

25 And they answered, We will 
willingly give them. And they spread 
a garment, and did cast therein every 
man the earrings of his prey. 

26 And the weight of the golden 
earrings that he requested was a thou- 
sand and seven hundred shekels of 
gold; beside ornaments, and collars, 
and purple raiment that was on the 
kings of Midian, and beside the chains 
that were about their camels’ necks. 

27 And Gideon made an ephod 
thereof, and put it in his city, even in 
Ophrah: and all Israel went thither 
a whoring after it: which thing be- 
came a snare unto Gideon, and to his 
house. me 

28 4 Thus was Midian subdued be- 
fore the children of Israel, so that 
they lifted up their heads no more. 
And the country was in quietness 
forty years in the days of Gideon. 

29 § And Jerubbaal the son of Jo- 
ash went and dwelt in his own house. 


ten sons of his body begotten: for 
he had many wives. | : 

31 And his concubine that was in 
Shechem, she also bare him a son, 
whose name he called Abimelech. 

32 { And Gideon the son of Joash 
died in a good old age, and was buried 
in the sepulchre of Joash his father, 
in Ophrah of the Abi-ezrites. 

33 And it came to pass, as soon as 
Gideon was dead, that the children of 
Israel turned again, and went a whor- 
ing after Baalim, and made Baal- 
berith their god. 

34 And the children of Israel_re- 
membered not the LORD their God, 
who had delivered them out of the 
cee of all their enemies on every 
side: 

35 Neither shewed they kindness to 
the house of Jerubbaal, namely, Gid- 
eon, according to all the goodness 
which he had shewed unto Israel. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 Abimelech_ made king. 7% Jotham’s 
fable. 22 Gaal’s conspiracy. 50 Abim- 
lech slain. 


é 
seh Abimelech the son of Jerub- 
baal went to Shechem unto his 
mother’s brethren, and communed 
with them, and with all the family of 
the house of his mother’s father, say- 


ing, 

2 Speak, I pray you, in the ears of 
all the men of Shechem, Whether 7s 
better for you, either that all the sons 
of Jerubbaal, which are threescore 
and ten persons, reign over you, or 
that one reign over you? remember 
also that I amyour bone and your flesh. 

3 And his mother’s brethren spake 
of him in the ears of all the men of 
Shechem all these words: and their 
hearts inclined to follow Abimelech; 
for they said, He zs our brother. 

4 And they gave him threescore and 
ten ieee. of silver out of the house of 
Baal-berith, wherewith Abimelech 
hired vain and light persons, which 
followed him. 

5 And he went unto his father’s 
house at Ophrah, and slew his bre- 
thren the sons of Jerubbaal, being 
threescore and ten persons, upon one 
stone: notwithstanding yet Jotham 
the youngest son of oe was 
left; for he hid himself, 

6 And all the men of Shechem ga- 
thered together, and all the house of 
Millo, and went, and made Abimelech 
king, by the plain of tte pillar that 
was in Shechem, 
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7 § And when they told zt to Jo- 
tham- he went and stood in the top 
of mount Gerizim, and lifted up his 
voice, and cried, and said unto them, 
Hearken unto me. ye men of She- 
chem, that God may hearken unto 
you. 

8 The trees went forth on a time to 
anoint a king over them; and they 
said unto the olive tree, Reign thou 
over us. 

9 But the olive tree said unto them, 
Should I leave my fatness, where- 
with by me they honour God and 
man, and go to be promoted over 
the trees? 

io And the trees said to the fig tree, 
Come thou, and reign over us. 

Ir But the fig tree said unto them, 
Should I forsake my sweetness, and 
my good fruit, and go to be promoted 
over the trees? 

12 Then said the trees unto the 
vine, Come thou, and reign over us. 

13 And the vine said unto them, 
Should I leave my wine, which cheer- 
eth God and man, and go to be pro- 
moted over the trees? 

14 Then said all the trees unto the 
bramble, Come thou, and reign over 


us. 

15 And the bramble said unto the 
trees, If in truth ye anoint me king 
over you, then come and put your 
trust in my shadow: and if not, let 
fire come out of the bramble, and de- 
vour the cedars of Lebanon. 

16 Now therefore, if ye have done 
truly and sincerely, in that ye have 
made Abimelech king, and if ye have 
dealt well with Jerubbaal and his 
house, and have done unto him ac- 
cording to the deserving of his hands; 

17 (For my father fought for you, 
and adventured his life far, and de- 
livered you out of the hand of Midian: 

18 And ye are risen up against my 
father’s house this day, and have 
slain his sons, threescore and ten per- 
sons, upon one stone, and have made 
Abimelech, the son of. his maidser- 
vant king over the men of Shechem, 
because he zs your brother;) 

19 If ye then have dealt truly and 
sincerely with Jerubbaal and with his 
house this day, then rejoice ye in 
Abimelech, and let him also rejoice 
in you: 

_ 20 But if not, let fire come out from 

Abimelech, and devour the men of 
Shechem, and the house of Millo; and 
let fire come out from the men of She- 
chem, and from the house of Millo, 
and devour Abimelech. 

21 And Jotham ran away, and fled, 
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and went to Beer, and dwelt there, 
for fear of Abimelech his brother. 

22 4 When Abimelech had reigned 
three years over Israel, 

23 Then God sent an evil spirit 
between Abimelech and the men of 
Shechem; and the men of Shechem 
dealt treacherously with Abimelech: 

24 That the cruelty done to the 

threescore and ten sons of Jerubbaal 
might come, and their blood be laid 
upon Abimelech their brother, which 
slew them; and upon the men of She- 
chem, which aided him in the killing 
of his brethren. 
_25 And the men of Shechem set liers 
in wait for him in the top of the moun- 
tains, and they robbed all that came 
along that way by them: and it was 
told Abimelech. 

26 And Gaal the son of Ebed came 
with his brethren, and went over to 
Shechem: and the men of Shechem 
put their confidence in him. 

27 And they went out into the fields, 
and gathered their vineyards, and 
trode the grapes, and made merry, 
and went into the house of their god, 
and did eat and drink, and cursed 
Abimelech. 

28 And Gaal the son of Ebed said, 
Who 7s Abimelech, and who zs She- 
chem, that we should serve him? zs 
not he the son of Jerubbaal? and Ze- 
bul his officer? serve the men of Ha- 
mor the father of Shechem: for why 
should we serve him? ! 

29 And would to God this people 
were under my hand! then would I 
remove Abimelech. And he said to 
Abimelech, Increase thine army, and 
come out. 

30 § And when Zebul the ruler of 
the city heard the words of Gaal the 
son of Ebed, his anger was kindled. 

31 And he sent messengers unto 
Abimelech privily, saying, Behold, 
Gaal the son of Ebed and his brethren 
be come to Shechem; and, behold, 
they fortify the city against thee. 

32 Now therefore up by night, thou 
and the people that 7s with thee, and 
lie in wait in the field: | 

33 And it shall be, that in the morn- 
ing, as soon as the sun is up, thou 
shalt rise early, and set upon the city: 
and, behold, when he and the people 
that 2s with him come out against 
thee, then mayest thou do to them as 
thou shalt find occasion. 

34 § And Abimelech rose up, and 
all the people that were with him, by 
night, and they laid wait against She- 
chem in four companies. 

35 And Gaal the son of Ebed went 
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out, and stood in the entering of the 
gate of the city: and Abimelech rose 
up, and the people that were with him, 
from lying in wait. 

36 And when Gaal saw the people, 
he said to Zebul, Behold, there come 
people down from the top of the 
mountains. And Zebul said unto him, 
Thou seest the shadow of the moun- 
tains as 7f they were men. | , 

37 And Gaal spake again and said, 
See there come people down by the 
middle of the land, and another 
company come along by the plain of 
Meonenim. : 

38 Then said Zebul unto him, 
Where 7s now thy mouth, wherewith 
thou saidst, Who zs Abimelech, that 
we should serve him? 7s not this the 
people that thou hast despised? go 
out, I pray now, and fight with them. 

39 And Gaal went out before the 
men of Shechem, and fought with 
Abimelech. F 

40 And Abimelech chased him, and 
lke fled before him, and many were 
overthrown and wounded, even unto 
the entering of the gate. 

41 And Abimelech dwelt at Arumah: 
and Zebul thrust out Gaal and his 
brethren, that they should not dwell 
in Shechem. 

42 And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that the people went out into 
the field; and they told Abimelech. 

43 And he took the people, and di- 
vided them into three companies, and 
laid wait in the field, and looked, and, 
behold, the people were come forth 
out of the city; and he rose up against 
them, and smote them. 

44 And Abimelech, and the com- 
pany that was with him, rushed for- 
ward, and stood in the entering of the 
gate of the city: and the two other 
companies ran upon all the people that 
were in the fields, and slew them. 

45 And Abimelech fought against 
the city all that day; and he took the 
city, and slew the people that was 
therein, and beat down the city, and 
sowed it with salt. 

46 4 And when all the men of the 
tower of Shechem heard that, they 
entered into an hold of the house of 
the god Berith. 

47 And it was told Abimelech, that 
all the men of the tower of Shechem 
were gathered together. 

48 And Abimelech gat him up to 
mecunt Zalmon, he and all the peo- 

le that were with him; and Abime- 
ech took an ax in his hand, and cut 
down a bough from the trees, and 
took it, and laid 2t on his shoulder, 
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and said unto the people that were 
with him, What ye have seen me do, 
make haste, and do as I have done. 

49 And all the people likewise cut 
down every man his bough, and fol- 
lowed Abimelech, and put them to the 
hold, and set the hold on fire upon 
them; so thatall the men of the tower 
of Shechem died also, about a thou- 
sand men and women. 

50 { Then went Abimelech to The- 
bez, and encamped against Thebez, 
and took it.

54 Then he called hastily unto the 
young man his armourbearer, and 
said unto him, Draw thy sword, and 
slay me, that men say not of me, A 
woman slew him. And his young man 
thrust him through, and he died. 

55 And when the men of Israel saw 
that Abimelech was dead, they de- 
parted every man unto his place. 

56 {| Thus God rendered the wick- 
edness of Abimelech, which he did 
unto his father, in slaying his seventy 
brethren: 

57 And all the evil of the men of 
Shechem did God render upon their 
heads: and upon them came the curse 
of Jotham the son of Jerubbaal.

ND after Abimelech there arose 

to defend Israel Tola the son of

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6 4 And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the LoRD, 
and served Baalim, and Ashtaroth, 
and the gods of Syria, and the gods 
of Zidon, and the gods of Moab, and 
the gods of the children of Ammon, 
and the gods of the Philistines, and 
forsook the LORD, and served not 


im. 

7 And the anger of the LORD was 
hot pease Israel, and he sold them 
into the hands of the Philistines, and 
into the hands of the children of Am- 


mon. 

8 And that year they vexed and op- 
pressed the children of Israel: eigh- 
teen years, all the children of Israel 
that were on the other side Jordan in 
the land of the Amorites, which 7s in 
Gilead. 

9 Moreover the children of Am- 
mon passed over J ordan to fight also 
against Judah, and against Benjamin, 
and against the house of Ephraim; 
so that Israel was sore distressed. 

10 § And the children of Israel 
cried unto the LoRD, saying, We have 
sinned against thee, both because we 
have forsaken our God, and also 
served Baalim. 

11 And the LorD said unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, Did not I deliver you 
from the Egyptians, and from the 
Amorites, from the children of Am- 
mon, and from the Philistines? 

12 The Zidonians also, and the 
Amalekites, and the Maonites, did 
oppress you; and ye cried to me, and 
I delivered you out of their hand.

e have chosen; let them deliver you 
in the time of your tribulation.

15 { And the children of Israel said 
unto the LORD, We have sinned: do 
thou unto us whatsoever seemeth 
good unto thee; deliver us only, we 
pray thee, this day. 

16 And they put away the strange 
gods from among them, and served 
the LORD: and his soul was grieved 
for the misery of Israel. 

17 Then the children of Ammon 
were gathered together, and en- 
camped in Gilead. And the children 
of Israel assembled themselves to- 

_gether, and encamped in Mizpeh. 

18 And the people and princes of 
Gilead said one to another, What 
man is he that will begin to fight 
against the children of Ammon? he 
shall be head over all the inhabitants 


of Gilead.

7 And Jephthah ¢nid unto the elders 
of Gilead, Did net ye hate me, and 
expel me out of my father’s house? 
and why are ye come unto me now 
when ye are in distress? 

8 And the elders of Gilead said unto 
Jephthah, Therefore we turn again 
to thee now, that thou mayest go with 
us, and fight against the children of 
Ammon, and be our head over all 
the inhabitants of Gilead. 

9 And Jephthah said unto the elders 
of Gilead, If ye bring me home again 
to fight against the children of Am- 
mon, and the LORD deliver them be- 
fore me, shall I be your head? 

to And the elders of Gilead said 
unto Jephthah, the LORD be wit- 
ness between us, if we do not so ac- 
cording to thy words. ; 

ir Then Jephthah went with the 
elders of Gilead, and the people made 
him head and captain over them: 
and Jephthah uttered all his words 
before the LORD in Mizpeh. 

12 { And Jephthah sent messen- 
gem unto the king of the children of 

mmon, saying, What hast thou to 
do with me, that, thou art come 
against me to fight in my land? 

13 And the king of the children of 
Ammon answered unto the messen- 
gers of Jephthah, Because Israel took 
away my land, when they came up 
out of Egypt, from Arnon even unto 
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Jabbok, and unto Jordan: now there- 
tore restore those lands again peace- 
ably. 
14 And Jephthah sent messengers 
again unto the king of the children 
of Ammon: , 

15 And said unto him, Thus saith 

ephthah, Israel took not away the 
and of Moab, nor the land of the chil- 
dren of Ammon: 

16 But when Israel came up from 
Egypt, and walked through the wil- 
derness unto the Red sea, and came 
to Kadesh; 


17 Then Israel sent messengers | h 


unto the king of Edom, saying, Let 
me, I pray thee, pass through thy 
land: but the king of Edom would 
not hearken thereto. And in like man- 
ner they sent unto the king of Moab: 
but he would not consent : and Israel 
abode in Kadesh. 

18 Then they went along through 
the wilderness, and compassed the 
land of Edom, and the land of Moab, 
and came by the east side of .the land 
of Moab, and pitched on the other 
side of Arnon, but came not within 
the border of Moab: for Arnon was 
the border of Moab. 

19 And Israel sent messengers unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, the king 
of Heshbon; and Israel said unto 
him, Let us pass, we pray thee, 
through thy land into my place. 

20 But Sihon trusted not Israel to 
pass through his coast: but Sihon ga- 
thered all his people together, and 
pitched in Jahaz, and fought against 
Israel. 

21 And the LORD God of Israel de- 
livered Sihon and all his people into 
the hand of Israel, and they smote 
them: so Israel possessed all the land 
of the Amorites, the inhabitants of 
that country. 

22 And they possessed all the coasts 
of the Amorites, from Arnon even 
unto Jabbok, and from the wilder- 
ness even unto Jordan. 

23 So now the LORD God of Israel 
hath dispossessed the Amorites from 
before his people Israel, and should- 
est thou possess it? 

24 Wilt not thou possess that which 
Chemosh thy god giveth thee to pos- 
sess? So whomsoever the LORD our 
God shall drive out from before us, 
them will we possess. 

25 And now art thou any thing bet- 
ter than Balak the son of Zippor, 
king of Moab? did he ever strive 
against Israel, or did he ever fight 
against them, Th 

26 While Israel dwelt in Heshbon 


and her towns, and in Aroer and her 
towns, and in all the cities that be 
along by the coasts of Arnon, three 
hundred years? why therefore did ye 
not recover them within that time? 

27 Wherefore I have not sinned 
against thee, but thou doest me wrong 
to war against me: the LORD the 
Judge be judge this day between the 
children of Israel and the children of 
Ammon. y : 

28 Howbeit the king of the children 
of Ammon hearkened not unto the 
words of Jephthah which he sent 


im. 

29 {| Then the Spirit of the LorD 
came upon Jephthah, and he passed 
over Gilead, and Manasseh, and 
passed over Mizpeh of Gilead, and 
from Mizpeh of Gilead he passed over 
unto the children of mon. 

30 And Jephthah vowed a vow 
unto the LORD, and said, If thou shalt 
without fail deliver the children of 
Ammon into mine hands, 

31 Then itshall be, that whatsoever 
cometh forth of the doors of my house 
to meet me, when I return in peace. 
from the children of Ammon, shall 
surely be the LORD’s, and I will offer 
it up for a burnt offering. 

32 § So Jephthah passed over unto 
the children of Ammon to fight against 
them; and the LORD delivered them 
into his hands. 

33 And he smote them from Aroer, 
even till thou come to Minnith, even 
twenty cities, and unto the plain of 
the vineyards, with a very great 
slaughter. Thus the children of Am- 
mon were subdued before the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

34 § And Jephthah came to Miz- 
peh unto his house, and, behold, his 
daughter came out to meet him with 
timbrels and with dances: and she 
was his only child; beside her he had 
neither son nor daughter. 

35 And it came to pass, when he 
saw her, that he rent his clothes, 
and said, Alas, my daughter! thou 
hast brought me very low, and thou 
art one of them that trouble me: for 
I have opened my mouth unto the 
LORD, and I cannot go back. 

36 And she said unto him, My fa- 
ther, 7 thou hast opened thy mouth 
unto the LORD, do to me according 
to that which hath proceeded out of 
thy mouth; forasmuch as the LorD 
hath taken vengeance for thee of 
thine enemies, even of the children of 
Ammon, 

37 And she said unto her father, 
Let this thing be done for me: let 
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me alone two months, that I may go 
up and down upon the mountains, 
and bewail my virginity, I and my 
fellows. i 

38 And he said,Go. And he sent her 
away for two months: and she went 
with her companions, and bewailed 
her virginity upon the mountains. 

39 And it came to pass at the end of 
two months, that she returned unto 
her father, who did with her accord- 
ing to his vow which he had vowed: 
and she knew no man. And it wasa 
custom in Israel, 

40 That the daughters of Israel 
went yearly to lament the daughter 
of Jephthah the Gileadite four days 
in a year. 


CHAPTER 12. 


1 The quarrel with Ephraim. _|7 Jeph- 
thah dies.

ND the men of Ephraim ga- 
thered themselves together, and 
went northward, and said unto Jeph- 
thah, Wherefore passedst thou over 
to fight against the children of Am- 
mon, and didst not call us to go with 
thee? we will burn thine house upon 
thee with fire. 2 
2 And Jephthah said unto them, I 
and my people were at great strife 
with the children of Ammon; and 
when I called you, ye delivered me 
not out of their hands.

5 And the Gileadites took the pas- 
sages of Jordan before the Ephraim- 
ites: and it was so, that when those 
Ephraimites which were escaped said, 
Let me go over; that the men of Gil- 
ead said unto him, Art thou an Ephra- 
imite? Ifhesaid, Nay; | 
6 Then said they unto him, Say now 
Shibboleth: and he said Sibboleth: 
for he could not frame to pronounce 
a right. Then they took him, and 
slew him at the passages of Jordan: 
and there fell at that time of the 
Ephraimites forty and two thousand. 

7 And Jephthah judged Israel six 


years. Then died Jephthah the Gil- 
eadite, and was buried in one of the 
cities of Gilead. 

8 § And after him Ibzan of Beth- 
lehem judged Israel. 

And he had thirty sons, and thirty 
daughters, whom he sent abroad, and 
took in thirty daughters from abroad 
for his sons. And he judged Israel 
seven years. pee 

to Then died Ibzan, and was buried 
at Beth-lehem. f 

iz § And after him Elon, a Zebu- 
lonite, judged Israel; and he judged 
Israel ten years. 

12 And Elon the Zebulonite died, 
and was buried in Aijalon in the 
country of Zebulun. 

13_ {| And after him Abdon the son 
of Hillel, a Pirathonite, judged Israel. 

14 And he had forty sons and thirty 
nephews, that rode on threescore and 
ten ass colts: and he judged Israel 
eight years. 

15 And Abdon the son of Hillel the 
Pirathonite died, and was buried in 
Pirathon in the land of Ephraim, in 
the mount of the Amalekites. 


CHAPTER 13.

ND _the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the 
LorD; and the LoRD delivered them 
into the hand of the Philistines forty 
years.

8 Then the lords of the Philistines 
brought up to her seven green withs 
which had not been dried, and she 
bound him with them. : 

9, Now there were men lying in wait, 
abiding with her in the chamber. 
And she said unto him, The Philis- 
tines be upon thee, Samson. And he 
brake the withs, as a thread of tow 
is broken when it toucheth the fire, 
So his strength was not known. 

to And Delilah said unto Samson, 
Behold, thou hast mocked me, and 
told me lies: now tell me, I pray thee, 
wherewith thou mightest be bound. 

riz And he said unto her, If they 
bind me fast with new ropes that 
never were occupied, then shall I be 
weak, and be as another man. 

12 Delilah therefore took newropes, 
and bound him therewith, and said 
unto him, The Philistines be upon 
thee, Samson. And there were liers in 
wait abiding in the chamber. And he 
brake them from off his arms like a 
thread. ‘ 

13 And Delilah said unto Samson, 
Hitherto thou hast mocked me, and 
told me lies: tell me wherewith thou 
mightest be bound. And he said unto 
her, If thou weavest the seven locks 
of my head with the web. 

14 And she fastened 7¢ with the pin,

and said unto him, The Philistines be 

upon thee, Samson. And he awaked 

out of his sleep, and went away with 

oe a of the beam, and with the 
web. 

15 § And she said unto him, How 
canst thou say, I love thee, when 
thine heart 7s not with me? thou hast 
mocked me these three times, and 
hast not told me wherein thy great 
strength lieth. 

16 And it came to pass, when she 
pressed him daily with her words, 
and urged him, so that his soul was 
vexed unto death; 

17 That he told her all his heart, 
and said unto her, There hath not 
come a razor upon mine head; for I 
have been a Nazarite unto God from 
my mother’s womb: if I be shaven, 
then my strength will go from me, 
and I shall become weak, and be like 
any other man. ‘ 

18 And when Delilah saw that he 
had told her all his heart, she sent 
and called for the lords of the Philis- 
tines, saying, Come up this once, for 
he hath shewed me all his heart. 
Then the lords of the Philistines came 
up unto her, and brought money in 
their hand. : 

rg And she made him sleep upon 
her knees; and she called for a man, 
and she caused him to shave off the 
seven locks of his head; and she be- 
gan to afflict him, and his strength 
went from him. ; ’ 

20 And she said, The Philistines be 
upon thee, Samson. And he awoke 
out of his sleep, and said, I will go out 
as at other times before, and shake 
myself. And he wist not that the 
LORD was departed from him. 

21 ¥ But the Philistines took him, 
and put out his eyes, and brought 
him down to Gaza, and bound him 
with fetters of brass; and he did grind 
in the prison house. . j 

22 Howbeit the hair of his head 
began to grow again after he was 
shaven. (aw 

23 Then the lords of the Philistines 
gathered them together for to offer 
a great sacrifice unto Dagon their 

od, and to rejoice: for they said, 

ur god hath delivered Samson our 
enemy into our hand. j 

24 And when the people saw him, 

they praised their god: for they said, 
‘ Our god hath delivered into our hands 

our enemy, and the destroyer of our 

country, which slew many ofus. . 

25 And it came to pass, when their 
hearts were merry, that they said, 
Call for Samson, that he may make 
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us sport. And they called for Samson 
out of the prison house; and he made 
them sport: and they set him be- 
tween the pillars. 

26 And Samson said unto the lad 
that held him by the hand, Suffer me 
that I may feel the pillars whereupon 
the house standeth, that I may lean 
upon them. 

27 Now the house was full of men 
and women; and all the lords of the 
Philistines were there; and e€ were 
upon the roof about three thousand 
men and women, that beheld while 
Samson made sport. ; 

28 And Samson called unto the 
LORD, and said, O Lord GOD, remem- 
ber me, I pray thee, and strengthen 
me, I pray thee, only this once, O God, 
that I may be at once avenged of the 
Philistines for my two eyes. 

29 And Samson took hold of the 
two middle pillars upon which the 
house stood, and on which it was 
borne up, of the one with his right 
hand, and of the other with his left. 

30 And Samson said, Let me die 
with the Philistines. And he bowed 
himself with all his might; and the 
house fell upon the lords, and upon 
all the people that were therein. So 
the dead which he slew at his death 
were more than they which he slew 
in his life. 

31 Then his brethren and all the 
house of his father came down, and 
took him, and brought ham up, and 
buried him between Zorah and Esh- 
taol in the buryingplace of Manoah 
his father.

6 In those days there was no in 
Israel, but every man did that which 
was right in his own eyes. 

4, And there was a young man out 
of Beth-lehem-judah of the family of 
Judah, who was a Levite, and he so- 
journed there. 

8 And the man departed out of the 
city from Beth-lehem-judah to so- 
journ where he could find 2 place: 
and he came to mount Ephraim to 
the house of Micah, as he journeyed. 

9 And Micah said unto him, Whence 
comest thou? And he said unto him, 
I am a Levite of Beth-lehem-judah, 
eae I go to sojourn where I may find 
a place. 

xo And Micah said unto him, Dwell 
with me, and be unto me a father 
and a priest, and I will give thee ten 
shekels of silver by the year, and a 
suit of apparel, and thy victuals. So 
the Levite went in, 

tz And the Levite was content to 
dwell with the man; and the young 
man was unto him as one of his 
sons. 

12 And Micah consecrated the Le- 
vite; and the young man became his 
priest, and was in the house of Micah. 

13 Then said Micah, Now know I 
that the LORD will do me good, seeing 
I have a Levite to my priest. 


CHAPTER 18. 


1 Dan seeks new territory.. 14 They take 
Micah’s images and priests. 27 Laish 
conquered. 


jee those days there was no king in 
Israel: and in those days the tribe 
of the Danites sought them an in- 
heritance to dwell in; for unto that 
day all their inheritance had not fallen 
unto them among the tribes of Israel. 

2 And the children of Dan sent of 
their family five men from their coasts, 
men of valour, from Zorah, and from 
Eshtaol, to spy out the land, and to 
search it; and they said unto them, 
Go, search the land: who when they 
* came tomount Ephraim, to the house 
of Micah, they lodged there. 

3 When they were by the house of 
Micah, they ew the voice of the

7 4 Then the five men departed, 
and came to Laish, and saw the peo- 
ple that were therein, how they dwelt 
careless, after the manner of the Zi- 
donians, quiet and secure; and there 
was fare ore Se the eae 
might put them to shame in any th - 
and they were far from the Zidonians, 
and had no business with any man. 

8 And they came unto their bre- 
thren to Zorah and Eshtaol: and 
their brethren said unto them, What 
say ye? ; 

9 And they said, Arise, that we may 
gO up against them: for we have seen 
the land, and, behold, it 7s very good: 
and are ye still? be not slothful to 
go, and to enter to possess the land. 

ro When ye go, ye shall come unto 
a people secure, and to a large land: 
for God hath given it into your hands;

18 And these went into Micah’s 
house, and fetched the carved image, 
the ephod, and the teraphim, and the 
molten image.

26 And the children of Dan went 
their way: and when Micah saw that 
they were too strong for him, he turned 
and went back unto hishouse. 

27 And they took the things which 
Micah had made, and the priest which 
he had, and came unto Laish, unto 
a people that were at quiet and secure: 
_ and they smote them with the edge of 
the sword, and burnt the city with fire. 
28 And there was no deliverer, be- 
cause it was far from Zidon, and they 
had no business with any man; and 
it was in the valley that leth by 
Beth-rehob. And they built a city, 
and dwelt therein. 

29 And they called the name of

AS D it came to pass in those days, 

when there was no king in Israel, 
that there was a certain Levite so- 
journing on the side of mount Ephra- 
im, who took to him a concubine 
out of Beth-lehem-judah. 

2 And his concubine played the 
whore against him, and went away 
from him unto her father’s house to 
Beth-lehem-judah, and was there 
four whole months.

4 And his father in law, the damsel’s 
father, retained him; and he abode 
with him three days: so they did eat 
and drink, and lodged there. 

And it came to pass on_ the 
fourth day, when they arose early in 
the morning, that he rose up to de- 
part: and the damsel’s father said 
unto his son in law, Comfort thine 
heart with a morsel of bread, and 
afterward go your way. 

And they sat down, and did eat 
and drink both of them together: for 
the damsel’s father had said unto the 
man, Be content, I pray thee, and 
tarry all night, and let thine heart be 
merry. 

7 And when the man rose up to de- 
part, his father in law urged him: 
therefore he lodged there again. | 

8 And he arose early in the morning 
on the fifth day to depart: and the 
damsel’s father said, Comfort thine 
heart, I pray thee. And they tarried 
until afternoon, and they did eat both 
of them. 

9 And when the man rose up to de 
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part, he, and his concubine, and his 
servant, his father in law, the damsel’s 
father, said unto him, Behold, now 
the day draweth toward evening, I 
pray you tarry all night: behold, 
the day groweth to an end, lodge 
here, that thine heart may be merry; 
and to morrow get you early on your 
way, that thou mayest go home. 

1o But the man would not tarry 
that night, but he rose up and de- 
parted, and came over against Je- 
bus, which 7s Jerusalem; and there 
were with him two asses saddled, ‘his 
concubine also was with him. 

1r And when they were by Jebus, 
the day was far spent; and the ser- 
vant said unto his master, Come, I 
pray thee, and let us turn in into this 
city of the Jebusites, and lodge in it.

We will not turn aside hither into the 
city of a stranger, that ts not of the 
children of Israel; we will pass over 
to Gibeah. : 

13 And he said unto his servant, 


Come, and let us draw near to one of | 
these places to lodge all night, in Gib- | 


eah, or in Ramah. 

14 And they passed on and went 
their way; and the sun went down 
upon them when they were by Gibeah, 
which belongeth to Benjamin. _ 

ts And they turned aside thither, to 
go in and to lodge in Gibeah: and 
when he went in, he sat him down in 
a Street of the city: for there was no 
man that took them into his house 
to lodging. 

16 § And, behold, there came an 
old man from his work out of the 
field at even, which was also of mount 
Ephraim; and he sojourned in Gib- 
eah: but the men of the place were 
Benjamites. 

17 And when he had lifted up his 
eyes, he saw a wayfaring man in the 
street of the city: and the old man 
said, Whither goest thou? and whence 
comest thou? 

18 And he said unto him, We are 
passing from Beth-lehem-judah to- 
ward the side of mount phraim; 
from thence am I: and I went to Beth 
lehem-judah, but I am now going to 
the house of the LORD; and there is 
no man that receiveth me to house. 

19 Yet there is both straw and pro- 
vender for ovr asses; and there is 
bread and wine also for me, and for 
thy handmaid, and for the young man 
which is with thy servants: there is no 
want of any thing. } 

20 And the old man said, Peace be 
with thee; howsoever /et all thy wants 


le upon me; only lodge not in the 
street. es 3 
21 So he brought him into his 
house, and gave provender unto the 
asses: and they washed their feet, 
and did eat and drink. , i 
22 4 Now as they were making their 
hearts merry, behold, the men of 
the city, certain sons of Belial, be- 
set,the house round about, and beat 
at the door, and spake to the master of 
the house, the old man, saying, Bring 
forth the man that came into thine 


| house, that we may know him. 


23 And the man, the master of the 
house, went out unto them, and said 
unto them, Nay, my brethren, nay, 1 
pray you, do not so wickedly; seeing 
that this man is come into mine 


house, do not this folly. 
And his master said unto him, | 


24 Behold, here is my daughter a 
maiden, and his concubine; them

26 Then came the woman in the 


| dawning of the day, and fell down at 


the door of the man’s house where 
her lord was, till it was light. 

_27 And her lord rose up in the morn- 
ing, and opened the doors of the 
house, and went out to go his way: 
and, behold, the woman his concu- 
bine was fallen down at the door of 
the house, and her hands were upon 
the threshold. 

28 And he said unto her, Up, and 
let us be going. But none answered. 
Then the man took her up upon an 


| ass, and the man rose up, and gat him 


unto his place. 

29 §j And when he was come into 

his house, he took a knife, and laid 
hold on his concubine, and divided 
her, together with her bones, into 
twelve pieces, and sent her into all 
the coasts of Israel. 
_30 And it was so, that all that saw 
it said, There was no such deed done 
nor seen from the day that the chil- 
dren of Israel came up out of the land 
of Egypt unto this day: consider of it, 
take advice, and speak your minds.

The Levite vindicated. 


HEN all the children of Israel 
went out, and the congregation 
was gathered together as one man, 
from Dan even to Beer-sheba, with 
the land of Gilead, unto the LORD in 
Mizpeh. 

2 And the chief of all the people, 
even of all the tribes of Israel, pre- 
sented themselves in the assembly of 
the people of God, four hundred thou- 
sand footmen that drew sword.

5 And the men of Gibeah rose 
against me, and beset the house round 
about upon me by night, and thought 
to have slain me: and my concubine 
have they forced, that she is dead. 

And I took my concubine, and 
cut herin pieces, andsent her through- 
out all the country of the inheritance 
of Israel: for they have committed 
lewdness and folly in Israel. 

7 Behold, ye are all children of Is- 
rael; give here your advice and 
counsel. 

8 { And all the people arose as one 
man, saying, We will not any of us go 
to his tent, neither will we any of us 
turn into his house. : 

9 But now this shall be the thin 
which we will do to Gibeah; we w 
go up by lot against it; 

10 And we will take ten men of an 
hundred throughout all the tribes of 
Israel, and an hundred of a thousand, 
and a thousand out of ten thousand, 
to fetch victual for the people, that 
they may do, when they come to Gib- 
eah of Benjamin, according to all the 
polly that they have wrought in Is- 
rael. 

11 So all the men of Israel were ga- 
thered against the city, knit together 
as one man. : 

12 { And the tribes of Israel sent 
men through all the tribe of Benja- 
min, saying, What wickedness 7s this 
that is done among you? 

13 Now therefore, deliver us the 
_men, the children of Belial, which 
are in Gibeah, that we may put them 
to death, and put away evil from Is- 
rael. But the children of Benjamin 
would not hearken to the voice of 
their brethren the children of Israel: 

14 But the children of Benjamin

gathered themselves together out of 
the cities unto Gibeah, to go out to 
battle against the children of Israel. 

15 And the children of Benjamin 
were numbered at that time out of 
the cities twenty and six thousand 
men thatdrewsword, beside the inhab- 
itants of Gibeah, which were num- 
bered seven hundred chosen men. 

16 Among all this people there were 
seven hundred chosen men left- 
handed; every one could sling stones 
at an hair breadth, and not miss. 

17 And the men of Israel, beside 
Benjamin, were numbered four hun- 
dred thousand men that drew sword: 
all these were men of war. 

18 J And- the children of Israel 
arose, and went up to the house of 
God, and asked counsel of God, and 
said, Which of us shall go up first 
to the battle against the children of 
Benjamin? And the LORD said, Ju- 
dah shall go up first. 

19 And the children of Israel rose 
up in the morning, and encamped 
against Gibeah. 

20 And the men of Israel went out 
to battle against Benjamin; and the 
men of Israel put themselves in array 
to fight against them at Gibeah. 

21 And the children of Benjamin 
came forth out of Gibeah, and de- 
stroyed down to the ground of the 
Israelites that day twenty and two 
thousand men. 

22 And the people the men of Israel 
encouraged themselves, and set their 
battle again in array in the place 
where they put themselves in array 
the firstday. 

23 (And the children of Israel went 
up and wept before the LORD until 
even, and asked counsel of the LORD, 
saying, Shall I go up again to battle 
against the children of Benjamin my 
brother? And the LORD said, Go up 
against him.) 

24 And the children of Israel came 
near against the children of Benja- 
min the second day. : 

25 And Benjamin went forth against 
them out of Gibeah the second day, 
and destroyed down to the ground 
of the children of Israel again eigh- 
teen thousand men; all these drew the 


sword. 

26 { Then all the children of Israel, 
and all the people, went up, and came 
unto the house of God, and wept, and 
sat there before the LORD, and fasted 
that day until even, and offered burnt 
offerings and peace offerings before 


the LORD. 
27 And the children of Israel en-

quired of the LORD, (for the ark of 
the covenant of God was there in those 


days, 

38 And Phinehas, the son of Elea- 
zar, the son of Aaron, stood before 
it in those days,) saying, Shall I yet 
again go out to battle against the 
children of Benjamin my brother, or 
shall I cease? And the LORD said, 
Go up; for to morrow I will deliver 
them into thine hand. | ; 

29 And Israel set liers in wait round 
about Gibeah. 


30 And the children of Israel went | 


up against the children of Benjamin 
on the third day, and put themselves 
in array against Gibeah, as at other 
times. ; me ah 

31 And the children of Benjamin 
went out against the people, and were 
drawn away from the city; and they 
began to smite of the people, and 
kill, as at other times, in the high- 
ways, of which one goeth up to the 
house of God, and the other to Gibeah 
in the field, about thirty men of Israel. 

32 And the children of Benjamin 
said, They are smitten down before 
us, as at the first. But the children of 
Israel said, Let us flee, and draw them 
from the cy unto the niga Mayes 

33 And all the men of Israel rose 
up out of their place, and put them- 
selves in array at Baal-tamar: and 
the liers in wait of Israel came forth 
out of their places, even out of the 
meadows of Gibeah. : : 

And there came against Gibeah 
ten thousand chosen men out of all 
Israel, and the battle was sore: but 
they knew not that evil was near them. 

35 And the LORD smote Benjamin 
before Israel: and the children of Is- 
rael destroyed of the Benjamites that 
day twenty and five thousand and an 
hundred men: all these drew the 
sword. 5 

36 So the children of Benjamin saw 
that they were smitten: for the men 
of Israel gave place to the Benjamites, 
because they trusted unto the liers in 
wait which they had set beside Gib- 


eah. 

37 And the liers in wait hasted, 
and rushed upon Gibeah; and the 
liers in wait drew themselves along, 
and smote all the city with the edge 
of the sword. 

38 Now there was an appointed 
sign between the men of Israel and 
the liers in wait, that they should 
make ihe flame with smoke rise 
up out of the city. 

39 And when the men of Israel re- 
tired in the battle, Benjamin began 
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to smite and kill of the men of Is- 
rael about thirty persons: for they 
said, Surely they are smitten down 
before us, as zn the first battle. 

40 But when the flame began to 
arise up out of the city with a pillar 
of smoke, the Benjamites looked be- 
hind them, and, behold, the flame of 
the city ascended up to heaven. 

41 And when the men of Israel 
turned again, the men of Benjamin 
were amazed: for they saw that evil 
was come upon them. : 

42 Therefore they turned their backs 
before the men of Israel unto the way 
of the wilderness; but the battle over- 
took them; and them which came 
out of the cities they destroyed in the 
midst of them. | 

43 Thus they inclosed the Benja- 
mites round about, and chased them, 
and trode them down with ease over 
against Gibeah toward the sunrising. 

44 And there fell of Benjamin eigh- 
teen thousand men; all these were 
men of valour. 

45 And they turned and fled to- 
ward the wilderness unto the rock of 
Rimmon: and they gleaned of them 
in the highways five thousand men; 
and pursued hard after them unto 
Gidom, and slew two thousand men 
of them. ; 

46 So that all which fell that day of 
Benjamin were twenty and five thou- 
sand men that drew the sword; all 
these were men of valour. 

47 But six hundred men turned and 
fled to the wilderness unto the rock 
Rimmon, and abode in the rock 
Rimmon four months. 

48 And the men of Israel turned 
again upon the children of Benjamin, 
and smote them with the edge of the 
sword, as well the men of every city, 
as the beast, and all that came to 
hand: also they set on fire all the 
cities that they came to.

Nw the men of Israel had sworn 
in Mizpeh, saying, There shail

2 And the people came to the house 
of God, and abode there tili even be- 
fore God, and lifted up their voices, 
and wept sore; 

3 And said, O LorD God of Israel, 
ee is ate comege Pass in Israel, 

at there should be to day one tribe 
lacking in Israel? 
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4 And it came to:pass on the mor- 
row, that the people rose early, and 
built there an altar, and offered burnt 
“Shahi and peace offerings. 

5 And the children of Israel said, 
Who its there among all the tribes of 
Israel that came not up with the con- 
gregation unto the LORD? For they 
had made a great oath concerning 
him that came not up to the LORD to 
Mizpeh, saying, He shall surely be 
put to death. | 

6 And the children of Israel repented 
them for Benjamin their brother, and 
said, There is one tribe cut off from 
Israel this oa 

7 How shall we do for wives for 
them that remain, seeing we have 
sworn by the LORD that we will not 
give them of our daughters to wives? 

8 § And they said, What one 2s there 
of the tribes of Israel that came not 
up to Mizpeh to the LORD? And, be- 
hold, there came none to the camp 
from Jabesh-gilead to the assembly. 

9 For the people were numbered, 
and, behold, there were none of the in- 
habitants of Jabesh-gilead there. 

Io the congregation sent thither 
twelve thousand men of the valiant- 
est, and commanded them, saying, 
Go and smite the inhabitants of Ja- 
besh-gilead with the edge of the sword, 
with the women and the children. 

1z And this 7s the ee that ye shall 
do, Ye shall utterly destroy Doatd 
male, and every woman that hat 
lain by man. ; 

12 And they found among the in- 
habitants of Jabesh-gilead four hur- 
dred young virgins, that had known 
no man by lying with any male: and 
they brought them unto the camp to 
Shiloh, which 7zs in the land of Ca- 
naan. : 

13 And the whole congregation sent 
some to speak to the children of Ben- 
jamin that were in the rock Rimmon, 
and to call peaceably unto them. 

14 And Benjamin came again at 
that time; and they gave them wives 
which they had saved alive of the wo- 
men of Jabesh-gilead: and yet so they 
sufficed them not. 

15 And the people repented them 
for Benjamin, because that the LORD 
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had made a breach in the tribes of 
Israel. 

16 { Then the elders of the congre- 

gation said, How shall we do for 
wives for them that remain, seeing 
the women are destroyed out of Ben- 
jamin? 
_17 And they said, There must be an 
inheritance for them that be escaped 
of Benjamin, that a tribe be not de- 
stroyed out of Israel. 

18 Howbeit we may not give them 
wives of our daughters: for the chil- 
dren of Israel have sworn, saying, 
Cursed be he that giveth a wife to 
Benjamin. 

19 Then they said, Behold, there is a 
feast of the LORD in Shiloh yearly 
ain a place which zs on the north side 
of Beth-el, on the east side of the 
highway that goeth up from Beth-el 
to Shechem, and on the south of 
Lebonah. 

20 Therefore they commanded the 
children of Benjamin, saying, Go and 
lie in wait in the vineyards; 

21 And see, and, behold, if the 
daughters of Shiloh come out to 
dance in dances, then come ye out of 
the vineyards, and catch you every 
man his wife of the daughters of Shi- 
loh, and go to the land of Benja- 


min, 

22 And it shall be, when their fa- 
thers or their brethren come unto us 
to complain, that we will say unto 
them, Be favourable unto them for 
our sakes: because we reserved not 
to each man his wife in the war: for 
ye did not give unto them at this time, 
that ye should be guilty. 105 

23 And the children of Benjamin 
did so, and took them wives, accord- 
ing to their number, of them that 
danced, whom they caught: and they 
went and returned unto their inherit- 
ance, and repaired the cities, and 
dweltinthem. |. 

24 And the children of Israel de- 
parted thence at that time, every man 
to his tribe and to his family, and 
they went outfrom thence every man 
to his inheritance. ; 

25 In those days there was no kit 
in Israel: every man did that whic 
was right in his own eyes.

CHAPTER 1. 


i Ehmelech in Moab. 3 He and his sons 
die. 19 Naomi returns with Ruth. 


1p Re it came to pass in the days 
when the judges ruled, that 
there was a famine in the land. And 
a certain man of Beth-lehem-judah 
went to sojourn in the country of 
Moab, he, and his wife, and his two 
sons. 

2. And the name of the man was 
Elimelech, and the name of his wife 
Naomi, and the name of his two sons 
Mahlon and Chilion, Ephrathites of 
Beth-lehem-judah. And they came 
into the country of Moab, and con- 
tinued there. i 

3 And Elimelech Naomi’s husband 
died; and she was left, and her two 
sons. 

4 And they took them wives of the 
women of Moab; the name of the one 
was Orpah, and the name of the other 
Ruth: and they dwelled there about 
ten years. 2 

5 And Mahlon and Chilion died also 
both of them; and the woman was 
left of her two sons and her husband. 

6 { Then she arose with her daugh- 
ters in law, that she might return 
from the country of Moab: for she 
had heard in the country of Moab 
how that the LORD had visited his 
people in giving them bread. 

7 Wherefore she went forth out of 
the place where she was, and her two 
daughters in law with her; and they 
went on the way to return unto the 
Jand of Judah. 

8 And Naomi said unto her two 
daughters in law, Go, return each to 
her mother’s house: the LORD deal 
kindly with you, as ye have dealt with 
the dead, and with me. 

9 The LORD grant you that ye may 
find rest, each of you in the house of 
her husband. Then she kissed them; 
and they lifted up their voice, and 
wept. : 

to And they said unto her, Surely we 
will return with thee unto thy people. 

tz And Naomi said, Turn again, 
my daughters: why will ye go with 
me? are there yet any more sons in 
my womb, that they may be your 
husbands? 

12 Turn again, my daughters, go 
your way ; for Iam too old to have an 


husband. If Ishould say, I have hope, 
af I should have an husband also to 
night, and should also bear sons; _ 

13 Would ye tarry for them till 
they were grown? wouid ye stay for 
them from having husbands? nay, 
my daughters; for it grieveth me 
much for your sakes that the hand 
of the LORD is gone out against me. 

14 And they lifted up their voice, 
and wept again: and Orpah kissed 
her mother in law; but Ruth clave 
unto her. 2 

15 And she said, Behold, thy sister 
in law is gone back unto her people, 
and unto her gods: return thou after 
thy sister in law. 

16 And Ruth said, Intreat me not 
to leave thee, or to return from follow- 
ing after thee: for whither thou goest 
I will go; and where thou lodgest, i 
will lodge: thy people shall be my peo- 
ple, and thy God my God: 

17 Where thou diest, will I die, and 
there will I be buried: the LORD do 
so to me, and more also, 7/ ought but 
death part thee and me. 

18 When she saw that she was 
stedfastly minded to go with her, then 
she left speaking unto her. 

19 | So they two went until they 
came to Beth-lehem. And it came to 
pass, when they were come to Beth- 
lehem, that all the city was moved 
about them, and they said, Js this 
Naomi? F 

20 And she said unto them, Call me 
not Naomi, call me Mara: for the 
Almighty hath dealt very bitterly with 
me. 

21 I went out full, and the LorpD 
hath brought me home again empty: 
why _ then call ye me Naomi, seeing 
the LORD hath testified against me, 
and the Almighty hath afflicted me? 

22 So Naomi returned, and Ruth the 
Moabitess, her daughter in law, with 
her, which returned out of the country 
of Moab: and they came to Beth-lehem 
in the beginning of barley harvest. 


CHAPTER 2. 
1 Ruth gleans in Boaz’s field. 8 He fa- 


vours her. 
(AcE Naomi had a kinsman of her 
husband’s, a mighty man of 
wealth, of the family of Elimelech; 
and his name was Boaz. 
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2 And Ruth the Moabitess said unto

8 Then said Boaz unto Ruth, Hear- 
est thou not, my daughter? Go not to 
glean in another field, neither gofrom 

ence, but abide here fast by my 
maidens: | 

9 Let thine eyes be on the field that 


they do reap, and go thou after them: | 


have I not charged the young men 
that they shall not touch thee? and 
when thou art athirst, go unto the 
vessels, and drink of that which the 
young men have drawn. 

ro Then she fell on her face, and 
bowed herself to the ground, and said 
unto him, Why have I found grace in 
thine eyes, that thou shouldest take 
knowledge of me, seeing I am a 
stranger? 

rz And Boaz answered and said 
unto her, It hath fully been shewed 
me, all that thou hast done unto thy 


mother in law since the death of thine | fi 


husband: and how thou hast left thy 
father and thy mother, and the land 
of thy nativity, and art come unto a 
people which thou knewest not here- 
tofore. é 

12 The LORD recompense thy work, 
and a full reward be given thee of the 
LORD God of Israel, under whose 

_wings thou art come to trust. 

13 Then she said, Let me find fa- 
vour in thy sight, my lord; for that 
thou hast comforted me, and for that 
thou hast spoken friendly unto thine 
handmaid. though I be not like unto 
one of thine handmaidens, 
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| the living and to c 
omi said unto her, The man 7s near 
| of kin unto us, one of our next kins- 


Naomi instructs her. 


14 And Boaz said unto her, At 
mealtime come thou hither, and eat 
of the bread, and dip thy morsel in 
the vinegar. And she sat beside the 
reapers: and he reached her parched 
corn, and she did eat, and wassufficed, 
and left. 

15 And when she was risen up to 
glean, Boaz commanded his young 
men, saying, Let her glean even 
among the sheaves, and reproach her

3 Wash thyself therefore, and 
anoint thee, and put thy raiment upon 
thee, and get thee down to the floor:

4 And it shall be, when he lieth 
down, that thou shalt mark the place 
where he shall lie, and thou shalt go 
in,and uncover his feet, and lay thee 
down; and he will tell thee what thou 
shalt do. 

5 And she said unto her, All that 
thou sayest unto me I will do. 

6 { And she went down unto the 
floor, and did according to all that her 
mother in law bade her. 

7 And when Boaz had eaten and 
drunk, and his heart was merry, he 
went to lie down at the end of the 
heap of corn: and she came softly, 
and uncovered his feet, and laid her 
down. mit 

8 § And it came to pass at midnight, 
that the man was afraid, and turned 
himself: and, behold, a woman lay 
athisfeet. 

9 And he said, Who art thou? And 
she answered, I am Ruth thine hand- 
maid: spread therefore thy skirt over 
thine handmaid; for thou art a near 
kinsman. 

to And he said, Blessed be thou of 
the LORD, my daughter: for thou hast 
shewed more kindness in the latter 
end than at the beginning, inas- 
much as thou followedst not young 
men, whether poor or rich. 

rz And now, my daughter, fear not; 
I will do to thee all that thou requir- 
est: forall the city of my people doth 
know that thou art a virtuous wo- 
man. as 

12 And now it is true that I am thy 
near kinsman: howbeit there is a 
kinsman nearer than I. 

13 Tarry this night, and it shall be 
in the morning, that if he will per- 
form unto thee the part of a kinsman, 
well; let him do the kinsman’s part: 
but if he will not do the part of a kins- 
man to thee, then will I do the part 
of a kinsman to thee, as the LORD 
liveth: lie down until the morn- 


ing. 

14 { And she lay at his feet until 
the morning: and she rose up before 
one could know another. And he 
said, Let it not be known that a wo- 
man came into the floor 

15 Also he said, Bring the veil that 
thou hast upon thee, and hold it, And 
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when she held it, he measured six 
measures of barley, and laid 2t on her: 
and she went into the city. 

16 And when she came_to her 
mother in law, she said, Who art 
thou, my daughter?

5 Then said Boaz, What day thou 
buyest the field of the hand of Naomi, 
thou must buy zt also of Ruth the Mo- 
abitess, the wife of the dead, to raise 
up the name of the dead upon his in- 
heritance. 

6 { And the kinsman said, I can- 
not redeem 7 for myself, lest I mar 
mine own inheritance: redeem thou 
my right to thyself; for I cannot re- 
deem. 

7 Now this was the manner in former 
time in Israel concerning redeeming 
and concerning changing, for to con- 
firm all things; a man plucked off - 
his shoe, and gave zt to his neigh- 
bour: and this was a testimony in 
Israel. 

8 Therefore the kinsman said unto 
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Boaz, Buy 7 for thee. So he drew off 
his shoe. ; 

9 4 And Boaz said unto the elders, 
and unto all the people, Ye are wit- 
nesses this day, that I have bought 
all that was Elimelech’s, and all that 
was Chilion’s and Mahlon’s, of the 
hand of Naomi. 

10 Moreover Ruth the Moabitess, 
the wife of Mahlon, have I purchased 
to be my wife, to raise up the name of 
the dead upon his inheritance, that 
the name of the dead be not cut off 
from among his brethren, and from 
the gate of his place: ye are witnesses 
this day. 

tz And all the people that were in 
the gate, and the elders, said, We are 
witnesses. The LORD make the wo- 
man that is come into thine house 
like Rachel and like Leah, which two 
did build the house of Israel: and 
do thou worthily in Ephratah, and 
be famous in Beth-lehem: 

12 And let thy house be like the 
house of Pharez, whom Tamar bare 
unto Judah, of the seed which the 
LORD shall give thee of this young 
woman. 

13 {So Boaz took Ruth, and she 
was his wife: and when he went in 
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unto her, the LORD gave her con- 
ception, and she bare a son. 

14 And the women said unto Na- 
omi, Blessed be the LORD, which hath 
not left thee this day without a kins- 
man, that his name may be famous 
in Israel. 

15 And he shall be unto thee a re- 
storer of thy life, and a nourisher of 
thine old age: for thy daughter in law, 
which loveth thee, which is better to 
thee than seven sons, hath born 


him. 

16 And Naomi took the child, and 
laid it in her bosom, and became nurse 
unto it. 

17 And the women her neighbours 

ave it a name, saying, There is a son 

orn to Naomi; and they called his 
name Obed: he zs the father of Jesse, 
the father of David. - ) 

18 { Now these are the generations 
of Pharez: Pharez begat Hezron, 

19 And Hezron begat Ram, and 
Ram begat Amminadab, 

20 And Amminadab begat Nah- 
shon, and Nahshon begat Salmon, 

21 And Salmon begat Boaz, and 
Boaz begat Obed,

26 And she said, Oh my lord, as thy

27 For this child I prayed; and 
the LORD hath given me my petition 
which I asked of him: 

28 Therefore also I have lent him 
to the LORD; as long as he liveth 
he shall be lent to the LORD. And he 
worshipped the LORD there.

8 Heraiseth up the poor out of the 
dust, and lifteth up the beggar from 
the dunghill, to set them among 
princes, and to make them inherit 
the throne of glory: for the pillars 
of the earth are the LORD’s, and he 
hath set the world upon them.

And Samuel arose and went 
to Eli, and said, Here am I; for thou 
didst call me. And he answered, I 

called not, my son; lie down again. 

7 Now Samuel did not yet know 
the LORD, neither was the word of 
the LORD yet revealed unto him. | 

8 And the LORD called Samuel again 
the third time, And he arose and went 
to Eli, and said, Here am I; for thou 
didst call me. And Eli perceived that 
the LORD had called the child. 

9 Therefore Eli said unto Samuel, 
Go, lie down: and it shall be, if he 
call thee, that thou shalt say, Speak, 
LORD; for thy servant heareth. So 
eee went and lay down in his 
place. 

to And the LORD came, and stood, 
and called as at other times, Samuel, 
Samuel. Then Samuel answered, 
Speak; for thy servant heareth. 

1r {| And the LORD said to Samuel, 
Behold, I wil! do a thing in Israel, at 
which both the ears of every one that 
heareth it shall tingle.

CHAPTER 4.

ND the word of Samuel came to 
_all Israel. Now Israel went out 
against the Philistines to battle, and 
itched beside Eben-ezer: and the 
hilistines pitched in Aphek. 
_2 And the Philistines put themselves 
in array against Israel: and when 
they joined battle, Israel was smit- 
ten before the Philistines: and they 
slew of the army in the field about 
four thousand men. 
_3 { And when the people were come 
into the camp, the elders of Israel 
said, Wherefore hath the LoRD smit- 
ten us to day before the Philistines? 
Let us fetch the ark of the covenant 
of the LORD out of Shiloh unto us, 
that, when it cometh among us, it may 
save us out of the hand of our enemies. 
4 So the people sent to Shiloh, that 
they might bring from thence the ark 
of the covenant of the LORD of hosts, 
which dwelleth between the cheru- 
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and Phinehas, were there with the ark 
of the covenant of God. 

5 And when the ark of the covenant 
of the LORD came into the camp, all 
Israel shouted with a great shout, so 
that the earth rang again. 

6 And when the Philistines heard 
the noise of the shout, they said, 
What meaneth the noise of this great 
shout in the camp of the Hebrews? 
And they understood that the ark of 
the LORD was come into the camp. 

7 And the Philistines were afraid, 
for they said, God is come into the 
camp. And they said, Woe unto us! 
for there hath not been such a thi 
heretofore. 

8 Woe unto us! who shall deliver 
us out of the hand of these mighty 
Gods? these are the Gods that smote 
the Egyptians with all the plagues in 
the wilderness. 

9 Be strong, and quit yourselves 
like men, O ye Philistines, that ye be 
not servants unto the Hebrews, as 
they have been to you: quit your- 
selves like men, and fight. 

1o { And the Philistines fought, 
and Israel was smitten, and they 
fled every man into his tent: and 
there was a very great slaughter; for 
there fell of Israel thirty thousand 
footmen. 

zz And the ark of God was taken; 

and the two sons of Eli, Hophni an 
Phinehas, were slain. 
_12 4 And there ran a man of Ben- 
jamin out of the army, and came 
to Shiloh the same day with his clothes 
rent, and with earth upon his head. 

13 And when he came, lo, Eli sat 

upon a seat by the wayside watching: 
for his heart trembled for the ark of 
God. And when the man came into 
ee city, and told zt, all the city cried 
out. 
14 And when Eli heard the noise of 
the crying, he said, What meaneth the 
noise of this tumult? And the man 
came in hastily, and told Eli. 

15 Now Eli was ninety and eight 
years old; and his eyes were dim, 
that he could not see. ; 

16 And the man said unto Eli, I am 
he that came out of the army, and I 
fled to day out of the army. And he 
said, What is there done, my son? 

17 And the messenger answered 
and said, Israel is fled before the Phi- 
listines, and there hath been also a 
great slaughter among the people, 
and thy two sons also, Hophni and 
Phinehas, are dead, and the ark of 
God is taken. : 
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18 And it came to pass, when he 
made mention of the ark of God, that 
he fell from off the seat backward 
by the side of the gate, and his neck 
brake, and he died: for he was an old 
man, and heavy. And he had judged 
Israel forty years. 

19 { And his daughter in law, 
Phinehas’ wife, was with child, near 
to be delivered: and when she heard 
the tidings that the ark of God was 
taken, and that her father in law and 
her husband were dead, she bowed 
herself and travailed; for her pains 
came upon her. 

20 And about the time of her death 
the women that stood by her said 
unto her, Fear not; for thou hast 
born a son. But she answered not, 
neither did she regard zt. 

21 And she named the child I-cha- 
bod, saying, The glory is departed 
from Israel: because the ark of God 
was taken, and because of her father 
in law and her husband. 

22 And she said, The glory is de- 
parted from Israel: for the ark of 
God is taken. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 The ark inthe house of Dagon, 6 Phi- 
listines smitten on account of the ark. 


ND the Philistines took the ark 
of God, and brought it from 
Eben-ezer unto Ashdod. 

2 When the Philistines took the ark 
of God, they brought it into the house 
of Dagon, and set it by Dagon. 

3 4 And when they of Ashdod arose 
early on the morrow, behold, Dagon 
was fallen upon his face to the earth 
before the ark of the LORD. And they 
took Dagon, and set him in his place 
again. 

4 And when they arose early on the 
morrow morning, behold, Dagon was 
fallen upon his face to the ground 
before the ark of the LORD; and the 
head of Dagon and both the palms 
of his hands were cut off upon the 
threshold; only the stump o Dagon 
was left to him. | ‘ 

5 Therefore neither the priests of 
Dagon, nor any that come into Da- 
gon’s house, tread on the threshold 
of Dagon in Ashdod unto this day. 

But the hand of the LORD was 
heavy upon them of Ashdod, and he 
destroyed them, and smote them with 
emerods, even Ashdod and the coasts 
thereof. 

7 And when the men of Ashdod saw 
that it was so, they said, The ark of 
the God of Israel shall not abide with 
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us: for his hand is sore upon us, and 
upon Dagon our god 

8 They sent therefore and gathered 
all the lords of the Philistines unto 
them, and said, What shall we do 
with the ark of the God of Israel? 
And they answered, Let the ark of 
the God of Israel be carried about 
unto Gath. And they carried the ark 
of the God of Israel about thither. 

9 And it was so, that, after they had 
carried it about, the hand of the 
LORD was against the city with a very 
great destruction: and he smote the 
men of the city, both small and great, 
and they had emerods in their secret 
parts. 

io {| Therefore they sent the ark 
of God to Ekron, And it came to pass, 
as the ark of God came to Ekron, that 
the Ekronites cried out, saying, They 
have brought about the ark of the 
God of Israel to us, to slay us and 
our people. 

1x So they sent and gathered to- 
gether all the lords of the Philistines, 
and said, Send away the ark of the 
God of Israel, and let it go again to 
his own place, that it slay us not, 
and our people: for there was a deadly 
destruction throughout all the city; 
the hand of God was very heavy there. 

12 And the men that died not were 
smitten with the emerods: and the 
cry of the city went up to heaven. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Philistines return the ark. 19 The 
curious smitten. 


ND the ark of the LORD was in 
the country of the Philistines 
seven months. 

2, And the Philistines called for the 
priests and the diviners, saying, What 
shall we do to the ark of the LORD? 
tell us wherewith we shall send it to 
his place. 

3 And they said, If ye send away 
the ark of the God of Israel, send it 
not empty; but in any wise return 
him a trespass offering: then ye 
shall be healed, and it shall be known 
to you why his hand is not removed 
from you. 

4 Then said they, What shall be the 
trespass offering which we shall re- 
turn to him? They answered, Five 
goiden emerods, and five golden mice, 
according to the number of the lords 
of the Philistines: for one plague was 
on you all, and on your lords. 


mice that mar the land; and ye shall 
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give glory unto the God of Israel: 
eradventure he will lighten his hand 
rom off you, and from off your gods, 
and from off your land. 

6 Wherefore then do ye harden 
your hearts, as the Egyptians and 
Pharaoh hardened their hearts? when 
he had wrought wonderfully among 
them, did they not let the people go, 
and they departed? 

7 Now therefore make a new cart, 
and take two milch kine, on which 
there hath come no yoke, and tie the 
kine to the cart, and bring their calves 
home from them: 

8 And take the ark of the LorD, 
and lay it upon the cart; and put the 
jewels of gold, which ye return him 
jor a trespass offering, in a coffer by 
the side thereof; and send it away, 
that it may go. 

Q And see, if it goeth up by the way 
of his own coast to Beth-shemesh, 
then he hath done us this great evil: 
but if not, then we shall know that zt 
is not his hand that smote us; it was 
a chance that happened to us. 

Io § And the men did so; and took 
two milch kine, and tied them to 
the cart, and shut up their calves at 
home: . 

11 And they laid the ark of the LORD 
upon the cart, and the coffer with the 
mice of gold and the images of their 
emerods. 

12 And the kine took the straight 
way to the way of Beth-shemesh, and 
went along the highway, lowing as 
they went, and turned not aside to the 
right hand or to the left; and the lords 
of the Philistines went after them 
unto the border of Beth-shemesh. 

13 And they of Beth-shemesh were 
reaping their wheat harvest in the 
valley: and they lifted up their eyes, 
and saw the ark, and rejoiced to see 7, 

14 And the cart came into the fieid 
of Joshua, a Beth-shemite, and stood 
there, where there was a great stone: 
and they clave the wood of the cart, 
and offered the kine a burnt offering 
unto the LORD. 

15 And the Levites took down the 
ark of the LORD, and the coffer that 
was with it, wherein the jewels of gold 
were, and put them on the great stone: 
and the men of Beth-shemesh offered 
burnt offerings and sacrificed sacri- 
fices the same day unto the LORD. 

16 And when the five lords of the 
Philistines had seen 7t, they returned 
ron the same day. 

17 And these are the golden emerods 
which the Philistines returned for a 
trespass offering unto the LORD; for 
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Ashdod. one, for Gaza one, for Aske- 
lon one, for Gath one, for Ekron one; 

18 And the golden mice, according 
to the number of all the cities of the 
Philistines belonging to the five lords, 
both of fenced cities, and of country 
villages, even unto the great stone of 
Abel, whereon they set down the ark 
of the LORD: which stone remaineth 
unto this day in the field of Joshua, 
the Beth-shemite. 

19 { And he smote the men of 
Beth-shemesh, because they had 
looked into the ark of the LORD, even 
he smote of the people fifty thousand 
and threescore and ten men: and the 
people lamented, because the LORD 
had smitten many of the people with 
a great slaughter. 

20 And the men of Beth-shemesh 
said, Who is able to stand before 
this holy LORD God? and to whom 

- shall he go up from us? 

21 {| And they sent messengers to 
the inhabitants of Kirjath-jearim, 
saying, The Philistines have brought 
again the ark of the LORD; come ye 
down, and fetch it up to you. 


CHAPTER 7. 


1 The restored ark. 13 Philistines sub- 
dued. 15 Samuel judges Israel. 


ND the men of Kirjath-jearim 

came, and fetched up the ark of 

the LORD, and brought it into the 

house of Abinadab in the hill, and 

sanctified Eleazar his son to keep the 
ark of the LORD. . 

2 And it came to pass, while the ark 
abode in Kirjath-jearim, that the 
time was long; for it was twenty 

ears: and all the house of Israel 
amented after the LORD. 

3 § And Samuel spake unto all the 
house of Israel, saying, If yedo return 
unto the LORD with all your hearts, 
then put away the strange gods and 
Ashtaroth from among you, and pre- 
pare your hearts unto the LORD, and 
serve him only: and_he will deliver 
you out of the hand of the Philistines. 

4 Then the children of Israel did 
put away Baalim and Ashtaroth, 
and served the LORD only. 

5 And Samuel said, Gather all Is- 
rael to Mizpeh, and I will pray for 
you unto the LORD. 

; And they gathered together to 

Mizpeh, and drew water, and poured 
it out before the LORD, and fasted on 
that day, and said there, We have 
sinned against the LoRD. And Sam- 
uel judged the children of Israel in 


Mizpeh. 
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7 And when the Philistines heard © 
that the children of Israel were ga- 
thered together to Mizpeh, the lords 
of the Philistines went up against Is- 
rael. And when the children of Israel 
heard zt, they were afraid of the Phi- 
listines. 

8 And the children of Israel said to 
Samuel, Cease not to cry unto the 
LORD our God for us, that he will 
or us out of the hand of the Philis- 

es. 

9 §| And Samuel took a sucking 
lamb, and offered zt for a burnt offer- 
ing wholly unto the LORD: and_Sam- 
uel cried unto the LORD for Israel; 
and the LORD heard him. 

to And as Samuel was offering up 
the burnt offering, the Philistines 
drew near to battle against Israel: 


| but the LORD thundered with a great 
| thunder on that day upon the Philis~ 
| tines, and discomfited them; and they 


were smitten before Israel. 

tr And the men of Israel went out 
of Mizpeh, and pursued the Philis- 
tines, and smote them, until they came 
under Beth-car. 

12 Then Samuel took a stone, and 
set zt between Mizpeh and Shen, and 
called the name of it Eben-ezer, say- 
ing, Hitherto hath the LORD helped 


us. 

13 {So the Philistines were sub- 
dued, and they came no more into 
the coast of Israel: and the hand of 
the LORD was against the Philistines 
all the days of Samuel. rs 

14 And the cities which the Philis- 
tines had taken from Israel were re- 
stored to Israel, from Ekron even 
unto Gath; and the coasts thereof 
did Israel deliver out of the hands of 
the Philistines. And there was peace 
between Israel’and the Amorites. 

15 And Samuel judged Israel all 
the days of his life. 

16 And he went from year to year 
in circuit to Beth-el, and Gilgal, and 
Mizpeh, and judged Israet in all those 
places. 5 

17 And his return was to Ramah; 
for there was his house; and there he 
judged Israel; and there he built an 
altar unto the LORD. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 Israel desires a king. 10 Samuel tries 
to dissuade them. 22 God interposes. 


AND it came to pass, when Samuel 
was old, that he made his sons 
judges over Israel. ; 

2 Now the name of his firstborn 
was Joel; and the name of his sec- 
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wa Abiah: they were judges in Beer- 
sheba. 

3 And his sons walked not in his 
ways, but turned aside after lucre, 
and took bribes, and perverted judg- 


ment. 

4 Then all the elders of Israel ga- 
thered themselves together, and came 
to Samuel unto Ramah, 

5 And said unto him, Behold, thou 
art old, and thy sons walk not in thy 
ways: now make us a king to judge 
us like all the nations. 

6 { But the thing displeased Sam- 
uel, when they said, Give us a king to 
judge us. And Samuel prayed unto 
the LORD. 

7 And the LORD said unto Samuel, 
Hearken unto the voice of the people 
in all that they say unto thee: for 
they have not rejected thee, but they 
have rejected me, that I should not 
reign over them. J 

8 According to all the works which 
they have done since the day that I 
brought them up out of Egypt even 
unto this day, wherewith they have 
forsaken me, and served other gods, 
so do they also unto thee. 

9 Now therefore hearken unto their 
voice: howbeit yet protest solemnly 
unto them, and shew them the man- 
ner of the king that shall reign over 


em. 

to ¥ And Samuel told all the words 
of the LORD unto the people that 
asked of him a king. 

1r And he said, This will be the 
manner of the king that shall reign 
over you: He will take your sons, 
and appoint them for himself, for his 
chariots, and to be his horsemen; and 
some shall run before his chariots. 

12 And he will appoint him captains 
over thousands, and captains over 
fifties; and will set them to ear his 
ground, and to reap his harvest, and 
to make his instruments of war, and 
instruments of his chariots. 

A And he will take your daughters 
to be confectionaries, and to be cooks, 
and to be bakers. 

14 And he will take your fields, 
and your vineyards, and your olive- 
yards, even the best of them, and give 
them to his servants. 

15 And he will take the tenth of 
your seed, and of your vineyards, and 
give tohis officers, and tohis servants. 

16 And he will take your menser- 
vants, and your maidservants, and 
your goodliest young men, and your 
asses, and put them to his work, 

17 He will take the tenth of your 
sheep: and ye shall be his servants. 
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18 And ye shall cry out in that da 
because of your king which ye sha 
have chosen you; and the LorD will 
not hear you in that day. 

19 { Nevertheless the people re- 
fused to obey the voice of Samuel; 
and they said, Nay; but we will have 
a king over us; \ 

20 That we also may be like all the 
nations; and that our king may 
judge us, and go out before us, and 
fight our battles. 

21 And Samuel heard all the words 
of the people, and he rehearsed them 
in the ears of the LORD. 

22 And the LORD said to Samuel, 
Hearken unto their voice, and make 
them a king. And Samuel said unto 
the men of Israel, Go ye every man 
unto his city. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 Saul. meets Samuel. 19 Samuel’s en- 
tertainment. 25 They commune to- 
gether. 


OW there was a man of Benja- 

min, whose name was Kish, the 

son of Abiel, the son of Zeror, the son 

of Bechorath, the son of Aphiah, a 
Benjamite, a mighty man of power. 

2 And he had a son, whose name 
was Saul, a choice young man, anda 
goodly: and there was not among the 
children of Israel a goodlier person 
than he: from his shoulders and up- 
ward he was higher than any of the 
people. 

3 And the asses of Kish Saul’s fa- 
ther were lost. And Kish said to 
Saul his son, Take now one of the 
servants with thee, and arise, go seek 
the asses. 

4 And he passed through mount 
Ephraim, and passed through the 
land of Shalisha, but they found 
them not: then they passed through — 
the land of Shalim, and there they 
were not: and he passed through the 
land of the Benjamites, but they 
found them not. 

5 And when they were come to the 
land of Zuph, Saul said to his ser- 
vant that was with him, Come, and 
let us return; lest my father leave 
ony for the asses, and take thought 

or us. 

6 And he said unto him, Behold 
now, there is in this city a man of 
God, and he is an honourable man; 
all that he saith cometh surely to 
pass: now let us go thither; peradven- 
ture he can shew us our way that we 
should go. | 

7 Then said Saul to his servant, 
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But, behold, 7f we go, what shall we 
bring the man? for the bread is spent 
in our vessels, and there 2s not a pre- 
sent to bring to the man of God: what 
have we? 

_8 And the servant answered Saul 
again, and said, Behold, I have here 
at hand the fourth part of a shekel of 
silver: that will I give to the man of 
God, to tell us our way. 

_ 9 (Beforetime in Israel, when a man 
went toenquire of God, thus he spake, 
Come, and let us pe to the seer: for 
he that is now called a Prophet was be- 
foretime called a Seer.) 

10 Then said Saul to his servant, 
Well said; come, let us go. So they 
went unto the city where the man of 
God was. 

11 { And as they went up the hill 
to the city, they found young maid- 
ens going out to draw water, and said 
unto them, Is the seer here? 

12 And they answered them, and 
said, He is; behold, he zs before you: 
make haste now, for he came to day 
to the city; for there is a sacrifice of 
the people to day in the high place: 

13 As soon as ye be come into the 
city, ye shall straightway find him, 
before he go up to the high place to 
eat: for the people will not eat until 
he come, because he doth bless the 
sacrifice; and afterwards they eat that 
be bidden. Now therefore get you up; 
for about this time ye shall find him. 

14 And they went up into the city: 
and when they were come into the 
city, behold, Samuel came out against 
them, for to go up to the high place. 

15 ¥ Now the LORD had told Sam- 
uel in his ear a day before Saul came, 
ana ae : 

16 To morrow about this time I will 
send thee a man out of the land of 
Benjamin, and thou shalt anoint him 
to be captain over my people Israel, 
that he may save my people out of 
the hand of the Philistines: for I 
have looked upon my people, be- 
cause their cry is come unto me. 

17 And when Samuel saw Saul, the 
LORD said unto him, Behold the 
man whom I spake to thee of! this 
same shall reign over my people. 

18 Then Saul drew near to Samuel 
in the gate, and said, Tell me, I pray 
thee, where the seer’s house 7s. 

19 And Samuel answered Saul, and 
said, I am the seer: go up before me 
unto the high place; for ye shall eat 
with me to day, and to morrow I will 
let thee go, and will tell thee all that 
asin thine heart. | 

20 And as for thine asses that were

lost three days ago, set not thy mind 
on them; for they are found. And 
on whom 7s all the desire of Israel? 
Is it not on thee, and on all thy fa- 
ther’s house? 

21 And Saul answered and said, 
Am not la Benjamite, of the small- 
est of the tribes of Israel? and my 
family the least of all the families 
of the tribe of Benjamin? wherefore 
then speakest thou so to me? 

22 And Samuel took Saul and his 
servant, and brought them into the 
parlour, and made them sit in the 
chiefest place among them that were 
bidden, which were about thirty per- 
sons, 

23 And Samuel said unto the cook, 
Bring the pr which I gave thee, 
of which I said unto thee, Set it by 

ee. 

24 And the cook took up the shoul- 
der, and that which was upon it, and 
set zt before Saul. And Samuel said, 
Behold that which is left! set 2t be- 
fore thee, and eat: for unto this time 
hath it been kept for thee since I said, 
I have invited the people. So Saul did 
eat with Samuel that day. 

25 § And when they were come 
down from the high place into the 
city, Samuel communed with Saul 
upon the top of the house. 

26 And they arose early: and it 
came to pass about the spring of the 
day, that Samuel called Saul to the 
top of the house, saying, Up, that I 
may send thee away. And Saul arose, 
and they went out both of them, he 
and Samuel, abroad. L 

27 And as they were going down to 
the end of the city, Samuel said to 
Saul, Bid the servant pass on before 
us, (and he passed on,) but stand thou 
still a while, that I may shew thee 
the word of God. 


CHAPTER 1o. 


1 Samuel anoints Saul. 9 Saul pro- 
phesies. 17 He is chosen by lot. 


7 ae Samuel took a vial of oil, 
and poured zt upon his head, and 
kissed him, and said, Js 7t not because 
the LORD hath anointed thee to be 
captain over his inheritance? 

2 When thou art departed from me 
to day, then thou shalt find two men 
by Rachel’s ae in the border of 
Benjamin at Zelzah; and they will 
say unto thee, The asses which thou 
wentest to seek are found: and, lo, 
thy father hath left the care of the 
asses, and sorroweth for you, saying, 
What shall I do for my son? 
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3 Then shalt thou go on forward 
from thence, and thou shalt come to 
the plain of Tabor, and there shall 
meet thee three men going up to God 
to Beth-el, one carrying three kids, 
and another carrying three loaves of 
bread, and another carrying a bottle 
of wine: : 

4 And they will salute thee, and 
give thee two loaves of bread; which 
thou shalt receive of their hands. 

5 After that thou shalt come to the 
hill of God, where zs the garrison of 
the Philistines: and it shall come to 
pass, when thou art come thither to 
the city, that thou shalt meet a com- 
pany of prophets coming down from 
the high place with a psaltery, and a 
tabret, and a pipe, and a harp, before 
them; and they shall prophesy: | 

6 And the Spirit of the LORD will 
come upon thee, and thou shalt pro- 
phesy with them, and shalt be turned 
into another man. ; 

7 And let it be, when these signs 
are come unto thee, that thou do as 
occasion serve thee; for God zs with 


thee. 

8 And thou shalt go down before 
me to Gilgal; and, behold, I will 
come down unto thee, to offer burnt 
offerings, and to sacrifice sacrifices of 
peace ona seven days shalt 
thou tarry, till I come to thee, and 
shew thee what thou shalt do. 

9 4 And it was so, that when he had 
turned his back to go from Samuel, 
God gave him another heart: and 
all those signs came to pass that day. 

to And when they came thither to 
the hill, behold, a company of pro- 
phets met him; and the Spirit of God 
came upon him, and he prophesied 
among them. 

11 And it came to pass, when all 
that knew him beforetime saw that, 
behold, he prophesied among the pro- 
phets, then the people said one to an- 
other, What zs this that is come unto 
the son of Kish? Js Saul also among 
the prophets? 

12 And one of the same place an- 
swered and said, But who is their fa- 
ther? Therefore it became a proverb, 
Is Saul also among the prophets? 

13 And when he had made an end 
of prophesying, he came to the high 
place. 

14 { And Saul’s uncle said unto 
him and to his servant, Whither went 
ye? And he said, To seek the asses: 
and when we saw that they were no 
where, we came to Samuel. 

15 And Saul’s uncle said, Tell me, I 
pray thee, what Samuel said unto you. 
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16 And Saul said unto his uncle, 
He told us plainly that the asses were 
found. But of the matter of the king- 
dom, whereof Samuel spake, he told 
him not. 

17 { And Samuel called the people 
together unto the LORD to Mizpeh; 

18 And said unto the children of Is- 
rael, Thus saith the LORD God of Is- 
rael, I brought up Israel out of Egypt, 
and delivered you out of the hand of 
the Egyptians, and out of the hand 
of all kingdoms, and of them that op- 
pressed you: r : 

19 And ye have this day rejected 
your God, who himself saved you out 
of all your adversities and your trib- 
ulations; and ye have said unto him, 
Nay, but set a king over us. Now 
therefore present yourselves before 
the LORD by your tribes, and by your 
thousands. 

20 And when Samuel had caused 
all the tribes of Israel to come near, 
the tribe of Benjamin was taken. 

21 When he had caused the trihe 
of Benjamin to come near by their 
families, the family of Matri was 
taken, and Saul the son of Kish was 
taken: and when they sought him, 
he could not be found. 

22 Therefore they enquired of the 
LORD further, if the man should yet 
come thither. And the LORD an- 
swered, Behold, he hath hid himself 
among the stuff. 

23 And they ran and fetched him 
thence: and when he stood among 
the people, he was higher than any 
of the people from his shoulders and 
upward. 

24 And Samuel said to all the peo- 
ple, See ye him whom the LORD hath 
chosen, that there is none like him 
among all the people? And all the 
people shouted, and said, God save 
the king. 

25 Then Samuel told the people the 
manner of the kingdom, and wrote 
at in a book, and laid zt up before the 
LORD. And Samuel sent all the peo- 
ple away, every man to his house. 

26 {| And Saul also went home to 
Gibeah; and there went with him a 
band of men, whose hearts God had 
touched. 

27 But the children of Belial said 
How shall this man save us? And 
they despised him, and brought him 
no presents. But he held his peace. 


CHAPTER rr. 


1 Nahash and the men of Jabesh. 11 
Saul defeats the Ammonites. 12 He is 
confirmed king at Gilgal. 
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up, and encamped against Ja- 
besh-gilead: and all the men of Ja- 
besh said unto Nahash, Make a cove- 
nant with us, and we will serve 


thee. 

2 And Nahash the Ammonite an- 
swered them, On this condition will I 
make a covenant with you, that I may 
thrust out all your right eyes, and lay 
it jor a reproach upon all Israel. 

3 And the elders of Jabesh said unto 
him, Give us seven days’ respite, 
that we may send messengers unto 
all the coasts of Israel: and then, if 
there be no man to save us, we will 
come out to thee. 

4 { Then came the messengers to 
Gibeah of Saul, and told the tidings 
in the ears of the people: and all 
the people lifted up their voices, and 


wept. 

5 And, behold, Saul came after the 
herd out of the field; and Saul said, 
Whatavzleth the people that they weep? 
And they told him the tidings of the 
men of Jabesh. | 

6 And the Spirit of God came upon 
Saul when he heard those tidings, 
and his anger was kindled greatly. 

7 And he took a yoke of oxen, and 
hewed them in pieces, and sent them 
throughout all the coasts of Israel by 
the hands of messengers, saying, 
Whosoever cometh not forth after 
Saul and after Samuel, so shall it be 
done unto his oxen. And the fear of 
the LORD fell on the people, and they 
came out with one consent. 

8 And when he numbered them in 
Bezek, the children of Israel were 
three hundred thousand, and the men 
of Judah thirty thousand. 

9 And He naomi unto the messengers 
that came, Thus shall ye say unto the 
men of Jabesh-gilead, To morrow, 
by that time the sun be hot, ye shall 
have help. And the messengers came 
and shewed it to the men of Jabesh; 
and they were glad. 

yo Therefore the men of Jabesh 
said, To morrow we will come outunto 
you, and ye shall do with us all that 
seemeth good unto you. 

rr And it was so on the morrow, 
that Saul put the people in three 
companies; and they came into the 
midst of the host in the morning 

- watch, and slew the Ammonites until 
the heat-of the day: and it came to 
pass, that they which remained were 
scattered, so that two of them were 
not left together. : 

12 {| And the people said unto Sam- 
uel, Who zs he that said, Shall Saul 
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reign over us? bring the men, that 
we may put them to death. 

13 And Saul said, There shall not 
a man be put to death this day: for 
to day the LORD hath wrought sal- 
vation in Israel. 

14 Then said Samuel to the people, 
Come, and let us go to Gilgal, and 
renew the kingdom there. 

15 And all the people went to Gilgal; 
and there they made Saul king before 
the LORD in Gilgal; and there they 
sacrificed sacrifices of peace offerings 
before the LORD; and there Saul and 
all the men of Israel rejoiced greatly. 


CHAPTER 12. 


1 Samuel reasons with Israel. 16 He ad- 
monishes them. 20 Comfort in God’s 
mercy. 

ND Samuel said unto all Israel, 
Behold, I have hearkened unto 
your voice in all that ye said unto 
me, and have made a king over you. 
2 And now, behold, the king walk- 
eth before you: and I am old and 
grayheaded; and, behold, my sons 
are with you: and I have walked be- 
fore you from my childhood unto this

3 Behold, herelam : witness against 
me before the LORD, and before his 
anointed: whose ox have I taken? 
or whose ass have I taken? or whom 
have I defrauded? whom have I op- 
pressed? or of whose hand have I 
received any bribe to blind mine eyes 
therewith? and I will restore it you. 

4 And they said, Thou hast not de- 
frauded us, nor oppressed us, neither 
hast thou taken ought of any man’s 
hand. E 

_5 And he said unto them, The LORD 
7s witness against you, and his anoint- 
ed zs witness this day, that ye have 
not found ought in my hand. And 
they answered, He zs witness. 

6 §_And Samuel said unto the peo- 
oe Jt w~ the LORD that advanced 

oses and Aaron, and that brought 
your fathers up out of the land of 
Egypt. > 

7 Wow therefore stand still, that I 
may reason with you before the 
LORD of all the righteous acts of the 
LORD, which he did to you and to 
your fathers. 3 

8 When Jacob was come into Egypt, 
and your fathers cried unto the LORD, 
then the LORD sent Moses and Aaron, 
which brought forth your fathers out 
of Egypt, and made them dwell in 
this place. 

9 And when they forgat the LORD 
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their God, he sold them into the hand 
of Sisera, captain of the host of Ha- 
zor, and into the hand of the Philis- 
tines, and into the hand of the king 
of Moab, and they fought against 


them. 

ro And they cried unto the LORD, 
and said, We have sinned, because 
we have forsaken the LORD, and have 
served Baalim and Ashtaroth: but 
now deliver us out of the hand of our 
enemies, and we will serve thee.

12 And when ye saw that Nahash 
the king of the children of Ammon 
came against you, ye said unto me, 
Nay; but a king shall roan over us: 
when the LORD your God was your

13 Now therefore behold the king 
whom ye have chosen, and whom ye 
have desired! and, behold, the LORD 
hath seta icing over you. 

14 If ye will fear the LORD, and 
serve him, and obey his voice, and 
not rebel against the commandment 
of the LORD, then shall both ye and 
also the king that reigneth over you 
conta following the LORD your 

od: 

15 Butif ye will not obey the voice 
of the LORD, but rebel against the 
commandment of the LORD, then 
shall the hand of the LORD be against 
you, as it was against your fathers. 

16 “| Now therefore stand and see 
this great thing, which the LORD will 
do before your eyes. 

17 Is it not wheat harvest to day? 
I will call unto the LORD, and he 
shall send thunder and rain; that 
ye may perceive and see that your 
wickedness 7s great, which ye age 
done in the sight of the LORD, in ask- 
ing you a king. 

18 So Samuel called unto the LORD; 
and the LORD sent thunder and rain 
that day: and all the people greatly 
feared the LORD and Samuel. 

19 And all the people said unto Sam- 
uel, Pray for thy servants unto the 
LORD thy God, that we die not: for 
we have added unto all our sins this 
evil, to ask us a king. 

20 { And Samuel said unto the 
people, Fear not: ye have done all 
this wickedness: yet turn not aside 
from following the LORD, but serve 
the LORD with all your heart} 

21 And turn ye not aside: for then 
should ye go after vain things, which

22 For the LORD will not forsake 
his people for his great name’s sake:

23 Moreover as for me, God forbid 
that I should sin against the LORD 
in ceasing to pray for you: butI will 
teach you the good and the right way: 

24 Only fear the LORD, and serve 
him in truth with all your heart:

25 But if ye shall still do wickedly 
ye shall be consumed, both ye and 
your king. 

CHAPTER 13. 


1 Israel in distress. 8 Saul presumes to 
sacrifice. 11 Samuel’s reproof. 


GAtE reigned one year; and 
when he had reigned two years 
over Israel, : 

2 Saul chose him three thousand 
men of Israel; whereof two thousand 
were with Saul in Michmash and in 
mount Beth-el, and a thousand were 
with Jonathan in Gibeah of Benja- 
min: and the rest of the people he 
sent every man to his tent. 

3 And Jonathan smote the gar- 
rison of the Philistines that was in 
Geba, and the Philistines heard of zt. 
And Saul blew the trumpet through- 
out all the land, saying, Let the He- 
brews hear. 

4 And all Israel heard say that Saul 
had smitten a garrison of the Philis- 
tines, and that Israel also was had 
in abomination with the Philistines. 
And the prem were called together 
after Saul to Gilgal. 

5 § And the Philistines gathered 
themselves together to fight with Is- 
rael, thirty thousand chariots, and 
six thousand horsemen, and people as 
the sand which 7s on the sea shore in 
multitude: and they came up, and 

itched in Michmash, eastward from 

eth-aven. 

6 When the men of Israel saw that 
they were in a strait, (for the people 
were distressed,) then the people did 
hide themselves in caves, and in 
thickets, and in rocks, and in high 
places, and in pits. 

7 And some of the Hebrews went 
over Jordan to the land of Gad and 
Gilead. As for Saul, he was yet in Gil- 
gal, and all the people followed him 
trembling. 

8 ‘| And he tarried seven days, ac- 
cording to the set time that Samuel 
had appointed ; but Samuel came not 
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The Philistines’ policy. — 


to Gilgal; and the people were scat- | 21 Yet they had a file for the mat-

9 And Saul said, Bring hither a 
burnt offer to me, and peace of- 
ferings. And he offered the burnt 
offering. | 

to And it came to pass, that as soon 
as he had made an end of offering the 
burnt offering, behold, Samuel came; 
and Saul went out to meet him, that 
he might salute him. 

1r § And Samuel said, What hast 
thou done? And Saul said, Because I 
saw that the people were scattered 
from me, and that thou camest not 
within the days appointed, and that 
the Philistines gathered themselves 
together at Michmash; 

12 Therefore said I, The Philistines 
will come down now upon me to Gil- 
gal, and I have not made supplica- 
tion unto the LORD: I forced myself 
therefore, and offered a burnt offering. 

13 And Samuel said to Saul, Thou 
hast done foolishly: thou hast not 
kept the commandment of the LORD 
thy God, which he commanded thee: 
for now would the LORD have estab- 
lished thy kingdom upon Israel for 
ever. 

14 But now thy kingdom shall not 
continue: the LORD hath sought him 
aman after his own heart, and the 
LORD hath commanded him fo be cap- 
tain over his people, because thou 
hast not kept that which the LORD 
commanded thee. 

15 And Samuel arose, and gat him 
up from Gilgal unto Gibeah of Benja- 
min. And Saul numbered the people 
that were present with him, about six 
hundred men. 

16 And Saul, and Jonathan his son, 
and the people that were present with 
them, abode in Gibeah of Benjamin: 
but the Philistines encamped in Mich- 
mash. 

17 § And the spoilers came out of 
the camp of the Philistines in three 
companies: one company turned 
unto the way that leadeth to Ophrah, 
unto the land of Shual: 

18 And another company turned 
the way to Beth-horon: and another 
company turned to the way of the bor- 
der that looketh to the valley of Ze- 
boim toward the wilderness. 

19 { Now there was no smith found 

throughout all the land of Israel: for 
the Philistines said, Lest the Hebrews 
make them swords or spears: 

20 But all the Israelites went down 
to the Philistines, to sharpen every 
man his share, and his coulter, and 
his ax, and his mattock. 


the forks, and for the axes, and to 
sharpen the goads. 

22 So it came to pass in the day of 
battle, that there was neither sword 
nor spear found in the hand of any of 
the people that were with Saul and 

onathan: but with Saul and with 

onathan his son was there found. 

23 And the garrison of the Philis-

CHAPTER 14. 


1 Jonathan’s exploit. 27 He eats fore 
bidden food. 45 The people save him. 


OW it came to pass upon a day, 
N that Jonathan the son of Sa 
said unto the young man that bare 
his armour, Come, and let us go over 
to the Philistines’ garrison, that zs on 
the other side. But he told not his 
father. 

2 And Saul tarried in the uttermost 
part of Gibeah under a pomegran- 
ate tree which zs in Migron: and the 
people that were with him were about 
six hundred men; 

3 And Ahiah, the son of Ahitub, 
I-chabod’s brother, the son of Phine- 
has, the son of Eli, the LORD’S priest 
in Shiloh, wearing an ephod. And the 
people knew not that Jonathan was 


gone. 

4 {| And between the passages, by 
which Jonathan sought to go over 
unto the Philistines’ garrison, there 
was a sharp rock on the one side, 
and asharp rock on the other side: and 
the name of the one was Bozez, and 
the name of the other Seneh. 

5 The forefront of the one was 
situate northward over against Mich- 
mash, and the other southward over 
against Gibeah. 

6 And Jonathan said to the young 
man that bare his armour, Come, 
and let us go over unto the garrison 
of these uncircumcised: it may be 
that the LORD will work for us: for 
there 1s no restraint to the LORD to 
save by many or by few. id 

7 And his armourbearer said unto 
him, Do all that zs in thine heart: 
turn thee; behold, I am with thee ac- 
cording to thy heart. : 

8 Then said Jonathan, Behold, we 
will pass over unto these men, and we 
will discover ourselves unto them. 

9 If they say thus unto us, Tarr 
until we come to you; then we w: 
stand still in our place, and will not 
go up unto them. 

10 But if they say thus, Come up 
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unto us; then we will go up: for the Israelites that were with Saul and Jon- 


LORD hath delivered them into our 
hand: and this shall be a sign unto us. 

1z And both of them discovered 
themselves unto the garrison of the 
Philistines: and the Philistines said, 
Behold, the Hebrews come forth out 
pie holes where they had hid them- 
selves. 

12 And the men of the garrison an- 
swered Jonathan and his armour- 
bearer, and said, Come up to us, and 
we will shew you a thing. And Jon- 
athan said unto his armourbearer, 
Come up after me: for the LORD 
hath delivered them into the hand of 
Israel. ‘ 

13. And Jonathan climbed up upon 
his hands and upon his feet, and his 
armourbearer after him: and they 
fell before Jonathan; and his ar- 
mourbearer slew after him. 

14 And that first slaughter, which 
Jonathan and his armourbearer 
made, was about twenty men, within 
as it were an half acre of land, which 
a yoke of oxen might plow. 

15 And there was trembling in the 
host, in the field, and among all the 
people: the garrison, and the spoil- 
ers, they also trembled, and the earth 
quaked: so it was a very great trem- 


bling. 

16 And the watchmen of Saul in 
Gibeah of Benjamin looked; and, be- 
hold, the multitude melted away, and 
und went on beating down one an- 
0 '° 
17 Then said Saul unto the people 
that were with him, Number now, and 
see who is gone from us. And when 
they had numbered, behold, Jona- 
than and his armourbearer were not

18 And Saul said unto Ahiah, Bring 
hither the ark of God. For the ark of 
God was at that time with the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

19 { And it came to pass, while 
Saul talked unto the priest, that the 
noise that was in the host of the Phi- 
listines went on and increased: and 
Saul said unto the priest, Withdraw 
thine hand. 

20 And Saul and all the people that 
were with him assembled themselves, 
and they came to the battle: and, be- 
hold, every man’s sword was against 
his fellow, and there was a very great 
discomfiture. 

21 Moreover the Hebrews that were 
with the Philistines before that time, 
which went up with them into the 
camp from the country round about, 
even they also tw to be with the

22 Likewise all the men of Israel | 
which had hid themselves in mount | 


Ephraim, when they heard that the 


Philistines fled, even they also fol- | 


lowed hard after them in the battle. 


23 So the LORD saved Israel that | 
day: and the battle passed over unto | 


Beth-aven. 

24 § And the men of Israel were 
distressed that day: for Saul had ad- 
jured the people, saying, Cursed be 
the man that eateth any food until 
evening, that I may be avenged on 
mine enemies. So none of the people 
tasted any food. 

25 And all they of the land came to 
a wood; and there was honey upon 
the ground. 

26 And when the people were come 
into the wood, behold, the honey 
dropped; but no man put his hand to 
bist mouth: for the people feared the 
oath, 

27 But Jonathan heard not when 
his father charged the people with 
the oath: wherefore he put forth the 
end of the rod that was in his hand 
and dipped it in an honeycomb, and 
put his hand to his mouth; and his 
eyes were enlightened. 

28 Then answered one of the peo- 
ple, and said, Thy father straitly 
charged the people with an oath, say- 
ing, Cursed be the man that eateth 
any food this day. And the peeple 
were faint. _ 

29 Then said Jonathan, My father 
hath troubled the land: see, I pray 
you, how mine eyes have been en- 
lightened, because I tasted a little of 
this honey. 

30 How much more, if haply the 
people had eaten freely to day of the 
spoil of their enemies which they 
found? for had there not been now a 
much greater slaughter among the 
Philistines? 

31 And they smote the Philistines 
that day from Michmash to Aijalon: 
and the people were very faint. 

32 And the people flew upon the 
spoil, and took sheep, and oxen, and 
calves, and slew them on the ground: 
and the people did eat them with the 
blood. 

33 § Then they told Saul, saying, 
Behold, the people sin against the 
LorD, in that they eat with the blood. 
And he said, Ye have transgressed: 
roll a great stone unto me this day. 

34 And Saul said, Disperse your- 
selves epsne the people, and say 
unto them, Bring me hither every 
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man his ox, and every man his sheep, 
and slay them here, and eat; and sin 
not against the LORD in eating with 
the blood. And all the people brought 
every man his ox with him that 
night, arid slew them there. . 
35 And Saul built an altar unto th 

LORD: the same was_the first altar 
that he built unto the LORD. 

6 4 And Saul said, Let us go down 
after the Philistines by night, and 
spoil them until the morning light, 
and let us not leave a man of them. 
And they said, Do whatsoever seem- 
eth good unto thee. Then said the 
peste Let us draw near hither unto 


od. 

37 And Saul asked counsel of God, 
Shall I go down after the Philistines? 
wilt thou deliver them into the hand 
of Israel? But he answered him not 
that day. : 

38 And Saul said, Draw ye near hi- 
ther, all the chief of the people: and 
know and see wherein this sin hath 
been this day. 

39 For, as the LORD liveth, which 
saveth Israel, though it be in Jona- 
than my son, he shall surely die. But 
there was not a man among all the 
people that answered him. 

40 Then said he unto all Israel, Be 
ye on one side, and I and Jonathan 
my son will be on the other side. And 
the people said unto Saul, Do what 
seemeth good unto thee. 

41 Therefore Saul said unto the 
LorD God of Israel, Give a perfect 
lot. And Saul and Jonathan were 
taken: but the people escaped. 

42 And Saul said, Cast lots between 
me and Jonathan my son. And Jon- 
athan was taken. 


43 Then Saul said to Jonathan, | 


Tell me what thou hast done. And 
poneihan told him, and said, I did 
ut taste a little honey with the end 


of the rod that was in mine hand, and, | 


lo, I must die. 

44 And Saul answered, God do so 
and more also: for thou shalt surely 
die, Jonathan. - 

45 And the people said unto Saul, 
Shall Jonathan die, who hath wrought 
this great salvation in Israel? God 
forbid: as the LORD liveth, there 
shall not one hair of his head fall to 
the ground; -for he hath wrought 

_with God this day. So the people res- 
cued Jonathan, that he died not. 

46 Then Saul went up from follow- 
ing the Philistines: and the Philis- 
tines went to their own place. 

47 4 So Saul took the kingdom over 
Israel, and fought against all his en- 
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emies on every side, against Moab, 

and against the children of Ammon, 

and against Edom, and against the 

kings of Zobah, and against the Phi- 

listines: and whithersoever he turned 
self, he vexed them. 

48 And he gathered an host, and 
smote the Amalekites, and delivered 
Israel out of the hands of them that 
spoiled them. 

49 Now the sons of Saul were Jon- 
athan, and Ishui, and Melchi-shua: 
and the names of his two daughters 
were these ; the name of the firstborn 
Merab, and the name of the younger 
Michal: 

50 And the name of Saul’s wife was 
Ahinoam, the daughter of Ahimaaz: 
and the name of the captain of his 
host was Abner, the son of Ner, Saul’s 
uncle. 

51 And Kishwas the father of Saul; 
and Ner the father of Abner was the 
son of Abiel. : 

52 And there was sore war against 
the Philistines all the days of Saul: 
and when Saul saw any strong man, 
or any valiant man, he took him 
unto him. 


CHAPTER 15. 


1 Saul spares Agag. 10 Samuel de- 
nounces Saul. 32 Agag killed. 
AMUEL also said unto Saul, The 
LORD sent me to anoint thee to 
be king over his people, over Israel: 
now therefore hearken thou unto the 
voice of the words of the LORD. 

2 Thus saith the LORD of hosts, I 
remember that which Amalek did to 
Israel, how he laid wazt for him in 
the way, when he came up from 
Egypt. ; 

3 Now go and smite Amalek, and 
utterly destroy all that they have, 
and spare them not; but slay both 
man and woman, infant and suck- 
ling, ox and sheep, camel and ass. 

4 And Saul gathered the people to- 


| gether, and numbered them in Tel- 


aim, two hundred thousand footmen, 
and ten thousand men of Judah. 

5 And Saul came toa city of Amalek, 
and laid wait in the valley. 

{ And Saul said unto the Ken- 
ites, Go, depart, get you down from 
among the Amalekites, lest I destroy 
you with them: for ye shewed kind- 
ness to all the children of Israel, when 
they came up out of Egypt. So the 
Kenites departed from among the 
Amalekites. . 

7 And Saul smote the Amalekites 
from Havilah until thou_comest to 


Shur, that zs over against Egypt. 
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8 And he took Agag the king of 
the Amalekites alive, and utterly de- 
stroyed all the people with the edge 
of the sword. 

9 But Saul and the people spared 
Agag, and the best of the sheep, and 
of the oxen, and of the fatlings, and 
the lambs, and all that was good, and 
would not utterly destroy them: but 
every thing that was vile and refuse, 
that they destroyed utterly. 

1o {| Then came the word of the 
LORD unto Samuel, saying, 

1r_ Itrepenteth me that I have set 
up Saul to be king: for he is turned 
back from following me, and hath 
not performed my commandments. 
And it grieved Samuel; and he cried 
unto the LORD all night. 

12 And when Samuel rose early to 
meet Saul in the morning, it was told 
Samuel, saying, Saul came to Car- 
mel, and, behold, he set him up a 
place, and is gone about, and passed 
on, and gone down to Gilgal. 

13. And Samuel came to Saul: and 
Saul said unto him, Blessed be thou 
of the LORD: I have ee the 
commandment of the LORD. 

14 And Samuel said, What meaneth 
then this bleating of the sheep in mine 
ears, and the lowing of the oxen 
which I hear? 

15 And Saul said, They have brought 
them from the Amalekites: for the 
people spared the best of the sheep 
and of the oxen, to sacrifice unto the 
LoRD thy God; and the rest we have 
utterly destroyed. : 

16 Then Samuel said unto Saul, 
Stay, and I will tell thee what the 
LorD hath said to me this night. And 
he said unto him, Say on. 

17 And Samuel said, When thou 
wast little in thine own sight, wast 
thou not made the head of the tribes 
of Israel, and the LORD anointed thee 
king over Israel? 

18 And the LORD sent thee on a 
journey, and said, Go and utterly de- 
stroy the sinners the Amalekites, and 
fight against them until they be con- 
suined, 5 

19 Wherefore then didst thou not 
obey the voice of the LORD, but didst 
fly upon the spoil, and didst evil in the 
sight of the LORD? 

20 And Saul said unto Samuel, Yea, 
I have obeyed the voice of the LORD, 
and have gone the way which the 
LORD sent me, and have brought 
Agag the king of Amalek, and have 
utterly destroyed the Amalekites. 

21 But the people took of the spoil, 
sheep and oxen, the chief of the things 
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which should have been utterly de- 


stroyed, to sacrifice unto the LORD 
thy God in Gilgal. 5 

22 And Samuel said, Hath the 
LoRD as great delight in burnt offer- 
ings and sacrifices, as in obeying the 
voice of the LORD? Behold, to obey 
ts better than sacrifice, and to hearken 
than the fat of rams, 2 

23 For rebellion 7s as the sin of 
witchcraft, and stubbornness 7 as 
iniquity and idolatry. Because thou 
hast rejected the word of the LORD, he 
hath also rejected thee from bemg 


g. 

24 § And Saul said unto Samuel, I 
have sinned: for I have transgressed 
the commandment of the LORD, and 
thy words: because I feared the peo- 
ple, and obeyed their voice. 

25, Now therefore, I pray thee, par- 
don my sin, and turn again with me, 
that I may worship the LORD. 

26 And Samuel said unto Saul, I 
will not return with thee: for thou 
hast rejected the word of the LORD, 
and the LORD hath rejected thee from 
being king over Israel. 

27 And as Samuel turned about to 
go away, he laid hold upon the skirt 
of his mantle, and it rent. 

28 And Samuel said unto him, The 
LORD hath rent the kingdom of Is- 
rael from thee this day, and hath 
given it to a neighbour of thine, that 
as better than thou. 

29 And also the Strength of Israei 
will not lie nor repent: for he zs not 
a man, that he should repent. 

30 Then he said, I have sinned: yet 
honour me now, it pray thee, before 
the elders of my people, and before 
Israel, and turn again with me, that I 
may worship the LORD thy God. 

31 So Samuel turned again after 
Saul; and Saul worshipped the LORD. 

32 § Then said Samuel, Bring a 
hither to me Agag the king of the 
Amalekites. And Agag came unto 
him delicately. And Agag said, Surely 
the bitterness of death is past. 

33, And Samuel said, As thy sword 
hath made women childless, so shall 
thy mother be childless among wo- 
men, And Samuel hewed Agag in 
pieces before the LORD in Gilgal. 

34 q ane eiuee em Loe mah; 
and Saul went up to his house to 
Gibeah of Saul. 

35 And Samuel came no more to 
see Saul until the day of his death: 
nevertheless Samuel mourned for 
Saul: and the LORD repented that

ND the LorD said unto Samuel, 
£4 How long wilt thou mourn for 
Saul, seeing I have rejected him from 
reigning over Israel? fill thine horn 
with oil, and go, I will send thee to 
Jesse the Beth-lehemite: for I have 
provided me a king among his sons.

12_And he sent, and brought him 
in. Now he was ruddy, and withal of 
a beautiful countenance, and goodly 
to look to.

18 Then answered one of the ser- 
vants, and said, Behold, I have seen 
a son of Jesse the Beth-lehemite, that 
zs cunning in playing, and a mighty 
valiant man, and a man of war, and 
prudent in matters, end a comely 
person, and the LORD 72s with him. 

19 {| Wherefore Saul sent messen- 
gers unto Jesse, and said, Send me 
David thy son, which 2s with the 
sheep. 

20 And Jesse took an ass laden with 
bread, and a bottle of wine, and a 
kid, and sent them by David his son 
unto Saul, 

21 And David came to Saul, and 
stood before him: and he loved him 

reatly; and he became his armour-

22 And Saul sent to Jesse, saving, 
Let David, I pray thee, stand before 
ime iP for he hath found favour in my 
sight. 

23 And it came to pass, when the 
evil spirit from God was upon Saul, 
that David took an harp, and played 
with his hand: so Saul was refreshed, 
and was well, and the evil spirit de- 
parted from him.

OW the Philistines gathered to- 
gether their armies to battle, 
and were gathered together at Sho- 
choh, which belongeth to Judah, and 
pene between Shochoh and Aze- 
ah, in Ephes-dammim. 
2 And Saul and the men of Israel 
were gathered together, and pitched 
by the valley of Elah, and set the

3 And the Philistines stood on a 
mountain on the one side, and Israel 
stood on a mountain on the other 
side: and there was a valley between 


them. 

4 § And there went out a cham- 
pion out of the camp of the Philistines, 
named Goliath, of Gath, whose 
height was six cubits and a span. 

5 And he had an helmet of brass 
upon his head, and he was armed 
with a coat of mail; and the weight 
of the coat was five thousand shekels 
of brass. 

6 And he had greaves of brass upon 
his legs, and a target of brass between 
his shoulders. i 

7 And the staff of his spear was like 
a weaver’s beam; and his spear’s 
head weighed six hundred shekels of 
iron: and one bearing a shield went 
before him. 

8 And he stood and cried unto the 
armies of Israel, and said unto them, 
Why are ye come out to set your bat- 
tle m array? am not I a Philistine, 
and ye servants to Saul? choose you 
a man for you, and let him come 
down to me. 

9 If he be able to fight with me, and 
to kill me, then will we be your ser- 
vants: but if I prevail against him, 
and kill him, then shall ye be our ser- 
vants, and serve us. 

to And the Philistine said, I defy 
the armies of Israel this day; give me 
aman, that we may fight together. 

Ir When Saul and all Israel heard 
those words of the Philistine, they 
were dismayed, and greatly afraid. 

12 {| Now David was the son of that 
Ephrathite of Beth-lehem-judah, 
whose name was Jesse; and he had 
eight sons: and the man went among 
a for an old man in the days of 

aul, 

13 And the three eldest sons of Jesse 
went and followed Saul to the battle: 
and the names of his three sons that 
went to the battle were Eliab the first- 
born, and next unto him Abinadab, 
and the third Shammah. 

14 And David was the youngest: 
and the three eldest followed Saul. 

15 But David went and returned 
from Saul to feed his father’s sheep 
at Beth-lehem. 

16 And the Philistine drew near 
morning and evening, and presented 
himself forty days. 

17 And Jesse said unto David his 
son, Take now for thy brethren an 
ephah of this parched corn, and these 
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ten loaves, and run to the camp to 
thy brethren; 

18 And carry these ten cheeses 
unto the captain of their thousand, 
and look how thy brethren fare, and 
take their pledge. 

19 Now Saul, and they, and all the 
men of Israel, were in the valley of 
Elah, fighting with the Philistines. 

20 {| And David rose up early in the 
morning, and left the sheep with a 
keeper, and took, and went, as Jesse 
had commanded him; and he came 
to the trench, as the host was going 
forth to the fight, and shouted for 
the battle. Sais 

21 For Israel and the Philistines 
had put the battle in array, army 
against army. ; 2 ; 

22 And David left his carriage in 
the hand of the keeper of the car- 
riage, and ran into the army, and 
came and saluted his brethren. 

23 And as he talked with them, be- 
hold, there came up the champion, 
the Philistine of Gath, Goliath by 
name, out of the armies of the Philis- 
tines, and spake according to the same 
words: and David heard them. 

24 And all the men of Israel, when 
they saw the man, fled from him, 
and were sore afraid. : 

25 And the men of Israel said, Have 
ye seen this man that is come up? 
surely to defy Israel is he come up: 
and it shall be, that the man who kill- 
eth him, the king will enrich him with 
great riches, and will give him his 
daughter, and make his father’s house 
free in Israel. 

26 And David spake to the men that 
stood by him, saying, What shall be 
done to the man that killeth this Phi- 
listine, and taketh away the reproach 
from Israel? for who zs this uncir- 
cumcised Philistine, that he should 
defy the armies of the living God? 

27 And the people answered him 
after this manner, saying, So shall 
He be done to the man that killeth

28 § And Eliab his eldest brother 
heard when he spake unto the men} 
and Eliab’s anger was kindled against 
David, and he said, Why camest thou 
down hither? and with whom hast 


| thou left those few sheep in the wil- 


derness? I know thy pride, and the 
naughtiness of thine heart; for thou 
art come down that thou mightest 
see the battle. 

29 And David said, What have I 
now done? Is there not a cause? 

30 { And he turned from him to- 
ward another, and spake after the 
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same manner: and the people an- 
swered him again after the former 
manner. 

31 And when the words were heard 
which David spake, they rehearsed 
them before Saul: and he sent for him. 

32 {| And David said to Saul, Let 
aa man’s ast teen paper nont ah soar 

servant will go an t wi 
this Philistine. 

33 And Saul said to David, Thou 
art not able to go against this Philis- 
tine to fight with him: for thou art 
but a youth, and he a man of war from 
his youth. k 

34 And David said unto Saul, Thy 
servant kept his father’s sheep, and 
there came a lion, and a bear, and 
took a lamb out of the flock: 

35 And I went out after him, and 
smote him, and delivered 7¢ out of his 
mouth: and when he arose against 
me, I caught him by his beard, and 
smote him, and slew him. 

36 Thy servant slew both the lion 
and the bear: and this uncircumcised 
Philistine shall be as one of them, see- 
ing he hath defied the armies of the 
living God. | 

37 David said moreover, The LORD 
that delivered me out of the paw of 
the lion, and out of the paw of the 
bear, he will deliver me out of the 
hand of this Philistine. And Saul said 
unto David, Go, and the LORD be 
with thee. 

38 § And Saul armed David with 
his armour, and he put an helmet of 
brass upon his head; also he armed 
him with a coat of mail. 

39 And David girded his sword upon 
his armour, and he assayed to go; 
for he had not proved 2. And Davi 
said unto Saul, I cannot go with these; 
for I have not proved them. And Da- 
vid put them off him. re. #4 

40 And he took his staff in his hand, 
and chose him five smooth stones out 
of the brook, and put them in a 
shepherd’s bag which he had, even 
in a scrip; and his sling was in his 
hand: and he drew near to the Phi- 
listine.

53 And the children of Israel_re- 
turned from chasing after the Phi- 
listines, and they spoiled their tents.

55 { And when Saul saw David go 
forth against the Philistine, he said 
unto Abner, the captain of the host, 
Abner, whose son 7s this youth?

56 And the king said, Enquire thou

Ace it came to pass, when he had 
made an end of speaking unto 
Saul, that the soul of Jonathan was 
knit with the soul of David, and Jon- 
athan loved him as his own soul.

tr And Saul cast the javelin; for

12 J And Saul was afraid of David 
because the LORD was with him, d 
was departed from Saul. : 

13 Therefore Saul removed him

20 And Michal Saul’s daughter loved 
David: and they told Saul, and the 
thing pleased him. 

21 And Saul said, I will give him 
her, that she may be a snare to him, 
and that the hand of the Philistines 
may be against him. Wherefore Saul 
said to David, Thou shalt this day be 
my son in law in the one of the twain.

CHAPTER 30.

ASD it came to pass, when David 

and his men were come to Zik- 
lag on the third day, that the Ama- 
lekites had invaded the south, and 


Ziklag, and smitten Ziklag, and 
burned it with fire; 

2 And had taken the women cap- 
tives, that were therein: they slew 
not any, either great or small, but 


carried them away, and went on their 


way. 

3 { So David and his men came to

5 And David’s two wives were taken 
captives, Ahinoam the Jezreelitess,

6 And David was greatly distressed; 
for the people spare of stoning him, 
because the soul of all the people was 

rieved, every man for his sons and 
or his daughters: but David en- 
couraged himself in the LORD his 


od. 

7, And David said to Abiathar the 
priest; Ahimelech’s son, I pray thee, 

ring me hither the ephod. And Abi- 
athar brought thither the ephod to 
David. : ; 

8 And David enquired at the LorD, 
saying, Shall I pursue after this troop ? 
shall I overtake them? And he an- 
swered him, Pursue: for thou shait 
surely overtake them, and without fail 
recover all. . 

9 So David went, he and the six 
hundred men that were with him, and 
came to the brook Besor, where those 
that were left behind stayed. 

to But David pursued, he and four 
hundred men: for two hundred abode 
behind, which were so faint that they 
could not go over the brook Besor. 
Ir § And they found an Egyptian 
in the field, and brought him to Da- 
vid, and gave him bread, and he did 
eat; and they made him drink water; 

12 And they gave him a piece of a 
cake of figs, and two clusters of rai- 
sins: and when he had eaten, his spirit 
came again to him: for he had eaten 
no bread, nor drunk any water, three 
days and three nights, 

13 And David said unto him, To 
whom lelongest thou? and whence 
art thou? ‘And he said, I am a young 
man of Egypt, servant to an Amalek- 
ite; and my master left me, because 
three days agone I fell sick. 

14 We made an invasion upon the 
south of the Cherethites, and upon 
the coast which belongeth to Judah, and 
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upon the south of Caleb; and we 
burned Ziklag with fire. 

15 And David said to him, Canst 
thou bring me down to this company ? 
And he said, Swear unto me by God, 
that thou wilt neither kill me, nor 
deliver me into the hands of my mas- 
ter, and I will bring thee down to this 
company. 3 

16 § And when he had brought him 
down, behold, they were spread abroad 
upon all the earth, eating and drink- 
ing, and dancing, because of all the 
great spoil that they had taken out of 
the land of the Philistines, and out 
of the land of Judah. 

17 And David smote them from 
the twilight even unto the evening of 
the next day: and there escaped not 
a man of them, save four hundred 
young men, which rode upon camels, 
and fled. : 

18 And David recovered all that the 
Amalekites had carried.away: and 
David rescued his two wives. 

19 And there was nothing lacking 
to them, neither small nor great, nei- 
ther sons nor daughters, neither spoil, 
nor any thing that they had taken to 
them: David recovered all. 

20 And David took all the flocks 
and the herds, which they drave be- 
fore those other cattle, and said, This 
is David’s spoil. | 

21 § And David came to the two 
hundred men, which were so faint 
that they could not follow David, 
whom they had made also to abide at 
the brook Besor: and they went forth 
to meet Dayid, and to meet the people 
that were with him: and when David 
came near to the people, he saluted 
them. 

22 Then answered all the wicked 
men and men of Belial, of those that 
went with David, and said, Because 
they went not with us, we will not 
aes them ought of the spoil that we 

ave recovered, save to every man 
his wife and his children, that they 
may lead them away, and depart. 

23 Then said David, Ye shall not do 
so, my brethren, with that which the 
LorD hath given us, who hath pre- 
served us, and delivered the company 
that came against us into our hand. 
_24 For who will hearken unto you 
in this matter? but as his part 2s that 

- goeth down to the battle, so shall his 
part be that tarrieth by the stuff: they 
shall part alike. 

25 And it was so from that day for- 
ward, that he made it a statute and 
an ordinance for Israel unto this oar 
26 4 And when David came to Zik- 
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lag, he sent of the spoil unto the elders 
of Judah, even to his friends, saying 
Behold a present for you of the spoil 
of the enemies of the LORD; 

27 To them which were in Beth-el, 
and to them which were in south Ra- 
pier and to them which were in Jat- 
IT, 
28 And to them which were in Ar- 
oer, and to them which were in Siph- 
moth, and to them which were in Esh- 
temoa, 

29 And to them which were in Ra- 
chal, and to them which were in the

30 And to them which were in Hor-

31 And to them which were in He- 
bron, and to all the places where Da-

CHAPTER 31. 
1 Saul’s death. 11 His body burned and 
bones buried. 


OW the Philistines fourt against 

Israel: and the men of Israel fled 

from before the Philistines, and fell 
down slain in mount Gilboa. 

2 And the Philistines followed hard 
upon Saul and upon his sons; and the 
Philistines slew Jonathan, and Abin- 
adab, and Melchi-shua, Saul’s sons. 

3 And the battle went sore against 
Saul, and the archers hit him; and he 
was sore wounded of the archers. 

4 Then said Saul unto his armour- 
bearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust 
me through therewith; lest these 
uncircumcised come and thrust me 
through, and abuse me. But his 
armourbearer would not; for he was 
sore afraid. Therefore Saul took a 
sword, and fell upon it. 

5 And when his armourbearer saw 
that Saul was dead, he fell likewise 
upon his sword, and died with him. 

6 So Saul died, and his three sons, 
and his armourbearer, and all his 
men, that same ari together. 

7 § And when the men of Israel 
that were on the other side of the vai- 
ley, and they that were on the other 
side Jordan, saw that the men of Is- 
rael fled, and that Saul and his sons 
were dead, they forsook the cities, 
and fled; and the Philistines came 
and dwelt in them. 

And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, when the Philistines came to 
strip the slain, that they found Saul 
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and his three sons fallen in mount 
Gilboa. : 

9 And they cut off his head, and 
stripped off his armour, and sent into 
the land of the Philistines round about, 
to publish zt 71 the house of their 
idols, and among the people. . 

to And they put his armour in the 
house of Ashtaroth: and they fas- 
nes his body to the wall of Beth- 
shan.

13 4 And David said unto the youn 
man that told him, Whence art thou 
And he answered, I am the son of a 
stranger, an Amalekite. 

14 And David said unto him, How 
wast thou not afraid to stretch forth 
thine hand to destroy the LORD’s 
anointed ? . 

15 And David called _one of the 
young men, and said, Go near, and 
fallupon him.

2x Ye mountains of Gilboa, let 
there be no dew, neither let there be rain, 
upon you, nor fields of offerings: for 
there the shield of the mighty is vile- 

cast away, the shield of Saul, as 
te h he had not been anointed with 
oil. 
22 From the blood of the slain, from 
the fat of the mighty, the bow of Jon- 
athan turned not back, and the sword 
of Saul returned not empty. 

23 Saul and Jonathan were lovely 
and pleasant in their lives, and in 
their death they were not divided: they 
were swifter than eagles, they were 
stronger than lions. 

24 Ye daughters of Israel, weep 
over Saul, who clothed you in scarlet, 
with other delights, who put on orna- 
ments of gold upon your apparel. 

25 How are the m hty fallen.in the 
midst of the battle! O Jonathan, thou 
wast slain in thine high: places.

CHAPTER 2.

ND it came to pass after this, that 
, David enquired of the LORD, 
saying, Shall I go up into any of the 
cities of Judah? And the LORD said 
unto him, Go up. And David said, 
Whither shall I go up? And he said, 
Unto Hebron. , : 
2 So David went up thither, and his 
- two wives also, Ahinoam the Jezreel- 
itess, and Abigail Nabal’s wife the 
Carmelite. ’ j 
3 And his men that were with him 
did David bring up, every man with 
his household: and they dwelt in the 
cities of Hebron. 


there they anointed David king over 
the house of Judah. And they told 
David, saying, That the men of Ja- 
besh-gilead were they that buried Saul. 

5 { And David sent messengers 
unto the men of_Jabesh-gilead, and 
said unto them, Blessed be ye of the 
LORD, that ye have shewed this kind- 
ness unto your lord, even unto Saul, 
and have buried him. 

6 And now the LORD shew kina- 
ness and truth unto you: and I also 
will requite you this kindness, because 
ye have done this thing. 

7 Therefore now let your hands be 
strengthened, and be ape valiant: for 
your master Saul is dead, and also 
the house of Judah have anointed me 
king over them. 

8 § But Abner the son of Ner, 
captain of Saul’s host, took Ish- 
bosheth the son of Saul, and brought 
him over to Mahanaim; ; 

9 And made him king over Gilead, 
and over the Ashurites, and over Jez- 
reel, and over Ephraim, and over 
Benjamin, and over all Israel. 

to Ish-bosheth Saul’s son was forty 
years old when he began to reign 
over Israel, and reigned two years. 
But the house of J udah followed 
David. ; : 

rr And the time that David was 
king in Hebron over the house of Ju- 
dah was seven years and six months. 

12 § And Abner the son of Ner, and 
the servants of Ish-bosheth the son 
of Saul, went out from Mahanaim to 
Gibeon. ; 

13 And Joab the son of Zeruiah, and 
the servants of David, went out, and 
met together by the pool of Gibeon: 
and they sat down, the one on the 
one side of the pool, and the other on 
the other side of the pool. 

14 And Abner said to Joab, Let 
the young men now arise, and play 
before us. And Joab said, Let them 
arise. 

15 Then there arose and went over 
by number. twelve_ of Benjamin, 
which pertained to Ish-bosheth the 
son of Saul, and twelve of the ser- 
vants of David. f 

16 And they caught every one his fel- 
low by the head, and thrust his sword 
in his fellow’s side; so they fell down 
together: wherefore that place was 
called Helkath-hazzurim, which 7s 
in Gibeon. 

17 And there was avery sore bat- 
tle that day; and Abner was beaten, 
and the men of Israel, before the ser- 
vants of David. 
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18 { And there were three sons 
of Zeruiah there, Joab, and Abishai, 
and Asahel: and Asahel was as light 
of foot as a wild roe. 

19 And Asahel pursued after Abner; 
and in going he turned not to the right 
hand nor to the left from following 
Abner. 7 : 

20 Then Abner looked behind him, 
and said, Art thou Asahel? And he 
answered, Lam. : ‘ 

21 And Abner said to him, Turn 
thee aside to thy right hand or to thy 
left, and lay thee hold on one of the 
young men, and take thee his ar- 
mour. But Asahel would not turn 
aside from following of him. 

22 And Abner said again to Asahel, 
Turn thee aside from following me: 
wherefore should I smite thee to the 
ground? how then should I hold up 
my face to Joab thy brother? [ 

23 Howbeit he refused to turn aside: 
wherefore Abner with the hinder end 
of the spear smote him under the 
fifth rib, that the spear came out be- 
hind him; and he fell down there, 
and died in the same place: and it 
came to pass, that as many as came 
to the place where Asahel fell down 
and died stood still. } 

24 Joab also and Abishai pursued 
after Abner: and the sun went down 
when they were come to the hill of 
Ammah, that lieth before Giah by the 
way of the wilderness of Gibeon. ; 

25 4 And the children of Benjamin 

athered themselves together after 

bner, and became one troop, and 
stood on the top of an hill. 

26 Then Abner called to Joab, and 
said, Shall the sword devour for ever? 
knowest thou not that it will be bit- 
terness in the latter end? how long 
shall it be then, ere thou bid the people 
return from following their brethren? 

27 And Joab said, As God liveth, 
unless thou hadst spoken, surely 
then in the morning the people had 

one up every one from following his 

rother. 

28 So Joab blew a trumpet, and all 
the people stood still, and pursued 
after Israel no more, neither fought 
they any more. 

29 And Abner and his men walked 

all that night through the plain, and 
passed over Jordan, and went through 
all Bithron, and they came to Ma- 
hanaim. : 
_30 And Joab returned from follow- 
ing Abner: and when he had gathered 
all the people together, there lacked 
of David’s servants nineteen men and 
Asahel. 


31 But the servants of David had 
smitten of Benjamin, and of Abner’s 
men, so that three hundred and three- 
score men died. 

32, | And they took up Asahel, and 
buried him in the sepulchre of his fa- 
ther, which was in Beth-lehem. And 
Joab and his men went all night, and 
they came to Hebron at break of day. 


CHAPTER 3. 


1 The rival kings. 22 Abner killed by 
Joab. 31 David mourns Abner. 


No. there was long war between 
the house of Saul and the house 
of David: but David waxed stronger 
and stronger, and the house of Saul 
waxed weaker and weaker. 

2 § And unto David were sons 
born in Hebron: and his firstborn 
was Amnon, of Ahinoam the Jez- 
reelitess; : 

3, And his second, Chileab, of Abi- 
gail the wife of Nabal the Carmelite; 
and the third, Absalom the son of 
Maacah the daughter of Talmai king 
of Geshur; : 

4 And the fourth, Adonijah the son 
of Haggith; and the fifth, Shephatiah 
the son of Abital; 

5 And the sixth, Ithream, ti Eglah 
David’s wife. These were born to 
David in Hebron. 

6 { And it came to pass, while there 
was war between the house of Saul 
and the house of David, that Abner 
made himself strong for the house 
of Saul. 

7 And Saul had a concubine, whose 
name was Rizpah, the daughter of 
Aiah: and Ish-bosheth said to Abner, 
Wherefore hast thou gone in unto 
my father’s concubine? 

8 Then was Abner very wroth for 
the words of Ish-bosheth, and said, 
Am I a dog’s head, which against 
Judah do shew kindness this day unto 
the house of Saul thy father, to his 
brethren, and to his friends, and have 
not delivered thee into the hand of 
David, that thou chargest me to day 
with a fault concerning this woman? 

9 So do God to Abner, and more 
also, except, as the LORD hath sworn 
to David, even so I do to him; 

1o To translate the kingdom from 
the house of Saul, and to set up the 
throne of David over Israel and over 
Judah, from Dan even to Beer-sheba. 

ir And he could not answer Abner 
a word again, because he feared him. 

12 ‘| And Abner sent messengers to 
David on his behalf, sayi 


ing, ‘W hose 
ws the land? saying also, Make thy 
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league with me, and, behold, m 
hand shall be with thee, to bring apeut 
all Israel unto thee. 

13 { And he said, Well; I will make 
a league with thee: but one thing I 
require of thee, that is, Thou shalt 
not see my face, except thou first 
bring Michal Saul’s daughter, when 
thou comest to see my face. 

14 And David sent messengers to 
Ish-bosheth Saul’sson, saying; Deliver 
me tiny wife Michal, which I espoused 
to me for an hundred foreskins of 
the Philistines. 

15 And Ish-bosheth sent, and took 
her from husband, even from 
Phaltiel the son of Laish. - 

16 And her husband went with her 
along weeping behind her to Ba- 
hurim. Then said Abner unto him, 
Go, return. And he returned. : 

17 { And Abner had communica- 
tion with the elders of Israel, saying, 
Ye sought for David in times past to 
be icing over you: . 

18 Now then do zt: for the LORD 
hath spoken of David, saying, By the 
hand of my servant David I will save 
my people Israel out of the hand of 
the Philistines, and out of the hand 
of all their enemies. t 

19 And Abner also spake in the ears 
of Benjamin: and Abner went also 
to speak in the ears of David in He- 
bron all that seemed good to Israel, 
and that seemed good to the whole 
house of Benjamin. i 

20 So Abner came to David to He- 
bron, and twenty men with him. And 
David made Abner and the men that 
were with him a feast. : 

21 And Abner said unto David, I 
will arise and go, and will gather all 
Israel unto my Jord the king, that they 
may make a league with thee, an 
that thou mayest reign over all that 
thine heart desireth. And David sent 
Abner away; and he went in peace. 

22 § And, behold, the servants of 
David and Joab came from pursuing 
a troop, and brought in a great spoil 
with them: but Abner was not with 
David in Hebron; for he had sent 
him away, and he was gone in peace. 

23 When Joab and all the host that 
was with him were come, they told 
Joab, saying, Abner the son of Ner 
came to the king, and he hath sent 
him away, and he is gone in peace. 

24 Then Joab came to the king, and 
said, What hast thou done? behold, 
Abner came unto thee; why 7s it that 
thou hast sent him away, and he is 
quite gone? 

25 Thou knowest Abner the son of 
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Ner, that he came to deceive thee, 

and to know thy going out and thy 

Pert in, and to know all that thou 
oest. 

26 And when Joab was come out 
from David, he sent messengers after 
Abner, which brought him again 
from the. well of Sirah: but David 
knew 2zt not. 

27 And when Abner was returned 
to Hebron, Joab took him aside in 
the gate to speak with him quietly, 
and smote him there under the fifth 
rib, that he died, for the blood of 
Asahel his brother. 

28 { And afterward when. David 
heard 2, he said, I and my kingdom 
are guiltless before the LORD for ever, 
ale the blood of Abner the son of 

er: 

29 Let it rest on the head of Joab, 
and on all his father’s house; and let 
there not fail from the house of Joab 
one that hath an issue, or that isa 
leper, or that leaneth on a staff, or 
that falleth on the sword, or that 
lacketh bread. 

30 So Joab and Abishai his brother 
slew Abner, because he had slain 
er brother Asahel at Gibeon in the 

attle. . 

31 § And David said to Joab, and 
to all the people that were with him, 
Rend your clothes, and gird you 
with sackcloth, and mourn ‘before 
Abner. And king David himself fol- 
lowed the bier. c 

32 And they buried Abner in He- 
bron: and the king lifted up his voice, 
and wept at the grave of Abner; and 
all the people wept. : 

33 And the king lamented over Ab- 
ner, and said, Died Abner as a fool 
dieth? 

34 Thy hands were not bound, nor 
thy feet put into fetters: as a man 
faileth before wicked men, so fellest 
thou. And all the people wept again 
over him. 

35 And when all the people came to 
cause David to eat meat while it was 
yet day, David sware, rege So do 
God to me, and more also, if I taste 
bread, or ought else, till the sun be 


down. 
_36 And all the people took notice of 
it, and it pleased them: as whatso- 
ever the king did pleased all the peonle: 
37. For ali the people and al Israel 
understood that day that it was not of 
the king to slay Abner the son of Ner. 
38 And the king said unto his ser- 
vants, Know ye not that there is a 
prince and a great man fallen this 
day in Israel? 
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39 And I am this day weak, though 
anointed king; and these men the 
sons of Zeruiah be too hard for me: 
the LORD shall reward the doer of 
evil according to his wickedness. 


CHAPTER 4. 
1 Ish-bosheth is murdered. 9 David slays

ND when Saul’s son heard that 

Abner was dead in Hebron, his 
hands were feeble, and all the Israel- 
ites were troubled. 

2 And Saul’s son had two men that 
were captains of bands: the name of 
the one was Baanah, and the name of 
the other Rechab, the sons of Rim- 
mon a Beerothite, of the children of 
Benjamin: (for Beeroth also was 
reckoned to Benjamin. : 

3. And the Beerothites fled to Git- 
taim, and were sojourners there until 
this day.) 

4 And Jonathan, Saul’s son, had a 
son that was lame of his feet. He was 
five years old when the tidings came 
of Sauland Jonathan outof Jezreel, 
and his nurse took him up, and fled: 
and it came to pass,.as she made 
haste to flee, that he fell, and became 
lame. And his name was Mephibo- 
sheth. : 

5 And the sons of Rimmon the 
Beerothite, Rechab and Baanah, 
went, and came about the heat of the 
day to the house of Ish-bosheth, who 
lay on a bed at noon. 

ne And they came thither into the 
midst of the house, as though they 
would have fetched wheat; and they 
smote him under the fifth rib: and 
Rechab and Baanah his brother es- 
caped. ; 

7 For when they came into the 
house, he lay on his bed in his bed- 
chamber, and they smote him, and 
slew him, and beheaded him, and 
took his head, and gat them away 
through the plain all night. 

8 And they brought the head of Ish- 
bosheth unto David to Hebron, and 
said to the king, Behold the head of 
Ish-bosheth the son of Saul thine 
enemy, which sought thy life; and 
the LORD hath avenged my lord the 
king this day of Saul, and of his seed.

10 When one told me, saying, Be- 
hold, Saul is dead, thinking to have 
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brought good tidings, I took hold of 
him, and slew him in Ziklag, who 
thought that I would have given him 
a reward for his tidings: , 

11 How much more, when wicked 
men have slain a righteous person in 
his own house upon his bed? shall I 
not therefore now require his blood 
of your hand, and take you away 
from the earth? ) 

12 And David commanded hisyou 
men, and they slew them, and cut o 
their hands and their feet, and hanged 
them up over the pool in Hebron. But 
they took the head of Ish-bosheth, 
and buried 7t in the sepulchre of Ab- 
ner in Hebron. 


CHAPTER 5. 


5 David anointed king of all Israel. 6 
e dwells at Jerusalem. 13 Eleven 
sons are born to him. 


HEN came all the tribes of Israel 

to David unto Hebron, and spake, 

saying, Behold, we are thy bone and 
thy flesh, 

2 Also-in time past, when Saul was 
king over us, thou wast he that led- 
dest out and broughtest in Israel: and 
the LORD said to thee, Thou shalt 
feed my people Israel, and thou shalt 
be a captain over Israel.

5 In Hebron he reigned over Judah 
seven years and six months: and in 
Jerusalem he reigned thirty and three 
years over all Israel and Judah, 

6 4 And the king and his men went 
to Jerusalem unto the Jebusites, the 
inhabitants of the land: which spake 
unto David, saying, Except thou take 
away the blind and the lame, thou 
shalt not come in hither: thinking, 
David cannot come in hither, 

7_ Nevertheless David took the strong 
hold of Zion: the same 7s the city of 
David. 

8 And David said on that day, Who- 
soever getteth up to the gutter, and 
smiteth the Jebusites, and the lame 
and the blind, that are hated of David’s 
soul, he shall be chief and captain. 
Wherefore they said, The blind and 
the lame shall not come into the 
house. ’ 

9 So David dwelt in the fort, and 
called it the city of David. And David 
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built round about from Millo and 
inward. ‘ 

to And David went on, and grew 
great, and the LORD God of hosts was 
with him. 

iz 4 And Hiram king of Tyre sent 
messengers to David, and cedar trees, 
and carpenters, and masons: and 
they built David an house. 

12 And David perceived that the 
LORD had established him king over 
Israel, and that he had exalted his 
kingdom for his people Israel’s sake. 

13 §. And David took hwm_ more 
concubines and wives out of Jerusa- 
lem, after he was come from Hebron: 
and there were yet sons and daugh- 
ters born to David. 

14 And these be the names of those 
that were born unto him in Jerusa- 
lem; Shammuah, and Shobab, and 
Nathan, and Solomon, __. 

15 Ibhar also, and Elishua, and 
So bare and Japhia, : 

16 And Elishama, and Eliada, and 
Eliphalet. BE 

17 § But when the Philistines heard 
that they had anointed David king 
over Israel, all the Philistines came 
up to seek David; and David heard 
of it, and went down to the hold. 

18 The Philistines also came and 
spread themselves in the valley of 
Rephaim. ; 

19 And David enquired of the LORD, 
saying, Shall I go up to the Philis- 
tines? wilt thou deliver them into 
mine hand? And the LORD said unto 
David, Go up: for I will doubtless 
deliver the Philistines into thine 
hand. 

20 And David came to Baal-pera- 
zim, and David smote them there, 
and said, The LORD hath broken forth 
upon mine enemies before me, as the 
breach of waters. Therefore he called 
the name of that place Baal-pera- 
zim, 

21 And there they left their images, 
and David and his men burned them. 

22 § And the Philistines came up

23 And when David enquired of the 
LORD, he said, Thou shalt not go up;

24 And let it be, when thou hearest

25 And David did so, as the LORD

6 {Aud when they came to Na- 
chon’s_ threshingfloor, Uzzah put 
forth his hand to the ark of God, and 
took hold of it; for the oxen shook zt. 

7 And the anger of the LORD was 
kindled against Uzzah; and God 
smote him there for his error; and 
there he died by the ark of God. 

8 And David was displeased, be- 
cause the LORD had made a breach 
upon Uzzah: and he called the name 
of the place Perez-uzzah to this day. 

9 And David was afraid of the LORD 
that day, and said, How shall the ark 
of the LORD come to me? 

to So David would not remove the 
ark of the LORD unto him into the 
city of David: but David carried it 
aside into the house of Obed-edom 
the Gittite. 

11 And the ark of the LORD con- 
tinued in the house of Obed-edom the 
Gittite three months: and the LORD 
ao Obed-edom, and all his house- 

old. 

12 § And it was told king David, 
saying, The LORD hath blessed the 
house of Obed-edom, and all that 
pertaineth unto him, because of the 
ark of God. So David went and 
brought up the ark of God from the 
house of Obed-edom into the city of 
David with gladness. 

13 And it was so, that when they 
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that bare the ark of the LORD had gone 
six paces, he sacrificed oxen and fat- 


gs. 

14 And David danced before the 
LORD with all his might; and David 
aas girded with a linen ephod. 

15 So David and all the house of Is- 
rael brought up the ark of the LorD 
with shouting, and with the sound of 
the trumpet. 

16 And as the ark of the LORD came 
into the city of David, ‘Michal Saul’s 
daughter looked through a window, 
and saw king David caning and dan- 
cing before the LORD; and she despised 

im in her heart. 

17 {| And they brought in the ark of 
the LORD, and set it in his place, in 
the midst of the tabernacle that Da- 
vid had pitched for it: and David 
offered burnt offerings and peace 
offerings before the LORD. 

18 And as soon as David had made 
an end of offering burnt offerings and 
peace offerings, he blessed the people 
in the name of the LORD of hosts. 

19 And he dealt among all the peo- 
ple, even among the whole multitude 
of Israel, as well to the women as 
men, to every one a cake of bread, 
and a good piece of flesh, and a flagon 
of wine. So all the people departed 
every one to his house. 

20 §{ Then David returned to bless 
his household. And Michal the daugh- 
ter of Saul came out to meet David, 
and said, How glorious was the king 
of Israel to day, who uncovered him- 
self to day in the eyes of the hand- 
maids of his servants, as one of the 
vain fellows shamelessly uncovereth 
himself! { 

21 And David said unto Michal, Jt 
was before the LORD, which chose 
me before thy father, and before all 
his house, to appoint me ruler over 
the people of the LoRD, over Israel: 
therefore will I play before the LorD. 

22 And I will yet be more vile than 
thus, and will be base in mine own 
sight: and of the maidservants which 
thou hast spoken of, of them shall I 
be had in honour, 

23 Therefore Michal the daughter of 
Saul had no child unto the day of her 


death. 
CHAPTER 7,

‘A it came to pass, when the 
king sat in his house, and the 
LORD had given him rest round about 
from all his enemies;

4 J And it came to pass that night, 
that the word of the LORD came unto 
Nathan, saying, : 

5 Go and tell my servant David, 
Thus saith the LORD, Shalt thou 
build me an house for me to dwell 


in? 

6 Whereas I have not dwelt in any 
house since the time that I brought 
up the children of Israel out of Egypt, 
even to this day, but have walked in 
a tent and in a tabernacle. 

7 In all the places wherein I have 
walked with all the children of Israel 
spake Ia word with any of the tribes 
of Israel, whom I commanded to feed 
my people Israel, saying, Why build 
ye not me an house of cedar? 

Now therefore so shalt thou sa 
unto my servant David, Thus sai 
the LORD of hosts, I took thee from 
the sheepcote, from following the 
sheep, to be ruler over my people, 
over Israel: i 

9 And I was with thee whitherso- 
ever thou wentest, and have cut off 
all thine enemies out of thy sight, 
and have made thee a great name, 
like unto the name of the great men 
that are in the earth. 

10 Moreover I will appoint a place 
for my people Israel, and will plant 
them, that they may dwell in a place 
of their own, and move no more; 
neither shall the children of wicked- 
ness afflict them any more, as be- 
foretime, Y 

11 And assince the time that Icom- 
manded judges to be over my people 
Israel, and have caused thee to rest 
from all thine enemies. Also the 
LORD telleth thee that he will make 
thee an house. 

12 { And when thy days be ful- 
filled, and thou shalt sleep with thy 
fathers, I will set up thy seed after 
thee, which shall proceed out of thy 
bowels, and I will establish his king- 

om. 

13 He shall build an house for my 
name, and I will stablish the throne 
of his kingdom for ever. 

14 I will be his father, and he shall 
be my son. If he commit iniquity, I 
will chasten him with the rod of men, 
aad with the stripes of the children 
of men: 


15 But my mercy shall not depart

away from him, as I took zt from 
Saul, whom I put away before thee. 

16 And thine house and thy king- 
dom shall be established for ever be- 
fore thee: thy throne shall be estab- 
lished for ever.

18 { Then went king David in, and 
sat before the LORD, and he said, 
Who am I, O Lord GoD? and what 
7s my house, that thou hast brought 
me hitherto?

23 And what one nation in the 
earth 7s like thy people, even like Is- 
rael, whom God went to redeem for a 
people to himself, and to make him 
aname, and to do for you great things 
and terrible, for thy land, before thy 

eople, which thou redeemedst to thee 

rom Egypt, from the nations and 
their gods? 

2 or thou hast confirmed to thy- 
self thy people Israel to be a people 
unto thee for ever: and thou, LORD, 
art become their God. 

25 And now, O LORD God, the word 
that thou hast spoken concerning thy 
servant, and concerning his house, 
establish zt for ever, and do as thou 
hast said. f 

26 And let thy name be magnified 
for ever, saying, The LORD of hosts 2s 
the God over Israel: and let the house 
of thy servant David be established 
before thee. 

27 For thou, O LORD of hosts, God 
of Israel, hast_revealed to thy ser- 
vant, saying, I will build thee an 
house: therefore hath thy servant 

‘found in his heart to pray this prayer 
unto thee. 

28 And now, O Lord GOD, thou art 
that God, and thy words be true, and 
thou hast promised this goodness 
unto thy servant: ‘ 

29 Therefore now let it please thee 
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to bless the house of thy servant, that 
it may continue for ever before thee: 
for thou, O Lord GoD, hast spoken it: 
and with thy blessing let the house of 
thy servant be blessed for ever. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 David's victories. 9 Tot sends pre- 
sents to bless him.

AW after this it came to pass, 
that David smote the Philistines, 
and subdued them: and David took 
Metheg-ammah out of the hand of 
the Philistines.

5 And when the Syrians of Damas- 
cus came to succour Hadadezer king 
of Zobah, David slew of the Syrians 
two and twenty thousand men. 

6 Then David put garrisons in 
Syria of Damascus: and the Syrians 
became servants to David, and brought 
gifts. And the LORD preserved David 
whithersoever he went. 

7 And David took the shields of gold 
that were on the servants of Hadad- 
ezer, and brought them to Jerusalem. 

8 And from Betah, and from _Ber- 
othai, cities of Hadadezer, king David 
took exceeding much brass, 

9 hen Toi king of Hamath 
heard that David had smitten all the 
host of Hadadezer, . 

1o Then Toi sent Joram his son 
unto king David, to salute him, and 
to bless him, because he had fought 
against Hadadezer, and smitten him: 
for Hadadezer had wars with Toi. 
And Joram brought with him vessels 
of silver, and vessels of gold, and ves- 
sels of brass: OTR 

1r Which also king David did ded- 
icate unto the LORD, with the silver 
and gold that he had dedicated of all 
nations which he subdued; 

12 Of Syria, and of Moab, and of 
the children of Ammon, and of the 
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Philistines, and of Amalek, and of 
the spoil of Hadadezer, son of Rehob, 
king of Zobah. ; 

13 And David gat him a name when 
he returned from smiting of the Syr- 
jans in the valley of salt, being eigh- 
teen thousand men. , 

14 § And he put garrisons in Edom; 
throughoutall Edom put he garrisons, 
and all they of Edom became Da- 
vid’s servants.: And the LORD pre- 
served David whithersoever he went. 

15 And David reigned over all Is- 
rael; and David executed judgment 
and justice unto all his people. é 

16 And Joab the son of Zeruiah 
was over the host; and Jehoshaphat 
the son of Ahilud was recorder; | 

17 And Zadok the son of Ahitub, 
and Ahimelech the son of Abiathar, 
were the priests; and Seraiah was the 
scribe; . é 

18 And Benaiah the son_of Jehoi- 
ada was over both the _Cherethites 
and the Pelethites; and David’s sons 
were chief rulers. 


CHAPTER o9. 


1 David_ restores Saul’s possessions _to 
Mephibosheth. 9 Ziba becomes his 


farmer. 


ND David said, Is there yet an 
that is left of the house of Saul, 
that I may shew him kindness for 
Jonathan’s sake? 

2 And there was of the house of Saul 
aservant whose name was Ziba. And 
when they had called him unto Da- 
vid, the king said unto him, Art thou 
Ziba? And he said, Thy servant vs he.

And David said, 
Mephibosheth. And he answered, 
Behold thy servant! 

7 “| And David said unto him, Fear 
not: for I will surely shew thee kind- 
ness for Jonathan thy father’s sake, 


and will restore thee all the land of

8 And he bowed himself, and said, 
What is thy servant, that thou should- 
est look upon such adead dogas Lam? 

9 { Then the king called to Ziba, 
Saul’s servant, and said unto him, 
I have given unto thy master’s son 
all that pertained to Saul and to all 
his house. 

1o Thou therefore, and thy sons, 
and thy servants, shall till the land 
for him, and thou shalt bring in the 
fruits, that thy master’s son may have 
food to eat: but Mephibosheth thy 
master’s son shall eat bread alway at 
my table. Now Ziba had fifteen sons 
and twenty servants.

14 And when the children of Am- 
mon saw that the Syrians were fled, 
then fled they also before Abishai, 
and entered into the city.

15 { And when the Syrians saw 
that they were smitten before Israel, 
they gathered themselves together. 

16 And Hadarezer sent, and brought 
out the Syrians that were beyond the 
river: and they came to Helam; and 
Shobach the captain of the host of 
Hadarezer went before them. 

17 And when it was told David, he 
gathered all Israel together, and 
passed over Jordan, and came to He- 

‘lam. And the Syrians set themselves 


in array against David, and fought | 


with him. ; 

18 And the Syrians fled before Is- 
rael; and David slew the men of seven 
hundred chariots of the Syrians, and 
forty thousand horsemen, and smote 
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Shobach the captain of their host, 
who died there. 

tg And when all the kings that were 
servants to Hadarezer saw that they 
were smitten before Israel, they made 
peace with Israel, and served them. 
So the Syrians feared to help the chil- 
dren of Ammon any more.

And Ziba 
said, The asses be for the king’s house- 
hold to ride on; and the bread and 
summer fruit for the young men to 
eat; and the wine, that such as be 
faint in the wilderness may drink. 

3 And the king said, And where 7s 
thy master’s son? And Ziba said unto 
the king, Behold, he abideth at Jeru- 
salem: for he said, To day shall. the 
house of Israel restore me the king- 
dom of my father. 

4 Then said the king to Ziba, Be- 
hold, thine are all that pertained unto 
Mephibosheth. And Ziba said, I 
humbly beseech thee that I may find 
grace in thy sight, my lord, O king. 

5 {| And when king David came to 
Bahurim, behold, thence came out 
a man of the family of the house of 
Saul, whose name was Shimei, the 
son of Gera: he came forth, and 
cursed still as he came. 


6 And he cast stones at David, and. 


at all the servants of king David: and 


all the people and all the mighty men 
were on his right hand and on his left. 

7 And thus said Shimei when he 
cursed, Come out, come out, thou 
bloody man, and thou man of Belial: 

8 The LORD hath returned upon 
thee all the blood of the house of 
Saul, in whose stead thou hast reigned}; 
and the LORD hath delivered the 
kingdom into the hand of Absalom 
thy son: and, behold, thou art taken 
in thy mischief, because thou art a 
bloody man. | OF 

9 { Then said Abishai the son of 
Zeruiah unto the king, Why should 
this dead dog curse my lord the king? 
let me go over, I pray thee, and take 
off his head. : 

10 And the king said, What have 
I to do with you, ye sons of Zeruiah? 
so let him curse, because the LORD 
hath said unto him, Curse David. 
Who shall then say, Wherefore hast 
thou done so? 

zz And David said to Abishai, and 
to all his servants, Behold, my son, 
which came forth of my bowels, seek- 
eth my life: how much more now 
may thes Benjamite dozit? let him alone, 
and let him curse; for the LORD hath 
bidden him. 


12 It may be that the LORD will. 


look on mine affliction, and that the 
LORD will requite me good for his 
cursing this day. 

13 And as David and his men went 
by the way, Shimei went along on 
the hill’s side over against him, and 
cursed as he went, and threw stones 
at him, and cast dust. 

14 And the king, and all the people 
that were with him, came weary, and 
refreshed themselves there. 

15 { And Absalom, and all the peo- 
ple the men of Israel, came to Jeru- 
salem, and Ahithophel with him. 

16 And it came to pass, when Hu- 
shai the Archite, David’s friend, was 
come unto Absalom, that Hushai 
said unto Absalom, God save the 
king, God save the king. 

17 And Absalom said to Hushai, Js 
this thy kindness to thy friend? why 
wentest thou not with thy friend? 

18 And Hushai said unto Absalom, 
Nay; but whom the LORD, and this 
people, and all the men. of Israel, 
choose, his will I be, and with him 
willl abide. | 

19 And again, whom should I 
serve? should I not serve in the pre- 
sence of his son? as I have served in 
thy father’s presence, so will I be 
in thy presence. 

20 § Then said Absalom to Ahith- 
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ophel, Give counsel among you what 
we shall do. | 

21 And Ahithophel said unto Absa- 
lom, Go in unto thy father’s concu- 
bines, which he hath left to keep the 
‘house; and ail Israel shall hear that 
thou art abhorred of thy father: then 
shall the hands of all that are with 
thee be strong. 

22 So they spread Absalom a tent 
upon the top of the house; and Ab- 
salom went in unto his father’s con- 
cubines in the sight of all Israel. 

23 And the counsel of Ahithophel, 
which he counselled in those days, 
was as if a man had enquired at the 
oracle of God: so was all the counsel 
of Ahithophel both with David and 
with Absalom.

OREOVER Ahithophel said unto 

Absalom, Let me now choose out 

twelve thousand men, and I will arise 
and pursue after David this night: | 

2 And I will come upon him while 
he 2s weary and weak handed, and 
will make him afraid: and all the 
tg that are with him shall flee; and 

will smite the king only: 

3 And I will bring back all the peo- 
ple unto thee: the man whom thou 
seekest zs as if all returned: so all the 
people shall be in peace. 

4 And the saying pleased Absalom 
well, and all the elders of Israel. 

5 Then said Absalom, Call now 
Hushai the Archite also, and let us 
hear likewise what he saith. 

And when Hushai was come to 
Absalom, Absalom spake unto him, 
saying, Ahithophel hath spoken after 
this manner: shall we do after his 
saying? if not; speak thou. 

7 And Hushai said unto Absalom, 
The counsel that Ahithophel hath 
given 7s not good at this time. 

8 For, said Hushai, thou knowest 
thy father and his men, that they be 
mighty men, and they be chafed in 
their minds, as a bear robbed of her 
whelps in the field: and th father 23 
a man of war, and will not lodge with 
. the people. JO : ; 

9 Behold, he is hid now in some pit, 
or in some other place: and it will 
come to pass, when some of them be 
overthrown at the first, that who- 
soever heareth it will say, There is a 
slaughter among the people that fol- 
low Absalom. 
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to And he also: that is valiant, 
whose heart 2s as the heart of a lion, 
shall utterly melt: for all Israel 
knoweth that thy father 7s a mighty 
man, and they which be with him are 
valiant men. 

11 Therefore I counsel that all Is- 
rael be generally gathered unto thee, 
from Dan even to Beer-sheba, as the 
sand that 7s by the sea for multitude; 
and that thou go to battle in thine 
Own person. 

12 So shall we come open him in. 
some place where he shall be found, 
and we will light upon him as the dew 
falleth on the ground: and of him 
and of all the men that are with him 
there shall not be left so much as one. 

13 Moreover, if he be gotten into a 
city, then shall all Israel bring ropes 
to that city, and we will draw it into 
the river, until there be not one small 
stone found there. 

14 And Absalom and all the men of 
Israel said, The counsel of Hushai 
the Archite zs better than the counsel 
of Ahithophel. For the LORD had 
apoorers to defeat the good counsel 
of Ahithophel, to the intent ‘that the 
LORD might bring evil upon Absalom. 

15 § Then said Hushai unto Zadok 
and to Abiathar the priests, Thus and 
thus did Ahithophel counsel Absa- 
lom and the elders of Israel; and thus 
and thus have I counselled. 

16 Now therefore send quickly, and 
tell David, saying, Lodge not this 
night in the plains of the wilderness, 
but speedily pass over; lest the king 
be swallowed up, and all the people 
that are with him. ‘ 

17 Now Jonathan and Ahimaaz 
stayed by En-rogel; for they might 
not be seen to come into the city: and 
a wench went and told them; and 
they went and told king David. 

18 Nevertheless a lad saw them, 
and told Absalom: but they went 
both of them away, quickly, and came 
toa man’s house in Bahurim, which 
had a well in his court; whither they . 
went down. 

19 And the woman took and spread 
a covering over the well’s mouth, and 
spread ground corn thereon; and the 
thing was not known. 

20 And when Absalom’s servants 
came to the woman to the house, they 
said, Where is Ahimaaz and Jona- 
than? And the woman said unto 
them, They be gone over the brook of 
water. And when they had sought 
and could not find them, they returned 
to Jerusalem. ; 

21 And it came to pass, after they 
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were departed, that they came up out 
of the well, and went and told king 
David, and said unto David, Arise, 
and pass quickly over the water: for 
thus hath Ahithophel counselled 
against you. 

. 32 Then David arose, and all the 
people that were with him, and they 
passed over Jordan: by the morning 
light there lacked not one of them 
that was not gone over Jordan. 

23 { And when Ahithophel saw that 
his counsel was not followed, he 
saddled his ass, and arose, and gat 
him home to his house, to his city, 
and put his household in order, and 
hanged himself, and died, and was 
buried in the sepulchre of his father. 

24 Then David came to Mahanaim. 
And Absalom passed over Jordan, he 
and all the men of Israel with him. 

25 {And Absalom made Amasa 
captain of the host instead of Joab: 
which Amasa was a man’s son, whose 
name was Ithra an Israelite, that went 
in to Abigail the daughter of Nahash, 
sister to Zeruiah Joab’s mother. 

‘26 So Israel and Absalom pitched 
in the land of Gilead. 

27 § And it came_to pass, when 
David was come to Mahanaim, that 
Shobi the son of Nahash of Rabbah 
of the children of Ammon, and Ma- 
chir the son of Ammiel of Lo-debar, 
and Barzillai the Gileadite of Roge- 


28 Brought beds, and basons, and 
earthen vessels, and wheat, and bar- 
ley, and flour, and parched corn, and 
beans, and lentiles, and parched pulse 

29 And honey, and butter, an 
Pomae and cheese of kine, for David, 
and for the people that were with him, 
to eat: for they said, The people zs 
hungry, and weary, and thirsty, in the 
wilderness. 


CHAPTER 18. 


1 Defeat of Absalom’s army, 14 Absa- 
lom slain. 33 David's lament. 


ASS David numbered the people 
that were with him, and set cap- 
tains of thousands and captains of 
hundreds over them, 

2 And David sent forth a third part 
of the people under the hand of Joab, 
and a third part under the hand of 
Abishai the son of Zeruiah, Joab’s 
brother, and a third part under the 
hand of Ittai the Gittite. And the king 
said unto the people, I will surely go 
forth with you myself also. 

3 But the people answered, Thou 
shalt not goforth: for if we flee away, 


they will not care for us; neither if 
half of us die, will they care for us: 
but now thou art worth ten thousand 
of us: therefore now zt 2s better that 
thou succour us out of the city. 


4 And the king said unto them, What ~ 


seemeth you best I will do. And the 
king stood by the gate side, and all 
the people came out by hundreds and 
by thousands. 

5 And the king commanded Joab 
and Abishai and Ittai, saying, Deal 
gently for my sake with the young 
man, even with Absalom. And all the 
people heard when the king gave all 
= captains charge concerning Absa- 
om. 

6 4 So the people went out into the 
field against Israel: and the battle 
was in the wood of Ephraim; 

7 Where the people of Israel were 
slain before the servants of David, 
and there was there a great slaughter 
that day of twenty thousand men. 

8 For the battle was there scattered 
over the face of all the country: and 
the wood devoured more people that 
day than the sword devoured. 

9 §| And Absalom met the servants 
of David. And Absalom rode upon a 
mule, and the mule went under the 
thick boughs of a great oak, and his 
head caught hold of the oak, and he 
was taken up between the heaven and 
the earth; and the mule that was 
under him went away. 

to And a certain man saw 7f, and 
told Joab, and said, Behold, I saw 
Absalom hanged in an oak. 

1x And Joab said unto the man that 
told him, And, behold, thou sawest 
him, and why didst thou not smite 
him there to the ground? and I would 
have given thee ten shekels of silver, 
and a girdle. 

r2 And the man said unto Joab, 
Though I should receive a thousand 
shekels of silver in mine hand, yet 
would I not put forth mine hand 
against the king’s son: for in our 
hearing the king charged thee and 
Abishai and Ittai, saying, Beware 
iat none touch the young man Absa- 
om, 

13 Otherwise I should have wrought 
falsehood against mine own life: for 
there is no matter hid from the king, 
and thou thyself wouldest have set 
thyself against me. 

14 Then said Joab, I may not tarry 
thus with thee. And he took three 
darts in his hand, and thrust them 
through the heart of Absalom, while 


he was yet alive in the midst of the 
oak, 
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His lament for Absalom. 


15 And ten young men that bare 
Joab’s armour compassed about and 
smote Absalom, and slew him. 

16 And Joab blew the trumpet, and 
the people returned from pursuing 
after Israel: for Joab held back the 
people. 

17 And they took Absalom, and cast 
him into a great pit in the wood, and 
laid a very great heap of stones upon 
him: and all Israel fled every one to 
his tent. 

18 § Now Absalom in his lifetime 
had taken and reared up for himself 
a pillar, which 7s in the king’s dale: 
for he said, I have no son to keep 
my name in remembrance: and he 
called the pillar after his own name: 
and it is called unto this day, Absa- 
lom’s place. i 

19 J Then said Ahimaaz the son 
of Zadok, Let me now run, and bear 
the king tidings, how that the LORD 
hath avenged him of his enemies. 

20 And Joab said unto him, Thou 
shalt not bear tidings this day, but 
thou shalt bear tidings another day: 
but this day thou shalt bear no tidings, 
because the king’s son is dead. 

21 Then said Joab to Cushi, Go tell 
the king what thou hast seen. And 
Cushi bowed himself unto Joab, and 
ran. 

22 Then said Ahimaaz the son of 
Zadok yet again to Joab, But how- 
soever, let me, I pray thee, also run 
after Cushi. And Joab said, Where- 
fore wilt thou run, my son, seeing 
that thou hast no tidings ready? 

23 But howsoever, said he, let me 
run. And he said unto him, Run. 
Then Ahimaaz ran by the way of the 
plain, and overran Cushi. 

24 And David sat between the two 
gates: and the watchman went i 
to the roof over the gate unto the wall, 
and lifted up his eyes, and looked, 
and behold a man running alone. 

25 And the watchman cried, and 
told the king. And the king said, If 
he be alone, there is tidings in his 
mouth. And he came apace, and drew 


near. 

26 And the watchman saw another 
man running: and the watchman 
called unto the porter, and said, Be- 
hold another man running alone. An 

the king said, He also bringeth tidings. 
' 2% And the watchman said, Me 
thinketh the running of the foremost 
is like the running of Ahimaaz the 
son of Zadok.

29 And the king said, Is the young 
man Absalom safe? And Ahimaaz 
answered, When Joab sent the king’s 
servant, and me thy servant, I saw a 
ote tumult, but I knew not what 
at was. 

30 And the king said unto him, Turn 
aside, and stand here. And he turned 
aside, and stood still. 

31 And, behold, Cushi came; and 
Cushi said, Tidings, my lord the 
king: for the LORD hath avenged 
thee this day of all them that rose up 


against thee. _ E 

32 And the said unto Cushi, Js 
the young man Absalom safe? And 
Cushi answered, The enemies of my 
lord the king, and all that rise against 


thee to do thee hurt, be as that young 


man 7s. 

33 J And the king was much moved, 
and went up to the chamber over the 
ee and wept: and as he went, thus 

e said, O my son Absalom, my son, 
my son Absalom! would God I had 
died for thee, O Absalom, my son, my 


son!

ee it was told Joab, Behold, the 
king weepeth and mourneth for 
Absalom. ; 

2 And the victory that day was 
turned into mourning unto all the peo- 
ple: for the people heard say that day 
how the king was grieved for his son. 

3 And the people gat them by stealth 
that day into the city, as people being 
ashamed steal away when they fice 
in battle. t : 

4 But the king covered his face, 
and the king cried with a loud voice, 
O my son Absalom, O Absalom, my 
son, my son! i 

5 And Joab came into the house to 
the king, and said, Thou hast shamed 
this day the faces of all thy servants, 


d| which this day have saved thy life, 


and the lives of thy sons and of thy 
daughters, and the lives of thy wives, 
and the lives of thy concubines; , 

6 In that thou lovest thine enemies, 
and hatest thy friends. For thou hast 
declared this day, that thou regard- 
est neither princes nor seryants: for 
this day I perceive, that if Absalom 
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had lived, and all we had died this 
day, then it had pleased thee well. 

7 Now therefore arise, go forth, and 

speak comfortably unto thy servants: 
for I swear by the LORD, if thou go 
not forth, there will not tarry one 
with thee this night: and that wiil 
be worse unto thee than all the evil 
that befell thee from thy youth until 
now. 
8 Then the king arose, and sat in 
the gate. And they told unto all the 
people, saying, Behold, the king doth 
sit in the gate.

13 And say ye to Amasa, Art thou 
not of my bone, and of my flesh? God 
do so to me, and more also, if thou be 
not captain of the host before me con- 
tinually in the room of Joab. 

14 And he bowed the heart of all 
the men of Judah, even as the heart 
of one man; so that they sent this 
word unto the king, Return thou, and 
all thy servants. 

15 So the king returned, and came 
to Jordan. And Judah came to Gil- 
gal, to go to meet the king, to con- 
duct the king over Jordan. 

16 {| And Shimei the son of Gera, 
a Benjamite, which was of Bahurim, 
hasted and came down with the men 
of Judah to meet king David. 


17 And there were a thousand men of 


Benjamin with him, and Ziba the | 


servant of the house of Saul, and his 
fifteen sons and his twenty servants 
with him; and they went over Jor- 
dan before the king. 

18 And there went over a ferry boat 
to carry over the king’s household, 
and to do what he thought good. 
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| clothes, from the day the 


Shimet pardoned. 


And Shimei the son of Gera fell down 
before the king, as he was come over 
Jordan; : J 

19 And said unto the king, Let not 
my lord impute iniquity unto me, 
neither do thou remember that which 
thy servant did perversely the day 
that my lord the king went out of Je- 
rusalem, that the king should take it 
to his heart. 

20 For thy servant doth know that 
I have sinned: therefore, behold, I 
am come the first this day of all the 
house of Joseph to go down to meet 
my lord the king. j 

21 But Abishai the son of Zeruiah 
answered and said, Shall not Shimei 
be put to death for this, because he 
cursed the LORD’S anointed? 

22 And David said, What have I to 
do with you, ye sons of Zeruiah, that 
ye should this day be adversaries unto 
me? shall there any man be put to 


| death this day in Israel? for do not I 
| know that I am this day king over Is- 


rael? 

23 Therefore the king said unto 
Shimei, Thou shalt not die. And the 
king sware unto him. 

24 § And Mephibosheth the son of 
Saul came down to meet the king, 
and had neither dressed his feet, nor 
trimmed his beard, nor washed his 
king de- 
parted until the day he came again in 
peace. 


25 And it came to pass, when he 


was come to Jerusalem to meet the 
king, that the king said unto him, 
Wherefore wentest not thou with 


/ me, Mephibosheth? 


26 And he answered, My lord, O 

king, my servant deceived me: for 
thy servant said, I will saddle me an 
ass, that I may ride thereon, and go. 
fe the king; because thy servant zs 
ame. 

27 And he hath slandered thy ser- 
vant unto my lord the king; but my 
lord the king 7s.as an angel of God: do 
therefore what zs good in thine eyes. 

28 For all of my father’s house were 
but dead men before my lord the 
king: yet didst thou set thy servant 
among them that did eat at thine own 
table. What right therefore have I 
yet to cry any more unto the king? 

29 And the king said unto him, Why 
speakest thou any more of thy mat. 
ters? I have said, Thou and Ziba 
divide the land. 

30 And Mephibosheth said unto the 
king, Yea, let him take all, foras- 
much as my lord the king is come 
again in peace unto his. own house. 
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31 f And Barzillai the Gileadite | ten parts in the king, and we have 


came down from Rogelim, and went 
over Jordan with the king, to conduct 
him over Jordan. ; 

32 Now Barzillai was a very aged 
man, even fourscore years old: an 
he had provided the king of suste- 
nance while he lay at Mahanaim; for 
he was a very great man. 

33 And the king said unto Barzillai, 
Come thou over with me, and I will 
feed thee with me in Jerusalem. 

34 And Barzillai said unto the king, 
How long have I to live, that I should 
go up with the king unto Jerusalem? 

35 I am this day fourscore years 
old: and can I discern between good 
and evil? can thy servant taste what 
I eat or what I drink? can I hear 
any more the voice of singing men 
and singing women? wherefore then 
should:thy servant be yet a burden 
unto my lord the king? - 

36 Thy servant will go a little way 
over Jordan with the king: and why 
should the king recompense it me 
with such a reward? 

37 Let thy servant, I pray thee, 
turn back again, that I may die in 
mine own city, and be buried by the 
“tale of my father and of my mother. 

ut behold thy servant Chimham; 
let him go over with my lord the king; 
and do to him what shall seem good 
unto thee. 


38 And the king answered, Chim-' 


ham shall go over with me, and I will 
do to him that which shall seem good 
unto thee: and whatsoever thou shalt 
require of me, that will I do for thee. 

39 And all the people went over Jor- 
dan. And when the king was come 
over, the king kissed Barzillai, and 
blessed him; and he returned unto 
his own place. _ ; 

40 Then the king went on to Gilgal, 
and Chimham went on with him: 
and all the people of Judah conducted 
ihe ane and also half the people of 

srael. 

41 § And, behold, all the men of Is- 
rael came to the king, and said unto 
the king, Why have our brethren the 
men of Judah stolen thee away, and 
have brought the king, and his house- 
hold, and all David’s men with him, 
over Jordan? 

42 And all the men of Judah an- 
~ swered the men of Israel, Because the 
king 7s near of kin to us: wherefore 
then be ye angry for this matter? 
have we eaten at all of the king’s 
cost 2? or hath he given us any gift? 

43 And the men of Israel answered 
the men of Judah, and said, We have 


also more right in David than ye: why 
then did ye despise_us, that our ad- 
vice should not be first had in bring- 
ing back our king? And the words 
of the men of Judah were fiercer than 
the words of the men of Israel. 


CHAPTER 20.

ND there happened to be there a 
man of Belial, whose name was 
Sheba, the son of Bichri, a Benjamite: 
and he blew a trumpet, and said, We 
have no part in David, neither have 
we inheritance in the son of Jesse: 
every man to his tents, O Israel. 

2 So every man of Israel went up 
from after David, and followed Sheba 
the son of Bichri: but the men of Ju- 
dah clave unto their king, from Jor- 
dan even to Jerusalem. 

3 § And David came to his house 
at Jerusalem; and the king took the 
ten women his concubines, whom 
he had left to keep the house, and 
put them in ward, and fed them, but 
went not in unto them. So they were 
shut up unto the day of their death, 
living in widowhood. 

4 {Then said the king to Amasa, 
Assemble me the men of Judah 
within three days, and be thou here 
present. 

5 So Amasa went to assemble the 
men of Judah: but he tarried longer 
than the set time which he had ap- 
pointed him. : 

6 And David said to Abishai, Now 
shall Sheba the son of Bichri do us 
more harm than did Absalom: take 
thou thy lord’s servants, and pursue 
after him, lest he get him fenced 
cities, and escape us. 

7 And there went out after him 
Joab’s men, and the Cherethites, 
and the Pelethites, and all the mighty 
men: and they went out of Jerusa- 
lem, to pursue after Sheba the son of 
Bichri. 

8 When they were at the great stone 
which zs in Gibeon, Amasa went be- 
fore them. And Joab’s garment that 
he had put on was girded unto him, 
and upon it a girdle with a sword fas- 
tened upon his loins in the sheath 
thereof; and as he went forth it fell 


oab said to Amasa, Art thou 
, my brother? And Joab 
took Amasa by the beard with the 
right hand to kiss him. 
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ro But Amasa took no heed to the 
sword that was in Joab’s hand: so 
he smote him therewith in the fifth 
rib, and shed out his bowels to the 
ground, and struck him not again, 
and he died. So Joab and Abishai his 
_ brother pursued after Sheba the son 
of Bichri 

xz And one of Joab’s men stood 
by him, and said, He that favoureth 
Joab, and he that zs for David, let him 
go after Joab. ; 

12 And Amasa wallowed in blood 
in the midst of the highway. And 
when the man saw that all the peo- 
ple stood still, he removed Amasa out 
of the highway into the field, and cast 
a cloth upon him, when he saw that 
vd one that came by him stood 
still. 

13 When he was removed out of the 
highway, all the people went on after 
Joab, to pursue after Sheba the son 
of Bichri. 

14 § And he went through all the 
tribes of Israel unto Abel, and to 
Beth-maachah, and all the Berites:

18 Then she spake, saying, They 
were wont to speak in old time, say- 
ing, They shall surely ask counsel at 
Abel: and so they ended the matter. 

19 I am one of them that are peace- 
able and faithful in Israel: thou seek- 
est to destroy a city and a mother in 
Israel: why wilt thou swallow up the 
inheritance of the LORD? 

20 And Joab answered and said 
Far be it, far be it from me, that it 
should swallow up or destroy. 

21 The matter 7s not so: but a man 
of mount Ephraim, Sheba the son of 
Bichri by, name, hath lifted up his 
hand against the king, even against 
David: deliver him only, and I will 
depart from the city. And the woman 
said unto Joab, Behold, his head shall 
be thrown to thee over the wall. 
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22 Then the woman went unto all 
the people in her wisdom, And they 
cut off the head of Sheba the son of 
Bichri, and cast zt out to Joab. And 
he blew a trumpet, and they retired 
from the city, every man to his tent. 
And Joab returned to Jerusalem unto 
the king. : 

23 Now Joab was over all the 
host of Israel: and Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada was over the Cherethites 
and over the Pelethites: ; 

24 And Adoram was over the tri- 
bute: and Jehoshaphat the son of 
Ahilud was recorder: 

25 And Sheva was scribe: and Za- 
dok and Abiathar were the priests: 

26 And Ira also the Jairite was a 
chief ruler about David. 


CHAPTER 21. 


1 Hanging of Saul’s sons. 10 Rizpah’s 
watch. 12 Burial of Saul’s bones. 


HEN there was a famine in the 
days of David three years, year 
after year; and David enquired of 
the LORD. And the LORD answered, 
Itzs for Saul, and for hzs bloody house, 
because he slew the Gibeonites, 

_2 And the king called the Gibeon- 
ites, and said unto them; (now the 
Gibeonites were not of the children 
of Israel, but of the remnant of. the 
Amorites; and the children of Israel 
had sworn unto them: and Saul 
sought to slay them in his zeal to the 
children of Israel and Judah.) 

3 Wherefore David said unto the 
Gibeonites, What shall I do for you? 
and wherewith shallI make the atone- 
ment, that ye may bless the inherit- 
ance of the LORD? | 

4 And the Gibeonites said unto him, 
We will have no silver nor gold of 
Saul, por of his house; neither for 
us shalt thou kill any man in Israel. 
And he said, What ye shall say, that 
will I do for you. 

5 And they answered the king, The 
man that consumed us, and that 
devised against us that we should be 
destroyed from remaining in any of 
the coasts of Israel, 

6 Let seven men of his sons be de- 
livered unto us, and we will han 
them up unto the LORD in Gibeah o 
Saul, whom the LORD did choose. 
And the king said, I will give them. 

7 Butthe king spared Mephibosheth, 


the son of Jonathan the son of Saul, 


because of the LORD’s oath that was 
between them, between David and 
Jonathan the son of Saul. 


| 8 But the king took the two sons of 
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Rizpah the daughter of Aiah, whom 
she bare unto Saul, Armoni and Me- 
ee eet and the five sons of 

ichal the daughter of Saul, whom 
she brought up for Adriel the son of 
Barzillai the Meholathite: 

9 And he delivered them into the 
hands of the Gibeonites, and they 
hanged them in the hill before the 
LoRD: and they fell all seven toge- 
ther, and were put to death in the 
days of harvest, in the first days, in 
the beginning of barley harvest. 

to | And Rizpah the daughter of 
Aiah took sackcloth, and spread it 
for her upon the rock, from the begin- 
ning of harvest until water dropped 
upon them out of heaven, and suf- 
fered neither the birds of the air to 
rest on them by day, nor the beasts 
of the field by night. i 

11 And it was told David what Riz- 
pah the daughter of Aiah, the concu- 
bine of Saul, had done. 

12 { And David went and took the 
bones of Saul and the bones of Jona- 
than his son from the men of Jabesh- 
gilead, which had stolen them from 
the street of Beth-shan, where the 
Philistines had hanged them, when the 
Philistines had slain Saul in Gilboa: 

13 And he brought up from thence 
the bones of Saul and the bones of 
Jonathan his son; and they gathered 
the bones of them that were hanged. 

14 And the bones of Saul and Jon- 
athan his son buried they in the 
country of Benjamin in Zelah, in the 
sepulchre of Kish his father: and 
they performed all that the king com- 
manded. And after that God was in- 
treated for the land. 16 

I5 § Moreover the Philistines had 
yet war again with Israel; and David 
went down, and his servants with 
him, and fought against the Philis- 
tines: and David waxed faint. 

16 And Ishbi-benob, which was of

17 But Abishai the son of Zeruiah 
succoured him, and smote the Philis- 
tine, and killed him. Then the men 
of David sware unto him, saying, 
Thou shalt go no more out with us to 

‘battle, that thou quench not the light 
of Israel. ; 

18 And it came to pass after this, 
that there was again a battle with the 
Philistines at Gob: then Sibbechai 
the Hushathite slew Saph, which was 
of the sons of the giant. 
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19 And there was again a battle in 
Gob with the Philistines, where El- 
hanan the son of Jaare-oregim, a 
Beth-lehemite, slew the brother of Go- 
liath the Gittite, the staff of whose 
spear was like a weaver’s beam. 

20 And there was yet a battle in 
Gath, where was a man of great stat- 
ure, that had on every hand six fin- 
gers, and on every foot six toes, four 
and twenty in number; and he also 
was born to the giant. 

21 And when he defied Israel, Jona- 
than the son of Shimeah the brother 
of David slew him. 

_ 22 These four were born to the giant 
in Gath, and fell by the hand of David, 
and by the hand of his servants.

12 And he made darkness pavilions 
round about him, dark waters, and 
thick clouds of the skies.

2 Wherefore his servants said unto 
him, Let there be sought for my lord 
the king a young virgin: and let her 
stand before the king, and let her cher- 
ish him, and let her lie in thy bosom, 
that my lord the king may get heat. 

3 So they sought for a fair damsel 
throughout all the coasts of Israel, 
and found Abishag a Shunammite, 
and brought her to the king. _ 

4 And the damsel was very fair, and 
cherished the king, and ministered to 

im: but the king knew her not. 

5 { Then Adonijah the son of Hag- 
gith exalted himself, saying, I will 
be king: and he prepared him char- 
iots and horsemen, and fifty men to 
run before him. i 

6 And his father had not displeased 

him at any time in saying, Why hast 
’ thou done so? and he also was a very 
goodly man; and his mother bare 
him after Absalom. i 

7 And he conferred with Joab the 
son of Zeruiah, and with Abiathar 
the priest: and they following Ad- 
onijah helped hzm. 


8 But Zadok the priest, and Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiada, and Nathan the 
prophet, and Shimei, and Rei, and 
the mighty men which belonged to Da- 
vid, were not with Adonijah. 

9 And Adonijah slew sheep and 
oxen and fat cattle by_the stone of 
Zoheleth, which 2s by En-rogel, and 
called all his brethren the king’s sons, 
and all the men of Judah the king’s 
servants: 

ro But Nathan the prophet, and 
Benaiah, and the mighty men, and 
Solomon his brother, he called not. 

rr {| Wherefore Nathan spake unto 
Bath-sheba the mother of Solomon, 
saying, Hast thou not heard that Ad- 
onijah the son of Haggith doth reign, 
and David our lord knoweth 7 not? 

12 Now therefore come, let me, I 
pray thee, give thee counsel, that 
thou mayest save thine own life, and 
the life of thy son Solomon. 

13 Go and get thee in unto king Da- 
vid, and say unto him, Didst not thou, 
my lord, O king, swear unto thine 
handmaid, saying, Assuredly Solo- 
mon thy son shall reign after me, and 
he shall sit upon .my throne? why 
then doth Adonijah reign? 

14 Behold, while thou yet talkest 
there with the king, I also will come 
in after thee, and confirm thy words. 

15 4 And Bath-sheba went in unto 
the king into the chamber: and the 
king was very old; and Abishag the 
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Shunammite ministered unto the 
16 And Bath-sheba bowed, font did 
n 


obeisance unto the king. d the 
king said, What wouldest thou? 

17 And she said unto him, My lord, 
thou swarest by the LORD thy God 
unto thine handmaid, saying, Assured- 
ly Solomon thy son shail reign after 
me, and he shall sit upon my throne. 

18 And now, behold, Adonijah 
reigueth; and now, my lord the king, 
thou knowest 2# not: 

19 And he hath slain oxen and fat 
cattle and sheep in abundance, and 
hath called all the sons of the king, 
and Abiathar the priest, and Joab the 
captain of the host: but Solomon thy 
servant hath he not called.

21 Otherwise it shall come to pass, 
when my lord the king shall sleep 
with his fathers, that I and my son 
Solomon shall be counted offenders. 

22 § And, lo, while she yet talked 
with the king, Nathan the prophet 
also came in. ; : 

23 And they told the king, saying, 
Behold Nathan the prophet. And 
when he was come in before the king, 
he bowed himself before the king 
with his face to the ground. 

24 And Nathan said, My lord, O 
king, hast thou said, Adonijah shall 
reign after me, and he shall sit upon 
my throne? | { 

25 For he is gone down this day, 
and hath slain oxen and fat cattle and 
sheep in abundance, and hath called 
all the king’s sons, and the captains 
of the host, and Abiathar the priest; 
and, behold, they eat_and drink be- 
fore him, and say, God save king 
Adonijah. 

26 But me, even me thy servant, and 
Zadok the priest, and Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada, and thy servant Sol- 
omon, hath-he not called.

47 And moreover the king’s ser- 
yvants came to_ bless our lord king 
David, saying, God make the name of 
Solomon better than thy name, and 
make his throne greater than th 
throne. And the king bowed himse 
upon the bed. : 

48 And also thus said the king, 
Blessed be the. LORD God of Israel, 
which hath given one to sit on my 
throne this day, mine eyes even see-

49 And all the guests that were with 
Adonijah were afraid, and rose up, 
and went every man his way. 

50 { And Adonijah feared because 
of Solomon, and arose, and went, and 
caught hold on the horns of the altar. 

51 And it was told Solomon, saying, 
Behold, Adonijah feareth king Solo- 
mon: for, lo, he hath caught hold on 
the horns of the altar, saying, Let king 
Solomon swear unto me to day that 
he will not slay his servant with the 
sword. ’ 

52 And Solomon said, If he will 
shew himself a worthy man, there 
shall not an hair of him fall to the 
earth: but if. wickedness shall be 
found in him, he shall die. 

53 So king Solomon sent, and they 
brought him down from the altar.

8 And, behold, thow hast with thee 
Shimei the son of Gera, a Benjamite 
of Bahurim, which cursed me with 
a grievous curse in the day when I 
went to Mahanaim: but he came 
down to meet me at Jordan, and I 
sware to him by the LORD, saying, 
I will not put thee to death with the 
sword, ; i 

9 Now therefore hold him not guilt- 
less: for thou art a wise man, and 
knowest what thou oughtest to do 
unto him; but his hoar head bring 
thou down to the grave with blood. 

to So David slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the city of David. 

tz And the days that David reigned 
over Israel were forty years: seven 
years reigned he in Hebron, and 
thirty and three years reigned he in 
Jerusalem. 

12 {| Then sat Solomon upon the 
throne of David his father; and his 
kingdom was established greatly. 

13 § And piloatan the son of Hag- 
gith came to Bath-sheba the mother 
of Solomon. And she said, Comest 
Siow peaceably? And he said, Peace- 
ably. 

14 He said moreover, I have some- 
what to say unto thee. And she said, 
Say on. ;

33 Their blood shall therefore re- 
turn upon the head of Joab,and upon 
the head of his seed for ever: but 
upon David, and upon his seed, and 
upon his house, and upon his throne, 
shall there be peace for ever from the

34 So Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
went up, and fell upon him, and slew 
him: and he was buried in his own 
house in the wilderness. 

35 { And the king put Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada in his room over the 
host: and Zadok the priest did the king 
put in the room of Abiathar. 

36 4 And the king sent and called 
for Shimei, and said unto him, Build

40 And Shimei arose, and saddled 
his ass, and went to Gath to Achish to 
seek his servants: and Shimei went, 
and brought his servants from Gath. 

41 And it was told Solomon that 
Shimei had gone from Jerusalem to 
Gath, and was come again. 

42 And the king sent and called for 
Shimei, and said unto him, Did I not 
make thee to swear by the LORD, 
and protested unto thee, saying, Know 
for a certain, on the day thou goest 
out, and walkest abroad any whither, 
that thou shalt surely die? and thou 
saidst unto me, The word that I have 
heard 7s good. 

43 Why then hast thou not kept the 
oath of the LORD, and the command- 
ment that I have charged thee with ? 

44 The king said moreover to 
Shimei, Thou knowest all the wicked- 
_ hess which thine heart is privy to, that 
thou didst to David my father: there- 
fore the LORD shall return thy wick- 
edness upon thine own head; 

45 And king Solomon shall be blessed, 
and the throne of David shall be es- 
tablished before the LORD for ever.

13 The son of Geber, in Ramoth- 
gilead; to him pertained the towns 
of Jair the son of Manasseh, which 
are in Gilead; to him also pertained the 
region of Argob, which zs in Bashan, 
threescore great cities with walls and 
brasen bars: 

14 Ahinadab the son of Iddo had 
Mahanaim: : : 

15 Ahimaaz was in Naphtali; he 
also took Basmath the daughter of 
Solomon to wife: 

_16 Baanah the son of Hushai was 
in Asher and in Aloth: 

_17 Jehoshaphat the son of Paruah, 
in Issachar: 

_18 Shimei the son of Elah, in Ben- 
jamin: ; 4 

19 Geber the son of Uri was in the 
country of Gilead, in the country of 


Sihon king of the Amorites, and of: 


Og king of Bashan; and he was the 
only officer which was in the land. 

20 {| Judah and Israel were many, 
as the sand which 7s by the sea in 
multitude, eating and drinking, and 
making merry.

21 And Solomon reigned over all 
kingdoms from the river unto the 
land of the Philistines, and unto the 
border of Egypt: they brought pre-

mon to Hiram year by year. 

12 And the LORD gave Solomon 
wisdom, as he promised him: and 
there was peace between Hiram and 
Solomon; and they two made a league 
together. ; \ 

13 { And ki Solomon raised a 
levy out of all Israel; and the levy 
was thirty thousand men. 

14 And he sent them to Lebanon, 
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ten thousand a month by courses: a 
month they were in Lebanon, and 
two months at home: and Adoni- 
ram was over the levy. 

15 And Solomon had threescore and 
ten thousand that bare burdens, and 
fourscore thousand hewers in the 
mountains; : 

16 Beside the chief of Solomon’s 
officers which were over the work, 
three thousand and three hundred, 
which ruled over the people that 
wrought in the work, 

17 And the king commanded, and 
they brought great stones, costly 
stones, and hewed stones, to lay the 
foundation of the house. | 

18 And Solomon’s builders and 
Hiram’s builders did hew them, and 
the stonesquarers: so they prepared 
timber and stones to build the house. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 The temple begun. 5 Its style. 16 Its 
dimensions. 21 Its ornaments, 


ye it came to pass in the four 
hundred and eightieth year after 
the children of Israel were come out 
of the land of Egypt, in the fourth 
year of Solomon’s reign over Israel, 
in the month Zif, which 7s the second 
month, that he began to build the 
house of the LORD. : ; 

2 And the house which king Solo- 
mon built for the LORD, the length 
thereof was threescore cubits, and the 
breadth thereof twenty cubits, and the 
height thereof thirty cubits. 

3 And the porch before the tem- 
ple of the house, twenty cubits was 
the length thereof, according to the 
breadth of the house; and ten cubits 
was the breadth thereof before the 


ouse, 

4 And for the house he made win- 
dows of narrow lights. 

5 { And against the wall of the 
house he built chambers round 
about, against the walls of the house 
round about, both of the temple and 
of the oracle: and he made chambers 
round about: 

6 The nethermost chamber was five 
cubits broad, and the middle was six 
cubits broad, and the third was seven 
cubits broad: for without in the wall 
of the house he made narrowed rests 
round about, that the beams should 
not be fastened in the walls of the 
house. 

7 And the house, when it was in 
building, was built of stone made 
ready before it was brought thither: 
so that there was neither hammer 
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nor ax nor any tool of iron heard in 
the house, while it was in building. 

8 The door for the middle chamber 
was in the right side of. the house: 
and they went up with winding stairs 
into the middle chamber, and out of the 
middle into the third. 

9 So he built the house, and fin- 
ished it; and covered the house with 
beams and boards of cedar. 

to And then he built chambers 
against all the house, five cubits 
high: and they rested on the house 
with timber of cedar. 

11 {| And the word of the LORD 
came to Solomon, saying, _. 

12 Concerning this house which thou 
art in building, if thou wilt walk in 
iny statutes, and execute my judg- 
ments, and keep all my command- 
ments to walk in them; then will I 
parton my word with thee, which 

spake unto David thy father: 

13 And I will dwell among the 
children of Israel, and will not for- 
sake my people Israel. 

14 So Solomon built the house, and 
finished it. 

15 And he built the walls of the 
house within with boards of cedar, 
both the floor of te house. and the 
walls of the cieling: and he covered 
them on the inside with wood, and 
covered the floor of the house with 
planks of fir, P 

16 And he built twenty cubits on the 
sides of the house, both the floor and 
the walls with boards of cedar: he 
even built them for it within, even for 
the oracle, even for the most holy 
place, 

17 And the house, that zs, the temple 

before it, was forty cubits long. 
_18 And the cedar of the house with- 
in was carved with knops and open 
flowers: all was cedar; there was no 
stone seen. 

19 And the oracle he prepared in 
the house within, to set there the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD. 

20 And the oracle in the forepart 
was twenty cubits in length, and 
twenty cubits in breadth, and twenty 
cubits in the height thereof: and he 
overlaid it with pure gold; and so 
covered the altar which was of cedar. 

21 So Solomon overlaid the house 

within with pure gold: and he made 
a partition by the chains of gold be- 
fore the-oracle; and he overlaid it 
with gold. 
22 And the whole house he overlaid 
with gold, until he had finished. all the 
house: also the whole altar that was 
by the oracle he overlaid with gold. 
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23 {| And within the oracle he made 
two cherubims of olive tree, cach ten 
cubits high. 3 

24 And five cubits was the one wing 
of the cherub, and five cubits the other 
wing of the cherub: from the utter- 
most part of the one wing unto the 
uttermost part of the other were ten 
cubits. 

.25 And the other cherub was ten 
cubits: both the cherubims were of 
one measure and one size. 


26 The height of the one cherub!

2 § He built also the house of the

other cherub. 

27 And he set the cherubims within 
the inner house: and they stretched 
forth the wings of the cherubims, so 
that the wing of the one touched the 
one wall, and the wing of the other 
cherub touched the other wall; and 
their wings touched one another in 
the midst of the house. 

28 And he overlaid the cherubims 
with gold. 

29 And he carved all the walls of 
the house round about with carved 
figures of cherubims and palm trees 
and open flowers, within and with- 
out. 

30 And the floor of the house he 
overlaid with gold, withinand without. 

31 § And for the entering of the 
oracle he made doors of olive tree: the 
lintel and side posts were a fifth part 
of the wall. 

32 The two doors also were of olive 
tree; and he carved upon them carv- 
ings of cherubims and palm trees and 
open flowers, and overlaid them with 
gold, and spread gold upon the cheru- 
bims, and upon the palm trees. 

33 So also made he for the door 
of the temple posts of olive tree, a 
fourth part of the wall. 

34 And the two doors were of fir tree: 
the two leaves of the one door were 
folding, and the two leaves of the 
other door were folding. : 

35 And he carved thereon cherubims 
and palm trees and open flowers: and 
covered them with gold fitted upon 
the carved work. | F 

36 § And he built the inner court 
with three rows of hewed stone, and 
a row of cedar beams. 

37 § In the fourth year was the 
foundation of the house of the LORD 
laid, in the month Zif: . 

38 And in the eleventh year, in the 
month Bul, which 7s the eighth month, 
was the house finished throughout 
all the parts thereof, and according 
to all the fashion of it. So was he 
seven years in building it. 


upon the pillars. ; 

3 Andztwas covered with cedar above 
upon the beams, that /ay on forty 
five pillars, fifteenimn arow. . 

4 And there were windows zn three 
rows, and light was against light i 
three ranks, : 

5 And all the doors and posts were 
square, with the windows: and light 
was against light zn three ranks. 

And he made a porch of pillars; 
the length thereof was fifty cubits, 
and the breadth thereof thirty cubits: 
and the porch was before them: and 
the other pillars and the thick beam 
were before them. 

7 4 Then he made a porch for the 
throne where he might judge, even 
the porch of judgment: and 2 was 
covered with cedar from one side of 
the floor to the other. 

And his house where he dwelt 
had another court within the porch, 
which was of the like work. Solomon 
made also an house for Pharaoh’s 
daughter, whom he had taken to wifes 
like unto this porch. 

9 All these were of costly stones, ac- 
cording to the measures of hewed 
stones, sawed with saws, within and 
without, even from the foundation 
unto the coping, and so on the outside 
toward the great court. 

to And the foundation was of costly 
stones, even great stones, stones of 
ten cubits, and stones of eight cubits. 

tr And above were costly. stones, 
after the measures of hewed stones, 
and cedars. 

12 And the great court round about 
was With three rows of hewed stones, 
and a row of cedar beams, both for 
the inner court of the house of the 
LORD, and for the porch of the house. 

13 q And king Solomon sent and 
fetched Hiram out of Tyre. ; 

14 He was a widow’s son of the tribe 
of Naphtali, and his father was a 
man of Tyre, a worker in brass: and 
he was filled with wisdom, and un- 
derstanding, and cunning to work 
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all works in brass. And he came to 
king. Solomon, and wrought all his 
work, 

15 For he cast two pillars of brass, 
of eighteen cubits high apiece: and 
a line of twelve cubits did compass 
either of them about. : 

16 And he made two chapiters: of 
molten brass, to set upon the tops 
of the pillars: the height of the one 
chapiter was five cubits, and the height 
of the other chapiter was five cubits: 

17 And nets of checker work, and 
wreaths of chain work, for the chapi- 
ters which were upon the top of the 
pillars; seven for the one chapiter, 
and seven for the other chapiter. 

18 And he made the pillars, and two 
rows round about upon the one net- 
work, to cover the chapiters that 
were upon the top, with pomegranates: 
and so did he for the other chapiter. 

19 And the chapiters that were upon 
the top of the pillars were of lily work 
in the porch, four cubits. 

20 And the chapiters upon the two 
pillars had pomegranates also above, 
over against the belly which was by 
the network: and the pomegranates 
were two hundred in rows round 
about upon the other chapiter. — 

21 And he set up the pillars in the 
porch of the temple: and he set up 
the right pillar, and called the name 
thereof Jachin: and he set up the 
left pillar, and called the name there- 
of Boaz. : 

22 And upon the top of the pillars 
was lily work: so was the work of the 
pillars finished. 

23 {| And he made a molten sea, 
ten cubits from the one brim to the 
other: i was round all about, and his 
height was five cubits: and a line of 
thirty cubits did compass it round 
about, 

24 And under the brim of it round 
about there were knops compassing it, 
ten in a cubit, compassing the sea 
round about: the knops were cast in 
two rows, when it was cast. 

25 Itstood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three 
looking toward the west, and three 
looking toward the south, and three 
looking toward the east: and the sea 
was set above upon them, and all their 
hinder parts were inward. 

26 And it was an hand breadth thick, 
and the brim thereof was wrought 
like the brim of a cup, with flowers 
of lilies: it contained two thousand 
baths. 

27 § And he made ten bases of brass; 
four cubits was the length of one base, 
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and four cubits the breadth thereof, 
and three cubits the height of it. 

28 And the work of the bases was 
on this manner: they had borders, and 
the borders were between the ledges: 

29 And on the borders that were be- 


/tween the ledges were lions, oxen, 


and cherubims: and upon the ledges 


| there was a base above: and beneath 


the lions and oxen were certain addi- 
tions made of thin work. 

30 And every base had four brasen 
wheels, and plates of brass: and the 
four corners thereof had undersetters: 
under the laver were undersetters 
molten, at the side of every addition. 

31 And the mouth of it within the 
chapiter and above was a cubit: but 
the mouth thereof was round ajter the 
work of the base, a cubit and an half: 
and also upon the mouth of it were 
gravings with their borders, four- 
square, not round. 

32 And under the borders were four 
wheels; and the axletrees of the 
wheels were joined to the base: and 
the height of a wheel was a cubit and 
half a cubit. 

33 And the work of the wheels was 
like the work of a chariot wheel: their 
axletrees, and their naves, and their 
ees: and their spokes, were all mol- 

en. 

34 And there were four undersetters 
to the four corners of one base: and 
the ee were of the very base 
itself. 

35 And in the top of the base was 
there a round compass of half a cubit 
high: and on the top of the base the 
ledges thereof and the borders there- 
of were of the same. 

36 For on the plates of the ledges 
thereof, and on the borders thereof, 
he graved cherubims, lions, and palm 
trees, according to the proportion of 
every one, and additions round about. 

37 After this manner he made the 
ten bases: all of them had one cast- 
ing, One measure, and one size. 

38 § Then made he ten lavers of 
brass: one laver contained forty 
baths: and every laver was four cu- 
bits: and upon every one of the ten 
bases one laver. 

39 And he put five bases on the 
right side of the house, and five on 
the left side of the house: and he set 
the sea on the right side of the house 
eastward over against the south. 

40 § And Hiram made the lavers, 
and the shovels, and the basons. So 
Hiram made an end of doing all the 
work that he made king Selomon 
for the house of the LorD:

41 The two pillars, and the two 
bowls of the chapiters that were on the 
top of the two pillars; and the two 
networks, to cover the two bowls of 
the chapiters which were upon the top 
of the pillars; 

42 And four hundred pomegranates 
for the two networks, even two rows 
of pomegranates for one network, to 
cover the two bowls of the chapiters 
that were upon the pillars; 

43 And the ten bases, and ten lavers 
on the bases; 

44 And one sea, and twelve oxen 
under the sea; ; 

45 And the pots, and the shovels, 
and the basons: and all these vessels, 
which Hiram made to king Solomon 
for the house of the LORD, were of 
bright brass. 

46 In the plain of Jordan did the 
king cast them, in the clay ground 
between Succoth and Zarthan. 

47 And Solomon left all the ves- 
sels unweighed, because they were ex- 
ceeding many: neither was the weight 
of the brass found out. 

48 And Solomon made all the ves- 
sels that pertained unto the house of 
the LoRD: the altar of gold, and the 
table of gold, whereupon the shew- 
bread was, . 

49 And the candlesticks of pure 
gold, five on the right side, and five 
on the left, before the oracle, with 
the flowers, and the lamps, and the 
tongs of gold, 

50 And the bowls, and the snuffers, 
and the basons, and the spoons, and 
the censers of pure gold; and the 
hinges of gold, both for the doors of 
the inner house, the most holy place, 
and for the doors of the house, to wit, 
of the temple. 

51 So was ended all the work that 
king Solomon made for the house of 
the LoRD. And Solomon brought in 
the things which David his father 
had dedicated; even the silver, and the 
gold, and the vessels, did he put among 
the treasures of the house of the LORD. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 Dedication of the temple. 4 The ark 
deposited. 14 Solomon's blessing and 
prayer. 62 His sacrifice. 


HEN Solomon assembled the eld- 

ers of Israel, and all the heads of 

the tribes, the chief of the fathers of 

the children of Israel, unto king Sol- 

omon in Jerusalem, that they might 

bring up the ark of the covenant of 

the RD out of the city of David, 
which zs Zion. 
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The ark deposited. 


2 And all the men of Israel assem- 
bled themselyes unto king Solomon 
at the feast in the month Ethanim, 
which 2s the seventh month. 

3 And all the elders of Israel came, 
and the priests took up the ark. 

4 And they brought up the ark of 
thé LORD, and the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and all the holy vessels 
that were in the tabernacle, even those 
did the priests and the Levites bring up. 

5 And king Solomon, and all the 
congregation of Israel, that were 
assembled unto him, were with him 
before the ark, sacrificing sheep and 
oxen, that could not be told nor num- 
bered for multitude. 

6 And the priests brought in the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD unto 
his place, into the oracle of the house, 
to the most holy place, even under the 
wings of the cherubims. 

7 For the cherubims spread forth 
their two wings over the place of the 
ark, and the cherubims covered the 
ark and the staves theredf above. 

8 And they drew out the staves, 
that the ends of the staves were seen 
out in the holy place before the oracle, 
and they were not seen without: and 
there they are unto this day. 

here was nothing in the ark 
save the two tables of stone, which 
Moses put there at Horeb, when the 
LORD made a covenant with the chil- 
dren of Israel, when they came out 
of the land of Egypt. 

to And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy 
place, that the cloud filled the house 
of the LORD, ; 

1z So that the priests could not 
stand to minister because of the 
cloud: for the glory of the LORD had 
filled the house of the LORD. 

12 9 Then spake Solomon, The 
LORD said that he would dwell in 
the thick darkness. | 

13 Lhave surely built thee an house 
to dwell in, a settled place for thee 
to abide in for ever. ’ 

14 And the king turned his face 
about, and blessed all the congrega- 
tion of Israel: (and all the congrega- 
tion of Israel stood}) 

15 And he_ said, Blessed be the 
LoRD God of Israel, which spake with 
his mouth unto David my father, and 
hath with his hand fulfilled 2, saying, 

16 Since the day that I brought 
forth my people Israel’ out of Egypt, 
I chose no city out of all the tribes 
of Israel to build an house, that my 
name might be therein; but I chose 
David to be over my people Israel. 
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17 And it was in the heart of David 
my father to build an house for the 
name of the LORD God of Israel. | 

18 And the LORD said unto David 
my father, Whereas it was in thine 
heart to build an house unto my name, 
thou didst well that it was in thine 
heart. : 

19 Nevertheless thou shalt not build 
the house; but thy son that shall 
come forth out of thy loins, he shall 
build the house unto my name. 

20 And the LORD hath performed 
his word that he spake, and lam risen 
up in the room of David my father, 
and sit on the throne of Israel, as the 
LORD promised, and have built an 
house for the name of the LORD God 
of Israel. 

21 And I have set there a place for 
the ark, wherein zs the covenant of 
the LORD, which he made with our 
fathers, when he brought them out 
of the land of Egypt. 

22 { And Solomon stood before 
the altar of the LORD in the presence 
of all the congregation of Israel, and 
spread forth his hands toward heaven: 

23 And he said, LORD God of Israel, 
there 1s no God like thee, in heaven 
above, or on earth beneath, who 
keepest covenant and mercy with a 
servants that walk before thee wit 
all their heart: . 

24 Who hast kept with thy servant 
David my father that thou promisedst 
him: thou spakest also with thy 
mouth, and hast fulfilled 2 with thine 
hand, as zt zs this day. 

25 Therefore now, LORD God of Is- 
rael, keep with thy servant David my 
father that thou promisedst him, say- 
ing, There shall not fail thee a man 
in my sight to sit on the throne of Is- 
rael; so that thy children take heed 
to their way, that they walk before 
me as thou hast walked before me. 

26 And now, O God of Israel, let 
thy word, I pray thee, be verified, 
which thou aren unto thy servant 
David my father. 

27 But will God indeed dwell on 
the earth? behold, the heaven and 
heaven of heavens cannot contain 
thee; how much less this house that 
Ihave builded? 

28 Yet have thou respect unto the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his 
supplication, O LORD my God, to 
hearken unto the cry and to the 
prayer, which thy servant prayeth 
before thee to day: 

29 That thine eyes may be open to- 
ward this house <3 and day, even 
toward the place of which thou hast

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said, My name shall be there: that 
thou mayest hearken unto the prayer 
which thy servant shall make toward 
this place. 

30 And hearken thou to the sup- 
plication of thy servant, and of thy 
people Israel, when they shall pray 
toward this place: and hear thou in 
heaven thy dwelling place: and when 
thou hearest, forgive. , 

31 {If any man trespass against 
his neighbour, and an oath be laid 
upon him to cause him to swear, and 
the oath come before thine altar in 
this house: ms 

32 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
do,and judge thy servants, condemn- 
ing the wicked, to bring his way upon 
his head; and justifying the right- 
eous, to give him according to his 
righteousness. 

33 §] When thy people Israel be 
smitten down before the enemy, be- 
cause they have sinned against thee, 
and shall turn again to thee, and 
confess thy name, and pray, and make 
supplication unto thee in this house: 

34 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy people Israel 
and bring them again unto the lan 
which thou gavest unto their fathers. 

35 {],When heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee; if they pray to- 
ward this place, and confess thy name, 
and turn from their sin, when thou 
afflictest them: 

36 Then hear thou in heaven, and 

forgive the sin of thy servants, and of 
thy people Israel, that thou teach 
them the good way wherein they 
should walk, and give rain upon thy 
land, which thou hast given to thy 
people for an inheritance. 
_37 { If there be in the land famine, 
if there be pestilence, blasting, mildew, 
locust, or if there be caterpiller; if 
their enemy besiege them in the land 
of their cities; whatsoever plague, 
whatsoever sickness there be; 

38 What prayer and supplication 


soever be made by any man, or by all 


thy people Israel, which shall know 
every man the plague of his own 
heart, and spread forth his hands to- 
ward this house: 

39 Then hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive, and do, 
and give to every man according to 
his ways, whose heart thou knowest; 
(for thou, even thou only, knowest 
the hearts of all the children of men;) 

40 That they may fear thee all the 
days that they live in the land which 
thou gavest unto our fathers, 
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41 Moreover concerning a stranger, | and unto the supplication of thy peo- 
that 7s not of thy people Israel, but | ple Israel, to hearken unto them in 


cometh out of a far country for thy 
name’s sake; 

42 (For they shall hear of thy great 
name, and of thy strong hand, and of 
thy stretched cut arm:) when he shall 
come and pray toward this house;

44 {| If thy people go out to battle 
against their enemy, whithersoever 
thou shalt send them, and shall pray 
unto the LORD toward the city which 
thou hast chosen, and: foward the 
house that I have built for thy name: 

45 Then hear thou in heaven their 

Prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. 
_46 If they sin against thee, (for there 
zs no man that sinneth not,) and thou 
be angry with them, and deliver them 
to the enemy, so that they carry them 
away captives unto the land of the 
enemy, far or near; ; 

47 Yet if they shall bethink them- 
selves in the land whither they were 
carried captives, and repent, and make 
supplication unto thee in the land of 
them that carried them captives, 
saying, We have sinned, and have 
done perversely, we have committed 
wickedness; k 

48 And so return unto thee with all 
their heart, and with all their soul, 
in the land of their enemies, which 
led them away captive, and pray 
unto thee toward their land, which 
thou gavest unto their fathers, the 
city which thou hast chosen, and the 
house which I have built for thy 
name: ~ 

49 Then hear thou their prayer and 
their supplication in r L 
dwelling place, and maintain their 
cause, ; 

50 And forgive thy people that have 
sinned against thee, and all their 
transgressions wherein they have 
transgressed against thee, and give 
them compassion before them who 
carried them captive, that they may 
‘ have compassion on them: ; 

51 For they be thy people, and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest 
forth out of Egypt, from the midst of 
the furnace of iron: 

52 That thine eyes may be open 
unto the supplication of thy servant,

ail that they call for unto thee. 

53 For thou didst separate them 
from among all the people of the 
earth, fo be thine inheritance, as thou 
spakest by the hand of Moses thy 
servant, when thou broughtest our 
fathers out of Egypt, O Lord Gop. 

54 And it was so, that when Solo- 
mon had made an end of praying all 
this prayer and supplication unto the 
LORD, he arose from before the altar 
of the LORD, from kneeling on his 
knees with his hands spread up to 
heaven. 

55 And he stood, and blessed all the 
congregation of Israel with a loud 
voice, saying, 

56 Blessed be the LORD, that hath 
given rest unto his people Israel, ac- 
cording to all that he promised: there 
hath not failed one word of all his 
good promise, which he promised by 
the hand of Moses his servant. 

57 The LORD our God be with us, 
as he was with our fathers: let him 
not leave us, nor forsake us: 

58 That he may incline our hearts 
unto him, to walk in all his ways, 
and to keep his commandments, and 
his statutes, and his judgments, which 
he commanded our fathers. : 

59 And let these my words, where- 
with I have made supplication before 
the LORD, be nigh unto the LORD our 
God day and night, that he maintain 
the cause of his servant, and the cause 
of his people Israel] at all times, as 
the matter shall require: 

60 That all the people of the earth 
may know that the LORD zs God, and 
that there vs none else. 

61 Let your heart therefore be per- 
fect with the LORD our God, to walk 
in his statutes, and to keep his com- 
mandments, as at this day. 

62 {| And the king, and all Israel 
with him, offered sacrifice before the

63 And Solomon offered a sacrifice 
of peace offerings, which he offered 
unto the LORD, two and twenty thou- 
sand oxen, and an hundred and 
twenty thousand sheep. So the king 
and allthe children of Israel dedicated 
the house of the LORD, ! 

64 The same day did the king hal- 
low the middle of the court that was 
before the house of the LORD: for 
there he offered burnt offerings, and 
meat offerings, and the fat of the 
peace offerings: because the brasen 
altar that was before the LORD was 
too little to receive the burnt offerings,

65 And at that time Solomon: held 
a feast, and all Israel with him, a 
great congregation, from the enter- 
ing in of Hamath unto the river of 
Egypt, before the LORD our God, 
seven days and seven days, even four- 
teendays. } 

66 On the eighth day he sent the 
people away: and they blessed the 
king, and went unto their tents joy- 
ful and glad of heart for all the good- 
ness that the LORD had done for 
David his servant, and for Israel his 


people. 
CHAPTER og. 


1 God’s covenant with Solomon. 12 Hi- 
ran’s disappointment. 17 Solomon’s 
new cites, 26 His navy brings gold 
from Ophir. : 


Are it came to pass, when Solo- 
mon had finished the building 
of the house of the LORD, and the 
king’s house, and all Solomon’s de- 
sire which he was pleased to do, 

2 That the LORD appeared to Solo- 
mon the second time, as he had ap- 
peared unto him at Gibeon. L 

3 And the LORD said unto him, I 
have heard thy prayer and thy sup- 
plication, that thou hast made before 
me: I have hallowed this house, 
which thou hast built, to put my 
name there for ever; and mine eyes 
and mine heart shall be there per- 
petually. ; 

4 And if thou wilt walk before me, 
as David thy father walked, in in- 
tegrity of heart, and in uprightness, 
to do according to all that I have 
commanded thee, and wilt keep my 
statutes and my judgments: 

5 Then I will establish the throne of 
thy kingdom upon Israel for ever, as 
I promised to David thy father, say- 
ing, There shall not fail thee a man 
upon the throne of Israel. 

6 But if ye shall at all turn from 
following me, ye or your children, 
and will not keep my commandments 
and my statutes which I have set be- 
fore you, but go and serve other gods, 
and worship them: 

7 Then will I cut off Israel out of 
the land which I have given them; 
and this house, whichI have hallowed. 
for my name, will I cast out of my 
sight; and Israel shall be a proverb 
and a byword among all people: 

8 And at this house, which is high, 
every one that passeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss; and they 
shall say, Why hath the LORD done 
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thus unto this land, and to this 
house ? 

9 And they shall answer, Because 
they forsook the LORD their God, 
who brought forth their fathers out 
of the land of Egypt, and have taken 
hold upon other gods, and have wor- 
shipped them, and served them: 
therefore hath the LORD brought 
upon them all this evil. 

o 4 And it came to pass at the end 
of twenty years, when Solomon had 
built the two houses, the house of the 
LORD, and the king’s house, 

11 (Now Hiram the king of Tyre 
had furnished Solomon with cedar 
trees and fir trees, and with gold, 
according to all his desire,) that then 

i Solomon gave Hiram twenty 
cities in the land of Galilee. 

12 And Hiram came out from Tyre 
to see the cities which Solomon had 
given him; and they pleased him not. 

13 And he said, What cities are these 
which thou hast given me, my bro- 
ther? And he called them the land of 
Cabul unto this day. j ; 

14 And Hiram sent to the king six- 
score talents of gold. 

15 {| And this 2s the reason of the 
levy which king Solomon raised; for 
to build the house of the LoRD, and 
his own house, and Millo, and the 
wall of Jerusalem, and Hazor, and 
Megiddo, and Gezer. 

16 For Pharaoh king of Egypt had 
gone up, and taken Gezer, and burnt 
it with fire, and slain the Canaanites 
that dwelt in the city, and given it 
jor a present unto his daughter, Solo- 
mon’s wife. 

17 And Solomon built Gezer, and 
Beth-horon the nether, 

18 And Baalath, and Tadmor in 
the wilderness, in the land, 

19 And ali the cities of store that 
Solomon had, and cities for his char- 
iots, and cities for his horsemen, and 
that which Solomon desired to build 
in Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, and in 
all the land of his dominion. 

20 And all the people that were left 
of the Amorites, Hittites, Perizzites, 
Hivites, and Jebusites, which were 
not of the children of Israel, 

21 Their children that were left 
after them in the land, whom the chil- 
dren of Israel also were not able utter- 
ly to destroy, upon those did Solomon 
levy a tribute of bondservice unto 
this day. f 

22 But of the children of Israel did 
Solomon make no bondmen: but 
aia weremen of war, and his servants, 
and his princes, and his captains, and 
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rulers of his chariots, and his horse- 
men, 

23 These were the chief of the officers 
that were over Solomon’s work, five 
hundred and fifty, which bare rule 
abet the people that wrought in the 
work. 

24 { But Pharaoh’s daughter came 
up out of the city of David unto her 
house which Solomon had built for 
her: then did he build Millo. 

25 § And three times in a year did 
Solomon offer burnt offerings and 
peace offerings upon the altar which 
he built unto the LORD, and he burnt 
incense upon the altar that was before 
the LORD. So he finished the house. 

26 { And king Solomon made a 
navy of ships in Ezion-geber, which 
ws beside Eloth, on the shore of the 
Red sea, in the land of Edom. : 

27 And Hiram sent in the navy his 
servants, shipmen that had know- 
ledge of the sea, with the servants of 
Solomon. i 

28 And they came to Ophir, and 
fetched from thence gold, four hun- 
dred and twenty talents, and brought 
at to king Solomon. 


CHAPTER to. 


1 Queen of Sheba’s visit. 18 Solomon’s 
throne.

gh when the queen of Sheba 
heard of the fame of Solomon 
concerning the name of the LORD, 
she came to prove him with hard 
questions. f 

2 And she came to Jerusalem with 
a very great train, with camels that 
bare spices, and very much gold, and 
precious stones: and when she was 
come to Solomon, she communed 
with him of all that was in her heart. 

3 And Solomon told her all her 
questions: there was not any thing 
Bid from the king, which he told her 
not. 

4 And when the queen of Sheba had 
seen all Solomon’s wisdom, and the 
house that he had built, 

5 And the meat of his table, and the 
sitting of his servants, and the at- 
tendance of his ministers, and their 
apparel, and his cupbearers, and his 
ascent by which he went up unto the 
house of the LORD; there was no 
more spirit in her. ; 

6 And she said to the king, It was a 


true report that I heard in mine own |} 


land of thy acts and of thy wisdom. 
7 Howbeit I believed not the words, 

until I came, and mine eyes had seen 

a: and, behold, the half was not told 
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me: thy wisdom and prosperity ex- 
eeedeth the fame which I heard. 

8 Happy are thy men, happy are 
these thy servants, which stand con- 
tinually before thee, and that hear 
thy wisdom. 

9 Blessed be the LORD thy God, 
which delighted in thee, to set thee 
on the throne of Israel: because the 
LORD loved Israel for ever, therefore 
made he thee king, to do judgment 


| and justice. 


ro And she gave the king an hun- 
dred and twenty talents of gold, and 
of spices very great store, and pre- 
cious stones: there came no more such 
abundance of spices as these which 
the queen of Sheba gave to king Sol- 
omon. 

tz And the navy also of Hiram, 
that brought gold from Ophir, 
brought in from Ophir great plenty of 
almug trees, and precious stones. ° 

r2 And the king made of the almus 
trees pillars for the house of the 
LoRD, and for the king’s house, 
also and psalteries for singers: there 
came no such almug trees, nor were 
seen unto this day. 3 

13 And king Solomon gave unto 
the queen of Sheba all her desire, 
whatsoever she asked, beside that 
which Solomon gave her of his royal 
bounty. So she turned and went to 
herown country, she and her servants. 

14. | Now the weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year was six 
hundred threescore and six talents of 


gold, 

15 Beside that he had of the mer- 
chantmen, and of the traffick of the 
spice merchants, and of all the kings 
of Arabia, and of the governors of 
the country. | 

16 { And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold: six 
hundred shekels of gold went to one 
target. 

17 And he made three hundred 
shields of beaten gold; three pound 
of gold went to one shield: and the 
king put them in the house of the 
forest of Lebanon. 5 

18 § Moreover the king made a 
great throne of ivory, and overlaid it 
with the best gold. 

19 The throne had six steps, and the 
top of the throne was round behind: 
and_ there were stays on either side 
on the place of the seat, and two lions 
stood beside the stays. 

20 And twelve lions stood there on 


| the one side and on the other upon 
the six steps: there was not the like 


made in any kingdom. 
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21 § And all king Solomon’s drink- 
ing vessels were of gold, and all the ves- 
sels of the house of the forest of Leb- 
anon were of pure gold; none were of 
silver: it was nothing accounted of 
in the days of Solomon. 

22 For the king had at sea a navy 
of Tharshish with the navy of Hiram: 
once in three years came the navy of 
Tharshish, bringing gold, and silver, 
ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

23 So king Solomon exceeded all 
the kings of the earth for riches and 
for wisdom. 

24 4 And all the earth sought to 
Solomon, to hear his wisdom, which 
God had put in his heart. 

25 And they brought every man 
his present, vessels of silver, and ves- 
sels of gold, and garments, and ar- 
mour, and spices, horses, and mules, 
a rate year by year. 

26 § And Solomon gathered to- 

ether chariots and horsemen: and 

e had a thousand and four hundred 
chariots, and twelve thousand horse- 
men, whom he bestowed in the cities 
for chariots, and with the king at Je- 
tusalem. ; 3 

27 And the king made silver to 
be in Jerusalem as stones, and cedars 
made he to be as the sycomore trees 
that are in the vale, for abundance. 

28 § And Solomon had _ horses 
brought out of Egypt, and linen 
yarn: the king’s merchants received 
the linen yarn at a price. 

29 And a chariot came up and went 
out of Egypt for six hundred shekels of 
silver, and an horse for an hundred 
and fifty: and so for all the kings 
of the Hittites, and for the kings of 
Syria, did they bring them out by 
their means, 


CHAPTER 11. 


1 Solomon’s wives. 4 His tdolatry. 9 
God’s threat. 14 The hostile nations, 


UT king Solomon loved man 
strange women, together wit 
the daughter of Pharaoh, women of 
the Moabites, Ammonites, Edomites, 
Zidonians, and Hittites; 

2 Of the nations concerning which 
the LORD said unto the children of 
Israel, Ye shall not go in to them, 
neither shall they come in unto you: 
for surely they will turn away your 
heart after their gods: Solomon clave 
unto these in love. 

3. And he had seven hundred wives, 
princesses, and three hundred con- 
cubines: and his wives turned away 
his heart. 


4 For it came to pass, when Solo- 
mon was old, that his wives turned 
away his heart after other gods: and 
his heart was not perfect with the 
LORD his God, as was the heart of 
David his father. 

5 For Solomon went after Ashto- 
reth the goddess of the Zidonians, and 
after Milcom the abomination of the 

onites, 


6 And Solomon did evil in the sight — 


of the LORD, and went not fully 
the LORD, as did David his father. 
Then did Solomon build an high 
place for Chemosh, the abomination 
of Moab, in the hill that zs before Je- 
rusalem, and for Molech, the abomi- 
nation of the children of Ammon. | 

8 And iikewise did he for all his 
strange wives, which burnt incense 
and sacrificed unto their gods. ; 

9 { And the LORD was angry with 
Solomon, because his heart was 
turned from the LORD God of Is- 
rael, which had appeared unto him 
twice, 

to And had commanded him con- 
cerning this thing, that he should not 
go after other gods: but he kept not 
that which the LORD commanded. 

tr Wherefore the LORD said unto 
Solomon, Forasmuch as this is done 
of thee, and thou hast not kept m 
covenant and my statutes, which 
have commanded thee, I will surel 
rend the kingdom from thee, and will 
give it to thy servant. 

12 Notwithstanding in thy days I 
will not do it for David thy father’s 
sake: but I will rend it out of the hand 
of thy son. | 

13 Howbeit I will not rend away 
all the kingdom; but will give one 
tribe to thy son for David my ser- 
vant’s sake, and for Jerusalem’s sake 
which I have chosen. 

14 {| And the LORD stirred up an 
adversary unto Solomon, Hadad the 
Edomite: he was of the king’s seed in 
Edom. | 

15 For it_ came to pass, when Da- 
vid was in Edom, and Joab the cap- 
tain of the host wis gone up to bury 
the slain, after he had smitten every 
male in Edom; 

16 (For six months did Joab remain 
there with all Israel, until he had cut 
off every male in Edom:) 

17 That Hadad fled, he and certain 
bh arte of Bis emer sorvaee pee 
im, to go into Egypt; Hada in 
yet a little child. : i 
18 And they arose out of Midian, 
and came to Paran: and they took 
men with them out of Paran, and 


ter 
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they came to Egypt, unto Pharaoh 
king of Egypt; which gave him an 
house, and appointed him victuals, 
and gave him land. 

_19 And Hadad found great favour 
in the sight of Pharaoh, so that he 
gave him to wife the sister of his own 
wife, the sister of Tahpenes the queen. 

20 And the sister of Tahpenes bare 
him Genubath his son, whom Tah- 
penes weaned in Pharaoh’s house: 
and Genubath was in Pharaoh’s 
oe egal among the sons of Pha- 
raoh. 

21 And when Hadad heard in 
Egypt that David slept with his fa- 
thers, and that Joab the captain of 
the host was dead, Hadad said to 
Pharaoh, Let me depart, that I may 
go to mine own country. 

22.Then Pharaoh said unto him, 
But what hast thou lacked with me, 
that, behold, thou seekest to go to 
thine own country? And he answered, 
Nothing: howbeit let me goin any wise. 

23 § And God stirred him up an- 
other wakes i Rezon the son of Eli- 
adah, which fied from his lord Had- 
adezer king of Zobah: t 

24 And he gathered men unto him, 
and became captain over a band, 
when David slew them of Zobah: and 
they went to Damascus, and dwelt 
therein, and reigned in Damascus. 

25 And he was an adversary to Is- 
rael all the days of Solomon, beside 
the mischief that Hadad did : and he 


abhorred Israel, and reigned over | I 


Syria. 
26 § And Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat, an Ephrathite of Zereda, Solo- 
mon’s servant, whose mother’s name 
was Zeruah, a widow woman, even 
he lifted up jus hand against the 


27 And this was the cause that he 
lifted up Ais hand against the king: 
Solomon built Millo, and_repaired the 
breaches of the city of David his fa- 


er. 
28 And the man Jeroboam was a 
mighty man of valour: and Solomon 
seeing the young man that he was 
industrious, he made him ruler over 
allthe charge of the house of Joseph. 
29 And it came to pass at that time 
when Jeroboam went out of Jerusa- 
lem, that the prophet Ahijah the 
Shilonite found him in the way; and 
he had clad himself with a new gar- 
Paatt and they two were alone in the 
eld: 
30 And Ahijah caught the new gar- 
ment that was on him, and rent it zn 
twelve pieces: 


1 KINGS, 11. 


His death. 


31 And he said to Jeroboam, Take 
thee ten pieces: for thus saith the 
LORD, the God of Israel, Behold, I 
will rend the kingdom out of the 
hand of Solomon, and will give ten 
tribes to thee: 

32 (But he shall have one tribe for 
my servant David’s sake, and for Je- 
rusalem’s sake, the city which I have 
pore out of all the tribes of Is- 
rael: 

33 Because that they have forsaken 
me, and have worshipped Ashtoreth 
the goddess of the Zidonians, Che- 
mosh the god of the Moabites, and 
Milcom the god of the children of 
Ammon, and have not walked in my 
ways, to do that which zs right in mine 
eyes, and to keep. my statutes and my 
judgments, as did David his father. 

34 Howbeit I will not take the 
whole kingdom out of his hand: but 
I will make him prince all the days 
of his life for David my servant’s 
sake, whom I chose, because he kept 
my commandments and my statutes: 

35 But I will take the kingdom out 
of his son’s hand, and will give it 
unto thee, even ten tribes, 

36 And unto his son will I give one 
tribe, that David my servant may 
have a light alway before me in Je- 
rusalem, the city which I have chosen 
me to put my name there. 

37. And I will take thee, and thou 
shalt reign according to all that thy 
soul desireth, and shalt be king over 


srael, 

38 Andit shall be, if thou wilt heark- 
en unto all that I command thee, and 
wilt walk in my ways, and do that is 
right in my sight, to keep my statutes 
and my commandments, as David 
my servant did; that I will be with 
thee, and build thee a sure house, as 
I built for David, and will give Israel 
unto thee. ; ; 

39 And I will for this afflict the seed 
of David, but not for ever. ‘ 

40 Solomon sought therefore to kill 
Jeroboam. And Jeroboam arose, and 
fled into Eeyot, unto Shishak king of 
Egypt, and was in Egypt until the 
death of Solomon. 

41 § And the rest of the acts of 
Solomon, and all that he did, and his 
wisdom, are they not written in the 
book of the acts of Solomon? 

42 And the time that Solomon 
reigned in Jerusalem over all Israel 
was forty years. 3 ‘ 

43 And Solomon slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried in the city of 
David his father: and Rehoboam his 
son reigned in his stead. 
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1 Rehoboam succeeds Solomon. 16 Ten 
tribes revolt to Jeroboam. 20 King- 
doms of Judah and Israel. 


ND Rehoboam went to Shechem: 
for all Israel were come to She- 
chem to make him king. 

2 And it came to pass, when Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat, who was ees 
in Egypt, heard of it, (for he was fled 
from _the presence of king Solomon, 
and Jeroboam dwelt in Egypt;) — 

3 That they sent and called him. 
And Jeroboam and all the congrega- 
tion of Israel came, and spake unto 
Rehoboam, saying, f 

4 Thy father made our yoke griev- 
ous: now therefore make thou the 

rievous service of thy father, and his 

eavy yoke which he put upon us, 
lighter, and we will serve thee. 

5 And he said unto them, Depart 
yet for three days, then come again 
to me. And the people departed. 

6 § And king Rehoboam consulted 
with the old men, that stood before 
Solomon his father while he yet lived, 
and said, How do ye advise that I may 
answer this people? ‘ < 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, 
If thou wilt be a servant unto this 
people this day, and wilt serve them, 
and answer them, and speak good 
words to them, then they will be thy 
servants for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel of the 
old men, which they had given him, 
and consulted with the young men 

t were grown up with him, and 
which stood before him: 

9 And he said unto them, What 
counsel give ye that we may answer 
this people, who have spoken to me, 
saying, Make the yoke which thy fa- 
ther did put upon us lighter? 

to And the young men that were 
grown up with him spake unto him, 
saying, Thus shalt thou speak unto 
this people that spake unto thee, say- 
ing, Thy father made ouryoke heavy, 
but make thou 2# lighter unto us; thus 
shalt thou say unto them, My little 
pieer shall be thicker than my father’s 
oins. 

tr And now whereas my father did 
lade you with a heavy yoke, I will 
add to your yoke: my father hath 
chastised you with whips, but I will 
chastise you with scorpions. 

12 {| So Jeroboam and all the peo- 
ple came to Rehoboam the third day, 
as the king had appointed, saying, 
Come to me again the third day. 

13 And the king answered the peo- 


ple roughly, and forsook the old 
men’s counsel that they gave him; 

14 And spake to them after the 
counsel of the young men, saying, 
My father made your yoke heavy, and 
I will add to your yoke: my father 
also chastised you with whips, but I 
will chastise you with scorpions. 

15 Wherefore the king hearkened 
not unto the people; for the cause 
was from the LORD, that he might 
perform his saying, which the LORD 
spake by Ahijah the Shilonite unto 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

16 4 So when all Israel saw that the 
king hearkened not unto them, the 

eople answered the king, saying, 

hat portion have we in David? 
neither have we inheritance in the son 
of Jesse: to your tents, O Israel: now 
see to thine own house, David. So 
Israel departed unto their tents. 

17 But as for the children of Israel 
which dwelt in the cities of Judah, 
Rehoboam reigned over them. 

18 Then king Rehoboam sent Ado- 
ram, who was over the tribute; and 
all israel stoned him with stones, 
that he died. Therefore king Reho- 
boam made speed to get him up to 
his chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. 

19 So Israel rebelled against the 
house of David unto this day. 

20 And it came to pass, when all 
Israel heard that Jeroboam was come 
again, that they sent and called him 
unto the congregation, and made 
him king over ali Israel: there was 
none that followed the house of Da- 
vid, but the tribe of Judah only. 

21 §{ And when Rehoboam was 
come to Jerusalem, he assembled ali 
the house of Judah, with the tribe of 
Benjamin, an hundred and fourscore 
thousand chosen men, which were 
warriors, to fight against the house of 
Israel, to bring the kingdom again to 
Rehoboam the son of Solomon. 

22 But the word of God came unto 
Shemaiah the man of God, saying, 

23 Speak unto Rehoboam, the son 
of Solomon, king of Judah, and unto 
all the house of Judah and Benjamin, 
and to the remnant of the people, 
saying, : 

24 Thus saith the LORD, Ye shall 
not go up, nor fight against your bre- 
thren the children of Israel: return 
every man to his house; for this thing 
is from me. They hearkened there- 
fore to the word of the LORD, and 
returned to depart, according to the 
word of the LORD. 

25 | Then Jeroboam built She- 
chem in mount Ephraim, and dwelt 
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therein; and went out from thence, 
and built Penuel. 

26 And Jeroboam said in his heart, 
Now shall the kingdom return to the 
house of David: 

27 If this people go up to do sac- 
rifice in the house of the LORD at 
Jerusalem, then shall the heart of this 
people turnagain unto their lord, even 
unto Rehoboam king of Judah, and 
they shall kill me, and go again to Re- 
hoboam king of Judah. 

28 Whereupon the king took coun- 
sel, and made two calves of gold, and 
said unto them, It is too much for 
you to go up to Jerusalem: behold 
thy gods, O Israel, which brought thee 
up out of the land of Egypt. 

29 And he set the one in Beth-el, 
and the other put he in Dan. 

30 And this thing became a sin: 
for the people went to worship before 
the one, even unto Dan. 

rt And he made an house of high 
places, and made priests of the low- 
est of the people, which were not of 
the sons of Levi. j 

32 And Jeroboam ordained a feast 
in the eighth month, on the fifteenth 
day of the month, like unto the feast 
that 27s in Judah, and he offered upon 
the altar. So did he in Beth-el, sac- 
rificing unto the calves that he had 
made: and he placed in Beth-el the 
priests of the high places which he 
had made. 

33 So he offered upon the altar 
which he had made in Beth-el the fif- 
teenth day of the eighth month, even 
in the month which he had devised 
of hisown heart; and ordained a feast 
unto the children of Israel: and he 
offered upon the altar, and burnt 


incense. 
CHAPTER 13. 


1 Jeroboam’s hand withers. 11 Two 
prophets at Beth-el.

ND, behold, there came a man 
of God out of Judah by the word 
of the LORD unto Beth-el: and Jer- 
oboam stood by the altar to burn in- 
cense. : ' ‘ 
2 And he cried against the altar in 
the word of the LORD, and said, O 
altar, altar, thus saith the LORD; Be- 
- hold, a child shall be born unto the 
house of David, Josiah by name; 
and upon thee shall he offer the priests 
of the high places that burn incense 
upon thee, and men’s bones shall be 
burnt upon thee. . 
3 And he gave a sign the same day, 


saying, This zs the sign which the 
LORD hath spoken; Behold, the altar 
shall be rent, and the ashes that are 
upon it shall be poured out. 

4 And it came to pass, when king 
Jeroboam heard the saying of the 
man of God, which had cried against 
the altar in Beth-el, that he put 
forth his hand from the altar, saying, 
Lay hold onhim. And his hand, which 
he put forth against him, dried up, 
so that he could not pull it in again to 


him. 

5 The altar also was rent, and the 
ashes poured out from the altar, ac- 
cording to the sign which the man 
of God had given by the word of the 
LORD. f 

6 And the king answered and said 
unto the man of God, Intreat now 
the face of the LORD thy God, and 
pray for me, that my hand may be 
restored me again. And the man of 
God besought the LORD, and ‘the 
king’s hand was restored him again, 
and became as 2¢ was before. 

7 And the king said unto the man 
of God, Come home with me, and re- 
fresh thyself, and I will give thee a 
reward. ] i 

8 And the man of God said unto the 
king, If thou wilt give me half thine 
house, I will not go in with thee, nei- 
ther will I eat bread nor drink water 
in this place: 

9 For so was it charged me by the 
word of the LORD, saying, Eat no 
bread, nor drink water, nor turn 
again by the same way that thou 
camest. 

ro So he went another way, and re- 
turned not by the way that he came 
to Beth-el. 

1x {| Now there dwelt an old pro- 
phet in Beth-el; and his sons came 
and told him all the works that the 
man of God had done that day in 
Beth-el: the words which he had 
spoken unto the king, them they told 
also to their father.

17 For it was said to me by the 
word of the LORD, Thou shalt eat no 
bread nor drink water there, nor turn 
again to go by the way that thou 
camest. if 

18 He said unto him, I am a pro- 
phet also as thou art: and an angel 
spake unto me by the word of the 
LORD, saying, Bring him back with 
thee into thine house, that he may 
eat bread and drink water. But he 
lied unto him. : } 

19 So he went back with him, and 
did eat bread in his house, and drank 
water. : 

20 { And it came to pass, as they 
sat at the table, that the word of the 
LORD came unto the prophet that 
brought. him back: 

21 And he cried unto the man of 
_ God that came from Judah, saying, 
Thus saith the LORD, Forasmuch as 
thou hast disobeyed the mouth of the 
LORD, and hast not kept the com- 
mandment which the LORD thy God 
commanded thee, 

22 But camest back, and hast eaten 
bread and drunk water in the place, 
of the which ihe LORD did say to thee, 
Eat no bread, and drink no water; 
thy carcase shall not come unto the 
sepulchre of thy fathers. 

23 4 And it came to pass, after he 
had eaten bread, and after he had 
drunk, that he saddled for him the 
ass, to wit, for the prophet whom he 
had brought back. 7 

24 And when he was gone, a lion 
met him by the way, and slew him: 
and his carcase was cast in the way, 
and the ass stood by it, the lion also 
stood by the carcase. 

25 And, behold, men passed by, 
and saw the carcase cast in the way, 
and the lion standing by the carcase: 
and gr dl came and told 7¢ in the city 
where the old prophet dwelt. 

26 § And when the prophet that 
brought him back from the way heard 
thereof, he said, It 7s the man of God, 
who was disobedient unto the word 
of the LORD: therefore the LORD 
hath delivered him unto the lion, 
which hath torn him, and slain him, 
according to the word of the LORD, 
which he spake unto him. 

27 And he spake to his sons, saying, 
eae 4 me the ass.

28 And he went and found his car- 
case cast in the way, and the ass and 
the lion standing by the carcase: the

29 And the prophet took up the 
carcase of the man of God, and laid 
it upon the ass, and brought it back: 
and the old prophet came to the city,

30 And he laid his carcase in his 
own grave; and they mourned over 
him, saying, Alas, my brother! 

31, And it came to pass, after he had 
buried him, that he spake to his sons, 
saying, When I am dead, then bury 
me in the sepulchre wherein the man 
of God 2s buried; lay my bones be- 
side his bones: : y 

32 For the rey which he cried 
by the word of the LORD against the 
altar in Beth-el, and against all the 
houses of the high places which are 
in the cities of Samaria, shall surely

33 { After this thing Jeroboam 
returned not from his evil way, but 
made again of the lowest of the peo- 
ple priests of the high places: whoso- 
ever would, he consecrated him, and 
he became one of the priests of the 
high places. " F 

34 And this thing became sin unto 
the house of Jeroboam, even to cut 
at off, and to destroy 2 from off the 
face of the earth.

tr Him that dieth of Jeroboam in 
the city shall the dogs eat; and him 
that dieth in the field shall the fowls 
of the air eat: for the LORD hath 
spoken 7t. 

12 Arise thou therefore, get thee to 
thine own house: and when thy feet 
enter into the city, the child shall 


die. 
13 And all Israel shall mourn for 
him, and bury him: for he only of 
eroboam shall come to the grave, 
ecause in him there is found some 
ood thing toward the LORD God of 
srael in the house of Jeroboam. | 
14 Moreover the LORD shall raise 
him up a king over Israel, who shall 
cut off the house of Jeroboam that 
day: but what? even now. | 
15 For the LORD shall smite Israel, 
as a reed is shaken in the water, and 
he shall root up Israel out of this 
ood land, which he gave to their 
athers, and shall scatter them be- 
yond the river, because they have 
mnade their groves, provoking the 
LORD to anger. i 
16 And he shall give Israel up be- 
‘cause of the sins of Jeroboam, who 
did sin, and who made Israel to sin. 
17 { And Jeroboam’s wife arose, and 
departed, and came to Tirzah: a 
when she came to the threshold of the 
door, the child died;

21 {| And Rehoboam the son of Sol- 
omon reigned in Judah. Rehoboam 
was forty and one years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned sey- 
enteen years in Jerusalem, the city 
which the LORD did choose out of all 
the tribes of Israel, to put his name 
there. And his mother’s name was 
Naamah an Ammonitess, 

22 And Judah did evil in the sight 
of the LORD, and they provoked him 
to jealousy with their sins which they 
had committed, above all that their 
fathers had done. 

23 For they also built them high 

places, and images, and groves, on 
every high hill, and under every 
green tree. 
_24 And there were also sodomites 
in the land: and they did according 
to all the abominations of the nations 
which the LORD cast out before the 
children of Israel. 

25 {| And it came to pass. in the 
fifth year of king Rehoboam, that Shi- 
shak king of Egypt came up against 
Jerusalem: 

26 And he took away the treasures 
of the house of the LORD, and the trea- 
sures of the king’s house; he even took 
away all: and he took away all the 
shields of gold which Solomon had 
made. 

27 And king Rehoboam made in 
their stead brasen shields, and com- 
mitted them unto. the hands of the 
chief of the guard, which kept the 
door of the king’s house. : 

28 And it was so, when the king 
went into the house of the LORD, that 
the guard bare them, and brought 
them back into the guard chamber. 

29 § Now the rest of the acts of 
Rehoboam, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Judah? 

30 And there was war between 
Rehoboam and Jeroboam all their 


days. f ; 

31 And Rehoboam slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his fa- 
thers in the city of David. And his 
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mother’s name was Naamah an Am- 
monitess. And Abijam hissonreigned 
in his stead. 


CHAPTER 15. 


1 Abijam’s reign in Judah. 9 Asa suc- 
ceeds him. 33 Baasha smites Jero- 


boam’s house. 


NG in the eighteenth year of king 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat 
reigned Abijam over Judah. 

2 Three years reigned he in Jerusa- 
lem. And his mother’s name was 
Maachah, the daughter of Abishalom, 

3 And he walked in all the sins of 
his father, which he had done before 
him: and his heart was not perfect 
with the LORD his God, as the heart 
of David his father. ‘ 

4 Nevertheless for Dayid’s sake 
did the LORD his God give him a 
lamp in Jerusalem, to set up his son 
after him, and to establish Jerusalem: 

5 Because David did that which 
was right in the eyes of the LORD, 
and turned not aside from any thing 
that he commanded him all the days 
of his life, save only in the matter of 
Uriah the Hittite. 

6 And there was war between Re- 
hoboam and Jeroboam all the days of 
his life. , 

7 Now the rest of the acts of Abi- 
jam, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? And there was 
war between Abijam and Jeroboam. 

8 And Abijam slept with his fa- 
thers; and they buried him in the 
city of David: and Asa his son reigned 
in his stead. 

9 § And in the twentieth year of 
Jeroboam king of Israel reigned Asa 
over Judah. 

to And forty and one years reigned 
he in Jerusalem. And his mother’s 
name was Maachah, the daughter of 
Abishalom. f ; 

_11 And Asa did that which was right 
in the eyes of the LORD, as did David 
his father. 

12 And he took away the sodomites 
out of the land, and removed all the 
idols that his fathers had made. 

13 And also Maachah his mother, 
even her he removed from being 
queen, because she had made an idol 
in a grove; and Asa destroyed_her 
idol, and burnt 2¢ by the brook Kid- 


ron, 

14 But the high places were not re- 
moved: nevertheless Asa’s heart was 
perfect with the LORD all his days. 

15 And he brought in the things 
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which his father had dedicated, and 
the things which himself had dedi- 
cated, into the house of the LORD, 
silver, and gold, and vessels. 

16 § And there was war_between 
Asa and Baasha king of Israel all 
their days. x 

17 And Baasha king of Israel went 
up against Judah, and built Ramah, 
that he might not suffer any to go 
out or come in to Asa king of Judah. 

18 Then Asa took all the silver and 
the gold that were left in the treasures 
of the house of the LORD, and the 
treasures of the king’s house, and 
delivered them into the hand of his 
servants: and king Asa sent them 
to Ben-hadad, the son of Tabrimon, 
the son of Hezion, king of Syria, that 
dwelt at Damascus, saying, 

19 Thereis a league between me and 
thee, and between my father and thy 
father: behold, I have sent unto thee 
a present of silver and gold; come 
and break thy league with Baasha 
king of Israel, that he may depart 
from me. 

20 So Ben-hadad hearkened_ unto 
king Asa, and sent the captains of 
the hosts which he had against the 
cities of Israel, and smote Ijon, and 
Dan, and Abel-beth-maachah, and 
all Cinneroth, with all the land of 
Naphtali. | 

21 And it came to pass, when Baa- 
sha heard thereof, that he left off 
Pt Gtoe of Ramah, and dwelt in Tir- 
zah. 

22 Then king Asa made a procla- 
mation throughout all Judah; none 
was exempted: and they took away 
the stones of Ramah, and the tim- 
ber thereof, wherewith Baasha had 
builded; and king Asa built with 
them Geba of Benjamin, and mea 

23 The rest of all the acts of Asa, 
and all his might, and all that he did, 
and the cities which he built, are they 
not written in the book of the chron- 
icles of the kings of Judah? Never- 
theless in the time of his old age he 
was diseased in his feet. 

24 And Asa slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in 
the city of David his father: and Je- 
hoshaphat his son reigned in his stead. 

25 {| And Nadab the son of Jero- 
boam began to reign over Israel in 
the second year of Asa king of Judah, 
and reigned over Israel two years. 

26 And he did evil in the sight of the 
LORD, and walked in the way of his 
father, and in his sin wherewith he 
made Israel to sin.. € 

27 {| And Baasha the son of Ahi- 
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jah, of the house. of Issachar, con- 

spired against him; and Baasha 

smote him at Gibbethon, which be- 

longed to the Philistines; for Nadab 

snd all Israel laid siege to Gibbe- 
on, 

28 Even in the third year of Asa 
king of Judah did Baasha slay him, 
and reigned in his stead. 

29 And it came to pass, when he 
reigned, that he smote all the house 
of Jeroboam; he left not to Jeroboam 
any that breathed, until he had de- 
stroyed him, according unto the say- 
ing of the LORD, which he spake by 
his servant Ahijah the Shilonite: 

30 Because of the sins of Jeroboam 
which he sinned, and which he made 
Israel sin, by his provocation where- 
with he provoked the LORD God of 
Israel to anger. 

31 {| Now the rest of the acts of Na- 
dab, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Israel? 

32 And there was war between Asa 
and Baasha king of Israel all their 


ays. 

33 In the third year of Asa king of 
Judah began Baasha the son of Ahi- 
jah to reign over all Israel in Tirzah, 
twenty and four years. f 

34 And he did evil in the sight of the 
LORD, and walked in the way of Jer- 
oboam, and in his sin wherewith he 
made Israel to sin. 


CHAPTER 16, 


1 Jehu’s prophecy. 15 Death of Zimri. 
23 Omri builds Samaria. 29 Ahab’s 
reign. 34 Fulfilment of Josiah’s curse. 


HEN the word of the LORD came 
_to Jehu the son of Hanani 
against Baasha, saying, 

2 Forasmuch asI exalted thee out 
of the dust, and made thee prince 
over my people Israel; and thou hast 
walked in the way of Jeroboam, and 
hast made my people Israel to sin, to 
provoke me to anger with their sins; 

3 Behold, I will take away the pos- 
terity of Baasha, and the posterity of 
his house; and will make thy house 
like the house of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat. : ; 

4 Him that dieth of Baasha in the 
city shall the dogs eat; and him that 
- dieth of his in the fields shall the fowls 
of the air eat. 

5, Now the rest of the acts of Baasha, 
and what he did, and his might, are 
they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

6 So Baasha slept with his fathers, 
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and was buried in Tirzah: and Elah 
his son reigned in his stead. 

7 And also by the hand of the pro- 
phet Jehu the son of Hanani came the 
word of the LORD against Baasha, 
and against his house, even for all 
the evil that he did in the sight of the 
LORD, in provo him to anger 
with the work of his hands, in being 
like the house of Jeroboam; and be- 
cause he killed him. 

8 { In the twenty and sixth year of . 
Asa king of Judah began Elah the 
son of Baasha to reign over Israel in 
Tirzah, two years. 

9 And his servant Zimri, captain 
of half hzs chariots, conspired against 
him, as he was in Tirzah, drinking 
himself drunk in the house of Arza 
steward of his house in Tirzah. 

to And Zimri-went in and smote 
him, and killed him, in the twenty 
and seventh year of Asa king of Ju- 
dah, and reigned in his stead. 

tz § And it came to pass, when he 
began to reign, as soon as he sat on 
his throne, that he slew all the house 
of Baasha: he left him not one that 
pisseth against a wall, neither of his 
kinsfolks, nor of his friends. 

12 Thus did Zimri destroy all the 
house of Baasha, according to the 
word of the LORD, which he spake 
opens Baasha by Jehu the pro- 
pnet, 

13 For all the sins of Baasha, and 
the sins of Elah his son, by which 
they sinned, and by which they made 
Israel to sin, in provoking the LORD 
God of Israel to anger with their 
vanities. 

14 Now the rest of the acts of Elah, 
and all that he did, are they not writ- 
ten in the book of the chronicles. of 
the kings of Israel? 

15 { In the twenty and seventh 
year of Asa king of Judah did Zimri 
reign seven daysin Tirzah. And the 
people were encamped against Gib- 
bethon, which belonged to the Philis- 
tines. 

16 And the people that wereencamped 
heard say, Zimri hath conspired, and 
hath also slain the king: wherefore 
all Israel made Omri, the captain of 
the host, king over Israel that day in 
the mtn “ 

17 And Omri went up from Gibbe- 
thon, and all Israel with him, and 
they besieged Tirzah. Se 

18 And it came to pass, when Zimri 
saw that the city was taken, that he 
went into the palace of the king’s 
house, and burnt the king’s house 
over him with fire, and died, 
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19 For his sins which he sinned in 
doing evil in the sight of the LoRD, 
in walking in the way of Jeroboam, 
and in his sin which he did, to make 
Israel to sin. pIT¥ 

20 Now the rest of the acts of Zimri, 
and his treason that he wrought, are 
they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

21 {| Then were the people of Israel 
divided into two parts: half of the 
people followed Tibni the son of Gi- 
nath, to make him king; and half 
followed Omri. 

22 But the people that followed 
Omri prevailed against the people 
that followed Tibni the son of Ginath: 
so Tibni died, and Omri reigned. 

23 ‘| In the thirty and first year of 
Asa king of Judah began Omri to reign 
over Israel, twelve years: six years 
reigned he in Tirzah. : i 

24 And he bought the hill Samaria 
of Shemer for two talents of silver, 
and built on the hill, and called the 
name of the city which he built, after 
the name of Shemer, owner of the 
hill, Samaria. | 4 

25 | But Omri wrought evil in the 
eyes of the LORD, and did worse than 
all that were before him. 

26 For he walked in all the way of 
pesebom the son of Nebat, and in 

is sin wherewith he made Israel to 
sin, to provoke the LORD God of Israel 
to anger with their vanities. é 

27 Now the rest of the acts of Omri 
which he did, and his might that he 
shewed, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel? ‘ ; 

28 So Omri slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in Samaria: and Ahab 
his son reigned in his stead. 

29 { And in the thirty and eighth 
year of Asa king of Judah began 
Ahab the son of Omri to reign over 
Israel; and Ahab the son of Omri 
reigned over Israel in Samaria twenty 
and two years. 

30 And Ahab the son of Omri did 
evil in the sight of the LORD above all 
that were before him. 

31 And it came to pass, as if it had 
been a light thing for him to walk in 
the sins of Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat, that he took to wife Jezebel the 
daughter of Ethbaal king of the Zi- 
donians, and went and served Baal, 
and worshipped him. 


32 And he reared up an altar for | h 


Baal in the house of Baal, which he 
had built in Samaria. 

33 And Ahab made a grove; and 
Ahab did more to provoke the LoRD 
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God of Israel to anger than all the 
kings of Israel that were before him. 

34 § In his days did Hiel the Beth- 
elite build Jericho: he laid the foun- 
dation thereof in Abiram his firstborn, 
and set up the gates thereof in his 
youngest son Segub, according tothe 
word of the LORD, which he spake by 
Joshua the son of Nun. 


CHAPTER 17. 


1 Elijah’s advent. 6 He is fed by ravens.

18 And she said unto Elijah, What

CHAPTER 18. 


1 Elijah meets Obadiah and Ahab. 17

slain. 
ND it came to pass after many 
days, that the word of the LORD 
came to Elijah in the third year, say- 
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ing, Go, shew thyself unto Ahab; and 
I will send rain upon the earth. 

2 And Elijah went to shew himself 
unto Ahab. And there was a sore fa- 
mine in Samaria.

6 So they divided the land between 
them to pass throughout it: Ahab 
went one way by himself, and Oba- 
diah went another way by himself. 

7. §| And as Obadiah was in the way, 
behold, Elijah met him: and he knew 
him, and fell on his face, and said, 
Art thou that my lord Elijah? 

8 And he answered him, Iam: go, 
tell thy lord, Behold, Elijah zs here. 

9 And he said, What have I sinned, 
that thou wouldest deliver thy ser- 
vant into the hand of Ahab, to slay 
me? 

10 As the LORD thy God liveth, there 
is no nation or kingdom, whither my 
lord hath not sent to seek thee: and 
when they said, He zs not there ; he 
took an oath of the kingdom and na- 
tion, that they found thee not. 

iz And now thou sayest, Go, tell 
thy lord, Behold, Elijah zs here. 

12 And it shall come to pass, as soon 
as I am gone from thee, that the 
Spirit of the LORD shall carry thee 
whither I know not; and so when I 
come and tell Ahab, and he cannot 
find thee, he shall slay me: but I thy 
servant fear the LORD from my youth. 

13 Was it not told my lord what I 
did when Jezebel slew the prophets 
of the LORD, how I hid an hundred 
men of the LORD’s prophets by fifty 
in a cave, and fed them with bread 
and water? 

14 And now thou sayest, Go, tell 
thy lord, Behold, Elijah 7s here : and 
he shall slay me. | 

15 And Elijah said, As the LORD of 
hosts liveth, before whom I stand, I 
will surely shew myself unto him to 


day. 

x16 So Obadiah went to meet Ahab, 
and told him: and Ahab went to 
meet Elijah. | 

17 { And it came to pass, when 
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Ahab saw Elijah, that Ahab said unto 
Son Art thou he that troubleth Is- 
raelt 

18 And he answered, I have not 
troubled Israel; but thou, and thy fa- 
ther’s house, in that ye have forsaken 
the commandments of the LORD, and 
thou hast followed Baalim. 

19 Now therefore send, and gather 
to me all Israel unto mount Carmel, 
and the prophets of Baal four hun- 
dred and fifty, and the prophets of 
the groves four hundred, which eat 
at Jezebel’s table. Z 

20 So Ahab sent unto all the chil- 
dren of Israel, and gathered the pro- 
phets together unto mount Carmel. 

21 And Elijah came unto all the 
people, and said, How long halt ye 
between two opinions? if the LORD 
be God, follow him: but if Baal, then 
follow him. And the people answered 
him not a word. 

22 Then said Elijah unto the people, 
i, even I only, remain a prophet of 
the LORD; but Baal’s prophets are four 
hundred and fifty men. 

23 Let them therefore give us two 
bullocks; and let them choose one 
bullock for themselves, and cut it in 
pieces, and lay zt on wood, and put 
no fire under: and I will dress the 
other bullock, and lay zt on wood, and 
put no fire wnder: 

24 And call ye on the name of your 
gods, and I will call on the name of 
the LORD: and the God that an- 
swereth by fire, let him be God. And 
all the people answered and said, It is 
well spoken. ; 

25 And Elijah said unto the pro- 
phets of Baal, Choose you one bul- 
lock for yourselves, and dress 7 first; 
for ye are many; and call on the name 
of your gods, but put no fire wnder. 

20 And they took the bullock which 
was given them, and they dressed 7, 
and called on the name of Baal from 
morning even until noon, saying, O 
Baal, hear us. But there was no voice, 
nor any that answered, And they 
leaped upon the altar which was 
made, | 

27 And it came to pass at noon, that 
Elijah mocked them, and said, Cry 
aloud: for he 7s a god; either he is 
talking, or he is pursuing, or he is 
im a journey, or peradventure he sleep- 
eth, and must be awaked. 

28 And they cried aloud, and cut 
themselves after their manner with 
knives and lancets, till the blood 
gushed out upon them. 

29 And it came to pass, when mid- 
day was past, and they prophesied 


until the tzme of the offering of the 
| evening sacrifice, that there was neither 
voice, nor any to answer, nor any 
that regarded. 

30 And Elijah said unto all the peo- 
ple, Come near unto me. _And all the 
people came near unto him. And he 
repaired the altar of the LORD that 
was broken down. 

31 And Elijah took twelve stones, 
according to the number of the tribes 
of the sons of Jacob, unto whom the 
word of the LORD came, saying, Is- 
rael shall be thy name: ; 

32 And with the stones he built an 
altar in the name of the LORD: and 
he made a trench about the altar, as 
great as would contain two measures 
of seed. ress 

33 And he put the wood in order, 
and cut the bullock in pieces, and laid 
him on the wood, and said, Fill four 
barrels with water, and pour 7i on the 
burnt sacrifice, and on the wood. 

34 And he said, Do it thesecond 
time. And they did zt the second time. 
And he said, Do 2 the third time. And 
they did 7 the third time. 

35 And the water ran round about 
the altar; and he filled the trench also 
with water. é 

36 And it came to pass at the time of 
the offering of the evening sacrifice, 
that Elijah the prophet came near, 
and said, LORD God of Abraham, 
Isaac, and of Israel, let it be known 
this day that thou art God in Israel, 
and that I am thy servant, and that I 
have done all these things at thy word. 

37 Hear me, O LORD, hear me, that 
this people may know that thou art 
the LORD God, and that thou hast 
turned their heart back again. 

38 Then the fire of the LORD fell, 
and consumed the burnt sacrifice, 
and the wood, and the stones, and the 
dust, and licked up the water that was 
in the trench. i 

9 And when all the people saw ?t, 
they fell on their faces: and they said, 
The LORD, he ts the God; the LORD, 
he zs the God. 

40 And Elijah said unto them, Take 
the prophets of Baal; let not one of 
them escape. And they took them: 
and Elijah brought them down to the 
brook Kishon, and slew them there. 

41 § And Elijah said unto Ahab, 
Get thee up, eat and drink; for there 
ws a sound of abundance of rain. 


42 So Ahab went up to eat and to 
drink. And Elijah went up to the top 
of Carmel; and he cast himself down 
upon the earth, and put his face be- 
tween his knees, 
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43 And said to his servant, Go up 
now, look toward the sea. And he 
went up, and looked, and said, There 
as nothing. And he said, Go again 
seven times. 

44 And it came to pass at the sev- 
enth time, that he said, Behold, there 
ariseth a little cloud out of the sea, 
like a man’s hand. And he said, Go 
up, say unto Ahab, Prepare thy char- 
tot, and get thee down, that the rain 
stop thee not. R 

45 And it came to pass in the mean 
while, that the heaven was black with 
clouds and wind, and there was a 
great rain. And Ahab rode, and went 
to Jezreel. 

46 And the hand of the LORD was 
on Elijah; and he girded up his loins, 
and ran before Ahab to the entrance of 


Jezreel. 
CHAPTER io. 


1 Jezebel threatens Elijah. 4 Hts flight 
to Horeb.

ND Ahab told Jezebel all that Eli- 

jah had done, and withal how 

he had slain all the prophets with the 
sword. 

2 Then Jezebel sent a messenger 
unto Elijah, saying, So let the gods 
do to me, and more also, if I make not 
thy life as the life of one of them by 
to morrow about this time. 

3 And when he saw that, he arose, 

and went for his life, and came to 
Beer-sheba, which belongeth to Judah, 
and left his servant there. 
.4 § But he himself went a day’s 
journey into the wilderness, and came 
and sat down under a juniper tree: 
and he requested for himself that he 
might die; and said, It is enough; 
now, O LORD, take away my life; for 
Iam not better than my fathers. 

And as he lay and slept under a 
juniper tree, behold, then an angel 
touched him, and said unto him, 
Arise and eat. 

6 And he looked, and, behold, there 
was a cake baken on the coals, and a 
cruse of water at his head. And he 
did eat and drink, and laid himdown 


again. 

7 And the angel of the LORD came 
again the second time, and touched 
him, and said, Arise and eat; because 
- the journey 7s too great for thee. 

d he arose, and did eat and 
drink, and went in the strength of 
that meat forty days.and fOHty, nights 
unto Horeb the mount of God. 

9 J And he came thither unto a 
cave, and lodged there; and, behold, 
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the word of the LORD came to him, 
and he said unto him, What doest 
thou here, Elijah? 

_to0 And he said, I have been very 
jealous for the LORD God of hosts: 
for the children of Israel have for- 
saken thy covenant, thrown down 
thine altars, and slain thy prophets 
with the sword; and I, even I only, 
am left; and they seek my life, to take 
it away. 4 

tz And he said, Go forth, and stand 
upon the mount before the LORD. 
And, behold, the LORD passed by, and 
a great and strong wind rent thé 
mountains, and brake in pieces the 
rocks before the LORD; but the LORD 
was not in the wind: and after the 
wind an earthquake; but the LORD 
was not in the earthquake: 

12 And after the earthquake a fire; 
but the LORD was not in the fire: and 
after the fire a still small voice. 

_13_ And it was so, when Elijah heard 
it, that he wrapped his face in his 
mantle, and went out, and stood in 
the entering in of the cave. And, be- 
hold, there came a voice unto him, and 
said, What doest thou here, Elijah? 
_14 And he said, I have been very 
jealous for the LORD God of hosts: 
because the children of Israel have 
forsaken thy covenant, thrown down 
thine altars, and slain thy prophets 
with the sword; and I, even I only, 
am left; and they seek my life, to 
take it away. f " 

15 And the LoRD said unto him, 
Go, return on thy way to the wilder- 
ness of Damascus: and when thou 
Contras anoint Hazael to be king over 

yria: 

16 And Jehu the son of Nimshi 
shalt thou anoint to be king over Is- 
rael: and Elisha the son of Shaphat 
of Abel-meholah shalt thou anoint to 
be prophet in thy room. 

17 And it shall come to pass, that 
him that escapeth the sword of Hazael 
shall Jehu slay: and him that es- 
capeth from the sword of Jehu shall 
Elisha slay. 

18 Yet I have left me seven thou- 
sand in Israel, all the knees which 
have not bowed unto Baal, and every 
mouth which hath not kissed him. 

19 {So he departed thence, and 
found Elisha the son of Shaphat, who 
was plowing with twelve yoke of oxen 
before him, and he with the twelfth: 
and Elijah passed by him, and cast 
his mantle upon him, 

20 And he left the oxen, and ran 
after Elijah, and said, Let me, I pray 
thee, kiss my father and my mother, 
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and then I will follow thee. And he 
said unto him, Go back again: for 
what have I done to thee? ‘ 

21 And he returned back from him, 
and took a yoke of oxen, and slew 
them, and boiled their flesh with the 
instruments of the oxen, and gave 
unto the people, and they did eat. 
Then he arose, and went after Elijah, 
and ministered unto him. 


CHAPTER 20. 
1 Samaria besieged. 13 Ahab defeats 
Ben-hadad. 34 A covenant. 35 The 


prophet’ s reproof. 


ND Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
gathered all his host together: 
and there were thirty and two kings 
with him, and horses, and chariots: 
and he went up and besieged Samaria, 
and warred against it. 

2 And he sent messengers to Ahab 
king of Israel into the city, and said 
unto him, Thus saith Ben-hadad, 

3 Thy silver and thy gold 2s mine; 
thy wives also and thy children, even 
the goodliest, are mine. 

4 And the king of Israel answered 
and said, My lord, O king, according 
to thy saying, I am thine, and all that 
I have. 

5 And the messengers came again, 
and said, Thus speaketh Ben-hadad, 
saying, Although I have sent unto 
thee, saying, Thou shalt deliver me 
thy silver, and thy gold, and thy wives, 
and thy children; 

Yet I will send my servants unto 
thee to morrow about this time, and 
they shall search thine house, and the 
houses of thy servants; and it shall 
be, that whatsoever is pleasant in 
thine eyes, they shall put ct in their 
hand, and take it away. 

7 Then the king of Israel called all 
the elders of the land, and said, 
Mark, I pray you, and see how this 
man seeketh mischief: for he sent 
unto me for my wives, and for my 
children, and for my silver, and for 
my golds and I denied him not. 

8 And all the elders and all the peo- 

le said unto him, Hearken not unto 

am, nor consent. 

9 Wherefore he said unto the mes- 
sengers of Ben-hadad, Tell my lord 
the king, All that thou didst send for 
to thy servant at the first I will do: 
but this thing I may not do. And the 
messengers departed, and brought 
him word again. 

io And Ben-hadad sent unto him, 
and said, The gods do so unto me, 
and more also, if the dust of Samaria 
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shall suffice for handfuls for all the 
people that follow me. 

tz And the king of Israel answered 
and said, Tell ham, Let not him that 
girdeth on his harness boast himself 
as he that putteth it off. 

12 And it came to pass, when Ben- 

hadad heard this message, as he was 
drinking, he and the kings in the 
pavilions, that he said unto his ser- 
vants, Set yourselves in array. And 
they set themselves in array against the 
city. 
13 { And, behold, there came a 
prophet unto Ahab king of Israel, 
saying, Thus saith the LcoRD, Hast 
thou seen all this great multitude? 
behold, I will deliver it into thine hand 
this day; and thou shalt know that 
Iamthe LORD. | 

14 And Ahab said, By whom? And 
he said, Thus saith the LoRD, Even 
by the young men of the princes of 
the provinces. Then he said, Who 
shall order the battle? And he an- 
swered, Thou. 

15 Thenhe numbered the young men 
of the princes of the provinces, and 
they were two hundred and thirty 
two: and after them he numbered 
all the people, even all the children of 
Israel, being seven thousand. 

16 And they went out at noon. But 
Ben-hadad was drinking himself 
drunk in the pavilions, he and the 
kings, the thirty and two kings that 
helped him. 

17 And the young men of the princes 
of the provinces went cut first; and 
Ben-hadad sent out, and they told 
him, saying, There are men come out 
of Samaria. 

18 And he said, Whether they be 
come out for peace, take them alive; 
or whether they be come out for war, 
take them alive. 

19 So these young men of the princes 
of the provinces came out of the city, 
and the army which followed them. 

20 And they slew every one his man: 
and the Syrians fled; and Israel pur- 
sued them: and Ben-hadad the king 
of Syria escaped on an horse with the 
horsemen. 

21 And the king of Israel went out, 
and smote the horses and chariots, 
and slew the Syrians with a great 
slaughter. 

22 §| And the prophet came to the 
king of Israel, and said unto him, 
Go, sees a thyself, and mark, 
and see what thou doest: for at the 
return of the year the king of Syria 
will come up against thee. 

23 And the servants of the king of 
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Syria said unto him, Their gods are 
gods of the hills; therefore they were 
stronger than we; but let us fight 
against them in the plain, and surely 
we shall be stronger than they. 

24 And do this thing, Take the 
kings away, every man out of his 
place, and put captains in their rooms: 

25 And number thee an army, like 
the army that thou hast lost, horse 
for horse, and chariot for chariot: 
and we will fight against them in the 
plain, and surely we shall be stronger 
than they. And he hearkened unto 
their voice, and did so. 

26 And it came to pass at the return 
of the year, that Ben-hadad numbered 
the Syrians, and went up to Aphek, 
to fight against Israel. 

27 And the children of Israel were 
numbered, and were all present, and 
went against them: and the children 
of Israel pitched before them like two 
littie flocks of kids} but the Syrians 
filled the country. . 

28 § And there came a man of God, 
and spake unto the king of Israel, and 
said, Thus saith the LORD, Because 
the Syrians have said, The LORD 7s 
God of the hills, but he 7s not God of 
the valleys, therefore will I deliver all 
this great multitude into thine hand, 
and ye shall know that I am the LORD. 

29 And they pitched one over against 
the other seven days. And so it was, 
that in the seventh day the battle was 
joined: and the children of Israel 
slew of the Syrians an hundred thou- 
sand footmen in one day. i 

30 But the rest fled to Aphek, into 
the city; and there a wall fell upon 
twenty and seven thousand of the 
men that were left. And Ben-hadad 
fled, and came into the city, into an 
inner chamber. ; 

31 § And his servants said unto 
him, Behold now, we have heard that 
the kings of the house of Israel are 
merciful kings: let us, I pray thee, 
put sackcloth on our loins, and ropes 
upon our heads, and go out to the 
king of Israel: peradventure he will 
save thy life. _ 3 

32 So they girded sackcloth on their 
loins, and put ropes on their heads, 
and came to the king of Israel, and 
said, Thy servant Ben-hadad saith, 
I pray thee, let me live. And he said, 
Is he yet alive? he zs my brother. 

33 Now the men did diligently ob- 
serve whether any thing would come 
from him, and did hastily catch 2: 
and they said, Thy brother Ben-ha- 
dad. Then he said, Go ye, bring him. 
Then Ben-hadad came forth to him; 
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and he caused him to come up into 
the chariot. 

34 And Ben-hadad said unto him, 
The cities, which my father took 
from thy father, I will restore; and 
thou shalt make streets for thee in 
Damascus, as my father made in Sa- 
maria. Then said Ahab, I will send 
thee away with this covenant. So 
he made a covenant with him, and 
sent him away. 

35 § And a certain man of the 
sons of the prophets said unto his 
neighbour in the word of the LORD, 
Smite me, I pray thee. And the man 
refused to smite him. 

36 Then said he unto him, Because 
thou hast not obeyed the voice of the 
LORD, behold, as soon as thou art de- 
parted from me, a lion shall slay thee. 
And as soon as he was departed from 
him, a lion found him, and slew him, 

37 Then he found another man, and 
said, Smite me, I pray thee, And the 
man smote him, so that in smiting 
he wounded him. 

38 So the prophet departed, and 
waited for the king by the way, and 
espe, himself with ashes upon his 
ace. 

39 And as the king passed by, he 
cried unto the king: and he said, 
Thy servant went out into the midst 
of the battle; and, behold, a man 
turned aside, and brought a man 
unto me, and said, Keep this man: 
if by any means he be missing, then 
shall thy life be for his life, or else 
thou shalt pay a talent of silver. — 

40 And as thy servant was busy here 
and there, he was gone. And the 
king of Israel said unto him, So shall 
thy judgment be; thyself hast decided 


at. 

41 And he hasted, and took the 
ashes away from his face; and the 
king of Israel discerned him that he 
was of the prophets. . y 

42 And he said unto him, Thus saith 
the LORD, Because thou hast let go 
out of thy hand a man whom I ap- 
pointed to utter destruction, there- 
fore thy life shall go for his life, and 
thy people for his people. 

43 And the king of Israel went to 
his house heavy and displeased, and 
came to Samaria. 


CHAPTER 21. 
1 Naboth condemned and stoned. 15 Hes 
pele taken. 17% Elijah’s denuncia~ 
won. 


ND it came to pass after these 
things, that Naboth the Jezreel- 
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ite had a vineyard, which was in Jez- 
reel, hard by the palace of Ahab king 
of Samaria. 

2 And Ahab spake unto Naboth, 
saying, Give me thy vineyard, that 
I may have it for a garden of herbs, 
because it 2s near unto my house: and 
I will give thee for it a better vineyard 
than it; or, if it seem good to thee, I 
will give thee the worth of it in money. 

3 And Naboth said to Ahab, The 
LORD forbid it me, that I should give 
ne inheritance of my fathers unto 

ee. 

4 And Ahab came into his house 
heavy and displeased because of the 
word which Naboth the Jezreelite 
had spoken to him: for he had said; I 
will not give thee the inheritance of 
my fathers. And he laid him down 
upon his bed, and turned away his 
face, and would eat no bread. 

5 “| But Jezebel his wife came to 
him, and said unto him, Why is thy 
spirit so sad, that thou eatest no 
bread? 

6 And he said unto her, Because I 
spake unte Naboth the Jezreelite, 
and said unto him, Give me thy vine- 
yard for money; or else, if it please 
thee, I will give thee another vineyard 
for it: and he answered, I will not 
give thee niy vineyard. 

7 And Jezebel his wife said unto 
him, Dost thou now govern the king- 
dom of Israel? arise, and eat bread, 
and let thine heart be merry: I will 
give thee the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreelite. 

8 So she wrote letters in Ahab’s 
name, and sealed them with his seal, 
and sent the letters unto the elders 
and to the nobles that were in his city, 
dwelling with Naboth. 

_9 And she wrote in the letters, say- 
ing, Proclaim a fast, and set Naboth 
on high among the people: 

1o And set two men, sons of Belial, 
before him, to bear witness against 
him, saying, Thou didst blaspheme 
God and the king, And then carry him 
out, and stone him, that he may die, 

ir And the men of his city, even the 
elders and the nobles who were the 
inhabitants in his city, did as Jezebel 
had sent unto them, and as it was writ- 
ten in the letters which she had sent 
unto them. 


12 They proclaimed a fast, and set 


Naboth on high among the people. 
13 And there came in two men, chil- 
dren of Belial, and sat before him: 
and the men of Belial witnessed 
against him, even against Naboth, in 
the presence of the people, saying, 


Naboth did blaspheme God and the 
king. Then they carried him forth 
out of the city, and stoned him with 
stones, that he died. 

14 Then they sent to Jezebel, say- 
ing, Naboth is stoned, and is dead. 

15 {| And it came to pass, when Jez- 
ebel heard that Naboth was stoned, 
and was dead, that Jezebel said to 
Ahab. Arise, take possession of the 
vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, 
which he refused to give thee for 
money: for Naboth is not alive, but 
dead. 

16 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard that Naboth was dead, that 
Ahab rose up to go down to the vine- 
yard of Naboth the Jezreelite, to take 
possession of it. 

17 { And the word of the LorD 
came to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

18 Arise, go down to meet Ahab 
king of Israel, which 7s in Samaria: 
behold, he zs in the vineyard of Na- 
both, whither he is gone down to 
possess it. z 

19 And thou shalt speak unto him, 
saying, Thus saith the LORD, Hast 
thou killed, and also taken possession? 
And thou shalt speak unto him, say- 
ing, Thus saith the LoRD, In the 
place where dogs licked the blood of 
porous shall dogs lick thy blood, even 
thine. 

20 And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast 
thou found me, O mine enemy? And 
he answered, I have found thee: be- 
cause thou hast sold thyself to work 
evil in the sight of the LORD. 

21 Behold, I will bring evil upon 
thee, and will take away thy poster- 
ity, and will cut off from Ahab him 
that pisseth against the wall, and him 
that is shut up and left in Israel, 

22 And will make thine house like 
the house of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, and like the house of Baasha 
the son of Ahijah, for the provocation 
wherewith thou hast provoked me to 
anger, and made Israel to sin. 

23 And of Jezebel also spake the 
LORD, saying, The dogs shall eat 
Jezebel by the wall of Jezreel. 

24 Him that dieth of Ahab in the 
city the dogs shall eat; and him that 
dieth in the field shall the fowls of the 
air eat. 

25 {| But there was none like unto 
Ahab, which did sell himself to work 
wickedness in the sight of the LorD, 
whom J ezebel his wife stirred up. 

26 And he did very abominably in 
following idols, according to all things 
as did the Amorites, whom the LORD 
cast out before the children of Israel, 
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27 And it came to pass, when Ahab | rz And Zedekiah the son of Ch ~ 
heard those words, that he rent his | nah made him horns of wow anna 


clothes, and put sackcloth upon his 
flesh, and fasted, and lay in sackcloth, 
and went softly. 

28 And the word of the LORD came 
to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

29 Seest thou how Ahab humbleth 
himself before me? because he hum- 
bleth himself before me, I will not 
bring the evil in his davs: but in his 
son’s days willl bring the evil upon his 


house.

oA ND they continued three years 
without war between Syria and 
Israel. 

2 And it came to pass in the third 
year, that Jehoshaphat the king of 
Judah came down to the king of Israel. 

And the king of Israel said unto 
his servants, Know ye that Ramoth 
in Gilead zs ours, and we be still, and 
take it not out of the hand of the king 
of Syria? : 

4 And he said unto Jehoshaphat, 
Wilt thou go with me to battle to Ra- 
moth-gilead?

3 But the angel of the LORD said to 
Elijah the Tishbite, Arise, go up to 
meet the messengers of the king of 
Samaria, and say unto them, /s 2 
not because there 2s not a God in Is- 
rael, that ye go to enquire of Baal-ze- 
bub the god of Ekron? | 

4 Now therefore thus saith the LORD, 
Thou shalt not come down from that 
bed on which thou art gone up, but 
shalt surely die. And Elijah departed. 

5 § And when the messengers 
turned back unto him, he said unto 
them, Why are ye now turned back? 

6 And they said unto him, There 
came a man up to meet us, and said 
unto us, Go, turn again unto the king 
that sent you, and say unto him, T hus 
saith the LORD, Js 2t not because there 
is not a God in Israel, that thou send- 
est to enquire of Baal-zebub the god 
of Ekron? therefore thou shalt not

5 But it came to pass, when Ahab 
was dead, that the king of Moab re- 
belled against the king of Israel. 

6 § And king Jehoram went out of 
Samaria the same time, and num- 
bered all Israel. 

7. And he went and sent to Jehosh- 
aphat the king of Judah, saying, The 
king of Moab hath rebelled against 
me: wilt thou_go with me against 
Moab to battle? And he said, I will 
go up: I am as thou art, my people 
as thy people, and my horses as thy 
horses. ; ;

29 Then he said to Gehazi, Gird up 
thy loins, and take my staff in thine 
hand, and go thy way: if thou meet 
any man, salute him not; and if any 
salute thee, answer him not again: 
and lay my staff upon the face of 
the child. : : 

30 And the mother of the child said, 
As the LORD liveth, and as thy sou! 
liveth, I will not leave thee. And he 
arose, and followed her. 

31 And Gehazi passed on_ before 
them, and laid the staff upon the face 
of the child; but € was neither 
voice, nor hearing. Wherefore he 
went again to meet him, and told 
him, saying, The child is not awaked. 

32 And when Elisha was come into 
the house, behold, the child was dead, 
and laid upon his bed. 

33 He went in therefore, and shut 

‘the door upon them twain, and 
prayed unto the LORD. 

34 And he went up, and lay upon 
the child, and put his mouth upon 
his mouth, and his eyes upon his eyes, 
and his hands upon his hands: and 
he stretched himself upon the child; 
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and the flesh of the child waxed 
warm, 

35 Then he returned, and walked in 
the hovse to and fro; and went up, 
and stretched himself upon him: 
and the child sneezed seven times, 
and the child opened his eyes. 

36 And he called Gehazi, and said, 
Call this Shunammite. So he called 
her. And when she was come in unto 
him, he said, Take up thy son. 

37 Then she went in, and fell at his | 
feet, and bowed herself to the ground, 
and took up her son, and went out. 

38 J And Elisha came again to Gii- 

al: and there was a dearth in the 

nd; and the sons of the prophets 
were sitting before him: and he said 
unto his servant, Set on the great pot, 
and seethe pottage for the sons of the 
prophets. 

39 And one went out into the field 
to gather herbs, and found a wiid 
vine, and gathered thereot wild gourds 
his lap full, and came and shred them 
into the pot of pottage: for they 
knew them not. 

40 So they poured out for the men 
to eat. And it came to pass, as they 
were eating of the pottage that they 
cried out, and said, O thow man of 
God, there is death in the pot. And 
they could not eat thereof. 

41 But he said, Then bring meal. 
And he cast i into the pot; and he 
said, Pour out for the people, that 
they may eat. And there was no 
harm in the pot. 

42 {| And there came a man from 
Baal-shalisha, and brought the man 
of God bread of the firstfruits, twenty © 
loaves of barley, and full ears of corn 
in the husk thereof. And he said, 
Give unto the people, that they may 
eat. 

43 And his servitor said, What 
should I set this before an hundred 
men? He said again, Give the people, 
that they may eat: for thus saith the 
LORD, They shall eat, and shall leave 
thereof. Z 

44 So he set 7t before them, and they 
did eat, and left thereof, according ta 
the word of the LORD. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 Naaman goes to Samaria, 8 He. is 
cured of leprosy. 20 Gehazi’s avarice. 
27 He becomes leprous. 

OW Naaman, captain of the host 
of the king of Syria, was a great 
man with his master, and honour- 
able, because by him the LorD had 
given deliverance unto Syria: he was 
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also a mighty man in valour, but he great thing, wouldest thou not have 


was a leper. ‘ 

2 And the Syrians had gone out by 
companies, and nad brought away 
captive out of the land of Israel a lit- 
tle maid; and she waited on Naa- 
man’s wife. ; 

3 And she said unto her mistress, 
Would God my lord were with the 
prophet that 7s in Samaria! for he 
would recover him of his leprosy. 

4 And one went in, and told his lord, 
saying, Thus and thus said the maid 
that 2s of the land of Israel. 

5 And the king of Syria said, Go to, 
go, and I will send a letter unto the 
king of Israel. And he departed, and 
took with him ten talents of silver, 
and six thousand pieces of gold, and 
ten changes of raiment. 

6 And he brought the letter to the 
king of Israel, saying, Now when this 
letter is come unto thee, behold, I 
have thereunth sent Naaman my ser- 
vant to thee, that thou mayest re- 
cover him of his leprosy. 

7 And it came to pass, when the 
king of Israel had read the letter, that 
he rent his clothes, and said, Am I 
God, to kill and to make alive, that 
this man doth send unto me to re- 
cover a man of his leprosy? where- 
fore consider, 1 pray you, and see 
how he seeketh a quarrel against 


me. 

8 4 And it was so, when Elisha the 
man of God had heard that the king 
of Israel had rent his clothes, that 
he sent to the king, saying, Where- 
fore hast thou rent thy clothes? let 
him come now to me, and he shall 
know that there is a prophet in Israel. 

9 So Naaman came with his horses 
and with his chariot, and stood at the 
door of the house of Elisha. 

1o And Elisha sent a messenger 
unto him, saying, Go and wash in 
Jordan seven times, and thy flesh 
shall come again to thee, and thou 
shalt be clean. 

rir But Naaman was wroth, and 
went away, and said, Behold, I 
thought, He will surely come out to 
me, and stand, and call on the name 
of the LORD his God, and strike his 
hand over the place, and recover the 
leper. 

12 Are_not Abana and Pharpar, 
rivers of Damascus, better than all the 
waters of Israel? may I not wash in 
them, and be clean? So he turned 
and went away in a rage. 

13 And his servants came near, and 
ber unto him, and said, My father, 

the prophet had bid thee do some 


done it? how much rather then, 
when he saith to thee, Wash, and be 
clean? : 

14 Then went he down, and dipped 
himself seven times in Jordan, ac- 
cording to the saying of the man of 
God: and his flesh came again like 
unto the flesh of a little child, and he 
was clean. 

15 {§ And he returned to the man 
of God, he and all his company, and 


came, and stood before him: and he j 


said, Behold, now I know that there 


zs no God in all the earth, but in Is- | 


rael: now therefore, I pray thee, take 
a blessing of thy servant. 


16 But he said, As the LORD liveth, 


before whom I stand, I will receive 
none. And he urged him to take zt; 
but he refused. 

17 And Naaman said, Shall there 
not then, I pray thee, be given to thy 


servant two mules’ burden of earth? 


for thy servant will henceforth offer 
neither burnt offering nor sacrifice 
unto other gods, but unto the LORD. 

18 In this thing the LORD pardon 
thy servant, that when my master 
goeth into the house of Rimmon to 
worship there, and he leaneth on my 
hand, and I bow myself in the house 
of Rimmon: when I bow down iny- 
self in the house of Rimmon, the 
LORD pardon thy servant in this thing. 

19 And he said unto him, Go in 
peace. So he departed from him a 

ttle way. i 

20 { But Gehazi, the servant of 
Elisha the man of God, said, Behold, 
my master hath spared Naaman this 
Syrian, in not receiving at his hands 
that which he brought: but, as the 
LORD liveth, I will run after him, 
and take somewhat of him. 

21 So Gehazi followed after Naa- 
man. And when Naaman saw him 
running after him, he lighted dowa 
from the chariot to meet him, and 
said, Js all well? 

22 And he said, Allis well. My mas- 
ter hath sent me, saying, Behold, 
even now there be come to me from 
mount Ephraim two young men of 
the sons of the prophets: give them, I 
pray thee, a talent of silver, and two 
changes of garments. 

23 And Naaman said, Be content, 
take two talents. And he urged him, 
and bound two talents of silver in two 
bags, with two changes of garments, 
and laid them upon two of his servants} 
and they bare them before him. 

24 And when he came to the tower 
he took them from their hand, and 
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bestowed them in the house: and he 
let the men go, and they departed. 

25 But he went in, and stood be- 
fore his master. And Elisha said unto 
him, Whencecomest thou, Gehazi? And 
said, Thy servant went no whi- 

er. 

26 And he said unto him, Went 
not mine heart with thee, when the 
man turned again from his chariot to 
meet thee? Js zt a time to receive 
money, and to receive garments, and 
oliveyards, and vineyards, and sheep, 
and oxen, and menservants, and 
maidservants? 

27 The leprosy therefore of Naa- 
man shall cleave unto thee, and unto 
thy seed for ever. And he went out 
from his presence a leper as white as 


snow. 
CHAPTER 6. 


1 The tron swims. 8 Elisha and the 
Syrians. 24 The famine in Samaria. 
30 A messenger sent to slay Elisha. 


Ngee the sons of the prophets said 
unto Elisha, Behold now, the 
place where we dwell with thee is too 
strait for us. 

2 Let us go, we pray thee, unto Jor- 
dan, and take thence every man a 
beam, and let us make us a place 
there, where we may dwell. And he 
answered, Go ye. 

3 And one said, Be content, I pray 
thee, and go with thy servants. And 
he answered, I will go. 

4 So he went with them. And when 
they came to Jordan, they cut down 
wood. y 

5 Butas one was felling a beam, the 
ax head fell into the water: and he 
cried, and said, Alas, master! for it 
was borrowed. 

6 And the man of God said, Where 
fell it? And he shewed him the place. 
And he cut down a stick, and cast 2 
in thither; and the iron did swim. 

7 Therefore said he, Take wz up to 
thee. And he put out his hand, and 
took it. > i 

8 § Then the king of Syria warred 
against Israel, and took counsel with 
his servants, saying, In such and such 
a place shall be my camp. 

9 And the man of God sent unto the 
king of Israel, saying, Beware that 
thou pass not such a place; for thi- 
- ther the Syrians are come down. 

zo And the king of Israel sent to the 
place which the man of God toid him 
and warned him of, and saved him- 
self there, not once nor twice. : 

Iz Therefore the heart of the king 
of Syria was sore troubled for this 
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thing; and he called his servants, and 
said unto them, Will ye not shew 
me which of us zs for the king of Is- 
rael? 

12 And one of his servants said, 
None, my lord, O king: but Elisha, 
the prophet that zs in Israel, telleth 
the king of Israel the words that thou 
speakest in thy bedchamber. 

13 {| And he said, Go and spy where 
he is, that I may send and fetch him. 
And it was told him, saying, Behold, 
he is in Dothan. 

14 Therefore sent he thither horses, 
and chariots, and a great host: and 
they came by night, and compassed 
the city about. 

15 And when the servant of the 
man of God was risen early, and gone 
forth, behold, an host compassed the 
city both with horses and chariots. 
And his:servant said unto him, Alas, 
my master! how ll we do? 

16 And he answered, Fear not: for 
they that be with us are more than 
they that be with them. 

17 And Elisha prayed, and said, 
LORD, I pray thee, open his eyes, that 
he may see. And the LORD opened the 
eyes of the young man; and he saw: 
end, behold, the mountain was full of 
horses and chariots of fire round 
about Elisha. 

18 And when they came down to 
him, Elisha prayed unto the LORD, 
and said, Smite this people, I pray 
thee, with blindness. And he smote 
them with blindness according to the 
word of Elisha. ; 

19 { And Elisha said unto them, 
This zs not the way, neither 7s this the 
city: follow me, and I will bring you 
to the man whom ye seek. But he led 
them to Samaria. 

20 And it came to pass, when they 
were come into Samaria, that Elisha 
said, LORD, open the eyes of these 
men, that they may see. And the LORD 
opened their eyes, and they saw; and, 
behold, they were in the midst of Sa- 
maria. 1 

21 And the king of Israel said unto 
Elisha, when he saw them, My fa- 
ther, shall I smite them ? shall I smite 
them ? 

22 And he answered, Thou shalt 
not smite them : wouldest thou smite 
those whom thou hast taken captive 
with thy sword and with thy bow ? 
set bread and water before them, 
that they may eat and drink, and go 
to their master. ofl 

23 And he prepared great provision 
for them: and when they had eaten 
and drunk, he sent them away, and 
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they went to their master. So the 
bands of Syria came no more into the 
land of Israel. i 

24 4| And it came to pass after this, 
that Ben-hadad king of Syria ga- 
thered all his host, and went up, and 
besieged Samaria. : 

25 And there was a great famine 
in Samaria: and, behold, they be- 
sieged it, until an ass’s head was sold 
for fourscore pieces of silver, and the 
fourth part of a cab of dove’s dung 
for five meres of silver. 

26 And as the king of Israel was 
passing by upon the wail, there cried 
a woman unto him, saying, Help, my 
lord, O king. | 

27 And he said, If the LORD do 
not help thee, whence shall I help 
thee? out of the barnfloor, or out of 
the winepress? | ] 

28 And the king said unto her, 
What aileth thee? And she an- 
swered, This woman said unto me, 
Give thy son, that we may eat him to 
day, and we will eat my son to mor- 
row. 

29 So we boiled my son, and did 
eat him: and I said unto her on the 
next day, Give thy son, that we may 
eat him: and she hath hid her son. 

30 {| And it came to pass, when the 
king heard the words of the woman, 
that he rent his clothes; and he 
passed by upon the wall, and the peo- 
ple looked, and, behold, he had sack- 
cloth within upon his flesh. 

31 Then he said, God do so and 
more also to me, if the head of Elisha 
the son of Shaphat shall stand on him 
thisday. 

32 But Elisha sat in his house, and 
the elders sat with him; and the king 
sent a man from before him: but ere 
the messenger came to him, he said 
to the elders, See ye how this son of 
a murderer hath sent to take away 
mine head? look, when the messen- 
ee cometh, shut the door, and hold 

im fast at the door: 7s not the sound 
of his master’s feet behind him? 

33 And while he yet talked with 
them, behold, the messenger came 
down unto him: and che said, Be- 
hold, this evil 7s of the LORD; what 
should I wait for the LORD any longer ? 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 Elisha promises plenty. 6 Flight of 
the Syrians. 17 Plenty comes. 
RRBEN Elisha said, Hear ye the 

word of the LORD; Thus saith 
the LORD, To morrow about this 
time shall a measure of fine flour be 
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sold for a shekel, and two measures 
of barley for a shekel, in the gate of 
Samaria. 

2 Then a lord on whose hand the 
king leaned answered the man of God 
and said, Behold, 77 the LORD would 
make windows in heaven, might this 
thing be? And he said, Behold, thou 
shalt see 7t with thine eyes, but shalt 
not eat thereof. 

3 § And there were four leprous 
men at the entering in of the gate: 
and they said one to another, Why 
sit we here until we die? : 

4 If we say, We will enter into the 
city. then the famine zs in the city, 
and we shall die there: and if we sit 
still here, we die also. Now therefore 
come, and let us fall unto the host of 
the Syrians: if they save us alive, we 
shall live; and if they kil) us, we shall 
but die. i ae 

5 And they rose up in the twilight, 
to go unto the camp of the Syrians: 
and when they were come to the utter- 
mest part of the camp of Syria, be- 
hold, there was no man there. 

For the Lord had made the host 
of the Syrians to hear a noise of char- 
iots, and a noise of horses, even the 
noise of a great host: and they said 
one to another, Lo, the king of Israel 
hath hired against us the kings of the 
Hittites, and the kings of the Egyp- 
tians, to come upon us. F 

7 Wherefore they arose and fled in 
the twilight, and left their tents, and 
their horses, and their asses, even the 
camp as it was, and fled for their life. 

8 And when these lepers came to 
the uttermost part of the camp, they 
went into one tent, and did eat and 
drink, and carried thence silver, and 
gold, and raiment, and went and hid 
a; and came again, and entered into 
another tent, and carried thence also, 
and went and hid zt. 

9 Then they said one to another 
We do not well: this day isa day of 
good tidings, and we hold our peace: 
if we tarry till the morning light, 
some mischief will come upon us: 
now therefore come, that we may go 
and tell the king’s household. 

10 So they came and called unto the 
porter of the city: and they told them, 
saying, We came to the camp of the 
Syrians, and, behold, there was no man 
there, neither voice of man, but horses 
tied, and asses tied, and the tents as 
they were. 

ir And he called the porters; and 
they told zt to the king’s house within. 

12 { And the king arose in the night, 
and said unto his servants, I will now 
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shew you what the Syrians have done 
tous. They know that we be hungry; 
therefore are they gone out of the 
camp to hide themselves in the field, 
saying, When they come out of the 
city, we shall catch them alive, and 
get into the city. | 

13 And one of his servants answered 
and said, Let some take, I pray thee, 
five of the horses that remain, which 
are left in the city, (behold, they are 
as all the multitude of Israel that are 
left in it: behold, 7 say, they are even 
as all the multitude of the Israelites 
that are consumed:) and let us send 
and see. 

14 They took therefore two chariot 
horses; and the king sent after the 
host of the Syrians, saying, Go and 


see. 

15 And they went after them unto 
Jordan: and, lo, all the way was full 
of garments and vessels, which the 
Syrians had cast away in their haste, 
And the messengers returned, and 
told the king. 

16 And the people went out, and 
spoiled the tents of the Syrians. Soa 
measure of fine flour was sold for a 
shekel, and two measures of barley 
for a shekel, according to the word 
of the LORD. y A 

17 | And the king appointed the 
lord on whose hand he leaned to have 
the charge of the gate: and the peo- 

le trode upon him in the gate, and 

e died, as the man of God had said, 
who spake when the king came down 
to him. 

18 And it came to pass as the man 
of God had spoken to the king, saying, 
Two measures of barley for a shekel, 
anda measure of fine flour fora shekel, 
shall be to morrow about this time in 
the gate of Samaria: 

19 And that lord answered the man 
of God, and said, Now, behold, 77 the 
LORD should make windows in hea- 
ven, might such a thing be? And he 
said, Behold, thou shalt see it with 
thine eyes, but shalt not eat thereof. 

20 And so it fell out unto him: for 
the people trode upon him in the gate, 
and he died. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 Land of the Shunammite restored. 7% 
_ Hazael kills Ben-hadad. 20 Edom’s 
revolt. 25 Wicked reign of Ahazah. 


1 eee spake Elisha unto the wo- 
man, whose son he had restored 
to life, saying, Arise, and go thou and 
thine household, and sojourn where- 
soever thou canst sojourn: for the 
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LORD hath called for a famine; and 
it shall also come upon the land seven 
years. 

2 And the woman arose, and did 
after the saying of the man of God: 
and she went with her household, 
and sojourned in the land of the Phi- 
listines seven years. 

3 And it came to pass at the seven 
years’ end, that the woman returned 
out of the land of the Philistines: and 
she went forth to cry unto the king 
for her house and for her land. 

4 And the king talked with Gehazi 
the servant of the man of God, saying, 
Tell me, I pray thee, all the great 
things that Elisha hath done. 

And it came to pass, as he was 
telling the king how he had restored 
a dead body to life, that, behold, the 
woman, whose son he had restored to 
life, cried to the king for her house 
and for her land. And Gehazi said, 
My lord, O king, this 7s the woman, 
and this is her son, whom Elisha re~ 
stored to life. : 

6 And when the king asked the wo- 
man, she told him. So the king ap- 
pointed unto her a certain officer. 
ine. Restore all that was hers, an 
all the fruits of the field since the day 
that she left the land, even until now. 

7 § And Elisha came to Damascus} 
and Ben-hadad the king of Syria was 
sick; and it was told him, saying, 
The man of God is come hither. 

8 And the king said unto Hazael, 
Take a present in thine hand, and go, 
meet the man of God, and enquire 
of the LORD by him, saying, Shall I 
recover of this disease? : 

9 So Hazael went to meet him, and 
took a present with him, even of 
every good thing of Damascus, forty 
camels’ burden, and came and stood 
before him, and said, Thy son Ben- 
hadad king of Syria hath sent me to 
thee, saying, Shall I recover of this 
disease? f 

10 And Elisha said unto him, Go, 
say unto him, Thou mayest certain- 
ly recover: howbeit the LORD hath 
shewed me that he shall surely die. 

tt And he settled his countenance 
stedfastly, until he was ashamed: 
and the man ot God. ek 

t2 And Hazae! said, y weepeth 
my lord? And he answered Because 
I know the evil that thou wilt do unto 
the children of Israel: their strong 
holds wilt thou set on fire, and their 
young men wilt thou slay with the 
sword, and wilt dash their children, 
and rip up their women with child, 
13 And Hazael said, But what, ds 
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thy servant a dog, that he should do 
this great thing? And Elisha an- 
swered, The LORD “hath shewed me 
that thou shalt be king over Syria. 

14 So he departed from Elisha, and 
came to his master; who said to him, 
What said Elisha to thee? And he an- 
swered, He told me that thou should- 
est surely recover. 

15 And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that he took a thick cloth, and 
dipped zt in water, and spread 7 on 
his face, so that he died: and Hazael 
reigned in his stead. 

16 4 And in the fifth year of Joram 
the son of Ahab king of Israel, Je- 
hoshaphat being then king of Judah, 

ehoram the son of Jehoshaphat 

ing of Judah began to reign. 

17 Thirty and two years old was 
he when he began to reign; and he 
reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 

18 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, as did the house of 
Ahab: for the daughter of Ahab was 
his wife: and he did evil in the sight 
of the LORD. 

19 Yet the LORD would not destroy 
Judah for David his servant’s sake, 
as he promised him to give him al- 
way a light, and to his children. 

20 § In his days Edom revolted 
from under the hand of Judah, and 
made a king over themselves. 

21 So Joram went over to Zair, and 
all the chariots with him: and he 
rose by night, and smote the Edomites 
which compassed him about, and the 
captains of the chariots: and the peo- 
ple fled into their tents. 

22 Yet Edom revolted from under 
the hand of Judah unto this day. 
Then Libnah revolted at the same 


e. 

23 And the rest of the acts of Joram, 
and all that he did, are they not writ- 
ten in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Judah? 

24 And Joram slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried with his fa- 
thers in the city of David: and Aha- 
ziah his son reigned in his stead. 

25 {| In the twelfth year of Joram 
the son of Ahab king of Israel did 
Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah begin to reien. 

26 Two and twenty years old was 
Ahaziah when he began to reign; and 
he reigned one year in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Athaliah, 
ie daughter of Omri king of Is- 
rael. 

27 And he walked in the way of 
the house of Ahab, and did evil in the 
sight of the LORD, as did the house 
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of Ahab: for he was the son in law of 
the house of Ahab. 

28 {| And he went with Joram the 
son of Ahab to the war against Haz- 
ael king of Syria in Ramoth-gilead; 
and the Syrians wounded Joram. 

29 And king Joram went back to 
be healed in Jezreel of the wounds 
which the Syrians had given him at 
Ramah, when he fought against 
Hazael king of Syria. . aziah 
the son of Jehoram king of Judah 
went down to see Joram the son of 

ab in Jezreel, because he was 


sick, 
CHAPTER og. 


1 Jehu anointed king. 24 He slays Jo- 
ram and Ahaziah. 30 Jezebel zs killed. 


SD Elisha the prophet called one 
of the children of the prophets, 
and said unto him, Gird up thy loins, 
and take this box of oil in thine hand, 
and go to Ramoth-gilead: 

2 And when thou comest thither, 
look out there Jehu the son of Je- 
hoshaphat the son of Nimshi, and go 
in, and make him arise up from among 
his brethren, and carry him to an in- 
ner chamber; 

3 Then take the box of oil, and 
pour zt on his head, and say, Thus 
saith the LORD, I have anointed thee 
king over Israel. Then open the door, 
and flee, and tarry not. 

4 {So the young man, even the 
young man the prophet, went to Ra- 
moth-gilead. 

5 And when he came, behold, the 
captains of the host were sitting; and 
he said, I have an errand to thee, O 
captain. And Jehu said, Unto which 
of all us? And he said, To thee, O 
captain. 

6 And he arose, and went into the 
house; and he poured the oil on his 
head, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the LORD God of Israel, I have 
anointed thee king over the people 
of the LORD, even over Israel. 

7 And thou shalt smite the house of 
Ahab thy master, that I may avenge 
the blood of my servants the prophets, 
and the blood of all the servants of 
the LORD, at the hand of Jezebel. 

8 For the whole house of Ahab shall 
perish: andI will cut off from Ahab 
him that pisseth against the wall, 
and him that is shut up and left in 
Israel: : 

9 And I will make the house of 
Ahab like the house of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, and like the house of 
Baasha the son of Ahijah: 

ro a the dogs shall eat Jeze- 
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bel in the portion of Jezreel 
shall be none to bury her, 
opened the door, and fled. 
ir § Then Jehu came forth to the 
servants of his lord: and one said unto 
him, Js all well? wherefore came 
this mad fellow to thee? And he said 
unto them, Ye know the man, and his 
communication. x 

12 And they said, Jt 2s false; tell us 
now. And he said, Thus and thus 
spake he to me, saying, Thus saith 
the LORD, I have anointed thee 
over Israel. 

13 Then they hasted, and took 
every man his garment, and put zt un- 
der him on the top of the stairs, and 
blew with trumpets, saying, Jehu is 


14 So Jehu the son of Jehoshaphat 
the son of Nimshi conspired against 
Joram. (Now Joram had kept Ra- 
moth-gilead, he and all Israel, be- 
cause of Hazael king of Syria. 

15 But king Joram was returned 
to be healed in Jezreel of the wounds 
which the Syrians had given him, 
when he fought with Hazael king of 
Syria.) And Jehu said, If it be your 
minds, then let none go forth nor es- 
cape out of the city to go to tell z in 
Jezreel. y : 

16 So pope rode in a chariot, and 
went to Jezreel; for Joram lay there. 
And Ahaziah king of Judah was come 
down to see Joram. 

17 And there stood a watchman on 
the tower in Jezreel, and he spied the 
company of Jehu as he came, and 
said, I see a company. And Joram 
said, Take an horseman, and send to 
meet them, and let him say, Js 7 
peace? 

18 So there went one on horseback 
to meet him, and said, Thus saith the 
king, Js uw peace? d Jehu said, 
What hast thou to do with peace? 

And the watch- 
man told, saying, The messenger 
came to them, but he cometh not 
again. 

19 Then he sent out a second on 

horseback, which came to them, and 
said, Thus saith the king, Is 2¢ peace?

20 And the watchman told, saying, 
- He came even unto them, and cometh 
not again: and the driving zs like the 
driving of Jehu the son of Nimshi; 
for he driveth furiously. 

21 And Joram said, Make ready. 
And his chariot was made ready. 
And Joram king of Israel and Aha-

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ziah king of Judah went out, each in 

his chariot, and they went out against 

Jel and met him in the portion of 
aboth the Jezreelite. 

22 And it came to pass, when Jo- 
ram saw Jehu, that he said, Js 
peace, Jehu? And he answered, What 
peace, so long as the whoredoms 
of thy mother Jezebel and her witch- 
crafts are so many? 

23 And Joram turned his hands, 
and fled, and said to Ahaziah, There 
as treachery, O Ahaziah. 

24 And Jehu drew a bow with his 
full strength, and smote Jehoram be- 
tween his arms, and the arrow went 
out at his heart,and he sunk down 
in his chariot. 

25 Then said Jehu to Bidkar his 
captain, Take up, and cast him in the 
portion of the field of Naboth the Jez- 
reelite: for remember how that, when 
I and thou rode together after Ahab 
his father, the LORD laid this burden 
upon him; 

26 Surely I have seen yesterday the 
blood of Naboth, and the blood of 
his sons, saith the LORD; and I will 
requite thee in this plat, saith the 
LORD. Now therefore take and cast 
him into the plat of ground, according 
to the word of the LORD. : 

27 §| But when Ahaziah the king of 
Judah saw this, he fled by the way of 
the garden house, And Jehu followed 
after him, and said, Smite him also in 
the chariot. And they did so_at the 

oing up to Gur, which zs by Ibleam. 

nd he fled to Megiddo, and died 
there. ‘ ‘ aay 

28 And his servants carried him in 
a chariot to Jerusalem, and buried 
him in his sepulchre with his fathers 
in the city of David. 

29 And in the eleventh year of Jo- 
ram the son of Ahab began Ahaziah 
to reign over Judah. 

30 { And when Jehu was come to 
Jezreel, Jezebel heard of zt; and she 
painted her face, and tired her head, 
and looked out at a window, 

31 And as Jehu entered in at the 
gate, she said, Had Zimri peace, who 
slew his master? : 

32 And he lifted up his face to the 
window, and said, Who zs on my side? 
who? And there looked out to him 
two or three eunuchs. 

33 And he said, Throw her down. 
So they threw her down: and some of 
her blood was sprinkled on the wall, 
and on the horses: and he trode her 
under foot. : 

34 And when he was come in, he 
did eat and drink, and said, wo, see 
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now this cursed woman, and bury 
her: for she 2s a king’s daughter. 

35 And they went to bury her: but 
they found no more of her than the 
skull, and the feet, and the palms of 
her hands. : 

36 Wherefore they came again, and 
told him. And he said, This zs the 
word of the LORD, which he spake 
by his servant Elijah the Tishbite, 
saying, In the pcrtion of Jezreel 
shall dogs eat the flesh of Jezebel:

ND Ahab had seventy sons in Sa- 
maria. And Jehu wrote letters, 
and sent to Samaria, unto the rulers 
of Jezréel, to the elders, and to them 
that brought up Ahab’s children, say- 


ing, 

2 Now as soon as this letter cometh 
to you, seeing your master’s sons are 
with you, and there are with you char- 
iots and horses, a fenced city also, 
and armour;: 

3 Lookeven out the best and meeiest 
of your master’s sons, and set him on 
his father’s throne, and fight for your 
master’s house. 

4 But they were exceedingly afraid, 
and said, Behold, two kings stood 
not before him: how then shall we 
stand? 

5 And he that was over the house, 
and he that was over the city, the eld- 
ers also, and the bringers up of the 
children, sent to Jehu, saying, We 
are thy servants, and will do all that 
thou shalt bid us; we will not make 
any king: do thou that which ts good 
in thine eyes. 

6 Then he wrote a letter the second 
time to them, saying, If ye be mine, 
and 7 ye will hearken unto my voice, 
take ye the heads of the men your 
master’s sons, and come to me to Jez- 
reel by to morrow this time. Now the 
king’s sons, being seventy persons, 
were with the great men of the city, 
which brought them up. 

7 And it came to pass, when the let- 
ter came to them, that they took the 
king’s sons, and slew seventy per- 
sons, and put their heads in baskets, 
and sent him them to Jezreel. 

8 { And there came a messenger, 
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Ahaziah’s brethren slain. 


and told him, saying, They have 
brought the heads of the king’s sons. 
And he said, Lay ye them in two heaps 
at the entering in of the gate until the 
morning. f 

‘9 And it came to pass in the morn- 
ing, that he went out, and stood, and 
said to all the people, Ye be righteous: 
behold, I conspired against my mas- 
ter, and slew him: but who slew all 

ese? 

10 Know now that there shall fall 
unto the earth nothing of the word of 
the LORD, which the LORD spake con- 
cerning the house of Ahab: for the 
LORD hath done that which he spake 
by his servant Elijah. ‘ 

ir So Jehu slew all that remained 
of the house of Ahab in Jezreel, and 
all his great men, and his kinsfolks, 
and his priests, until he left him 
none remaining. 

12 4 And he arose and departed, 
and came to Samaria. And as he was 
at the shearing house in the way, 

13 Jehu met with the brethren 
of Ahaziah king of Judah, and said, 
Who are ye? And they answered, We 
are the brethren of Ahaziah; and we 
go down to salute the children of the 
king and the children of the queen. 

14 And he said, Take them alive, 
And they took them alive, and slew 
them at the pit of the shearing house, 
even two and forty men; neither left 
he any of them. 

15 § And when he was departed 
thence, he lighted on Jehonadab the 
son of Rechab coming to meet him: 
and he saluted him, and said to him, 
Is thine heart right, as my heart zs 
with thy heart? And Jehonadab an- 
swered, It is. If it be, give me thine 
hand. And he gave him his hand; and 
he took him up to him into the chariot. 

16 And he said, Come with me, and 
see my zeal for the LORD. So they 
made him ride in his chariot. 

17 And when he came to Samaria, 
he slew all that remained unto Ahab 
in Samaria, till he had destroyed 
him, according to the ae of the 
LORD, which he spake to Elijah. 

18 { And Jehu gathered all the peo- 
ple together, and said unto them, 
Ahab served Baal a little; but Jehu 
shall serve him much. 

19 Now therefore call unto me all 
the prophets of Baal, all his servants, 
and all his priests; let none be want- 
ing: for I have a great sacrifice to do 
to Baal; whosoever shall be wanting, 
he shall not live. But Jehu did zt in 
subtilty, to the intent that_he might 
destroy the worshippers of Baal. 
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‘20 And Jehu said, Proclaim a 
solemn assembly for Baal. And they 
proclaimed 2zt. 

21 And Jehusent through all Israel: 
and all the worshippers of Baal came, 
so that there was not a man left that 
came not. And they came into the 
house of Baal; and the house of 
Baal was full from one end to an- 
other. 

22 And he said unto him that was 
over the vestry, Bring forth vestments 
for all the worshippers of Baal. And 
he brought them forth vestments. 

23 And Jehu-went, and Jehonadab 
the son of Rechab, into the house of 
Baal, and said unto the worshippers 
of Baal, Search, and look that there 

-be here with you none of the servants 
of the LORD, but the worshippers of 
Baal only. 

24 And when they went in to offer 
sacrifices and burnt offerings, Jehu 
appointed fourscore men without 
and said, Jf any of the men whom 
have brought into your hands escape, 
he that letteth him go, his life shall be 
for the life of him. 

25 And it came to pass, as soon as 
he had made an end of offering the 
burnt offering, that Jehu said to the 
guard and to the captains, Go in, 
and slay them; let none come forth. 
And they smote them with the edge 
of the sword; and the guard and the 
captains cast them out, and went to 
the city of the house of Baal. 

26 And they brought forth the 
images out of the house of Baal, 
and burned them. ; 

2 And they brake down the image 
of Baa), and brake down the house of 
Baal, and made it a draught house 
unto this day. 

28 Thus Jehu destroyed Baal out of 
Israel. ; : 

29 § Howbeit from the sins of Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat, who made 
Israel to sin, Jehu departed not from 
after them, fo wit, the golden calves 
that were in Beth-el, and that were in 


an. 

30 And the LorD said unto Jehu, 
Because thou hast done well in exe- 
cuting that which is right in mine eyes, 
and hast done unto the house of Ahab 
according to all that was in mine 

heart, thy children of the fourth 
oe shall sit on the throne of 
srael. 

31 But Jehu took no heed to 
walk in the law of the LORD God of 
Israel with ail his heart: for he de- 

arted not from the sins of Jero- 
Boeri, which made Israel to sin. 


24 
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32 { In those days the LORD began 
to cut Israel short: and Hazael smote 
them in all the coasts of Israel; 

33. From Jordan eastward, all the 
land of Gilead, the Gadites, and the 
Reubenites, and the Manassites, from 
Aroer, which is by the rivex Arnon, 
even Gilead and Bashan. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of Jehu, 
and all that he did, and all his might, 
are they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

35 And Jehu slept with his fathers:

ND when Athaliah the mother 

of Ahaziah saw that her son was

im from among the king’s sons 
which were slain; and they hid him, 
even him and his nurse, in the bed- 
chamber from Athauah, so that he 
was not slain. 

3 And he was with her hid in the 
house of the LORD six years. And 
Athaliah did reign over the land. 

4 § And the seventh year Jehoiada 
sent and fetched the rulers over hun- 
dreds, with the captains and the guard, 
and brought them to him into the 
house of the LORD, and made a cove~ 
nant with them, and took an oath of 
them in the house of the LORD, and 
shewed them the king’s son. 

5 And he commanded them, say- 
ing, This 2s the thing that ye shall do; 
A third part of you that enter in on 
the sabbath shall even be keepers of 
the watch of the king’s house; 

And a third part shall be at the 
gate of Sur; and a third part at the 
gate behind the guard: so shall ye 
keep the watch of the house. that it 
be not broken down. 

7 And two parts of all you that go 
forth on the sabbath, even they shall 
keep the watch of the house of the 
LORD about the king. ‘ 

8 And ye shall compass the king 
round about, every man with his 
weapons in his hand: and he that 
cometh within the ranges, let him be 
slain: and be ye with the king as he 
goeth out and as he cometh in. 
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9 And the captains over the hun- 
dreds did according to all things that 
Jehoiada the priest commanded: and 
they took every man his men that 
were to come in on the sabbath, with 
them that should go out on the sab- 
bath, and came to Jehoiada the priest. 

to And to the captains over hun- 
dreds did the priest give king David’s 
spears and shields, that were in the 
temple of the LORD. 

11 And the guard stood, every man 
with his weapons in his hand, round 
about the king, from the right cor- 
ner of the temple to the left corner of 
the temple, along by the altar and the 
temple. . 

12 And he brought forth the king’s 
son, and put the crown upon him, 
and gave him the testimony; and 
they made him king, and anointed 
him; and they clapped their hands, 
and said, God save the king. 

13 4 And when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the guard and of the people, 
she came to the people into the temple 
of the LORD. 

14 And when she looked, behold, 
the king stood by a pillar, as the

N the seventh year of Jehu Jeho- 
ash began to reign; and forty 
years reigned he in Jerusalem. And

2 And Jehoash did that which was 
right in the sight of the LORD all his 
days wherein Jehoiada the priest in- 
structed him, — 

3 But the high places were not 
taken away: the people still sacrificed 
and burnt incense in the high places. 

4 { And Jehoash said to the priests, 
All the money of the dedicated 
things that is brought into the house 
of the LORD, even the money of every 
one that passeth the account, the 
money that every man is set at, and 
all the money that cometh into any 
man’s heart to bring into the house of 
the LORD, ‘ ; 

5 Let the priests take ct to them 
every man of his acquaintance: and 
let them repair the breaches of the 
house, wheresoever any breach shall 
be found. } 

6 But it was so, that in the three 
and twentieth year of king Jehoash 
the priests had not repaired the 
breaches of the house. 

7 Then king Jehoash called for 
Jehoiada the priest, and the other 
priests, and said unto them, Why re- 
pair ye not the breaches of the house? 
now therefore receive no more money 
of your acquaintance, but deliver it 
for the breaches of the house. 

8 And the priests consented to re- 
ceive no more money of the people, 
neither to repair the breaches of the 
house. f 

9 But Jehoiada the priest took a 
chest, and bored a hole in the lid of it, 
and set it beside the altar, on the right 
side as one cometh into the house of 
the LORD: and the priests that kept 
the door put therein all the money 
thai was brought into the house of the 
LoRD. 

ro And it was so, when they saw 
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that there was much money in the 
chest, that the king’s scribe and the 
high priest came up, and they put 
up in bags, and told tie money that 
was found in the house of the LORD. 

1z And they gave the money, being 
told, into the hands of them that did 
the work, that had the oversight of 
the house of the LORD: and they 
laid it out to the carpenters and 
builders, that wrought upon the house 
of the LORD, 

12 And to masons, and hewers of 
stone, and to buy timber and hewed 
stone to repair the breaches of the 
house of the LORD, and for all that 
a laid out for the house to repair 


13 Howbeit there were not made 
for the house of the LORD bowls of 
silver, snuffers, basons, trumpets, 
any vessels of gold, or vessels of silver, 
of the money that was brought into 
the house of the LORD:

18 And Jehoash king of Judah 
took all the hallowed things that ps 
hoshaphat, and Jehoram, and Aha- 
ziah, his fathers, kings of Judah, 
had dedicated, and his own hallowed 
things, and all the gold that was found 
in the treasures of the house of the 
LORD, and in the king’s house, and 
sent zt to Hazael king of Syria: and 
he went away from Jerusalem. 

19 § And the rest of the acts of Jo- 
ash, and all that he did, are they, not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? 

20 And his servants arose, and 
made a conspiracy, and slew Joash 
in the house of Millo, which goeth 
down to Silla. : 
- 21 For Jozachar the son of Shim- 

eath, and Jehozabad the son of Sho- 
mer, his servants, smote him, and 
he died; and they buried him with 
his fathers in the city of David: and 
a his son reigned in his 
stead.

4 And the king of Assyria found 
conspiracy in Hoshea: for he had 
sent messengers to So king of Egypt, 
and brought no present to the king of 
Assyria, as he had done year by year: 
therefore the king of Assyria shut 
him up, and bound him in prison. 

5 4 Then the king of Assyria came 
up throughout all the land, and went 
up to Samaria, and besieged it three 
years. 

6 {In the ninth year of Hoshea 
the king of Assyria took Samaria, and 
carried Israel away into Assyria, 
and placed them in Halah and in Ha- 
bor by the river of Gozan, and in the 
cities of the Medes, - ‘ 

7 For so it was, that the children of 
Israel had sinned against the LORD 
their God, which had brought them 
up out of the land of Egypt, from 
under the hand of Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, and had feared other gods, 

8 And walked in the statutes of 
the heathen, whom the LORD cast 
out from before the children of Is- 
rael, and of the kings of Israel, which 
they had made. i 

9 And the children of Israel did se- 
cretly those things that were not right 
against the LORD their God, and they 
built them high places in all their 
cities, from the tower of the watch- 
men to the fenced city. . 

1o And they set them up images 
and groves in every high hill, and 
under every green tree: ; 

11 And there they burnt incense in 
all the high places, as did the heathen 
whom the LORD carried away before 
them; and wrought wicked things to 
provoke the LORD to anger: 

12 For they served idols, whereof 
the LORD had said unto them, Ye 
shall not do this thing. 

13 Yet the LORD testified against 
Israel, and against Judah, by all the 
prophets, and by all the seers, saying, 
Turn ye from your evil ways, and 
keep my commandments and my 
statutes, according to all the law 
which I commanded your fathers, 
and which I sent to you by my ser- 
vants the prophets. 

14 Notwithstanding they would not

2 Twenty and five years old was he 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned twenty and nine years in Je- 
rusalem. His mother’s name also 
was Abi, the daughter of Zachariah. 

3 And he did that whitch was right in 
the sight of the LORD, according to 
all that David his father did. 

4 { He removed the high places, 
and brake the images, and cut down 
the groves, and brake in pieces the 
brasen serpent that Moses had made: 
for unto those days the children of 
Israel did burn incense to it: and he 
called it Nehushtan. 

5 He trusted in the LORD God of 
Israel; so that after him was none 
like him among all the kings of Ju. 
dah, nor any that were before him. 

6 For he clave to the LORD, and 
departed not from following him, 
but kept his commandments, which 
the LORD commanded Moses. 

7 And the LORD was with him; and 
he picepe red whithersoever he went 
forth: and he rebelled against the 
king of Assyria, and served him not. 

8 He smote the Philistines, even 
unto Gaza, and the borders thereof, 
from the tower of the watchmen to 
the fenced city. : 

9 {And it came_to pass in_ the 
fourth year of king Hezekiah, which 
was the seventh year of Hoshea son 
of Elah king of Israel, that Shalman- 
eser king of Assyria came up against 
Samaria, and besieged it. 

to And at the end of three years 
they took it: even in the sixth year of 
Hezekiah, that 7s the ninth year of 
Hoshea king of Israel, Samaria was 
taken. i rier 

1x And the king of Assyria did carry 
away Israel unto Assyria, and put 
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them in Halah and in Habor by the 
river of Gozan, and in the cities of the 
Medes: 

12 Because they obeyed not the 
voice of the LORD their God, but trans- 
gressed his covenant, and all that 
Moses the servant of the LORD com- 
manded, and would not hear them, 
nor do them. 

13 { Now in the fourteenth year 
of king Hezekiah did Sennacherib 
king of Assyria come up against all 
the fenced cities of Judah, and took 
them. i 

14 And Hezekiah king of Judah 
sent to the king of Assyria to Lachish, 
saying, I have offended; return from 
me: that which thou puttest on me 
will I bear. And the king of Assyria 
appointed unto Hezekiah king of Ju- 
dah three hundred talents of silver 
and thirty talents of gold. _ | 

15 And Hezekiah gave him all the 
silver that was found in the house of 
the LORD, and in the treasures of the 
king’s house. 

16 At that time did Hezekiah cut 
off the gold jrom the doors of the tem- 
ple of the LORD, aad from the pillars 
which Hezekiah king of Judah had 
overlaid, and gave it to the king of 
Assyria. 

17 {| And the king of Assyria sent 
Tartan and Rabsaris and Rab-shakeh 
from Lachish to king Hezekiah with 
a great host against Jerusalem. And 
they went up and came to Jerusalem. 
And when they were come up, they 
came and stood by the conduit of the 
upper pool, which zs in the highway 
of the fuller’s field. 

18 And when they had called to the 
king, there came out to them Elia- 
kim the son of Hilkiah, which was 
over the household, and Shebna the 
scribe, and Joah the son of Asaph the 
recorder. 

19 And Rab-shakeh said unto them, 
Speak ye now to Hezekiah, Thus 
saith the great king, the king of As- 
syria, What confidence zs this where- 
in thou trustest? 

20 Thou sayest, (but they are but 
vain words,) I have counsel and 
strength for the war. Now on whom 
dost thou trust, that thou rebellest 
against me? 

21 Now, behold, thou trustest upon 
the staff of this bruised reed, even 
upon Egypt, on which if a man lean, 
it will go into his hand, and pierce it: 
so ts Pharaoh king of Egypt unto all 
that trust on him. 

_ 22 But if ye say unto me, We trust 
in the LORD our God: 7s not that he, 
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whose high places and whose altars 

Hezekiah hath taken away, and hath 
said to Judah and Jerusalem, Ye shall 
worship before this altar in Jerusa- 
lem? r 

23 Now therefore, I pray. thee, give 
pledges to my lord the king of As- 
syria, and I will deliver thee two thou- 
sand horses, if thou be able on thy part 
to set riders upon them. 

24 How then wilt thou turn away 
the face of one captain of the least of 
my master’s servants, and put thy 
trust on Egypt for chariots and for 
horsemen? " 

25 Am I now come up without the 
LORD against this place to destroy it? 
The LORD said to me, Go up against 
this land, and destroy it. 

26 Then said Eliakim the son of 
Hilkiah, and Shebna, and Joah, unto 
Rab-shakeh, Speak, I pray thee, to 
thy servants in the Syrian language; 
for we understand zt: and talk not 
with us in the Jews’ language in the 
ears of the people that are on the wall. 

27 But Rab-shakeh said unto them, 
Hath my master sent me to thy mas- 
ter, and to thee, tospeak these words ? 
hath he not sent me to the men which 
sit on the wall, that they may eat their 
own dung, and drink their own piss 
with you? 

28 Then Rab-shakeh stood and 
cried with a loud voice in the Jews’ 
language, and spake, saying, Hear 
the word of the great king, the king 
of Assyria: 

29 Thus saith the king, Let not 
Hezekiah deceive you: for he shall not 
be able to deliver you out of his hand: 

30 Neither let Hezekiah make you 
trust in the LORD, saying, The LORD 
will surely deliver us, and this city 
shall not be delivered into the hand 
of the king of Assyria. 

31 Hearken not to Hezekiah: for 
thus saith the king of Assyria, Make 
an agreement with me by a present, 
and come out to me, and then eat ye 
every man of his own vine, and every 
one of his fig tree, and drink ye every 
one the waters of his cistern: 

32 Until I come and take you away 
to a land like your own land, a land 
of corn and wine, a land of bread and 
vineyards, a land of oil olive and of 
honey, that ye may live, and not die: 
and hearken not unto’ Hezekiah, 
when he persuadeth you, saying, 
The LORD will deliver us. 

33 Hath any of the gods of the na- 
tions delivered at all his land out of 
the hand of the king of Assyria? 

34 Where are the gods of Hamath, 
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and of Arpad? _where are the gods of | against Libnah: for he had heard that 


Sepharvaim, Hena, and Ivah? have 
they delivered Samaria out of mine 
hand? 

35. Who are they among all the gods 
of the countries, that have delivered 
their country out of mine hand, that 
the LORD should deliver Jerusalem 
out of mine hand? 

36 But the people held their peace, 
and answered him not a word: for 
the king’s commandment was, say- 
ing, Answer him not. _ 

37 Then came Eliakim the son of 
Hilkiah, which was over the house- 
hold, and Shebna the scribe, and Joah 
the son of 2h the recorder, to Hez- 
ekiah with ther clothes rent, and 
told him the words of Rab-shakeh.

2 And he sent Eliakim, which was 
over the household, and Shebna the 
scribe, and the elders of the priests, 
covered with sackcloth, to Isaiah the 
prophet the son of Amoz. . 

3, And they said unto him, Thus 
saith Hezekiah, This day 2s a day of 
trouble, and of rebuke, and blas- 
phemy: for the children are come to 
the birth, and there is not strength to 
bring forth. 

4 It may be the LORD thy God will 
hear all the words of Rab-shakeh, 
whom the king of Assyria his mas- 
ter hath sent to reproach the living 
God; and will reprove the words 
which the LORD thy God hath heard: 
wherefore lift up thy prayer for the 
remnant that are left. | : 

5 So the servants of king Hezekiah 
came to Isaiah. : 

{ And Isaiah said unto them, 
Thus shall ye say to your master, 
Thus saith the LORD, Be not afraid 
of the words which thou hast heard, 
with which the servants of the king 

of Assyria have blasphemed me. 

'_7 Behold, I will send a blast upon 
him, and he shall hear a rumour, and 
shall return to his own land; and I 
will cause him to fall by the sword in 
his own land. 

8 {So Rab-shakeh returned, and 
found the king of Assyria warring 


he was departed from Lachish. 

9 And when he heard say of Tir- 
hakah king of Ethiopia, Behold, he 
is come out to fight against thee: he 
sent messengers again unto Hezekiah, 
saying, 

10 Thus shall ye speak to Hezekiah 
king of Judah, saying, Let not thy 
God in whom thou trustest deceive 
thee, saying, Jerusalem shall not be 
delivered into the hand of the king of 
Assyria. 

11 Behold, thou hast heard what 
the kings of Assyria have done to all 
lands, by destroying them utterly: 
and shalt thou be delivered? 

12 Have the gods of the nations 
delivered them which my fathers 
have destroyed; as Gozan, and Ha- 
ran, and Rezeph, and the children of 
Eden which were in Thelasar? 

13 Where zs the king of Hamath, 
and the king of Arpad, and the king 
of the city of Sepharvaim, of Hena, 
and Ivah? ; 

14 § And Hezekiah received the 
letter of the hand of the messengers, 
and read it: and Hezekiah went up 
into the house of the LORD, and spread 
it before the LORD. 

15 And Hezekiah prayed before the 
LORD, and said, O LORD God of Israel, 
which dwellest between the cheru- 
bims, thou art the God, even thou 
alone, of all the kingdoms of the earth; 
thou hast made heaven and earth. 

16 LORD, bow down thine ear, and 
hear: open, LORD, thine eyes, and 
see: and hear the words of Sennach- 
erib, which hath sent him to reproach 
the living God. : 

17 Of a truth, LORD, the kings of 
Assyria have destroyed the nations 
and their lands, F 

18 And have cast their gods into 
the fire: for they were no gods, but the 
work of men’s hands, wood and 
me therefore they have destroyed 
them. 

19 Now therefore, O LORD our God, 
I beseech thee, save thou us out of 
his hand, that all the kingdoms of 
the earth may know that thou art the 
LORD God, even thou only. 

20 { Then Isaiah the son of Amoz 
sent to Hezekiah, saying, Thus saith 
the LORD God of Israel, That which 
thou hast prayed to me against Sen- 
nacherib king of Assyria I have 
heard. , 

21 This 7s the word that the LORD 
hath spoken concerning him; The 
virgin the daughter of Zion hath de- 
spised thee, and laughed thee to scorn; 
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the daughter of Jerusalem hath 
shaken her head at thee. 

22 Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high? even against the 
Holy One of Israel. 

23 By thy messengers thou hast 
reproached the Lord, and hast said, 
With the multitude of my chariots 
J am come up to the height of the 
mountains, to the sides of Lebanon, 
and will cut down the tall cedar trees 
thereof, and the choice fir trees there- 
of: and I{ will enter into the lodgings 
of his borders, and into the forest of 
his Carmel. 

24 [have digged and drunk strange 
waters, and with the sole of my feet 
have I dried up all the rivers of be- 
sieged places. 

25 Hast thou not heard long ago 
how I have done it, and of ancient 
times that I have formed it? now 
have I brought it to pass, that thou 
shouldest be to lay waste fenced cities 
into ruinous heaps. | 

26 Therefore their inhabitants were 
of small power, they were dismayed 
and confounded; they were as the 
grass of the field, and as the green 
herb, as the grass on the house tops, 
and as corn blasted before it be grown 


up. 

27 But I know thy abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, and 
thy rage against me. : 

28 Because thy rage against me and 
thy tumult is come up into mine ears, 
therefore I will put my hook in thy 
nose, and my bridle in thy lips, and I 
will turn thee back by the way by 
which thou camest. : 

29 And this shall be a sign unto 
thee, Ye shall eat this year such 
things as exow of themselves, and in 
the second year that which springeth 
of the same; and in the third year 
sow ye, and reap, and plant vine- 
yards, and eat the fruits thereof.

36 So Sennacherib king of Assyria 
departed, and went and returned, and 
dweit at Nineveh.

4 And it came to pass, afore Isaiah 
was gone out into the middle court, 
that the word of the LORD came to 
him, saying, | 

5 Turn again, and tell Hezekiah 
the captain of my people, Thus saith 
the LORD, the God of David thy fa- 
ther, I have heard thy prayer, I have 
seen thy tears: behold, I will heal 
thee: on the third day thou shalt go 
up unto the house of the LORD. 

6 And I willadd unto thy days fifteen 
years; and I will deliver thee and this 
city out of the hand of the king of 
Assyria; and I will defend this city 
for mine own sake, and for my ser- 
vant David’s sake, 

7 And Isaiah said, Take a lump of 
figs. And they took and laid zt on the 
boil, and he recovered. 

8 { And Hezekiah said unto Isaiah, 
What shall be the sign that the LORD 
will heal me, and t I shall go up 
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ay 
9 And Isaiah said, This sign shalt 
thou have of the LorRD, that the LORD 
will do the thing that he hath spoken: 
shall the shadow go forward ten de- 
grees, or go back ten degrees? 
Io And Hezekiah answered, It is a 
light thing for the shadow to go down 
ten degrees: nay, but let the shadow 
return backward ten degrees. 

iz And Isaiah the prophet cried 
unto the LORD: and he brought the 
shadow ten degrees backward, by 

_ which it had gone down in the dial 
of Ahaz. 

12 § At that time Berodach-bal- 
adan, the son of Baladan, king of 
Babylon, sent letters and a present 
unto Hezekiah: for he had heard 
that Hezekiah had been sick. 

13 And Hezekiah hearkened unto 
them, and shewed them all the house

21 And Hezekiah slept with his fa- 
thers: and Manasseh his son reigned 
in his stead.

2 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the LORD, after the 
abominations of the heathen, whom 
the LORD cast out before the children 
of Israel. : 

3 For he built up again the high 
places which Hezekiah his father had 
destroyed; and he reared up altars 
for Baal, and made a grove, as did 
Ahab king of Israel; and worshipped 
all the host of heaven, and served 
them. ; ; : 

4 And he built altars in the house 
of the LORD, of which the LORD said, 
In Jerusalem will I put my name. 

5 And he built altars for all the host 
of heaven in the two courts of the 
house of the LORD. 

6 And he made hisson pass through 
the fire, and observed times, and 
used enchantments, and dealt with 
familiar spirits and wizards: he 
wrought much wickedness in the 
sight of the LORD, to provoke him to 
anger. , 

7 And he set a graven image of the 
grove that he had made in the house, 
of which the LORD said to David, and 
to Solomon his son, In this house, 
andin Jerusalem, whichI have chosen 
out of all tribes of Israel, will I put 
my name for ever: 

8 Neither will I make the feet of Is- 
rael move any more out of the land 
which I gave their fathers; only if 
they will observe to do according to 
all that I have commanded them, 
and according to all the law that my 
servant Moses commanded them. 

9 But they hearkened not: and 
Manasseh seduced them to do more 
evil than did the nations whom the 
LORD destroyed before the children 
of Israel. : 

10 {| And the LoRD spake by his ser- 
vants the prophets, saying, 

11 Because Manasseh king of. Ju- 
dah hath done these abominations, 
and hath done wickedly above all that 
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the Amorites did, which were before 
him, and hath made Judah also to 
sin with his idols: ; 

12 Therefore thus saith the LORD 
God of Israel, Behold, I am bringing 
such evil upon Jerusalem and Judah, 
that whosoever heareth of it, both 
his ears shall tingle. 

13 And I will stretch over Jerusa- 
lem the line of Samaria, and the 
plummet of the house of Ahab: and 
I will wipe Jerusalem as a man wipeth 
a dish, wiping 2, and turning 7t up- 
side down.

te the king sent, and they ga- 
thered unto him all the elders of 
Judah and of Jerusalem. 

2 And the king ‘went up into the 
house of the LORD, and all the men 
of Judah and all the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem with him, and the priests, 
and the prophets, and all the people, 
both small and great: and he read 
in their ears all the words of the book 
of the covenant which was found in 
the house of the LORD. 

3 4 And the king stood by a pillar, 
and made a covenant before the LORD, 
to walk after the LORD, and to keep 
his commandments and his testimo- 
nies and his statutes with all their 
heart and all their soul, to perform 
the words of this covenant that were 
written in this book. And all thé 
people stood to the covenant. 

4 And the king commanded Hilkiah 
the high priest, and the priests of the 
second order, and the keepers of the 
door, to bring forth out of the temple 
of the LORD all the vessels that were 
made for Baal, and for the grove 
and for all the host of heaven: an 
he burned them without Jerusalem 
in the fields of Kidron, and carried 
the ashes of them unto Beth-el. 

5, And he put down the idolatrous 
priests, whom the kings of Judah 
had ordained to burn incense in the 
high places in the cities of Judah, and 
in the places round about Jerusalem; 
them also that burned incense unto 
Baal, to the sun, and to the moon, 
and to the planets, and to all the host 
of heaven. 

6 And he brought out the grove 
from the house of the LORD, without 
Jerusalem, unto the brook Kidron, 
and burned it at the brook Kidron, 
and stamped zt small to powder, and 
cast the powder thereof upon the 
graves of the children of the people. 

7 And he brake down the houses 
of the sodomites, that were by the 
house of the LORD, where the wo- 
men wove hangings for the grove. 

8 And he brought all the priests out 
of the cities of Judah, and defiled the 
high places where the priests had 
burned incense, from Geba to Beer- 
sheba, and brake down the high 
places of the gates that were in the 
entering in of the gate of Joshua the 
governor of the city, which were on a 
man’s left hand at the gate of the city. 

9 Nevertheless the priests of the 
high places came not up to the altar 
of the LORD in Jerusalem, but they 
did eat of the unleavened bread among 
their brethren. 
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to And he defiled Topheth, which 
ts in the valley of the children of 
Hinnom, that no man might make 
his son or his daughter to pass through 
the fire to Molech. 

ir And he took away the horses 
that the kings of Judah had given to 
the sun, at the entering in of the 
house of the LORD, by the chamber 
of Nathan-melech the chamberlain, 
which was in the suburbs, and burned 
the chariots of the sun with fire. 

12 And the altars that were on the 
top of the upper chamber of Ahaz, 
which the kings of Judah had made, 
and the altars which Manasseh had 
made in the two courts of the house 
of the LORD, did the king beat down, 
and brake them down from thence, 
and cast the dust of them into the 
brook Kidron. 

13 And the high places that were be- 
fore Jerusalem, which were on the 
right hand of the mount of corrup- 
tion, which Solomon the king of Is- 
rael had builded for Ashtoreth the 
abomination of the Zidonians, and 
for Chemosh the abomination of the 
Moabites, and for Milcom the abom- 
ination of the children of Ammon, 
did the king defile. ‘ " 

14 And he brake in pieces the 
images, and cut down the groves, 
and filled their places with the bones 
of men. 

15 {Moreover the altar that was 
at Beth-el, and the high place which 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who 
made Israel to sin, had made, both 
that altar and the high place he brake 
down, and burned the high place, 
and stamped zt small to powder, and 
burned the grove. 

16 And as Josiah turned himself, 
he spied the sepulchres that were 
there in the mount, and sent, and 
took the bones out of the sepulchres, 
and burned them upon the altar, and 
polluted it, according to the word 
of the LORD which the man of God 
proclaimed, who proclaimed these 
words. ; . 

17 Then he said, What title zs that 
that I see? And the men of the city 
told him, J¢ 7s the sepulchre of the 
man of God, which came from Judah, 
and proclaimed these things that thou 
hast done against the altar of Beth-el. 

18 And he said, Let him alone; let 
no man move his bones. So they let 
his bones alone, with the bones of the 
prophet that came out of Samaria. 

19 And all the houses also of the 
high places that were in the cities of 
Samaria, which the kings of Israel 
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had made to provoke the LORD to anger, | 
Josiah took away, and did to them > 
according to all the acts that he had 
done in Beth-el. ’ 

20 And he slew all the priests of the | 
high places that were there upon the

34 And Pharaoh-nechoh made Eli- 
akim the son of Josiah king in the 
room of Josiah his father, and turned 
his name to Jehoiakim, and took

29 And of the chilaren of Benjamin, 
the kindred of Saul, three thousand: 
for hitherto the greatest part of them 

- had kept the ward of the house of Saul. 

30 And of the children of Ephraim 
twenty thousand and eight hundred, 
mighty men of valour, famous 
throughout the house of their fathers. 

31 And of the half tribe of Manas- 
seh eighteen thousand, which were 
expressed by name, to come and make 
David king. : 

2 And of the children of Issachar, 
which were men that had understand- 
ing of the times, to know what Israel 
ought to do; the heads of them were 
two hundred; and all their brethren 
were at their commandment. 

33 Of Zebulun, such as went forth 
to battle, expert in war, with all 
instruments of war, fifty thousand, 
which could keep rank: they were not 
of double heart. : 

-34 And of Naphtali a thousand cap- 
tains, and with them with shield and 
spear thirty and seven thousand. 

35 And of the Danites expert in war 
twenty and eight thousand and six 
hundred. 

36 And of Asher, such as went forth 

to pee expert in war, forty thou- 
sand. 
7 And on the other side of Jordan, 
of the Reubenites, and the Gadites, 
and of the half tribe of Manasseh, 
with all manner of instruments of 
war for the battle, an hundred and 
twenty thousand. 

38 All these men of war, that could 
keep rank, came with a perfect heart 

to eben, to make David king over 
all Israel: and all the rest also of Is- 
rael were of one heart to make David 
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39 And there they were with David 
three days, eating and drinking: for 
their brethren had prepared for them. 

40 Moreover they that were nigh 
them, even unto Issachar and Zebu- 
lun and Naphtali, brought bread on 
asses, and on camels, and on mules,

in mount Moriah, where the LORD 
appeared unto David his father, in the 
place that David had prepared in the 
threshingfloor of Ornan the Jebusite. 

2 And he began to build in the sec- 

ond day of the second month, in the 
fourth year of his reign. 
_3 § Now these are the things where- 
mm Solomon was instructed for the 
building of the house of God. The 
length by cubits after the first mea- 
sure was threescore cubits, and the 
breadth twenty cubits. 

4 And the porch that was in the 
front of the house, the length of zt was 
according to the breadth of the house, 
twenty cubits, and the height was an 
hundred and twenty: and he overlaid 
it within with pure gold. 

5 And the greater house he cieled 
with fir tree, which he overlaid with 
fine gold, and set thereon palm trees 
and chains. ; 

6 And he garnished the house with 
precious stones for beauty: and the 
gold was gold of Parvaim. 

7 He overlaid also the house, the 
beams, the posts, and the walls 
thereof, and the doors thereof, with 
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Temple ornaments 
gold; and graved cherubims on the 


walls. 

8 And he made the most holy 
house, the length whereof was accord- 
2 ke the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the breadth thereof twenty 
cubits: and he overlaid it with fine 
gold, amounting to six hundred tal- 
ents. 

9 And the weight of the nails was 
fifty shekels of gold. And he overlaid 
the upper chambers with gold. 

to And in the most holy house he 
made two cherubims of image work, 
and overlaid them with gold. 

11 § And the wings of the cheru- 
bims were twenty cubits long: one 
wing of the one cherub was five cubits, 
reaching to the wall of the house: and 
the other wing was likewise five cu- 
bits, reaching to the wing of the other 
cherub. i 

12 And one wing of the other cherub 
was five cubits, reaching to the wall 
of the house: and the other wing was 
five cubits also, joining to the wing of 
the other cherub. | 

13 The wings of these cherubims 
spread themselves forth twenty cu- 
bits: and they stood on their feet, 
and their faces were inward. | 

14 { And he made the veil of blue, 
and purple, and crimson, and fine 
linen, and wrought cherubims there- 


on. 

15 Also he made before the house 
two pillars of thirty and five cubits 
high, and the chapiter that was on 
the top of each of them was five cubits, 

16 And he made chains, as in the 
oracle, and put them on the heads 
of the pillars; and made an hundred 
pomegranates, and put them on the 
chains. ; 

17 And he reared up the pillars be- 
fore the temple, one on the right hand, 
and the other on the left; and called 
the name of that on the right hand 

achin, and the name of that on the 
eft Boaz. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 The brasen altar. 2.Molten sea. 9

OREOVER he made an altar of 
brass, twenty cubits the length 
thereof, and twenty cubits the breadth 
thereof, and ten cubits the height 
thereof. 

2 § Also he made a molten sea of 
ten cubits from brim to brim, roun 
in compass, and five cubits the height 
thereof; and a line of thirty cubits did 


compass itround about. 
3 ‘And under it was the similitude 
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and vessels. 


of oxen, which did compass it round 
about: ten in a cubit, compassing the 
sea round about. Two rows of oxen 
were cast, when it was cast. 

4 It stood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three 
looking toward the west, and three 
looking toward the south, and three 
looking toward the east: and the sea 
was set above upon them, and all their 
hinder parts were inward. 

5 And the thickness of it was an 
handbreadth, and the brim of it like 
the work of the brim of a cup, with 
flowers of lilies; and it received and 
held three thousand baths. 

6 § He made also ten lavers, and 
put five on the right hand, and five on 
the left, to wash in them: such things 
as they offered for the burnt offering 
they. washed in them; but the sea 
was for the priests to wash in. 

7 And he made ten candlesticks of 
gold according to their form, and 
set them in the temple, five on the 
sega hand, and five on the left. 

He made also ten tables, and 
placed them in the temple, five on the 
right side, and five on the left. And 
he made an hundred basons of gold. 

9 | Furthermore he made the 
court of the priests, and the great 
court, and doors for the court, and 
overlaid the doors of them with brass. 

to And he set the sea on the right 
side of the east end, over against the 
south. 

rx And Huram made the pots, and 
the shovels, and the basons. And 
Huram finished the work that he was 
to make for king Solomon for the 
house of God; : 

12 To wit, the two pillars, and the 
pommels, and the chapiters which 
were on the top of the two pillars, and 
the two wreaths to cover the two pom- 
mels of the Sol fee which were on 
the top of the pillars; 

13 And four hundred pomegranates 
on the two wreaths; two rows of 
pomegranates on each wreath, to 
cover the two pommels of the chapi- 
ters which were upon the pillars. 

14 He made aiso bases, and lavers 
made he upon the bases; 

15 One sea, and twelve oxen under 
it. 

16 The pots also, and the shovels, 
and the fleshhooks, and all their in- 
struments, did Huram his father 


d| make to king Solomon for the house 


of the LORD of bright brass. _. 

17 In the plain of Jordan did the 
king cast them, in the clay ground 
between Succoth and Zeredathah, 
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The ark brought 


18 Thus Solomon made all these 
vessels in great abundance: for the 
weight of the brass could not be found 


out. 

19 { And Solomon made all the 
vessels that were for the house of God, 
the golden altar also, and the tables 
whereon the shewbread was set; 

20 Moreover the candlesticks with 
their lamps, that they should burn 
after the manner before the oracle, 
of pure gold; 

21 And the flowers, and the lamps, 
and the tongs, made he of gold, and 
that perfect gold; 

22 And the snuffers, and the ba- 
sons, and the spoons, and the censers, 
of pure gold: and the entry of the 
house, the inner doors thereof for the 
most holy place, and the doors of the 
house of the temple, were of gold.

39 Then hear thou from the heavens,

6 And Baalath, and all the store 
cities that Solomon had, and all the 
chariot cities, and the cities of the 
horsemen, and all that Solomon de- 
sired to build in Jerusalem, and in 
Lebanon, and throughout all the 
land of his dominion. 

7 4_As for all the people that were 
left of the Hittites, and the Amorites, 
and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and 
the Jebusites, which were not of Israel, 

8 But of their children, who were 
left after them in the land, whom the 
children of Israel consumed not, 
them did Solomon make to pay tri- 
bute until this day. f 

9 But of the children of Israel did 
Solomon make no servants for his 
work; but they were men of war, and 
chief of his captains, and captains of 
his chariots and horsemen. ; 

1o And these were the chief of king 
Solomon’s officers, even two hun- 
dred and fifty, that bare rule over the 
people. 

iz { And Solomon brought up the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the city 
of David unto the house that he had 
built for her: for he said, My wife

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shall not dwell in the house of David 
king of Israel, because the places are 
holy, whereunto the ark of the LORD 
hath come. 

12 { Then Solomon offered burnt 
offerings unto the LORD on the altar 
of the LORD, which he had built be- 
fore the porch, } 

13 Even after a certain rate every 
day, offering according to the com- 
mandment of Moses, on the sabbaths, 
and on the new moons, and on the 
solemn feasts, three times in the 

ear, even in the feast of unleavened 
read: and in the feast of weeks, and 
in the feast of tabernacles. : 

14 {| And he appointed, according 
to the order of David his father, the 
courses of the priests to their service, 
and the Levites to their charges, to 
praise and minister before the priests, 
as the duty of every day required: 
the porters also by their courses at 
every gate: for so had David the 
man of God commanded. 

15 And they departed not from the 
commandment of the king unto the 
priests and Levites concerning any 
matter, or concerning the treasures. 

16 Now all the work of Solomon 
was prepared unto the day of the 
foundation of the house of the LORD, 
and until it was finished. So the house 
of the LORD was perfected. : 

17 { Then went Solomon to Ezion- 
geber, and to Eloth, at the sea side 
in the land of Edom. 

18 And Huram sent him by the 
hands of his servants ships, and ser- 
vants that had knowledge of the sea; 
and they went with the servants of 
Solomon to Ophir, and took thence 
four hundred and fifty talents of gold, 
and brought them to king Solomon.

which delighted in thee to set thee on 
his throne, to be king for the LORD 
thy God: because thy God loved Is- 


rael, to establish them for ever, there- _ 
fore made he thee king over them, to — 


do judgment and justice. 

9 And she gave the an hun- 
dred and twenty talents of gold, and 
of spices great abundance, and pre- 
cious stones: neither was there any 
such spice as the queen of Sheba 
gave king Solomon. 

to And the servants also of Huram, 
and the servants of Solomon, which 
brought gold from Ophir, brought 
algum trees and precious stones. 

11 And the king made of the algum 
trees terraces to the house of the 
LORD, and to the king’s palace, and 
harps and psalteries for singers: and 
there were none such seen before in 
the land of Judah. 

12 And king Solomon gave to the 
queen of Sheba all her desire, what- 
soever she asked, beside that which 
she had brought unto the king. So 
she turned, and went away to her 
own land, she and her servants. 

13 { Now the weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year was six 
hundred and threescore and six tal- 
ents of gold; f 

14 Beside that which chapmen and 
merchants brought. And all the 
kings of Arabia and governors of the 
country brought gold and silver to 
Solomon. 

15 { And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold: six 
hundred shekels of beaten gold went 
to one target. 

16 And three hundred shields made 
he of beaten gold: three hundred 
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shekels of gold went to one shield. 
And the king Bu them in the house 
of the forest of Lebanon. 

17 Moreover the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
pure gold. 

18 d there were six steps to the 
throne, with a footstool of gold, 
which were fastened to the throne, and 
stays on each side of the sitting place, 
and two lions standing by the stays: 

19 And twelve lions stood there on 
the one side and on the other ig a 
the six steps. There was not the like 
made in any kingdom. 

20 { And all the drinking vessels 
of king Solomon were of gold, and all 
‘the vessels of the house of the forest 
of Lebanon were of pure gold: none 
were of silver; it was not any thing ac- 
counted of in the days of Solomon. 

21 For the ’s ships went _to 
Tarshish with the servants of Hu- 
Tam: every three years once came 
the ships of Tarshish bringing gold, 
and silver, ivory, and apes, and pea- 
cocks. : 

22 And king Solomon passed all 

. the kings of the earth in riches and 
wisdom. A 

23 § And all the kings of the earth 
sought the presence of Solomon, to 
hear his wisdom, that God had put in 
his heart. : 

24 And they brought every man his 
present, vessels of silver, and vessels 
of gold, and raiment, harness, and 
spices, horses, and mules, a rate year 
by year. 

25 { And Solomon had four thou- 
sand stalls for horses and chariots, 
and twelve thousand horsemen; 
whom he bestowed in the chariot 
cities, and with the king at Jerusa- 


lem. 

26 J And he reigned over all the 
paes from the river even unto the 
land of the Philistines, and to the bor- 
der of Egypt. f ; d 

27 And the king made silver in 
Jerusalem as stones, and cedar trees 
made he as the sycomore trees that 
are in the low plains in abundance. 

28 And they brought unto Solomon 
horses out of Egypt, and out of all

29 J Now the rest of the acts of 
Solomon, first and last, are they not 
written in the book of Nathan the 
prophet, and in the prophecy of Ahi-

of Iddo the seer against Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat? i ; 

30 And Solomon reigned in Jeru- 
salem over all Israel forty years.

15 So the king hearkened not unto 
the people: for the cause was of God, 
that the LORD might perform his 
word, which he spake by the hand of 
Ahijah the Shilonite to Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat.

3 For he took away the altars of the 
strange gods, and the high places, 
and brake down the images, and cut 
down the groves: 

4 And commanded Judah to seek 
the LORD God of their fathers, and to 
do the law and the commandment. 

5_ Also he took away out of all the 
cities of Judah the high places and 
the images: and the kingdom was 
quiet before him. 

6 § And he built fenced cities in Ju- 
dah: for the land had rest, and he 
had no war in those years; because 
the LORD had given him rest. 

7 Therefore he said unto Judah, 
Let us build these cities, and make 
about them walls, and towers, gates,. 
and bars, while the land 7s yet before 
us; because we have sought the LORD 
our God, we have sought him, and he 
hath given us rest on every side.

5 And it came to pass, when Baa- 
sha heard 7t, that he left off building 
of Ramah, and let his work cease. 

6 Then Asa the king took all Ju- 
dah; and they carried away the stones 
of Ramah, and the timber thereof, 
wherewith Baasha’ was building; and 
he built therewith Geba and Mizpah. 

7 | And at that time Hanani the 
seer came to Asa king of Judah, and 
said unto him, Because thou hast 
relied on the king of Syria, and not 
relied on the LORD thy God, there- 
fore is the host of the king of Syria 
escaped out of thine hand.

12 And Asa in the thirty and ninth 
year of his reign was diseased in his 
feet, until his disease was exceeding 
great : me in his disease he sought 
not to the LORD, but to the physicians,

23 For the children of Ammon and 
Moab stood up against the inhabitants 
of mount Seir, utterly to slay and de- 
stroy them : and when they had made 
anend of the inhabitants of Seir, every 
one helped to destroy another. 

24 And when Judah came toward 
the watch tower in the wilderness, 
they looked unto the multitude, and, 
behold, they were dead bodies fallen 
to the earth, and none escaped. ; 

25 And when Jehoshaphat and his 
people came to take away the spoil 
of them, they found among them in 
abundance both riches with the dead 
bodies, and precious jewels, which 
they stripped off for themselves, more 
than they could carry away: and they 
were three days in gathering of the 
spoil, it was so much.

Now Jehoshaphat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David, And Fe 
horam his son reigned in his stead. 

2 And he had brethren the sons 
of Jehoshaphat, Azariah, and Jehiel, 
and Zechariah, and Azariah, and Mi- 
chael, and Shephatiah: all these were 
the sons of Jehoshaphat king of Is- 
rael. 

3 And their father gave them great 
gifts of silver, and of gold, and of pre- 
cious sere FS with fenced cities in Ju- 
dah: but the kingdom gave he to Je- 
horam; because he was the firstborn. 

4 Now when Jehoram was risen up 
to the kingdom of his father, he 
strengthened himself, and slew all his 
brethren with the sword, and divers 
also of the princes of Israel. 

5 § Jehoram was thirty and two 
years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 

6 And he walked in the way of the 
nes of Israel, like as did the house 
of Ahab: for he had the daughter of 
Ahab to wife: and he wrought that 
which was evil in the eyes of the 
LORD, 

7 Howbeit the LORD would not de- 
stroy the house of David, because of 
the covenant that he had made with 
David, and as he promised to give a 
light to him and to his sons for ever. 

4] In his days the Edomites re- 
volted from under the dominion of 
Judah, and made themselves a king. 

9 Then J ehoram went forth with his 
princes, and all his chariots with him: 
and he rose up by night, and smote 
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the Edomites which compassed him 
= and the captains of the char- 
iots. 

Io So the Edomites revolted from 
under the hand of Judah unto this 
day. The same time also did Libnah 
revolt from under his hand; because 
he had forsaken the LORD God of his 
fathers.

16 { Moreover the LORD stirred up 
against Jehoram the spirit of the Phi- 
listines, and of the Arabians, that were 
near the Ethiopians: ‘ 

17 And they came up into Judah, 
and brake into it, and carried away 
all the substance that was found in 
the king’s house, and his sons also, 
and his wives; so that there was never 
a son left him, save Jehoahaz, the 
yo est ofhissons. __ 

18 {| And after all this the LORD 
smote him in his bowels with an in- 
curable disease. : 

19 And it came to pass, that in pro- 
cess of time, after the end of two 
years, his bowels fell out by reason of 
his sickness: so he died of sore dis- 
eases. And his people made no burn- 
ing for him, like the burning of his 
fathers. 

20 Thirty and two years old was 
he when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jerusalem ag years, and 
departed without being desired. How- 
beit they buried him in the city of 
David, but not in the sepulchres of 


the kings.

1 Ahaziah succeeds Jehoram. 5 He is 
slain by Jehu.

ade the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
-& made Ahaziah his youngest son 
king in his stead: for the band of men 
that came with the Arabians to the 
camp had slain all the eldest. So 
Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah reigned. 

2 Forty and two years old was Aha- 
ziah when he began to reign, and he 
reigned one year in Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name also was Athaliah the 
daughter of Omri. — 

3 He also walked in the ways of the 
house of Ahab: for his mother was 
his counsellor to do wickedly. 

4 Wherefore he did evil in the sight 
of the LORD like the house of Ahab: 
for they were his counsellors after the 
death of his father to his destruc- 
tion. , 

5 § He walked also after their coun- 
sel, and went with Jehoram the son 
of Ahab king of Israel to war against 
Hazael king of Syria at Ramoth-gile- 
ad: and the Syrians smote Joram. 

6 And he returned to be healed in 
Jezreel because of the wounds which 
were given him at Ramah, when he 
fought with Hazael king of Syria. 
And Azariah the son of Jehoram 
king of Judah went down to see Jeho- 
ram the son of Ahab at Jezreel, be- 
cause he was sick. (lz. 

7 And the destruction of Ahaziah 
was of God by coming to Joram: for 
when he was come, he went out with 

ehoram against Jehu the son of 

imshi, whom the LORD had anoint- 
ed to cut off the house of Ahab. 

8 And it came to pass, that, when 
Jehu was executing judgment upon 
the house of Ahab, and found the 
princes of Judah, and the sons of the 
brethren of Ahaziah, that ministered 
to Ahaziah, he slew them. | 

9 And he sought Ahaziah: and 
they caught him, (for he was hid in 
Samaria,) and brought him to Jehu: 
and when they had slain him, they 
buried him: Because, said they, he 
7s the son of Jehoshaphat, who sought 
the LORD with all his heart. So the 
house of Ahaziah had no power to 
keep still the kingdom, 

to § But when Athaliah the mother 
of Ahaziah saw that her son was dead, 
she arose and destroyed all the seed 
royal of the house of Judah.

27 And Ahaz slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city, even 
in Jerusalem: but they brought him 
not into the sepulchres of the king s of 
Israel: and Hezekiah his son reigned 
in his stead. 


CHAPTER 29. 


1 Hezekiah’s reign. 3 Religion restored. 
12 The temnle cleansed. 


PEE began to reign when 
he was five and twenty years old, 
and he reigned nine and twenty years 
in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
ne Abijah, the daughter of Zecha- 


riah. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the LORD, according to all 
that David his father had done. | 

3 4 He in the first year of his reign, 
in the first month, opened the doors 
of the house of the LORD, and repaired 
them. ; : 

- 4 And he brought in the priests and 
the Levites, and gathered them toge- 
ther into the east street, . 

5 And said unto them, Hear me, 
ye Levites, sanctify now yourselves, 
and sanctify the house of the LORD 
God of your fathers, and ca forth 
the filthiness out of the holy place. 

6 For our fathers have _trespassed, 
and done that which was evil in the eyes 
of the LORD our God, and have for- 
saken him, and have turned away 
their faces from the habitation of the 
LORD, and turned ther backs. 

7 Also they have shut up the doors 
of the porch, and put out the lamps, 
and have not burned incense nor of- 
fered burnt offerings in the holy place 
unto the God of Israel. 

8 Wherefore the wrath of the LORD 
was upon Judah and Jerusalem, and 
he hath delivered them to trouble, to 
astonishment, and to hissing, as ye 
see with your eyes. 

9 For, lo, our fathers have fallen 
by the sword, and our sons and our 
daughters and our wives are in cap- 
tivity for this. — } 

10 Now 7z¢ zs in mine heart to make 
a covenant with the LORD God of Is- 
rael, that his fierce wrath may turn 
away from us. 

iz My sons, be not now negligent: 
for the LORD hath chosen you to 
stand before him, to serve him, and 
that ye should minister unto him, 
and burn incense; 

12 {Then the Levites arose, Ma- 
hath the son of Amasai, and Joel the 
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son of Azariah, of the sons of the Ko- 
hathites: and of the sons of Merari, 
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Kish the son of Abdi, and Azariah the | 


son of Jehalelel: and of the Gershon~- 


ites; Joah the son of Zimmah, and — 


Eden the son of Joah: 

13 And of the sons of Elzaphan; 
Shimri, and Jeiel: and of the sons o 
Asaph; Zechariah, and Mattaniah: 

14 And of the sons of Heman; Je- 
hiel, and Shimei: and of the sons of 
Jeduthun; Shemaiah, and Uzziel. 

15 And they gathered their brethren, 
and sanctified themselves, and came, 


according to the commandment of the | 


king, by the words of the LORD, to 
cleanse the house of the LORD. 
16 And the priests went into the in- 
ner part of the house of the LORD, to 
cleanse zt, and brought out all the un- 
cleanness that they found in the tem- 
ple of the LORD into the court of the 


house of the LORD. And the Levites © 


took it, to carry zt out abroad into the 
brook Kidron. 


17 Now they began on the first day 


of the first month to sanctify, and on 
the eighth day of the month came they 
to the porch of the LORD: so they 
sanctified the house of the LORD in 
eight days; and in the sixteenth da 

of the first month they made an end. 

18 Then they went in to Hezekiah 
the king, and said, We have cleansed 
all the house of the LORD, and the al- 
tar of burnt offering, with all the ves- 
sels thereof, and the shewbread table, 
with all the vessels thereof. 

19 Moreover all the vessels, which 
king Ahaz in his reign did cast away 
in his transgression, have we prepared 
and sanctified, and, behold, they are 
before the altar of the LORD. 

20 4 Then Hezekiah the king rose 
early, and gathered the rulers of the 
city, and went up to the house of the 
LORD. 

21 And they brought seven bullocks, 
and seven rams, and seven lambs, 
and seven he goats, for a sin offering 
for the kingdom, and for the sanctu- 
ary, and for Judah. And he com- 
manded the priests the sons of Aaron 
to offer them on the altar of the LORD. 

22 So they killed the bullocks, and 
the priests received the blood, and 
sprinkled 7 on the altar: likewise, 
when they had killed the rams, they 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar: 
they killed also the lambs, and they 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar. 

23 And they brought forth the he 

oats ic ite sin o ering petore ee 

ng and the congregation; an ey 
laid their hands upon them:

24 And the priests killed them, and 
they made reconciliation with their 
blood upon the altar, to make an 
atonement for all Israel: for the king 
commanded that the burnt offering 
and the sin offering should be made for 
all Israel. 

25 And he set the Levites in the 
house of the LORD with cymbals, with 
psalteries, and with harps, according 
to the commandment of David, and 
of Gad the king’s seer, and Nathan 
the prophet: for so was the command- 
ment of the LORD by his prophets. 
_26 And the Levites stood with the 
instruments of David, and the priests 
with the trumpets. 

27 And Hezekiah commanded to 
offer the burnt offering upon the altar. 
And when the burnt offering began, 
the song of the LORD began also with 
the trumpets, and_with the instru- 
ae ordained by David king of Is- 
Tael, 

28 And all the congregation wor- 

shipped, and the singers sang, and 

the trumpeters sounded: and all this 

Emo until the burnt offering was 
shed. 

29 And when they had made an end 
of offering, the king and all that 
were present with him bowed them- 
selves, and worshipped. ; 

30 Moreover Hezekiah the king and 
the princes commanded the Levites 
to sing praise unto the LORD with the 
words of David, and of Asaph the 
seer. And they sang praises with 
gladness, and they bowed their heads 
and worshipped. — 

31 Then Hezekiah answered and 
said, Now ye have consecrated your- 
selves unto the LORD, come near and 
bring sacrifices and thank offerings 
into the house of the LORD. And the 
congregation brought in sacrifices 
and thank offerings; and as many 
as were of a free heart burnt offer- 


ings. 

32 And the number of the burnt 
offerings, which the congregation 
brought, was threescore and ten bul- 
locks, an hundred rams, and two hun- 
dred lambs: all these were for a burnt 
offering to the LORD. ; 

33 And the consecrated things were 
six hundred oxen and three thousand 
sheep. : 

34 But the priests were too few, so 
that they could not flay all the burnt 
offerings: wherefore their brethren 
the Levites did help them, till the 
work was ended, and until the other 

riests had sanctified themselves: 

‘or the Levites were more upright in 
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heart to sanctify themselves than the 
priests. 

35 And also the burnt offerings 
were in abundance, with the fat of 
the peace offerings, and the drink 
offerings for every burnt offering. So 
the service of the house of the LORD 
was set in order. 

36 And Hezekiah rejoiced, and ali 
the people, that God had prepared the 
people: for the thing was done sud- 


denly, 
CHAPTER 30. 


1 Hezekiah proclaims a passover. 23 It 
u ae fourteen days. 27 The people 
sed. 


ND Hezekiah sent to all Israel and 
Judah, and wrote letters also to 
Ephraim and Manasseh, that they 
should come to the house of the LORD 
at Jerusalem, to keep the passover 
unto the LORD God of Israel. 

2 For the king had taken counsel, 
and his princes, and all the congrega- 
tion in Jerusalem, to keep the pass- 
over in the second month. 

3 For they could not keep it at that 
time, because the priests had not 
sanctified themselves sufficiently, 
neither had the people gathered them- 
selves together to Jerusalem. : 

4 And the thing pleased the king 
and ali the congregation. 

5 So they established a decree to 
make proclamation throughout all 
Israel, from Beer-sheba even to Dan, 
that they should come to keep the 
passover unto the LORD God of Israel 
at Jerusalem: for they had not done 
at of a long time in such sort as it was 
written, : 

6 So the posts went with the letters 
from the king and his princes 
throughout all Israel and Judah, and 
according to the commandment of 
the king, saying, Ye children of Is- 
rael, turn again unto the LORD God 
of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, and 
he will return to the remnant of you, 
that are escaped out of the hand of 
the Ora of Assyria. 

7 And be not ye like your fathers, 
and like your brethren, which tres- 

assed against the LORD God of their 

athers, who therefore gave them up 
to desolation, as ye see. | 

8 Now be ye not stiffnmecked, as 
your fathers were, but yield your- 
selves unto the LORD, and enter into 
his sanctuary, which he hath sancti- 
fied for ever: and serve the LORD 
your God, that the fierceness of his 
wrath may turn away from you. 

9 Forifye turn again unto the LORD, 
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your brethren and your children shall 
ee compassion before them that 
ead them captive, so that they shall 
come again into this land: for the 
LORD your God 7s gracious and mer- 
ciful, and will not turn away his face 
from you, if ye return unto him, 

1o So the posts passed from city to 
city through the country of Ephraim 
and Manasseh even unto Zebulun: 
but they laughed them to scorn, and 
mocked them. f 

1x Nevertheless divers of Asher and 
Manasseh and of Zebulun humbled 
themselves, and came to Jerusa- 


em. 

12 Also in Judah the hand of God 
was to give them one heart to do the 
commandment of the king and of the 
princes, by the word of the LORD. 

13 § And there assembled at Jeru- 
salem much people to keep the feast 
of unleavened bread in the second 
month, a very great congregation. 

14 And they arose and took away 
the altars that were in Jerusalem, and 
all the altars for incense took they 
away, and cast them into the brook 
Kidron. d 

15 Then they killed the passover on 
the fourteenth day of the second 
month: and the priests and the Le- 
vites were ashamed, and sanctified 
themselves, and brought in the burnt 
offerings into the house of the LORD. 

16 And they stood in their place 
after their manner, according to the 
law of Moses the man of God: the 
priests sprinkled the blood, whch they 
received of the hand of the Levites. 

17 For there were many in the con- 
gregation that were not sanctified: 
therefore the Lewites had the charge 
of the killing of the passovers for 
every one that was not clean, to sanc- 
tify them unto the LORD. 

18 For a multitude of the people, 
even many of Ephraim, and Manas- 
seh, Issachar, and Zebulun, had not 
cleansed themselves, yet did they 
eat the passover otherwise than it 
was written. But Hezekiah prayed 
for them, saying, The good LORD par- 
don every one 

19 That prepared his heart to seek 
God, the RD God of his fathers, 
though he be not cleansed according to 
the purification of the sanctuary. 

20 And the LORD hearkened to Hez- 
ekiah, and healed the people, 

21 And the children of Israel that 
were present at Jerusalem, kept 
the feast of unleavened bread ceven 
days with great gladness: and the 
Levites and the priests praised the 


LORD day by day, singing with loud 
instruments unto the LORD. : 

22 And Hezekiah spake comfort- 
ably unto all the Levites that taught 
the good knowledge of the LORD: 
and they did eat throughout the feast 
seven days, offering peace offerings, 
and making confession to the LORD 
God of their fathers. 

23 And the whole assembly took 
counsel to keep other seven days: 
and they kept other seven days with 
gladness. x ; 

24 For. Hezekiah king of Judah 
did give to the congregation a thou- 
sand bullocks and seven thousang 
sheep; and the princes gave to the 
congregation a thousand bullocks 
and ten thousand sheep: and a great 
number of priests sanctified them- 
selves. : 

25 And all the congregation of Ju- 
dah, with the priests and the Levites, 
and all the congregation that came 
out of Israel, and the strangers that 
came out of the land of Israel, and 
that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 

26 So there was great joy in Jeru- 
salem: for since the time of Solomon 
the son of David king of Israel there 
was not the like in Jerusalem, 

27 4 Then the priests the Levites 
arose and blessed the people: and 
their voice was heard, and their 
prayer came wp to his holy dwelling 
place, even unto heaven. 


CHAPTER 31. 


1 The priestly courses. 5 Offerings of 
the people. 20 Hezekiah’s tUihale ts y 


OW when all this was finished, all 
Israel that were present went 
out to the cities of Judah, and brake 
the images in pieces, and cut down 
the groves, and threw down the high 
places and the altars out of all Judah 
and Benjamin, in Ephraim also and 
Manasseh, until they had utterly de- 
stroyed them all. Then all the chil- 
dren of Israel returned, every man to 
his possession, into their own cities. 
2 { And Hezekiah appointed the 
courses of the priests and the Levites 
after their courses, every man ac- 
cording to his service, the priests and 
Levites for burnt offerings and for 
peace offerings, to minister, and to 
give thanks, and to praise in the gates 
of the tents of the LORD, 
3 He pppoe also the king’s por- 


tion of his substance for the burnt 
offerings, to wit, for the morning and 
evening burnt offerings, and the 


burnt offerings for the sabbaths, and 
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for the new moons, and for the set 
feasts, as zt 1s written in the law of 
the LORD. 

4 Moreover he commanded the peo- 
ple that dwelt in Jerusalem to give 
the portion of the priests and the 
Levites, that they ht be encour- 
aged in the law of the LORD. 

5 § And as soon as the command- 
ment came abroad, the children of 
Israel brought in abundance the 
firstfruits of corn, wine, and oil, and 
honey, and of all the increase of the 
field; and the tithe of all things brought 
they in abundantly. 

d concerning the children of Is- 
rael and Judah, that dwelt in the 
cities of Judah, they also brought in 
the tithe of oxen and sheep, and the 
tithe of holy things which were con- 
secrated unto the LORD their God, and 
laid them by heaps. 

7 In the third month they began to 
lay the foundation of the heaps, and 
finished them in the seventh month. 

8 And when Hezekiah and the 

rinces came and saw the heaps, they 

ace the LORD, and his people Is- 
rael. 
-9 Then Hezekiah questioned with 
the priests and the Levites concern- 
ing the heaps. | : : 

1o And Azariah the chief priest of 
the house of Zadok answered him, 
and said, Since the people began to 
ne te offerings into the house of 
the LORD, we have had enough to eat, 
and have left plenty: for the LORD 
hath blessed his people; and that 
which is left 7s this great store. 

1m { Then Hezekiah commanded 
to prepare chambers in the house 
of the LORD; and they prepared 


My i ; 

12 And brought in the offerings 
and the tithes and the dedicated things 
faithfully: over which Cononiah the 
Levite was ruler, and Shimei his bro- 
ther was the next. ‘ 

13 And Jehiel, and Azaziah, and 
Nahath, and Asahel, and Jerimoth, 
and Jozabad, and Eliel, and Isma- 
chiah, and Mahath, and Benaiah, 
were overseers under the hand of 
Cononiah and Shimei his brother, at 
the commandment of Hezekiah the 
king, and Azariah the ruler of the 
house of God. ° 

14 And Kore the son of Imnah the 
Levite, the porter toward the east, 
was over the freewill offerings of God, 
to distribute the oblations of the 
LORD, and the most holy things. 

15 And next him were Eden, and 
Miniamin, and Jeshua, and Shema- 
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iah, Amariah, and Shecaniah, in the 
cities of the priests, in their set office, 
to give to their brethren by courses, 
as well to the great as to the small: 

16 Beside their genealogy of males, 
from three years old and upward, 
even unto every one that entereth 
into the house of the LORD, his daily 
portion for their service in their 
charges according to their courses; 

17 Both to the genealogy of the 
priests by_the house of their fathers, 
and the Levites from twenty years 
old and upward, in their charges by 
their courses; 

18 And to the genealogy of all their 
little ones, their wives, and their sons, 
and their daughters, through all the 
congregation: for in their set office 
they sanctified themselves in holiness: 

19 Also of the sons of Aaron the 
priests, which were in the fields of the 
suburbs of their cities, in every several 
city, the men that were expressed 
by name, to give portions to all the 
males among the priests, and to all 
that were reckoned by genealogies 
among the Levites. : 

20 4 And thusdid Hezekiah Sr ee, 

out all Judah, and wrought that 
which was geod and right and truth 
before the LORD his God. 
_21 And in every work that he began 
in the service of the house of God, 
and in the law, and in the command- 
ments, to seek his God, he did 2¢ with 
all his heart, and prospered. 


CHAPTER 32. 


1 Sennacherib invades Judah. 21 The 
Assyrians _ destroyed. 27 Hezekiah’s 
works and death. 


FTER these things, and the es- 
tablishment thereof, Sennach- 
erib king of Assyria came, and en- 
tered into Judah, and encamped 
against the fenced cities, and thought 
to win them for himself. 

2 And when Hezekiah saw that 
Sennacherib was come, and that he 
was purposed to fight against Jeru- 
salem, } wan 

3 He took counsel with his princes 
and his mighty men to stop the wa- 
ters of the fountains which were with- 
out the city: and they did help him. 

4 So there was gathered much peo- 
le together, who stopped all the 
ountains, and the brook that ran 
through the midst of the land, say- 
ing, Why should the kings of Assyria 
come, and find much water? | 

5 Also. he strengthened himself, 
and built up all the wall that was 
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against him, saying, As the gods of 
the nations of ot nds have not de- | 
livered their people out of mine hand, | 
so shall not the God of Hezekiah de- | 
liver his people out of mine hand. 

18 Then they cried with a loud | 
voice in the Jews’ speech unto the 
people of Jerusalem that were on the 
wall, to affright them, and to trouble | 
them; that they might take the city. | 

19 And they spake against the God 
of Jerusalem, as against the gods of | 
the people of the earth, which were | 
the work of the hands of man. 

20 And for this cause Hezekiah the | 
king, and the prophet Isaiah the son

broken, and raised zt up to the towers, 
and another wall without, and re- 
paired Millio in the city of David, and 
made darts and shields in abundance. 

6 And he set captains of war over 
the people, and gathered them toge- 
ther to him in the street of the gate 
of the city, and spake comfortably to 
them, saying, 

7 Be strong and courageous, be not 
afraid nor pa dab for the king of 
Assyria, nor for all the multitude that 
7s with him: for there be more with 
us than with him: 

8 With him 7s an arm of flesh; but 
with us zs the LORD our God to help 


us, and to fight our battles. And the 
people rested themselves upon the 
words of Hezekiah king of Judah. 

9 4 After this did Sennacherib king 
of Assyria send his servants to Jeru- 
salem, (but he himself laid svege against 
Lachish, and all his power with him,) 
unto Hezekiah king of. Judah, an 
unto all Judah that were at Jerusa- 
lem, saying, | IS 

1o Thus saith Sennacherib king of 
Assyria, Whereon do ye trust, that ye 
abide in the siege in Jerusalem? 

11 Doth not Hezekiah persuade you 
to give over yourselves to die by fa- 
mine and by thirst, saying, The LORD 
our God shall deliver us out of the 
hand of the king of Assyria? , 

12 Hath not the same Hezekiah 
taken away his high places and his 
altars, and commanded..Judah and 

erusalem, saying, Ye shall worship 

fore one altar, and burn incense 
upon it? 

13 Know ye not what I and my fa- 
thers have done unto all the people 
of other lands? were the gods of the 
nations of those lands any ways able 
to deliver their lands out of mine 
hand? 

ve Who was there among all the 
gods of those nations that my fathers 
utterly destroyed, that could deliver 
his people out of mine hand, that 
your God should be able to deliver 
you out of mine hand? 

15 Now therefore let not Hezekiah 
deceive you, nor persuade you on 
this manner, neither yet believe him: 
for no god of any nation or kingdom 
was able to deliver his people out of 
mine hand, and out of the hand of 
my fathers: how much less shall your 
God deliver you out of mine hand? 

16 And his servants spake yet more 
against the LORD God, and against 
his servant Hezekiah. 

17 He wrote also letters to rail on 
the LORD God of Israel, and to speak 


of Amoz, prayed and cried to heaven. 

21 { And the LoRD sent an angel, | 
which cut off all the mighty men of 
valour, and the leaders and captains 
in the camp of the king of Assyria. 
So he returned with shame of face to | 
his own land. And when he wascome | 
into the house of his god, they that 
came forth of his own bowels slew 
him there with the sword. 

22 Thus the LORD saved Hezekiah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
from the hand of Sennacherib the 

of Assyria, and from the hand 
as other, and guided them on every 
side. 

23 And many brought gifts unto 
the LORD to _Jerusalem, and pre- 
sents to Hezekiah king of Judah: so 
that he was magnified in the sight 
of all nations from thenceforth. 

24 § In those days Hezekiah was 
sick to the death, and prayed unto 
the LORD: and he spake unto him, 
and he gave him a sign. 

25. But Hezekiah rendered not 
again according to the benefit done 
unto him; for his heart was lifted 
up: therefore there was wrath upon 
him, and upon Judah and Jerusa- 
em 


26 Notwithstanding Hezekiah hum- 
bled himself for the pride of his 
heart, both he and the inhabitants of 

erusalem, so that the wrath of the 

RD came not upon them in the 
days of Hezekiah. 

27 §| And Hezekiah had exceeding 
much riches and honour: and he 
made himself treasuries for silver, 
and for gold, and for precious stones, 
and for spices, and for shields, and for 
all manner of pleasant jewels; 

28 Storehouses also for the increase 
of corn, and wine, and oil; and stalls 
for all manner of beasts, and cotes 
for flocks. 

29 Moreover he provided him cities, 
and possessions of flocks and herds 
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in abundance: for God had given 
him substance very much. 

30 This same Hezekiah also stopped 
the upper watercourse of Gihon, and 
brought it straight down to the west 
side of the city of David. And Heze- 
kiah prospered in all his works. 

31 {| Howbeit in the business of the 
ambassadors of the princes of Bab- 
ylon, who sent unto him to enquire 
of the wonder that was done in the 
land, God left him, to try him, that 
Bs mint know all that was in his 

eart. 

32 { Now the rest of the acts of Hez- 
ekiah, and his, goodness, - behold, 
they are written in the vision of Isa- 
iah the prophet, the son of Amoz, and 
pme book of the kings of Judah and 

srael, 

33 And Hezekiah slept with his fa- 
thers, and they buried him in the 
chiefest of the sepulchres of the sons 
of David: and all Judah and the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem did him hon- 
our at his death. And Manasseh his 
son reigned in his stead.

ype bS SEE was twelve years old 
when he began to reign, and he 
Teigned fifty and five years in Jerusa- 


em: 

2 But did that which was evil in the 
sight of the LORD, like unto the abom- 
inations of the heathen, whom the 
LORD had cast out before the children 
of Israel. i : 

3 | For he built. again the high 

laces which Hezekiah his father had 
roken down, and he reared up altars 
for Baalim, and made groves, and 
worshipped all the host of heaven, 
and served them. ; 

4 Also he built altars in the house of 
the LORD, whereof the LORD had said, 
In Jerusalem shall my name be for 


ever. 

5 And he built altars for all the host 
of heaven in the two courts of the 
house of the LORD. ; 

6 And he caused his children to 
pass through the fire in the valley of 
the son of Hinnom: also he observed 
times, and used enchantments, and 
used witchcraft, and dealt with a fa- 
miliar spirit, and with wizards: he 
wrought much evil in the sight of the 

RD, to provoke him to anger. 
: M. And he set a carved image, the 
idol which he had made, in the house 
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of God, of which God had said to Da- 
vid and to Solomon his son, In this 
house, and in 2 erusalem, which I 
have chosen before all the tribes of 
Israel, will I put my name for ever: 

8 Neither will I any more remove 
the foot of Israel from out of the land 
which I have appointed for your fa- 
thers; so that they will take heed to 
do aif that I have commanded them, 
according to the whole law and the 
statutes and the ordinances by the 
hand of Moses. 
_9 So Manasseh made Judah and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem to err, and 
to do-worse than the heathen, whom 
the LORD had destroyed before the 
children of Israel. 

to And the LORD spake to Manas- 
seh, and to his people: but they would 
not hearken. 

zr { Wherefore the LORD brought 
upon them the captains of the host 
of the king of Assyria, which took 
Manasseh among the thorns, and 
bound him with fetters, and carried 
him to Babylon. 

12 And when he was in affliction, 
he besought the LORD his God, and 
humbled himself greatly before the 
God of his fathers, . 

13 And prayed unto him: and he 
was intreated of him, and heard his 
supplication, and brought him again 
to Jerusalem into his kingdom. Then 
Manasseh knew that the LORD he 
was God. : 

14 Now after this he built a wall 
without the city of David, on the west 
side of Gihon, in the valley, even to 
the entering in at the fish gate, and 
compassed about Ophel, and raised 
it up a very great height, and put cap- 
tains of war in all the fenced cities of 
Judah. 

15 And he took away the strange 
gods, and the idol out of the house of 
the LORD, and all the altars that he 
had built in the mount of the house of 
the LORD, and in Jerusalem, and cast 
them out of the city.

23_ And humbled not himself before 
the LORD, as Manasseh his father had

24 And his servants conspired 
against him, and slew him in his own 
house. 

25 {| But the people of the land slew 
all them that had conspired against 
king Amon; and the people of the 
land made Josiah his son king in his

OSIAH was eight years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jerusalem one and thirty years.

3 4 For in the eighth year of his 
reign, while he was yet young, he 
began to seek after the God of David 
his father: and in the twelfth year he 
began to purge Judah and Jerusalem 
from the high places, and the groves, 
and the carved images, and the molten 
images.

turned to Jerusalem. 


to And they put zt in the hand of | 


the workmen that had the oversight 
of the house of the LoRD, and they 
gave it to the workmen that wrought 
in the house of the LORD, to repair 
and amend the house: 

11 Even to the artificers and build- 
ers gave they 7, to buy hewn stone, 
and timber for couplings, and to 
floor the houses which the kings of 
Judah had destroyed. 

12 And the men did the work faith- 
fully: and the overseers of them were 
Jahath and Obadiah, the Levites, of 
the sons of Merari; and Zechariah 
and Meshullam, of the sons of the 
Kohathites, to set et forward; and 
other of the Levites, all that could skill 
of instruments of musick. 

13 Also they were over the bearers‘of 
burdens, and were overseers of all that 
wrought the work in any manner of 
service: and of the Levites there were 
scribes, and officers, and porters. 

14 { And when they brought out 
the money that was brought into the 
house of the LORD, Hilkiah the priest 
found a book of the law of the LORD 
given by Moses. 

15 And Hilkiah answered and said 
to Shaphan the scribe, I have found 
the book of the law in the house of 
the LORD. And Hilkiah delivered the 
book to Shaphan. j 

16 And Shaphan carried the book 
to the king, and brought the king 
word back again, saying, All that was 
committed to thy servants, they do zt. 

17 And they have gathered toge- 
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ther the money that was found in the 
house of the LORD, and have delivered 
it into the hand of the overseers, and 
to the hand of the workmen. | 

18 Then Shaphan the scribe told 
the king, saying, Hilkiah the priest 
hath given me a book. And Shaphan 
read it before the king. 

19 And it came to pass, when the 
king had heard the words of the law, 
that he rent his clothes. 

20 And the king commanded Hil- 
kiah, and Ahikam the son of Sha- 
phan, and Abdon the son of Micah, 
and Shaphan the scribe, and Asaiah a 
servant of the king’s, saying, 

21 Go, enquire of the LORD for me, 
and for them that are left in Israel 
and in Judah, concerning the words 
of the book that is found: for great is 
the wrath of the LORD that is poured 
out upon us, because our fathers have 
not kept the word of the LORD, to do 
after all that is written in this book. 

22 And Hilkiah, and they that the 
king had appointed, went to Huldah 
the prophetess, the wife of Shallum 
the son of Tikvath, the son of Has- 
rah, keeper of the wardrobe; (now she 
dwelt in Jerusalem in the college:) 
and they spake to her ito that effect. 

23 4 And she answered them, Thus 
saith the LORD God of Israel, Tell ye 
the man that sent you to me, 

24 Thus saith the LORD, Behold, I 
will bring evil upon this place, and 
upon the inhabitants thereof, even all 
the curses that are written in the 
book which they have read before the 
king of Judah: ; 

25 Becausé they have forsaken me, 
and have burned incense unto other 
gods, that they might provoke me 
to anger with all the works of their 
hands; therefore my wrath shall be 
‘poured out upon this place, and shall 
not be quenched. : 

26 And as for the king of Judah, 
who sent you to enquire of the LORD, 
so shall ye say unto him, Thus saith 
the LORD God of Israel concerning the 
words which thou hast heard; 

27 Because thine heart was tender, 
and thou didst humble thyself before 
God, when thou heardest his words 
against this place, and against the 
inhabitants thereof, and humbledst 
thyself before me, and didst rend thy 
clothes, and weep before me; I have 

even heard thee also, saith the LORD. 

28 Behold, I will gather thee to thy 
fathers, and thou shalt be gathered to 
thy grave in peace, neither shall thine 
eyes see all the evil that I will bring 
upon this place, and upon the inha 
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itants of the same. So they brought 
the king word again. 


29 { Then the king sent and ga- 
thered together all the elders of Ju- 
dah and Jerusalem. 

30 And the king went up into the 
house of the LORD, and all the men of 
Judah, and the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, and the priests, and the Le- 
vites, and all the people, great and 
small: and he read in their ears all the 
words of the book of the covenant 
that was found in the house of the 
LORD. 

31 And the king stood in his place, 
and made a covenant before-the LORD, 
to walk after the LORD, and to keep 
his commandments, and his testi- 
monies, and his statutes, with all his 
heart, and with all his soul, to per- 
form the words of the covenant which 
are written in this book. 

32 And he caused all that were 
present in Jerusalem ard _ Benja- 
min to stand to zt. And the inhabit- 
ants of Jerusalem did according to 
the covenant of God, the God of their 
fathers. : 

33 And Josiah took away all the 
abominations out. of all the coun- 
tries that pertained to the children of 
Israel, and made all that were present 
in Israel to serve, even to serve the 
LORD their God. And all his days 
they departed not from following the 
LORD, the God of their fathers. 


CHAPTER 35. 


1 Josiah keeps aie sover. 20 He is 
slain at Megiddo. 25 The nation 
mourns. 


OREOVER jean kept a pass- 

over unto the LORD in Jerusa- 

lem: and they killed the passover on 

the fourteenth day of the first month. 

2 And he set the priests in their 

charges, and encouraged them to the 
service of the house of the LORD, 

3 And said unto the Levites that 
taught all Israel, which were holy 
unto the LORD, Put the holy ark in 
the house which Solomon the son 
of David king of Israel did build; zt 
shall not be a burden upon your shoul- 
ders: serve now the LORD your God, 
and his people Israel, 

4 And prepare yourselves by the 
houses of your fathers, after your 
courses, according to the writing of 
David king of Israel, and according 
to the writing of Solomon his son. 

5 And stand in the holy place ac- 
cording to the divisions of the fami- 


b-'! lies of the fathers of your brethren 
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the people, and after the division of 
the families of the Levites. 

6 So kill the passover, and sanc- 
tify yourselves, and prepare your bre- 
thren, that ‘hey may do according to 
the word of the LORD by the hand of 
Moses. 

7 And Josiah gave to the people, 
of the flock, lambs and kids, all for 
the passover offerings, for all that 
were present, to the number of thirty 
thousand, and three thousand bul- 
locks: these were of the king’s sub- 
stance. Pe. 

8 And his princes gave willingly 
unto the people, to the priests, and to 
the Levites: Hilkiah and Zechariah 
and Jehiel, rulers of the house of God, 
gave unto the priests for the passover 
offerings two thousand and six hun- 
dred small cattle, and three hundred 
oxen. 

9 Conaniah also, and Shemaiah and 
Nethaneel, his brethren, and Hasha- 
biah and Jeiel and Jozabad, chief of 
the Levites, gave unto the Levites 
for passover offerings five thousand 
el cattle, and five hundred oxen. 

10 So the service was prepared, and 
the priests stood in their place, and 
the Levites in their courses, accord- 
ing to the king’s commandment. 

1z And they killed the passover, 
and the priests sprinkled the blood 
from their hands, and the Levites 
flayed them. 

12 And they removed the burnt of- 
ferings, that they might give accord- 
ing to the divisions of the families of 
the people, to offer unto the LORD, as 
at is written in the book of Moses. 
And so did they with the oxen. 

13 And they roasted the passover 
with fire according to the ordinance: 
but the other nots offerings sod they 
in pots, and in caldrons, and in pans, 
and divided them speedily among all 
the people. 

14 And afterward they made ready 
for themselves, and for the priests: 
because the priests the sons of Aaron 
were busied in offering of burnt offer- 
ings and the fat until night; therefore 
the Levites prepared for themselves, 
and for the priests the sons of Aaron. 

15 And the singers the sons of 
Asaph were in their place, according 
to the commandment oi David, and 
Asaph, and Heman, and Jeduthun 
the king’s seer; and the porters 
waited at every gate; they might not 
depart from their service; for their 
brethren the Levites prepared for 
them. f 

16 So all the service of the LoRD 
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was prepared the same day, to keep 
the passover, and to offer burnt offer- 
ings upon the altar of the LORD, ac- 
cording to the commandment of king 
Josiah. 

17 And the children of Israel that 
were present kept the passover at 
that time, and the feast of unlea- 
vened bread seven days. 3 

18 And there was no passover like 
to that kept in Israel from the days 
of Samuel the prophet; neither did all 
the kings of Israel keep such a pass- 
over as Josiah kept, and the priests, 
and the Levites, and all Judah and 
Israel that were present, and the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem. 

19 In the eighteenth year of the 
reign of Josiah was this passover kept. 

20 { After all this, when Josiah 
had prepared the temple, Necho king 
of Egyptcame up to fight against Char- 
chemish by Euphrates: and Josiah 
went out against him. 

21 But he sent ambassadors to him, 
saying, What have I to do with thee, 
thou king of Judah? / comenot against 
thee this day, but against the house 
wherewith I have war: for God 
commanded me to make haste: for- 
bear thee from meddling with God, who 
ws with me, that he destroy thee not. 

22 Nevertheless Josiah would not 
turn his face from him, but dis- 
guised himself, that he might fight 
with him, and hearkened not unto 
the words of Necho from the mouth 
of God, and came to fight in the val- 
ley of Megiddo. 

23 And the archers shot at king Jo- 
siah; and the king said to his ser- 
vants, Have me away; for I am sore 
wounded. 

24 His servants therefore took him 
out of that chariot, and put him in 
the second chariot that he had; and 
they brought him to Jerusalem, and 
he died, and was buried in one of the 
sepulchres of his fathers. And all 
Judah and Jerusalem mourned for 

osiah. 

25, | And Jeremiah lamented for 
Josiah: and all the singing men and 
the singing women spake of Josiah 
in their lamentations to this day, 
and made them an ordinance in Is- 
rael: and, behold, they are written in 
the lamentations. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Josi- 
ah, and his goodness, according to 
that which was written in the law of 
the LORD, | 

27 And his deeds, first and last, be- 
hold, they are written in the book of 
the kings of Israel and Judah.

14 § Moreover all the chief of the 
priests, and the people, transgressed 
very much after all the abominations 
of the heathen; and polluted the 
house of the LORD which he had hal- 
luwed in Jerusalem.

63 And the Tirshatha said unto 
them, that they should not eat of 
the most holy things, till there stood 
up a priest with Urim and with 
Thummim. : 

64 § The whole congregation to- 
gether was forty and two thousand 
three hundred and threescore, ; 

65 Beside their servants and their 
maids, of whom there were seven thou- 
sand three hundred thirty and seven: 
and there were among them two hun- 
dred singing men and singing wo- 
men, 
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66 Their horses were seven hundred 
thirty and six; their mules, two hun- 
dred forty and five; 

67 Their camels, four hundred 
thirty and five; their asses, six thou- 
sand seven hundred and twenty. 

68 § And some of the chief of the 
fathers, when they came to the house 
of the LORD which is at Jerusalem, 
offered freely for the house of God to 
set it up in his place: y es 

69 They wave after their ability 
unto tne treasure of the work three- 
score and one thousand drams of 
gold, and five thousand pound of sil- 
ver, and one hundred priests’ gar- 
ments. : 

70 So the priests, and the Levites, 
and sume of the people, and the singers, 
and the porters, and the Nethinims, 
dwelt in their cities, and all Israel in 
their cities.

_I1 And they sang together by course 
in praising and giving thanks unto 
the LORD; because he zs good, for 
his mercy endureth for ever toward 
Israel. nd all the people shouted 
with a great shout, when they praised 
the LORD, because the foundation of 
the house of the LORD was laid. 

12 But many of the priests and Le- 
vites and chief of the fathers, who 
were ancient men, that had seen the 
first house, when the foundation of 
this house was laid before their eyes, 
wept with a loud voice; and many 
shouted aloud for joy: 

13 So that the people could not dis- 
cern the noise of the shout of joy 
from the noise of the weeping of the 
people: for the people shouted witha 
loud shout, and the noise was heard

said unto them, Let us build with 
you: for we seek your God, as ye 
do; and we do sacrifice unto him 
since the days of Esar-haddon king 
of Assur, which brought us up hither. 

3 But Zerubbabel, and Jeshua, and 
the rest of the chief of the fathers of 
Israel, said unto them, Ye have no- 
thing to do with us to build an house 
unto our God; but we ourselves to- 
gether will build unto the LORD God 
of Israel, as king Cyrus the king of 
Persia hath commanded us. 

4 Then the people of the land 
weakened the hands of the people of 
Judah, and troubled them 1n building, 

5 And hired counsellors against 
them, to frustrate their purpose, all the 
days of Cyrus king of Persia, even until 
the reign of Darius king of Persia. 

6 And in the reign of Ahasuerus, in 
the beginning of his reign, wrote they 
unto hum an accusation against the 
inhabitants of Judah and Jerusalem. 

7 § And in the days of Artaxerxes 
wrote Bishlam, Mithredath, Tabeel, 
and the rest of their companions, 
unto Artaxerxes king of Persia; and 
the writing of the letter was written 
in the Syrian tongue, and interpreted 
in the Syrian tongue. 

8 Rehum the chancellor and Shim- 
shai the scribe wrote a letter against 
Jerusalem to Artaxerxes the king 
in this sort: 

9 Then wrote Rehum the chancellor, 
and Shimshai the scribe, and the rest 
of their companions; the Dinaites, 
the Apharsathchites, the Tarpelites, 
the Apharsites, the Archevites, the 
Babylonians, the Susanchites, the 
Dehavites, and the Elamites, 

to And the rest of the nations whom 
the great and noble Asnapper brought 
over, and set in the cities of Samaria, 
and the rest that are on this side the 
Tiver, and at such a time. 

11 {| This zs the copy of the letter 
that they sent unto him, even unto 
Artaxerxes the king; Thy servants the 
men on this side the river, and at 
such a time. a 

12 Be it known unto the king, that 
the Jews which cane up from thee 
to us are come unto Jerusalem, build- 
ing the rebellious and the bad city, 
and have set up the walls 0} 
and joined the foundations. : 

13 Be it known now unto the king, 
that, if this city be builded, and the 
walls set up again, then will they not 
pay toll, tribute, and custom, and 
so thou shalt endamage the revenue 
of the kings. 
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His decree. 


tenance from the king’s palace, and it 
was not meet for us to see the king’s 
dishonour, therefore have we sent 
and certified the king; 

15 That search may be made in the 
book of the records of thy fathers: 
so shalt thou find in the book of the 
records, and know that this city zs 
a_ rebellious city, and hurtful unto 

Ss and provinces, and that they 
have moved sedition within the 
same of old time: for which cause 
was this city destroyed. 

16 We certify the king that. if this 
city be builded ayuin, and the walls 
thereof set up, by this means thou 
shalt have no portion on this side the 
river.

18 The letter which ye sent unto 
us hath been plainly read before me. 

r9 And I commanded, and search 
hath been made, and it is found that 
this city of old time hath made in- 
surrection against kings, and that re- 
bellion and sedition have been made 
therein. id 

20 There have been mighty kings 
also over Jerusalem, which have 
ruled over all countries beyond the 
river; and toll, tribute, and custom, 
was paid unto them. 

21 Give ye now commandment to 
cause these men to cease, and that 
this city be not builded, until another 
commandment shall be given from 
me. 

22 Take heed now that ye fail not 
to do this: why should damage grow to 
the hurt of the kings? : 

23 Now when the copy of king 
Artaxerxes’ letter was read before Re- 
hum, and Shimshai the scribe, and 
their companions, they went up in 
haste to Jerusalem unto the Jews, 
and made them to cease by force 
and power. 

24 Then_ceased the work of the 
house of God which 7s at Jerusalem, 
So it ceased unto the second year of 
the reign of Darius king of Persia.

7 They sent a letter unto him, 
wherein was written thus; Unto Da- 
rius the king, all peace. : 

Be it known unto the king, that 
we went into the province of Judea, 
to the house of the great God, which 
is builded with great stones, and tim- 
ber is laid in the walls, and this work 
poem fast on, and prospereth in their 

ands. 

9 Then asked we those elders, and 
said unto them thus, Who command- 
ed you to build this house, and to 
make up these walls? 

10 We asked their names also, to 
certify thee, that we might write the 
names of the men that were the chief 
of them. 

ir And thus they returned us an- 
sSwer, saying, We are the servants of 
the God of heaven and earth, and 
build the house that was builded these 
many years ago, which a great king 
of Israel builded and set up. 

12 But after that our fathers had 
provoked the God of heaven unto 
wrath, he gave them into the hand of 
Nebuchadnezzar the king of Baby- 
lon, the Chaldean, who destroyed 
this house, and carried the people 
away into Babylon.

3 In the first year of Cyrus the king 
the same Cyrus the king made a decree 
concerning the house of God at Jeru- 
salem, Let the house be builded, the 
place where they offered sacrifices, 
and let the foundations thereof be 
strongly laid; the height thereof 
threescore cubits, and the breadth 
thereof threescore cubits; 

_4 With three rows of great stones, 
and a row of new timber: and let the 
expenses be given out of the king’s 
house: 

5 And also let the golden and silver 
vessels of the house of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took forth out of the 
temple which zs at Jerusalem, and 
brought unto Babylon, be restored, 
and brought again unto the temple 
which 2s at J erusalem, every one to his 
place, and place them in the house of 

od. 

6 Now therefore, Tatnai, governor 
beyond the river, Shethar-boznai, 
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-and your companions the Aphar- 
sachites, which are beyond the river, 
be ye far from thence: 

Let the work of this house of God 
alone; let the governor of the Jews 
and the elders of the Jews build this 
house of God in his place. 

8 Moreover I make a decree what 
ye shall do to the elders of these Jews 

or the building of this house of God: 
that of the king’s goods, even of the 
tribute beyond the river, forthwith 
expenses be given unto these men, 
that they be not hindered. 

9 And that which they have need of. 
both young bullocks, and rams, an 
lamts, for the burnt offerings of the 
God of heaven, wheat, salt, wine, and 
oil, according to the appointment of 
the priests which ave at Jerusalem. 
let it be given them day by day with- 
out fail: 

Io That they may offer sacrifices 
of sweet savours unto the God of 
heaven, and pray for the life of the 
king, and of his sons. 

11 Also I have made a decree, that 
whosoever shall alter this word, let 
timber be pulled down from his house 
and being set up, let him be hanged 
thereon; and let his house be made 
a dunghill for this. 

12 And the God that hath caused 
his name to dwell there destroy all 
kings and people, thatshall put to their 
hand to alter and to destroy this house 
of God which zs at Jerusalem. I Da- 
Trius have made a decree; let it be 
done with speed. | : 

13 { Then Tatnai, governor on this 
side the river, Shethar-boznai, and 
their companions, according to that 
which Darius the had sent, so 
they did speedily. 

14 And the elders of the Jews 
builded, and they prospered through 
the prophesying of Haggai the pro- 

het and Zechariah the son of Iddo. 

d they builded, and finished 7t, ac- 
cording to the commandment of the 
God of Israel, and according to the 
commandment of Cyrus, and Da- 
tius, and Artaxerxes king of Persia. 

15 And this house was finished on 
the third day of the month Adar, 
which was in the sixth year of the 
pion. of Darius the king. 

16 § And the children of Israel, the 
priests, and the Levites, and the rest 
of the children of the captivity, kept 
the dedication of this house of God 
with joy, 


17 And offered at the dedication of. 


this house of God an hundred bullocks. 
two hundred rams, four hundred 
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lambs; and for a sin offering for all 
Israel, twelve he goats, according to 
the number of the tribes of Israel. 

18 And they set the priests in their 
divisions, and the Levites in their 
courses, for the service of God, which

and thine eyes open, that thou may- 
est hear the prayer of thy servant, 
which I pray before thee now, day 
and night, for the children of Israel 
thy servants, and confess the sins of

13 {| Therefore set I in the lower 
places behind the wall, and on the 
higher places, I even set the people 
after their families with their swords, 
their spears, and their bows. 

14 And I looked, and rose up, and 
said unto the nobles, and to the rul- 
ers, and to the rest of the people, Be, 
not ye afraid of them: remember the 
Lord, which is great and terrible, and 
fight for your brethren, your sons. 
and your daughters, your wives, an 
your houses. 

15 And it came to pass, when our 
enemies heard that it was known 
unto us, and God had brought their 
counsel to nought, that we returned 
all of us to the wall, every one unto 
his work. | 

16 And it came to pass from that 
time forth, that the half of my ser- 
vants wrought in the work, and the 
other half of them held both the 
spears, the shields, and the bows, and 
the habergeons; and the rulers were 
behind all the house of Judah. 

17 They which builded on the wall, 
and they that bare burdens, with 
those that laded, every one with one 
of his hands ait eh in the work, 
and with the other hand held a wea- 


pon. 

18 For the builders, every one had 
his sword girded by his side, and so 
builded. And he that sounded the 
trumpet was by me. 

19 4 And I said unto the nobles, 
and to-the rulers, and to the rest of 
the people, The work 7 great and 
large, and we are separated upon the 
wall, one far from another. 

20 In what place therefore ye hear 
the sound of the trumpet, resort ye 
thither unto us: our God shall fight 
for us. i 

21 So we laboured in the work: and 
half of them held the spears from the 
rising of the morning till the stars ap- 
peared. | ; 

22 Likewise at the same time said 
I unto the people, Let every_ one 
with his servant lodge within Jeru- 
salem, that in the night they may 
be a guard to us, and labour on the 


day. 
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23 So neither I, nor my brethren, 
nor my servants, nor the men of the 
guard which followed me, none of us 
put off our clothes, saving, that every 
one put them off for washing. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 The Jews complain of debts and service. 
6 Nehemiah rebukes usurers. 


ND there was a great cry of the 
; people and of their wives against 
their brethren the Jews. | 

2 For there were that said, We, our 
sons, and our daughters, are many: 
therefore we take up corn for them, 
that we may eat, and live. iH: 

3 Some also there were that said, 
We have mortgaged our lands, vine- 
yards, and houses, that we might buy 
corn, because of the dearth. | 

4 There were also that said, We 
have borrowed money for the king’s 
tribute, and that wpon our lands and 
vineyards. : 

5 Yet now our flesh 7s as the flesh 
of our brethren, our children as their 
children: and, lo, we bring into 
bondage our sons and our daughters 
to be servants, and some of our daugh- 
ters are brought unto bondage al- 
ready: neither 2s 7t in our power to 
redeem them ; for other men have our 
lands and vineyards. 

6 {And I was very angry when I 
heard their cry and these words. 

7 Then I consulted with myself, 
and I rebuked the nobles, and the 
rulers, and said unto them, Ye exact 
usury, every one of his brother. And 
I set a great assembly against them. 

8 And I said unto them, We after 
our ability have redeemed our bre- 
thren the Jews, which were sold unto 
the heathen; and will ye even sell 
your brethren? or shall they be sold 
unto us? Then held they their peace, 
and found nothing to answer. 

9 Also I said, It 7s not good that ye 
do: sa ye not to walk in the fear 
of our God because of the reproach of 
the heathen our enemies? 

to I likewise, and my brethren, and 
my servants, might exact of them 
money and corn: I pray you, let us 
leave off this usury. 

11 Restore, I pray you, to them, 
even this day, their lands, their vine- 
yore. their oliveyards, and their 

ouses, also the hundredth puri of 
the money, and of the corn, the wine, 
and the oil, that ye exact of them, 

12 Then said they, We will restore 

» and will require nothing of 
them; so will we do as thou sayest, 
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Sanballat’s opposition. 


Then I called the priests, and took 
an oath of them, that they should do 
according to this promise. i 

13 Also I shook my lap, and said, 
So God shake out every man from 
his house, and from his labour, that 
performeth not this promise, even 
thus be he shaken out, and emptied. 
And all the congregation said, Amen, 
and praised the LORD, And the peo- 
pie did according to this promise. 

14 § Moreover from the time that 
I was appointed to be their governor 
in the land of Judah, from the twen- 
tieth year even unto the two and 
thirtieth year of Artaxerxes the king, 
that 1s, twelve years, I and my bre- 
thren have not eaten the bread of 
the governor. 

15 But the former governors that 
had been before me were chargeable 
unto the people, and had taken of 
them bread and wine, beside forty 
shekels of silver; yea, even their ser- 
vants bare rule over the people: but 
so did not I, because of the fear of 


od. 

16 Yea, also I continued in the 
work of this wall, neither bought we 
any land: and all my servants were 
gathered thither unto the work. 

17 Moreover there were at my table 
an hundred and fifty ef the Jews and 
rulers, beside those that came unto 
us from among the heathen that are 
about us, ; 

18 Now that which was prepared 
for me daily was one ox and six choice 
sheep; also fowls were prepared for 
me, and once in ten days store of all 
sorts of wine: yet for all this required 
not I the bread of the governor, be- 
cause the bondage was heavy upon 
this people. 

19 Think upon me, my God, for 
Fo0us according to all that I have done 

or this people. 


CHAPTER 6, 


1 Sanballat’s crafty opposition to Nehe= 
miah, he wall is finished, 


OW .: came to pass, when San- 

ballat, and Tobiah, and Geshem 
the Arabian, and the rest of our ene- 
mies, heard that I had builded the 
wall, and that there was no breach 
left therein; (though at that time | 
had not set up the doors upon the 
gates;) 
2 That Sanballat and Geshem sent 
unto me, saying, Come, let us meet 
together in some one of the villages in 
the plain of One wat they thought 


to do me mischie 
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The wall is finished. 


-3 And Isent messengers unto them, 
saying, I am doing a great work, so 
that I cannot come down: why should 
the work cease, whilst I leave it, and 
come down to you? 

4 Yet they sent unto me four times 
after this sort; and I answered them 
after the same manner. 

5 Then sent Sanballat his servant 
unto me in like manner the fifth time 
with an open letter in his hand; 

Wherein was written, It is re- 
ported among the heathen, and Gash- 
mu saith zt, that thou and the Jews 
think to rebel: for which cause’ thou 
buildest the wall, that thou mayest 
be their king, according to these 
words. 

7 And thou hast also appointed pro- 
phets to idles of thee at Jerusalem, 
saying, There 1s a king in Judah: and 
now shall it be reported to the king 
accotding to these words. Come 
now therefore, and let us take coun- 
sel together. f ; 

8 Then I sent unto him, saying, 
There are no such things done as thou 
sayest, but thou feignest them out of 
thine own heart. ; 

_9 For they all made us afraid, say- 
ing, Their hands shall be weakened 
from the work, that it be not done. 
Now therefore, O God, strengthen my 


ds. , 

1o Afterward Icame unto the house 
of Shemaiah the son of Delaiah the 
son of Mehetabeel, who was shut up; 
and he said, Let us meet together in 
the house of God, within the temple, 
and let us shut the doors of the tem- 
ple: for they will come to slay thee; 
yea, in the night will they come to 
slay thee. . 

11 And I said, Should such a man 
as I flee? and who 7s there, that, be- 
ing as I am, would go into the temple 
to save his life? I will not go in. 

12 And, lo, I perceived that God had 
not sent him; but that he pronounced 
this prophecy against me: for Tobiah 
and Sanballat had hired him. 

13 Therefore was he hired, that I 
should be afraid, and do so, and sin, 
and that they might have matter for an 
evil report, that they might reproach 


me. 

14 My God, think thou upon To- 
biah and Sanballat according to these 
their works, and on the Prophstess 
Noadiah, and the rest of the pro- 
ge that would have put me in 
fear 


15 § So the wall was finished in the 
twenty and fifth day of the ul, 
in fifty and two days.

10 And it came to re. that when 
all our enemies heard thereof, and all 
the heathen that were about us saw 
these things, they were much cast down 
in their own eyes: for they perceived

Ae all the people gathered them- 
selves together as one man into 
the street that was before the water 
gate; and they spake unto Ezra the 
scribe to bring the book of the law 
of Moses, which the LORD had com- 
manded to Israel. 

2 And Ezra the priest brought the 
law before the congregation both of 
men and women, and all that could 
hear with understanding, upon the 
first day of the seventh month. 

3 And he read therein before the 
street that was before the water gate 
from the morning until midday, be- 
fore the men and the women, and 
those that could understand; and the 
ears of all the people were attentive unto 
the book of the law. 

4 And Ezra the scribe stood upon a 
palpit of wood, which they had made 
or the purpose; and beside him stood 
Mattithiah, and Shema, and Anaiah, 
and Urijah, and Hilkiah, and Maa- 
seiah, on his right hand; and on his 
left hand, Pedaiah, and Mishael, and 
Malchiah, and Hashum, and Hash- 
badana, Zechariah, and Meshullam. 

5 And Ezra opened the book in the 
sight of all the people; (for he was 
above all the people;) and when he 
opened it, all the people stood up: 

6 And Ezra blessed the LORD, the 
great God. And all the people an- 
swered, Amen, Amen, with lifting 
up their hands: and they bowed their 
heads, and worshipped the LORD with 
their faces to the ground. 

7, Also FH eshua, and Bani, and Sher- 
ebiah, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, 
Hodijah, Maaseiah Kelita, Azariah, 
paeghad: Hanan, Pelaiah, and the 

vites, caused the people to under- 
stand the law: and the people stood 
in their place. ; 

So they read in the book in the 
law of God distinctly, and gave the 
sense, and caused them to understand 
the reading. ; L 

9 { And Nehemiah, which is the 
Tirshatha, and Ezra the priest the 
scribe, and the Levites that taught 
the people, said unto all the people, 
This day 7s holy unto the LORD your 
God; mourn not, nor weep. For all 
the people wept, when they heard the 
words of the law. 

10 Then he said unto them, Go your 
way eat the fat, and drink the sweet, 
and send portions unto them for 
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Feast of tabernacles, 


whom nothing is prepared: for this 
day zs holy unto our Lord: neither be 
ye sorry; for the joy of the LORD is 
your strength. ; 

tr So the Levites stilled all the peo- 
ple, saying, Hold your peace, for the 
day zs holy; neither be ye grieved. 

12 d all the people went their 
way to eat, and to drink, and to send 
portions, and to make great mirth, be- 
caitse they had understood the words 
that were declared unto them. 

13 { And on the second day were 
gathered together the chief of the fa- 
thers of all the people, the priests, 
and the Levites, unto Ezra the scribe, 
even to understand the words of the 


w. 

14 And they found written in the 
law which the LORD had commanded 
by Moses, that the children of Israel 
should dwell in booths in the feast of 
the seventh month: 

15 And that they should publish 
and proclaim in all their cities, and in 
Jerusalem, saying, Go forth unto the 
mount, and fetch olive branches, and 
pine branches, and myrtle branches, 
and palm branches, and branches of 
thick trees, to make booths, as 7t zs 
written. 

16 § So the people went forth, and 
brought them, and made themselves 
booths, every one upon the roof of 
his house, and in their courts, and in 
the courts of the house of God, and 

in the street of the water _gate, and 
' in the street of the gate of Ephraim. 

17 And all the congregation of them 
that were come again out of the cap- 
tivity made booths, and sat under the 
booths: for since the days of Jeshua 
the son of Nun unto that day had not 
the children of Israel done so. And 
there was very great gladness. 

18 Also day by day, from the first 
day unto the last day, he read in the 
book of the law of God. And they 
kept the feast seven days; and on the 
eighth day was a solemn assembly, 
according unto the manner. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 A solemn fast and repentance. 4 Prayer 
and confession of the Levites. 


Noe in the twenty and fourth 
day of this month the children 
of Israel were assembled with fasting, 
and with sackclothes, and earth 
upon them. 

2 And the seed of Israel separated 
themselves from all strangers, and 
stood and confessed their sins, and 
the iniquitics of their fathers. 
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Prayer of the Levites, 


3 And they stood up in their place, 
and read in the book of the law of 
the LORD their God une fourth part of 
the day; and another fourth part thev 
confessed, and worshipped the LORD 
their God. : 

4 § Then stood up upon the stairs, 
of the Levites, Jeshua, and Bani, Kad- 
miel, Shebaniah, Bunni, Sherebiah, 
Bani, and Chenani, and cried with a 
loud voice unto the LORD their God. 

5 Then the Levites, Jeshua, and 
Kadmiel, Bani, Hashabniah, Shere- 
biah, Hodijah, Shebaniah, and Petha- 
hiah, said, Stand up and bless the 
LORD your God for ever and ever: 
and blessed be thy glorious name, 
which is exalted above all blessing 
and praise. 

6 Thou, even thou, art LORD alone}; 
thou hast made heaven, the heaven 
of heavens, with all their host, the 
earth, and all things that are therein, 
the seas, and all that zs therein, and 
thou preservest them all; and the 
host of heaven worshippeth thee. 

7 Thou art the LORD the God, who 
didst choose Abram, and broughtest 
him forth out of Ur of the Chaldees, 
and gavest him the name of Abra- 


, ° ° 

8 And foundest his heart faithful 
before thee, and madest a covenant 
with him to give the land of the Ca- 
naanites, the Hittites, the Amorites, 
and the Perizzites, and the Jebusites, 
and the Girgashites, to give zt, J say, 
to his seed, and hast performed thy 
words; for thou art righteous: 

9 And didst see the affliction of our 
fathers in Egypt, and heardest their 
cry By the Red sea; 

to And shewedst signs and wonders 
upon Pharaoh, and on all his ser- 
vants, and on all the people of his 
land: for thou knewest that they 
dealt proudly against them. So didst 
thou get thee a name, as zt zs this 


day. 

rr And thou didst divide the sea be- 
fore them, so that they went through 
the midst of the sea on the dry land; 
and their persecutors thou threwest 
into the deeps, as a stone into the 
mighty waters. 

12 Moreover thou leddest them in 
the day by a cloudy pillar; and in the 
night by a pillar of fire, to give them 
light in the way wherein they should 
go. 

13 Thou camest down also upon 
mount Sinai, and spakest with them, 
from heaven, and gavest them right 
judgments, and true laws, good stat» 
utes and commandments: saedal 
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Prayer and conjession 


14 And madest known unto them 
thy holy sabbath, and commandedst 
them precepts, statutes, and laws, by 
the hand of Moses thy servant: 

15 And gavest them bread from 
heaven for their hunger, and brought- 
est forth water for them out of the 
rock for their thirst, and promisedst 
them that they should go in to pos- 
sess the land which thou hadst sworn 
to Laks them. 

16 But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their necks, 
and hearkened not to thy command- 
ments, : 

17 And refused to obey, neither 
were mindful of thy wonders that 
thou didst among them; but hard- 
ened their necks, and in their rebel- 
lion appointed a captain to return to 
their bondage: but thou art a God 
ready to pardon, gracious and merci- 
ful, slow to anger, and of great kind- 
ness, and forsookest them not. 

18 Yea, when they had made them 
a molten calf, and said, This zs thy 

~God that brought thee up out of 
Egypt, and had wrought great provo- 
cations; , ; 

19 Yet thou in thy manifold mer- 
cies forsookest them not in the wil- 
derness: the pillar of the cloud ce- 
parted not from them by day, to lead 
them in the way; neither the pillar 
of fire by night, to shew them light, 
and the way wherein they should 
go. 

20 Thou gavest also thy good spirit 
to instruct them, and withheldest not 
thy manna from their mouth, and 
gavest them water for their thirst. 

21 Yea, forty years didst thou sus- 
tain them in the wilderness, so that 
they lacked nothing; their clothes 
Ed not old, and their feet swelled 
no 

22 Moreover thou gavest them king- 
doms and nations, and didst divide 
them into corners: so they possessed 
the land of Sihon, and the land of the 
king of Heshbon, and the land of Og 
king of Bashan. 

23 Their children also multipliedst 
thou as the stars of heaven, and 
broughtest them into the land, con- 
cerning which thou hadst promised 
to their fathers, that they should go 
in to possess 7t. . 

24 So the children went in and pos- 
‘sessed the land, and thou subduedst 
before them the inhabitants of the 
land, the Canaanites, and gavest them 
into their hands, with their kings, 
and the people of the land, that they 
might do with them 4s they would. 
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of the Levites, 


25 And they took strong cities, and 
a fat d, and possessed houses 
full of all goods, wells digged, vine- 
yards, and oliveyards, and it trees 
in abundance: so they did eat, and 
were filled, and became fat, and de- 
lighted themselves in thy great good- 
ness. 

26 Nevertheless they were disobedi- 
ent, and rebelled against thee, and cast 
thy law behind their backs, and slew 
thy prophets which testified against 
them to turn them to thee, and they 
wrought great provocations. 

_27 Therefore thou deliveredst them 
into the hand of their enemies, who 
vexed them: and in the time of their 
trouble, when they cried unto thee 

thou heardest them from heaven; and 
according to thy manifold mercies 
thou gavest them saviours, who saved 
them out of the hand of their ene- 


mies. 

28 But after they had rest, they 
did evil again before thee: therefore 
leftest thou them in the hand of their 
enemies, so that they had the do- 
minion over them: yet when they 
returned, and cried unto thee, thou 
heardest them from heaven; and 
many times didst thou deliver them 
according to thy mercies; 

29 And testifiedst against them, 
that thou mightest br: them again 
unto thy law: yet they dealt proudly, 
and hearkened not unto thy com- 
mandments, but sinned against thy 
judgments, (which if a man do, he 
shall live in them;) and withdrew 
the shoulder, and hardened their neck, 
and would not hear. 

30 Yet many years didst thou for- 
bear them, and testifiedst against 
them by we spirit in thy prophets: 
yet would they not give ear: there- 
fore gavest thou them into the hand 
of the people of the lands. 

31 Nevertheless for thy great mer- 
cies’ sake thou didst not utterly con- 
sume them, nor forsake them; for 
thou art a gracious and merciful God. 

32 Now therefore, our God, the 
erent the mighty, and the terrible 

od, who keepest covenantand mercy, 
let not all the trouble seem little be- 
fore thee, that hath come upon us, 
on our kings, on our princes, and on 
our priests, and on our prophets, and 
on our fathers, and on all thy people, 
since the time of the kings of As- 
syria unto this day. a 
_33 Howbeit thou art just in all that 
is brought upon us; for thou hast 
oe right, but we have done wick~ 
edly: 
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34 Neither have our kings, our 
rinces, our priests, nor our fathers, 
ept thy law, nor hearkened unto thy 
commandments and thy testimonies, 
wherewith thou didst testify against 


em. 

35 For they have not served thee in 
their kingdom, and in thy great good- 
ness that thou gavest them, and in 
the large and fat land which thou gav- 
est before them, neither turned they 
from their wicked works. . 

36 Behold, we are-servants this 
day, and for the land that thou gavest 
unto our fathers to eat the fruit there- 
of and the good thereof, behold, we 
are servants in it: ; 

37 And it yieldeth much increase 
unto the kings whom thou hast. set 
over us because of our sins: also they 
have dominion over our bodies, and 
over our cattle, at their pleasure, and 
we are in great distress. 

38 And because of all this we make 
& sure covenant, and write zt, and our 
ptinces, Levites, and priests, seal

30 And that we would not give our 
daughters unto the people of the land, 
nor take their daughters for our sons: 

31 And zf the people of the land 
bring ware or any victuals on the sab- 
bath day to sell, that we ‘would not 
buy it of them on the sabbath, or on 
the holy day: and that we would leave 
the seventh year, and the exaction 
of every debt. . 

32 Also we made ordinances for 
us, to charge ourselves yearly with 
the third part of a shekel for the ser- 
vice of the house of our God} 

33 For the shewbread, and for the 
continual meat offering, and for the 
continual burnt offering, of the sab- 
baths, of the new moons, for the set 
feasts, and for the holy ¢hngs, and for 
the sin offerings to make an atone- 
ment for Israel. and for all the work 
of the house of our God. 

34 And we cast the lots among the 
priests, the Levites, and the people, 
for the wood eee to bring zt into 
the house of our God, after the houses 
of our fathers, at times appointed 
year by year, to burn upon the altar 
of the LORD our God, as zt 7s written 
inthelaw: | 

35 Andto bring the firstfruits of our 
ground, and the firstfruits of all fruit 
of all trees, year by year, unto the 
house of the LORD: : 

36 Also the firstborn of our sons, 
and of our cattle, as 7t 7s written in 
the law, and the firstlings of our 
herds and of our flocks, to bring to 
the house of our God, unto the priests 
a minister in the house of our 
xO: 

37 And that we should bring the 
firstfruits of our dough, and our offer- 
ings, and the fruit of all manner of 
trees, of wine and of oil, unto the 
priests, te the chambers of the house 
of our God; and the tithes of our 
ground untc the Levites, that the 
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same Levites might have the tithes in 
all the cities of our tillage. 

38 And the priest the son of Aaron 
shall be with the Levites, when the 
Levites take tithes: and the Levites 
shall bring up the tithe of the tithes 
unto the house of our God, to the 
chambers, into the treasure house. 

39 For the children of Israel and 
the children of Levi shall bring the 
offering of the corn, of the new wine, 
and the oil, unto the chambers, where 
are the vessels of the sanctuary, and 
the priests that minister, and the por- 
ters, and the singers: and we will not 
forsake the house of our God.

AAD the rulers of the people dwelt 
at Jerusalem: the rest of the 
people also cast lots, to bring one of 
ten to dwell in Jerusalem the holy 
city, and nine parts fo dwell in o 
cities. 

2 And the people blessed all the 
men, that willingly offered them- 
selves to dwell at Jerusalem. 

3 ‘| Now these are the chief of the 
pce that dwelt in Jerusalem: 

ut in the cities of Judah dwelt every 
one in his possession in their cities, 
to wit, Israel, the priests, and the Le- 
vites, and the Nethinims, and the 
children of Solomon’s servants. ; 

4 And at Jerusalem dwelt certain 
of the children of Judah, and of the 
children of Benjamin, Of the chil- 
dren of Judah; Athaiah the son of 
Uzziah, the son of Zechariah, the son 
of Amariah, the son of Shephatiah, 
the son of Mahalaleel, of the children 
of Perez; 

5 And Maaseiah the son of Baruch, 
the son of Col-hozeh, the son of Ha- 
zaiah, the son of Adaiah, the son of 
Joiarib, the son of Zechariah, the son 
of Shiloni. 

6 All the sons of Perez that dwelt 
at Jerusalem were four hundred three-

16 And Shabbethai and Jozabad, 
of the chief of the Levites, had the 
oversight of the outward business of 
the house of God. 

17 And Mattaniah the son of Micha, 
the son of Zabdi, the son of Asaph, 
was the principal to begin the thanks- 
giving in prayer: and Bakbukiah the 
second among his brethren, and Abda 
the son of Shammua, the son of Ga- 
lal, the son of Jeduthun. g 

18 All the Levites in the holy city 
were two hundred fourscore and four. 

19 Moreover the porters, Akkub, 
Talmon, and their brethren that kept 
the gates, were an hundred seventy 
and two. . 

20 § And the residue of Israel, of 
the priests, and the Levites, were in all 
the cities of Judah, every one in his 
inheritance. , ; 

21 Butthe Nethinimsdweltin Ophel: 
and Ziha and Gispa were over the 
Nethinims. s 

22 The overseer also of the Levites 
at Jerusalem was Uzzi the son of Bani, 
the son of Hashabiah, the son of Mat- 
taniah, the son of Micha. Of the sons 
of Asaph, the singers were over the 
business of the house of God. 

23 For7t was the king’s command- 
ment concerning them, that a cer- 
tain portion should be for the singers, 
due for every day. 

24 And Pethahiah the son of Me- 
shezabeel, of the children of Zerah 
the son of Judah, was at the king’s 
hand in all matters concerning the 
people. ; : ; 

25 And for the villages, with their

God, ward over against ward. 

25 Mattaniah, and Rakbukiah, Oba- 
diah, Meshullam, Taimon, Akkub, 
were porters keeping the ward at the 
thresholds of the gates. : 

26 These were in the days of Joiakim 
the son of Jeshua, the son of Joza- 
dak, and in the days of Nehemiah the 
governor, and of Ezra the priest, the 
scribe. Ee 

27 § And at the dedication of the 
wall of Jerusalem they sought the 
Levites out of all their places, to 
bring them to Jerusalem, to keep the 
dedication with glaaness, both with 
thanksgivings, and with singing, 
with cymbals, psalteries, and with 
harps. 

28 And the sons of the singers ga- 
thered themselves together, both out 
of the plain covntry round about 
Jerusalem, and from the villages of 
Netophathi; 

29 Also from the house of Gilgal, 
and out of the fields of Geba and Az- 
maveth: for the singers had builded 
them viliages round about Jerusa- 
em. 

30, And the priests and the Levites 
purified themselves, and purified the 
people, and the gates, and the wall, 

31 Then I brought up the princes of 
Judah upon the wall, and appointed 
two great companies of them that gave 
thanks, whereof one went on the right 
baad upon the wall toward the dung 
gate: 
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32 And after them went Hoshaiah,

34 Judah, and Benjamin, and Shem- 
aiah, and Jeremiah, 

35 And certain of the priests’ sons 
with trumpets; namely, Zechariah 
the son of Jonathan, the son of Shem- 
aiah, the son of Mattaniah, the son 
of Michaiah, the son of Zaccur, the 
son of Asaph: 

36 Ani his brethren, Shemaiah, 
and Azarael, Milalai, Gilalai, Maai. 
Nethaneel, and Judah, Hanani, with 
the musical instruments of David 
the man of God, and Ezra the scribe 
before them. 

37 And at the fountain gate, which 
was over against them, they went up 
by the stairs of the city of David, at 
the going up of the wall, above the 
house of David, even unto the water 
gate eastward. 

38 And the other company of them 
that gave thanks went over against 
them, ani I after them, and the half 
of the people upon the wall, from be- 
yond the tower of the furnaces even 
unto the broai wall; 

39 Ani from above the gate of 
Ephraim, andi above the oli gate, 
and above the fish gate, and the tower 
of Hananeel, ani the tower of Meah, 
even unto the sheep gate: and they 
stood still in the prison gate. 

40 So stood the two companes of 
them that gave thanks in the house of 
God, ani I, and the half of the rulers 
with me: ’ piste 

41 Anithe priests; Eliakim, Maase- 
jah, Miniamin, Michaiah, Elioenai, 
Zechariah, and Hananiah, with trum- 
pets; 

42 And Maaseiah, and Shemaiah, 
and Eleazar, ani Uzzi, and Jehoha- 
nan, and Malchijah, and Elam, and 
Ezer._ And the singers sang loud, 
with Jezrahiah their overseer. 

43 Also that day they offered great 
sacrifices, and rejoiced: for God had 
made them rejoice with great joy: 
the wives also and the children re- 
joiced: so that the joy of Jerusalem 
was heard even afar off. 

44 { And at that time were some 
appointed over the chambers for the 
ireasures, for the offerings, for the 
firstfruits, and for the tithes, to ga- 
ther into them out of the fields of 
the cities the portions of the law for 
the priests and Levites: for Judah 
tejoiced for the priests and for the 
Levites that waited. | 

45 And both the singers and the 
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porters kept the ward of their God, 
and the ward of the purification 
according to the commandment of 
David, und of Solomon his son, 

46 For in the days of David and 
Asaph of old there were chief of the 
singers, and songs of praise and 
thanksgiving unto God. 

47 And all Israel in the days of Ze- 
rubbabel, and in the days of Nehe- 
miah, gave the portions of the singers 
and the porters, every aay his por- 
tion: and they sanctified holy things 
unto the Levites; and the Levites 
sanctified them unto the children of 


Aaron. 
CHAPTER 13. 


1 Separation of the mixed multitude. 
10 Reform of . abuses. 23 Marriages 
with strange wives. 


N that day they read in the book 

of Moses in the audience of the 
people; and therein was found writ- 
ten, that the Ammonite and the Mo- 
abite should not come into the con- 
gregation of God for ever; : 

2 Because they met not the children 
of Israel with bread and with water, 
but hired Balaam against them, that 
he should curse them: howbeit our 
God turned the curse into a blessing. 

3 Now it came to pass, when they 
had heard the law, that they sepa- 
ratei from Israel all the mixed mul- 
titude. Sotod 

4 § And before this, Eliashib the 
priest, having the oversight of the 
chamber of the hous? of our God, was 
allied unto Tobiah: ; 

5 And he had prepared for him a 
great chamber, where aforetime they 
laid the meat offerings, the frankin- 
cense, and the vessels, and the tithes 
of the corn, the new wine, and the 
oil, which was commanded jo he 
given to the Levites, and the singers, 
and the porters; and the offerings of 
the priests. j 

6 Butin all this ime was not I at Je- 
rusalem: for in the two and thirtieth 
year of Artaxerxes king of Babylon 
came I unto the king, and after cer- 
tain days obtained I leave of the king: 

7 And I came to Jerusalem, and 
understood of the evil that Eliashib 
did for Tobiah, in preparing him a 
chamber in the courts of the house 
of God. 

8 And it grieved me sore: therefore 
I cast forth all the household stuff 
of Tobiah out of the chamber. 

9 Then I commanded, and they 
cleansed the chambers: and thither 
brought I again the vessels of the 
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house of God, with the meat offering 
and the frankincense. 

1o 4 And I perceived that the por- 
tions of the Levites had not been 
given them: for the Levites and the 
singers, that did the work, were fled 
every one to his field. a 

1m Then contended I with the rul- 
ers, and said, Why is the house of 
God forsaken? And I gathered them 
together, and set them in their place. 

12 Then brought all Judah the 
tithe of the corn and the new wine 
and the oil unto the treasuries. 

13 And | made treasurers over the 
treasuries, Shelemiah the priest, and 
Zadok the scribe, and of the Levites, 
Pedaiah: and next to them wus Ha- 
nan the son of Zaccur, the son of Mat- 
taniah: for they were counted taith- 
ful, and their office was to distribute 
unto their brethren. 

14 Remember me, O my God, con- 
cerning this, and wipe not out my 
good deeds that I have done for the 
house of my God, and for the offices 
thereof. 

15 § In those days saw I in Judah 
some treading wine presses on the 
sabbath, and bringing in sheaves, and 
jJading asses; as also wine, grapes, 
and figs, and all manner of burdens, 
which they brought into Jerusalem 
on the sabbath day: and I testified 
against them in the day wherein they 
sold victuals. 

16 There dwelt men of Tyre also 
therein, which brought fish, and all 
manner of ware, and sold on the sab- 
bath unto the children of Judah, and 
in Jerusalem. i 

17 Then I contended with the nobles 
of Judah, and said unto them, What 
evil thing zs this that ye do, and pro- 
fane the sabbath day? 

x8 Did not your fathers thus, and 
did not our God bring all this evil 
upon us, and upon this city? yet ye 
bring more wrath upon Israel by 
profaning the sabbath. 

19 And it came to pass, that when 
the gates of Jerusalem began to be 
dark before thesabbath, I commanded 
that the gates should be shut, and 
charged that they should not be 
opened till after the sabbath: and 
some of my servants set I at the gates, 
that there should no burden be brought 
in on the sabbath day, 
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20 So the merchants and sellers of 
all kind of ware lodged without Je- 
rusalem once or twice. 

21 Then I testified against them, 
and said unto them, Why lodge ye 
about the wall ? 
I will lay hands on you. From that 
time forth came they no more on the 
sabbath. 2 
22 And I commanded the Levites 


if ye do so again, 


that they should cleanse themselves, © 


and that they should come und keep 


the gates, to sanctify the sabbath day. | 
Remember me, O my God, concerning | 
this also, and spare me according to — 


the greatness of thy mercy. 
23 4 In those days also saw 1 Jews 
that had married wives of Ashdod, of 
on, and of Moab: ‘ 
24 And their children spake half in 
the speech ot Asndod, and could not 


speak in the Jews’ language, but ac-_ 
cording to the languuge of each peo- | 


ple. 

25 And I contended with them, and 
cursed them, and smote certain of 
them, and plucked off their hair, and 
made them swear by God, saying, 
Ye shall not give your daughters unto 
their sons, nor take their daughters 
unto your sons, or for yourselves. 

26 Did not Solomon king of Israel 
sin by these things? yet araong 
many nations was there no king like 
him, who was beloved of his God, and 


God made him king over all Israel: 


nevertheless even him did outlandish 
women Cause to sin. 

27 Shall we then hearken unto you 
to do all this great evil, to trans- 
gress against our God in marrying 
pais wives? 

28 And one of the sons of Joiada, 
the son of Eliashib the high priest, 
was son in law to Sanballat the Horo- 
nite: therefore I chased him from 
me. 

29 Remeinber them, O my God, 
because they have defiled the priest- 
hood, and the covenant of the priest- 
hood, and of the Levites. 

30 Thus cleansed I them from ail 
Strangers, and appointed the wards 
of the priests and the Levites, every 
one in his business; 

31 And for the wood offering, at 
times appointed, and for the first 
fruits. Remember me, O my God, 
for good.

3 In the third year of his reign, he 
made a feast unto all his pence and 
his servants; the power of Persia nd 
Media, the nobles and princes of the 
provinces, beong before him: 

4 When he shewed the riches of his 
glorious kingdom and the honour of 
his excellent majesty many days, 
even an hundred and fourscore days. 

5 And when these days were ex- 
Ppired, the king made a feast unto all 
the people that were present in Shu- 
shan the palace, both unto great and 
small, seven days, in the court of the 
garden of the king’s palace; 

‘here were white, green, and blue, 
hangings, fastened with cords of fine 
linen and purple to silver rings and 
pillars of marble: the beds were of 
gold and silver, upon a pavement of 
red, and blue, and white, and black, 
marble. panies 
_7 And they gave them drink in ves- 
sels of gold, (the vessels being diverse 
one from another,) and royal wine 
in abundance, according to the state 
ofthe king. |. : 

8 And the drinking was according 
to the law; none did compel: for so 
the king had appointed to all the offi- 
cers of his house, that they should do 
according to every man’s pleasure. 

9 Also Vashti the queen made a feast 
for the women zn the royal house 
which belonged to king Ahasuerus. 

10 {| On the seventh day, when the 
heart of the king was merry with 
wine, he commanded Mehuman, Biz- 
tha, Harbona, Bigtha, and Abagtha, 
Zethar, and Carcas, the seven cham- 
berlains that served in the presence 
of Ahasuerus the king, 

11 To bring Vashti the queen be- 
fore the king with the crown royal, 
to shew the people and the princes her 
beauty: for she was fair to look on. 


12 But the queen Vashti refused to 
come at the king’s commandment 
by his chamberlains: therefore was 
the king very wroth, and his anger 
burnedinhim. | 

13 { Then the king said to the wise 
men, which knew the times, (for so 
was the king’s manner toward all that 
knew law and judgment: 

14 And the next unto him was Car- 
shena, Shethar, Admatha, Tarshish, 
Meres, Marsena, and Memucan, the 
seven princes of Persia and Media, 
which saw the king’s face; and which 
sat the first in the kingdom;) 

15 What shall we do uato the 
queen Vashti according to law, be- 
cause she hath not performed the 
commandment of the king Ahasue- 
rus by the chamberlains? 

16 And Memucan answered before 
the king and the princes, Vashti the 
queen hath not done wrong to the 
king only, but also to all the princes, 
and to all the people that are in all the 
provinces of the king Ahasuerus. 

17 For this deed of the queen shall 
come abroad unto all women, so that 
they shall despise their husbands in 
their eyes, when it shall be report- 
ed, The king Ahasuerus commanded 
Vashti the queen to be brought in be- 
fore him, but she came not. : 

18 Likewise shall the ladies of Persia 
and Media say this day unto all the 
king’s princes, which have heard of 
the deed of the queen. Thus shall there 
arise too much contempt and wrath. 

19 If it please the king. let there 
go a royal commandment from him, 
and let it be written among the laws 
of the Persians and the Medes, that 
it be not altered, That Vashti come no 
more before king Ahasuerus; and 
let the king give her royal estate 
unto another that is better than she. 

20 And when the king’s decree 
which he shall make shall be pub- 
lished throughout all his empire, (for 
it is great,) all the wives shall give 
to their husbands honour, both to 
great and small. i 

21 And the saying pleased the king 
and the princes; and the king did ac- 
cording to the word of Memucan: 

22 For he sent letters into all the 
king’s provinces, into every pro- 
vince according to the writing there- 
of, and to every people after their lan- 
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guage, that every map should bear 
rule in his own house, and that 2¢ 
sbculé be published according to the 
language of every people. 


CHAPTER 2. 
1A choice cf virgins. 8 Esther chosen 
Pre 21 Mordecat discloses a plot 


against the king. 


FTER these things, when the 

wiath of king Ahasuerus was ap- 
peased, he remembered Vasbti, and 
whet she had done, and what was 
decreeo against her. 

3 Ther said the king's servants that 
ministered unto him. Let there be 
fai young virgins sought for the king: 

3 knd let the king appoint officers 
in al) the provinces of his kingdom, 
that they may gather together all the 
faiy young virgins unto Shushan the 
palace, to the house of the women, 
unto the custody of Hege the king’s 
chamberlain, keeper of the women; 
and let their things for purification be 
given them: 3 p 

4 And let the maiden which pleas- 
eth the king be queen instead of Vash- 
ti. And the thing pleased the king; 
ard he did so. 

5 4 Now inShushan the palace there 
was a certain Jew, whose name was 
Mordecai, the son of Jair, the son of 
Shimei, the son of Kish, a Benjamite; 

¢€ Who had been carried away from 

erusalem with the captivity which 

ad been carried away with Jeco- 
niah king of Judah, whom Nebuchad- 
nezzar the king of Babylon had car- 
Tied away. 

7 And_he brought up Hadassah, 
that zs, Esther, his uncle’s daughter: 
for she had neither father nor mother, 
and the maid was fair and beautiful; 
whom Mordecai, when her father and 
mother were dead, took for his own 
daughter. 

8 {So it came to pass, when the 
King’s commandment and his decree 
was heard, and when many maidens 
were gathered together unto Shushan 
the palace, to the custody of Hegai, 
that Esther was brought also unto the 
king’s house, to the custody of Hegai, 
keeper of the women. 

9 And the maiden pleased him, and 
she obtained kindness of him; and 
he speedily gave her her things for 
purification, with such things as 
belonged to her, and seven maidens, 
which were meet to be given her, out of 
the king’s house: and he preferred 
her and her maids unto the best place 
of the house. of the women.

12 | Now when every maid’s turn 
was come to go in tc king Ahasuerus, 
after that she had been twelve months, 
according to the manner of the wo- 
men, (for so were the days of their 
purifications accomplished, zo wit, six 
months with oil of myrrh, and six 
months with sweet odours, and with 
other things for the purifying of the 
womien;}) i 

13 Then thus came every maiden 
unto the king; whatsoever she de- 
sired was given her to go with her out 
of the house of the women unto the 
king’s house. 

14 In the evening she went, and on 
the morrow she returned into the sec- 
ond house of the women, to the cus- 
tedy of Shaashgaz, the king’s cham- 
berlain, which kept the concubines: 
she came in unto the king no more 
except the king delighted in her, and 
that she were called by name. 

15 { Now when the turn of Esther, 
the daughter of Abihail the uncle o 
Mordecai, who had taken her for his 
daughter, was come to go in unto the 
king, she required nothing but what 
Hegai the king’s chamberlain, the 
keeper of the women, appointed. And 
Esther obtained favour in the sight 
of all them that looked upon her. 

16 So Esther was taken unto king 
Ahasuerus into his house royal in the 
tenth month, which 7s the month 
Tebeth, in the seventh year of his 
reign. 

17 And the king loved Esther above 
all the women, and she obtained grace 
and favour in his sight more than all 
the virgins; so that he set the royal 
crown upon her head, and made her 
queen instead of Vashti. 

18 Then the king made a great 
feast unto all his princes and his ser- 
vants, even Esther’s feast; and he 
made a release to the provinces, and 
gave gifts, according to the state of 
the king. 

19 And when the virgins were ga- 
thered together the second time, then 
Mordecai sat in the king’s gate. 

20 Esther had not yet shewed her 
kindred nor her people; as Mordecai 
had charged her: for Esther did the 
commandment of Mordecai, like ag 
when she was brought up with him, 
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21 § In those days, while Mordecai 
sat in the king’s gate, two of the king’s 
zvhamberlains, Bigthan and Teresh, 
of those which kept the door, were 
wroth, and sought to lay hand on the 
king Ahasuerus. | 

22 And the thing was known to 
Mordecai, who told z¢ unto Esther 
the queen; and Esther certified the 
king thereof in Mordecai’s name, 

23 And when inquisition was made 
of the matter, it was found out; there- 
fore they were both hanged on a 
tree: and it was written in the book 
of the chronicles before the king. 


CHAPTER 3. 


1 Haman seeks revenge. 8 He obtains a 
murderous decree. 


FTER these things did king Ahas- 

uerus promote Haman the son 

of Hammedatha the Agagite, and ad- 

vanced him, and set his seat above all 
the princes that were with him. 

2 And all the king’s servants, that 
were in the king’s gate, bowed, and 
reverenced Haman: for the king had 
so commanded concerning him. But 
Mordecai bowed not, nor did him 
reverence. 5 : 

3 Then the king’s servants, which 
were in the king’s gate, said unto Mor- 
decai, Why transgressest thou the 
king’s commandment? | 

4 Now it came to pass, when they 
spake daily unto him, and he heark- 
ened not unto them, that they told 
Haman, to see whether Mordecai’s 
matters would stand: for he had told 
them that he was a Jew. 

5 And when Haman saw that Mor- 
decai bowed not, nor dii him rever- 
ence, then was Haman full of wrath. 

6 And he thought scorn to lay hands 
on Mordecai alone; for they had 
shewed him the people of Mordecai: 
wherefore Haman sought to destroy 
all the Jews that were throughout the 
whole kingdom of Ahasuerus, even the 
poops of Mordecai.

12 Then were the king’s scribes 
called on the thirteenth day of the 
first month, and there was written 
according to all that Haman had com- 
manded unto the king’s lieutenants, 
and to the governors that were over 
every province, and to the rulers of 
every people of every province ac- 
cording to the writing thereof, and to 
every people after their language; in 
the name of king Ahasuerus was it 
written, and sealed with the king’s 


ring. 

13 And the letters were sent by 
posts into all the king’s provinces, to 
destroy, to kill, and to cause to perish, 
all Jews, both young and old, little 
children and women, in one day, 
even upon the thirteenth day of the 
twelfth month, which zs the month 
Adar, and to take the spoil of them 
for a prey. a: 

14 The copy of the writing for a 
commandment to be given in every 
province was published unto all peo- 
ple, that they should be ready against 
that day. : 

15 The posts went out, being has- 
tened by the king’s commandment, 
and the decree was giyen in Shushan 
the palace. And the kingand Haman 
sat down to drink; but the city 
Shushan was perplexed. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 Mourning over the_Icing’s decree. 4 
Esther sends to Mordecai. 15 She ap- 
points a fast. 


HEN Mordecai perceived all 

that was done, Mordecai rent 

his clothes, and put on sackcloth with 

ashes, and went out into the midst of 

the city, and cried with a loud and a 
bitter cry; . 

2 And came even before the king’s 
gate: for none might enter into the 
king’s gate clothed with sackcloth. 

3 And in every province, whither- 
soever the king’s commandment and

7 And Mordecai told him of all that 
had happened unto him, and of the 
sum of the money that Haman had 
promised to pay to the king’s treasu- 
ries for the Jews, to destroy them. 

8 Also he gave him the copy of the 
writing of the decree that was given 
at Shushan to destroy them, to shew 
zt unto Esther, and to declare 2¢ unto 
her, and to charge her that she should 
go in unto the king, to make suppli- 
cation unto him, and to make request 
before him for her people. 

9 And Hatach came and told Esther 
the words of Mordecai. 

10 { Again Esther spake unto Ha- 
tach, and gave him commandment 
unto Mordecai; 

11 All the king’s servants, and the 
people of the king’s provinces, do 

now, that whosoever, whether man 
or woman, shall come unto the king 
into the inner court, who is not 
called, there 7s one law of his to put 
him to death, except such to whom 
the king shall hold out the golden 
sceptre, that he may live: but I have 
not been called to come in unto the 
king these thirty days. i 

12 And they told to Mordecai Es- 
ther’s words. 

13 Then Mordecai commanded to 
answer Esther, Think not with thy- 
self that thou shalt escape in the 
king’s house, more than all the Jews. 

14 For if thou altogether holdest 
thy peace at this time, then shall there 
enlargement and deliverance arise 
to the Jews from another place; but 
thou and thy father’s house shall be 
destroyed: and who knoweth whe- 
ther thou art come to the kingdom 
for such a time as this? 

15 {| Then Esther bade them return 
Mordecai thes answer,

Then said his wise 
men and Zeresh his wife unto him, 
If Mordecai be of the seed of the Jews, 
before whom thou hast begun to fall, 
thou shalt not prevail against him, 
but shalt surely fall before him.

from India unto Ethiopia, an hun- 
dred twenty and seven provinces, 
unto every province according to the 
writing thereof, and unto every peo- 
ple after their language, and to the 
Jews according to their writing, and 
according to their language.

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4 So the posts that rode upon mules 
and camels went out, being hastened 
and pressed on by the king’s com- 
mandment. And the decree was given 
at Shushan the palace. 

15 { And Mordecai went out from 
the presence of the king in royal ap- 
parel of blue and white, and with a 
great crown of gold, and with a gar- 
ment of fine linen and purple: and the 
city of Shushan rejoiced and was glad.

12 4 And the king said unto Esther 
the queen, The Jews have slain and 
destroyed five hundred men in Shu- 
shan the palace, and the ten sons of 
Haman; what have they done in the 
rest of the king’s provinces? now 
what 7s thy petition? and it shall be 

ranted thee: or what zs thy request 
urther? and it shall be done. 

13 Then said Esther, If it please the 
king, let it be granted to the Jews 
which are in Shushan to do to mor- 
row also according unto this day’s 
decree, and let Haman’s ten sons 
be hanged upon the gallows. 

14 And the king commanded it so 
to be done: and the decree was given 
at Shushan; and they hanged Ha- 
man’s ten sons. z 

15 For the Jews that were in Shu- 
shan gathered themselves together 
on the fourteenth day also of the 
month Adar, and slew three hundred 
men at Shushan; but on the prey 
they laid not their hand. 

16 But the other Jews that were in 
the king’s provinces gathered them- 
selves together, and stood for their 
lives, and had rest from their enemies 
and slew of their foes seventy an 
five thousand, but they laid not their 
hands on the prey, 

17 On the thirteenth day of the 
month Adar; and on the fourteenth 
day of the same rested they, and 
made it a day of feasting and gladness. 

18 But the Jews that were at Shu- 
shan assembled together on the thir- 
teenth day thereof, and on the four- 
teenth thereof; and on the fifteenth 
day of the same they rested, and made 
it a day of feasting and gladness. | 

19 Therefore the Jews of the vil- 
lages, that dwelt in the unwalled 
towns, made the fourteenth day of the 
month Adar a day of gladness and 
feasting, and a good day, and of 
sending portions one to another. 

20 4 And Mordecai wrote these 
things, and seit letters unto all the 
Jews that were in all the provinces of 
the king Ahasuerus, both nigh and far, 

21 To stablish this among them, 
that they should keep the fourteenth 
day of the month Adar, and the fif- 
teenth day of the same, yearly- 
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22 As the days wherein the Jews 
rested from their enemies, and the 
month which was turned unto them 
from sorrow to joy, and from mourn- 
ing into a good day: that they should 
make them days of feasting and joy, 
and of sending portions one to an- 
other, and gifts to the poor. 

23 And the Jews undertook to do as 
they had begun, and as Mordecai had 
written unto them}; 

24 Because Haman the son of Ham- 
medatha, the Agagite, the enemy of 
all the Jews, had devised against the 

ews to destroy them, and had cast 

ur, that zs, the lot, to consume 
them, and to destroy them; 

25 But when Esther came before 
the king, he commanded by letters 
that his wicked device, which he de- 
vised against the Jews, should return 
upon hisown head, and that he and his 
sons should be hanged on the gal- 


lows. 

26 Wherefore they called these days 
Purim after the name of Pur. There- 
fore for all the words of this letter, and 
of that which they had seen concern- 
ing this matter, and which had come 
unto them, F 

27 The Jews ordained, and took 
upon them, and upon their seed, and 
upon all such as joined themselves 
unto them, so as it should not fail, 
that they would keep these two days 
according to their writing, and ac- 
cording to their appointed time every 


year; 

28 ‘And that these days should be re- 
membered and kept throughout every 
generation, every family, every pro- 
vince, and every city; and zhai these 
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days of Purim should not fail from |

12 Marvellous things did he in the 
sight of their fathers, in the land of 
Egypt, in the field of Zoan. 

13 He divided the sea, and caused 
them to pass through; and he made 
the waters to stand as an heap. 

14 In the daytime also he led them 
with a cloud, and all the night with a 
light of fire. ; 7 

15 Heclave the rocks in the wilder- 
ness, and Laas them drink as out of the 
great depths. 

16 He brought streams also out of 
the rock, and caused waters to run 
down like rivers. 

17 And they sinned yet more against 
him by provoking the most High in 
the wilderness. 

18 And they tempted God in their 
heart by asking meat for their lust. 

19 Yea, they spake against God; 
they said, Can God furnish a table in 
the wilderness? 

20 Behold, he smote the rock, that 
the waters gushed out, and the 
streams overflowed; can he give 
bread also? can he provide flesh for 
his people?

34 When he slew them, then they 
sought him: and they returned and 
enquired early after God. 

35 And they remembered that God 
was their rock, and the high God their 
redeemer. 

36 Nevertheless they did flatter him 
with their mouth, and they lied unto 
him with their tongues. 

37 For their heart was not right 
with him, neither were they stedfast 
in his covenant. 

38 But he, being full of compassion 
forgave ther iniquity, and destroye 
them not: yea, many a time turned he 
his anger away, and did not stir up all 
his wrath. : 

39 For he remembered that they 
were but flesh; a wind that passet 
away, and cometh not again. 

40 How oft did ey provoke him 
in the wilderness, and grieve him in 
the desert! 

41 Yea, they turned back and 
tempted God, and limited the Holy 
One of Israel. 

42 They remembered not his hand, 
nor the day when he delivered them 
from the enemy. 

43 How he had wrought his signs in 
Egypt, and his wonders in the field 
of Zoan: 

44 And had turned their rivers into 
blood; and their floods, that they 
could not drink. : 

45 He sent divers sorts of flies 
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-God’s great: works.

4 And say unto him, Take heed, 
and be quiet; fear not, neither be 
fainthearted for the two tails of these 
smoking firebrands, for the fierce an- 
ger of Rezin with Syria, and of the 
son of Remaliah. : 

5 Because Syria, Ephraim, and the 
son of Remaliah, have taken evil 
counsel against thee, saying, 

6 Let us go up against Judah, and 
vex it, and let us make a breach 
therein for us, and set a king in the 
midst of it, even the son of Tabeal: 
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The sign Immanuel. 
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7 Thus saith the Lord GOD, It shall 
not stand, neither shall it come to 
pass. tS 

8 For the head of Syria 7s Damas- 
cus, and the head of Damascus 7s 
Rezin; and within threescore and 
five years shall Ephraim be broken, 
that it be not a people. ye 

9 And the head of Ephraim 7s Sa- 
maria, and the head of Samaria zs 
Remaliah’s son. If ye will not be- 
lieve, surely ye shall not be estab- 
lished. 

10 §| Moreover the LORD spake 
again unto Ahaz, saying, 

11 Ask thee a sign of the LORD thy 
God; ask it either in the depth, or in 
the height above. 

12 But Ahaz said, I will not ask, 
neither will I tempt the LORD. 

13 And he said, Hear ye now, O 
house of David; Is 2t a small thing 
for you to weary men, but will ye 
weary my God also? 3 

14 Therefore the Lord himself shall 
give you a sign; Behold, a virgin 
shall conceive, and bear a son, and 
shall call his name Immanuel. 

15 Butter and honey shall he eat, 
that he may know to refuse the evil, 
and choose the good. : 

16 For before the child shall know 
to refuse the evil, and choose the 
good, the land that thou abhorrest 
shall be forsaken of both her kings. 

17 { The LorpD shall bring upon 
thee, and upon thy people, and upon 
thy father’s house, days that have not 
come, from the day that Ephraim 
departed from Judah; even the king 
of Assyria. 

18 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the LORD shall hiss for the 
fly that zs in the uttermost part of the 
rivers of Egypt, and for the bee that 
2s in the land of Assyria.

11 When the boughs thereof are 
withered, they shall be broken off: 
the women come, and set them on 
fire: for it is a people of no under- 
standing: therefore he that made 
them will not have mercy on them, 
and he that formed them will shew 
them no favour. f 

12 4 And it shall come to pass im 
that day, that the LORD shall beat off 
from the channel of the river unto 
the stream of Egypt, and ye shall be 
gathered one by one, O ye children 
of Israel. ; 

13 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the great trumpet shall 
be blown, and they shall come which 
were ready to perish in the land of 
Assyria, and the outcasts in the land 
of Egypt, and shall worship the LORD 
in the holy mount at Jerusalem.

2 Behold, the Lord hath a mighty 
and ong one, which as a tempest 
of hail and a destroying storm, as a 
flood of mighty waters overflowing, 
shall cast down to the earth with the 
hand. , 

3 The crown of pride, the drunk- 
ards of Ephraim, shall be trodden 
under feet: : 

4 And the glorious beauty, which 
is on the head of the fat valley, shall 
be a fading flower, and as the hasty 
fruit before the summer; which when 
he that looketh upon it seeth, while 
it is yet in his hand he eateth it up. 

5 §| In that day shall the LorD of 
hosts be for a crown of glory, and for 
a diadem of beauty, unto the residue 
ofhis people, » 

6 And for a oe of judgment to 
him that sitteth in judgment, and 
for strength to them that turn the 

battle to the gate. 

' 7 4 But they also have erred 
through wine, and through strong 
drink are out of the way; the priest 
and the prophet have erred through 
strong drink, they are swallowed up of 
wine, they are out of the way through 
strong drink; they err in vision, they 
stumble zm judgment. 

8 For all tables are full of vomit 

a filthiness, so that there ts no place 
clean. 
“9 §| Whom shall he teach know- 
ledge? and whom shall he make to 
understand doctrine? them that are 
weaned from the milk, and drawn 
from the breasts. 

10 For precept must be upon precept, 
yrecept upon precept; line upon line, 

ne upon line; here a little, and there 
a little: : 

11 For with stammering lips and 
another tongue will he speak to this 
people. 

12 To whom he said, This 7s the 
rest wherewith ye may cause the weary 
to rest; and this 7s the refreshing: 
yet they would not hear. 

13 But the word of the LORD was 
unto them precept upon precept, 
precept upon precept; line upon line, 


line upon line; here a little, and there. 


a little; that they might go, and fall 
backward, and be broken, and snared, 
and taken. 

14 § Wherefore hear the word of 
the LORD, ye scornful men, that rule 
this people which zs in Jerusalem. 

15 Because ye have said, We have 
made a covenant with death, and 
with hell are we at agreement; when 
the overflowing scourge shall pass 
through, it shall not come unto us: 
for we have made lies our refuge, and 
under falsehood have we hid our- 
selves: 

Therefore thus saith the Lord 
GoD, Behold, I lay in Zion for a foun- 
dation a stone, a tried stone, a pre- 
cious corner stone, a sure foundation: 
he that believeth shall not make haste. 

17 Judgment also will I lay to the 
line, and righteousness to the plum- 
met: and the hail shall sweep away 
the refuge of lies, and the waters 
shall overflow the hiding place. 

18 Bie your covenant with death 
shall be disannulled, and your agree- 
ment with hell shall not stand; when 
the overflowing scourge shall pass 
through, then ye shall be trodden 
down by it. : 

19 From the time that it goeth 
forth it shall take you: for morning 
by morning shall it pass over, by 
day and by night: and it shall be a 
vexation only fo understand the re- 


ort. 

20 For the bed is shorter than that 
a man can stretch himself on zt: and 
the covering narrower than that he 
can wrap himself in zt. 

21 For the LORD shall rise up as in 
mount Perazim, he shall be wroth as 
in the valley of Gibeon, that he may 
do his work, his strange work; and 
bring to pass his act, his strange act. 

22 Now therefore be ye not mock- 
ers, lest your bands be made strong: 
for I have heard from the Lord Gop 
of hosts a consumption, even deter- 
mined upon the whole earth. 

23 4 Give ye ear, and hear my 
voice; hearken, and hear my speech. 

24 Doth the plowman plow all day 
to sow? doth he open and break the 
clods of his ground? 

25 When he hath made plain the 
face thereof, doth he not cast abroad 
the fitches, and scatter the cummin, 
and cast in the principal wheat and 
the appointed barley and the rie in 
their place? 

26 For his God doth instruct him to 


discretion, and doth teach him. 
27 For the fitches are not threshed

with a threshing instrument, neither 


is a cart wheel turned about upon

12 And the book is delivered to him 
that is not learned, saying, Read this, 
I pray thee: and he saith, I am not 
learned. 

13 § Wherefore the Lord said, 
Forasmuch as this people draw near 
me with their mouth, and with their 
lips do honour me, but have removed 
their heart far from me, and their 
fear toward me is taught by the pre- 
cept of men: 

14 Therefore, behold, I will pro- 
ceed to do a marvellous work among 
this people, even a marvellous work 
and a wonder: for the wisdom of 
their wise men shall perish, and the 
understanding of their prudent men 
shall be hid. 

15 Woe unto them that seek deep 
to hide their counsel from the LORD, 
and their works are in the dark, and 
they say, Who seeth us? and who 
knoweth us? 3 f 

16 Surely your turning of things 
upside down shall be esteemed as the 
potter’s clay: for shall the work say 
of him that made it, He made me 
not? or shall the thing. framed say 
of him that framed it, He had no un- 
derstanding? i : 

17 Is it not yet a very little while, 
and Lebanon shali be turned into a 
fruitful field, and the fruitful field 
shall be esteemed as a forest? 

18 4 And in that day shall the deaf 
hear the words of the book, and the 
eyes of the blind shall see out of ob- 
scurity, and out of darkness. | 

19 The meek also shall increase 
ther joy in the LORD, and the poor 
among men shall rejoice in the Holy 
One of Israel. ; 

20 For the terrible one is brought to 
nought, and the scorner is consumed, 
and all that watch for iniquity are 
cut off: 

21 That make a man an offender 
for a word, and lay a snare for him 
that reproveth in the gate, and turn 
aside the just for a thing of nought. 

22 Therefore thus saith the LORD, 
who redeemed Abraham, concerning 
the house of Jacob, Jacob shall not 
now be ashamed, neither shall his 
face now wax pale. 
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Israel is threatened. 


23 But when he seeth his children, 
the work of mine hands, in the midst 
of him, they shall sanctify my name, 
and sanctify the Holy One of Jacob, 
and shall fear the God of Israel.

5 They were all ashamed of a peo- 
ple that could not profit them, nor be 
an help nor profit, but a shame, and 
also a reproach. 

6 The burden of the beasts of the 
south: into the land of trouble and 
anguish, from whence come the young 
and old lion, the viper and fiery fly- 
ing serpent, they will carry their 
riches upon the shoulders of young 
asses, and their treasures upon the 
bunches of camels, to a people that 
shall not profit them. 

7. For the Egyptians shall help in 
vain, and to no purpose: therefore 
have I cried concerning this, Their 
strength 2s to sit still. 

Now go, write it before them in 
a table, and note it in a book, that 
it may be for the time to come for 
ever and ever: | 

9 That this zs a rebellious people, 
lying children, children that will not 
hear the law of the LorD: 

10 Which say to the seers, See 
not; and to the prophets, Prophesy 
not unto us right things, speak unto 
us smooth things, prophesy deceits: 

1z Get you out of the way, turn 
aside out of the path, cause the Holy 
One of Israel to cease from before us. 

12 Wherefore thus saith the Holy 
One of Israel, Because ye despise this 
word, and trust in oppression and 
perverseness, and stay thereon: 
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God’s mercy to his church. 
13 Therefore this iniquity shall be to 


you as a breach ready to fall, swelling | 


out in a high wall, whose breaking 
cometh suddenly at an instant. 

14 And he shall break it as the 
breaking of the potters’ vessel that is 


broken in pieces; he shall not spare: | 


so that there shall not be found in 
the bursting of it a sherd to take fire 
from the hearth, or to take water 
urthal out of the pit. 

15 For thus saith the Lord GOD, the 


Holy One of Israel; In returning | 


and rest shall ye be saved; in quiet-

7s he a 
homeborn slave ? why is he spoiled? 

15 The young lions roared upon 
him, and yelled, and they made his 
land waste: his cities are burned 
without inhabitant.

26 And I will cast thee out, and 
thy mother that bare thee, into an- 
other country, where ye were not 
born; and there shall ye die. 

27 But to the land whereunto they 
desire to return, thither shall they 
not return, 

28 Is this man Coniah a despised 
broken idol? 2s a vessel wherein 
zs mo pleasure? wherefore are they 
cast out, he and his seed, and are cast 
into a land which they know not? 

29 O earth, earth, earth, hear the 
word of the LORD. E 

30 Thus saith the LORD, Write ye 
this man childless, a man that shall 
not prosper in his days: for no man 
of his seed shall prosper, sitting upon 
the throne of David, and ruling any 
more in Judah.

16 Thus saith the LORD of hosts, 
Hearken not unto the words of the 
prophets that prophesy unto you;

18 For who hath stood in the 

counsel of the LORD, and hath per- 
ceived and heard his word? who hath 
marked his word, and heard at? 
_19 Behold, a whirlwind of the LORD 
is gone forth in fury, even a grievous 
whirlwind: it shall fall grievously 
upon the head of the wicked. 

20 The anger of the LORD shall not 
return, until he have executed, and 
till he have performed the thoughts 
of his heart: in the latter days ye 
shall consider it perfectly. 

21 I have not sent these prophets, 
yet they ran: I have-not spoken to 
them, yet they prophesied. 

22 But if they had stood in my 
counsel, and had caused my peo- 
ple to hear my words, then they 
should have turned them from their 
evil way, and from the evil of their 
doings. :

25 Ihave heard what the prophets 
said, that prophesy lies in my name, 
saying, I have dreamed, I have

26 How long shall this be in the 
heart of the prophets that prophesy 
lies? ree. they are prophets of the de- 
ceit of their own heart; 

27 Which think to cause my peo- 
ple to forget my name by their dreams 
which they tell every man to his 
neighbour, as their fathers have for- 
gotten my name for Baal. 

28 The prophet that hath a dream, 
let him tell a dream; and he that 
hath my word, let him speak my 
word faithfully.

13 Why will ye die, thou and thy 
people, by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence, as the LORD 
hath spoken against the nation that 
will not serve the king of Babylon? 

14 Therefore hearken not unto the 
words of the prophets that speak unto 

ou, saying, Ye shall not serve the 
ting of Babylon: for they prophesy 
a lie unto you. : 

15 For I have not sent them, saith 
the LORD, yet they prophesy a lie in 
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my name; that [ might drive you out, 
and that ye might perish, ye, and the 
prophets that prophesy unto you. 

16 Also I spake to the priests and to 
all this people, saying, Thus saith the 
LoRD; Hearken not to the words 
of your prophets that prophesy unto 

Ou, saying, Behold, the vessels of the 

RD’s house shall now shortly be 
brought again from Babylon: for they 
prophesy a lie unto you. 

17 Hearken not unto them; serve 
the king of Babylon, and live: where- 
fore should this city be laid waste?

5.4 Then the prophet Jeremiah 
said unto the prophet Hananiah in 
the presence of the priests, and in the 
presence of all the people that stood 
m the house of the LORD, : 

Even the prophet Jeremiah said, 
Amen: the LORD do so: the LORD 
perform thy words which thou hast 
prophesied, to bring again the vessels 
of the LORD’s house, and all that is

7 Nevertheless hear thou now this 
word that I speak in thine ears, and 
in the ears of all the people;

2 (After that Jeconiah the king, and 
the queen, and the  eunuchs, the 
princes of Judah and Jerusalem, and 
the carpenters, and the smiths, were 
departed from Jerusalem;) 

3 By the hand of Elasah the son 
of Shaphan, and Gemariah the son 
of Hilkiah, (whom Zedekiah king of 
Judah sent unto Babylon to Nebu- 
chadnezzar king of Babylon) say- 


ing, 
-4 Thus saith the LoRD of hosts, the 


| God of Israel, unto all that are car- 


ried away captives, whom I have 
caused to be carried away from Je- 
rusalem unto Babylon; 

5 Build ye houses, and dwell in 
them; and plant gardens, and eat the 
fruit of them; | 

Take ye wives, and beget sons 
and daughters; and take wives for 
your sons, and give your daughters 
to husbands, that they may bear sons 
and daughters; that ye may be in- 
creased there, and not diminished. 

7 And seek the peace of the city 
whither I have caused you to be car- 
ried away captives, and pray unto the 
LORD for it: forin the peace thereof 
shall ye have peace. 

For thus saith the LORD of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Let not your pro- 
phets and your diviners, that be in 
the midst of you, deceive you, neither 
hearken to your dreams which ye 
cause to be dreamed. 

_9 For they prophesy falsely unto you 
in my name: I have not sent them, 
saith the LORD. ; 

10 { For thus saith the LorpD, That 
after seventy years be accomplished 
at Babylon I will visit you, and per: 
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form my good word toward you, in 
causing you to return to this place. 

11 For I know the thoughts that I 
think toward you, saith the LORD, 
thoughts of peace, and not of evil, 
to give you an expected end. 

12 Thenshall ye call upon me, and 
ye shall go and pray unto me, and I 
will hearken unto you. 

13 And ye shall seek me, and find 
me, when ye shall search for me with 
all your heart. 

14 And _ I will be found of you, 
saith the LORD: and I will turn away 
your captivity, and I will gather you 
from all the nations, and from all the 
places whither I have driven you, 
saith the LORD; and I will bring you 
again into the place whence I caused 
you to be carried away captive.

LORD hath raised us up prophets in 
Babylon; : 

16 Know that thus saith the LORD 
of the king that sitteth upon the 
throne of David, and of all the peo- 
ple that dwelleth in this city, and of 
your brethren that are not gone forth 
with you into captivity; 

r7 Thus saith the LORD of hosts; 
Behold, I will send upon them the 
sword, the famine, and the pesti- 
lence, and will make them like vile 
figs, that cannot be eaten, they are so

18 And I will persecute them with 
the sword, with the famine, and with 
the pestilence, and will deliver them 
to be removed to all the kingdoms 
of the earth, to be a curse, and an 
astonishment, and an hissing, and a 
reproach, among all the nations whi- 
ther I have driven them: 

19 Because they have not hearkened 
to my words, saith the LORD, which 
Isent unto them by my servants the 
prophets, rising up early and sending 
them; but ye would not hear, saith the

whom I have sent from Jerusalem 
to Babylon: | 

21 Thus saith the LORD of hosts, 
the God of Israel, of Ahab the son of 
Kolaiah, and of Zedekiah the son of 
Maaseiah, which prophesy a lie unto 

ou in my name; Behold, I will de- 
iver them into the hand of Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon; and he shall 
slay them before your eyes; 

22 And of them shall be taken up 
a curse by all the captivity of Judah 
which are in Babylon, saying, The 
LORD make thee like Zedekiah and

adultery with their neighbours’ wives, 
and have spoken lying words in my 
name, which I have not commanded 
them; even I know, and am a wit- 
ness, saith the LORD. 

24 4 Thus shalt thou also speak to 
Shemaiah the Nehelamite, saying, 

25 Thusspeaketh the LORD of hosts, 
the God of Israel, saying, Because 
thou hast sent letters in thy name 
unto all the people that ave at Jeru-

13 There vs none to plead thy cause, 
that thou mayest be bound up: thou 
hast no healing medicines. 

14 All thy lovers have forgotten 
thee; they seek thee not; for I have 
wounded thee with the wound of an 
enemy, with the chastisement of a 
cruel one, for the multitude of thine 
iniquity; because thy sins were in 
creased. : 

15 Why criest thou for thine afflic- 
tion? thy sorrow 7s incurable for the 
multitude of thine iniquity: 
thy sins were increased, I have done 
these things unto thee. 

16 Therefore all they that devour 
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thee shall be devoured; and all thine 
adversaries, every one of them, shall 
go into captivity; and they that spoil 
thee shall be a spoil, and all that prey 
upon thee will I give for a prey. 

17 For I will restore health unto 
thee, and I will heal thee of thy 
wounds, saith the LORD; because they 
called thee an Outcast, saying, This zs 
Zion, whom no man seeketh after. 

18 { Thus saith the LORD; Behold, 
I will bring again the captivity of 
Jacob’s tents, and have mercy on his 
dwellingplaces; and the city shall be 
builded upon her own heap, and the 
palace shall remain after the manner 
thereof. 

19 And out of them shall proceed 
thanksgiving and the voice of them 
that make merry: and I will multi- 
ply them, and they shall not be few;

6 Behold, I will bring it health and 
cure, and I will cure them, and will 
reveal unto them the abundance of 
peace and truth. Af 

7 And I will cause the captivity of 
Judah and the captivity of Israel to re- 
turn, and will build them, asat the first. 

8 And I will cleanse them from all 
their iniquity, whereby they have 
sinned against me; and I will par- 
don all their iniquities, whereby they 
have sinned, and whereby they have 
transgressed against me. 

9 4 And it shall be to me a name 
of joy, a praise and an honour before 
all the nations of the earth, which 
shall hear all the good that I do unto 
them: and they shall fear and trem- 
ble for all the goodness and for all the 
prosperity that I procure unto it. 

1o Thus saith the LORD; Again 
there shall be heard in this place,

3 And thou shalt not escape out of 
his hand, but shalt surely be en, 
and delivered into his hand; and 
thine eyes shall behold the eyes of the 
king of Babylon, and he shall speak 
with thee mouth to mouth, and thou 
shalt go to Babylon. 

4 Yet hear the word of the LORD, O 
Zedekiah king of Judah; Thus saith 
the LORD of thee, Thou shalt not die ° 
by the sword: 

5 But thou shalt die in peace: and 
with the burnings of thy fathers, 
the former kings which were before 
thee, so shall they burn odours for 
thee; and they wil! lament thee, say- 
ing, Ah lord! for I have pronounced 
the word, saith the LORD. 

6 Then Jeremiah the prophet spake 
all these words unto Zedekiah king 
of Judah in Jerusalem, 

7 When the king of Babylon’s army 
fought against Jerusalem, and against 
all the cities of Judah that were left, 
against Lachish, and against Azekah: 
for these defenced cities remained of 
the cities of Judah. 

This 1s the word that came unto 
Jeremiah from the LORD, after that 
the king Zedekiah had made a cove- 
nant with all the people which were at 
Jerusalem, to proclaim liberty unto 
them; 

9 That every man should let his 
manservant, and every man his maid- 
servant, being an Hebrew or an He- 
brewess, go free; that none should 
serve himself of them, to wit, of a Jew 
his brother. : 

10 Now when all the princes, and 
all the people, which had entered 
into the covenant, heard that every 
one should let his manservant, and 
every one his maidservant, go free, 
that none should serve themselves 
of them any more, then they obeyed, 
and let them go. 

11 But afterward they turned, and 
caused the servants and the hand- 
maids, whom they had let go free, to 
return, and brought them into sub- 
jection for servants and for hand- 
maids. 

12 § Therefore the word of the LORD 
came to Jeremiah from the LORD, 
saying, 

13 Thus saith the LORD, the God of 
Israel; I made a covenant with your 
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fathers in the day that I brought them 
forth out of the land of Egypt, out of 
the house of bondmen, saying, 

14 At the end of seven years let ye 
go every man his brother an Hebrew, 
which hath been sold unto thee; 
and when he hath served thee six 
years, thou shalt let him go free 
from thee: but your fathers heark- 
ened not unto me, neither inclined 
their ear. 

15 And ye were now turned, and 
had done right in my sight, in pro- 
claiming liberty every man to his 
neighbour; and ye had made a cove- 
nant before me in the house which 
‘is called by my name: 

16 But ye turned and polluted my 
name, and caused every man his ser- 
vant, and every man his handmaid, 
whom he had set at liberty at their 
pleasure, to return, and brought 
them into subjection, to be unto you 
for servants and for handmaids. 

17 Therefore thus saith the LORD; 
Ye haye not hearkened unto me, in 
proclaiming liberty, every one to his 
brother, and every man to his neigh- 
bour: behold, I proclaim a liberty for 
you, saith the LORD, to the sword, 
to the pestilence, and to the fa- 
mine; and I will make you to he re- 
moved into all the kingdoms of the 


earth. 

18 And I will give the men that have 
transgressed my covenant, which 
have not performed the words of the 
covenant which they had made be- 
fore me, when they cut the calf in 
twain, and passed between the parts 
thereof, ‘ 

19 The princes of Judah, and the 
princes of Jerusalem, the eunuchs 
and the priests, and all the people of 
the land, which passed between the 
parts of the calf; | 

20 I will even give them into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek their life: and 
their dead bodies shall be for meat 
unto the fowls of the heaven, and to 
the beasts of the earth. 

21 And Zedekiah king of Judah and 
his princes will I give into the hand 
of their enemies, and into the hand 
of them that seek their life, and into 
the hand of the king of Babylon’s 
army, which are gone up from you. 

22 Behold, I will command, saith 
the LORD, and cause them to return 
to this city; and they shall fight 
against it, and_take it, and burn it 
with fire: and I will make the cities 
of Judah a desolation without an in- 
habitant.

4 AndIbrought them into the house 
of the LORD, into the chamber of the 
sons of Hanan, the son of Igdaliah, 
a man of God, which was by the cham- 
ber of the princes, which was above 
the chamber of Maaseiah the son of 
Shallum, the keeper of the door: 

5 And I set before the sons of the 
house of the Rechabites pots full of 
wine, and cups, and I said unto them, 
Drink ye wine. | ; i 

6 But they said, We will drink no 
wine: for Jonadab the son of Re- 
chab our father commanded us, say- 
ing, Ye shall drink no wine, neither 
ye, nor your sons for ever: 

7 Neither shall ye build house, nor 
sow seed, nor plant vineyard, nor 
have any: but all your days ye shall 
dwell in tents; that ye may live 
many days in the land where ye be 
strangers. 

8 Thus have we obeyed the voice 
of Jonadab the son of Rechab our fa- 
ther in all that he hath charged us, to 


drink no wine all our days, we, our 


wives, our sons, nor our daughters; 
_9 Nor to build houses for us to dwell 
in: neither have we vineyard, nor 
field, nor seed: 

10 But we have dwelt in tents, and 
have obeyed, and done according to 
all that Jonadab our father com- 
manded us. 

11 But it came to pass, when Neb- 
uchadrezzar king of Babylon came 
up into the land, that we said, Come, 
and let us go to Jerusalem for fear of 
the army of the Chaldeans, and for 
fear of the army of the Syrians: so 
we dwell at Jerusalem. 

12 4 Then came the word of the 
LORD unto Jeremiah, saying, 

13 Thus saith the LORD of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Go and tell the 
men of Judah and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, Will ye not receive 
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instruction to hearken to my words?

Peete words of Jonadab the son 
of Rechab, that he commanded his

17 Therefore thus saith the LORD 
God of hosts, the God of Israel; Be- 
hold, I will bring upon Judah and 
upon all the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem all the evil that I have pronounced 
against them: because I have spoken 
unto them, but they have not heard; 
and I have called unto them, but they 
have not answered. f 

18 § And Jeremiah said unto the 
house of the Rechabites, Thus saith 
the LoRD of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Because ye have obeyed the com- 
mandment of Jonadab your father, 
and kept all his precepts, and done 
according unto all that he hath com- 
manded you: :

4 Then Jeremiah called Baruch the 
son of Neriah: and Baruch wrote 
from the mouth of Jeremiah all the 
words of the LORD, which he had 
spoken unto him, upon a roll of a 


ook. 

5 And Jeremiah commanded Ba- 
ruch, saying, I am shut up; I cannot 
go into the house of the LORD: 

6 Therefore go thou, and read in 
the roll, which thou hast written 
from my mouth, the words of the 
LORD in the ears of the people in the 
LORD’S house upon the fasting day: 
and also thou shalt read them in the 
ears of all Judah that come out of 
their cities. i r 

7 It may be they will present their 
supplication before the LORD, and 
will return every one from his evil 
way: for great zs the anger and the

8 And Baruch the son of Neriah 
did according to all that Jeremiah 
the prophet commanded him, read- 
ing in the book the words of the LORD

o And it came to pass in the fifth 
year of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 
king of Judah, in the ninth month, 
that they proclaimed a fast before 
the LORD to all the people in Jerusa- 
lem, and to all the people that came 
from the cities of Judah unto Jeru-

ro Then read Baruch in the book 
the words of Jeremiah in the house 
of the LORD, in the chamber of Gem- 
ariah the son of Shaphan the scribe, 
in the higher court, at the entry of 
the new gate of the LORD’S house, 
in the ears of all the people. 

11 § When Michaiah the son of 
Gemariah, the son of Shaphan, had 
heard out of the book all the words of 
the LORD, ; 

12 Then he went down into the 
king’s house, into the scribe’s cham- 
ber: and, lo, all the princes sat there, 
even Elishama the scribe, and Delaiah 
the son of Shemaiah, and Elnathan 
the son of Achbor, and Gemariah the 
son of Shaphan, and Zedekiah the 
son of Hananiah, and all the princes.

18 Then Baruch answered them, 
He pronounced ail these words unto 
me with his mouth, and I wrote them 
with ink in the book. 

19 Then said the princes unto Ba- 
ruch, Go, hide thee, thou and Jere- 
La and let no man know where 
ye be. 

20 4 And they went in to the king 
into the court, but they laid up the 
roll in the chamber of Elishama the 
scribe, and told all the words in the 
ears of the king. . 

21 So the king sent Jehudi to fetch 
the roll: and he took it out of Elish- 
ama the scribe’s chamber, And Je- 
hudi read it in the ears of the king, 
and in the ears of all the princes 
which stood beside the king. 

22 Now the king sat in the winter- 
house in the ninth month: and there 
was a fire on the hearth burning before 


him.

7 Thus saith the LORD, the God of 
Israel; Thus shall ye say to the king 
of Judah, that sent you _unto me 
to enquire of me; Behoid, Pharaoh’s 
army, which is come forth to help 
you, shall return to Egypt into their 
own land. 

8 And the Chaldeans shall come 
again, and fight against this city, and 
take it, and burn it with fire. 

9 Thus saith the LORD; Deceive not 
yourselves, saying, The Chaldeans 
shall surely depart from us: for they 
shall not depart. 

io For though ye had smitten the 
whole army of the Chaldeans that 
fight against you, and there remained 
but wounded men among them, yet 
should they rise up every man in his 
tent, and burn this city with fire. 

11 § And it came to pass, that when 
the army of the Chaldeans was bro- 
ken up from Jerusalem for fear of 
Pharaoh’s army, 

12 Then Jeremiah went forth out 
of Jerusalem to go into the land of 
Benjamin, to separate himself thence 
in the midst of the people. 

13 And when he was in the gate of 
Benjamin, a captain of the ward was 
there, whose name was Irijah, the son 
of Shelemiah, the son of Hananiah; 
and he took Jeremiah the prophet, 
saying, Thou fallest away to the Chal-

14 Then said Jeremiah, /t 7s false; 
I fall not away to the Chaldeans. 
But he hearkened not to him: so Iri- 
jah took Jeremiah, and brought him 
to the princes. ; 

15 Wherefore the princes were 
wroth with Jeremiah, and smote him, 
and put him in prison in the house 
of Jonathan the scribe: for they had 
made that the prison. 

16 § When Jeremiah was entered 
into the dungeon, and into the cabins, 
and Jeremiah had remained there 
many days; , : 

17 Then Zedekiah the king sent, 
and took him out: and the king asked 
him secretly in his house, and said, 
Is there any word from the. HORDE 
or, 
said he, thou shalt be delivered into 
the hand of the king of Babylon. 

18 Moreover Jeremiah said unto 
king Zedekiah, What have I offended 
against thee, or against thy servants, 
or against this people, that ye have 
put me in prison? 


which prophesied unto you, saying, 
The king of Babylon shall not come 
against you, nor against this land? 

20 Therefore hear now, I pray thee, 
O my lord the king: let my suppli- 
cation, I pray thee, be accepted be- 
fore thee; that thou cause me not to 
return to the house of Jonathan the 
scribe, lest I die there. 

21 Then Zedekiah the king com- 
manded that they should commit 
Jeremiah into the court of the prison, 
and that they should give him daily 
a piece of bread out of the bakers’ 
street, until all the bread in the city 
were spent.

miah had spoken unto all the people, 
saying, : 

2 Thus saith the LORD, He that 
remaineth in this city shall die by the 
sword, by the famine, and by the pes- 
tilence: but he that goeth forta to 
the Chaldeans shall live; for he shall 
have his life for a prey, and shall live. 

3 Thus saith the LORD, This city 
shall surely be given into the hand of 
the king of Babylon’s army, which 
shall take it. : 1 

4 Therefore the princes said unto 
the king, We beseech thee, let this 
man be put to death: for thus he 
weakeneth the hands of the men of 
war that remain in this city, and the 
hands of all the people, in speaking 
such words unto them: for this man 
seeketh not the welfare of this peo- 
ple, but the hurt. s : 

5 Then Zedekiah the king said, 
Behold, he zs in your hand: for the 
king 2s not he that can do any thing 
against you. . 

6 Then took they Jeremiah, and 
cast him into the dungeon of Mal- 
chiah the son of Hammelech, that 
was in the court of the prison: and 
they let down Jeremiah with cords. 
And in the dungeon there was no wa- 
ter, but mire: so Jeremiah sunk in 
the mire. 

7 § Now when Ebed-melech the 
Ethiopian, one of the eunuchs which 
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was in the king’s house, heard that 
they had put Jeremiah in the dun- 
geon; the king then sitting in the 
gate of Benjamin;

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5 They shall ask the way to Zion 
with their faces thitherward, saying, 
Come, and let us join ourselves to the 
LORD in a perpetual covenant that 
shall not be forgotten. 

My people hath been lost sheep:

6 Flee out of the midst of Babylon, 
and deliver every man his soul: be 
not cut, off in her iniquity; for this 
is the time of the LORD’S vengeance; 
he will render unto her a recompence. 

7 Babylon hath been a golden cup in 
the LORD’s hand, that made all the 
earth drunken: the nations have 
drunken of her wine; therefore the 
nations are mad.

EDEKIAH was one and twenty 

z years old when he began to 

reign, and he reigned eleven years in 

Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 

was Hamutal the daughter of Jere- 
miah of Libnah. i 

2 And he did that which was evil in 

the eyes of the LORD, according to all 
that Jehoiakim had done. 
_3 For through the anger of the LORD 
it came to pass in Jerusalem and Ju- 
dah, till he had cast them out from 
his presence, that Zedekiah rebelled 
against the king of Babylon. 

4 4 And it came to pass in the ninth 
year of his reign, in the tenth menth, ~ 
in the tenth day of the month, that 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon 
came, he and all his army, against 
Jerusalem, and pitched against it, 
and built forts against it round about. 

5 So the city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 

6 And in the fourth month, in the 
ninth day of the month, the famine 
was sore in the city, so that there was 
no bread for the people of the land. 

7 Then the city was broken up, and 
all the men of war fled, and went 
forth out of the city by night by the 
way of the gate between the two walls, 
which was by the king’s garden; (now 
the Chaldeans were by the city round 
about:) and they went by the way of 
the plain. 

8 4 But the army of the Chaldeans 
pursued after the king, and overtook 
Zedekiah in the plains of Jericho; and 
all his army was scattered from him. 

9 Then they took the king, and 
carried him up unto the king of Bab- 
ylon to Riblah in the land of Hamath; 
where he gave judgment upon him. 

10 And the king of Babylon slew 
the sons of Zedekiah before his eyes: 
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he slew also all the princes of Judah 
in Riblah. 

11 Then he put out the eyes of Zede- 
kiah; and the king of Babylon bound 
him in chains, and carried him to 
Babylon, and put him in prison till the 
day of his death. 7 ‘ 

12 { Now in the fifth month, in 

the tenth day of the month, which 
was the nineteenth year of Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon, came Nebv- 
zar-adan, captain of the guard, which 
served the king of Babylon, into Je- 
rusalem, 
13 And burned the house of the 
LORD, and the king’s house; and all 
the houses of Jerusalem, and all the 
houses of the great men, burned he 
with fire: 

14 Andallthe army ofthe Chaldeans, 
that were with the captain of the guard, 
brake down all the walls of Jerusa- 
lem round about. . ; 

15 Then Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard carried away captive 
certain of the poor of the people, and 
the residue of the people that re- 
mained in the city, and those that 
fell away, that fell to the king of Bab- 
ylon, and the rest of the multitude. 

16 But Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard left certain of the poor of the 
land for vinedressers and for hus- 
bandmen. : 

17 Also the pillars of brass that 
were in the house of the LORD, and 
the bases, and the brasen sea that was 
in the house of the LORD, the Chal- 
deans brake, and carried all the brass 
of them to Babylon. 

18 The caldrons also, and the 
shovels, and the snuffers, and the 
bowls, and the spoons, and all the 
vessels of brass wherewith they min- 
istered, took they away. 

19 And the basons, and the fire- 
pans, and the bowls, and the caldrons, 
and the candlesticks, and the spoons, 
and the cups; that which was of gold 
wm gold, and that which was of silver 
ain silver, took the captain of the 
guard away. | 

20 The two pillars, one sea, and 
twelve brasen bulls that were under 
the bases, which king Solomon had 
made in the house of the LORD: the 
brass of all these vessels was without 
weight. ; 

21 And concerning the pillars, the 
height of one pillar was eighteen cu- 
bits; and a fillet of twelve cubits did 
compass it; and the thickness thereof 
was four fingers: 1¢ was hollow. 

_22 And a chapiter of brass was upon 
it; and the height of one chapiter 
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was five cubits, with network and 
pomegranates upon the_chapiters 
round about, all of brass. The second 
pillar also and the pomegranates were 
like unto these. 


23 And there were ninety and six | 


pomegranates ona side; and all the 
pomegranates upon the network were 
an hundred round about. 

24 § And the captain of the guard 
took Seraiah the chief priest, and 
Zephaniah the second priest, and the 
three keepers of the door: : 

25 He took also out of the city an 
eunuch, which had the charge of the 
men of war; and seven men of them 
that were near the king’s person 
which were found in the city; an 
the principal scribe of the host, who 
mustered the people of the land; and 
threescore men of the people of the 


land, that were found in the midst of | 


the city 


26 So Nebuzar-adan the captain of | 


the guard took them, and brought 
them to the king of Babylon to Riblah. 

27 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and put them to death in Rib- 


lah in the land of Hamath. Thus Ju- | 
dah was carried away captive out of | 


his own land. 

28 This zs the people whom Nebu- 
chadrezzar carried away captive: in 
the seventh year three thousand Jews 
and three and twenty: 


29 In the eighteenth year of Nebu- | 


chadrezzar he carried away captive 


from Jerusalem eight hundred thirty — 


and two persons: 
30 In the three and twentieth year 


of Nebuchadrezzar Nebuzar-adan the | 


captain of the guard carried away 
captive of the Jews seven hundred 


forty and five persons: all the persons © 


were four thousand and six hundred. 


31 {| And itcame to pass in the sev- | 
en and thirtieth year of the captivity | 


of Jehoiachin king of Judah, in the 
twelfth month, in the five and twen- 


tieth day of the month, that Evil-me- | 


rodach king of Babylon in the first 
year of his reign lifted up the head 
of Jehoiachin king of Judah, and 
brought him forth out of prison, 

32 And spake kindly unto him, and 
set his throne above the throne of the 
kings that were with him in Babylon, 

33 And changed his prison garments: 
and he did continually eat bread be- 
fore him all the days of his life. 

34 And for his diet, there was a con- 


| tinual diet given him of the king of 


Babylon, every day a portion until 
ine ek of his death, all the days of 
s life.

5 Her adversaries are the chief, her 
enemies prosper; for the LORD hath 
afflicted her for the multitude of her 
transgressions: her children are gone 
into captivity before the enemv. 

6 And from the daughter of Zion all 
her beauty is departed: her princes 
are become like harts that find no 
pasture, and they are gone without 
strength before the pursuer. | 

7 Jerusalem remembered in the 
days of her affliction and of her mis- 
eries all her pleasant things that she 
had in the days of old, when her peo- 
ple fell into the hand of the enemy, and 
none did help her: the adversaries 
saw her, and did mock at her sabbaths. 

8 Jerusalem hath grievously sinned; 
therefore she is removed: all that 
honoured her despise her, because 
they have seen her nakedness: yea, 
she sigheth, and turneth backward. 

9 Her filthiness zs in her skirts; she 
- remembereth not her last end; there- 
fore she came down wonderfully: she 
had no comforter. O LORD, behold 
my affliction: for the enemy hath 
magnified himself. 

10 The adversary hath spread out 
his hand upon all her pleasant things: 
for she hath seen that the heathen en- 
tered into her sanctuary, whom thou 


didst command that they shoulda not 
enter into thy congregation. 

rr All her people sigh, they seelx 
bread; they have given their pleasant 
things for meat to relieve the soul: 
see, O LORD, and consider; for I am 
become vile. 

12 ¥ Js zt nothing to you, all ye that 

pass by? behold, and see if there be 
any sorrow like unto my sorrow, 
which is done unto me, wherewith the 
LORD hath afflicted me in the day of 
his fierce anger. 
_13 From above hath he sent fire 
into my bones, and it prevaileth 
against them: he hath spread a net 
fur my feet, he hath turned me back: 
he hath made me desolate and faint all 
the day. 3 

14 The yoke of my transgressions 
is bound by his hand: they are 
wreathed, and come up upon my 
neck: he hath made my strength to 
fall, the Lord hath delivered me into 
their hands, from whom I am not able 
to rise up. 

15 The Lord hath trodden under 
foot all my mighty men in the midst 
of me: he hath called an assembly 
against me to crush my young men:

19 I called for my lovers, but they 
deceived me: my priests and mine 
elders gave up the ghost in the city, 
while they sought their meat to re- 
lieve their souls. :

I have grievously rebelled: abroad 
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the sword bereaveth, at home there

21 They have heard that I sigh: 
there is none to comfort me: all mine 
enemies have heard of my trouble; 
they are glad that thou hast done 2: 
thou wilt bring the day that thou 
hast called, and they shall be like 
unto me. : 

22 Let all their wickedness come 
before thee; and do unto them, as 
thou hast done unto me for all my 
transgressions: for my sighs are 
many, and my heart 7s faint. 


CHAPTER 2.

OW hath the Lord covered the 

daughter of Zion with a cloud

5 The Lord was as an enemy: he 
hath swallowed up Israel, he hath 
swallowed up all her palaces: he hath 
destroyed his strong holds, and hath 
increased in the daughter of Judah 
mourning and lamentation. 

6 And he hath violently taken 
away his tabernacle, as 7 7 were 
of a garden: he hath destroyed his 
places of the assembly: the LORD 
hath caused the solemn feasts and 
sabbaths to be forgotten in Zion, and 
hath despised in the indignation of his 
anger the king and the priest. 

7 The Lord hath cast off his altar, 
he hath abhorred his sanctuary, he 
hath given up into the hand of the 
enemy the walls of her palaces; they 
have made a noise in the house of the 
LORD, agin the day of a solemn feast.

zs corn and wine? when they swooned 
as the wounded in the streets of the 
city, when their soul was poured out 
into their mothers’ bosom. i 

13 What thing shall I take to wit- 
ness for thee? 
liken to thee, O daughter of Jerusa- 
lem? what shall I equal to thee, that 
I may comfort thee, O virgin daugh- 
ter of Zion? for thy breach 7s great 
like the sea: who can heal thee? 

14 Thy prophets have seen vain and 
foolish things for thee: and they have 
not discovered thine iniquity, to turn 
away thy captivity; but have seen 
for thee false burdens and causes of 
banishment.

4 4 And I looked, and, behold, a 
whirlwind came out of the north, 
a great cloud, and a fire infolding 
itself, and a brightness wus about it,

5 Also out of the midst thereof 
came the likeness of four living crea- 
tures. And this was their appearance; 
they had the likeness of a man.

9 And they that escape of you shall 
remember me among the nations 
whither they shall be carried captives, 
because I am broken with their 
whorish heart, which hath departed 
from me, and with their eyes, which 
go a whoring after their idols: and 
they shall loathe themselves for the 
evils which they have committed in 
all their abominations. 

io And they shall know that I am 

the LORD, and that I have not said 
in vain that I would do this evil unto 
them. : 
_11 § Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Smite with thine hand, and stamp 
with thy foot, and say, Alas for all 
the evil abominations of the house 
of Israel! for they shall fall by the 
sword, by the famine, and by the pes- 
tilence. ;

11 Violence is risen up into a rod 
of wickedness: none of them shall 
remam, nor of their multitude, nor 
of any of theirs: neither shall there 
be wailing for them. 

12 The time is come, the day draw- 
eth near: let not the buyer rejoice, nor 
the seller mourn: for wrath 2s upon 
all the multitude thereof. 

13 For the seller shall not return 
to that which is sold, although they 
were yet alive: for the vision7zs touch- 
ing the whole multitude thereof 
whach shall not return; neither shali 
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any strengthen himself in the ini- 
quity of his life. i 

14 They have blown the trumpet, 
even to make all ready; but none 
goeth to the battie: for my wrath zs 
upon all the multitude thereof. 

15 The sword 7s without, and the 
pestilence and the famine within: he 
that zis in the field shall die with the 
sword; and he that zs in the city, 
famine and pestilence shall devour 


16 § But they that escape of them 
shail escape, and shall be on the 
mountains like doves of the valleys, 
all of them mourning, every one for 
his iniquity. 

17 All hands shall be feeble, and 
all knees shall be weak as water. 

18 They shall also gird themselves 
with sackcloth, and horror shall 
cover them; and shame shall be upon 
all faces, and baldness upon all their 
heads. 

19 They shall cast their silver in 
the streets, and their gold shall be 
removed: their silver and their goid 
shall not be able to deliver them in 
the day of the wrath of the LORD:

21 And I will give it into the hands 
of the strangers for a prey, and to the 
wicked of the earth for a spoil; and 
they shall pollute it. 

22 My face will I turn also from 
them, and they shall pollute my se- 
cret place: for the robbers shall enter 
into it, and defile it. 

23 § Make a chain: for the land 
is full of bloody crimes, and the city 
is full of violence. , : 

24 Wherefore I will bring the 
worst of the heathen, and they shall 
possess their houses: I will also make 
the pomp of the strong to cease; and 
their holy places shall be defiled. 

25 Destruction cometh; and they 
shall seek peace, and there shall be 


~ none. 


26 Mischief shall come upon mis- 
chief, and rumour shall be upon ru- 
mour; then shall they seek a vision 
of the prophet; but the law shall per- 
ish from the priest, and counsel from 
the ancients. 

27 The king shall mourn, and the 
prince shall be clothed with desola- 
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tion, and the hands of the people of 
the land shall be troubled: I will do 
unto them after their way, and ac- 
cording to their deserts will I judge 
them; and they shall know that lam 
the LORD.

10 So I went in and saw; and be- 
hold every form of co things, and 
abominable beasts, and all the idols of 
the house of Israel, pourtrayed upon 
the wall round about. 

11 And there stood before them 
seventy men of the ancients of the 
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house of Israel, and in the midst of 
them stood Jaazaniah the son of 
Shaphan, with every man his censer 
in his hand; and a thick cloud of in- 
cense went up. 

12 Then said he unto me, Son of 
man, hast thou seen_what the an- 
cieuts of the house of Israel do in the 
dark, every man in the chambers of 
his imagery? for they say, The LORD 
seeth us not; the LORD hath for- 
saken the earth.

16 And he brought me into the in- 
ner court of the LORD’s house, and, 
behold, at the door of the temple of 
the LORD, between the porch and the 
altar, were about five and twenty men, 
with their backs toward the temple 
of the LORD, and their faces toward 
the east; and they worshipped the sun 
toward theeast. | 

17 § Then he said unto me, Hast 
thou seen this, O son of man?

10 I clothed thee also with broi- 
dered work, and_shod thee with 
badgers’ skin, and I girded thee about 
with fine linen, and I covered thee 
with silk. 

iz I decked thee also with orna- 
ments, and I put bracelets upon thy 
hands, and a chain on thy neck. 

12 And I put a jewel on thy fore- 
head, and earrings in thine ears, and 
a@ beautiful crown upon thine head. 

13 Thus wast thou decked with 
gold and silver; and thy raiment was 
of fine linen, and silk, and broidered 
work; thou didst eat fine flour, and 
honey, and oil: and thou wast ex- 
ceeding beautiful, and thou didst 
prosper into a kingdom, 

14 And thy renown went forth 
among the heathen for thy beauty: 
for it was perfect through my come- 
liness, which I_had put upon thee, 
saith the Lord GOD. 


own beauty, and playedst the har- 
lot because of thy renown, and 
pouredst out thy fornications on every 
one that passed by; hisit was. __ 

16 And of thy garments thou didst 
take, and deckedst thy high places 
with divers colours, and playedst the 
harlot thereupon: the like things shall 
not come, neither shall it be so. : 

17 Thou hast also taken thy fair 
jewels of my gold and of my silver, 
which I had given thee, and madest 
to thyself images of men, and didst 
commit whoredom with them, 

18 And tookest thy broidered gar- 
ments, and coveredst them: and thou 
hast set mine oil and mine incense 
before them. re 

19 My meat also which I gave thee, 
fine flour, and oil, and honey, where- 
with I fed thee, thou hast even set it 
before them for a sweet savour: and 
thus it was, saith the Lord GoD 

20 Moreover thou hast taken thy 
sons and thy daughters, whom thou 
hast borne unto me, and these hast 
thou sacrificed unto them to be de- 
voured. Js this of thy whoredoms a 
small matter, 

21 That thou hast slain my chil- 
dren, and delivered them to cause 
them to pass through the fire for them? 

22 And in all thine abominations 
and thy whoredoms thou hast not re- 
membered the days of thy youth, 
when thou wast naked and bare, and 
wast polluted in thy blood. 

23 And it came to pass after all thy 
wickedness, (woe, woe unto thee! 
saith the Lord GoD;) 

24 That thou hast also built unto 
thee an eminent place, and hast made 
thee an high place in every street. 

25 Thou hast built thy high place 
at every head of the way, and hast 
made thy beauty to be abhorred, and 
hast opened thy feet to every one that 
passed by, and multiplied thy whore- 


oms. 

26 Thou hast also committed forni- 
cation with the Egyptians thy neigh- 
bours, great of flesh; and hast in- 
creased thy whoredoms, to provoke 
me to anger. 

27 Behold, thereforeI havestretched 
out my hand over thee, and have di- 
minished thine ordinary food, and de- 
livered thee unto the will of them that 
hate thee, the daughters of the Phi- 
listines, which are ashamed of thy 
lewd way. ~ 

28 Thou hast played the whore also 
with the Assyrians, because thou wast 
unsatiable; yea, thou hast played 
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the harlot with them, and yet couldest 
not be satisfied. ; 

29 Thou hast moreover multiplied 
thy fornication in the land of Canaan 
unto Chaldea; and yet thou wast 
not satisfied herewith. 

30 How weak is thine heart, saith 
the Lord GOD, seeing thou doest all 
these things, the work of an imperious 
whorish woman; 

31 In that thou buildest thine 
eminent place in the head of every 
way, and makest thine high place in 
every street; and hast not been as an 
harlot, in that thou scornest hire; 

32 But as a wife that committeth 
adultery, which taketh strangers in- 
stead of her husband! 

33 They give gifts to all whores: 
but thou givest thy gifts to all thy 
lovers, and hirest them, that they 
may come unto thee on every side 
forthy whoredom. _—__ 

34 And the contrary is in thee from 
other women in thy whoredoms, where- 
as none followeth thee to commit 
whoredoms: and in that thou givest 
a reward, and no reward is given unto 
thee, therefore thou art contrary. 

35 § Wherefore, O harlot, hear the 
word of the LORD: 

36 Thus saith the Lord GOD; Be- 
cause thy filthiness was poured out, 
and thy nakedness discovered through 
thy whoredoms with thy lovers, and 
with all the idols of thy abominations, 
and by the blood of thy children, 
which thou didst give unto them; 

37 Behold, therefore I will gather 
all thy lovers, with whom thou hast 
taken pleasure, and all them that thou 
hast loved, with all them that thou 
hast hated; I will even gather them 
round about against thee, and will 
discover thy nakedness unto them, 
that they may see all thy nakedness. 

38 And I will judge thee, as wo- 
men that break “wedlock and shed 
blood are judged; and I will give 
thee blood in fury and jealousy. 


39 And I will also give thee into: 


their hand, and they shall throw 
down thine eminent place, and shall 
break down thy high places: they 
shall strip thee also of thy clothes, 
and shall take thy fair jewels, and 
’ leave thee naked and bare. 

40 They shall also bring up a com- 
pany against thee, and they shall 
stone thee with stones, and thrust 
thee through with their swords. . 

41 And they shall burn thine 
houses with fire, and execute judg- 
ments upon thee in the sight of many 
women; and I will cause thee to 
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cease from playing the harlot, and: 
thou also shalt give no hire any more."~ 

42 So will I make my fury toward’ * 
thee to rest, and my jealousy shall’ 
depart from thee, and I will be quiet, 
and will be no more angry. 4 

43 Because thou hast not remem- 
bered the days of thy youth, but hast 
fretted me in all these things; behold, 
therefore I also will recompense thy 
way upon thine head, saith the Lord: 
GOD: and thou shalt not commit this 
lewdness above all thine abomina- 
tions. 

44 § Behold, every one that useth 
proverbs shall use thzs proverb against 
thee, saying, As zs the mother, so zs 
her daughter. 

5 Thou art thy mother’s daughter, 
that loatheth her husband and her 
children; and thou art the sister of 
thy sisters, which loathed their hus- 
bands and their children: your mo- 
ther was an Hittite, and your father 
an Amorite. : 

46 And thine elder sister 7s Samaria, 
she and her daughters that dwell at 
thy left hand: and thy younger sis~ 
ter, that dwelleth at thy right hand, zs 
Sodom and her daughters. : 

47 Yet hast thou not walked after 
their ways, nor done after their abom- 
inations: but, as 7f that were a very 
little thing, thou wast corrupted more 
than they in all thy ways. _ 

48 As I live, saith the Lord GoD, 
Sodom thy sister hath not done, she 
nor her daughters, as thou hast done, 
thou and thy daughters. = |. ~ 

49 Behold, this was the iniquity of 
thy sister Sodom, pride, fulness of 
bread, and abundance of idleness was 
in her and in her daughters, neither 
did she strengthen the hand of the 
poor and needy. ; 

50 And they were haughty, and 
committed abomination before me: 
therefore I took them away as I saw 


good. ‘ ¥ 
51 Neither hath Samaria comunitted 
half of thy sins; but thou hast mullti- 
plied thine abominations more than 
they, and hast justified thy sisters 
in all thine abominations which thou 
hast done. é Oren 
52 Thou also, which hast judged 
thy sisters, bear thine own shame for 
thy sins that thou hast committed 
more abominable than they: they are 
more righteous than thou: yea, be 
thou confounded also, and bear thy 
shame, in that thou hast justified thy 
sisters. : 3 ae 
53 When I shall bring again their 
captivity, the captivity of Sodom 
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and her daughters, and the captivity 
of Samaria and her daughters, then 
all I bring again the captivity of thy 
captives in the midst of them: 

54 That thou mayest bear thineown 
shame, and mayest be confounded 
in all that thou hast done, in that thou 
art a comfort unto them. 

55 When thy sisters, Sodom and 
her daughters, shall return to their 
former estate, and Samaria and her 
daughters shall return to their former 
estate, then thou and thy daughters 
shall return to your former estate. 

56 For thy sister Sodom was not 
mentioned by thy mouth in the day 
of thy pride, ‘ : 

57 Before thy wickedness was dis- 
covered, as at the time of thy re- 
proach of the daughters of Syria, 
and all that are round about her, the 
daughters of the Philistines, which 
despise thee round about. 

58 Thou hast borne thy lewdness 
and thine abominations, saith the 
LORD. : 

59 For thus saith the Lord Gop; I 
will even deal with thee as thou hast 
done, which hast despised the oath in 
breaking the covenant. 

60 {| Nevertheless I will remember 
my covenant with thee in the days of 
thy youth, and I will establish unto 
thee an everlasting covenant. 

61 Then thou shalt remember thy 
ways, and be ashamed, when thou 
shalt receive thy sisters, thine elder 
and thy younger: and I will give them 
unto thee for daughters, but not by 
thy covenant. | ; 

62 And I will establish my cove- 
nant with thee; and thou shalt know 
that I am the LORD: 

63 That thou mayest remember, 
and be confounded, and never open 
thy mouth any more because of thy 
shame, when I am pacified toward 
thee for ail that thou hast done, saith 
the Lord Gop. 


CHAPTER 17. 


1 Parables of the eagles and vine. 11 
’s, gudgments on Jerusalem. 22 A 
promise of Christ's kingdom. 
Ao the word of the LORD came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, put forth a riddle, 

and speak a parable unto the house 
Israel; 

3 Andsay, Thussaith the Lord Gop; 
A great eagle with great wings long- 
winged, full of feathers, which had di- 
vers colours, came unto Lebanon, and 
took the highest branch of the cedar:

7 There was also another great 
eagle with great wings and many 
feathers: and, behold, this vine did 
bend her roots toward him, and shot 
forth her branches toward him, that 
he might water it by the furrows of 
her plantation. ; ; 

8 It was planted in a good soil by 
great waters, that it might bring forth 
branches, and that it might bear fruit, 
that it might be a goodly vine. 

9 Say thou, Thus saith the Lord 

GOD; Shall it prosper? shall he not 
pull up the roots thereof, and cut off 
the fruit thereof, that it wither? it 
shall wither in all the leaves of her 
spring, even without great power or 
many people to pluck it up by the 
roots thereof. ‘ 
_10 Yea, behold, being planted, shall 
it prosper? shall it not utterly wither, 
when the east wind toucheth it? it 
shall wither in the furrows where it 
grew. 

11 §{ Moreover the word of the LORD 
came unto me, saying, 

12 Say now to the rebellious house 
Know ye not what these things mean? 
tell them, Behold, the king of Baby- 
lon is come to Jerusalem, and hath 
taken the king thereof, and the 
princes thereof, and led them with 
him to Babylon; 

13 And hath taken of the king’s 
seed, and made a covenant with him, 
and hath taken an oath of him: he 
hath also taken the mighty of theland: 

14 That the kingdom might be 
base, that it might not lift itself up, 
but that by keeping of his covenant 
it might stand. 

15 But he rebelled against him in 
sending his ambassadors into Egypt, 
that they might give him horses and 
much people. Shall he prosper? shall 
he escape that doeth such things? or 
shall he break the covenant, and be

16 As I live, saith the Lord Gop, 
surely in the place where the king 
dwelleth that made him king, whose 
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oath he despised, and whose covenant 
he brake, even with him in the midst 
of Babylon he shall die. 

17 Neither shall Pharaoh with hes 
mighty army and great company 
make for him in the war, by casting 
up mounts, and building forts, to cut 
off many persons: _ 

18 Seeing he despised the oath by 
breaking the covenant, when, lo, he 
had given his hand, and hath done 
all these things, he shall not escape. 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; As I live, surely mine oath that 
he hath despised, and my covenant 
that he hath broken, even it will I 
recompense upon his own head. 

20 And I will spread my net upon 

, and he shall be taken in my 
snare, and I will bring him to Baby- 
lon, and will plead with him there 
for his trespass that he hath tres- 
passed against me. : A 

21 And all his fugitives with all 
his bands shall fall by the sword, and 
they that remain shall be scattered 
-toward all winds: and ye shall know 
that I the LORD have spoken z. 

22 § Thus saith the Lord Gop; I 
will also take of the highest branch 
of the high cedar, and will set az: I 
will crop off from the top of his young 
twigs a tender one, and will plant 2 
upon an high mountain and eminent: 

23 In the mountain of the height 
of Israel will I plant it; and it shall 
bring forth boughs, and bear fruit, 
and be a poodle cedar: and under it 
shall dwell all fowl of every wing; in 
the shadow of the branches thereof 
shall they dwell. 

24 And all the trees of the field shall 
know that I the LORD have brought 
down the high tree, have exalted the 
low tree, have dried up the green 
tree, and have made the dry tree to 
flourish: I the LORD have spoken 
and have done 7#.

8 He that hath not given forth upon 
usury, neither hath taken any in- 
crease, that hath withdrawn his hand

9 Hath walked in my statutes, and 
hath kept my judgments, to deal 
truly; he zs just, he shall surely live, 
saith the Lord GOD. 

1o {If he beget a son that ws a 
robber, a shedder of blood, and that 
doeth the like to any one of these 
things, 

1x And that doeth not any of those 
duties, but even hath eaten upon the 
mountains, and defiled his neigh- 
bour’s wife, 

12 Hath oppressed the poor and 
needy, hath spoiled by violence, hath 
not restored the pledge, and hath lift- 
ed up his eyes to the idols, hath com- 
mitted abomination, 

13 Hath givenforthupon usury,and 
hath taken increase: shall he then 
live? he shall not live: he hath done 
all these abominations; he shallsurely 
die; his blood shall be upon him. 

14 § Now, lo, ¢/ he beget a son, that 
seeth all his father’s sins which he 
hath done, and considereth, and do- 
eth not such like, 

15 That hath not eaten upon the

19 { Yet say ye, Why? doth not 
the son bear the iniquity of the fa- 
ther? When the son hath done that 
which is lawful and right, and hath 
kept all my statutes, and hath done 
them, he shall surely live. 

20 The soul that sinneth, it shall 

-die. The son shall not bear the ini- 
quity of the father, neither shall the 
father bear the iniquity of the son:

8 Neither left she her whoredoms 
brought from Egypt: for in her youth 
they lay with her, and they bruised 
the breasts of her virginity, and 
poured their whoredom upon her. 

9 Wherefore I have delivered her 
into the hand of her lovers, into the 
hand of the Assyrians, upon whom 
she doted. 

10 These discovered her nakedness: 
they took her sons and her daughters 
and slew her with the sword: an 
she became famous among women; 
pe they had executed judgment upon 

er. 

1z And when. her sister Aholibah 
saw this, she was more corrupt in 
her inordinate love than she, and in 
her whoredoms more than her sister 
in her whoredoms. 

12 She doted upon the Assyrians 
her neighbours, captains and rulers 
clothed most gorgeously, horsemen 
riding upon horses, all of them desir- 
able young men. 

13 Then I saw that she was defiled, 
that they took both one way, 

14 And thatshe increased her whore- 
doms: for when she saw men pour-

15 Girded with girdles upon their 
loins, exceeding in dyed attire upon

21 Thus thou calledst to remem- 
brance the lewdness of thy youth, in 
bruising thy teats by the Egyptians 
for the paps of thy youth. 

22 4 Therefore, O Aholibah, thus 
saith the Lord GOD; Behold, I will 
raise up thy lovers against thee, from 
whom thy mind is alienated, and I 
ash bring them against thee on every 
side; 

23 The Babylonians, and all the 
Chaldeans, Pekod, and Shoa, and 
Koa, and all the Assyrians with them:

29 And they shall deal with thee 
hatefully, and shall take away all thy 
labour, and shall leave thee naked | 
and bare: and the nakedness of thy 
whoredoms shall be discovered, both | 
thy lewdness and thy whoredoms.

9 Therefore, behold, I will open the 
side of Moab from the cities, from 
his cities which are on his frontiers, 
the glory of the country, Beth-jeshi- 
moth, Baal-meon, and Kiriathaim, 

to Unto the men of the east with 
the Ammonites, and will give them 
in possession, that the Ammonites 
may not be remembered among the 
nations. : 

11 And I will execute judgments 
upon Moab; and they shall know that 
Iam the LORD. 

12 4 Thus saith the Lurd Gop; Be- 
cause that Edom hath dealt against 
the house of Judah by taking ven- 
geance, and hath greatly offended, 
and revenged himself upon them;

the nations. 

6 And her daughters which are in 
the field shall be slain by the sword; 
and they shall know that I am the 
LORD. 

7 4 For thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Behold, I will bring upon Tyrus Neb- 
uchadrezzar king of Babylon, a king 
of kings, from the north, with horses, 
and with chariots, and with horsemen, 
and companies, and much people. 

8 He shall slay with the sword thy 
daughters in the field: and he shall 
make a fort against thee, and cast a 
mount against thee, and lift up the 
buckler against thee. f 

And he shall set engines of war 
against thy walls, and with his axes 
he shall break down thy towers. 

ro By reason of the abundance of 
his horses their dust shall cover thee: 
thy walls shall shake at the noise of 
the horsemen, and of the wheels, and 
of the chariots, when he shall enter 
into thy gates, as men enter into a 
city wherein is made a breach. 

11 With the hoofs of his horses shall 
he tread down all thy streets: he shall 
slay thy people by the sword, and thy 
strong garrisons shall go down to the 
ground.

When I shall make thee a desolate 
city, like the cities that are not in- 
habited; when I shall bring up the 
deep upon thee, and great waters 
shall cover thee; : 

20 When I shall bring thee down 
with them that descend into the pit 
with the people of old time, and shall 
set thee in the low parts of the earth, 
in places desolate of old, with them 
that go down to the pit, that thou be 
not inhabited; and J shall set glory 
in the land of the living; 

21 I will make thee a terror, and 
thou shalt be no more: though thou 
be sought for, yet shalt thou never 
be found again, saith the Lord GOD.

6 Oj the oaks of Bashan have they 
made thine oars; the company of the 
Ashurites_ have made thy benches 
of ivory, brought out of the isles of 

Chittim. 5 E 
' 7 Fine linen with broidered work 
from Egypt was that which thou 
spreadest forth to be thy sail; blue 
and purple from the isles of Elishah 
was that which covered thee. 

8 The inhabitants of Zidon and Ar- 
vad were thy mariners: thy wise men, 
O Tyrus, that were in thee, were thy 
pilots. . 

9 The ancients of Gebal and the 
wise men thereof were in thee thy 
calkers: all the ships of the sea with 
their mariners were in thee to occupy 
thy merchandise. | 

ro They of Persia and of Lud and 
of Phut were in thine army, thy men 
of war: they hanged the shield and 
helmet in thee; they set forth thy 
comeliness. h 

iz The men of Arvad with thine 
army were upon thy walls round about, 
and the Gammadims were in thy 
towers: they hanged their shields 
upon thy walls round about; they 
have made thy beauty perfect. 

12 Tarshish was thy merchant by 
reason of the multitude of all kind 
of riches; with silver, iron, tin, and 
lead, they traded in thy fairs. 

13 Javan, Tubal, and Meshech, 
they were thy merchants: they traded 
the persons of men and vessels of 
brass in thy market. 

14 They of the house of Togar- 
mah traded in thy fairs with horses 
and horsemen and mules. 

15 The men of Dedan were thy 
merchants; many isles were the mer- 
chandise of thine hand: they brought 
thee for a present horns of ivory and 
ebony. | 

16 Syria was thy merchant by rea- 
son of the multitude of the wares 
of thy making: they occupied in thy 
fairs with emeralds, purple, and 
broidered work, and fine linen, and 
coral, and agate. 

17 Judah, and the land of Israel, 
they were thy merchants: they traded 
in thy market wheat of Minnith, and 
Pannag, and honey, and oil, and 
balm. 

18 Damascus was thy merchant in 
the multitude of the wares of thy 
making, for the multitude of all 
riches; in the wine of Helbon, and 
white wool.

22 The merchants of Sheba and 
Raamah, they were thy merchants: 
they occupied in thy fairs with chief — 
of all spices, and with all precious 
stones, and gold. 

23 Haran, and Canneh, and Eden, 
the merchants of Sheba, Asshur, and 
Chilmad, were thy merchants. | 

24 These were thy merchants in all 
sorts of things, in blue clothes, and 
broidered work, and in chests of rich 
apparel, bound with cords, and made 
of cedar, among thy merchandise. | 

25 The ships of Tarshish did sing 
of thee in thy market: and thou wast 
replenished, and made very glorious 
in the midst of the seas. 

_26 4 Thy rowers have brought thee 
into great waters: the east wind hath 
broken thee in the midst of the seas. 

27 Thy riches, and thy fairs, thy 
merchandise, thy mariners, and thy - 
pilots, thy calkers, and the occupiers 
of thy merchandise, and all thy men 
of war, that are in thee, and in all 
thy company which 7s in the midst 
of thee, shall fall into the midst of 
the seas in the day of thy ruin. 

28 The suburbs shall shake at the 
sound of the cry of thy pilots. 

29 And all that handle the oar, the 
mariners, and all the pilots of the sea, 
shall come down from their ships, 
they shall stand upon the land; 

30 And shall cause their voice to be 
heard against thee, and shall cry bit- 
terly, and shall cast up dust upon 
their heads, they shall wallow them- 
selves in the ashes: 

31 And they shall make themselves 
utterly bald for thee, and gird them 
with sackcloth, and they shall weep 
for thee with bitterness of heart and 
bitter wailing. 

32 And in their wailing they shall 
take up a lamentation for thee, and 
lament_over thee, saying, What city 
ws like Tyrus, like the destroyed in the 
midst of the sea?

17 They also went down into hell 
with him unto them that be slain with 
the sword; and they that were his arm, 
that dwelt under his shadow in the 
midst of the heathen.

25 They have. set her a bed in the 
midst of the slain with all her multi- 
tude: her graves are round abouthim: 
all of them uncircumcised, slain by 
the sword: though their terror was 
caused in the land of the living, yet 
have they borne their shame with 
them that go down to the pit: he is 
put in the midst of them that be slain. 

26 There 7s Meshech, Tubal, and all 
her multitude: her graves are round 
about him: all of them uncircum- 
cised, slain by the sword, though they 
caused their terror in the land of the 
living.

circumcised, and with them that go 
down to the bane : 

30 There the princes of the 
north, all of them, and all the Zido- 
nians, which are gone down with the 
slain; with their terror they are 
ashamed of their might; and they lie 
uncircumcised with them that be slain 
by the sword, and bear their shame 
with them that go down to the pit. 

31 Pharaoh shall see them, and

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man shall die in his iniquity; but his 
blood will I require at thine hand. 

9 Nevertheless, if thou warn the 
wicked of his way to turn from it; 
if he do not turn from his way, he 
shall die in his iniquity; but thou 
hast delivered thy soul. g 

10 Therefore, O thou son of man, 
speak unto the house of Israel; Thus 
ye speak, saying, If our transgres- 
sions and our sins be upon us, and 
we pine away in them, how should 
we then live? ‘ : 

11 Say unto them, As I live, saith 
the Lord GOD, I have no pleasure in 
the death of the wicked; but that the 
wicked turn from his way and live: 
turn ye, turn ye from your evil ways; 
for why will ye die, O house of Israel? 

12 Therefore, thou son of man, say 
unto the children of thy people, The 
righteousness of the righteous shall 
not deliver him in the day of his trans- 
gression: as. for the wickedness of 
the wicked, he shall not fall thereby 
in the day that he turneth from his 
wickedness; neither shall the right- .

14 Again, when I say unto_ the 
wicked, Thou shalt surely die; if he 
turn from his sin, and do that which 
is lawful and right; 

15 If the wicked restore the pledge, 
give again that he had robbed, walk 
in the statutes of life, without com- 
mitting iniquity; he shall surely live, 
he shall not die. 

16 None of his sins that he hath 
committed shall be mentioned unto 
him: he hath done that which is law- 
ful and right; he shall surely live. 

17 4 Yet the children of thy peo- 
ple say, The way of the Lord is not 
euvee but as for them, their way is not 
equal. 

18 When the righteous turneth 
from his righteousness, and com- 
mitteth iniquity, he shall even die 
thereby. | a 

19 But if the wicked turn from his 
wickedness, and do that which is law- 
ful and right, he shall live thereby.

with force and with cruelty have ye 
ruled them. 

5 And they were scattered, because 
there igno shepherd: and they became 
meat to all the beasts of the field, 
when they were scattered. 

6 My sheep wandered through ali 
the mountains, and upon every high 
hill: yea, my flock was scattered 
upon all the face of the earth, and 
none did search or seek after them. 

7 4 Therefore, ye shepherds, hear 
the word of the LORD; 

8 As I live, saith the Lord GOD, 
surely because my flock became a 
prey, and my flock became meat to 
every beast of the field, because there 
was no shepherd, neither did my 
shepherds search for my flock, but 
the shepherds fed themselves, and 
fed not my flock; 

9 Therefore, O ye shepherds, hear 
the word of the LORD; 

1o Thus saith the Lord Gop; Be- 
hold, I am against the shepherds; and 
I will require my flock at their hand, 
and cause them to cease from feeding 
the flock; neither shall the shepherds 
feed themselves any more; for I will 
deliver my flock from their mouth, 
that they may not be meat for them. 

II For thus saith the Lord GOD; 
Behold, I, even I, will both search my 
sheep, and seek them out. ; 

12 As a shepherd seeketh out his 
flock in the day that he is among his 
sheep that are scattered; so will I sevk 
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out my sheep, and will deliver them 
out of all places where they have been 
scattered in the cloudy and dark day. 

13 And I will bring them out from 
the people, and gather them from 
the countries, and will bring them to 
their own land, and feed them upon 
the mountains of Israel by the rivers, 
and in all the inhabited places of the 
country. . 

14 I will feed them in a good pas- 
ture, and upon the high mountains 
of Israel shall their fold be: there 
shall they lie in a good fold, and zn a 
fat pasture shall they feed upon the 
mountains of Israel. ; 

15 I will feed my flock, and I will 
cause them to lie down, saith the 
Lord Gop. i 

16 I will seek that which was lost, 
and bring again that which was driven 
away, and will bind up that which was 
broken, and will strengthen that 
which was sick: but I will destroy 
the fat and the strong; I will feed 
them with judgment. 

17_ And as for you, O my flock, thus 
saith the Lord GOD; Behold, I judge 
between cattle and cattle, between 
the rams and the he goats. 

18 Seemeih it a small thing unto you 
to have eaten up the good pasture, but 
ye must tread down with your feet 
the residue of your pastures? and to 
have drunk of the deep waters, but ye 
must foul the residue with your feet ? 

19 And as jor my flock, they eat that 
which ye have trodden with your 
feet; and they drink that which ye 
have fouled with your feet. 

20 4 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
GOD unto them; Behold, I, even I, 
will judge between the fat cattle and 
between the lean cattle. 

21 Because ye have thrust with 
side and with shoulder, and pushed 
all the diseased with your horns, till 
ye have scattered them abroad; 

22 Therefore will I save my flock, 
and they shall no more be a prey; and 
I will judge between cattle and cattle. 

23 And I will set up one shepherd 
over them, and he shall feed them, 
even my servant David; he shall feed 
them, and he shall be their shepherd. 

24 And I the LORD will be their 
God, and my servant David a prince 
among them; I the LORD have spo- 
ken tt. 5 

25 And I will make with them a 
covenant of peace, and will cause the 
evil beasts to cease out of the land: 
and they shall dwell safely in the 
wilderness, and sleep in the woods. 
26 And I will make them and the 
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places round about my hill a bless- 
ing; and I will cause the shower to 
come down in his season; there shall 
be showers of blessing. 

27 And the tree of the field shall 
yield her fruit, and the earth shall 
yield her increase, and they shall be 
safe in their land, and shall know 
that I am the LORD, when I have 
broken the bands of their yoke, and 
delivered them out of the hand of 
those that served themselves of them. 

28 And they shall no more be a 
prey to the heathen, neither shall the 
beast of the land devour them: but 
they shall dwell safely, and none 
shall make them afraid. 

29 And I will raise up for them a 
plant of renown, and thev shall be 
no more consumed with hungerin the 
land, neither bear the shame of the 
heathen any more. 

30 Thus shall they know that I 
the LORD their God am with them, 
and that they, even the house of Israel, 
ure my people, saith the Lord GOD. 

31 And ye my flock, the flock of 
my pasture, are men, and I am your 
God, saith the Lord GOD. : 


CHAPTER 35. 


The judgment of mount Seir for their 
hatred of Israel. 


OREOVER the word of the LORD 
came unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy face against 
mount Seir, and. prophesy against it,

whereas the LORD was there: 

11 Therefore, as I live, saith the 
Lord Gop, I will even do according 
to thine anger, and according to thine 
envy which thou hast used out of 
thy hatred against them; and I will 
make myself known among them, 
when I have judged thee. 

12 And thou shalt know that I am 
the LORD, and that I have heard all 
thy blasphemies which thou hast 
spoken against the mountains of Is- 
rael, saying, They are laid desolate, 
they are given us to consume. 

13 Thus with your mouth ye have 
boasted against me, and have mul- 
tiplied your words against me: I 
have heard them.

you; all the house of Israel, even all of 
it: and the cities shall be inhabited, 
and the wastes shall be builded: . 

1z And I will multiply upon you 
man and-beast; anJ they shall in- 
crease and bring fruit: and I will set- 
tle you after your old estates, and will 
do better wnto you than at your begin- 
nings: and ye shall know thatlam 
the LORD... 

12 Yea, I will cause men to walk 
upon you, even my people Israel; and 
they shall possess thee, and thou shalt 
be their inheritance, and thou shalt 
no more henceforth bereave them of 


men. 

13 Thus saith the Lord GoD; Be- 
cause they say unto you, Thou land 
devourest up men, and hast bereaved 
thy nations; 

14 Therefore c 
men no more, neither bereave thy 
nations any more, saith the Lord GOD. 

15 Neither will I cause men to héar 
in thee the shame of the heathen any 
more, neither shalt thou bear the re~ 
proach of the people any more, nei- 
ther shalt thou cause thy nations to 
fall any more, saith the Lord GoD. 

16 § Moreover the word of the LORD 
came unto me, saying, 

17 Son of man, when the house of 
Israel dwelt in their own land, they

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upon them for the blood that they 
had shed upon the land, and for their 
idols wherewith they had polluted it:

27 And I will put my spirit within 
you, and cause you to walk in my 
statutes, and ye shall keep my judg- 
ments, and do them. i 

28 And ye shall dwell in the land 
that I gave to your fathers; and ye 
: ee be my people, and I will be your

29 Iwill also save you from all your 
uncleannesses: and I will callfor the 
corn, and will increase it, and lay no 
famine upon you. 

30 And I will multiply the fruit of 
the tree, and the increase of the field, 
that ye shall receive no more re- 
proach of famine among the heathen. 
-31 Then shall ye remember your 
own evil ways, and your doings that 
were not-good,:‘and shall loathe your- 
selves in your own sight for your ini- 
quities and for your abominations. 
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32 Not for your sakes do I this, 
saith the Lord GOD, be it known unto 
you: be ashamed and confounded 
for your own ways, O house of Israel. 

33 Thus saith the Lord GOD; In the 
day that I shall have cleansed you 
from all your iniquities I will also 
cause you to dwell in the cities, and 
the wastes shall be builded. 

34 And the desolate land shall be 
tilled, whereas it lay desolate in the 
sight of all that passed by. : 

35 And they shall say, This land 
that was desolate is become like the 
garden of Eden; and the waste and 
desolate and ruined cities are me 
fenced, and are inhabited. 

36 Then the heathen that are left 
round about you shall know that I 
the LORD build the ruined places, and 

lant that that was desolate: T the 

ORD have spoken 2/, and I will do z¢. 

37 Thus saith the Lord GoD; I will 
yet for this be enquired of by the 
house of Israel, to do zt for them; I 
will increase them with men like a 


flock. 

Ze As the holy flock, as the flock 
of Jerusalem in her solemn feasts; so 
shall the waste cities be filled with 
flocks of men: and they shall know 
that I am the LORD. 


CHAPTER 37.

HE hand of the LORD was upon

manded me, and the breath came 
into them, and they lived, and stood 
up upon their feet, an exceeding great 
army.

12 Therefore prophesy and say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord GOD; Be- 
hold, O my people, I will open your 
graves, and cause you to come up out 
of your graves, and bring you into 
the land of Israel. 

13 And ye shall know that I am 
the LORD, when I have opened your 
graves, O my people, and brought

14 And shall put my spirit in you, 
and ye shall live, and I shall place you 
in your own land: then shail ye know 
that I the LORD have spoken 2zt, and 
performed zt, saith the LORD. 

15. The word of the LORD came 
again unto me, saying, 

16 Moreover, thou son of man, 
take thee one stick, and write upon 
it, For Judah, and for the children 
of Israel his companions: then take 
another stick, and write upon it, For 

oseph, the stick of Ephraim, and 
jor all the house of Israel his compan- 
ions: 

17 And join them one to another 
into one stick; and they shall become 
one in thine hand. : 

18 § And when the children of thy 
perp shall speak unto thee, saying, 

ilt thou not shew us what thou 
meanest by these? J 

19 Say unto them, Thus saith the 
Lord Gop;- Behold, I will take the 
stick of Joseph, which zs in the hand 
of Ephraim, and the tribes of Israel 
his fellows, and will put them with 
him, even with the stick of Judah, 
and make them one stick, and they 
shall be one in mine hand. 

20 § And the sticks whereon thou 


writest shall be in thine hand before’ 


their eyes. 
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21 And say unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord GOD; Behold, I will take 
the children of Israel from among the 
heathen, whither they be gone, and 
will gather them on every side, and 
bring them into their own land: 

22 And I will make them one na- 


| tion in the land upon the mountains 


of Israel; and one king shall be king 
to them all: and they shall be no 
more two nations, neither shall they 


ibe divided into two kingdoms any 
| more at all: 


23 Neither shall they defile them- 
selves any more with their idols, nor 
with their detestable things, nor with 
any of their transgressions: but I will 
save them out of all their dwelling- 
places, wherein they have sinned, 
and will cleanse them: so shall they 
be a people, and I will be their 

od. 

24 And David my servant shall be 
king over them; and they all shall 
have one shepherd: they shall also 
walk in my judgments, and observe 
my statutes, and do them. 

25 And they shall dweil in the land 
that I have given unto Jacob my ser- 
vant, wherein your fathers have 
dwelt; and they shall dwell therein, 
even they, and their children, and 
their children’s children for ever: and 
my servant David shall be their prince 
for ever. 

26 Moreover I will make a cove- 
nant of peace with them; it shall be 
an everlasting covenant with them: 
and I will place them, and multiply 
them, and will set my sanctuary in 
the midst of them for evermore. . 

27 My tabernacle also shall be with 
them: yea, I will be their God, and 
they shall be my people. 

28 And the heathen shall know that 
I the LorD do sanctify Israel, when 
my sanctuary shall be in the midst 
of them for evermore.

company with bucklers and shields, 
all of them handling swords: j 

5 Persia, Ethiopia, and Libya with 
them; all of them with shield and 
helmet: i 
-6 Gomer, and all his bands; the 
house of Togarmah of the north 
quarters, and all his bands: and 
many people with thee. 

7 Be thou prepared, and prepare 
for thyself, thou, and all thy com- 
pany that are assembled unto thee, 
and be thou a guard unto them. 

8 4 After many days thou shalt be 
visited: in the latter years thou shalt 
come into the land that 1s brought 
back from the sword, and 2s gathered 
out of many people, against the 
mountains of Israel, which have been 
always waste: but it is brought forth 
out of the nations, and they shall 
dwell safely all of them. f 

9 Thou shalt ascend and come like 
a storm, thou shalt be like a cloud 
to cover the land, thou, and all thy 
bands, and many people with thee. 

10 Thus saith the Lord Gop; It 
shall also come to pass, that at the 
same time shall things come into thy 
mind, and thou shalt think an evil 
thought: 3 

1r And thou shalt say, I will go up 
to the land of unwalled villages; I 
will go to them that are at rest, that 
dwell safely, all of them dwelling with- 
out walls,and having neither bars nor 
gates, 

12 To take a spoil, and to take a 
prey; to turn thine hand upon the 
desolate places that are now inhabited, 
and upon the people that are gathered 
out of the nations, which have gotten 
cattle and goods, that dwell in the 
midst of the land. 

13 Sheba, and Dedan, and the mer- 
chants of Tarshish, with all the young 
lions thereof, shall say unto thee, 
Art thou come to take a spoil? hast 
thou gathered thy company to take a 
prey? to carry away silver and gold, 
to take away cattle and goods, to take 
a great spoil? 

14 {| Therefore, son of man, pro- 
phesy and say unto Gog, Thus saith 
the Lord GoD; In that day when my 
people of Israel dwelleth safely, shalt 
thou not know 2t # 

15 And thou shalt come from thy 
‘place out of the north parts, thou, 
and many people with thee, all of 
them riding upon horses, a great 
company, and a mighty army: 
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16 And thou shalt come up against 
my people of Israel, as a cloud to 
cover the land; it shall be in the lat- 
ter days, and I will bring thee against 
my land, that the heathen may know 
me, when I shall be sanctified in thee, 
O Gog, before their eyes. 

17. Thus saith the Lord GOD; Ari 
thou he of whom I have spoken in old 
time by my servants the prophets of 
Israel, which prophesied in those days 
many years that I would bring thee 
against them? 

18 And it shall come to pass at the 
same time when Gog shall come 
against the land of Israel, saith the 
Lord GOD, that my fury shall come 
up in my face. 

19 For in my jealousy and in the 
fire of my wrath have I spoken, Sure- 
ly in that day there shall be a great 
shaking in the land of Israel; 

20 So that the fishes of the sea, and 
the fowls of the heaven, and the beasts 
of the field, and all creeping things 
that creep upon the earth, and all the 
men that are upon the face of the 
earth, shallshake at my presence, and _ 
the mountains shall be thrown down, 
and the steep places shall fall, and 
every wall shall fall to the ground. 

21 And I will callfor a sword against 
him throughout all my mountains, 
saith the Lord GOD: every man’s 
sword shall be against his brother. 

22 And I will plead against him with 
pestilence and with blood; and I will 
rain upon him, and upon his bands, 
and upon the many people that are 
with him, an overflowing rain, and 
great hailstones, fire, end brimstone. 

23 Thus will I magnify myself, and 
sanctify myself; and I will be known 
in the eyes of many nations, and they 
shall know that I am the LORD.

HEREFORE, thou son of man, 
prophesy against Gog, and say 
Thus saith the Lord Gop; Behold, I 
am against thee, O Gog, the chief 
prince of Meshech and Tubal: 

2 And I will turn thee back, and 
leave but the sixth part of thee, and 
will cause thee to come up from the 
north parts, and will bring thee upon 
the mountains of Israel: 

And I will smite thy bow out of 
thy left hand, and will cause thine ar- 
rows to fall out of thy right hand. 

4 Thou shalt fall upon the moun- 
tains of Israel, thou, and all thy bands, _ 
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and the people that ¢s with thee: I will 
give thee unto the ravenous birds of 
every sort. and to the beasts of the field 
to be devoured. 

5 Thou shalt fall upon the open 
field: for I have spoken zt, saith the 
Lord GoD. . 

6 And I will send a fire on Magog, 
and among them that dwell care- 
Jessly in theisles: and they shall know 
that I am the LORD. 

7 So will I make my holy name 
known in the midst of my people 
Israel; and I will not let them pollute 
my holy name any more: and the 
heathen shall know that I am the 
LORD, the Holy One in Israel. 

8 § Behold, it is come, and it is 
done, saith the Lord GoD; this zs the 
day whereof I have spoken. 

9 And they that dwell in the cities of 
Israel shall go forth, and shall set on 
fire and burn the weapons, both the 
shields and the bucklers, the bows 
and the arrows, and the handstaves, 
and the spears, and they shall burn 
them with fire seven years: 

ro So that they shall take no wood 
out of the field, neither cut down any 
out of the forests; for they shall burn 
the weapons with fire: and they shall 
spoil those that spoiled them, and rob 
those that robbed them, saith the 
Lord GoD. . : 

rr § And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that I will give unto Gog a 
place there of graves in Israel, the 
valley of the passengers on the east 
of the sea: and it shall stop the noses 
of the passengers: and there shall 
they bury Gog and all his multitude: 
and they shall call zt The valley of 
Hamon-gog. 

12 Andsevenmonthsshall the house 
of Israel be burying of them, that 
they may cleanse the land. 

13 Yea, all the peopl of the land 
shall bury them; and it shall be to 
them a renown the day that I shall be 
glorified, saith the Lord GOD. 

14 And they shall sever out men 
of continual employment, passing 
through the land to bury with the 
passengers those that remain upon 
the face of the earth, to cleanse it: 
after the end of seven months shall 
they search. 

15 And the passengers that pass 
through the land, when any seeth a 
man’s bone, then shall he set upa 
sign by it, till the buriers have buried 
it in the valley of Hamon-gog. 

16 And also the naine of the city 
shall be Hamonah. Thus shall they 
cleanse the land. 


EZEKIEL, 89. 


Gathering of Israel. 


17 § And, thou son of man, thus 
saith the Lord GOD; Speak unto 
every feathered fowl, and to every 
beast of the field, Assemble your- 
selves, and come; gather yourselves 
on every side to my sacrifice that I 
do sacrifice for you, even a great sac- 
rifice upon the mountains of Israel, 
that ye may eat flesh, and drink 
blood. 

18 Ye shall eat the flesh of the 
mighty, and drink the blood of the 
princes of the earth, of rams, of lambs, 
and of goats, of bullocks, all of them 
fatlings of Bashan.

23 § And the heathen shall know 
that the house of Israel went into cap- 
tivity for their iniquity: because they 
trespassed against me, therefore hid 
I my face from them, and gave them 
into the hand of their enemies: so fell 
they all by the sword. | 

24 According to their uncleanness 
and according to their transgressions 
have I done unto them, and hid my 
face from them. : 

25 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; ,Now will I bring again the 
captivity of Jacob, and have mercy 
upon the whole house of Israel, and 
will be jealous for my holy name; ., 

26 After that they have borne their 
shame, and all their trespasses where- 
by they have trespassed against me, 
when they dwelt safely in their land, 
and none made them afraid. 

27 When I have. brought them 
again from the people, and gathered 
them out of their enemies’ lands, and 
am sanctified in them in the sight of 
many nations; 

28 Then shall they know that I am 
the LORD their God, which caused 
them to be led into captivity among 
the heathen: but I have gathered 
them unto their own land, and have 
left none of them any more there. 

29 Neither will I hide my face any 
more from them: for I have poured 
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out my spirit upon the house of Israel, 


saith the Lord GOD. 


CHAPTER 40. 


1 Time, manner, and end of Ezekiel’s 
aision. 6 Gates of the temple. 39 
Tables. 48 The porch. 


N the five and twentieth year cf our 
captivity, in the beginning of the 
year, in the tenth day of the month, 
in the fourteenth year after that the 
city was smitten, in the selfsame day 
the hand of the LORD was upon me, 
and brought me thither. 

2 In the visions of God brought he 
me into the land of Israel, and set me 
upon a very high mountain, by which 
was as the frame of a city on the south. 

3 And he brought me thither, and, 
behold, there was a man, whose ap- 
’ pearance was like the appearance of 
brass, with a line of flax in his hand, 
and a measuring reed; and he stood 
in the gate. % 

4 And the man said unto me, Son 
of man, behold with thine eyes, and 
hear with thine ears, and set thine 
heart upon all that I shall shew thee; 
for to the intent that I might shew 
them unto thee ari thou broughthither: 
declare all that thou seest to the 
house of Israel. : 

5 And behold a wall on the outside 
of the house round about, and in the 
man’s hand a measuring reed of six 
cubits long by the cubit and an hand 
breadth: so he measured the breadth 
of the building, one reed; and the 
height, one reed. 

Then came he unto the gate 
which looketh toward the east, and 
went up the stairs thereof, and mea- 
sured the threshold of the gate, which 
was one reed broad; and the other 
threshold of the gate, which was one 
reed broad. 

7 And every little chamber was one 
reed long, and one reed broad; and 
between the little chambers were five 
cubits; and the threshold of the gate 
by the porch of the gate within was 
one reed. 

8 He measured also the porch of the 
gate within, one reed. 

g Then measured he the porch of 
the gate, eight cubits; and the posts 
thereof, two cubits; and the porch 
of the gate was inward. 

ro And the little chambers of the 
gate eastward were three on this side, 
and three on that side; they three 
were of one measure: and the posts 
had one measure on this side and on 
that side. 
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11 And he measured the breadth of 
the entry of the gate, ten cubits; and 
the length of the gate, thirteen cubits. 

12 The space also before the little 
chambers was one cubit on this side, 
and the space was one cubit on that 
side: and the little chambers were six 
cubits on this side, and six cubits on 
that side. 

13 He measured then the gate from 
the roof of one little chamber to the 
roof of another: the breadth was five 
and twenty cubits, door against door. 

14 He made also posts of three- 
score cubits, even unto the post of 
the court round about the gate. 

15 And from the face of the gate of 
the entrance unto the face of the 
porch of the inner gate were fifty cubits. 

16 And there were narrow windows 
to the little chambers, and to their 
posts within the gate round about, 
and likewise to the arches: and win- 
dows were round about inward: and 
upon each post were palm trees. 

17 Then brought he me into the 
outward court, and, lo, there were 
chambers, and a pavement made for 
the court round about: thirty cham- 
bers were upon the pavement. 

18 And the pavement by the side of 
the gates over against the length of 
the gates was the lower pavement. 

19 Then he measured the breadth 
from the forefront of the lower gate 
unto the forefront of the inner court 
without, an hundred cubits eastward 
and northward. 

20 § And the gate of the outward 
court that looked toward the north, 
he measured the length thereof, and 
the breadth thereof. 

21 And the little chambers thereof 
were three on this side and three on- 
that side; and the posts thereof and 
the arches thereof were after the 
measure of the first gate: the length 
thereof was fifty cubits, and the 
breadth five and twenty cubits, 

22 And their windows, and their 
arches, and their palm trees, were 
after the measure of the gate that 
looketh toward the east; and they 
went up unto it by seven steps; and 
the arches thereof were before them. 

23 And the gate of the inner court 
was Over against the gate toward the 
north, and toward the east; and he 
measured from gate to gate an hun- 
dred cubits. 

24 § After that he brought me 
toward the south, and behold a gate 
toward the south: and he measured 
the posts thereof and the arches 
thereof according to these measures. 
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_ 25, And there were windows in it and 
in the arches thereof round about, 
like those windows: the length was 
fifty cubits, and the breadth five and 
twenty cubits. 

26 And there were seven steps to go 
up to it, and the arches thereof were 
before them: and it had palm trees, 
one on this side, and another on that 
side, upon the posts thereof. 

27 And there was a gate in the inner 
court toward the south: and he mea- 
sured from gate to gate toward the 
south an hundred cubits. 

28 And he brought me to the inner 
court by the south gate: and he mea- 
sured the south gate according to 
these measures; 

29 And the little chambers thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, according to these measures: 
and there were windows in it and in the 
arches thereof round about: 7 was 
fifty cubits long, and five and twenty 
cubits broad. 

30 And the arches round about 
were five and twenty cubits long, and 
five cubits broad. 

31 And ‘*he arches thereof were 
- toward the utter court; and palm 

trees were upon the posts thereof: and 

the going up to it had eight steps. 

_ 32 § And he brought me into the 

inner court toward the east: and he 

measured the gate according to these 
measures. 

33 And the little chambers thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, were according to these mea- 
sures: and there were windows therein 
and in the arches thereof round 
about: it was fifty cubits 1ong, and 
five and twenty cubits broad. _ 

34 And the arches thereof were 
toward the outward court; and palm 
trees were upon the posts thereof, on 
this side, and on that side: and the 
going up to it had eight steps. 

And he brought me to the 
north gate, and measured zt accord- 
ing to these measures; 

36 The little chambers thereof, the 
posts thereof, and the arches thereof, 
and the windows to it round about: 
the length was fifty cubits, and the 
breadth five and twenty cubits. 

‘37 And the posts thereof were toward 
the utter court; and palm trees were 
upon the posts thereof, on this side, 


and on that side: and the going up to 


it had eight steps. : 
38 And the chambers and the entries 
thereof were by the posts of the gates, 
where they washed the burnt offering. 
39 § And in the porch of the gate 


were two tables on this side, and two 
tables on that side, to slay thereon 
the burnt offering and the sin offer- 
ing and the trespass offering. 

40 And at the side without, as one 
goeth up to the entry of the north 
gate, were two tables; and on the 
other side, which was at the porch of 
the gate, were two tables. 

41 Four tables were on this side, and 
four tables on that side, by the side 
of the gate; eight tables, whereupon 
they slew their sacrifices. 

42 And the four tables were of hewn 
stone for the burnt offering, of a cubit 
and an half long, and a cubit and an 
half broad, and one cubit high: where- 
upon also they laid the instruments 
wherewith they slew the burnt offer- 
ing and the sacrifice. 

43 And within were hooks, an hand 
broad, fastened round about: and 
upon the tables was the flesh of the 
offering. 

44 § And without the inner gate 
were the chambers of the singers in 
the inner court, which was at the side 
of the north gate; and their prospect 
was toward the south: one at the side 
of the east gate having the prospect 
toward the north. 

45 And he said unto me, This cham- 
ber, whose prospect zs toward «the 
south, 7s for the priests, the keepers 
of the charge of the house. : 

46 And the chamber whose pros- 
pect 7s toward the north zs for the 
priests, the keepers of the charge of 
the altar: these are the sons of Za- 
dok among the sons of Levi, which 
come near to the LORD to minister 
unto him. 

47 So he measured the court, an 
hundred cubits long, and an hundred 
cubits broad, foursquare; and the al- 
tar that was before the house. 

48 § And he brought me to the 
porch of the house, and measured 
each post of the porch, five cubits on 
this side, and five cubits on that side: 
and the breadth of the gate was three 
cubits on this side, and three cubits 
on that side. 

49 The length of the porch was 
twenty cubits, and the breadth eleven 
cubits; and he brought me by the steps 
whereby they went up to it: and there 
were pillars by the posts, one on this 
side, and another on that side. 


CHAPTER 41. 
Measures, parts, chambers, and orna- 
ments of the temple. 


H 8 peal hake he brought me to 
the temple, and measured the 
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posts, six cubits broad on the one 
side, and six cubits broad on the other 
side, which wus the breadth of the ta- 
bernacle. 

2 And the breadth of the door was 
ten cubits; and the sides of the door 
were five cubits on the one side, and 
five cubits on the other side: and he 
measured the length thereof, forty 
cubits: and the breadth, twenty cubits. 

3 Then went he inward, and mea- 
sured the post of the door, two cubits; 
and the door, six cubits; and the 
breadth of the door, seven cubits. 

4 So he measured the length there- 
of, twenty cubits; and the breadth, 
twenty cubits, before the temple: and 
ne said unto me, This 7s the most holy 
place. 

5 After he measured the wall of the 
house, six cubits; and the breadth of 
every side chamber, four cubits, round 
about the house on every side. 

And the side chambers were three, 
one over another, and thirty in order; 
and they entered into the wall which 
was of the house for the side cham- 
bers round about, that they might 
have hold, but they had not hold in 
the wall of the house. é 

7 And there was an enlarging, and 
a winding about still upward to the 
side chambers: for the winding about 
of the house went still upward round 
about the house: therefore the breadth 
of the house was still upward, and so 
increased from the lowest chamber to 
the highest by the midst. 

8 I saw also the height of the house 
round about: the foundations of the 
side chambers were a full reed of six 
great cubits. 

9 The thickness of the wall,’ which 
was for the side chamber without, 
was five cubits: and that which was 
left was the place of the side cham- 
bers that were within. 

to And between the chambers was 
the wideness of twenty cubits round 
about the house on every side. 

rz And the doors of the side cham- 
bers were toward the place that was left, 
one door toward the north, and an- 
other door toward the south: and the 
breadth of the place that was left was 
five cubits round about. 

12 Now the building that was before 
the separate place at the end toward 
the west was seventy cubits broad; 
and the wall of the building was five 
cubits thick round about, and the 
length thereof ninety cubits. 

13 So he measured the house, an 
hundred cubits long; and the sepa- 
rate place, and the building, with the 


Hee thereof, an hundred cubits 
ong; 

14 Also the breadth of the face of 
the house, and of the separate place 
toward the east, an hundred cubits. 

15 And he measured the length of 
the building over against the separate 
place which wus behind it, and the 
galleries thereof on the one side and 
on the other side, an hundred cu- 
bits, with the inner temple, and the 
porches of the court; 

16 The door posts, and the narrow 
windows, and the galleries round 
about on their three stories, over 
against the door, cieled with wood 
round about, and from the ground 
up to the windows, and the windows 
were covered; 

17 To that above the door, even 
unto the inner house, and without, 
and by all the wall round about 
within and without, by measure. 

18 And zt was made with cheru- 
bims and palm trees, so that a palm 
tree was between a cherub and a 
cherub; and every cherub had two 
faces; 

19 So that the face of a man was 
toward the palm tree on the one side, 
and the face of a young lion toward 
the palm tree on the other side: zt 
was made through all the house round 
about. 

20 From the ground unto above the ~ 
door were cherubims and palm trees 
made, and on the wall of the temple. 

21 The posts of the temple were 
squared, and the face of the sanctu- 
ary; the appearance of the one as the 
appearance of the other. 

22 The altar of wood was three cu- 
bits high, and the length thereof two 
cubits; and the corners thereof, and 
the length thereof, and the walls 
thereof, were of wood: and he said 
unto me, This zs the table that zs be- 
fore the LORD. 

23 And the temple and the sanctu- 
ary had two doors. 

24 And the doors had two leaves 
amece, two turning leaves; two leaves 
for the one door, and two leaves for 
the other door. 

25 And there were made on them, on 
the doors of the temple, cherubims 
and palm trees, like as were made upon 
the walls; and there were thick planks 
spon the face of the porch with- 
out. 

26 And there were narrow windows 
and palm trees on the one side and 
on the other side, on the sides of the 
porch, and upon the side chambers of 
the house, and thick planks,

HEN he brought me forth into 
the utter court, the way toward 
the north: and he brought me into 
the chamber that was over against 
the separate place, and which was 
before the building toward the north. 
2 Before the length of an hundred 
cubits was the north door, and the 
breadth was fifty cubits. 

3 Over against the twenty cubits 
which were for the inner court, and 
over against the pavement which 
was for the utter court, was gallery 
against gallery in three stories. ; 

4 And before the chambers was a 
walk of ten cubits breadth inward, 
a way of one cubit; and their doors 
toward the north. 

5 Now the upper chambers. were 
shorter: for the galleries were higher 
than these, than the lower, and than 
the middlemost of the building. 

6 For they were in three stores, but 
had not pillars as the pillars of the 
courts: therefore the building was 
straitened more than the lowest and 
the middlemost from the ground. 

7 And the wall that was without over 
against the chambers, toward the 
utter court on the forepart of the 
chambers, the length thereof was fifty 
cubits. 

8 For the length of the chambers 
that were in the utter court was fifty 
cubits: and, lo, before the temple 
were an hundred cubits. 

9 And from under these chambers 
was the entry on the east side, as 
one goeth into them from the utter 
court. : z 

to The chambers were in the thick- 
ness of the wall of the court toward 
the east, over against the separate 
place, and over against the building. 
Il And the way before them was 
like the appearance of the chambers 
which were toward the north, as long 
as they, and as broad as they: and all 
their goings out were both according 
to their fashions, and according to 
their doors. |. 

12 And according to the doors of the 
- chambers that were toward the south 

was a door in the head of the way 
even the way directly before the wall 
toward the east, as one entereth into 
them. : 

-13 § Then said he unto me, The 
north chambers and the south cham- 
bers, which are before the separate 
place, they be holy chambers, where 
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the priests that approach unto the 
LORD shall eat the most holy things: 
there shall they lay the most holy 
things, and the meat offering, and the 
sin offering, and the trespass offering; 
for the place zs holy. 

14 When the priests enter therein, 
then shall they not go out of the holy 
place into the utter court, but there 
they shall lay their garments wherein 
they minister; for they are holy; and 
shall put on other garments, and shall 
approach to those things which are for 
the people. 

15 Now when he had made an end 
of measuring the inner house, he 
brought ‘me forth toward the gate 
whose prospect 7s toward the east, and 
measured it round about. 

16 He measured the east side with 
the measuring reed, five hundred 
reeds, with the measuring reed round 
about. 3 

17 He measured the north side, five 
hundred reeds, with the measuring 
reed round about. 

18 He measured the south side, 
tive hundred reeds, with the measur- 
ing reed, 

19 § He turned about to the west 
side, and measured five hundred reeds 
with the measuring reed. : 

20 He measured it by the four sides: 
ithad a wall round about, five hun- 
dred reeds long, and five hundred 
broad, to make a separation between 
the sanctuary and the profane place. 


CHAPTER 43.

7 4 And he said unto me, Son of 
man, the place of my throne, and 
the place of the soles of my feet, 
where I will dwell in the midst of the 
children of Israel for ever, and my 
holy name, shall the house of Israel 
no more defile, nezther they, nor their 
kings, by their whoredom, nor by 
the carcases of their gs in their 
high places. é 

8 In their setting of their threshold 
by my thresholds, and their post by 
my posts, and the wall between me 
and them, they have even defiled my 
holy name by their abominations that 
they have committed: wherefore I 
have consumed them in mine anger. 

9 Now let them put away their 
whoredom, and the carcases of their 
kings, far from me, and I will dwell 
in the midst of them for ever.

and from the altar and upward shall 
be four horns. 

16 And the altar shall be twelve cu- 

ts long, twelve broad, square in the 
four squares thereof. 

17 And the settle shall be fourteen

cubits long and fourteen broad in the 
four squares thereof; and tne border 
about it shall be half a cubit; and the 
bottom thereof shall be a cubit about;

18 § And he said unto me, Son of 
man, thus saith the Lord GOD; These 
are the ordinances of the altar in the 
day when they shall make it, to offer 
burnt offerings thereon, and to

19 And thou shalt give to the 
priests the Levites that be of the seed 
of Zadok, which approach unto me, to 
minster unto me, saith the Lord GoD, 
a young bullock for a sin offering. 

20 And thou shalt take of the blood 
thereof, and put 2t on the four horns 
of it, and on the four corners of the 
settle, and upon the border round 
about: thus shalt thou cleanse and 
purge it. 

21 Thou shalt take the bullock also 
of the sin offering, and he shall burn 
it in the appointed place of the house, 
without the sanctuary. 3 

22 And on the second day thou shalt 
offer a kid of the goats without ble- 
mish for a sin offering; and they shall 
cleanse the altar, as they did cleanse 
at with the bullock. 

23 When thou hast made an end of 
cleansing 7, thou shalt offer a young 
bullock without blemish, and a ram 
out of the flock withuuc blemish. 

24 And thou shalt offer them be- 
fore the LORD, and the priests shall 
cast salt upon them, anc_they shall 
offer them up for a burnt offering unto 
the LORD. 

25 Seven days shalt thou prepare 
every day a. goat for a sin offering: 
they shall also prepare a young bul- 
lock, and a ram out of the flock, with- 
out blemish. 

26 Seven days shall they purge the 
altar and purify it; and they shali 
consecrate themselves. 

27 And when these days are ex- 
pired, it shall be, that upon the eighth 
day, and so forward, the priests shall 
make your burnt offerings upon the 
altar, and your peace offerings; and 
I will accept you, saith the Lord Gop. 


CHAPTER 44.

25, And they shall come at no dead 
person to defile themselves: but for 
Eecier, or for mother, or for son, or 
for daughter, for brother, or for sis- 
ter that hath had no husband, they 
may defile themselves.

10 And the prince in the midst of 
them, when they go in, shall go in: 
and when they go forth, shall go 
forth. ; 

11 And in the feasts and in the so- 
lemnities the meat offering shall be 
an ephah to a bullock, and an ephah 
to aram,and to.the lambs as heisable 
to give, and an hin of oil to an ephah. 

12 Now when the prince shall pre- 
pare a voluntary burnt offering or 

eace offerings voluntarily unto the 

ORD, one shall then open him the 
gate that looketh toward the east, 
and he shall prepare his burnt offer- 
ing and his peace offerings, as he did 
on the sabbath day: then he shall go 
forth; and after his going forth one . 
shall shut the gate, 

13 Thou shalt daily prepare a burnt 
offering unto the LORD of a lamb 
the first year without blemish: thou 
shalt prepare it every morning. 

14 And thou shalt prepare a meat 
offering for it every morning, the 
sixth part of an ephah, and the third 
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Vision of 


part of an hin of oil, to temper with 
the fine flour; a meat offering con- 
tinually by a perpetual ordinance 
unto the LORD. 

15 Thusshall they prepare the lamb, 
and the meat offering, and the oil, 
every morning for a continual burnt 
offering. 

16 § Thus saith the Lord Gop; If 
the prince give a gift unto any of his 
sons, the inheritance thereof shall be 
his sons’; it shall be their possession 
by inheritance. | : Det 

17 But if he give a gift of his inher- 
itance to one of his servants, then it 
shall be his to the year of liberty; 
after it shall return to the prince: but 
his inheritance shall be his sons’ for 
them. 

18 Moreover the prince shall not 
take of the people’s inheritance by 
oppression, to thrust them out of 
their possession; but he shall give his 
sons inheritance out of his own pos- 
session: that my people be not scat- 
tered every man from his possession. 

19 § After he brought me through 
the entry, which was at the side of 
the gate, into the holy chambers of 
the priests, which looked toward the 
north: and, behold, there was a place 
on the two sides westward. Pas 

20 Then said he unto me, This 7s 
the place where the priests shall boil 
the trespass offering and the sin offer- 
ing, where they shall bake the meat 
offering; that they bear them not out 
into the utter court, to sanctify the 
people. i 

21 Then he brought me forth into 
the utter court, and caused me to pass 
by the four corners of the court; and, 
bebold, in every corner of the court 
there was a court. 

22 In the four corners of the court 
there were courts joined of forty cubits 
long and thirty broad: these four 
corners were of one measure. 

23 And there was a row of building 
round about in them, round about 
them four, and z# was made with boil- 
ing places under the rowsround about. 

24 Then said he unto me, These are 
the places of them that boil, where 
the ministers of the house shall boil 
the sacrifice of the people.

8 § And by the border of Judah, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
shall be the offering which ye shall 
offer of five and twenty thousand reeds 
an breadth, and zn length as one of the 
other parts, from the east side unto 
the west side: and the sanctuary shalk 
be in the midst of it. 

9 The oblation that ye shall offer 
unto the LORD shall be of five and 
twenty thousand in length, and of ten 
thousand in breadth. 

10 And for them, even for the priests, 
shall be this holy oblation; toward 
the north five and twenty thousand on 
length, and toward the west ten thou- 
sand in breadth, and toward the east 
ten thousand in breadth, and toward 
the south five and twenty thousand 
in length: and the sanctuary of the 
LORD shall be in the midst thereof. 

1x It shall be for the priests that 
are sanctified of the sons of Zadok; 
which have kept my charge, which 
went not astray when the children 
of Israel went astray, as the Levites

12 And this oblation of the land that 
is offered shall be unto them a thing 
most holy by the border of the Levites. 

13 And over against the border of 
the priests the Levites shall have five 
and twenty thousand in length, and 
ten thousand in breadth: allthe length 
shall be five and twenty thousand, and 
the breadth ten thousand. : 

14 And they shall not sell of it, 
neither exchange, nor alienate the 
firstfruits of the land: for zt 7s holy 
unto the LORD.

19 And they that serve the city shall 
serve it out of all the tribes of Israel. 

20 All the oblation shall be five and 
twenty thousand by five and twenty 
thousand: ye shall offer the holy 
oblation foursquare, with the posses- 
sion of the city. 

21 4 And the residue shall be for the 
Prince, on the one side and on the 
other of the holy oblation, and of the 
possession of the city, over against 
the five and twenty thousand of the 
oblation toward the east border, and 
westward over against the five and 
twenty thousand toward the west bor- 
der, over against the portions for the 
prince: and it shall be the holy obla- 
tion; and the sanctuary of the house 
shall be in the midst thereof. 

22 Moreover from the possession 
of the Levites, and from the posses- 
sion of the city, bevng in the midst of 
that which is the prince’s, between the 
border of Judah and the border of 
Benjamin, shall be for the prince.

29 This zs the land which ye shall 
divide by lot unto the tribes of Israel 
for inheritance, and these are their 
portions, saith the Lord GOD. 

30 § And these are the goings out 
of the city on the north side, four 
thousand and five hundred mea- 
sures. } 

31 And the gates of the city shall 
be after the names of the tribes of 
Israel: three gates northward; one 
gate of Reuben, one gate of Judah, 
one gate of Levi. ; 

32 And at the east side four thou- 
sand and five hundred: and three 
gates; and one gate of Joseph, one 
gate of Benjamin, one gate of Dan. 

33 And at the south side four thou- 
sand and five hundred measures: and 
three gates; one gate of Simeon, one 
gate of Issachar, one gate of Zebulun. 

34 At the west side four thousand 
and five hundred, with their three 
gates; one gate of Gad, one gate of 
Asher, one gate of Naphtali. |

CHAPTER 1. 


1 Time of Daniel. 3 He and other 
princes are selected by Ashpenaz. 1% 
heir wisdom. 


N the third Noss of the reign of 
Jehoiakim king of Judah came 


Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
unto Jerusalem, and besieged it. 

2 And the Lord gave Jehoiakim 
king of Judah into his hand, with 
Batt of the vessels of the house of 

od: which he carried into the land 
of Shinar to the house of his god; and 
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the tribes. - 


Ashpenaz selects Daniel. 


DANIEL, 2. 


Nebuchadnezzar’s dream, 


he brought the vessels into the trea- 
sure house of his god. 

3 { And the king spake unto Ash- 
pee the master of his eunuchs, that 

e should bring certazn of the chil- 
dren of Israel, and of the king’s seed, 
and of the princes; 

4 Children in whom was no ble- 
mish, but well favoured, and skilful 
in all wisdom, and cunning in know- 
ledge, and understanding science, 
and such as had ability in them to 
stand in the king’s palace, and whom 
they might teach the learning and 
the tongue of the Chaldeans. 


_And the king appointed them a 
daily pip sine of the king’s meat, 
and of the wine which he drank: so 


nourishing them three years, that at 
the end thereof they might stand be- 
fore the king. 

6 Now among these were of the 
children of Judah, Daniel, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah: 

7 Unto whom the prince of the 
eunuchs gave names: for he gave 
unto Daniel the name of Belteshazzar; 
and to Hananiah, of Shadrach; an 
to Mishael, of Meshach; and to Az- 
ariah, of Abed-nego. : 

8 4 But Daniel purposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself with 
the portion of the king’s meat, nor 
with the wine which he drank: there- 
fore he requested of the prince of the 
Beene that he might not defile him- 
self, 

9 Now God had brought Daniel into 
favour and tender love with the prince 
of the eunuchs. . 

to And the prince of the eunuchs 
said unto Daniel, I fear my lord the 
king, who hath eipoined your meat 
and your drink: tor why should he 
see your faces worse liking than the 
children which are of your sort? then 
shall ye make me endanger my head 
to the king. ; 

Ir Then said Daniel to Melzar, 
whom the prince of the eunuchs had 
set over Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, 
and Azariah, 

12 Prove thy servants, I beseech 
thee, ten days; and let them give us 
pulse to eat, and water to drink. 

13 Then let our countenances be 
_looked upon before thee, and the 
countenance of the children that eat 
of the portion of the pa oe meat: 
and as thou seest, deal with thy ser- 
vants. : 5 

14 So he consented to them in this 
matter, and proved them ten days. | 

rs And at the end of ten days their 
countenances appeared fairer and 


fatter in flesh than all the children 
which did eat the portion of the 
king’s meat. 

16 Thus Melzar took away the por- 
tion of their meat, and the wine that 
they should drink; and gave them 
pulse. 

17 4 As for these four children, 
God gave them knowledge and skill 
in all learning and wisdom: and 
Daniel had understanding in all vi- 
sions and dreams. 

18 Now at the end of the days that 
the king had said he should bring 
them in, then the prince of the eu- 
nuchs brought them in before Nebu- 
chadnezzar. 

1g And the king communed with 
them; and among them all was 
found none like Daniel, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah: therefore 
stood they before the king. 

20 And in all matters of wisdom 
and psi ich acta that the king en- 
quired of them, he found them ten 
times better than all the magicians 
and astrologers that were in all his 
realm, é ; 

21 And Daniel continued even unto 
the first year of king Cyrus. 


CHAPTER 2. 


1 Nebuchadnezzar forgets his dream, 14 
It ws revealed to Daniel. 36 His inter- 
pretation. 46 Daniel is advanced. 


An D in the second year of the reign 
of Nebuchadnezzar Nebuchad- 
nezzar dreamed dreams, wherewith 
his spirit was troubled, and his sleep 
brake from him. 

2 Then the king commanded to call 
the magicians, and the astrologers, 
and the sorcerers, and the Chaldeans, 
for to shew the king his dreams. So 
they came and stood before the king. 

3 And the king said unto them, I 
have dreamed a dream, and my spirit 
was troubled to know the dream. 

4 Then spake the Chaldeans to the 
king in Syriack, O king, live for ever: 
tell thy servants the dream, and we 
will shew the interpretation. | 

5 The king answered and said to the 
Chaldeans, The thing is gone from 
me: if ye will not make known unto 
me the dream, with the interpretation 
thereof, ye shall be cut in pieces, and 
your houses shall be made a dung- 


hill. : 

6 But if ye shew the dream, and the 
interpretation thereof, ye shall re- 
ceive of me gifts and rewards and 
great honour: therefore shew me the 
dream, and the interpretation thereof. . 
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fo Damel. 


7 They answered again and said, 
Let the king tell his servants the 
dream, and we will shew the inter- 
pretation of it. y 

8 The king answered and said, I 
know of certainty that ye would 
gain the time, because ye see the 
thing is gone from me. 

But if ye will not make known 
unto me the dream, there zs but one 
decree for you: for ye have prepared 
lying and corrupt words to speak 
before me, till the time be changed: 
therefore tell me the dream, and I 
shall know that ye can shew me the 
interpretation thereof. 

10 {| The Chaldeans answered be- 
fore the king, and said, There is not 
a man upon the earth that can shew 
the king’s matter: therefore there 2s no 
king, lord, nor ruler, that asked such 
things atany magician, or astrologer, 
or Chaldean. 

11 And zt 7s a rare thing that the 
king requireth, and there is none 
other that can shew it before the king, 
except the gods, whose dwelling is 
not with flesh. 

12 For this cause the king was an- 
gry and very furious, and commanded 
to destroy all the wise men of Babylon. 

13 And the decree went forth that 
the wise men should be slain; and 
they sought Daniel and his fellows to 
be slain. ; : 

14 § Then Daniel answered with 
counsel and wisdom to Arioch the 
captain of the king’s guard, which 
was gone forth to slay the wise men 
of Babylon: 

15 He answered and said to Arioch 
the king’s captain, Why 7s the decree 
so hasty from the king? Then Arioch 
made the thing known to Daniel. 

16 Then Daniel went in, and desired 
of the king that he would give him 
time, and that he would shew the 
king the interpretation. 

17 Then Daniel went to his house, 
and made the thing known to Hana- 
niah, Mishael, and Azariah, his com- 
panions: 

18 That they would desire mercies 
of the God of heaven concerning this 
secret; that Daniel and his fellows 
should not perish with the rest of the 


wise men of Babylon. 
19 { Then was the secret revealed 
unto Daniel in a night vision. Then 


Daniel blessed the God of heaven. 
20 Danielanswered and said, Bless- 
ed be the name of God for ever and 
ever: for wisdom and might are his: 
21 And he changeth the times and 
the seasons: he removeth kings, and 


setteth up kings: he giveth wisdom 
unto the wise, and knowledge to them 
that know understanding: 

22 He revealeth the deep and se- 
cret things: he knoweth what 7s in 
the darkness, and the light dwelleth 
with him. E 

23 I thank thee, and praise thee, O 
thou God of my fathers, who hast 
iven me wisdom and might, and 

ast made known unto me now what 
we desired of thee: for thou hast now 
made known unto us the king’s mat- 
ter. 

24 4 Therefore Daniel went in unto 
Arioch, whom the king had ordained 
to destroy the wise men of Babylon: 
he went and said thus unto him; 
Destroy not the wise men of Babylon: 
bring me in before the king, and I 
will shew unto the king the interpre- 
tation. 

25 Then Arioch brought in Daniel 
before the king in haste, and said thus 
unto him, I have found a man of the 
captives of Judah, that will make 
known unto the king the interpreta- 
tion. 

26 The king answered and said to 
Daniel, whose name was Belteshaz- 
zar, Art thou able to make known 
unto me the dream which I have seen, 
and the interpretation thereof? 

27 Daniel answered in the presence 
of the king, and said, The secret 
which the king hath demanded can- 
not the wise men, the astrologers, the 
magicians, the soothsayers, shew 
unto the king; 

28 But there is a God in heaven 
that revealeth secrets, and maketh 
known to the king Nebuchadnezzar 
what shall be in the latter days. Thy 
dream, and the visions of thy head 
upon thy bed, are these; 

29 As for thee, O king, thy thoughts 
came wito thy mind upon thy bed, what 
should come to pass hereafter: and he 
that revealeth secrets maketh knowr 
to thee what shall come to pass. 

30 But as for me, this secret is not 
revealed to me for any wisdom that I 
have more than any living, but for 
thevr Sakes that shall make known the 
interpretation to the king, and that 
thou mightest know the thoughts of 
thy heart. : 

31, | Thou, O king, sawest, and be- 
holda greatimage. This great image, 


whose brightness was excellent, stood - 


before thee; and the form thereof 
was terrible. 

32 This image’s head was of fine 
gold, his breast and his arms of silver, 
his belly and his thighs of brass, 
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Golden image set up. 


_33 His legs of iron, his feet part of 
iron and part of ree 

34 Thou sawest till that a stone was 
cut out without hands, which smote 
the image upon his feet that were of 
iron and clay, and brake them to 
pieces. 

35 Then was the iron, the clay, the 
brass, the silver, and the gold, broken 
to pieces together, and became like 
the chaff of the summer threshing- 
fioors; and the wind carried them 
away, that no place was found for 
them: and the stone that smote the 
image became a great mountain, and 
filled the whole earth. 


given thee a kingdom, power, and 
Ser and glory. 

38 And wheresoever the children of 
men dwell, the beasts of the field and 
the fowls of the heaven hath he given 
into thine hand, and hath made thee 
ruler over them all. Thou art this head 
of gold. 

39 And after thee shallarise another 
kingdom inferior to thee, and another 
third kingdom of brass, which shall 
bear rule over all the earth. 

40 And the fourth kingdom shall be 
strong as iron: forasmuch as iron 
breaketh in pieces and subdueth all 
things : and as iron that breaketh all 
these, shall it break in pieces and 
bruise.

- 44 And in the days of these kings 
shall the God of heaven set up a king- 
dom, which shall never be destroyed: 
and the kingdom shall not be left to 
other people, but it shall break in 
pieces and consume all these king- 
doms, and it shall stand for ever. 
45 Forasmuch as thou sawest that 
the stone was cut out of the mountain 


without hands, and that it brake in 
pieces the iron, the brass, the clay, 
the silver, and the gold; the great 
God hath made known to the king 
wkat shall come to pass hereafter: 
and the dream 7s certain, and the in- 
terpretation thereof sure. 

46 {| Then the king Nebuchadnez- 
zar fell upon his face, and wor- 
shipped Daniel, and commanded that 
they should offer an oblation and 
sweet odours unto him. 

47 The king answered unto Daniel, 
and said, Of a truth 7 2s, that your 
God zs a God of gods, and a Lord of 
kings, and a revealer of secrets, see- 
ing thou couldest reveal this secret. 

48 Then the king made Daniel a 
great man, and gave him many great 
gifts, and made him ruler over the 
whole province of Babylon, and chief 
of the governors over all the wise men 
of Babylon. : 

49 Then Daniel requested of the 
king, and he set Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego, over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon: but Daniel sat 
in the gate of the king.

stood before the image that Nebu- 
chadnezzar had set up. | 

4 Then an herald cried aloud, To 
you it is commanded, O people, na- 
tions, and languages, 

5 That at what time ye hear the 
sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sack- 
but, psaltery, dulcimer, and all kinds 
of musick, ye fall down and worship 
the golden image that Nebuchadnez-~ 
zar the king hath set up: 
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6 And whoso falleth not down and 
worshippeth shall the same hour be 
cast into the midst of a burning fiery 
furnace. 

7 Therefore at that time, when all 
the people heard the sound of the cor- 
net, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, 
and all kinds of musick, the peo- 
ple, the nations, and the languages, 
fell down and worshipped the golden 
image that Nebuchadnezzar the king 
had set up. : ; 

8 { Wherefore at that time certain 
Chaldeans came near, and accused

hey spake and said to the king 
Nebuchadnezzar, O king, live for 
ever. 


ro Thou,O king, hast madea decree, 
that every man that shall hear the 
sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sack- 
but, psaltery, and dulcimer, and all 
kinds of musick, shall fall down and 
worship the golden image: 

tz And whoso falleth not down and 
worshippeth, that he should be cast 
into the midst of a burning fiery fur- 
nace. 

12 There are certain Jews whom 
thou hast set over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon, Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego; these men, O 
king, have not regarded thee: they 
serve not thy gods, nor worship the 
golden image which thou hast set up. 

13 { Then Nebuchadnezzar in his 
rage and fury commanded to bring 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. 
Then they brought these men before 
the king. 

14 Nebuchadnezzar spake and said 
unto them, Js zt true, O Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, do not ye 
serve my gods, nor worship the golden 
image which I have set up? 

15 Now if ye be ready that at what 
time ye hear the sound of the cornet, 
flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and 
dulcimer, and all kinds of musick, 
ye fall down and worship the image 
which I have made; well: but if ye 
worship not, ye shall be cast the same 
hour into the midst of a burning fiery 
furnace; and who 7s that God that 
shall deliver you out of my hands? 

16 Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, answered and said to the king, 
O Nebuchadnezzar, we are not care- 
ful to answer thee in this matter. 

17 If it be so, our God whom we 
serve is able to deliver us from the 
burning fiery furnace, and he will 
deliver us out of thine hand, O king. 

18 But if not, be it known unto 
thee, O king, that we will not serve thy 
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Meshach, and Abed-nego.

19 { Then was Nebuchadnezzar full 
of fury, and the form of his visage was 
changed against Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego: therejore hespake,and 
commanded that they should heat the 
furnace one seven times more than 
it was wont to be heated. 

20 And he commanded the most 
mighty men that were in his army to 
bind Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, and to cast them into the burning

21 Then these men were bound in 
their coats, their hosen, and their hats, 
and their other garments, and were cast 
into the midst of the burning fiery 
furnace. 3 

22 Therefore because the king’s 
commandment was urgent, and the 
furnace exceeding hot, the flame of 
the fire slew those men that took up 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. 

23 And these three men, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, fell down 
bound into the midst of the burning 
fiery furnace. 4 

24 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king 
was astonied, and rose up in haste, 
and spake, and said unto his coun- 
sellors, Did not we cast three men 
bound into the midst of the fire? They 
answered and said unto the king, True, 
O king. 

25 He answered and said, Lo, I see 
four men loose, walking in the midst 
of the fire, and th

26 § Then Nebuchadnezzar came 
near to the mouth of the burning fiery 
furnace, and spake, and said, Sha- 
drach, Meshach, and Ab

servants of the most high God, come 


forth, and come Azther. 
drach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, came 
forth of the midst of the fire. 


Then Sha- _ 


27 And the princes, governors, and | 


captains, and the king’s counsellors, 


being gathered together, saw these — 
men, upon whose bodies the fire had | 


no power, nor was an hair of their 
head singed, neither were their coats 


changed, nor the smell of fire had | 


passed on them. 

28 Then_ Nebuchadnezzar spake, 
and said, Blessed be the God of Sha~ 
drach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, who 
hath sent his angel, and delivered his 
servants that trusted in him, and have 
changed the king’s word, and yielded 
their bodies, that they might not serve 
ie) worship any god, except their own 
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29 Therefore I makea decree, That 
every people, nation, and language, 
which speak any thing amiss against 
the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, shall be cut in pieces, and 
their houses shall be made a dung- 
hill: because there is no other God 
that can deliver after this sort. 

30 Then the king promoted Sha- 
drach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, in 
the province of Babylon. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 Nebuchadnezzar _ acknowledges God’s 
dominion, 4 Relates a_ dream. 19 
Daniel’s interpretation. 28 The dream 
fulfilled. 


EBUCHADNEZZAR the king, 

unto all people, nations, and 

languages, that dwell in all the earth; 
Peace be multiplied unto you. 

2 I thought it good to shew the signs 
and wonders that the high God hath 
wrought toward me. 

3 How great are his signs! and how 
mighty are his wonders! his kingdom 
7s an everlasting kingdom, and his 
dominion 7s from generation to gen- 
eration. 

4 9.1 Nebuchadnezzar was at rest 
in mine house, and flourishing in my 
palace: 

5 I saw a dream which made me 
afraid, and the thoughts upon my bed 
and the visions of my head troubled me. 
_6 Therefore made I a decree to bring 
in all the wise men of Babylon before 
me, that they might make known 
unto me the interpretation of the 
dream. 5 is 

7 Then came in the magicians, the 
astrologers, the Chaldeans, and the 
soothsayers: and I told the dream 
before them; but they did not make 
known unto me the interpretation 
thereof. Z f 

8 § But at the last Daniel came in 
before me, whose name was Belte- 
shazzar, according to the name of my 
god, and in whom 7s the spirit of the 
holy. gods: and before him I told the 
dream, saying, 

O Belteshazzar, master of the ma- 
gicians, because I know that the spirit 
of the holy gods zs in thee, and no 

-secret troubleth thee, tell me the 
visions of my dream that I have seen, 
and the interpretation thereof. 

to Thus were the visions of mine 
head in my bed; I saw, and behold 
a tree in the midst of the earth, and 
the height thereof was great. 

Ir The tree grew, and was strong, 
and the height thereof reached unto

heaven, and the sight thereof to the 
end of all the earth: 

12 The leaves thereof were fair, and 
the fruit thereof much, and in it was 
meat for all: the beasts of the field 
had shadow under it, and the fowls of 
the heaven dwelt in the boughs there- 
of, and all flesh was fed of it. 

13 I saw in the visions of my head 
upon my bed, and, behold, a 
watcher and an holy one came down 
from heaven; 

14 He cried aloud, and said thus, 
Hew down the tree, and cut off his 
branches, shake off his leaves, and 
scatter his fruit: let the beasts get 
away from under it, and the fowls 
from his branches: : 

15 Nevertheless leave the stump of 
his roots in the earth, even with a 
band of iron and brass, in the tender 
grass of the field; and let it be wet 
with the dew of heaven, and let his 
portion be with the beasts in the grass 
of the earth: . 

16 Let his heart be changed from 
man’s, and leta beast’s heart be given 
unto him; and let seven times pass 
over him. ; 

17 This matter 7s by the decree of 
the watchers, and the demand by the 
word of the holy ones: to the intent 
that the living may know that the 
most High ruleth in the kingdom of 
men, and giveth it to whomsoever he 
will, and setteth up over it the basest 
of men. f 

18 This dream I king Nebuchad- 
nezzar have seen. Now thou, O Bel- 
teshazzar, declare the interpretation 
thereof, forasmuch as all the wise 
men of my kingdom are not able to 
make known unto me the interpreta- 
tion: but thou art able; for the spirit 
of the holy gods zs in thee. 

19 § Then Daniel, whose name was 
Belteshazzar, was astonied for one 
hour, and his thoughts troubled him. 
The king spake, and said, Belteshaz- 
zar, let not the dream, or the interpre- 
tation thereof, trouble thee. Belte- 
shazzar answered and said, My lord, 
the dream le to them that hate thee, 
and the interpretation thereof to thine 
enemies. ‘ 

20 The tree that thou sawest, which 
grew, and was strong, whose height 
reached unto the heaven, and the 
sight thereof to all the earth; , 

21 Whose leaves were fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and in it was meat 
for all; under which the beasts of the 
field dwelt, and upon whose branches 
the fowls of the heaven had their hab- 
itation: 
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22 It ws thou, O king, that art 
grown and become strong: for thy 
greatness is grown, and reacheth 
unto heaven, and thy dominion to 
the end of the earth. 2 

23 And whereas the king saw a 
watcher and an holy one coming 
down from heaven, and saying, Hew 
the tree down, and destroy it; yet 
leave the stump of the roots thereof 
in the earth, even with a band of iron 
and brass, in the tender grass of the 
field; and let it be wet with the dew 
of heaven, and /et his portion be with 
the beasts of the field, till seven times 
pass over him; | : ; 

24 This 7s the interpretation, O king, 
and this zs the decree of the most 
High, which is come upon my lord 
the king: , 

25 That they shall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with 
the beasts of the field, and they shall 
make thee to eat grass as oxen, and 
they shall wet thee with the dew of 
heaven, and seven times shall pass 
over thee, till thou know that the 
most High ruleth in the kingdom of 
men, and giveth it to whomsoever he 
will. 

26 And whereas they commanded 
to leave the stump of the tree roots; 
thy kingdom shall be sure unto thee, 
after that thou shalt have known that 
the heavens do rule. 

27 Wherefore, O king, let my coun- 
sel be acceptable unto thee, and 
break off thy sins by righteousness, 
and thine iniquities by shewing mercy 
to the poor; if it may be a length- 
ening of thy tranquillity. 

28 ¥ All this came upon the king 
Nebuchadnezzar. 

29 At the end of twelve months he 
walked in the palace of the kingdom 
of Babylon. 

30 The king spake, and said, Is not 
this great Babylon, that I have built 
for the house of the kingdom by the 
might of my power, and for the hon- 
our of my majesty? 

31 While the word was in the 
king’s mouth, there fell a voice from 
heaven, saying, O king Nebuchadnez- 
zar, to thee it is spoken; The king- 
dom is departed from thee. 

32 And they shall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with the 
beasts of the field: they shall make 
thee to eat grass as oxen, and seven 
times shall pass over thee, until thou 
know that the most High ruleth in 
the kingdom of men, and giveth it to 
whomesoever he will. 

33 The same hour was the thing 
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fulfilled upon Nebuchadnezzar: and 
he was driven from men, and did eat 
grass as oxen, and his body was wet 
with the dew of heaven, till his hairs 
were grown like eagles’ feathers, ana 
his nails like birds’ claws. 

34 And at the end of the days I Neb- 
uchadnezzar lifted up mine eyes unto 
heaven, and mine understanding re- 
turned_unto me, and I blessed the 
most High, and I praised and hon- 
oured him that liveth for ever, whose 
dominion 2s an everlasting dominion, 
and his kingdom zs from generation 
to generation: $ » 

35 And all the inhabitants of the 
earth are reputed as nothing: and 
he doeth according to his will in the 
army of heaven, and among the in- 
habitants of the earth: and none 
can stay his hand, or say unto him, 
What doest thou? 

36 At the same time my reason re- 
turned unto me; and for the glory 
of my kingdom, mine honour and 
brightness returned unto me; and 
my counsellors and my lords sought 
unto me; and I was established in 
my kingdom, and excellent majesty 
was added unto me. i 

37 Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise 
and extol and honour the King of 
heaven, all whose works are truth, 
and his ways judgment: and those 
that walk in pride he is able to abase. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1Impious , feast of Belshazzar. 5 A 
handwriting on the wall. 25 Daniel’s 
interpretation. 30 Belshazzar is slain 
and ¢t. take possession of the 
monarchy. 


ELSHAZZAR the king made a 

great feast to a thousand of his 

lords, and drank wine before the 
thousand. , 

2 Belshazzar, whiles he tasted the 
wine, commanded to bring the gold- 
en and silver vessels which his father 
Nebuchadnezzar had taken out of the 
temple which was in Jerusalem; that 
the king, and his princes, his wives, 
and his concubines, might drink 
therein. 

3. Then they brought the golden ves- 
sels that were taken out of the tem- 
ple of the house of God which was at 
Jerusalem; and the king, and his 
princes, his wives, and his concu- 
bines, drank in them. 

4 They drank wine, and praised the 
gods of gold, and of silver, of brass, 
of iron, of wood, and of stone. 

4] In the same hour came forth 
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fingers of a man’s hand, and wrote 
over against the candlestick upon the 
plaister of the wall of the king’s pal- 
ace: and the king saw the part of the 
hand that wrote. 

6 Then the king’s countenance was 
changed, and his thoughts troubled 
him, so that the joints of his loins 
were loosed, and his knees smote one 
against another. 

7 The king cried aloud to bring in 
the astrologers, the Chaldeans, and 
the soothsayers. And the king spake, 
and said to the wise men of Babylon, 
Whosoever shall read this writing. 
and shew me the interpretation there- 
of, shall be clothed with scarlet, and 
have a chain of gold about his neck, 
and shall be the third ruler in the 
kingdom. : 5 : 

8 Then came in all the king’s wise 
men: but they could not read the 
writing, nor make known to the king 
the interpretation thereof. 

9 Then was king Belshazzar greatly 
troubled, and his countenance was 
changed in him, and his lords were 
astonied. 

10 § Now the queen by reason of 
the words of the king and his lords 
came into the banquet house: and the 

“Ede spake and said, O king, live 

or ever: let not thy thoughts trou- 
ble thee, nor let thy countenance be 
changed: ; 

_11 There is a man in thy kingdom, 

in whom 7s the spirit of the holy gods; 

and in the days of thy father light 
and understanding and wisdom, like 
the wisdom of the gods, was found in 
him; whom the king Nebuchadnez- 
zar thy father, the king, I say, thy 
father, made master of the magicians, 
astrologers, Chaldeans, and sooth- 

sayers; 03 

12 Forasmuch as an excellent spirit, 
and knowledge, and understanding, 
interpreting of dreams, and shewing 
of hard sentences, and dissolving of 
doubts, were found in the same Daniel, 
whom the king named Belteshazzar: 
now let Daniel be called, and he will 
shew the interpretation. ; 

13 Then was Daniel brought in be- 
fore the king. And the king spake 
and said unto Daniel, Art thou that 

‘Daniel, which art of the children, o 
the captivity of Judah, whom the king 
my father brought out of Jewry? 

14 I have even heard of thee, that 
the spirit of the aoe is in thee, and 
that light and understanding and ex- 
cellent wisdom is found in thee. 

15 And now the wise men, the as- 
trologers, have been brought in be- 
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fore me, that they should read this 
writing, and make known unto me 
the interpretation thereof: but they 
could not shew the interpretation of 


the thing: 

16 And I have heard of thee, that 
thou canst make interpretations, and 
dissolve doubts: now if thou canst 
read the writing, and make known 
to me the interpretation thereof, thou 
shalt be clothed with scarlet, and have 
a chain of gold about thy neck, and 
shalt be the third ruler in the kingdom. 

17 4 Then Daniel answered and 
said before the king, Let thy gifts be 
to thyself, and give thy rewards to 
another; yet I will read the writing 
unto the king, and make known to 
him the interpretation. 

18 O thou king, the most high 
God gave Nebuchadnezzar thy father 
a kingdom, and majesty, and glory, 
and honour: 

19 And for the majesty that he gave 

, all people, nations, and lan- 
guages, trembled and feared before 
him: whom he would he slew; and 
whom he would he kept alive; and 
whom he would he set up; and whom 
he would he put down. a 

20 But when his heart was lifted up, 
and his mind hardened in pride, he 
was deposed from his kingly throne, . 
and they took his glory from him: 

21 he was driven from the 
sons of men; and his heart was 
made like the beasts, and his dwelling 
was with the wild asses: they fed 
with grass like oxen, and his body 
was wet with the dew of heaven; till 
he knew that the most high God ruled 
in the kingdom of men, and that he ap- 
pointeth over it whomsoever he will. 

22 And thou his son, O Belshazzar, 
hast not humbled thine heart, though 
thou knewest all this; ; 

23 But hast lifted up thyselt against 
the Lord of heaven; and they have 
brought the vessels of his house be- 
fore thee, and thou, and thy lords, 
thy wives, and thy concubines, have 
drunk wine in them; and thou hast 
praised the gods of silver, and gold, 
of brass, iron, wood, and stone, 
which see not, nor hear, nor know: 
and the God in whose hand thy 


f | breath zs, and whose are all thy ways, 


hast thou not glorified: 

24 Then was the part of the hand 
sent from him; and this writing was

26 This zs the interpretation of the 
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thing: MENE; God hath numbered 
thy kingdom, and finished it. é

28 PERES; Thy kingdom is di- 
vided, and given to the Medes and 
Persians. 

29 Then commanded Belshazzar, 
and they clothed Daniel with scarlet, 
and puta chain of gold about his neck, 
and made a proclamation concerning 
him, that he should be the third ruler 
in the kingdom. | 

30 § In that night was Belshazzar 
the king of the Chaldeans slain. 

31 And Darius the Median took 
the kingdom, beng about threescore 
and two years old. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Damiel is made chief_of the presidents. 
4 A consracy. 16 He ts cast into the 
hons’ den. 18 His deliverance. 


T pleased Darius to set over the 

kingdom an hundred and twenty 

princes, which should be over the 
whole kingdom; : 

2 And over these three presidents; 
of whom Daniel was first: that the 
princes might give accounts unto 
them, and the king should have no 
damage. f 

3 Then this Daniel was preferred 
above the presidents and princes, 
because an excellent spirit was in 
him; and the king thought to set him 
over the whole realm. 

4 4. Then the presidents and princes 
sought to find occasion against Dan- 
iel concerning the kingdom; but 
they could find none occasion nor 
fault; forasmuch as he was faithful, 
neither was there any error or fault 
found in him. 

5 Then said these men, We shall 
not find any occasion against this 
Daniel, except we find 2 against him 
concerning the law of his God. 

Then these presidents and princes 
assembled together to the king, and 
said thus unto him, King Darius, live 
for ever. ‘ 

7 All the presidents of the kingdom, 
the governors, and the princes, the 
counsellors, and the captains, have 
consulted together to establish a royal 
statute, and to make a firm decree, 
that whosoever shall ask a petition of 
any God or man for thirty days, save 
of thee, O king, he shall be cast into 
the den of lions. i 

Now, O king, establish the decree, 
and sign the writing, that it be not 
changed, according to the law of the 
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Medes and Persians, which altereth 


not. 

9 Wherefore king Darius signed 
the writing and the decree. 

10 §/ Now when Daniel knew that 
the writing was signed, he went into 
his house; and his windows being 
open in his chamber toward Jeru- 
salem, he kneeled upon his knees 
three times a day, and prayed, and 
gave thanks before his God, as he 
did aforetime. 

rz Then these men assembled, and 
found Daniel praying and making 
supplication before his God. 

12 Then they came near, and spake 
before the king concerning the king’s 
decree; Hast thou not signed a decree, 
that every man that shall ask a petition 
of any God or man within thirty days, 
save of thee, O king, shall be cast into

13 Then answered they and said be-

15 Then these men assembled unto 
the king, and said unto the king, 
Know, O king, that the law of the 
Medes and Persians 7s, That no decree 
nor statute which the king establish- 
eth may be changed. 

16 Then the king commanded, and

into the den of lions. Now the kin: 
spake and said unto Daniel, Thy Go 
whom thou servest continually, he 
will deliver thee. 

17 And a stone was brought, and 
laid upon the mouth of the den; and 
the king sealed it with his own signet, 
and with the signet of his lords; that 
the purpose: might not be changed 
concerning Daniel. | 

18 § Then the king went to his 
palace, and passed the night fasting: 
neither were instruments of musicik 
brought before him: and his sleep 
went from him. 

,19 Then the king arose very early 
in the morning, and went in haste 
unto the den of lions, 

20 And when he came to the den, 
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he cried with a lamentable voice unto 


Daniel: and the king spake and said 
to Daniel, O Daniel, servant of the 
living God, is on God, whom thou 
servest continually, able to deliver 
thee from the lions? 

21 Then said Daniel unto the king, 
O king, live for ever. 

22 My God hath sent his angel, 
and hath shut the lions’ mouths, that 
they have not hurt me: forasmuch 
as before him innocency was found 
in me; and also before thee, O king, 
have I done no hurt. 

23 Then was the king exceeding 
glad for him, and commanded that 
they should take Daniel up out of the. 
den. So Daniel was taken up out of 
the den, and no manner of hurt was 
found upon him, because he believed 
in his God. 

24 | And the king commanded, 
and they brought those men which 
had accused Daniel, and they cast 
them into the den of lions, them, their 
children, and their wives; and the 
lions had the mastery of them, and 
brake all their bones in pieces or ever 
they came at the bottom of the den. 

25 § Then king Darius wrote unto 
all people, nations, and languages, 
that dwell in all the earth; Peace be 
multiplied unto you. : 

26 I make a decree, That in every 
dominion of my kingdom men trem- 
ble and fear before the God of Daniel: 
for he 2s the living God, and stedfast 
for ever, and his kingdom that which 
shall not be destroyed, and his do- 
minion shall be even unto the end. 

27 He delivereth and rescueth, and 
he worketh signs and wonders in 
heaven and in earth, who hath de- 
ee Daniel from the power of the 
ions. 

28 So this Daniel prospered in the 
reign of Darius, and in the reign of 
Cyrus the Persian. 


CHAPTER 7. 


1 Daniel’s vision of four beasts and of 
God’s kingdom. 15 The interpretation. 


1s the first year of Belshazzar king 
of Babylon Daniel had a dream 
and visions of his head upon his bed: 
- then he wrote the dream, and told the 
sum of the matters. i e3 
2 Daniel spake and said, I saw in 
my vision by night, and, behold, the 
four winds of the heaven strove upon 
the great sea. 
3 And four great beasts came up 
ao the sea, diverse one from an- 
other. 


4 The first was like a lion, and had 
eagle’s wings: I beheld till the wings 
thereof were plucked, and it was lifted 
up from the earth, and made stand 
upon the feet as a man, and a man’s 
heart was given to it. 

5 And behold another beast, a sec- 
ond, like to a bear, and it raised up 
itself on one side, and 7 had three ribs 
in the mouth of it between the teeth 
of it: and they said thus unto it, Arise, 
devour much flesh. 

6 After this I beheld, and lo another, 
like a leopard, which had upon the 
back of it four wings of a fowl; the 
beast had also four heads; and do- 
minion was given to it. 

7 AfterthisIsaw inthe nightvisions 
and behold a fourth beast, dreadful 
and terrible, and strong exceedingly; 
and it had great iron teeth: it de- 
voured and brake in pieces, and 
stamped the residue with the feet of 
it: and it was diverse from all the 
beasts that were before it; and it had 
ten horns. 

8 I considered the horns, and, be- 
hold, there came up among them an- 
other little horn, before whom there 
were three of the first horns plucked 
up by the roots: and, behold, in this 
horn were hee like the eyes of man, 
and a mouth speaking great things. 

9 {1 beheld till the thrones were 
cast down, and the Ancient of days 
did sit, whose garment was white as 
snow, and the hair of his head like 
the pure wool: his throne was like the 
pery flame, and his wheels as burning 

re. 

10 A fiery stream issued and came 
forth from before him: thousand 
thousands ministered unto him, and 
ten thousand times ten thousand stood 
before him: the judgment was set, and 
the books were opened. : 

11 I beheld then because of the voice 
of the great words which the horn 
spake: I beheld even till the beast 
was slain, and his body destroyed, and 
given to the burning flame. 

12 As concerning the rest of the 
beasts, they had their dominion taken 
away: yet their lives were prolonged 
foraseasonandtime. |. 

13 I saw in the night visions, and, 
behold, one like the Son of man came 
with the clouds of heaven, and came 
to the Ancient of days,. and they 
brought him near before him. . 

14 And there was given him domin- 
ion, and glory, and a kingdom, that 
all people, nations, and languages, 
should serve him: his dominion 
is an everlasting dominion, which 
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shall not pass away, and his kingdom 
that which shall not be destroyed. 

15 {1 Daniel was grieved in my 
spirit in the midst of my body, and 
Ag visions of my head troubled me. 

16 I came near unto one of them 
that stood by, and asked him the 
truth of all this. So he told me, and 
made me know the interpretation of 
the things. - ; 

17 These great beasts, which are 
four, are four kings, which shall arise 
out of the earth, : 

18 But the saints of the most High 
shall take the kingdom, and possess 
the kingdom for ever, even for ever 
and ever. 

19 Then I would know the truth of 
the fourth beast, which was diverse 
from all the others, exceeding dread- 
ful, whose teeth were of iron, and his 
nails of brass; which devoured, brake 
in pieces, and stamped the residue 
with his feet; 

20 And of the ten horns that were 
in his head, and of the other which 
came up, and before whom three fell; 
even of that horn that had eyes, and 
a mouth that spake very great things, 
whose look was more stout than his 
fellows. 

21 I beheld, and the same horn 
made war with the saints, and pre- 
vailed against them; 

22 Until the Ancient of days came, 
and judgment was given to the saints 
of the most High; and the time came 
that the saints possessed the king- 

om. 

23 Thus he said, The fourth beast 
shall be the fourth kingdom upon 
earth, which shall be diverse from all 
kingdoms, and shall devour the whole 
earth, and shall tread it down, and 
break it in pieces. 

24 And the ten horns out of this 
kingdom are ten kings that shall arise: 
and another shall rise after them; 
and he shall be diverse from the first, 
and he shall subdue three kings. 

25, And he shall speak great words 
against the most High, and shall 
Wear out the saints of the most 
High, and think to change times and 
laws: and they shall be given into 
his hand until a time and times and 
the dividing of time. 

26 But the judgment shall sit, and 
they shall take away his dominion, to 
consume and to destroy zt unto theend. 

27 And the kingdom and dominion, 
and the greatness of the kingdom un- 
der the whole heaven, shall be given 
to the people of the saints of the most 


High, whose kingdom 7s an ever- 
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lasting kingdom, and all dominions 
shall serve and obey him. 

28 Hitherto7s the end of the matter. 
As for me Daniel, my cogitations 


much troubled me, and my counte- — 


nance changed in me: but I kept the 
matter in my heart. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 Daniel’s vision of the ram and he goat.

1 BS the third yearof the reign of 

king Belshazzar a vision ap- 
peared unto me, even unto me Daniel, 
after that which appeared unto me at 
the first. VE. i: 

2 AndIsawinavision; and itcame 
to pass, when I saw, that I was at 
Shushan zm the eos. which 7s in 
the province of Elam; and I sawina 
vision, and I was by the river of Ulai. 

3 Then I lifted up mine eyes, and 
saw, and, behold, there stood before 
the river a ram which had two horns: 
and the two horns were high; but one 
was higher than the other, and the 
higher came up last. 

4 I saw the ram pushing westward, 
and northward, and southward; so 
that no beasts might stand before 
him, neither was there any that could 
deliver out of his hand; but he did 
according to his will, and became 
great. aod 

5 And as I was considering, behold, 
an he goat came from the west on the 
face of the whole earth, and touched 
not the ground: and the goat hada 
notable horn between his eyes. 

And he came to the ram that had 
two horns, which I had seen standing 
before the river, and ran unto him in 
the fury of his power. 

I saw him come close unto 
the ram, and he was moved with choler 
against him, and smote the ram, and 
brake his two horns: and there was 
no power in the ram to stand before 
him, but he cast him down to the 
ground, and stamped upon him: and 
there was none that could deliver the 
ram _ out of his hand. 

8 Therefore the he goat waxed very 
great: and when he was strong, the 
great horn was broken; and for it 
came up four notable ones toward the 
four winds of heaven. 

And out of one of them came 
forth a little horn, which waxed ex- 
ceeding picats toward the south, and 
toward the east, and toward the plea- 
sant land, | 

ro And it waxed great, even to the 
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host of heaven; and it cast down 
some of the host and of the stars to the 
ground, and stamped upon them. 

11. Yea, he magnified himself even to 
the prince of the host, and by him 
the daily sacrifice was taken away, and 
the place of his sanctuary was cast 
down. 

12_And an host was given him 

against the daily sacrifice by reason of 
transgression, and it cast down the 
truth to the ground; and it practised, 
and prospered. 
_13 { Then I heard one saint speak- 
ing, and another saint said unto that 
certain saint which spake, How long 
shall be the vision concerning the daily 
sacrifice, and the transgression of deso- 
lation, to give both the sanctuary and 
the host to be trodden under foot? 

14 And he said unto me, Unto two 
thousand and three hundred days; 
then shall the sanctuary be cleansed. 

15 §_And it came to pass, when I, 
even I Daniel, had seen the vision, and 
sought for the meaning, then, behold, 
there stood before me as the appear- 
ance of a man. 

16 And I heard a man’s voice be- 
tween the banks of Ulai, which called, 
and said, Gabriel, make this man to 
understand the vision. 

17 So he came near where I stood: 
and when he came, I was afraid, and 
fell upon my face: but he said unto 
me, Understand, O son of man: for at 
the time of the end shall be the vision, 

18 Nowas he was speaking with me, 
I was in a deep sleep on my face 
toward the ground: but he touched 
me, and set me upright. ; 

19 And he said, Behold, I will make 
thee know what shall be in the last 
end of the indignation: for at the 
time appointed the end shall be. 

_20 The ram which thou sawest hay- 
ing two horns are the kings of Media 
and Persia. é j 

21 And the rough goat 7s the king 
of Grecia: and the great horn that 2s 
between his eyes 7s the first king. 

22 Now that being broken, whereas 
four stood up for it, four kingdoms 
shall stand up out of the nation, but 
not in his power. E f 

23 And in the latter time of their 
‘kingdom, when the transgressors 
are come to the full, a king of fierce 
countenance, and understanding dark 
sentences, shall stand up. 3 

24 And his power shall be mighty, 
but not by his own poet’ and he 
shall destroy wonderfully, and shall 
prosper, and practise, and shall de- 
stroy the mighty and the holy people.

25 And through his policy also he 
shall cause craft to prosper in his 
hand; and he shall magnify himself 
in his heart, and by peace shall de- 
stroy many: he shall also stand up 
against the Prince of princes; but he 
shall be broken without hand. 

26 And the vision of the evening 
and the morning which was told 2s 
true: wherefore shut thou up the 
vision; for it shall be for many days. 

27 And I Daniel fainted, and was 
sick certain days; afterward I rose up, 
and did the king’s business; and I 
was astonished at the vision, but 
none understood it. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 Daniel’s confession. 16 His prayer 
for Jerusalem. 24 The seventy weeks 
foretold. 


N the first year of Darius the son 

of Ahasuerus, of the seed of the 

Medes, which was made king over 
the realm of the Chaldeans; 

2 In the first year of his reign I 
Daniel understood by books the num- 
ber of the years, whereof the word 
of the LORD came to Jeremiah the 
prophet, that he would accomplish 
seventy years in the desolations of 
Jerusalem. 

3 § And Iset my face unto the Lord 
God, to seek by prayer and supplica- 
tions, with fasting, and sackcloth, and 
ashes: 

4 And I prayed unto the LORD my 
God, and made my confession, and 
said, O Lord, the great and dreadful 
God, keeping the covenant and mercy 
to them that love him, and to them 
that keep his commandments; 

5 We have sinned, and have com- 
mitted iniquity, and have done wick- 
edly, and have rebelled, even by de- 
parting from thy precepts and from 
thy judgments: 

6 Neither have we hearkened unto 
thy servants the prophets, which 
spake in thy name to our kings, our 
princes, and our fathers, and to all 
the people of the land. ‘ 

7 O Lord, righteousness belongeth 
unto thee, but unto us confusion of 
faces, as at this day; to the men of 
Judah, and to the inhabitants of be 
rusalem, and unto all Israel, that 
are near, and that are far off, through 
all the countries whither thou hast 
driven them, because of their tres- 
pass that they have trespassed against 
thee. A 

8 O Lord, to us belongeth confusion 
of face, to our kings, to our princes, 
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and to our fathers, because we have 
sinned against thee. 

9 To the Lord our God belong mer- 
cies and forgivenesses, though we 
have rebelled against him; ‘ 

10 Neither have we obeyed the voice 
of the LORD our God, to walk in his 
laws, which he set before us by his 
servants the prophets. 

11 Yea, all Israel have transgressed 
thy law, even by departing, that they 
might not obey thy voice; therefore 
the curse is poured upon us, and the 
oath that zs written in the law of 
Moses the servant of God, because we 
have sinned against him. ; 

12 And he hath confirmed his 
words, which he spake against us, and 
against our judges that judged us, by 
bringing upon ws a great evil: for 
under the whole heaven hath not been 
done as hath been done upon Jeru- 
salem. i, % 

13 As 2é7s written in the law of Mo- 
ses, all this evil is come upon us: yet 
made we not our prayer before the 
LORD our God, that we might turn 
from our iniquities, and understand 
thy truth. 

14 Therefore hath the LORD watched 
upon the evil, and brought it upon us: 
for the LORD- our God 7s righteous in 
all his works which he doeth: for we 
obeyed not his voice. 

15 And now, O Lord our God, that 
hast brought thy people forth out of 
the land of Egypt with a mighty hand, 
and hast gotten thee renown, as at 
this day; we have sinned, we have 
done wickedly. 

16 § O Lord, according to all thy 
righteousness, I beseech thee, let thine 
anger and thy fury be turned away 
from thy city Jerusalem, thy holy 
mountain: because for our sins, and 
for the iniquities of our fathers, Je- 
rusalem and thy people are become a 
reproach to all that are about us. 

17 Now therefore, O our God, hear 
the prayer of thy servant, and his 
supplications, and cause thy face to 
shine upon thy sanctuary that is 
desolate, for the Lord’s sake. 

18 O my God, incline thine ear, and 
hear; open thine eyes, and behold 
our desolations, and the city which 
is called by thy name: for we do not 
present our supplications before thee 
for our righteousnesses, but for thy 
great mercies. 

- O Lord, hear; O Lord, forgive; 
O Lord, hearken and do; defer not, 
for thine own sake, O my God: for 
thy city and thy people are called by 
thy name. 


20 § And whiles I was speaking, and 
praying, and confessing my sin and 
the sin of my people Israel, and pre- | 
senting my supplication before the | 
LORD my God for the holy mountain 
of my God; | ri 

21 Yea, whiles I was speaking in 
prayer, even the man Gabriel, whom 
I had seen in the vision at the be- 
ginning, being caused to fly swiftly, 
touched me about the time of the 
evening oblation. 

22 And he informed me, and talked 
with me, and said, O Daniel, I am 
now come forth to give thee skill 
and understanding. } 

23 At the beginning of thy supplica- | 
tions the commandment came forth, 
and Iam come to shew thee ; for thou 
art greatly beloved: therefore under- 
stand the matter, and consider the 
vision. ; 

24 Seventy weeks are determined | 
upon thy people and upon thy holy | 
city, to finish the transgression, and to 
make an end of sins, and to make re- 
conciliation for iniquity, and to bring | 
in everlasting righteousness, and to | 
seal up the vision and prophecy, and 
to anoint the most Holy. 

25 Know therefore and understand, | 
that from the going forth of the com- 
mandment to restore and to build | 
dora ey unto the Messiah the | 

rince shall be seven weeks, and | 
threescore and two weeks: the street 
shall be built again, and the wall, 
even in troublous times. 

26 And after threescore and two 
weeks shall Messiah be cut off, but 
not for himself: and the people of 
the prince that shall come shall de- | 
stroy the city and the sanctuary; and | 
the end thereof shall be with a flood, 
and unto the end of the war deso- 
lations are determined. 

27 And he shall confirm the cove- 
nant with many for one week: and 
in the midst of the week he shall 
cause the sacrifice and the oblation to | 
cease, and for the overspreading of 
abominations he shall make 7t deso- 
late, even until the consummation, 
and that determined shall be poured 
upon the desolate. 


CHAPTER 1o.

CHAPTER 1. 


1 Time of Hosea. 2 His mystical shew- 
sure of God’s judgments upon whore- 
ms. 


HE word of the LORD that came 

unto Hosea, the son of Beeri, in 

the days of Uzziah, Jotham, Ahaz, 

and Hezekiah, kings of Judah, and 

in the days of Jeroboam the son of 
Joash, king of Israel.

4 And the LORD said unto him, Call 
his name Jezreel; for yet a little 
while, and I will avenge the blood of 
Jezreel upon the house of Jehu, and 
will cause to cease the kingdom of the 
house of Israel. 

5 And it shall come to pass at that 
day, that I will break the bow of Is- 
rael in the valley of Jezreel. | 

6 4 And she conceived again, and 
bare a daughter. And God said unto 
him, Call her name Lo-ruhamah: for 
I will no more have mercy upon the 
house of Israel; but I will utterly 
take them away. 

7 But I will have mercy upon the 
house of Judah, and will save them 
by the LORD their God, and will not 
save them by bow, nor by sword, nor 
by battle, by horses, nor by horse- 
men, 

8 Y Now when she had weaned Lo- 
ruhamah, she conceived, and bare a 
son. 
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9 Then said God, Call his name Lo- 
ammi: for ye are not my people, and 
I will not be your God. ? 

10 § Yet the number of the chil- 
dren of Israel shall be as the sand of 
the sea, which cannot be measured 
nor numbered; and it shall come to 
pass, that in the place where it was 
said unto them, Ye are not my people, 
there it shall be said unto them, Ye 
are the sons of the living God. 

1r Then shall the children of Judah 
and the children of Israel be gathered 
together, and appoint themselves one 
head, and they shall come up out of 
the land: for great shall be the day of 
Jezreel. 


CHAPTER 2.

AY ye unto your brethren, Ammi; 
and to your sisters, Ruhamah. 

2 Plead with your mother, plead: for 
she 7s not my wife, neither am I her 
husband: let her therefore put away 
her whoredoms out of her sight, and 
her adulteries from between her 
breasts; f 

3 Lest I strip her naked, and set 
her as in the day that she was born 
and make her as a wilderness, an 
set her like a dry land, and slay her 
with thirst. . 

4 And I will not have mercy upon 
her children; for they be the children 
of whoredoms. 

5 For their mother hath played the 
harlot: she that conceived them hath 
done shamefully; for she said, I will 
go after my lovers, that give me my 
bread and my water, my wool and 
my flax, mine oil and my drink. 

6 4 Therefore, behold, I will hedge 
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up thy way with thorns, and make a 
wall, that she shall not find her paths. 

7 And she shall follow after her lov- 
ers, but she shall not overtake them; 
and she shall seek them, but shall not 
find them: then shall she say, I will 
go and return to my first husband; 
for then was 2¢ better with me than 


now. 

8 For she did not know that I gave 
her corn, and wine, and oil, and 
multiplied her silver and gold, which 
they prepared for Baal. 

9 Therefore will I return, and take 
away my corn in the time thereof, 
and my wine in the season thereof, 
and will recover my wool and my flax 
given to cover her nakedness. 

10 And now will I discover her 
lewdness in the sight of her lovers, 
and none shail deliver her out of mine

rr I will also cause all her mirth 
to cease, her feast days, her new 
moons, and her sabbaths, and all her

12 And I will destroy her vines and 
her fig trees, whereof she hath said, 
These are my rewards that my lovers 
have given me: and I will make 
them a forest, and the beasts of the 
field shall eat them. | 

I I will visit upon her the 
days of Baalim, wherein she burned 
incense to them, and she decked 
herself with her earrings and her jew- 
els, and she went after her lovers, and 
forgat me, saith the LORD. 

14 4 Therefore, behold, I will allure 
her, and bring her into the wilder- 
ness, and speak comfortably unto her. 

i5, And I will give her her vineyards 
from thence, and the valley of Achor 
for a door of hope: and she shall sing 
there, as in the days of her youth, and 
as in the day when she came up out 
of the land of Egypt. 7 

16 And it shall be at that day, saith 
the LORD, that thou shalt call me 
Ishi; and shalt call me no more 


aali. 

17 For I will take away the names 
of Baalim out of her mouth, and they 
shall no more be remembered by their 


name. 

18 And in that day will I make a

, 20 1 will even betroth thee unto me 
in faithfulness: and thou shalt know 
the LorD. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, I will hear, saith the LORD, I 
will hear the heavens, and they shall 
hear the earth; ; 

22 And the earth shall hear the 
corn, and the wine, and the oil; and 
they shall hear Jezreel. 

23 And I will sow her.unto me in 
the earth; and I will have mercy 
upon her that had not obtained mercy; 
and I will say to them which were not 
my people, Thou art my people; and 
they shall say, Thou art my God. 


CHAPTER 3.

7 As they were increased, so they 
sinned against me: therefore will I 
change their glory into shame. 

8 They eat up the sin of my people, 
and they set their heart on their in- 
iquity. ; 

9 And there shall be, like people, 
like priest: and I will punish them 
for their ways, and reward them 
their doings. 

1o For they shall eat, and not have 
enough: they shall commit whore- 
dom, and shall not increase: because 
they have left off to take heed to the 
LORD. 

tr Whoredom and wine and new 
wine take away the heart. } 

12 4 My people ask counsel at their 
stocks, and their staff declareth unto 
them: for the spirit of whoredoms 
hath caused them to err, and they have 
gone a whoring from under their God. 

13 They sacrifice upon the tops of 
the mountains, and burn incense 
upon the hills, under oaks and pop- 
lars and elms, because the shadow 
thereofzs good: therefore your daugh- 
tersshallcommitwhoredom, and your 
spouses shall commit adultery. 

14 I will not punish your daugh- 
ters when they commit whoredom, 
nor your spouses when they commit 
adultery: for themselves are sepa- 
rated with whores and they sacrifice 
with harlots: therefore the people 
that doth not understand shall fall.

16 For Israel slideth back as a back- 
sliding heifer: now the LorD will 
feed them as a lamb in a large place. 

17 Ephraim zs joined to idols: let 
himalone. 

18 Their drink is sour: they have 


committed whoredom continually: 
her rulers with shame do love, Give 
ye. : 

19 The wind hath bound her up in 
her wings, and they shall be ashamed 
because of their sacrifices. 


CHAPTER 5. 


God’s judgments against Israel for their 
manijold sins. 


He ye this, O priests; and 

hearken, ye house of Israel; and 
give ye ear, O house of the king; for 
judgment 2s toward you, because ye 
have been a snare on Mizpah, and a 
net spread upon Tabor. 

2 And the revolters are profound to 
make slaughter, though I have been a 
rebtiker of them all.

9 Ephraim shall be desolate in the 
day of rebuke: among the tribes of 
Israel have I made known that which 
shall surely be. 

1o The princes of Judah were like 
them that remove the bound: there- 
fore I will pour out my wrath upon 
them like water. 

_ 11, Ephraim zs oppressed and broken 
in judgment, because he willingly 
walked after the commandment. 

I2 Therefore will I be unto Ephraim 
as a moth, and to the house of Judah 
as rottenness. 4 

13, When Ephraim saw his sickness, 
and Judah saw his wound, then went 
Ephraim to the Assyrian, and sent to 
king Jareb: yet could he not heal you, 
nor cure you of your wound. 

14 For I will be unto Ephraim as a 
lion, and as a young lion to the house

13 Woe unto them! for they have 
fled from me : destruction unto them! 
because they have transgressed 
against me: though I have redeemed 
them, yet they havespokenlies against

ble themselves for corn and wine, and 
they rebel against me.

9 For they are gone up to Assyria, 
a wild ass alone by himself: Ephraim 
hath hired lovers. : 

1o Yea, though they have hired 
among the nations, now will I gather 
them, and they shall sorrow a little 
for the burden of the king of princes. 

tz Because Ephraim hath made 
many altars to sin, altars shall be unto 
him to sin. ’ 

12 I have written to him the great 
things of my law, but they were count- 
ed as a strange thing. 

13 They sacrifice flesh for the sac- 
rifices of mine offerings, and eat zt; 
but the LORD accepteth them not; 
now will he remember their iniquity, 
and visit their sins: they shall return 
to Egypt. 

14 For Israel hath forgotten his

shall be in their tabernacles. 

7 The days of visitation are come, 
the days of recompence are come; 
Israel shall know zt: the prophet7s a 
fool, the spiritual man 7 mad, for 
the multitude of thine iniquity, and 
the great hatred. 

3 The watchman of Ephraim was 
with my God: but the prophet zs a 
snare of a fowler in all his ways, and 
hatred in the house of his God. 

Q They have deeply corrupted them- 
selves, aS in the days of Gibeah: there- 
fore he will remember their iniquity, 
he will visit their sins. 

10 I found Israel like grapes in the 
wilderness; I saw your fathers as the 
firstripe in the fig tree at her first 
time: but they went to Baal-peor, and 
separated themselves unto thatshame; 
and their abominations were accord- 
ing as they loved. 

tr As for Ephraim, their glory shall 
fly away like a bird, from the birth, 
and from the womb, and from the 
conception. 

12 Though they bring up their chil- 
dren, yet will I bereave them, that 
there shall not be a man left: yea, woe 
also to them when I departfrom them! 

13 Ephraim, as I saw Tyrus, zs 
planted in a pleasant place: but 
Ephraim shall bring forth his chil- 
dren to the murderer.

16 Ephraim is smitten, their root is 
dried up, they shall bear no fruit: yea,

7 As for Samaria, her king is cut off 
as the foam upon the water. 

The high places also of Aven, the 
sin of Israel, shall be destroyed: the 
thorn and the thistle shall come up 
on their altars; and they shall say to 
the mountains, Cover us; and to the 
hills, Fall on us. : 

9 O Israel, thou hast sinned from 
the days of Gibeah: there they stood: 
the battle in Gibeah against the chil- 
dren of iniquity did not overtake them. 

1o It ts in my desire that I should 
chastise them; and the people shall 
be gathered against them, when they 
shall bind themselves in their two fur- 
rows. 

11 And Ephraim ‘s as an heifer that

11 They shall tremble as a bird out

_22 The light of the body is the eye: 
if therefore thine eye be single, thy 
whole body shall be full of light. 

23 But if thine eye be evil, thy 
whole body shall be full of darkness. 
If therefore the light that is in thee be 
darkness, how great zs that dark- 
ness! 

24 § No man can serve two mas- 
ters: for either he will hate the one, 
and love the other; or else he will 
hold to the one, and despise the other. 
Ye cannot serve God and mammon. 

25 Therefore I say unto you, Take 
no thought for your life, what ye shall 
eat, or what ye shall drink; nor yet 
for your body, what ye shall put on. 
Is not the life more than meat, and 
the body than raiment? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air: for 
they sow not, neither do they reap, nor 
gather into barns; yet your heavenly 
Father feedeththem. Areyenotmuch 
better than they? i 

27 Which of you by taking thought 
can add one cubit unto his stature? 

28 And why take ye thought for 
raiment? Consider the lilies of the 
field, how they grow; they toil not, 
neither do they spin: 

29 And yetI say untoyou, That even 
Solomon in all his glory was not ar- 
rayed like one of these. 

30 Wherefore, if God so clothe the 

erass of the field, which to day is, and 
to morrow is cast into the oven, shall 
he not much more clothe you, O ye of 
little faith? 
_31 Therefore take no thought, say- 
ing, What shall we eat? or, What 
shall we drink? or, Wherewithal shall 
we be clothed? : 

32 eer after all these things do the 
Gentiles seek:) for your heavenly 
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Father knoweth that ye have need of 
all these things. ; 

33. But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto you. 

34 Take therefore no thought for 
the morrow: for the morrow shall 
€ake thought for the things of itself, 
Sufficient unto the day zs the evil 


thereof,

shall be opened unto you: 

8 For every one that asketh receiv- 
eth; and he that seeketh findeth; and 
to him that knocketh it shall be 
opened. i 

9 Or what man is there of you, 
whom if his son ask bread, will he 
give him a stone? 

to Or if he ask a fish, will he give 
him a serpent? 3 

11 If ye then, being evil, know how 
to give good gifts unto eo children, 
oe Seep oe shal bare Father 
which is in heaven give good things 
to them that ask him? rene 

12° Therefore all things whatsoever 
ye would that men should do to you, 
do ye even so to them: for this is the 
law and the prophets. 

13 § Enter ye in at the strait gates 
for wide 7s the gate, and broad 7s the 
way, that leadeth to destruction, and 
many there be which go in thereat: 

14 Because strait zs the gate, and

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narrow 7s the way, which leadeth 
unto life, and few there be that find 


it. 

15 § Beware of false prophets,

22 Many will say to me in that day, 
Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied 
in thy name? and in thy name have 
cast out devils? and in thy name done 
many wonderful works? 

23 And then will I> profess unto 
them, I never knew you: depart from 
me, ye that work iniquity. 

24 § Therefore whosoever heareth 
these sayings of mine, and doeth them, 
I will liken him unto a wise man, 
which built his house upon a rock: 
_25 And the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house; and it fell not: 
for it was founded upon a rock. 

26 And every one that heareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them not, 
shall be likened unto a foolish man, 
_ which built his house upon the sand:

and great was the fall of it. 

28 And it came to pass, when Jesus 
had ended these sayings, the people

8 But when the multitudes saw it, 
they marvelled, and glorified God, 
which had given such power unto 
men. 

9 §| And as Jesus passed forth from 
thence, he saw a man, named Mat- 
thew, sitting at the receipt of cus- 
tom: and he saith unto him, Follow 
me.

_17 Neither do men put new wine 
into old bottles: else the bottles break, 
and the wine runneth out, and the 
bottles perish: but they put new wine 
into new bottles, and both are pre- 


served. 

18 § While he spake these things 
unto them, behold, there came a cer- 
tain ruler, and worshipped him, say- 
ing, My daughter is even now dead: 
but come and lay thy hand upon her, 
and she shall live. 

19 And Jesus arose, and followed 
him, and so did his disciples. 

20 { And, behold, a woman, which 
was diseased with an issue of blood 
twelve years, came behind him, and 
touched the hem of his garment:

4 Simon the Canaanite, and Judas 
Iscariot, who also betrayed him. 

5 These twelve Jesus sent forth, and 
commanded them, saying, Go not into 
the way of the Gentiles, and into any 
city of the Samaritans enter ye not: 

6 But go rather to the lost sheep 
of the house of Israel. j 

7 And as ye go, preach, saying, 
The kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

8 Heal the sick, cleanse the lepers, 
raise the dead, cast out devils: freely 
ye have received, freely give. . 

9 Provide neither gold, nor silver, 
nor brass in your purses, i 

10 Norscrip for your journey, neither 
two coats, neither shoes, nor yet 
staves: for the workman is worthy 
of his meat. j 

1x And into whatsoever city or town 
ye shall enter, enquire who in it is

worthy; and there abide till ye go 
thence. ‘ 

12 And when ye come into an house, 
salute it. 

13 And if the house be worthy, let 
your peace come upon it: but if it be 
not worthy, let your peace return to 
you. 2 

14 And whosoever shall not receive 
you, nor hear your words, when ye 
depart out of that house or city, 
shake off the dust of your feet. 

15 Verily I say unto you, It shall be 
more toierable for the land of Sodom 
and Gomorrha in the day of judg- 
ment, than for that city. 

16 { Behold, I send you forth as 
sheep in the midst of wolves: be 

e therefore wise as serpents, and 

armless as doves. 

17 But beware of men: for they 
will deliver you up to the councils, 
and they will scourge you in their 
synagogues; 

18 And ye shall be brought before 
governors and kings for my sake, for 
a testimony against them and the 
Gentiles. : 

19 But when they deliver you up, 
take no thought how or what ye shall 
speak: for it shall be given you in 
that same hour what ye shall speak. 

20 For it is not ye that speak, but 
the Spirit of your Father which speak- 
eth in you. : 

21 And the brother shall deliver up 
the brother to death, and the father 
the child: and the children shall rise 
up against their parents, and cause 
them to be put to death. 

22 d ye shall be hated of all men 
for my name’s sake: but he that 
endureth to the end shall be saved. 
_23 But when they persecute you 
in this city, flee ye into another: for 
verily I say unto you, Ye shall not 
have gone over the cities of Israel, 
till the Son of man be come. 

24 The disciple is not above his mas- 
ter, nor the servant above his lord. 

25 It is enough for the disciple that 
he be as his master, and the servant 
as his lord. If they have called the 
master of the house Beelzebub, how 
much more shall they call them of his 
household? 

26 Fear them not therefore: for 
there is nothing covered, that shall 
not be revealed; and hid, that shall 
not be known. I 

27 What I tell you in darkness, that 
speak ye in light: and what ye hear 
in the ear, that preach ye upon the 
house tops. E 

28 And fear not them which kill 
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the body, but are not able to kill the 
soul: but rather fear him which is able 
to destroy both soul and body in hell. 

29 Are not two sparrows sold for a 
farthing? and one of them shall not 
ae on the ground without your Fa- 
ther. 

30 But the very hairs of your head 
are all numbered. 

31 Fear ye not therefore, ye are of 
more value than many sparrows. 

32 Whosoever therefore shall con- 
fess me before men, him will I con- 
fess also before my Father which is 
in heaven. 

33 But whosoever shall deny me 
before men, him will I also deny be- 
fore my Father which is in heaven. 

34 Think not that Iam come to 
send peace on earth: I came not to 
send peace, but a sword. 

35, For Iam come to set a man at 
variance against his father, and the 
daughter against her mother, and the 
daughter in law against her mother in 


law. 

36 And a man’s foes shall be they of 
his own household. 

37 He that loveth father or mother 
more than me is not worthy of me: 
and he that loveth son or daughter 
more than me is not worthy of me. 

38 And he that taketh not his cross, 
ane followeth after me, is not worthy 
of me. 

_39 He that findeth his life shall lose 
it: and he that loseth his life for my 
sake shall findit. — 

40 4 He that réceiveth you receiv- 
eth me, and he that receiveth me re- 
ceiveth him that sent me. 

41 He that receiveth a Rroahas in 
the name of a prophet shall receive a 
prophet’s reward; and he that re- 
ceiveth a righteous man in the name 
of a righteous man shall receive a 
righteous man’s reward. 

42 And whosoever shall give to 
drink unto one of these little ones a 
cup of cold water only in the name of 
a disciple, verily I say unto you, he 
shall in no wise lose his reward.

9 And when he was departed thence, 
he went into their synagogue: 

to {j And, behold, there was a man 
which had his hand withered. And 
they asked him, saying, Is it lawful 
to heal on the sabbath days? that they 
might accuse him, 

rz And he said unto them, What 
man shall there be among you, that 
shall have one sheep, and if it fall 
into a pit on the sabbath day, will he 
not lay hold on it, and lift zt out? 

- 12 How much then is a man better 
than a sheep? Wherefore it is lawful 
to do well on the sabbath days. 

13 Then saith he to the man, Stretch 
forth thine hand. And he stretched 
#t forth; and it was restored whole, 
like as the other. ; 

14 { Then the Pharisees went out, 
and held a council against him, how 
they might destroy him. 4 

15 But when Jesus knew Zi, he 
withdrew himself from thence: and 
great multitudes followed him, and 
he healed them all; 

16 And charged them that they 
should not make him known: 

17 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 


saying, 
18 Behold my servant, whom I 
have chosen; my beloved, in whom 
my soul is well pleased: I will put 
my spirit upon him, and he shall 
shev; judgment to the Gentiles. 

19. He shall not strive, nor cry; 
neither shall any man hear his voice 
in the streets. 

20 A bruised reed shall he not 
break, and smoking flax shall he not 
quench, till he send forth judgment 
unto victory. | 

21 And in his name shall the Gen- 
tiles trust. 

22 4 Then was brought unto him 
one possessed with a devil, blind, and 
dumb: and he healed him, insomuch 
that the blind and dumb both spake 
and saw. 
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23 And all the people were amazed, 
and said, Is not this the son of David? 

24 But when the Pharisees heard 7t, 
they said, This fellow doth not cast out 
devils, but by Beelzebub the prince of 
the devils. Z 

25 And Jesus knew their thougbts, 
and said unto them, Every kingdom 
divided against itself is brought to 
desolation; and every city or house 
divided against itself shall not stand: 

26 And if Satan cast out Satan, he 
is divided against himself; how shall 
then his kingdom stand? 

27 And if I by Beelzebub cast out 
devils, by whom do your children cast 
them out? therefore they shall be your 
judges. | 

28 But if I cast out devils by the 
Spirit of God, then the kingdom of 
God is come unto you. : 

29 Or else how can one enter into 
a strong man’s house, and spoil his 
goods, except he first bind the strong 
man? and then he will spoil his house. 

30 He that is not with me is against 
me; and he that gathereth not with 
me scattereth abroad. 

31 § Wherefore I say unto you, 
All manner of sin and blasphemy 
shall be forgiven unto men: but the 
blasphemy against the Holy Ghostshall 
not be forgiven unto men. 

32, And whosoever speaketh a word 
against the Son of man, it shall be 
forgiven him: but whosoever speak- 
eth against the Holy Ghost, it shall 
not be forgiven him, neither in this 
world, neither in the world to come. 

33, Either make the tree good, and 
his fruit good; or else make the tree 
corrupt, and his fruit corrupt: for the 
tree is known by hus fruit. 

34 O generation of vipers, how can 
ye, being evil, speak good things? for 
out of the abundance of the heart the 
mouth speaketh. 

35 A good man out of the good trea- 
sure of the heart bringeth forth good 
things: and an evil man out of the 
evil treasure bringeth forth evil things, 
_36 But I say unto you, That every 
idle word that men shall speak, they 
shall give account thereof in the day 
of judgment. 

.37,For by thy words thou shalt be 
justified, and by thy words thou shalt 
be condemned. R 

38 | Then certain of the scribes 
and of the Pharisees answered, saying, 
viele. we would see a sign from 

ce: 

39 But he answered and said unto 
them, An evil and adulterous genera- 
tion seeketh after a sign; and there

shall no sign be given to it, but the 
sign of the prophet Jonas: 

40 For as Jonas was three days and 
three nights in the whale’s belly; so 
shall the Son of man be three days 
and three nights in the heart of the 
earth. 

_41 The men of Nineveh shall rise 

in judgment with this generation, and 

shall condemn it: because they re- 

pented at the preaching of Jonas; 

ee behold, a greater than Jonas zs 
ere. 

42 The queen of the south shall 
rise up in the judgment with this gen- 
eration, and shall condemn it: for she 
came from the uttermost parts of the 
earth to hear the wisdom of Solomon; 
and, behold, a greater than Solomon 
ts here. 

43 When the unclean spirit is gone 
out of a man, he walketh through 
dry places, seeking rest, and findeth 
none. 

44 Then he saith, I will return into 
my house from whence I came out, 
and when he is come, he findeth 7 
empty, swept, and garnished. ‘ 

45 Then goeth he, and taketh with 
himself seven other spirits more 
wicked than himself, and they enter 
in and dwell there: and the last state 
of that man is worse than the first. 
Even so shall it be also unto this 
wicked generation. 

46 4 While he yet talked to the peo- 
ple, behold, hzs mother and his bre- 
thren stood without, desiring to speak 
with him. : ; 

47 Then one said unto him, Behold, 
thy mother and thy brethren stand 
without, desiring to speak with thee. 

48 But he answered and said unto 
him that told him, Who is my mo- 
ther? and who are my brethren? 

49 And he stretched forth his hand 
toward his disciples, and said, Behold 
my mother and my brethren! ; 

50 For whosoever shall do the will

ro And the disciples came, and said 
unto him, Why speakest thou unto 
them in parables? 

11 He answered and said unto them, 
Because itis given unto you to know 
the mysteries of the kingdom of hea- 
ven, but to them it is not given. 

12 For whosoever hath, to him 
shall be given, and he shall have more 
abundance: but whosoever hath not, 
from him shall be taken away even 
that he hath. : 

13 Therefore speak I to them in 
parables: because they seeing see 
not; and hearing they hear not, 
neither do they understand. 

14 And in them is fulfilled the pro- 
phecy of Esaias, which saith, By 
hearing ye shall hear, and shall not 
understand; and seeing ye shall see, 
and shall not perceive: ‘ 

15 For this people’s heart is waxed 
gross, and ther ears are dull of hear- 
ing, and their eyes they have closed; 
lest at any time they should see with 
their eyes, and hear with iher ears, 
and should understand with their 
heart, and should be converted, and 
I should heal them. : 

16 But blessed are your eyes, for 
they see: and your ears, for they 
hear. 

17 For verily I say unto you, That 
many prophets and righteous men 
have desired to see those things which 
ye see, and haye not seen them ; and 
to hear those things which ye hear, and 
have not heard them. 

18 § Hear ye therefore the para- 
ble of the sower. 

19 When any one heareth the word 
of the kingdom, and understandeth 1% 
not, then cometh the wicked one, and 
catcheth away that which was sown

in hisheart. This is he which received 
seed by the way side. | 

20 But he that received the seed 
into stony places, the same is he that 
heareth the word, and anon with joy 
receiveth it; Teng 

21 Yet hath he not root in himself, 
but dureth for a while: for when 
tribulation or persecution ariseth be- 
cause of the word, by and by he is 
offended. : 

22 He also that received seed 
among the thorns is he that heareth 
the word; and the care of this world, 
and the deceitfulness of riches, choke 
ee word, and he becometh unfruit- 

u 


23 But he that received seed into 
the good ground is he that heareth 
the word, and understandeth it; 
which also beareth fruit, and bringeth 
forth, some an hundredfold, some 
sixty, some thirty. 

24 § Another parable put he forth 
unto them, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is likened unto a man which 
sowed good seed in his field: 

25 But while men slept, his enemy 
came and sowed tares among the 
wheat, and went his way. 

26 But when the blade was sprung 
up, and brought forth fruit, then ap- 
peared the tares also. 

27 So the servants of the house- 
holder came and said unto him, Sir, 
didst not thou sow good seed in thy 
field? from whence then hath it tares? 

28 He said unto them, enemy 
hath done_this. The servants said 
unto him, Wilt thou then that we go 
and gather them up? % 

29 But he said, Nay; lest while ye 
gather up the tares, ye root up also 
the wheat with them. ‘ 

30 Let both grow together until the 
harvest: and in the time of harvest I 
will say to the reapers, Gather ye to- 
gether first the tares, and bind them 
in bundles to burn them: but gather 
the wheat into my barn. 

31 { Another parable put he forth 
unto them, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is like to a grain of mustard 
seed, which a man took, and sowed 
in his field: | 

32, Which indeed is the least of all 
seeds: but when it is grown, it is the 
greatestamong herbs, and becometha 
tree, so that the birds of the air come 
and lodge in the branches thereof. 

33 {| Another parable spake he unto 
them; The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto leaven, which a woman took, and 
hid in three measures of meal, till the 
whole was leavened. 


34 All these things spake Jesus 
unto the multitude in parables; and 
eames a parable spake he not unto 
them: 

35 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by the prophet, saying, I 
will open my mouth in parables; lwill 
utter things which have been kept se- 
cret from the foundation of the world. 

36 Then Jesus sent the multitude 
away, and went into the house: and 
his disciples came unto him, saying, 
Declare unto us the parable of the 
tares of the field. : 

37 He answered and said unto them, 
He that soweth the good seed is the 
Sonofman; — 

38 The field is the world; the good 
seed are the children of the kingdom; 
but the tares are the children of the 
wicked one ; ’ 

39 The enemy that sowed them is 
the devil; the harvest is the end of the 
world; and the reapers are the angels. 

40 As therefore the tares are ga- 
thered and burned in the fire; so shall 
it be in the end of this world. 

41 The Son of man shall send forth 
his angels, and they shall gather out of 
his kingdom all things that offend, and 
them which do iniquity; | 

42 And shall cast them into a fur- 
nace of fire: there shall be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth. 

43 Then shall the righteous shine 
forth as the sun in the kingdom of 
their Father. Who hath ears to hear, 
let him hear. ; 

.44 Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto treasure hid in a field; the 
which when a man hath found, he 
hideth, and for joy thereof goeth and 
selleth all that he hath, and buyeth 
that field. : 

.45_ § Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a merchant man, seeking 
goodly pearls: 

46 Who, when he had found one 
pearl of great price, went and sold all 
that he had, and bought it. 

.47_ { Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a net, that was cast into 
the sea, and gathered of every kind: 

48 Which, when it was full, they 
drew to shore, and sat down, and ga- 
thered the good into vessels, but cast 
the bad away. 

‘49 So shall it be at the end of the 
world: the angels shall come forth, 
and sever the wicked from among the 


just, 

50 And shall cast them into the fur- 
nace of fire: there shall be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth. 

51 Jesus saith unto them, Have ye 
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understood all these things? They 
say unto him, Yea, Lord. 

52 Then said he unto them, There- 
fore every scribe whch 7s imstructed 
unto the kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a man that w an householder, 
which bringeth forth out of his trea- 
sure things new and old. 

53 § And it came to pass, that when 
Jesus had finished these parables, he 
departed thence. ; 

54 And when he was come into his 
own country, he taught them in their 
synagogue, insomuch that they were 
astonished, and said, Whence hath 
this man this wisdom, and these mighty 
works? 

55 Is not this the carpenter’s son? is 
not his mother called Mary? and his 
brethren, James, and Joses, and Si- 
mon, and Judas? 

56 And his sisters, are they not all 
with us? Whence then hath this man 
all these things? é 

57 And they were offended in him. 
But Jesis said unto them, A prophet 
is not without honour, save in his 
own country, and in his own house.

prophet. ; 
6 But when Herod’s birthday was 
kept, the daughter of Herodias 
danced before them, and pleased 
Herod. ; ; 

7 Whereupon he promised with an 
oath to give her whatsoever she 
would ask. : a: ott 

8 And she, being before instructed 
of her mother, said, Give me here 
John Baptist’s head in a charger. 
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9 And the king was so : never- 
theless for the oath’s eake sand them 
which sat with him at meat, he com- 
manded 2# to be given her. 

_1o And he sent, and beheaded John 
in the prison. 

11 And his head was brought in a 
charger, and given to the damsel: and 
she brought z¢ to her mother. 

I2 And his disciples came, and took 
up the body, and buried it, and went 
and told Jesus. 

13 {| When Jesus heard of 7, he 
departed thence by ship into a desert 
place apart: and when the people had 
heard thereof, they followed him on 
foot out of the cities. 

14 And Jesus went forth, and saw a 
great multitude, and was moved 
with compassion toward them, and 
he healed their sick.

4 For God commanded, saying, 
Honour thy father and mother: and, 
He that curseth father or mother, let 
him die the death, 

5 But ye say, Whosoever shall say 
to has father or his mother, It is a 
gift, by whatsoever thou mightest be 
profited by me} ; 

6 And honour not his father or his 
mother, he shall be free. Thus have ye 
made the commandment of God of 
none effect by your tradition. 

7 Ye hypocrites, well did Esaias 
prophesy of you, saying,

15 Then answered Peter and said 
goto him, Declare unto us this para- 

e. 

16 And Jesus said, 
without understanding 

17 Do not ye yet understand, that 
whatsoever entereth in at the mouth 
goeth into the belly, and is cast out 
into the draught? | : 

18 But those things which proceed 
out of the mouth come forth from the 
heart; and they defile the man. 

19 For out of the heart proceed evil 
thoughts, murders, adulteries, forni- 
cations, thefts, false witness, blasphe- 
mies: 

20 These are the things which defile 
a man: but to eat with unwashen 
hands defileth not a man. 

21 {| Then Jesus went thence, and 
departed into the coasts of Tyre and 
Sidon.

A aes Pharisees also with the Sad- 
ducees came, and tempting de- 
sired him that he would shew them a 
sign from heaven.

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3 And in the morning, IJ? will be foul 
weather to day: for the sky is red 
and lowring. O ye hypocrites, ye can 
discern the face of the sky; but can 
ye not discern the signs of the times? 

4 A wicked and adulterous genera- 
tion seeketh after a sign; and there 
shall no sign be given unto it, but the 
rey of the prophet Jonas. And he 
left them, and departed. 

5 And when his disciples were come 
to the other side, they had forgotten to 
take bread. 

6 4 Then Jesus said vnto them, . 
Take heed and beware of the leaven of 
the Pharisees and of the Sadducees. 

7 And they reasoned among them- 
selves, saying, /t 7s because we have 
taken no bread. 

8 Which when Jesus perceived, he 
said unto them, O ye of little faith, 
why reason ye among yourselves, be- 
cause ye have brought no bread? 

9 Do ye not yet understand, neither 
remember the five loaves of the five 
thousand, and how many baskets ye 
took up? 

1o Neither the seven loaves of the 
four thousand, and how many baskets 
ye took up? | 

11 How is it that ye do not under- 
stand that I spake zt not to you con- 
cerning bread, that ye should beware 
of the leaven of the Pharisees and of 
the Sadducees? 

12 Then understood they how that 
he bade them not beware of the leaven 
of bread, but of the doctrine of the 
Pharisecs and of the Sadducees. 

13 § When Jesus came into the 
cozsts of Cesarea Philippi, he asked 
his disciples, saying, Whom do men 
say that I the Son of man am? 

14 And they said, Some say that thou 
art John the Raptist: some, Flies; end 
others, Jeremias, or one of the pro- 
phets. ‘ 

15 He saith unto them, But whom 
say ye that Iam? 

16 And Simon Peter answered and 
said, Thou art the Christ, the Son of 
the living God. 5 

17 And Jesus answered and_ said 
vnto him, Blessed art thou, Simon 
Par-jona: for flesh and blood he th not 
revealed it vnto thee, but my Father 
which is in heaven. 

18 And I say also unto thee, That 
thou art Peter, and upon this rock I 
will build my church; and the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against it, 

19 AndIwillgive vnto thee the keys 
of the kingdom of heaven: and what- 
soever thou shalt bind on earth sha 
be bound in heaven: and whatsoever 
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thou shalt loose on earth shall be 
loosed in heaven. yess 

20 Then charged he his disciples 
that they should tell no man that he 
was Jesus the Christ. 

21 { From that time forth began 
Jesus to shew unto his disciples, how 
that he must go unto Jerusalem, and 
suffer many things of the elders and 
chief priests and scribes, and be killed, 
and be raised again the third day. 

22 Then Peter took him, and began 
to rebuke him, saying, Be it far from 
thee, Lord: this shall not be unto thee.

But whoso shall offend one of 
these little ones which believe in me, 
it were better for him that a mill- 
stone were hanged about his neck, 
and that he were drowned in the depth 
of the sea. 

vé nce unto the world because 
of offences! for it must needs be that 
offences come; but woe to that man 
by whom the offence cometh! 

8 Wherefore if thy hand or thy foot 
_ offend thee, cut them off, and cast 

them from thee: it is better for thee 
toenter into life halt or maimed, rather 
than having two hands or two feet to 
be cast into everlasting fire. 

9 And if thine eye offend thee, pluck 
it out, and cast 7¢ from thee: it ts bet- 
ter for thee to enter into life with one 
eye, rather than having two eyes to 
be cast into hell fire. 
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10 Take heed that ye despise not 
one of these little ones; for I say unto 
you, That in heaven their angels do 
always behold the face of my Father 
which is in heaven. 

11 For the Son of man is come to 
save that which was lost. 

12 How think ye? if a man have 
an hundred sheep, and one of them 
be gone astray, doth he not leave the 
ninety and nine, and goeth into the 
mountains, and seeketh that which is 
gone pear

13 Then said the king to the ser- 
vants, Bind him hand and foot, and 
take him away, and cast him into 
outer darkness; there shall be weep- 
ing and gnashing of teeth. 

14 For many are called, but few are 
chosen.

16 And they sent out unto him their 
disciples with the Herodians, saying, 
Master, we know that thou art true, 
and teachest the way of God in truth, 
neither carest thou for any man: for 
thou regardest not the person of men.

Is it lawful to give tribute unto 
Cesar, or not? 

18 But Jesus perceived their wick- 
edness, and said, Why tempt ye me, 
ye hypocrites?

And they brought unto hima penny. 
_20 And he saith unto them, Whose 
ws this image and superscription? 

21 They say unto him, Czsar’s. 
Then saith he unto them, Render 
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Sadducees confuted. 


therefore unto Czsar the things 
which are Cesar’s; and unto God the 
things that are God’s. 

22 When they had heard these words, 
they marvelled, and left him, and went 
their way. 3 

23 4 The same day came to him the 
Sadducees, which say that there is no 
resurrection, and asked 5. 

24 Saying, Master, Moses saii, If a 
man die, having no children, his bro-

39 And he went a little farther, and 
fell on his face, and prayed, saying,

40 And he cometh unto the disci- 
ples, and findeth them asleep, and 
saith unto Peter, What, could ye not 
watch with me one hour? 

41 Watch and pray, that ye enter 
not into temptation: the spirit indeed 
as willing, but the flesh 2s weak. 

42 He went away again the second 
time, and prayed, saying,O my Father, 
if this cup may not pass away from 
me, except I drink it, thy will be done. 

43 And he came and found them 
asleep again: for their eyes were heavy. 

44 And he left them, and went away 
again, and prayed the third time, say- 
ing the same words. 

45 Then cometh he to his disciples, 
and saith unto them, Sleep on now, 
and take your rest: behold, the hour 
is at hand, and the Son of man is be- 
aves inte the hands of sinners. 

_40 Rise, let us be going: behold, he 
is at hand that doth betray me. 

47 4 And while he yet spake, lo, 
Judas, one of the twelve, came, and 
with him a great multitude with 
swords and staves, from the chief 
priests and elders of the people. 

48 Now he that betrayed him gave 
them a sign, saying, Whomsoever I 
a kiss, that same is he: hold him 
ast. 

49 And forthwith he came to Jesus, 
and said, Hail, master; and kissed

50 And Jesus said unto him, 
Friend, wherefore art thou come?

56 But all this was done, that the 
scriptures of the prophets might be 
fulfilled. Then all the disciples for- 
sook him, and fled. J 

57_{ And they that had laid hold 
on Jesus led him away to Cciaphas 
the high pricst, where the scribes and 
the elders were assembled. 

58 But Peter followed him afar off 
unto the high pricst’s palacc, and 
went in, and sat with the servants, to 
see the end. 4 : 

59 Now the chief priests, and eld- 
ers, and all the council, sought false 
witness against Jesus, to put him to 


eath; 

60 But found none: yea, though 
many false witnesses came, yct iound 
they none. At the last came twofalse 
witnesses, | 

61 And said, This fellow saic, I am 
able to destroy the temple of God, and 
to build it in three days. 

62 And the high priest arose, and 
said unto him, Answerest thou no- 
thing? what is 7¢ which these witness 
against thee? 

63 But Jesus held his peace. And 
the high pee answered and _ said 
unto him, I adjure thee by the living 
God, that thou tell us whether thou 
be the Christ, the Son of God. 

64 Jesus saith unto him, Thou hast 
said: nevertheless I say unto you, 
Hereafter shall ye see the Son of man 
sitting on the right hand of power, 
and coming in the clouds of heaven. 

65 Then the high priest rent his 
clothes, saying, He hath spoken blas- 
phemy; what further need have we 
of witnesses? behold, now ye have 
heard his blasphemy. 

They answered 
and said, He is guilty of death. 

67 Then did they spit in his face, 
and buffeted him; and others smote 
him with the palms of their hands, 
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68 Saying, Prophesy unto us, thou 
Christ, Who is he that smote thee? 

69 § Now Peter sat without in the 
palace: and a damsel came unto him, 
saying, Thou also wast with Jesus of 
Galilee. 

70 But he denied before them all, 
peving. I know not what thou say- 
est. 

71 And when he was gone out into 
the porch, another mazd saw him, and 
said unto them that were there, This 
aces was also with Jesus of Naza- 
Teth. 

72 And again he denied with an 
oath, I do not know the man. 

73 d after a while came unto 
him they that stood by, and said to 
Peter, Surely thou also art one of 
them; for thy speech bewrayeth thee. 

74 Then began he to curse and to 
swear, saying, I know not the man. 
And immediately the cock crew. 

78 And Peter remembered the word 
of Jesus, which said unto him, Before 
the cock crow, thou shalt deny me 
thrice. And he went out, and wept 


bitterly.

ernor: and the governor asked him,

12 And when he was accused of the 
chief priests and elders, he answered 
no 3 
13 Then said Pilate unto him, 
Hearest thou not how many things 
they witness against thee? 

14 And he answered him to never a 
word; insomuch that the governor 
marvelled greatly. . 

15 Now at that feast the governor 
was wont to release unto the people a 
prisoner, whom they would. 

1( they had then a notable 
prisoner, called Barabbas. 

17 Therefore when they were ga- 
thered together, Pilate said unto 
them, Whom will ye that I release 
unto you? Barabbas, or Jesus which 
is called Christ? 

18 For he knew that for envy they 
had delivered him. 

19 4 When he was set down on the 
judgment seat, his wife sent unto 
him, saying, Have thou nothing to 
do with that just man: for I have 
suffered many things this day in a 
dream because of him. 

20 But the chief priests and elders 
persuaded the multitude that they 
should ask Barabbas, and destroy Je- 
sus. 

21 The governor answered and said 
unto them, Whether of the twain will 
ve that I release unto you? They said,

22 Pilate saith unto them, What 
shall I do then with Jesus which is 
called Christ? They all say unto him, 
Let him be crucified. ; 

23 And the governor said, Why, 
what evil hath he done? But they 
cried out the more, saying, Let him be 
crucified. ‘ 

24 {| When Pilate saw that he could 
prevail nothing, but tha! rather a tu- 
mult was made, he took water, and 
washed his hands before the multi- 
tude, saying, I am innocent of the 
blood of this just person: see ye fo zt. 

25 Then answered all the people, and 
said, His blood be on us, and on our 
children. 

26 § Then released he Barabbas 
unto them: and when he_ had 
scourged Jesus, he delivered him to 
be crucified.

27 Then the soldiers of the governor 
took Jesus into the common hall, and 
gathered unto him the whole band 
of soldiers. , : 

28 And they stripped him, and put 
on him a scarlet robe.

my garments among them, and upon 
my vesture did they cast lots. 

36 And sitting down they watched 
him there; ; : 

37 And set up over his head his ac- 
cusation written, THIS IS JESUS 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

38 Then were there two _ thieves 
crucified with him, one on the right 
hand, and another on the left. 

39 | And they that passed by re- 
viled him, wagging their heads, 

40 And saying, Thou that destroy- 
est the temple, and buildest zt in three 
days, save thyself. If thou be the 
Son of God, come down from the 
cross. : 

41 Likewise also the chief priests 
mocking him, with the scribes and 
élders, said, 

42 Hesaved others; himself hecan- 
not save. If he be the King of Israel, 
let him now come down from the cross, 
and we will believe him. 

43 He trusted in God; let him de- 
liver him now, if he will have him: 
for he said, I am the Son of God. 

44 The thieves also, which were 
crucified with him, cast the same in 
his teeth. f 

45 Now from the sixth hour there 
was darkness over all the land unto 
the ninth hour. 
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death, and burial. 


46 And about the ninth hour Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, saying, Eli, 
Eli, lama sabachthani? that is to say, 
My God, my God, why hast thou for- 
saken me? 

47 Some of them that stood there, 
when they heard thai, said, This man 
calleth for Elias. 

48 And straightway one of them 
ran, and took a spunge, and filled 2 
with vinegar, and put zt ona reed, and 
gave him to drink. 

49 The rest said, Let be, let us see 
whether Elias will come to save him. 

50 4 Jesus, when he had cried 
again with a loud voice, yielded up 
|! the ghost. ; 

51 And, behold, the veil of the tem- 
ple was rent in twain from the top to 
the bottom; and the earth did quake, 
and the rocks rent; : 

52 And the graves were opened; and 
many bodies of the saints which 
slept arose,

6 And John was clothed with ca- 
mel’s hair, and with a girdle of a skin 
about his loins; and he did eat lo- 
custs and wild honey; 

7 And preached, saying, There com- 
eth one mightier than I after me, the 
jlatchet of whose shoes I am not 
worthy to stoop down and unloose. 

8 I indeed have baptized you with 
water: but he shall baptize you

9 And it came to pass in those days, 
that Jesus came from Nazareth of 
Galilee, and was baptized of John in 
Jordan. : i 

to And straightway coming up 
out of the water, he saw the heavens 
opened, and the Spirit like a dove 
descending upon him: : 

ir And there came a voice from 
heaven, saying, Thou art my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased. | 

12 And immediately the spirit driv- 
eth him into the wilderness. 

13 And he was there in the wilder- 
ness forty days, tempted of Satan; 
end was with the wild beasts; and 
the angels ministered unto him. 

14 Now after that John was put 
in prison, Jesus came into Galilee, 
peace the gospel of the kingdom 
of God, 

15 And saying, The time is ful- 
filled, and the kingdom of God is at 
hand: repent ye, and believe the gospel. 

16 Now as he walked by the sea of 
Galilee, he saw Simon and Andrew 
his brother casting a net into the sea: 
for they were fishers. 

17 And Jesus said unto them, Come 
ye after me, and I will make you to 
become fishers of men. 

18 And straightway they forsook 
their nets, and followed him. 

1g And when he had gone a little 
farther thence, he saw James the son 
of Zebedee, and John his brother, who 
aise were in the ship mending their 
nets.

25 And Jesus rebuked him, saying, 
Hold thy peace, and come out of him. 

26 And when the unclean spirit had 
torn him, and cried with a loud voice, 
he came out of him. i 

27 And they were all amazed, in- 
somuch that they questioned among 
themselves, saying, What thing is 
this? what new doctrine zs this? for 
with authority commandeth he even 
re unclean spirits, and they do obey 

im. 

28 And immediately his fame spread 
abroad throughout all the region 
round about Galilee. 

29 And forthwith, when they were 
come out of the synagogue, they en- 
tered into the house of Simon and 
Andrew, with James and John. 

30 But Simon’s wife’s mother lay 
sick of a fever, and anon they tell 
him of her. 

31 And he came and took her by 
the hand, and lifted her up; and im- 
mediately the fever left her, and she 
ministered unto them. 

32 And at even, when the sun did 
set, they brought unto him all that 
were diseased, and them that were 
possessed with devils. 

33 And all the city was gathered to- 
gether at the door. 

34 And he healed many that were 
sick of divers diseases, and cast out 
many devils; and suffered not the 
Yea to speak, because they knew 

im. 

35 And in the morning, rising up a 
great while before day, he went out, 
and departed into a solitary place, 
and there prayed. 

36 And Simon and they that were 
with him followed after him. 

37 And when they had found him, 
they said unto him, All men seek for 

ee. 

38, And he said unto them, Let us 
go into the next towns, that I may 

reach there also: for therefore came 

forth. 

39 And he preached in their syna- 
gogues throughout all Galilee, and 
cast pe oe 

40 And there came a leper to him, 
beseeching him, and kneeling down 
to him, and saying unto him, If thou 
wilt, thou canst make me clean. 

41 And Jesus, moved with compas- 
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sion, put forth his hand, and touched 
him, and saith unto him, I will; be 
thou clean. 

_42 And as soon as he had spoken, 
immediately the leprosy departed 
from him, and he was cleansed. 

43_ And he straitly charged him, and 
forthwith sent him away; 

44 And saith unto him, See thou say 
nothing to any man: but go thy way, 
shew thyself to the priest, and offer 
for thy cleansing those things which 
Moses commanded, for a testimony 
unto them. 

45 But he went out, and began to 
publish 7t much, and to blaze abroad 
the matter, insomuch that Jesus 
could no more openly enter into the 
city, but was without in desert places: 
and they came to him from every

8 And immediately when Jesus per- 
ceived in his spirit that they so 
reasoned within themselves, he said 
unto them, Why reason ye these 
things in your hearts? 

9 Whether is it easier to say to the 
sick of the palsy, Thy sins be forgiven 
thee; or to say, Arise, and take up 
thy bed, and walk? 

x10 But that ye may know that_ the 
Son of man hath power on earth to 
forgive sins, (he saith to the sick of 
the palsy,) 
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rz I say unto thee, Arise, and take 
up thy bed, and go thy way into thine 
houses 

12 And immediately he arose, took 
up the bed, and went forth before 
them all; insomuch that they were 
all amazed, and glorified God, saying, 
We never saw it on this fashion. 

13 And he went forth again by the 
sea side; and all the multitude re- 
sorted unto him, and he taught them. 

14 And as he passed by, he saw 
Levi the son of Alphzus sitting at 
the receipt of custom, and said unto | 
him, Follow me. And he arose and 
followed him. 

15 And it came to pass, that, as 
Jesus sat at meat in his house, many 
publicans and sinners sat also to- 
gether with Jesus and his disciples: 
for there were many, and they fol-

16 And when the scribes and 
Pharisees saw him eat with publicans 
and sinners, they said unto his disci- 
ples, How is it that he eateth and 
drinketh with publicans and sinners?

I d the disciples of John and 
of the Pharisees used to fast: and 
they come and say unto him, Why do 
the disciples of John and of the Phar- 
isees fast, but thy disciples fast not? 

19 And Jesus said unto them, Can 
the children of the bridechamber 
fast, while the bridegroom is with 
them? as long as they have the bride- 
groom with them, they cannot fast. 

20 But the days will come, when 
the bridegroom shall be taken away 
from them, and then shall they fast 
in those days. i 

21 No man also seweth a piece of 
new cloth on an old garment: else 
the new piece that filled it up taketh 
away from the old, and the rent is 
made ‘worse. 2 

22 And no man putteth new wine 
into old bottles: else the new wine 
doth burst the bottles, and the wine is 
spilled, and the bottles will be marred: 
but new wine must be put into new 


bottles. 

23 Anditcame to pass, that he went 
through the corn fields on the sabbath 
day; and his disciples began, as they 
went, to pluck the earsofcorn. _ .

5 And when he had looked round 
about on them with anger, being 
grieved for the hardness of their 
hearts, he saith unto the man, Stretch 
forth thine hand. And he stretched 7 
out: and his hand was restored whole 
as the other. f 

6 And the Pharisees went forth, 
and _straightway took counsel with 
the Herodians against him, how they 
might destroy him. 

7 But Jesus withdrew himself with 
his disciples to the sea: and a great 
multitude from Galilee followed him, 
and from Judza, 

8 And from Jerusalem, and from 
Idumza, and from beyond Jordan; 
and they about Tyre and Sidon, a great 
multitude, when they had heard what 
great things he did, came unto him. 

9 And he spake to his disciples, that 
a small ship should wait on him 
because of the multitude, lest they 
should throng him. 

10 For he had healed many: inso- 
much that they pressed upon him 
for to touch him, as many as had 
plagues, ae: 

iz And unclean spirits, when they 
saw him, fell down before him, and 
cried, saying, Thou art the Son of God. 

12 And he straitly charged them 
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that they should not make him 
known. A 

13 And he goeth up into a moun- 
tain, and calleth unto him whom he 
would: and they came unto him. 

14 And he ordained twelve, that 
they should be with him, and that he 
might send them forth to preach, 

15 And to have power to heal sick- 
nesses, and to cast out devils: 

16 And Simon he surnamed Peter; 

17 And James the son of Zebedee, 
and John the brother of James; and 
he surnamed them Boanerges, which 
is, The sons of thunder: 

18 Andrew, and Philip, and 
Bartholomew, and Matthew, and 
Thomas, and James the son of Al- 
pheus, and Thaddzus, and Simon the 
Canaanite, 3 

19 And Judas Iscariot, which also 
pet ayes him: and they went into an 

ouse. 

20 And the multitude cometh to- 
gether again, so that they could not 
so much as eat bread. 

.21 And when his friends heard of 
at, they went out to lay hold on him: 
for they said, He is beside himself. 

22 4] And the scribes which came 
down from Jerusalem said, He hath 
Beelzebub, and by the prince of the 
devils casteth he out devils. 

23 And he called them unto him, and 
said unto them in parables, How can 
Satan cast out Satan? 

24 And if a kingdom be divided 
eeninet itself, that kingdom cannot 
stand. 

_25 And if a house be divided against 
itself, that house cannot stand. 

26 And if Satan rise up against him- 
self, and be divided, he cannot stand, 
but hath an end. 

27 No man can enter into a strong 
man’s house, and spoil his goods, ex- 
cept he will first bind the strong man; 
and then he will spoil his house. _ 

28 Verily I say unto you, All sins 
shall be forgiven unto the sons of men, 
and blasphemies wherewith soever 
they shall blaspheme: 

29 But he that shall blaspheme 
against the Holy Ghost.hath never 
forgiveness, but is in danger of eter- 
nal damnation: 

30 Because they said, He hath an 
unclean spirit. 

31 {| There came then his brethren 
and his mother, and, standing without, 
sent unto him, calling him. 

32 And the multitude sat about 
him, and they said unto him, Behold, 
thy mother and thy brethren without 
seek for thee, 
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33 And he answered them, saying, 
Who is my mother, or my brethren? 

34 And he looked round about cn 
them which sat about him, and said, 
Behold my mother and my bre- 
thren! 

35. For whosoever shall do the will 
of God, the same is my brother, and 
my sister, and mother. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 The sower and the seed. 14 The para- 
ble explained. 30 The mustard seed.

AND he began again to teach by the

6 But when the sun was up, it was 
scorched; and because it had no root, 
it withered away. 

7 And some fell among thorns, and 
the thorns grew up, and choked it, and 
it yielded no fruit. 

d other fell on good ground, 
and did vieli fruit that sprang up and 
increased; and brought forth, some 
thirty, and some sixty, and some an 
hundred. a 

9 And he said unto them, He that 
hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

zo And when he was alone, they 

that were about him with the twelve 
asked of him the parable. 
_11 And he said unto them, Unto you 
it is given to know the mystery of 
the kingdom of God: but unto them 
that are without, all these things are 
done in parables: 

I2 That seeing they may see, and 
~ not perceive; and hearing they may 
hear, and not understand; lest at any 
time they should be converted, and 
their sins should be forgiven them. 

13 And he said rnto them, Know ye 
not this parable? and how then will 
ye know all parables? 

14 4 The sower soweth the word. 

15 And these are they by the way 
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side, where the word is sown; but 
when they have heard, Satan com- 
eth immediately, and taketh away the 
word that was sown in their hearts. 

16 And these are they likewise 
which are sown on stony ground; 
who, when they have heard the word, 
immediately receive it with gladness; 

r17 And have no root in them- - 
selves, and so endure but for a time: 
afterward, when affliction or persecu- 
tion ariseth for the word's sake, im- 
mediately they are offended. 

18 And these are they which are 
sown among thorns; such as hear the 
word, 

19 And the cares of this world, and 
the deceitfulness of riches, and the 
lusts of other things entering in, 
choke the word, and it becometh un- 
fruitful. 

20 And these are they which are 
sown on good ground; such as hear 
the word, and receive i, and bring 
forth fruit, some thirtyfcld, some. six- 
ty, and some an hundred. 

21 4 And he said unto them, Is a 
candle brought to be put under a 
bushel, or under a bed? and not to be 
set on a candlestick? J % 

22 For there is nothing hid, which 
shall not be manifested; neither was 
any thing kept secret, but that it 
should come abroad. 

23 If any man have ears to hear. 
let him hear. . 

24 And he said unto them, Take 
heed what ye hear: with what mea- 
sure ye mete, it shall be measured to 
you: and unto you that hear shall 
more be given. : 

25 For he that hath, to him shalt 
be given: and he that hath not, from 
him shall be taken even that which he 


hath. 

26 § And he said, So is the king- 
dom of God, as if a man should cast 
seed into the ground; r bath 

27 And should sleep, and rise night 
and day, and the seed should spring 
and grow up, he knoweth not how. 

28 For the earth bringeth forth fruit 
of herself; first the blade, then the 
ear, after that the full corn in the ear. 

29 But when the fruit is brought 
forth, immediately he putteth in the 
sickle, because the harvest is come. 

30 9 And he_ said, Whereunto 
shall we liken the kingdom of God? 
or with what comparison shall we 
compare it? . 

31 [tis like a grain of mustard seed, 
which, when it is sown in the earth, 
is less than all the seeds that be in the 
earth: 


39 


The tempest is stilled. 


32 But when it is sown, it grow- 
eth up, and becometh greater than 
all herbs, and shooteth out great 
branches; so that the fowls of the air 
may lodge under the shadow of it. 

33 And with many such parables 
spake he the word unto them, as they 
were able to hear 2t. 

34 But without a parable spake he 
not unto them: and when they were 
alone, he expounded all things to his 
disciples. 

35 And the same day, when the 
even was come, he saith unto them, 
ne us pass over unto the other 
side. 

36 And when they had sent away 
the multitude, they took him even as 
he was in the ship. And there were 
also with him other little ships. 

37 And there arose a great storm 
of wind, and the waves beat into the 
ent so that it was now full. 

38 And he was in the hinder part of 
the ship, asleep on a pillow: and they 
awake him, and say unto him, Mas- 
ter, carest thou not that we perish ? 

39 And he arose, and rebuked the 
wind, and said unto the sea, Peace, 
be still. And the wind ceased, and 
there was a great calm. 

40 And he said unto them, Why 
are ye so fearful? how is it that ye 
have no faith? : 

41 And they feared exceedingly, 
and said one to another, What man- 
ner of man is this, that even the wind 
and the sea obey him? 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 Evil, spirits enter into the swine. 25

ND they came over unto the 
other side of the sea, into the 
country of the Gadarenes. 

2, And when he was come out of the 
ship, immediately there met him out 
pene tombs a man with an unclean 
spirit, 

3 Who had his dwelling among the 
tombs; and no man could bind him, 
no, not with chains: 

4 Because that he had been often 
bound with fetters and chains, and the 
chains had been plucked asunder by 
him, and the fetters broken in pieces. 
neither could any man tame him. 

5 Andalways, night and day, he was 
in the mountains, and in the tombs, 
crying. and cutting self with 
stones. 

6 But when he saw Jesus afar off, 
he ran and worshipped him,

7 And cried with a loud voice, and 
said, What have I to do with thee 
Jesus, thow Son of the most high God? 
I adjure thee by God, that thou tor- 
ment me not. : 

8 For he said unto him, Come out 
of the man, thow unclean spirit. | 

9 And he asked him, What zs thy 
name? And he answered, saying, My 
name 7s Legion: for we are many. 

ro And he besought him much that 
he would not send them away out of 
the country. . . 

11 Now there was there nigh unto 
the mountains a great herd of swine 
feeding. , 

12 And all the devils besought him, 
saying, Send us into the swine, that 
we may enter into them. 

13 And forthwith Jesus gave them 
leave. And the unclean spirits went 
out, and entered into the swine: and 
the herd ran violently down a steep 
place into the sea, (they were about 
two thousand;) and were choked in 
the sea. 3 

14 And they that fed the swine fled, 
and told 2 in the city, and in the coun- 
try. And they went out to see what it 
was that was done. 

15 And they come to Jesus, and 


see him that was.possessed with the. 


devil, and had the legion, sitting, and 
clothed, and in his right mind: and 
they were afraid. 

16 And they that saw it told them 
how it befell to him that was possessed 
with the devil, and also concerning 
the swine. 

17 And they began to pray him to 
ear out of their coasts. 

18 And when he was come into the 
ship, he that had been possessed 
with the devil prayed him that he 
might be with him. 

19 Howbeit Jesus suffered him not, 
but saith unto him, Go home to thy 
friends, and tell them howgreat things 
the Lord hath done for thee, and hath 
had compassion on thee. 

20 And he departed, and began to 
publish in Decapolis how great things 
Jesus had done for him: and all men 
did marvel, ’ 

21, And when Jesus was passed over 
again by ship unto the other side, 
much people gathered unto 3 an 
he was nigh unto the sea. 

22 And, behold, there cometh one 
of the rulers of the synagogue, Jairus 
by name; and when he saw him, he 
fell he He a nen : 

.23 And besought him greatly, say- 
ing, My little daughter lieth at the 
point of death: I pray thee, come and

be healed; and she shall live. 

24 And Jesus went with him; and 
much people followed him, and 
thronged him. ; 

25 And a certain woman, which 
had an issue of blood twelve years,

all that she had, and was nothing 
bettered, but rather grew worse, 

27 When she had heard of Jesus, 
came in the press behind, and 
touched his garment. _ 

28 For she said, If I may touch but 
his clothes, I shall be whole. 

29 And straightway the fountain 
of her blood was dried up; and she 
felt in her body that she was healed of

_30 And Jesus, immediately know- 
ing in himself that virtue had gone 
out of him, turned him about in the 
press, and said, Who touched .my 
clothes? = = 

31 And his disciples said unto him, 
Thou seest the multitude thronging 
thee, and sayest thou, Who touched 
me? 

32 And he looked round about tosee 
her that had done this thing. | 

33 But the woman fearing and 
trembling, knowing what was done 
in her, came and fell down before him, 
and told him all the truth. 

34 And he said unto her, Daughter, 
thy faith hath made thee whole; 
go in peace, and be whole of thy 
plague. 

35 While he yet spake, there came 
from the ruler of the synagogue’s 
house certain which said, Thy daughter 
is dead: why troublest thou the Mas- 
ter any further? 

36 As soon as Jesus heard the word 
that was spoken, he saith unto the 
ruler of the synagogue, Be not afraid, 
only believe. 

37 And he suffered no man to fol- 
low him, save Peter, and James, and 
John the brother of James. 

38 And he cometh to the house of 
the ruler of the synagogue, and seeth 
the tumult, and them that wept and 
wailed greatly. y 

39 And when he was come in, he 
saith unto them, Why make ye this 
ado, and weep? the damsel is not 
dead, but sleepeth. ‘ 

40 And they laughed him to scorn. 
But when he had put them all out, 
he taketh the father and the mother 
of the damsel, and them that were 
with him, and entereth in where the 
damsel was lying. 
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The apostles instructed. 


41 And he took the damsel by the 
hand, and said unto her, Talitha cumi; 
which is, being interpreted, Damsel, 1 
say unto thee, arise. 

42 And straightway the damsel 
arose, and walked; for she was of the 
age of twelve years. d they were 
astonished with a great astonishment. 

43 And he charged them straitly 
that no man should know it; and 
commanded that something should 
be given her to eat. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Christ’s home reception. 7 The apos- 
tles instructed. 27 John the Baptist 
beheaded. 34 Miracle of the five loaves 
and two fishes. 48 Christ_walks on 
the sea. 53 Many are healed. 


ND he went out from thence, 
and came into his own country; 
and his disciples follow him. 

2 And when the sabbath day was 
come, he began to teach in the syn- 
agogue: and many nee him were 
astonished, saying, From whence hath 
this man these things? and what 
wisdom 7s this which is given unto 
him, that even'such mighty works are 
wrought by ‘his hands? ; 

3 Isnot this the carpenter, the son of 
Mary, the brother of James, and Joses, 
and of Juda, and Simon? and are not 
his sisters here with us? And they 
were offended at him. 

4 But Jesus said unto them, A 
prophet is not without honour, but 
in his own country, and among his 
own kin, and in his own house. | 

5 And he could there do no mighty 
work, save that he laid his hands 
upon a few sick folk, and healed 


them. 

6 And he marvelled because of their 
unbelief. And he went round about 
the villages, teaching. : 

7 4 And he called unto him. the 
twelve, and began to send them forth 
by two and two; and gave them 
power over unclean spirits; 

8 And commanded them that they 
should take nothing for ther journey, 
save a staff rth no scrip, no bread, 
no money in their purse: 

9 But he iste’ a sandals; and 
not put on two coats. 

ova he said unto them, In what 
place soever ye enter into an house, 
there abide till ye depart from that 
place. ; 

tz And whosoever shall not receive 
you, nor hear you, when ye dep 
thence, shake off the dust under your 
feet for a testimony against them. 
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Verily I say unto you, It shall be more 
tolerable for Sodom and Gomorrha 
in the day of judgment, than for that 
city. 

12 And they went out, and preached 
that men should repent. ‘ 

13 And they cast out many devils, 
and anointed with oil many that 
were sick, and healed them. : 

14 And king Herod heard of him; 
(for hisname was spread abroad:) and 
he said, That John the Baptist was 
risen from the dead, and therefore 
mighty works do shew forth them- 
selves in him. pln Seely 

15 Others said, That it is Elias, And 
others said, That it is a prophet, or as 
one of the prophets. 

16 But when Herod heard thereof, he 
said, It is John, whom I beheaded: he 
is risen from the dead. 

17 For Herod himself had sent 
forth and laid hold upon John, and 
bound him in prison for Herodias’ 
sake, his brother Philip’s wife: for 
he had married her. _ 

18 For John had said unto Herod, 
It is not lawful for thee to have thy 
brother’s wife. 

19 Therefore Herodias had a quar- 
rel against him, and would have killed 
him; but she could not: 

20 For Herod feared John, know- 
ing that he was a just man and an 
holy, and observed him; and when 
he heard him, he did many things, 
and heard him gladly. 

21 And when a convenient day was 
come, that Herod on his birthday 
made a supper to his lords, high cap- 
tains, and chief estates of Galilee; 

22 And when the daughter of the 
said Herodias came in, and danced, 
and pleased Herod and them that sat 
with him, the eine said unto the dam- 
sel, Ask of me whatsoever thou wilt, 
and I will give 7¢ thee. 

23 And he sware unto her, What- 
soever thou shalt ask of me, I will 
give zt thee, unto the half of my king- 


om. 

24 And she went forth, and said 
unto her mother, What shall I ask? 
And she said, The head of John the 
Baptist. 

25 And she came in straightway 
with haste unto the king, and asked, 
saying, I will that thou give me by 
and by in a charger the head of John 
the Baptist. 

26 And the king was exceeding sor- 
ty;_yet for his oath’s sake, and for 
their sakes which sat with him, he 
would not reject her. : 

27 And immediately the king sent 


ST. MARK, 6. 
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an executioner, and commanded his 
head to be brought: and he went and 
beheaded him in the prison, 

28 And brought his head in a char- 
ger, and gave it to the damsel: and 
the damsel gave it to her mother. 

29 And when his disciples heard of 
it, they came and took up his corpse, 
and laid it in a tomb. 

30 And the apostles gathered 
themselves together unto Jesus, and 
told him all things, both what they 
had done, and what they had taught. 

31 And he said unto them, Come 
ye yourselves apart into a desert 
place, and rest a while: for there 
were many coming and going, and 
they had no leisure so muchas to eat. 

32 And they departed into a desert 
place by ship privately. 

33 And the people saw them de- 
parting, and many knew him, and 
ran afoot thither out of all cities, and 
outwent them, and came together 
unto him. 

34 And Jesus, when he came out, 
saw much people, and was moved 
with compassion toward them, be- 
cause they were as sheep not having 
a shepherd: and he began to teach 
them many things. 

35 And when the day was now far 
spent, his disciples came unto him, 
and said, This is a desert place, and 
now the time zs far passed: 

36 Send them away, that they may 
go into the country round about, and 
into the villages, and buy themselves 
bread: for they have nothing to eat. 

37 He, answered and said unto 
them, Give ye them to eat. And they 
say unto him, Shall we go and bu 
two hundred pennyworth of bread, 
and give them to eat? 

38 He saith unto them, How many 
loaves have ye? go and see. And 
when they knew, they say, Five, and 
two fishes. 

39 And he commanded them to 
make all sit down by companies 
upon the green grass. . 

40 And they sat down in ranks, by 
hundreds, and by fifties. 

41 And when he had taken the 
five loaves and the two fishes, he 
looked up to heaven, and blessed, 
and brake the loaves, and gave them 
to his disciples to set before them; 
and the two fishes divided he among 
them all. y 
f42 And they did all eat, and were 

ed. 

43 And they took up twelve bas- 
eke full of the fragments, and of th 

shes, 
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Christ walks on the sea. 


44 And they that did eat of the 
loaves were aboutfive thousand men. 
45 And straightway he constrained 
his disciples to get into the ship, and 
to go to the other side before unto 
Bethsaida, while he sent away the 
people. 

46 And when he had sent them 
away, he departed into a mountain to 
pray. 

47 And when even was come, the 


ship was in the midst of the sea, and | 
| washen hands? 


he alone on the land. 

48 And he saw them toiling in row- 
ing; for the wind was contrary unto 
them: and about the fourth watch of 
the night he cometh unto them, walk- 
ing upon the sea, and would have 
passed by them, 

.49 But when they saw him walk- 
ing upon the sea, they supposed it 
had been a spirit, and cried out: 

50 For they all saw him, and were 
troubled. And immediately he talked 
with them, and saith unto them, Be 
of good cheer: it is I; be not afraid.

ope came together unto him 
the Pharisees, and cectain of the 
scribes, which came from Jerusalem. 
2 And when they saw some of his 
disciples eat bread with defiled, that 
is to say, with unwashen, hands, they 
found fault. . 
3 For the Pharisees, and all the 
Jews, except they wash their hands 
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oft, eat not, holding the tradition of 
the elders. 

4 And when they come from the mar- 
ket, except they wash, they eat not. 
And many other things there be, 
which they have received to hold, as 
the washing of cups, and pots, bra- 
sen vessels, and of tables. 

5 Then the Pharisees and scribes 
asked him, Why walk not thy dis- 
ciples according to the tradition of 
the elders, but eat bread with un- 


6 He answered and said unto them, 
Well hath Esaias prophesicd of you 
hypocrites, as it is written, This peo- 
ple honoureth me with their lips, but 
their heart is far from me. 

7 Howbeit in vain do they worship 
me, teaching for doctrines the com- 
mandments of men. 

8 For laying aside the command- 
ment of God, ye hold the tradition of 
men, as the washing of pots and cups: 
and many other such like things ye do. 

9 And he said unto them, Full well 
ye reject the commandment of God, 
that ye may keep your own tradition. 

‘to For Moses said, Honour thy fa- 
ther and thy mother; and, Whoso 
curseth father or mother, let him die 
the death: 

iz But ye say, If a man shall say to 
his father or mother, /é 7s Corban, 
that is to say, a gift, by whatsoever 
thou mightest be profited by me; he 
shall be free. z 

12 And ye suffer him no more to do 
ought for his father or his mother; 

13 Making the word of God of none 
effect through your tradition, which 
ye have delivered: and many such 
like things do ye. 

14 § And when he had called all 
the people unto him, he said unto 
them, Hearken unto me every one of 
you, and understand: » ; 

15 There is nothing from without 
a man, that entering into him can 
defile him: but the things which come 
out of him, those are they that defile 
the man. 

16 If any man have ears to 
let him hear. i 

17 And when he was entered into 

the house from the people, his dis- 
ciples asked him concerning the par- 
able. : 
18 And he saith unto them, Are ye 
so without understanding also? Do 
ye not perceive, that whatsoever 
thing from without entereth into the 
man, cannot defile him, ; 

19 Because it entereth not into his 
heart, but into the belly, and goeth 


hear, 
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out into the draught, purging all 
meats? A F 

20 And he said, That which cometh 
out of the man, that defileth the 
man. ya 

21 For from within, out of the 
heart of men, proceed evil thoughts, 
adulteries, fornications, murders, 

22 Thefts, covetousness, wicked- 
ness, deceit, lasciviousness, an evil 
eye, blasphemy, pride, foolishness: 

23 All these evil things come from 
within, and defile the man. 

24 § And from thence he arose, and 
went into the borders of Lyre and 
Sidon, and entered into an house, and 
would have no man know zw: but he 
could not be hid. | 

25 For a certain woman, whose 
young daughter had an unclean 
spirit, heard of him, and came and 
fell at his feet: 

26 The woman was a Greek, a 
Syrophenician by nation; and she 
besought him that he would cast 
forth the devil out of her daughter. 

27 But Jesus said unto her, Let 
the children first be filled: for it is 
not meet to take the children’s bread, 
and to cast it unto the dogs. 

28 And she answered and said unto 
him, Yes, Lord: yet the dogs under 
the table eat of the children’s crumbs. 

29 And he said unto her, For this 
saying go thy way; the devil is gone 
out of thy daughter. 

30 And when she was come to her 
house, she found the devil gone out, 
and her daughter laid upon the bed. 

31 4 And again, departing from 
the coasts of Tyre and Sidon, he came 
unto the sea of Galilee, through the 
midst cf the coasts of Decapolis. 

32 And they bring unto him one 
that was deaf, and had an impedi- 
ment in his speech; and they beseech 
him to put his hand upon him. 

33, And he took him aside from the 
multitude, and put his fingers into 
his ears, and he spit, and touched 
his tongue; 

34 And looking up to heaven, he 
sighed, and saith unto him, Ephpha- 
tha, that is, Be opened. 

35 And straightway his ears were 
opened, and the string of his tongue 
was loosed, and he spake plain. 

36 And he charged them that they 
should tell no man: but the more he 
charged them, so much the more a 
great dea! they published 7; 

37, And were beyond measure as- 
tonished, saying, He hath done all 
things well: he maketh both the deaf 
to hear, and the dumb to speak.

3 And if I send them away fasting 
to their own houses, they will taint 
by the way: for divers of them came 
fromfar.

4 And his disciples answered him, 
From whence can a man satisfy 
these men with bread here in the wil- 
derness? 

5 And he asked them, How many 
loaveshave ye? And they said, Seven. 

6 And he commanded the people to 
sit down on the ground: and he took 
the seven loaves, and gave thanks, 
and brake, and gave to his disciples 
to set before them, and they did set 
them before the people. 

7 And they had a few small fishes: 
and he blessed, and commanded to 
set them also before them. 

8 So they did eat, and were filled: 
and they took up of the broken meat 
that was left seven baskets. 

9 And they that had eaten were 
about four thousand: and he sent 
them away. f 
_10 § And straightway he entered 
into a ship with his disciples, and 
came into the parts of Dalmanutha. 

tr And the Pharisees came forth, 
and began to question with him, seek- 
ing of him a sign from heaven, tempt- 
ing him. 

12 And he sighed deeply in his 
spirit, and saith, Why doth this gen- 
eration seek after a sign? verily I 
say unto you, There shall no sign be 
given unto this generation. 

_13 And he left them, and entering 
into the ship again departed to the 
other side. ; 

14 { Now the disciples had forgot- 
ten to take bread, neither had they 
io the ship with them more than one 
oaf, 

15 And he charged them, sayin: 
Take heed, beware of the leaven 5 
the Pharisees, and of the leaven of 
Herod. 

16 And they reasoned among them- 
selves, saying, Jt 7s because we have 
no bread. 


17 And when Jesus knew ¢, he 
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saith unto them, Why reason ye, be- 
cause ye have no bread? perceive ye 
not yet, neither understand? have ye 
your heart yet hardened? 

18 Having eyes, see ye not? and 
having ears, hear ye not? and do ye 
not remember? 

19 When I brake the five loaves 
among five thousand, how many bas- 
kets full of fragments took ye up? 
They say unto him, Twelve. 

20 And when the seven among 
four thousand, how many baskets 
full of fragments took ye up? 
they said, Seven. 

_21 And he said unto them, How is 
it that ye do not understand? 

22 § And he cometh to Bethsaida; 
and they bring a blind man unto him, 
and besought him to touch him. 

23 And he took the blind man by 
the hand, and led him out of the 
town; and when he had spit on his 
eyes, and put his hands upon him, he 
asked him if he saw ought. ; 

24 And he looked up, and said, I 
see men as trees, walking. 

25 After that he put hzs hands again 
upon his eyes, and made him look up: 
and he was restored, and saw every 
man Clearly. ; 

26 And he sent him away to his 
house, saying, Neither go into the 
town, nor tell zt to any in the town. 

27.4, And Jesus wen: out, and his 
disciples, into the towns of Cesarea 
Philippi: and by the way he asked 
his disciples, saying unto them, 

hom do men say that Iam? 

28 And they answered qonn the 
Baptist: but some say, ‘Elias; and 
others, One of the prophets. 

29 And he saith unto them, But 
whom say ye that I'am? And Peter 
answereth and saith unto him, Thou 
art the Christ. 

30 And he charged them that they 
should tell no man of him. 

3x And he began to teach them, 
that the Son of man must suffer many 
things, and be rejected of the elders, 
and of the chief priests, and scribes, 
and be killed, and after three days 
rise again. ¥ 

32 And he spake that saying openly. 
And Peter took him, and began to re- 
- buke him. 

33 But when he had turned about 
-and looked onhis disciples, he rebuked 
Peter, saying, Get thee behind me, 
Satan: for thou savourest not the 
things that be of God, but the things 
that be of men. 

34 § And when he had called the 
people unto him with his disciples

also, he said unto them, Whosoever 
will come after me, let him deny him- 
sel and take up his cross, and follow 
e. 

35 For whosoever will save his life 
shall lose it; but whosoever shall lose 
his life for my sake and the gospel’s, 
the same shall save it. 

36. For what shall it profit a man, if 
he shall gain the whole world, and lose 
his own soul? 

37 Or what shall a man give in ex- 
change for his soul? 

38 Whosoever therefore shali be 
ashamed of me and of my words in 
this adulterous and sinful generation; 
of him also shall the Son of man 
be ashamed, when he cometh in the 
glory of his Father with the holy an-

ND he said unto them, Verily I 
say unto you, That there be some 
of them that stand here, which shall 
not taste of death, till they have seen 
the kingdom of God come with power. 
2 7 And after six days Jesus taketh 
with him Peter, and James, and John, 
and leadeth them up into an higk 
mountain apart by themselves: and

4 And there appeared unto them 
Elias with Mosés: and they were talk- 
ing with Jesus.

5 And Peter answered and said to 
gesue: Master, it is good for us to be 

ere: and let us make three taber- 
nacles; one for thee, and one for Mo- 
ses, and one for Elias, 

For he wist not what to say; for 
they were sore afraid. 

7 And there was a cloud that over- 
shadowed them: and a voice came 
out of the cloud, saying, This is ‘my 
beloved Son: hear him. 

8 And suddenly, when they had 
looked round about, they saw no man 
any more, save Jesus only with them- 
selves. 

9 And as they came down from the 
mountain, he charged them that they 
should tell no man what things they 
had seen, till the Son cf man were 
risen from the dead. i ; 

ro And they kept that saying with 
themselves, questioning one with an- 
other what the rising Irom the dead

11 § And they asked him, saying, 
Why say the scribes that Elias must 
first come? 

12 And he answered and told them, 
Elias verily cometh first, and restor- 
eth all things; and how it is written 
of the Son of man, that he must suffer 
many things, and be set at nought. 

13 But I say unto you, That Elias 
is indeed come, and they have done 
unto him whatsoever they listed, as 
it is written of him. 2aX: 

14 § And when he came to his dis- 
ciples, he saw a great multitude about 
them, and the scribes questioning 
with them. 


15 And straightway all the people, 


when they beheld him, were greatly 
amazed, and running to him saluted 


im. 

16 And he asked the scribes, What 
question ye with them? : 

z17 And one of the multitude an- 
swered and said, Master, I have 
brought unto thee my son, which 
hath a dumb spirit; f 

18 And whcresoever he taketh him, 
he teareth him: and he foameth, 
and gnasheth with his teeth, and pin- 
eth away: and I spake to thy disciples 
that they should cast him out; and 
they could not. ¢ ¥ 

19 He answereth him, and saith, O 
faithless generation, how long shall I 
be with you? how long shall I suffer 
you? bring him unto me. 

20 And they brought him unto him: 
and when he saw him, straightway 
the spirit tare him; and he fell on the 
ground, and wallowed foaming. 

21 And he asked his father, How 

long is it ago since this came unto 
him? And he said, Of a child. 
_22 And ofttimes it hath cast him 
into the fire, and into the waters, to 
destroy him: but if thou canst do any 
thing, have compassion on us, and 
help us. 

23 Jesus said unto him, If thou 
canst believe, all things are possible 
to him that believeth. 

24 And straightway the father of 
the child cried out, and said with tears, 
Lord, I believe; help thou mine un- 
belief. 

25 When Jesus saw that the people 
came running together, he rebuked 
the foul spirit, saying unto him, Thou 
dumb and deaf spirit, I charge thee, 
come out of him, and enter no more 
into him, ie 

26 And the spirit cried, and rent him 
sore, and came out of him: and he 
was as one dead; insomuch that many 
said, He is dead. 
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The passion foretold. 


27 But Jesus took him by the hand, 
and lifted him up; and he arose. 

28 And when he was come into the 
house, his disciples asked him pri- 
vately, Why could notwe casthim out? 


29 And he said unto them, This kind | 


can come forth by nothing, but by 
prayer and fasting. 

30 {| And they departed thence, and 
passed through Galilee; and he would 
not that any man should know zt. 

31 For he taught his disciples, and 
said unto them, The Son of man is 
delivered into the hands of men, and 
they shall kill him; and after that 
#8 is killed, he shall rise the third 

ay. 

32 But they understood not that 
saying, and were afraid to ask him. 

33 {| And he came to Capernaum: 
and being in the house he asked them, 
What was it that ye disputed among 
yourselves by the way? 

34 But they held their peace: for 
by the way they had disputed among 
themselves, who should be the greatest. 

35. And he sat down, and called the 
twelve, and saith unto them, If any 
man desire to be first, the same shall 
be last of all, and servant of all. 

36 And he took a child, and set 
him in the midst of them: and when 
he had taken him in his arms, he said 
unto them, 

37, Whosoever shall receive one of 

such children in my name, receiveth 
me: and whosoever shall receive 
me, receiveth not me, but him that 
sent me, 
_ 38 §| And John answered him, say- 
ing, Master, we saw one casting out 
devils in thy name, and he followeth 
not us: and we, forbad him, because 
he followeth not us. 

39 But Jesus said, Forbid him not: 
for there is no man which shall doa 
miracle in my name, that can lightly 
speak evil of me. ‘ 

40 For he that is not against us is 
on our part. 

41 For whosoever shall give you a 
cup of water to drink in my name, be- 
cause ye belong to Christ, verily I say 
unto you, he shall not lose his re- 
ward. 

42 And whosoever shall offend one 
of these little ones that believe in me, 
it is better for him that a millstone 
were hanged about his neck, and he 
were cast into the sea. 

43 And if thy hand offend thee, 
cut it off: it is better for thee to enter 
into life maimed than having two 
hands to go into hell, into the fire that 
never shall be quenched:

44 Where their worm dieth not, 
and the fire is not quenched. 
_45_And if thy foot offend thee, cut 
ft off: itis better for thee to enter halt 
into life, than having two feet to be 
cast into hell, into the fire that never 
shall be quenched:

47 And if thine eye offend -thee, 
pluck it out: it is better for thee to 
enter into the kingdom of Ged with 
one eye, than having two eyes to be

48 Where their worm dieth not, 
and the fire is not quenched. ; 

49 Forevery one shall be salted with 
fire, and every sacrifice shall be 
salted with salt. 

50 Salt 2s good: but if the salt have 
lost his saltness, wherewith will ye 
season it? Have salt in yourselves, 
and have peace one with another.

13 {| And they brought young chil- 
dren to him, that he should touch 
them: and hzs disciples rebuked those 
that brought them. 

14 But when Jesus saw 7, he was 
much displeased, and said unto them, 
Suffer the little children to come unto 
me, and forbid them not: for of such 
is the kingdom of God. 

15 Verily I say unto you, Whoso- 
ever shall not receive the kingdom 
of God as a little child, he shall not 
enter therein. 

16 And he took them up in his 

arms, put hzs hands upon them, and 
blessed them. 
_17 § And when he was gone forth 
into the way, there came one running, 
and kneeled to him, and asked him, 
Good Master, what shall I do that ft 
may inherit eternal life? $ 

18 And Jesus said unto him, Why 
callest thou me good? there is none 
good but one, that 1s, God. 

19 Thou knowest the command- 
ments, Do not commit. adultery, De 
not kill, Do not steal, Do not bear 
false witness, Defraud not, Honour

20 And he answered and said _ unto 
him, Master, all these have I ob- 
served from my youth. | d 

21 Then Jesus beholding him loved 
bim, and said unto him, One thing 


thou lackest: go thy way, sell what- 


soever thou hast, and give to the 
poor, and thou shalt have treasure 
in heaven: and come, take up the 
cross, and follow me. ; 

22 And he was sad at that saying 
and went away grieved: for he had 
great possessions. 

23 § And Jesus looked round about, 
and saith unto his disciples, How 
hardly shall they that have riches 
enter into the kingdom of God! _ 

24 And the disciples were astonished 
at his words. But Jesus answereth 
again, and saith unto them, Children, 
how hard is itfor them that trust in 
riches to enter into the kingdom of 
God! 

25 It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle, than for 
a rich man to enter into the kingdom 
of God. ! 

26 And they were astonished out 
of measure, saying among them- 
selves, Who then can be saved? 

27 And Jesus looking upon them 
saith, With men 2 2s impossible, but 
not with God: for with God all things 


are possible. 
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28 { Then Peter began to say unto 
him, Lo, we have left all, and have 
followed thee. 

29 And Jesus answered and said, 
Verily I say unto you, There is no man 
that hath left house, or brethren, or 
sisters, or father, or mother, or wife, 
or children, or lands, for my sake, 
and the gospel’s, ;

19 And when even was come, he 
went out of the city. A 

20 {| And in the morning, as they 
passed by, they saw the fig tree dried

22 And Jesus answering saith unto 
them, Have faith in God.

8 And they took him, and killed 
him, and cast him out of the vineyard. 

9 What shall therefore the lord of 
the vineyard do? he will come and de- 
stroy the husbandmen, and will give 
the vineyard unto others. f 

to And have ye not read this scrip- 
ture; The stone which the builders 
rejected is become the head of the 
corner: : 

11 This was the Lord’s doing, and 
it is marvellous in our eyes? 

12 And they sought to lay hold on 
him, but feared the people: for they 
knew that he had spoken the parable 
against them: and they left him, and 
went their way. 

13 {| And they send unto him cer- 
tain of the Pharisees and of the He- 
rodians, to catch him in hzs words. 

14 And when they were come, they 
say unto him, Master, we know that 
thou art true, and carest for no man: 
for thou regardest not the person of 
men, but teachest the way of God in 
truth: Is it lawful to give tribute to 
Cesar, or not? | 

15 Shall we give, or shall we net 
give? But he, knowing their hypo- 
crisy, said unto them, Why tempt ye 
me? bring mea penny,that I may see zt. 

16 And they brought 7 And he 
saith unto them, Whose 7s this image 
and superscription? And they said 
unto him, Cesar’s. 

17 And Jesus answering said unto 
them, Render to Caesar the things 
thatare Czsar’s, and to God the things 
that are God’s, And they marvelled 
at him, 

18 { Then come unto him the Sad- 
ducees, which say there is no resur- 
rection; and they asked him, saying, 
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r9 Master, Moses wrote unto us, 
If a man’s brotner die, and leave his 
wite behind him, and leave no children, 
that his brother should take his wife, 
and raise up seed unto his brother. 

20 Now there were seven brethren: 
and the first took a wife, and dying 
left no seed. 

2r And the second took her, and 
died, neither left he any seed: and 
the third likewise. 

22 And the seven had her, and left 
= seed: last of all the woman died 
also. 

23 In the resurrection, therefore, 
when they shall ris?, whose wife shall

_3 It seemed good to me also, hav- 
ing had perfect understanding of all 
things from the very first, to write 
unto thee in order, most excellent 
Theophilus, ;

5 4 HERE was in the days of 

A Herod, the king of Judea, 
a certain priest named Zacharias, of

5 For he loveth our nation, and he 
hath built us a synagogue. 

6 Then Jesus went with them. And 
when he was now not far from the 
house, the centurion sent friends to 
him, saying unto him, Lord, trouble 
not thyself: for Iam not worthy that 
thou shouldest enter under my roof: 

7 Wherefore neither thought I my- 
self worthy to come unto thee: but 
say in a word, and my servant shall 
be healed. 

8 For I also.am a man set under 
authority, having under me soldiers, 
and I say unto one, Go, and he go- 
eth; and to another, Come, and he 
cometh; and to my servant, Do this, 
and he doeth 2t¢. 

9 When Jesus heard these things, 
he marvelled at him, and turned him 
about, and said unto the people that 
followed him, I say unto you, I haye 
not found so great faith, no, not in 
Israel.

to But into whatsoever city ye en- 
ter, and they receive you not, ga 
your ways out into the streets of the 
same, and say, 

rz Even the very dust of your city, 
which cleaveth on us, we do wipe off 
against you: notwithstanding be ye 
sure of this, that the kingdom of God 
is come nigh unto you. 

12 But I say unto you, that it 
shall be more tolerable in that day 
for Sodom, than for that city.. 

13 Woe unto thee, Chorazin! woe 
unto thee, Bethsaida! for if the 
mighty works had been done in Tyre 
and Sidon, which have been done in 
you, they had a great while ago re- 
pented, sitting in sackcloth and ashes. 

14 But it shall be more tolerable

18 If Satan also be divided against 
himself, howshall his kingdom stand ?

40 Ye fools, did not he that made 
that which is without make that 
which is within also? 

41 But rather give alms of such 
things as ye have; and, behold, all 
things are clean unto you. ; 

42 But woe unto you, Pharisees!

45 { Then answered one of the 
lawyers, and said unto him, Master, 
thus saying thou reproachest us also.

N the mean time, when there were 
gathered together an innumera- | 
ble multitude of people, insomuch 
that they trode one upon another, he 
began to say unto his disciples first 
of all, Beware ye of the leaven of the 
Pharisees, which is hypocrisy. 

2 For there is nothing covered, | 
that shall not be revealed; neither 
hid, that shall not be known. 

3 Therefore whatsoever ye have 
spoken in darkness shall be heard in 
the light; and that which ye have | 
spoken in the ear in closets shall be | 
proclaimed upon the house tops. 

4 And I say unto you my friends, 
Be not afraid of them that kill the 
body, and after that have no more 
that they can do. 

5 But I will forewarn you whom he 
shall fear: Fear him, which after he - 
hath killed hath power to cast into 
hell; yea, I say unto you, Fear him. 

6 Are not five sparrows sold for 
two farthings, and not one of them 
is forgotten before God? 

7 But even the very hairs of your 
head are all numbered. Fear not 
therefore: ye are of more value than 
many sparrows. 

8 Also I say unto you, Whosoever 
shall confess me before men, him | 
shall the Son of man also confess be- 
fore the angels of God: 

9 But he that denieth me before 
men shall be denied before the angels 
of God. 

1o And whosoever shall speak a 
word against the Son of man, it shall — 
be forgiven him: but unto him that | 
blasphemeth against the Holy Ghost | 
it shall not be forgiven. 

ir And when they bring you unto | 
the synagogues, and unto magistrates, 
and powers, take ye no thought how | 
or what thing ye shall answer, or what | 
ye shall say: 

12 For the Holy Ghost shall teach 
i in the same hour what ye ought 

O say. 

13 § And one of the company said 
unto him, Master, speak to my bro- 
ther, that he divide the inheritance 
with me. 


14 And he said unto him, Man, | 
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who made me a judge or a divider 
over you? 

15 And he said unto them, Take 
heed, and beware of covetousness: 
for a man’s life consisteth not in the 
abundance of the things which he 
possesseth. 

16 And he spake a parable unto 
them, saying, The ground of a certain 
rich man brought forth plentifully: 

17 And he thought within himself, 


saying, What shall I do, because I 


have no room where to bestow my 
fruits?

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30 Even thus shall it be in the day 
when the Son of man is revealed. 

31 In that day, he which shall be 
upon the house top, and his stuff in 
the house, let him not come down to 
take it away: and he that is in the 
field, let him likewise not return back. 

32 Remember Lot’s wife. 

33 Whosoever shall seek to save 
his life shall lose it; and whosoever 
shall lose his life shall preserve it. 

34 I tell you, in that night there 
shall be two men in one bed; the one

35 Two women shall be grinding to- 
gether; the one shall be taken, and 
the other left.

37 And they answered and said unto 
him, Where, Lord?

thus with himself, God, I thank thee, 
that I am not as other men are, ex- 
tortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even 
as this publican. _ 4 

12 I fast twice in the week, I give 
tithes of all that possess. __ 

13 And the publican, standing afar 
off, would not lift up so much as his 
eyes unto heayen, but smote upon 
his breast, saying, God be merciful 


tomeasinner. — 

14 I tell you, this man went down 
to his house justified rather than the 
other: for every one that exalteth 
himself shall be abased; and he that 
humbleth himself shall be exalted. 

15 And they brought unto him also 
infants, that he would touch them: 
but when his disciples saw 2, they 
rebuked them. : 

16 But Jesus called them unio him, 
and said, Suffer little children to 
come unto me, and forbid them not: 
for of such is the kingdom of God. 

17 Verily I say unto you, Whoso- 
ever shall not receive the kingdom of

32 For he shall be delivered unto 
the Gentiles, and shall be mocked, and 
spitefully entreated, and spitted on:

23 Wherefore then gavest not thou 
my money into the bank, that at my 
coming I might have required mine 
own with usury? 

24 And he said unto them that 
stood by, Take from him the pound, 
and give zz to him that hath ten 
pounds. ) } 

25 (And they said unto him, Lord, 
he hath ten pounds. 

26 For I say unto you, That unto 
every one which hath shall be given; 
and from him that hath not, even tha 
he hath shall be taken away from him, 

27 But those mine enemies, which 
would not that I should reign over 
them, bring hither, and slay them be- 
fore me. i 

28 § And when he had thus spoken, 
he went before, ascending up to Je- 
rusalem. 

29 And it came to_pass, when he 
was come nigh to Bethphage and 
Bethany, at the mount called the 
mount of Olives, he sent two of his 
disciples, 4 4 

30 Saying, Go ye into the village 
over against you; in the which at 
your entering ye shall find a colt tied, 


whereon yet never man sat: loose 
him, and bring him hither. 
31 And if any man ask you, Why do 


ye loose him ? thus shall ye say unto 
him, Because the Lord hath need of 


him. 

32 And they that were sent went 
their way, and found even as he had 
said unto them. i 

33 And as they were loosing the colt, 
the phic ene hagte unto them, 
Why loose ye the colt? 

34 And they said, The Lord hath 
need of him. ; 

35 And they brought him to Jesus: 
and they cast their garments upon 
the colt, and they set Jesus thereon. 

36 And as he went, they spread 
their clothesin the way. 

37 And whenhe was come nigh,even 
now at the descent of the mount of 
Olives, the whole multitude of the 
disciples began to rejoice and praise 
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God with a loud voice for all the 
mighty works that they had seen; 

ae Saying, Blessed be the King that 
cometh in the name of the Lord: 
peace in heaven, and glory in the 
highest. : 

39 And some of the Pharisees from 
among the multitude said unto him, 
Master, rebuke thy disciples. | 

40 And he answered and said unto 
them, I tell you that, if these should 
hold their peace, the stones would 
immediately cry out. 

41 { And when he was come near, 
he beheld the city, and wept over it, 

42 Saying, If thou hadst known, 
even thou, at least in this thy day, the 
things which belong unto thy peace! 
but now they are hid from thine eyes. 

43 For the days shall come upon 
thee, that thine enemies shali casta 
trench about thee, and compass thee 
round, and keep thee in on every side,

5 And they reasoned with them- 
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selves, saying, If we shall say, From 
heaven; he will say, Why then be- 
lieved ye him not? 

6 But and if we say, Of men; all the 
people will stone us: for they be per- 
suaded that John was a prophet. 

7 And they answered, that they 
could not tell whence 7t was. : 

And Jesus said unto them, Nei- 
ther tell I you by what authority I do 
these things. 

9 Then began he to speak to the 
people this parable; A certain man 
planted a vineyard, and let it forth 
to husbandmen, and went into a far 
country for a long time. 

to And at the season he sent a ser- 
vant to the husbandmen, that they 
should give him of the fruit of the 
vineyard: but the husbandmen beat 
him, and sent him away empty. 

11 And again he sent another ser- 
vant: and they beat him also, and en- 
treated him shamefully, and sent him 
away empty. } 

12 And again he sent a third: and 
they wounded him also, and cast him 
out. 

13 Then said the lord of the vine- 
yard, What shall I do? I will send 
my beloved son: it may be they will 
reverence him when they see him. 

14 But when the husbandmen saw 
him, they reasoned among them- 
selves, saying, This is the heir: 
come, let us kill him, that the inherit- 
ance may be ours. : 

15 So they cast him out of the vine- 
yard, and killed him. What there- 
fore shall the lord of the vineyard do 
unto them? 

16 He shall come and destroy these 
husbandmen, and shall give the vine- 
yard to others. And when they heard 
a, they said, God forbid. 

17 And he beheld them, and said, 
What is this then that is written, The 
stone which the builders rejected, the 
eane is become the head of the cor- 
ner 

18 Whosoever shall fall upon that 
stone shall be broken; but on whom-~ 
soever it shall fall, it will grind him to 
powder. i 

19 § And the chief priests and the 
scribes the same hour sought to lay 
hands on him; and they feared the 
people: for they perceived that he 
had spoken this parable against them. 

20 And they watched him, and sent 
forth spies, which should feign them- 
selves vest men, that they might take 
hold of his words, that so they might 
deliver him unto the power and au- 
thority of the governor. 
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21 And they asked him, saying, 
Master, we know that thou sayest 
and teachest rightly, neither accept- 
est thou the person of any, but teach- 
est the way of God truly: 

22 Is it lawful for us to give tribute 
unto Cesar, or no? 

23 But he perceived their craftiness, 
and, said unto them, Why tempt ye 
me? 

24 Shewmea penny. Whose image 
and superscription hath it? They an- 
swered and said, Czsar’s. 

25 And he said unto them, Render 
therefore unto Cesar the things 
which be Czsar’s, and unto God the 
things which be God’s. 

26 And they could not take hold of 
his words before the people: and they 
marvelled at his answer, and held 
their peace. ; 

27_§ Then came. to him certain of 
the Sadducees, which deny that there 
is any resurrection: and they asked 


m, z 
28 Saying, Master, Moses wrote unto 
us, If any man’s brother die, having 
a wife, and he die without children, 
that his brother should take his wife, 
and raise up seed unto his brother. 

29 There were therefore seven bre- 
thren: and the first took a wife, and 
died without children. ; 

30 And the second took her to wife, 
and he died childless. ; 

31 And the third took her; and in 
like manner the seven also: and they 
left no children, anddied. 

32 Last of all the woman died also. 

33 Therefore in the resurrection 
whose wife of them is she? for seven 
had her to wife. : ; 

34 And Jesus answering said unto 
them, The children of this world 
marry, and are given in marriage: 

35 But they which shall be ac- 
counted worthy to obtain that world, 
and the resurrection from the dead, 
neither marry, nor are given in mar- 
riage: 

36 Neither can they die any more: 
for they are equal unto the angels; 
and are the children of God, being the 
children of the resurrection. ; 

37 Now that the dead are raised, 
even Moses shewed at the bush, when 

-he calleth the Lord the God of Abra- 
ham, and the God of Isaac, and the 
God of Jacob. 

38 For he is not a God of the dead, 

but of the living: for all live unto 


im. 

39 § Then certain of the scribes an- 
7° a said, Master, thou hast well 
said. 


40 And after that they durst not ask 
him any question at all. 

41 And he said unto them, How 
say they that Christ is David's son? 

42 And David himself saith in the 
book of Psalms, The LORD said unto 
my Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, 

43 Till I make thine enemies thy 
footstool. 

44 David therefore calleth him 
Lord, how is he then his son? 

45 {| Then in the audience of all 
the people he said unto his disciples, 

46 Beware of the scribes, which 
desire to walk in long robes, and love 
greetings in the markets, and the 
highest seats in the synagogues, and 
the chief rooms at feasts; 

47 Which devour widows’ houses, 
and for a shew make long prayers: 
the same shall receive greater dam- 


nation.

14 Settle 7 therefore in your hearts, 
not to meditate before what ye shall 
answer: ;

16 And ye shall be betrayed both 
by parents, and brethren, and kins- 
folks, and friends; and some of you 
shall they cause to be put to death.

41 And we indeed justly; for we 
receive the due reward of our deeds: 
but this man hath done nothing 
amiss. : 

42 And he said unto Jesus, Lord, 
remember me when thou comest into 
thy kingdom. ; : ; 

aS And Jesus said unto him, Verily 
I say unto thee, To day shalt thou be 
with me in paradise. : 

44 And it was about the sixth hour.

5 Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, Except a man be born 
of water and of the Spirit, he cannot 
énter into the kingdom of God. i 

6 That which is born of the flesh is 
flesh; and that which is born of the 
Spirit is spirit. ‘ 

7 Marvel not that I said unto thee, 
Ye must be born again. Bk 

he wind bloweth where it list- 
eth, and thou hearest the sound there- 
of, but canst not tell whence it cometh, 
and whither it goeth: so is every one 
that is born of the Spirit. } 

9 Nicodemus answered and said 
unto him, How can these things be? 

ro Jesus answered and said unto 
him, Art thou a master of Israel, and 
knowest not these things? 

11 Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
We speak that we do know, and testify 
that we have seen; and ye receive not 
our witness. 

12 If I have told you earthly things, 
and ye believe not, how shall ye be- 
lieve, if I tell you of heavenly things? 

13 And no man hath ascended up 
to heaven, but he that came down 
from heaven, even the Son of man 
which is in heaven. 

14 § And as Moses lifted up the 
serpent in the wilderness, even so 
must the Son of man be lifted up: 

15 That whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have eternal 


ife, 

16 § For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life. : 

17 For God sent not his Son into 
the world to condemn the world; but

that ie world through him might be 
saved. . 

18 { He that believeth on him is 
not condemned: but he that believeth 
not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of God. : 

19 And this is the condemnation, 
that light is come into the world, 
and men loved darkness rather than 
light, because their deeds were evil. 

20 For every one that doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither cometh to 
the light, lest his deeds should be re- 
proved. 

21 But he that doeth truth cometh 
to the light, that his deeds may be 
made manifest, that they are wrought 
in God. : 

22 {| After these things came Jesus 
and his disciples into the land of Ju- 
dzea; and there he tarried with them, 
and baptized. =o 

23 {| And John also was baptizing 
in Anon near to Salim, because there 
was much water there: and they 
came, and were baptized. f 

24 For John was not yet cast into 
prison. : 

25 { Then there arose a question 
between some of John’s disciples and 
the Jews about purifying. 

26 And they came unto John, and 
said unto him, Rabbi, he that was 
with thee beyond Jordan, to whom 
thou barest witness, behold, the same 
baptizeth, and all men come to him. 

27 John answered and said, Aman 
can receive nothing, except it be given 

from heaven. 

28 Ye yourselves bear me witness, 
that I said, I am not the Christ, but — 
that I am sent before him. 

29 He that hath the bride is the 
bridegroom: but the friend of the 
bridegroom, which standeth and 
heareth him, rejoiceth greatly be- 
cause of the bridegroom’s voice: this 
my joy therefore is fulfilled.

13 Jesus answered and said unto 
her, osoever drinketh of this wa-

28 The woman then left her water- 
pot, and went her way into the city, 
and saith to the men, : 

29 Come, see a man, which told me 
all things that ever I did: is not this 
the Christ? % 

30 Then they went out of the city,

31 { In the mean while his disciples 
prayed him, saying, Master, eat. 

32 But he said unto them, I have 
meat to eat that ye know not of. 

33 Therefore said the disciples one 
to another, Hath any man brought 
him ought to eat? 

34 Jesus saith unto them, My 
meat is to do the will of him that sent 
me, and to finish his work. 

35 Say not ye, There are pet four 
months, and then cometh harvest? 
behold, I say unto you, Lift up your 
eyes, and look on the fields; for they 
are white already to harvest.

hen Peter said, Silver and gold 
have I none; but such as I have give 
In the name of Jesus Christ 
of Nazareth rise up and walk. 

7 And he took him by the right 
hand, and lifted him up: and imme- 
diately his feet and ancle bones re- 
ceived strength. — 

And he leaping up stood, and 
walked, and entered with them into 


praising God. . 

9 And all the people saw him walk- 
ing and praising God: 4 

to And they knew that it was he 
which sat for alms at the Beautiful 
gate of the temple: and they were 
filled with wonder and amazement at 
that which had happened unto him. 

tr And as the lame man which was 
healed held Peter and John, all the 
people ran together unto them in 
the porch that is called Solomon’s, 
greatly wondering. € 

I2 § And when Peter saw zt, he an- 
swered unto the people, Ye men of Is- 
rael, why marvel ye at this? or why 
look ye so earnestly on us, as though 
by our own power or holiness we had 
made this man to walk? 

13 The God of Abraham, and of 
Isaac, and of Jacob, the God of. our 
fathers, hath glorified his Son Jesus; 
whom ye delivered up, and denied 
him in the presence of Pilate, when 
he was determined to let him go. 

14 But ye denied the Holy One and 
the Just, and desired a murderer to 
be granted unto you; i 

15 And killed the Prince of life, 
whom God hath raised from the dead} 
whereof we are witnesses. 

16 And his name through faith in 
his name hath made this man strong, 
whom ye see and know: yea, the 
faith which is by him hath given him 
this perfect soundness in the presence 
of you all. 

17 And now, brethren, I wot that 
through ignorance ye did zt, as did 
also your rulers. 

18 But those things, which God be- 
fore had sheved by the mouth of all 
his prophets, that Christ should suffer, 
he hath so fulfilled. 

19 4 Repent ye therefore, and be 
converted, that your sins may be 
blotted out, when the times of refresh- 
ing shall come from the presence of 
the Lord; 

20 And he shall send Jesus Christ, 
which before was preached unto you: 

21. Whom the heaven must receive 
until the times of restitution of all 
things, which God hath spoken by the 
mouth of all his holy prophets since 
the world began. 

22 For Moses truly said unto the fa- 
thers, A prophet shall the Lord your 
God raise up unto you of your bre- 
thren, like unto me; him shall ye 
hear in all things whatsoever he shall 
say unto you. 

23 And it shall come to pass, that

ND as they spake unto the people

Ghost, said unto them, Ye rulers of

y what means he is made whole;

the name ” 3 Jesus Christ of Nazareth, 
whom ye crucified, whom God raised 
from the dead, even by him doth this 
man stand here before you whole. 

11 This is the stone which was set

12 Neither is there, salvation in 
any other: for there is none other

I3 § Now when they saw the bold- 
mess of Peter and John, and per- 
ceived that they were unlearned and 
ignorant men, they marvelled; and 
they took knowledge of them, that 
they had been with Jesus.

15 But when they had commanded 
them to go aside out of the council,

17 But that it spread no’ further 
among the people, let us straitly 
threaten them, that they speak hence- 
forth to no man in this name.

19 But Peter and John answered 
and said unto them, Whether it be 
right in the sight of God to hearken 
unto you more than unto God, judge 
ye. 
20 For we cannot but speak the 
things which we have seen and heard. 

21 So when they had further threat- 
ened them, they let them go,° find- 
ing nothing how they might punish 
them, because of the people: for all 
men glorified God for that which was 
done. 

22 For the man was above forty 
years old, on whom this miracle of 
healing was shewed. 

23 § And being let go, they went 
to their own company, and reported 
all that the chief priests and elders 
had said unto them. 

24 And when they heard that, they 
lifted up their voice to God with one 
accord, and said, Lord, thou art God, 
which hast made heaven, and earth, 
and the sea, and all that in them is: 

25 Who by the mouth of thy servant 
David hast said, Why did the heathen 
rage, and the people imagine vain 
things? :

15 Insomuch that they brought | 
forth the sick into the streets, and 
laid them on beds and couches, that | 
at the least the shadow of Peter pass- | 
ing by might overshadow some of 
them. 

16 There came also a multitude out 
of the cities round about unto Jeru- 
salem, bringing sick folks, and them 
which were vexed with unclean spir- | 
its: and they were healed every 
one. 

17 { Then the high priest rose up, 
and all they that were with him, 
(which is the sect of the Sadducees,) | 
and were filled with indignation, 

18 And laid their hands on the 
apostles, and put them in the com- 
mon prison. 

19 But the angel of the Lord by 
night opened the prison doors, and 
brought them forth, and said, 

20 Go, stand and speak in the tem- 
ple to the people all the words of this 
ife. : 

21 And when they heard that, they 
entered into the temple early in the 
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morning, and taught. But the high 
priest came, and they that were with 
him, and called the council together, 
and all the senate of the children of 
Israel, and sent to the prison to have 
them brought. 

22 But when the officers came, and 
found them not in the prison, they re- 
turned, and told, _ 

23 Saying, The prison truly found 
we shut with all safety, and the keep- 
ers standing without before the doors: 
but when we had opened, we found 
no man within. zi 

24 Now when the high priest and 
the captain of the temple and the 
chief priests heard these things, they 
doubted of them whereunto this 
would grow. 

25, Then came one and told them, 
saying, Behold, the men whom ye put 
in prison are standing in the temple, 
and teaching the people. 

26 Then went the captain with the 
officers, and brought them without 
violence: for they feared the people, 
lest they should have been stoned. 

27 And when they had _ brought 
them, they set them before the coun- 
cil: and the high priest asked them, 

28 Saying, Did not we straitly com- 
mand you that ye should not teach 
in this name? and, behold, ye have 
filled: Jerusalem with your doctrine, 
and intend to bring this man’s blood 
upon us. 

29 { Then Peter and the other apos- 
tles answered and said, We ought to 
obey God rather than men. . 

30 The God of our fathers raised up 
J seuss whom ye slew and hanged on 
a tree. 

31 Him hath God exalted with his 
right hand to be a Prince and a 
Saviour, for to give repentance to Is- 
rael, and forgiveness of sins. 

32 And we are his witnesses of 
these things; and so 2s also the Holy 
Ghost, whom God hath given to them 
_ that obey him. 

33 §| When they heard that, they 
were cut to the heart, and took counsel 
to slay them. i 

34 Then stood there up one in the 
council, a Pharisee, named. Gama- 
liel, a doctor of the law, had in repu- 
tation among all the people, and com- 
manded to put the apostles forth a 
little space; , 

35 And said unto them, Ye men of 
Israel, take heed to yourselves what 
ye intend to do as touching these men. 

36 For before these days rose up 
Theudas, boasting himself to be 

somebody; to whom a number of 
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of the apostles. 


men, about four hundred, joined 
themselves: who was slain; and all, 
as many as obeyed him, were scat- 
tered, and brought to nought. 

37, After this man rose up Judas of 
Galilee in the days of the taxing, 
and drew away much people after 
him: he also perished; and all, even as 
many as obeyed him, were dispersed. 

38 And now I say unto you, Refrain 
from these men, and let them alone: 
for if this counsel or this work be of 
men, it will come to nought: 

39 But if it be of God, ye cannot 
overthrow it; lest haply ye be found 
even to fight against God. 

40 And to him they agreed: and 
when they had called the apostles, 
and beaten them, they commanded 
that they should not speak in the 
name of Jesus, and let them go.

But we will give ourselves con- 
tinually to prayer, and to.the ministry 
of the word. ; 

5 1 And the saying pleased the 
whole multitude: and they chose 
Stephen, a man full of faith and of 
the Holy Ghost, and Philip, and 
Prochorus, and Nicanor, and Timon, 
and Parmenas, and Nicolas a prose- 
lyte of Antioch: 

6 Whom theyset beforetheapostles: 
and when they had prayed, they laid 
their hands on them. i 

7 And the word of God increased; 
and the number of the disciples mul- 
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tiplied in Jerusalem greatly; and a 
great company of the priests were 
obedient to the faith. : 

8 And Stephen, full of faith and 
power, did great wonders and mir- 
acles among the people. ; 

9 ‘| Then there arose certain of the 
synagogue, which is called the syna- 
gogue of the Libertines, and Cyreni- 
ans, and Alexandrians, and of them 
of Cilicia and of Asia, disputing with 
Stephen. 7 

10 And they were not able to resist 
the wisdom and the spirit by which 
he spake. f 

iz Then theysuborned men, which 
said, We have heard him speak blas- 
phemous words against Moses, and 
against God. i 

12 And they stirred up the people, 
and the elders, and the scribes, and 
came upon him, and caught him, and 
brought hzm to the council, ; 

13 And set up false witnesses, which 
said, This man ceaseth not to speak 
blasphemous words against this holy

14 For we have heard him say, 
that this Jesus of Nazareth shall de- 
stroy this place, and shall change the 
customs which Moses delivered us.

22 And Moses was learned in all 
the wisdom of the Egyptians, and 
was mighty in words and in deeds. 

23 And when he was full forty 
years old, it came into his heart to

7 For unclean spirits, crying with 
loud voice, came out of many that 
were possessed with them: and many 
taken with palsies, and that were 
lame, were healed.

18 And when Simon saw that 
through laying on of the apostles’ 
hands the Holy Ghost was given, he 
offered them money, 

19 Saying, Give me also this power, 
that on whomsoever I lay hands, he 
may receive the Holy Ghost. 

20 But Peter said unto him, Thy 
money perish with thee, because 
thou hast thought that the gift of God 
may be purchased with money. 

,21 Thou hast neither part nor lot 
in this matter: for thy heart is not 
right in the sight of God. - 

22 Repent therefore of this thy 
wickedness, and pray God, if per- 


haps the thought of thine heart may 


be forgiven thee. 

23 For I perceive that thou art in 
the gall of bitterness, and in the bond 
of iniquity. 

24 Then answered Simon, and said, 
Pray ye to the Lord for me, that 
none of these things which ye have 
spoken come upon me.

25 Then the disciples took him b 
night, and let him down by the wail 
in a basket. 

26 And when Saul was come to Je- 
rusalem, he assayed to join himself 
to the disciples: but they were all 
afraid of him, and believed not that 
he was a disciple. i 

27 But Barnabas took him, and 
brought him to the apostles, and de- 
clared unto them how he had seen 
the Lord in the way, and that he had 
spoken to him, and how he had 
preached boldly at Damascus in the 
name of Jesus. 3 

28 And he was with them coming in 
and going out at Jerusalem. 

29 And he spake boldly in the

30 And Cornelius said, Four days 
ago I was fasting until this hour; and 
at the ninth hour I prayed in my 
house, and, behold, a man stood be- 
fore me in bright clothing, 

31 And said, Cornelius, thy prayer 
is heard, and thine alms are had in 
remembrance in the sight of God. 

32 Send therefore to Joppa, and call 
hither Simon, whose surname is Pe- 
ter; he is lodged in the house of one 
Simon a tanner by the sea side: who, 
Woes he cometh, shall speak unto 
thee. 

33 Immediately therefore I sent to 
thee; and thou hast well done that 
thou art come. Now therefore are we 
all here present before God, to hear 
all things that are commanded thee 


34 4 Then Peter opened his mouth, 
and said, Of a truth I perceive that 
God is no respecter of persons: 

35 But in every nation he that fear- 
eth him, and worketh righteousness, 
is accepted with him. 
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Peter is accused. 


36 The word which God sent unto the 
children of Israel, preaching peace by 
Jesus Christ: (he is Lord of all:) j 

37 That word, I say, ye know, which 
was published throughout all Judza, 
and began from Galilee, after the bap- 
tism which John preached; 

38 How God anointed Jesus of Naz- 
areth with the Holy Ghost and with 
power: who went about doing good, 
and healing all that were oppressed 
of the devil; for God was with him. 

39 And we are witnesses of all things 
which he did both in the land of the 
Jews, and in Jerusalem; whom they 
slew and hanged on a tree: ; 

40 Him God raised up the third day, 
and shewed him openly; 

41 Not to all the people, but unto 
witnesses chosen before of God, even 
to us, who did eat and drink with 
him after he rose from the dead. 

42 And he commanded us to preach 
unto the people, and to testify that 
it is he which was ordained of God to 
be the Judge of quick and dead. 

43 To him give all the prophets 
witness, that through his name who- 
soever believeth in him shall receive 
remission of sins, 

44 4] While Peter yet spake these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on all 
them which heard the word. ; 

45 And they of the circumcision 
which believed were astonished, as 

many as came with Peter, because 
that on the Gentiles also was poured 
out the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

46 For they heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God.

was Mark; where many were ga- 
thered together praying. 

13 And as Peter knocked at the 
door of the gate, a damsel came to 
hearken, named Rhoda. 

14 And when she knew Peter’s 
voice, she opened not the gate for 
gladness, but ran in, and told how 
Peter stood before the gate. 

15 And they said unto her, Thou 
art mad. But she constantly affirmed 
that it was even so. Then said they, 
It is his angel. ; ; 

16 But Peter continued knocking: 
and when they had opened the door, 
and saw him, they were astonished. 

17 But he, beckoning unto them 
with the hand to hold their peace, 
declared unto them how the Lord 
had brought him out of the prison.

OW there were in the church

2 As they ministered to the Lord, 
and fasted, the Holy Ghost said, 
Separate me Barnabas and Saul for 
the work whereunto I have called 


em. 

3 And when they had fasted and 
prayed, and laid their hands on them, 
they sent them away. 

4 J So they, being sent forth by the 
Holy Ghost, departed unto Seleucia; 
and from thence they sailed to 
Cyprus. 

5 And when they were at Salamis, 
they preached the word of God in the 
synagogues of the J: ews: and they 
had also John to their minister, 

6 And when they had gone through 
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the isle unto Paphos, they found a 
certain sorcerer, a false prophet, a 
Jew, whose name was Bar-jesus: 

7 Which was with the deputy of the 
country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent 
man; who called for Barnabas and 
Saul, and desired to hear the word of 


od. 

8 But Elymas the sorcerer (for so | 
is his name by interpretation) with- 
stood them, seeking to turnaway the 
deputy from the faith. 

9 Then Saul, (who also 2s called 
Paul,) filled with the Holy Ghost, set 
his eyes on him, ‘ 

10 And said, O full of all subtilty 
and all mischief, thou child of the 
devi h enemy of all righteous- 
ness, wilt-thou not cease to pervert 
the right ways of the Lord? 

11 And now, behold, the hand of 
the Lord zs upon thee, and thou shalt 
be blind, not seeing the sun for a sea- 
son. And immediately there fell on 


him a mist and a darkness; and he | 


went about seeking some to lead him 
by the hand. 

12 Then the deputy, when he saw 
what was done, believed, being as- 
tonished at the doctrine of the Lord. 

13 Now when Paul and his com- 
pany loosed from Paphos, they came 
to Perga in Pamphylia: and John 
departing from them returned to Je- 
rusalem.

16 Then Paul stood up, and beck- 
oning with hzs hand said, Men of Is-. 
rael, and ye that fear God, give audi- 
ence, 

1'7 The God of this people of Israeli 
chose our fathers, and: exalted the 
pecple when they dwelt as strangers 
in the land of Egypt, and withan high 
arm brought he them out of it. 

18 And about the time of forty years 
suffered he their manners in the 
wilderness. 

19 And when he had destroyed sev- 
€n nations in the land of Chanaan, 
he divided their land to them by lot. 
_20 And after that he gave unto them 
judges about the space of four hun- 
dred and fifty years, until Samuel the 
prophet. 

21 And afterward they desired 2

king: and God gave unto them Saul 
the son of Cis, a man of the tribe of 
Benjamin, by the space of forty years. 

22 And when he had removed him, 
he raised up unto them David to be 
their king; to whom also he gave 
testimony, and said, I have found 
David the son of Jesse, a man after 
mine own heart, which shall fulfil 
all my will, 

23 Of this man’s seed hath God 
according to his promise raised unto 
Jsrael a Saviour, Jesus: 

24 When John had first preached 
before his coming the baptism of re- 
pentance to all the people of Israel. 

25 And as John fulfilled his course, 
he said, Whom think ye that I am? 
Iam nothe. But, behold, there cometh 
one after me, whose shoes of hzs feet 
I am not worthy to loose. 

26 Men and brethren, children of 
the stock of Abraham, and whoso- 
ever among you feareth God, to you 
is the word of this salvation sent. 

27 For they that dwellat Jerusalem, 
and their rulers, because they knew 
him not, nor pet the voices of the 
prophets which are read every sab- 

ath day, they have fulfilled them in 
condemning him. 

28 And though they found no cause 
of death zn him, yet desired they Pi- 
late that he should be slain, 

29 And when they had fulfilled all 
that was written of him, they took 
him down from the tree, and laid ham 
inasepulchre, ., : 
gegen Bet God raised him from the 

ead: 

31 And he was seen many days of 
them which came up with him from 
Galilee to Jerusalem, who are his 
witnesses unto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you glad 
tidings, how that the promise w. ich 
was made unto the fathers, 

33 God hath fulfilled the same unto 
us their children, in that he hath 
raised up Jesus again; as it is also 
written in the second psalm, Thou art 
my Son, this day have I begotten 


ee. 

34 And as concerning that he raised 
him up from the dead, now no more 
to return to corruption, he said on 
this wise, I will give you the sure 
mercies of David. : a 
38 Wherefore he saith also in an- 
other psalm, Thou shalt not suffer 
thine Hol One to see corruption. 

36 For David, after he had served 
his own generation by the will of God, 
fell on sleep, and was laid unto his 
fathers, and saw corruption: 
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at Antioch. 


37 But he, whom God raised again, 
saw no corruption. 

38 4 Be it known unto you there- 

fore, men and brethren, that through 
this man is preached unto you the 
forgiveness of sins: 
_39 And by him all that believe are 
justified from all things, from which 
ye could not be justified by the law 
of Moses. 

40 Beware therefore, lest that come 
upon you, which is spoken of in the 
prophets; | : 

41 Behoid, ye despisers,and wonder, 
and perish: for I work a work in 
your days, a work which ye shall in 
no wise believe, though a man de- 
clare it unto you. 

42 And when the Jews were gone 
out of the synagogue, the Gentiles 
besought that these words might be 
preached to them the next sabbath. 

43 Now when the congregation was 
broken up, many of the Jews and 
religious proselytes followed Paul 
and Barnabas: who, speaking to 
them, persuaded them to continue in 
the grace of God. 

44 § And the next sabbath day came 
almost the whole city together to hear 
the word of God. 

45 But when the Jews saw the mul- 
titudes, they were filled with envy, 
and spake against those things which 
were spoken by Paul, contradicting 
and blaspheming. 

46 Then Paul and Barnabas waxed 
bold, and said, It was necessary that 
the word of God should first have 
been spoken to you: but seeing ye 
put it from you, and judge yourselves 
unworthy of everlasting life, lo, we 
turn to the Gentiles. 

47 For so hath the Lord command- 
ed us, saying, I have set thee to bea 
light of the Gentiles, that thou should- 
est be for salvation unto the ends of 
the earth. : 

48 And when the Gentiles heard 
this, they were glad, and glorified the 
word of the Lord: and as many as 
were ordained to eternal life believed. 

49 And the word of the Lord was 
published throughout all the region. 

50 But the Jews stirred up the de- 
vout and honourable women, and 
the chief men of the city, and raised 
per against Paul and Barna- 

as, and expelled them out of their 
coasts. 

51 But they shook off the dust of 
their feet against them, and came 
untoIconium.

12 And they called Barnabas, Ju- 
piter; and Paul, Mercurius, because 
he was the chief speaker. 

13 Then the priest of Jupiter, which 
was before their city, brought oxen 
and garlands unto the gates, and 
would have done sacrifice with the 
people. — 

14 Which when the apostles, Bar- 
nabas and Paul, heard of, they rent 
their clothes, and ran in among the 
people, crying out, 

15 And saying, Sirs, why do ye these 
things? We also are men of like 
passions with you, and preach unto 
you that ye should turn from these 
vanities unto the living God, which 
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Paul stoned at Lystra.

23 And when they had ordained 
them elders in every church, and had 
prayed with fasting, they commended 
them to the Lord, on whom they be- 
lieved. 

24 And after they had passed 
throughout Pisidia, they came to 
Pamphylia. 

25 And when they had preached the 
word in Perga, they went down into 
Attalia: 

26 And thence sailed to Antioch, 
from whence they had been recom- 
mended to the grace of God for the 
work which they fulfilled. 

27 And when they were come, and 
had gathered the church together, 
they rehearsed all that God had done 
with them, and how he had opened 
the door of faith unto the Genti es. 

28 And there they abode long time 
with the disciples.

22 Then pleased it the apostles and 
elders, with the whole church, to send 
chosen men of their own_company 
to Antioch with Paul and Barnabas; 
namely, Judas surnamed Barsabas, 
and Silas, chief men among the bre- 
thren: 

23 And they wrote letters by them 
after this manner; The apostles and 
elders and brethren send greeting unto 
the brethren which are of the Gentiles 
in Antioch and Syria and Cilicia: 

24 Forasmuch as we have heard, 
that certain which went out from us 
have troubled you with words, subvert- 
ing your souls, saying, Ye must be cir- 
cumcised, and keep the law: to whom 
we gave nosuch commandment: 

25 It seemed good unto us, being 
assembled with one accord, to send 
chosen men unto you with our be- 
loved Barnabas and Paul, i 

26 Men that have hazarded their 
lives for the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

27 We have sent therefore Judas 
and Silas, who shall also tell you the 
same things by mouth. 

28 For it seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you no 
greater burden than these necessary 
things; ; 

29 That ye abstain from meats of- 
fered to idols, and from blood, and 
from things strangled, and from for- 
nication: from which if yekeep your- 
selves, ye shall do well. Fare ye well. 

30 So when they were dismissed, 
they came to Antioch: and when they 
had gathered the multitude together, 
they delivered the epistle: 

31 Which when they had read, they 
rejoiced for the consolation. | 

32 And Judas and Silas, being pro- 
phets also themselves, exhorted the 
brethren with many words, and con- 
firmed them. ; 

33 And after they had tarried there 
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a space, they were let go in peace 
from the brethren unto the apostles. 

34. Notwithstanding it pleased Silas 
to abide there still. 

35 Paul also and Barnabas con- 
tinued in Antioch, teaching and 
preaching the word of the Lord, with 
many others also. I 

36 {| And some days after Paul said 
unto Barnabas, Let us go again and 
visit our brethren in every city where 
we have preached the word of the 
Lord, and see how they do. 

37 And Barnabas determined to 
take with them John, whose sur- 
name was Mark. 

38 But Paul thought not good to 
take him with them, who departed 
from them from Pamphylia, and 
went not with them to the work. 

39 And the contention was so sharp 
between them, that they departed 
asunder one from the other: and so 
Barnabas took Mark, and sailed unto 
Cyprus; E 

40 And Paul chose Silas, and de- 
parted, being recommended by the 
brethren unto the grace of God. 

41 And he went through Syria and 
Cilicia, confirming the churches, 


CHAPTER 16. 


1 Timothy is circumcised. 14 Lydia 
converted. 19 Paul and Silas impris- 
oned. 36 Their release. 


Sp BEN came he to Derbe and Lys-| u 


tra: and, behold, a certain dis- 
ciple was _ there, named Timotheus, 
the son of a certain woman, which 
was a Jewess, and believed; but his 
father was a Greek: 

2 Which was well reported of by 
the brethren that were at Lystra and 
Iconium. 

3 Him would Paul have to go forth 
with him; and took and circum- 
cised him because of the Jews which 
were in those. quarters: for they 
knew all that his father was a Greek. 

4 And as they went through the 
cities, they delivered them the decrees 
for to keep, that were ordained of 
the apostles and elders which were at 
Jerusalem. 

.5, And so were the churches estab- 
lished in the faith, and increased in 
number daily, 

6 Now when they had gone through- 
out Phrygia and the region of Galatia, 
and were forbidden of the Holy Ghost 
to preach the word in Asia, 

7 After they were come to Mysia, 
they assayed to go into Bithynia: but 
the Spirit suffered them not, 
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8 And they passing by Mysia came 
down to Troas. 

9 And a vision appeared to Paul 
in the night; There stood a man of 
Macedonia, and prayed him, saying, 
Come over into Macedonia, and help 
us. 

10 And after he had seen the vision, 
immediately we endeavoured to go 
into Macedonia, assuredly gathering 
that the Lord had called us for to 
preach the gospel unto them. 

11 Therefore loosing from Troas, 
we came with a straight course to 
Samothracia, and the next day to Ne- 
apolis; We BS) 

12 And from thence to Philippi, 
which is the chief city of that part 
of Macedonia, and a colony: and we 
were in that city abiding certain days. 

13 And on the sabbath we went 
out of the city by a river side, where 
prayer was wont to be made; and we 
sat down, and spake unto the women 
which resorted thither. 

14 { And a certain woman named 
Lydia, a seller of purple, of the city 
of Thyatira, which worshipped God, 
heard us: whose heart the Lord 
opened, that she attended unto the 
things which were spoken of Paul. 

15 And when she was baptized, and 
her household, she besought us, say- 
ing, If ye have judged me to be faith- 
ful to the Lord, come into my house, 
and abide there. And she constrained

16 { And itcame to pass, as we went 
to prayer, a certain damsel possessed 
with a spirit of divination met us, 
which brought her masters much 
gain by soothsaying: 

17 The same followed Paul and us, 
and cried, saying, These men are the 
servants of the most high God, which 
shew. unto us the way of salva- 

ion. 

18 And this did she many days. But 
Paul, being grieved, turned and said 
to the spirit, I command thee in the 
name of Jesus Christ to come out of 
her. he came out the same 
hour, 

19 pane when her masters saw 
that the hope of their gains was gone, 
they caught Paul and Silas, and drew 
them into the marketplace unto the 
rulers, 

20 And brought them to the magis- 
trates, saying, These men, being Jews, 
do exceedingly trouble our city, 

21 And teach customs, which are 
not lawful for us to reccive, neither 
to observe, being Romans. 


22 d the multitude rose up to- 
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gether against them: and the magis- 
trates rent off their clothes, and 
commanded to beat them. 

23 And when they had laid many 
stripes upon them, they cast them into 
prison, charging the jailor to keep 
them safely: 

24 Who, having received such a 
charge, thrust them into the inner 
prison, and made their feet fast in the 
stocks. : 

25 § Andat midnight Paul and Silas 
prayed, and sang praises unto God: 
and the prisoners heard them. 

26 And suddenly there was a great 
earthquake, so that the foundations 
of the prison were shaken: and im- 
mediately all the doors were opened, 
and every one’s bands were loosed. 

27 And the keeper of the prison 
awaking out of his sleep, and seeing 
the prison doors open, he drew out 
his sword, and would have killed him- 
self, supposing that the prisoners had 
been fled. 

28 But Paul cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Do thyself no harm: for we 
are all here. i 

29 Then he called for a tight, and 
sprang in, and came trembling, and 
fell down before Paul and Silas, . 

30 And brought them out, and said, 
Sirs, what must I do to be saved? 

31 And they said, Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved, and thy house. ; 

32 And they spake unto him the 
word of the Lord, and to all that were 
in his house. 

33 And he took them the same hour 
of the night, and washed thevr stripes; 
and was baptized, he and all his, 


straightway. 

34 And when he had brought them 
into his house, he set, meat before 
them, and rejoiced, believing in God 
with all his house. 

5 And when it was day, the 
trates sent the serjeants, saying, 
those men go.

Now. when they had passed 
N through Amphipolis and Apollo- 
nia, they came to Thessalonica, where 
was a synagogue of the Jews: 

2 And Paul, as his manner was, 
went in unto them, and three sab- 
bath days reasoned with them out of 
the scriptures, : 

3 Opening and alleging, that Christ 
must needs have suffered, and risen 
again from the dead; and that this 
Jesus, whom I preach unto you, is 
Christ. 

4 And some of them believed, and 
consorted with Paul and Silas; and 
of the devout Greeks a great multi- 
tude, and of the chief women not @ 


few. 

5 4 But the Jews which believed 
not, moved with envy, took unto 
them certain lewd fellows of the baser 
sort, and gathered a company, and 
set all the city on an uproar, and 
assaulted the house of Jason, and 
ee to bring them out to the peo- 
ple. 

6 And when they found them not, 
they drew Jason and certain brethren 
unto the rulers of the city, crying, 
These that have turned the world 
upside down are come hither also; 

7 Whom Jason hath received: and 
these all do contrary to the decrees 
of Cesar, saying that there is an- 
other king, one Jesus. 

8 And they troubled the people and 
the rulers of the city, when they 
heard these things. J 

9 And when they had taken security 
of Jason, and of the other, they let 
them go. 7 f 

10 § And the brethren immediately 
sent away Paul and Silas by night 
unto Berea: who coming thither went 
into the synagogue of the Jews. _ 

11 These were more noble than 
those in Thessalonica, in that, they 
received the word with all readiness 
of mind, and searched the scriptures 
daily, whether those things were so. 

12 Therefore many of them be- 
lieved; also of honourable women 
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which were Greeks, and of men, not 
a few. 

13 But when the Jews of Thessa- 
lonica had knowledge that the word 
of God was preached of Paul at Berea, 
they came thither also, and stirred 
up the people. | ; 

14 And then immediately the bre- 
thren sent away Paul to go as it were 
to the sea: but Silas and Timotheus 
abode there still. 

15 And they that conducted Paul 
brought him unto Athens: and_re- 
ceiving a commandment unto Silas 
and Timotheus for to come to him 
with all speed, they departed. 

16 4 Now while Paul waited for 
them at Athens, his spirit was stirred 
in him, when he saw the city wholly 
given to idolatry. tae 

17 Therefore disputed he in the 
Synagogue with the Jews, and with 
the devout persons, and in the mar- 
eet daily with them that met with 

im. 

18 Then certain philosophers of the 
Epicureans, and of the Stoicks, en- 
countered him, And some said, What 
will this babbler say? other some, 
He seemeth to be a setter forth of 
strange gods: because he preached 
Gato them Jesus, and the resurrec- 
ion. 

19 And they took him, and brought 
him unto Areopagus, saying, May 
we know what this new doctrine, 
whereof thou speakest, 2s? 

20 For thou bringest certain strange 
things to our ears: we would know 
therefore what these things mean. 

21 (For all the Athenians and 
Strangers which were there spent 
their time in nothing else, but either 
to tell, or to hear some new thing.) 

22 4 Then Paul stood in the midst 
of Mars’ hill, and said, Ye men of 
Athens, I perceive that in all things 
ye are too superstitious. 

23 For as I passed by, and beheld 
your devotions, I found an _ altar 
with this inscription, TO THE UN- 
KNOWN GOD. Whom therefore ye 
ignorantly worship, him declare I 
unto you. 

24 God that made the world and 
all things therein, seeing that he is 
Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth 
not in temples made with hands; 

25 Neither is worshipped with 
men’s hands, as though he needed 
any thing, seeing he giveth to all 
life, and breath, and all things: 

26 And hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on all the 
face of the earth, and hath determined 
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on Mars’ hill. -

27 That they should seek the Lord, 
if haply they might feel after him, 
and find him, though he be not far 
from every one of us: _ 

28 For in him we live, and move, 
and have our being; as certain also 
of your own poets have said, For we 
are also his offspring. 

29 Forasmuch then as we are the 
offspring of God, we. ought not to 
think that the Godhead is like unto | 
gold, or silver, or stone, graven by — 
artand man’s device. = 

30 And the times of this ignorance 
God winked at; but now command- 
eth all men every where to repent: 

31 Because he hath appointed a 
day, in the which he will judge the 
world in righteousness by that man 
whom he hath ordained; whereof he 
hath given assurance unto all men, 
in iat he hath raised him from the ~ 

ead. 

32 { And when they heard of the re- 
surrection of the dead, some mocked: 
and others said, We will hear thee 
again of this matter. 
es So Paul departed from among 

em. 

34 Howbeit certain men clave unto 
him, and believed: among the which 
was Dionysius the Areopagite, and a 
woman named Damaris, and others 
with them. 


CHAPTER 18. 


1 Paul goes to Corinth. 3 His occupa- 
ton. 4 He preaches to the Gauian 
9 His vision. 12 The judgment of 
Gallo. 24 Preaching of Apollos. 


Axes these things Paul departed 
£\. from Athens, and came to Cor- 
inth; 

2 And found a certain Jew named 
Aquila, born in Pontus, lately come 
from Italy, with his wife Priscilla; 
(because that Claudius had com- 
manded all Jews to depart from 
Rome:) and came unto them. 

3 And because he was of the same 
craft, he abode with them, and 
wrought: for by their occupation they 
were tentmakers. ; 

4 And he reasoned in the syna- 
gogue every sabbath, and persuaded 
the Jews and the Greeks. 

5 And when Silas and Timotheus 
were come from Macedonia, Paul 
was pressed in the spirit, and testi- 
fied to the Jews that Jesus was Christ. 

6 And when they opposed them- 
selves, and blasphemed, he shook 
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22 And when he had landed at 
Czsarea, and gone up, and saluted 
the church, he went down to Antioch. 

23 And after he had spent some 
time there, he departed, and went 
over all the country of Galatia and 
Phrygia in order, strengthening all 
the disciples. 

24 § And a certain Jew named 
Apollos, born at Alexandria, an elo- 
quent man, and mighty in the scrip- 
tures, came to Ephesus. 

25 This man was instructed in the 
way of the Lord; and being fervent 
in the spirit, he spake and taught dili- 
gently the things of the Lord, know- 
ing only the baptism of John. 

26 And he began to speak boldly in 
the synagogue: whom when Aquila 
and Priscilla had heard, they took 
him unto them, and expounded unto 
him the way of God more perfectly. 

27 And when he was disposed to 
pass into Achaia, the brethren wrote, 
exhorting the disciples to receive 
him: who, when he was come, helped 
them much which had believed 
through grace: 

28 For he mightily convinced the 
Jews, and that publickly, shewing by 
the scriptures that Jesus was Christ. 


CHAPTER 109. 


1 Paul at Ephesus. 6 Gift of the Holy 
Ghost. 11 Special miracles. 24 Up- 
roar of the craftsmen. 35 Address of 
the townclerk. 


ND it came to pass, that, while 
Apollos was at Corinth, Paul 
having passed through the upper 
coasts came to Ephesus: and finding 
certain disciples, 

2 He said unto them, Have ye re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye be- 
lieved? And they said unto him, We 
have not so much as heard whether 
there be any Holy Ghost. 

3 And he said unto them, Unto 
what then were ye baptized? And 
they said, Unto John’s baptism. 

4 Then said Paul, John verily bap- 
tized with the baptism of repentance, 
saying unto the people, that they 
should believe on him which should 
come after him,thatis,on Christ Jesus. 

s When they heard this, they were 
baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus. iM es 

6 And when Paul had laid his hands 
upon them, the Holy Ghost came on 
them; and they spake with tongues, 
and prophesied. 

7 And all the men were about 
twelve. 
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fis raiment, and said unto them, 
Your blood be upon your own heads; 
I am clean: from henceforth I will go 
unto the Gentiles. 

4] And he departed thence, and 
entered into a certain man’s house, 
aamed Justus, one that worshipped 
God, whose house joined hard to the 
synagogue. 

8 And Crispus, the chief ruler of 
the synagogue, believed on the Lord 
with all his house; and many of the 
Corinthians hearing believed, and 
were baptized. 

9 Then spake the Lord to Paul in 
the night by a vision, Be not afraid, 
but speak, and hold not thy peace: 

to For I am with thee, and no 
man shall set on thee to hurt thee: 
for I have much people in this city. 

rz And he continued. there a year 
and six months, teaching the word 
of God among them. 

12 { And when Gallio was the 
deputy of Achaia, the Jews made in- 
surrection with one accord against 
Paul, and brought him to the judg- 
mentseat,  . 

13 Saying,This fellow persuadeth men 
to worship God contrary to the law. 

14 And when Paul was now about 
to open his mouth, Gallio said unto 
the Jews, If it were a matter of 
wrong or wicked lewdness, O ve Jews, 
reason would that I should bear with 


you: 

15 But if it be a question of words 
and names, and of your law, look ye 
to at; for I will be no judge of such 


matters. 

16 And he drave them from the 
judgment seat. 

17 Then all the Greeks took Sos- 
thenes, the chief ruler of the syna- 
gogue, and beat him before the judg- 
ment seat. And Gallio cared for none 
of those things. ; i 

18 § And Paul after this tarried there 
yet a good while, and then took his 
jeave of the brethren, and sailed 
thence into Syria, and with him Pris- 
cilla and Aquila; having shorn his 
head in Cenchrea: for he had a vow. 

19 And he came to Ephesus, and 
left them there: but he himself en- 
tered into the synagogue, and rea- 
soned with the Jews. : 

-”"20 When they desired hem to tarry 
longer time with them, he consented 


not; : 

21 But bade them farewell, saying, 
I must by all means keep this feast 
that cometh in Jerusalem: but I will 
return again unto you, if God will. 
And he sailed from Ephesus. 


Special miracles. 


8 And he went into the synagogue, 
and spake boldly for the space of 
three months, disputing and per- 
suading the things concerning the 
kingdom of God. 

9 But when divers were hardened, 
and believed not, but spake evil of 
that way before the multitude, he de- 
parted from them, and separated the 
disciples, disputing daily in the school 
of one Tyrannus. _ 

ro And this continued by the space 
of two years; so that all they which 
dwelt in Asia heard the word of the 
Lord Jesus, both Jews and Greeks. 

ir And God wrought special mir- 
acles by the hands of Paul: 

12 So that from his body were 
brought unto the sick handkerchiefs 
or aprons, and the diseases departed 
from them, and the evil spirits went 
out of them. 

13 { Then certain of the vagabond 
Jews, exorcists, took upon them to 
call over them which had evil spirits 
the name of the Lord Jesus, saying, 
We adjure you by Jesus whom Paui 
preacheth. 

14 And there were seven sons of one 
Sceva, a Jew, and chief of the priests, 
which didso. 

15 And the evil spirit answered and 
said, Jesus I know, and Paul I know; 
but who are ye? 

16 And the man in whom the evil 
spirit was leaped on them, and over- 
came them, and prevailed against 
them, so that they fled out of that 
house naked and wounded. 

17 And this was known to all the 
Jews and Greeks also dwelling at 
Ephesus; and fear fell on them all, 
and the name of the Lord Jesus was 
magnified. 

18 And many that believed came, 
Hee confessed, and shewed their 

eeds. 

19 Many of them also which used 
curious arts brought their books to- 
gether, and burned them before all 
men: and they counted the price of 
them, and found 7 fifty thousand 
preces of silver. 

20 So mightily grew the word of 
God and prevailed. 

21 4] After these things were ended, 
Paul purposed in the spirit, when he 
had passed through Macedonia and 
Achaia, to go to Jerusalem, saying, 
After I have been there, I must also 
see Rome. i 

22 So he sent into Macedonia two 
of them that ministered unto him, 
Timotheus and Erastus; but he him. 
self stayed in Asia for a season. 
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Uproar of the craftsmen. 


23 And the same time there arose | 


no small stir about that way. 


24 For a certain man named De- | 


metrius, a silversmith, which made 
silver shrines for Diana, brought no 
small gain unto the craftsmen; 

25 Whom he called together with 
the workmen of like occupation, and 
said, Sirs, ye know that by this craft 
we have our wealth. 

26 Moreover ye see and hear, that 
not alone at Ephesus, but almost 
throughout all Asia, this Paul hath 


persuaded and turned away much 


people, saying that they be no gods, 
which are made with hands: 

27 So that not only this our craft 
is in danger to be set at nought; but 
also that the temple of the great god- 
dess Diana should be despised, and 
her magnificence should be destroyed, 
Se all Asia and the world worship- 
peth. 

28 And when they heard these say- 
Y full of wrath, and 


cried out, saying, Great zs Diana of 


the Ephesians. ‘ 

29 And the whole city was filled 
with confusion: and having caught 
Gaius and Aristarchus, men of Mace- 
donia, Paul’s companions in travel, 
they rushed with 
theatre. 

30 And when Paul would have en- 
tered in unto the people, the disciples 
suffered him not. 

31 And certain of the chief of Asia, 


one accord into the 


which were his friends, sent unto him, - 


desiring him that he would not adven- 
ture himself into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one thing, 
and some another: for the assembly 
was confused; and the more Dart 
knew not wherefore they were come 
together. 

33 And they drew Alexander out of 
the multitude, the Jews putting him 
forward. And Alexander beckoned 
with the hand, and would have made 
his defence unto the people. 

34 But when they knew that he 
was a Jew, all with one voice about 
the space of two hours cried out, 
Great 7s Diana of the Ephesians. 

35 And when the townclerk had ap- 
peased the people, he said, Ye men 
of Ephesus, what man is there that 
knoweth not how that the city of the 
Ephesians is_a worshipper of the 
great goddess Diana, and of the amage 
which fell down from Jupiter? 

36 Seeing then that these things 
cannot be spoken against, ye ought 
to be quiet, and to do nothing rashly. 

37 For ye have brought hither these 
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zo And Paul went down, and fell 
on him, and embracing /im_ said, 
Trouble not yourselves; for his life 
is in him. 

rz, When he therefore was come up 
again, and had broken bread, and 
eaten, and talked a long while, even 
till break of day, so he departed. 

12 And they brought the young 
man alive, and were not a little com- 
forted. 

13 §j] And we went before to ship, 
and sailed unto Assos, there intend- 
ing to take in Paul: for so had he ap- 
pointed, minding himself to go afoot. 

14 And when he met with us at As- 
sos, we took him in, and came to 
Mitylene. y 

15 And we sailed thence, and came 
the next day over against Chios; and 
the next day we arrived at Samos, and 
tarried at Trogyllium; and the next 
day we came to Miletus. . 

16 For Paul had determined to sail 
by Ephesus, because he would not. 
spend the time in Asia: for he 
hasted, if it were possible for him, 
to be at Jerusalem the day of Pente- 
cost. 

17 9 And from Miletus he sent to 
Ephesus, and called the elders of the 
church. 

18 And when they were come to 
him, he said unto them, Ye know, 
from the first day that I came into 
Asia, after what manner I have been 
with you at all seasons, | ‘ 

19 Serving the Lord with all humil- 
ity of mind, and with many tears, 
and temptations, which befell me by 
the piss in wait of the Jews: E 

20 And how I kept back nothing 
that was profitable wnto you, but have 
shewed you, and have taught you 
publickly, and from house to house, 

21 Testifying both to the Jews, 
and alsg to the Greeks, repentance 
toward God, and faith toward our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 4 

22 And now, behold, I go bound in 
the spirit unto J erusalem, not know- 
ing the things that shall befall me 
th 


men, which are neither robbers of 
churches, nor yet blasphemers of 
your goddess. _ 

38. Wherefore if Demetrius, and the 
craftsmen which are with him, have 
a matter against any man, the law 
is open, and there are deputies: let 
them implead one another. 

39 But if ye enquire any thing 

concerning other matters, it shall be 
determined in a lawful assembly.

And when the Jews laid wait for 
him, as he was about to sail into 
Syria, he purposed to return through 
Macedonia. 5 Sie 

4 And there accompanied him into 
Asia Sopater of Berea; and of the 
Thessalonians, Aristarchus and Se- 
cundus; and Gaius of Derbe, and 
Timotheus; and of Asia, Tychicus 
and Trophimus. ae 

5 These going before tarried for us 
at Troas. J 

6 And we sailed away from Phi- 
lippi after the days of unleayened 
bread, and came unto them to Troas 
in five days; where we abode seven 


days. 

7 And upon the first day of the 
week, when the disciples came to- 
gether to break bread, Paul preached 
unto them, ready to depart on the 
inorrow; and continued his speech

5 As also the high priest doth bear 
me witness, and all the estate of the 
elders: from whom also I received 
letters unto the brethren, and went 
to Damascus, to bring them which 
were there bound unto Jerusalem, for 
to be punished. 

6 And it came to pass, that, as I 
made my journey, and was come 
nigh unto Damascus about noon, 
suddenly there shone from heaven a 
great light round about me. 

7 And I fell unto the ground, and 
heard a voice saying unto me, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me?

22 And they gave him audience 
unto this word, and then lifted up 
their voices, and said, Away with 
such a fellow from the earth: for itis 
not fit that he should live. 

23 And as they cried out, and cast 
off ther clothes, and threw dust into 
the air, § 

24 The chief captain commanded 
him to be brought into the castle, and 
bade that he should be examined 
by Scourging; that he might know 
wherefore they cried so against him. 

25 And as they bound him with 
thongs, Paul said unto the centurion 
that stood by, Is it lawful for you to 
scourge a man that is a Roman, and 
uncondemned?

ND Paul, earnestly beholding the 

council, said, Men and brethren,

3 Then said Paul unto him, God 
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shall smite thee, thow whited wall: 
for sittest thou to judze me after the 
law, and commandest me to be smit- 
ten contrary to the law? 

4 And they that stood by said, Re- 
vilest thou God’s high priest? 

5 Then said Paul, I wist not, bre- 
thren, that he was the high priest: 
for it is written, Thou shalt not 
speak evil of the ruler of thy people. 

6 But when Paul perceived that the 
one part were Sadducees, and the 
other Pharisees, he cried out in the 
council, Men and brethren, I am a 
Pharisee, the son of a Pharisee: of 
the hope and resurrection of the dead 
Iam called in question. 

7 And when he had so said, there 
arose a dissension between the Phar- 
isees and the Sadducees: and the 
multitude was divided. 

_8 For the Sadducees say that there 
is no resurrection, neither angel, nor 
spirit: but the Pharisees confess both. 
2 And there arose a great cry: an 

e scribes that were of the Pharisees’ 
part arose, and strove, saying, We 

id no evil in this man: but if a 
spirit or an angel hath spoken to him, 
let us not fight against God. 

zo And when there arose a great 
dissension, the chief captain, fearing 
lest Paul should have been pulled in 
pieces of them, commanded the sol- 
diers to go down, and to take him by 
force from among them, and to bring 
ham into the castle. : 

ir And the night following the 
Lord stood by him, and said, Be of 
good cheer, Paul: for as thou hast 
testified of me in Jerusalem, so must 
thou bear witness also at Rome. . 

12 And when it was day, certain of 
the Jews banded together, and bound 
themselves under a curse, saying that 


they would neither eat nor drink till | ing 


they had killed Paul. 
13 And they were more than forty 
which had made this conspiracy.

23 And he called unto him two cen- 
turions, saying, Make ready two hun- 
dred soldiers to go to Czsarea, and 
horsemen threescore and ten, and 
spearmen two hundred, at the third 
hour of the night; 

24 And provide them beasts, that 
they may set Paul on, and bring him 
safe unto Felix the governor. } 

258 And he wrote a letter after this 
manner: : 

26 Claudius Lysias unto the most 
excellent governor Felix sendeth greet- 


27 This man was taken of the 
Jews, and should have been killed of 
them: then came I with an army, 
and rescued him, having understood 
that he was a Roman. 

28 And when I would have known 
the cause wherefore they accused him, 
I brought him forth into their council: 

29 Whom I perceived to be accused 
of questions of their law, but to have 
nothing laid to his charge worthy of 
death or of bonds. 

o And when it was told me how 
that the Jews laid wait for the man, 
I sent straightway to thee, and gave 
commandment to his accusers also to 
say before thee what they had against 
him. Farewell. } 

31 Then the soldiers, as it was com- 
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manded them, took Paul, and brought 
him by night to Antipatris. 

32 On the morrow they left the 
horsemen to go with him, and re- 
turned to the castle: 

33 Who, when they came to Ces- 
area, and delivered the epistle to the 
governor, presented Paul also before

34, And when the governor had read 
the letter, he asked of what province 
he was. And when he understood that 
he was of Cilicia; : 

35 I will hear thee, said he, when 
thine accusers are also come. And he 
commanded him to be kept in Her- 
od’s judgment hall. 


CHAPTER 24. 


1 The charge of Tertullus. 10 Paul’s 
eet 24 Felix and his wije hear of 
Christ.

Age after five days Ananias the 
high priest descended with the 
elders, and wth a certain orator named 
Tertullus, who informed the governor 
against Paul. 

2 And when he was called forth, 
Tertullus began to accuse him, saying, 
Seeing that by thee we enjoy great 
quietness, and that very worthy deeds 
are done unto this nation by thy pro- 
vidence, : f 

3 We accept zt always, and in all 
places, most noble Felix, with all 
thankfulness. __ 

4 Notwithstanding, that_I be not 
further tedious unto thee, I pray thee 
that thou wouldest hear us of thy 
clemency a few words. 

5 For we have found this man a 
pestilent fellow, and a mover of sedi- 
tion among all the Jews throughout 
the world, and a ringleader of the sect 
of the Nazarenes: 

6 Who also hath gone about to pro- 
fane the temple: whom we took, and 
world have judged according to our 
aw. 

7 But the chief captain Lysias 
came upon us, and with great violence 
took him away out of our hands, 

Commanding his accusers to 
come unto thee: by examining of 
whom thyself mayest take knowledge 
A all these things, whereof we accuse 


im. 
.9 And the Jews also assented, say- 
ing that these things were so. 

1o Then Paul, after that the goy- 
ernor had beckoned unto him to 
speak, answered, Forasmuch as I 
know that thou hast been of many 
years a judge unto this nation, I do 
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ihe more cheerfully answer for my- 
self: 

rz Because that thou mayest under- 
stand, that there are yet but twelve 
days since I went up to Jerusalem 
for to worship, i 

12 And they neither found me in 
the temple disputing with any man, | 
neither raising up the people, neither 
in the synagogues, nor in the city: 

13 Neither can they prove the things 
whereof they now accuse me. 

14 But this I confess unto thee, that 
after the way which they call heresy, 
so worship I the God of my fathers, 
believing all things which are written 
in the law and in the prophets: 

15 And have hope toward God, 
which they themselves also allow. 
that there shall be a resurrection of 
the dead, both of the just and unjust. 

16 And herein do I exercise myself, 
to have always a conscience void of 
offence toward God, and toward men, 

17 Now after many years I came 
to bring alms to my nation, and offer- 
ings. 

18 Whereupon certain Jews from 
Asia found me purified in the temple, 
Ber Bes with multitude, nor with tu- 
mult. 

19 Who ought to have been here 
before thee, and object, if they had 
ought against me. : 

20 Or else let these same here say, if 
they have found any evil doing in me, 
while I stood before the council, 

21 Except it be for this one voice, 
that I cried standing among them, 
Touching the resurrection of the 
dead I am called in question by you 
this day. 

22 And when Felix heard these 
things, having more perfect know- 
ledge of that way, he deferred them, 
and said, When Lysias the chief cap-. 
tain shall come down, I will know the 
uttermost of your matter. 

23 And he commanded a centurion 
to keep Paul, and to let him have lib- 
erty, and that he should forbid none 
of his acquaintance to minister or 
come unto him. 

.24 And after certain days, when Fe- 
lix came with his wife Drusilla, which 
was a Jewess, he sent for Paul, and 
heard him concerning the faith in 
Christ. : 

25 And as he reasoned of righteous- 
ness, temperance, and judgment to 
come, Felix trembled, and answered, 
Go thy way for this time; when I 
have a convenient season, I will call 
for thee. 

26 He hoped also that money should 
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have been given him of Paul, that he 
might loose him: wherefore he sent 
petra the oftener, and communed 
wi 5 

27 But after two years Porcius Fes- 
tus came into Felix’ room: and Fe- 
lix, willing to shew the Jews a plea- 
sure, left Paul bound. 


CHAPTER 25. 


2 Paul before Festus. 8 His defence. 11

OW when Festus was come into 
the province, after three days he 
ascended from Czsarea to Jerusa- 


em. 

2 Then the high priest and the chief 
of the Jews informed him against 
Paul, and besought him, 

3 And desired favour against him, 
that he would send for him to Jerusa- 
lem, laying wait in the way to kill 


4 But Festus answered, that Paul 
should be kept at Caesarea, and that 
re himself would depart shortly thz- 

5 Let them therefore, said he, which 
among you are able, go down with 
me, and accuse this man, if there be 
any wickedness in him. | 

6 And when he had tarried among 
them more than ten days, he went 
down unto Cesarea; and the next 
day sitting on the judgment seat com- 
manded Paul to be brought. 

7 And when he was come, the Jews 
which came down from Jerusalem 
stood round about, and laid many 
and grievous complaints against Paul, 
which they could not prove. 

8 While he answered for himself, 
Neither against the law of the Jews, 
neither against the temple, nor yet 
against Cesar, have I offended any 
thing at all. “ts 

9 But Festus, willing to do the 
Jews a pleasure, answered Paul, and 
said, Wilt thou go up to J erusalem, 


and there be judged of these things 


before me? 

to Then said Paul, I stand_at Cz- 
sar’s judgment seat, where I ought 
to be judged: to the Jews have I done 
no wrong, as thou very well knowest. 
_ 1 For if I be an offender, or have 

committed any thing worthy of death, 
I refuse not to die: but if there be 
none of these things whereof these 
accuse me, no man may deliver me 
unto them. I appeal unto Cesar. 

12 Then Festus, when he had con- 


: 


ferred with the council, answered, 


Hast thou appealed unto Cesar? unto 
Cesar shalt thou go. 

13,And after certain days king 
Agrippa and Bernice came unto Czs- 
area to salute Festus. 

14 And when they had been _there 
many days, Festus declared Paul’s 
cause unto the king, saying, There 
is a certain man left in bonds by 
Felix: 

15 About whom, when I was at 
Jerusalem, the chief priests and the 
elders of the Jews informed me, de- 
siring to have judgment against him. 

16 To whom I answered, It is not 
the manner of the Romans to deliver 
any man to die, before that he which 
is accused have the accusers face to 
face, and have licence to answer for 
himself concerning the crime laid 
against him. 

17 Therefore, when they were come 
hither, without any delay on the mor- 
row I sat on the judgment seat, and 
commanded the man to be brought 
forth; Oy 

18 Against whom when the accusers 
stood up, they brought none accusa- 
tion of such things as I supposed: 

19 Buthad certain questions against 
him of their own superstition, and 
of one Jesus, which was dead, whom 
Paul affirmed to be alive. 

20 And because I doubted of such 
manner of questions, I asked him 
vhether he would go to Jerusalem, 
and there be judged of these matters. 

21 But when Paul had appealed to 
be reserved unto the hearing of Au- 
gustus, I commanded him to be kept 
till I might send him to Cesar. 

22 Then Agrippa said uuto Festus, 
I would also hear the man myselt. 
fe morrow, said he, thou shalt hear 

im. 

23 And on the morrow, when 
Agrippa was come, and Bernice, with 
great pomp, and, was entered into 
the place of hearing, with the chief 
captains, and principal men of the 
city, at Festus’ commandment Paul 
was brought forth. | ; ‘ 

24 And Festus said, King Agrippa, 
and all men which are here present 
with us, ye see this man, about whom 
all the multitude of the Jews have 
dealt with me, both at Jerusalem, 
and also here, crying that he ought 
not to live any longer. 

25 But when I found that he had 
committed nothing worthy of death, 
and that he himself hath appealed to 
Augustus, I have determined to send 


him. Eee 
26 Of whom I have no certain thing 
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to write unto my lord. Wherefore I 
have brought him forth before you, 
and specially before thee, O king 
Agrippa, that, after examination had, 
I might have somewhat to write. 

27 For it seemeth to me unreason- 
able to send a prisoner, and not withal 
to signify the crimes lard against him. 


CHAPTER 26.

4 My manner of life from my youth, 
which was at the first among mine 
own nation at Jerusalem, know all 
the Jews; f 

5 Which knew me from the begin- 
ning, if they would testify, that after 
the most straitest sect of our reli- 
gion I lived a Pharisee. 

6 And now I stand and am judged 


for the hope of the promise made of | d 


God unto our fathers: | 

7. Unto which promise our twelve 
tribes, instantly serving God day and 
night, hope to come. For which 
hope’s sake, king Agrippa, I am ac- 
cused of the Jews. 
,8 Why should it be thought a thing 
incredible with you, that God should 
raise the dead? é 

9 Iverily thought with myself, thatI 
ought to do many things contrary to 
the name of Jesus of Nazareth. 

to Which thing I also did in Jeru- 
salem: and many of the saints did 
I shut up in prison, having received 
authority from the chief priests; and 
when they were put to death, I gave 
my voice against them. 

rz And I punished them oft in 
every synagogue, and compelled 
them to blaspheme; and being ex- 
ceedingly mad against them, I per- 
secuted them even unto strange cities, 

12 Whereupon as I went to Da- 
mascus with authority and commis- 
sion from the chief priests, 
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13 At midday, O king, I saw in the 
way a light from heaven, above the 
brightness of the sun, shining round 
about me and them which journeyed 
with me. 

14 And when we were all fallen to 
the earth, I heard a voice speaking 
unto me, and saying in the Hebrew 
tongue, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me? zt 7s hard for thee to kick 
against the pricks. 

15 And I said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And he said, Iam Jesus whom thou 
persecutest. 

16 But rise, and stand upon thy 
feet: for I have appeared unto thee 
for this purpose, to make thee a 
minister and a witness both of these 
things which thou hast seen, and of 
those things in the which I will ap- 
pear unto thee; 

17 Delivering thee from the people, 
and par the Gentiles, unto whom 
now I send thee, . 

18 To open their eyes, and to turn 
them from darkness to light, and from 
the power of Satan unto God, that 
they may receive forgiveness of sins, 
and inheritance among them which 
are sanctified by faith that is in me. 

19 Whereupon, O king Agrippa, I 
was not disobedient unto the heaven- 
ly vision: 

20 But shewed first unto them of 
Damascus, and at Jerusalem, and 
bee ges tne all the coasts of Judza, 
and ¢ to the Gentiles, that they 
should repent and turn to God, and 
o works meet for repentance. 
21 For these causes the 
caught me in the temple, and went 
about to kill me. 

22 Having therefore obtained help 
of God, I continue unto this day, 
witnessing both to small and great, 
saying none other things than those 
which the prophets and Moses did 
say should come: 

23 That Christ should suffer, and

CHAPTER 27. 


1 Paul’s voyage to Rome. 41. The ship- 
wreck. 44 The escape to Melita. 


ND when it was determined that 

. we should sail into Italy, they 
delivered Paul and certain other 
prisoners unto one named Julius, a 
centurion of Augustus’ band. 

2 And entering into a ship of Ad- 
ramyttium, we launched, meaning to 
sail by the coasts of Asia; one Aris- 
tarchus, a Macedonian of Thessalo- 
nica, being with us. 

3 And the next day we touched at 
Sidon. And Julius courteously en- 
treated Paul, and gave hm liberty to 
go unto his friends to refresh him- 


self. 

4 And when we had launched from 
thence, we sailed under Cyprus, be- 
cause the winds were contrary. 

5 And when we had sailed over the 
sea of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came 
to Myra, a city of Lycia. . 

6 And there the centurion found a 
ship of Alexandria sailing into Italy; 
and he put us therein. a 

7 And when we had sailed slowly 
many days, and scarce were come 
over against Cnidus, the wind not 
suffering us, we sailed under Crete, 
over against Salmone; , 

8 And, hardly passing it, came unto 
a place which is called The fair ha- 
vens; nigh whereunto was the city 
of Lasea. . 

9 Now when much time was spent, 
and when sailing was now dangerous,

to And said unto them, Sirs,

11 Nevertheless the centurion be- 
lieved the master and the owner of 
the ship, more than_those things 


which were spoken by Paul. 


12 And because the haven was not 
commodious to winter in, the more 
part advised to depart thence also, if 
y any means they might attain to 
Phenice, and there to winter; which 13 
an haven of Crete, and lieth toward 
the south west and north west. 

13 And when the south wind blew 
softly, supposing that they had ob- 
tained ther purpose, loosing thence, 
they sailed close by Crete. 

14 But not long after there arose 
against it a tempestuous wind, calle 
Euroclydon.  - 3 

15 And when the ship was caught, 
and could not bear up into the win 
we let her drive. 2 

16 And running under a certain is- 
land which is called Clauda, we had 
much work to come by the boat: 

17 Which when they had taken up, 
they used helps, undergirding the 
ship; and, fearing lest they should 
fall into the quicksands, strake sail, 
and so were driven. < 

18 And we being exceedingly tossed 
with a tempest, the next day they 
lightened the ship; 

19 And the third day we cast out 
with our own hands the tackling of 
the ship. x 
_20 And when neither sun nor stars 
in many days appeared, and no small 
tempest lay on us, all hope that we 
should be saved was then taken away. 

21 But after long abstinence Pa 
stood forth in the midst of them, and 
said, Sirs, ye should have hearkened 
unto me, and not have loosed from 
Crete, and to have gained harm 
and loss. 

22 And now I exhort you to be of 
good cheer: for there shall be no loss 
of any man’s life among you, but of 


the ship. rate 
23 For there stood by me this night 
of God, whose I am, an 


angel 
whom I serve 
24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou 
must be brought before Cesar: and, 
lo, God hath given thee all them that 
sail with thee. . 

25. Wherefore, sirs, be of good cheer: 
for I believe God, that it shall be even 
as it was told me. 

26 Howbeit we must be cast upon 


a certain island. ‘ 
27 But when the fourteenth night 
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was come, as we were driven up and 
down in Adria, about midnight the 
shipmen deemed that they drew near 
to some country; : 

28 Andsounded, and found zitwenty 
fathoms: and when they had gone a 
little further, they sounded again, 
and found 7 fifteen fathoms. 

29 Then fearing lest we should have 
fallen upon rocks, they cast four an- 
chors out of the stern, and wished for 
the day. ae 

30 And as the shipmen were about 
to flee out of the ship, when they had 
let down the boat into the sea, under 
colour as though they would have 
cast anchors out of the foreship, 

31 Paul said to the centurion and 
to the soldiers, Except these abide in 
the ship, ye cannot be saved. 

32 Then the soldiers cut off the 
ropes of the boat, and let her fall off. 

33 And while the day was coming 
on, Paul besought them all to take 
meat, saying, This day is the four- 
teenth day that ye have tarried and 
continued fasting, having taken no- 


ng. 
34 Wherefore I pray you to take. 


somemeat: for this is for your health: 
for there shall not an hair fall from 
the head of any of you. 

35 And when he had thus spoken, 
he took bread, and gave thanks to 
God in presence of them all: and when 
he had broken 7#, he began to eat. 

36 Then were they all of good cheer, 
and they also took some meat. 

37 And we were in all in the ship 
two hundred threescore and sixteen 
souls. 

38 And when they had eatenenough, 
they lightened the ship, and cast out 
the wheat into the sea. 

39 And when it was day, they knew 
not the land: but they discovered a 
certain creek with a shore, into the 
which they were minded, if it were 
possible, to thrust in the ship. 

40 And when they had taken up 
the anchors, they committed them- 
selves unto the sea, and loosed the rud- 
der bands, and hoised up the mainsail 
to the wind, and made toward shore. 

41 And falling into a place where 
two seas met, they ran the ship 
aground; and the forepart stuck fast, 
and remained unmoveable, but the 
hinder part was broken with the vio- 
lence of the waves. 

42 And the soldiers’ counsel was 
to kill the prisoners, lest any of them 
should swim out, and escape. 

43 But the centurion, willing to save 
Paul, kept them from their purpose; 
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and commanded that they which could 
swim should cast themselves first into 
the sea, and get to land: 

44 And the rest, some on boards, 
and some on broken pieces of the ship. 
And so it came to pass, that they es- 
caped all safe to land. 


CHAPTER 28. 


1 Events at Melita. 16 The arrival at 
2. 23 Paul preaches there. 30 
Continues through two years. 


‘AS D when they were escaped, then 
they knew that the island was 
called Melita. 

2 And the barbarous people shewed 
us no little kindness: for they kin- 
dled a fire, and received us every one, 
because of the present rain, and be- 
cause of the cold. 

3 And when Paul had gathered a 
bundle of sticks, and laid them on the 
fire, there came a viper out of the 
heat, and fastened on his hand. 

4 And when the barbarians saw 
the venomous beast hang on his hand, 
they said among themselves, No 
doubt this man is a murderer, whom, 
though he hath escaped the sea, yet 
vengeance suffereth not to live. 

5 And heshook off the beastinto the 
fire, and felt no harm. 

6 Howbeit they looked when he 
should have swollen, or fallen down 
dead suddenly: but after they had 
looked a great while, and saw no 
harm come to him, they changed 
thee minds, and said that he was a 
god. 

7 In the same quarters were pos- 
sessions of the chief man of the island, 
whose name was Publius; who re- 
ceived us, and lodged us three days 
courteously. 

8 And it came to pass, that the fa- 
ther of Publius lay sick of a fever and 
of a bloody flux: to whom Paul en- 
tered in, and prayed, and laid his 
hands on him, and healed him. 

0 So when this was done, others 
also, which had diseases in the island, 
came, and were healed: 

10 Who also honoured us with 
many honours; and when we de- 
parted, they laded ws with such things 
as were necessary. 

tx And after three months we de- 
parted in a ship of Alexandria, which 
had wintered in the isle, whose sign 
was Castor and Pollux. 

2 And landing at Syracuse, we tar- 
ried there three days. 

13 And from thence we fetched a 
compass, and came to Rhegium: and 
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after one day the south wind blew, 
ate we came the next day to Pute- 
oli: 

14 Where we found brethren, and 
were desired to tarry with them seven 
days: and so.we went toward Rome. 

15 And from thence, when the bre- 
thren heard of us, they came to meet 
us as far as Appiiforum, and The three 
taverns: whom when Paul saw, he 
thanked God, and took courage. 

16 And when we came to Rome, 
the centurion delivered the prisoners 
to the captain of the guard: but 
Paul was suffered to dwell by him- 
self with a soldier that kept him. 

17 And it came to pass, that after 
three days Paul called the chief of 
the Jews together: and when they 
were come together, he said unto 
them, Men and brethren, though I 
have committed nothing against the 
people, or customs of our fathers, yet 
was I delivered prisoner from Jeru- 
salem into the hands of the Romans. 

18 Who, when they had examined 
me, would have let me go, because 
there was no cause of death in me. 
_19 Butwhen the Jews spake against 
it, | was constrained to appeal unto 
Cesar; not that I had ought to ac- 
cuse my nation of. 

20 For this cause therefore have I 
called for you, to see you, and to speak 
with you: because that for the hope 
of Israel Iam bound with this chain. 

21 And they said unto him, We 
neither received letters out of Judea 
concerning thee, neither any of the 
brethren that came shewed or spake 
any harm of thee. 

22 But we desire to hear of thee 
what thou thinkest: for as concern- 
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ing this sect, we know that every 
where it is spoken against. 

23 And when they had appointed 
him a day, there came many to hi 
into zs lodging; to whom he ex- 
pounded and testified the kingdom 
of God, persuading them concerning 
Jesus, both out of the law of Moses, 
and out of the prophets, from morn- 
ing till evening. : 

24 And some believed the things 
which were spoken, and some be- 
lieved not. 

25 And when they agreed not among 
themselves, they departed, after that 
Paul had spoken one word, Well 
spake the Holy Ghost by Esaias the 
prophet unto our fathers, 

26 Saying, Go unto this people, and 
say, Hearing ye shall hear, and shall 
not understand; and seeing ye shall 
see, and not perceive: 

27 For the heart of this people is 
waxed gross, and their ears are dull 
of hearing, and their eyes have they 
closed; lest they should see with theer 
eyes, and hear with their ears, and un- 
derstand with ther heart, and should 
be converted, and Ishould heal them. 

28 Be it known therefore unto you, 
that the salvation of God is sent unto 
the Gentiles, and that they will hear 


it. 

29 And when he had said these 
words, the Jews departed, and had 
great reasoning among themselves. 

30 And Paul dwelt two whole years 
in his own hired house, and received 
all that came in unto him, 

31 Preaching the kingdom of God, 
and teaching those things which con- 
cern the Lord Jesus Christ, with all 
confidence, no man forbidding him.

6 Among whom are ye also the 
called of ? esus Christ: 

” To ali that be in Rome, beloved 
of God, called to be saints: Grace to 


d | you and peace from God our Father, 


and the Lord Jesus Christ. 
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8 First, I thank my God through 
Jesus Christ for you all, that your 
aith is spoken of throughout the 
whole world. | - 

9 For God is my witness, whom I 
serve with my spirit in the gospel 
of his Son, that without ceasing I 
make mention of you always in my 
prayers; : 

10 Making request, if by any means 
now at length I might have a pros- 
perous journey by the will of God to 
come unto you. 

11 For I long to see you, that I 
may impart unto you some spiritual 
gift, to the end ye may be established; 

12 That is, that I may be comforted 
together with you by the mutual 
faith both of you and me. 4 

13 Now I would not have you ig- 
norant, brethren, that oftentimes I 
purposed to come unto you, (but was 
let hitherto,) that I might have some 
fruit among you also, even as among 
other Gentiles. 

14 lam debtor both to the Greeks, 
and to the Barbarians; both to the 
wise, and to the unwise. ‘ 

I5 So, as much as in me is, I am 
ready to preach the gospel to you 
that are at Rome also. 

16 For Iam not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ: for it is the power 
of God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth; to the Jew first, and 
also to the Greek. s 

17 For therein is the righteousness 
of God revealed from faith to faith: 
as it is written, The just shall live by 
faith. 

18 For the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men, who 
hold the truth in unrighteousness; 

19 Because that which may be 
known of God is manifest in them; 
for God hath shewed 7 unto them, 

20 For the invisible things of him 
from the creation of the world are 
clearly seen, being understood by the 
things that are made, even his eternal 
power and Godhead; so that they are 
without excuse: 

21 Because that, when they knew 
God, they glorified him not as God, 
neither were thankful; but became 
vain in their imaginations, and their 
foolish heart was darkened. 

22 Professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools, 

23 And changed the glory of the 
uncorruptible God into an image 
made like to corruptible man, and to 
birds, and fourfooted beasts. and 
creeping things. 
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24 Wherefore God also gave them 
up to uncieanness through the lusts 
of their own hearts, to dishonour 
their own bodies between themselves: 

25 Who changed the truth of God 
into a lie, and worshipped and served 
the creature more than the Creator, 
who is blessed for ever. Amen. 

26 For this cause God gave them 
up unto vile affections: for even their 
women did change the natural use 
into that which is against nature: 

27 And likewise also the men, leav- 
ing the natural use of the woman, 
burned in their lust one toward an- 
other; men with men working that 
which is unseemly, and receiving in 
themselves that recompence of their 
error which was meet. __ 3 

28 And even as they did not like 
to retain God in thar knowledge, 
God gave them over to a reprobate 
mind, to do those things which are 
not convenient; — 

29 Being filled with all unrighteous- 
ness, fornication, wickedness, covet- 
ousness, maliciousness; full of envy, 
murder, debate, deceit, malignity; 
whisperers, 

30 Backbiters, haters of God, de- 
spiteful, proud, boasters, inventors 
of evil things, disobedient to parents, 

31 Without understanding, cove- 
nantbreakers, without natural affec- 
tion, implacable, unmerciftl: 

32 Who Knowing the judgment of 
God, that they which commit such 
things are worthy of death, not only 
do the same, but have pleasure in 
them that do them. j 


CHAPTER 2. 


1 God’s judgment is impartial. 9 The 
law ts jor Jew and Gentile. 


HEREFORE thou art inexcus- 

able, O man, whosoever thou 
art that judgest: for wherein thou 
judgest another, thou condemnest 
thyself; for thou that judgest doest 
the same things. 
2 But we are sure that the judg- 
ment of God is according to truth 
against them which commit such

3 And thinkest thou this,O man, 
that judgest them which do such, 
things, and doest the same, that thou 
shalt escape the judgment of God?

8 But unto them that are conten- 
tious, and do not obey the truth, but 
obey unrighteousness, indignation 
and wrath, | 

9 Tribulation and anguish, upon 
every soul of man that doeth evil, of 
the Jew first, and also of the Gentile; 

ro But glory, honour, and peace, to 
every man that worketh good, to the 
Jew first, and also to the Gentile: 

11 For there is no respect of per- 
sons with God. 

12 For as many as have sinned 
without law shali also perish without 
Jaw: and as many as have sinned in 
the law shall be judged by the law; 

13, (For not the hearers of the law 
are just before God, but the doers of 
the law shall be justified. 

14 For when the Gentiles, which 
have not the law, do by nature the 
things contained in the law, these, 
having not the law, are a law unto 
themselves: 

15 Which shew the work of the law 
written in their hearts, their con- 
science also bearing witness, and 
their thoughts the mean while ac- 
cusing or else excusing one another;) 

16 In the day when God shall judge 
the secrets of men by Jesus Christ 
according to my gospel. 

r7 Behold, thou art called a Jew, 
and restest in the law, and makest 
thy boastof God, |, 

18 And knowest his will, and ap- 
provest the things that are more ex- 
cellent, being instructed out of the 


aw: 

19 And art confident that thou thy- 
self art a guide of the blind, a light 
of them which are in darkness, 

20 An instructor of the foolish, a 
teacher of babes, which hast the 
form of knowledge and of the trvth 
in the law. , 

21 Thou therefore which teachest 
another, teachest thou not thyself? 
thou that preachest a man should 
not steal, dost thou steal? 

22 Thou that sayest a man should 
not commit adultery, dost thou com- 
mit adultery? thou that abhorrest 
idols, dost thou commit sacrilege? 

23 Thou that makest thy boast of 
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the law, through breaking the law 
dishonourest thou God?

18 There is no fear of God before 
their eyes. ; 

19 Now we know that what things 
soever the law saith, it saith to them 
who are under the law: that every 
mouth may be stopped, and all the 

gone may become guilty before 

od. 

20 Therefore by the deeds of the 
law there shall no flesh be justified 
in his sight: for by the law zs the 
knowledge of sin. . 

21 But now the righteousness of 
God without the law is manifested, 
being witnessed by the law and the 
prophets; 

22 Even the righteousness of God 
which is by faith of Jesus Christ unto 
all and upon all them that believe: 
for there is no difference: 

23 For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God; 

24 Being justified freely by his 
grace through the redemption that is 
in Christ Jesus:

8 Blessed is the man to whom the 
Lord will not impute sin. 

9 Cometh this blessedness then upon 
the circumcision only, or upon the 
uncircumcision also? for we say that 
faith was reckoned to Abraham for 
righteousness. 

10 How was it then reckoned? when 
he was in circumcision, or in uncir- 
cumcision? Not in circumcision, but 
in uncircumcision. | ; 

rr And he received the sign of 
circumcision, a seal of the righteous- 
ness of the faith which he had yet 
being uncircumcised: that he might 
be the father of all them that believe, 
though they be not circumcised; that 
righteousness might be imputed unto 
them also:

20 He staggered not at the promise 
of God through unbelief; but was 
strong in faith, giving glory to God; 

21 And being fully persuaded that, 
what he had promised, he was able 
also to perform. 4 y 

22 And therefore it was imputed 
to him for righteousness. , 

23 Now it was not written for his 
sake alone, that it was imputed to 


24 But for us also, to whom it shall 
be imputed, if we believe on him that 
raised up Jesus our Lord from the

CHAPTER 5.

6 For when we were yet without 


strength, in due time Christ died for 


the ungodly. 

7 For scarcely for a righteous man 
will one die: yet peradventure for a 
good man some would even dare to 


die. 

8 But God commendeth his love 
toward us, in that, while we were yet 
sinners, Christ died for us. 

9 Much more then, being now jus- 
tified by his blood, we shall be saved 


from wrath through him. 


10 For if, when we were enemies, 

we were reconciled to God by the 
death of his Son, much more, being 
aes we shall be saved by his 
ife. 
_11 And not only so, but we also joy 
in God through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
by whom we have now received the 
atonement. 

12 Wherefore, as by one man sin 
entered into the world, and death by 
sin; and so death passed upon all 
men, for that all have sinned: 

13 (For until the law sin was in the 
world: but sin is not imputed when 
there is no law. F 

14 Nevertheless death reigned from 
Adam to Moses, even over them that 
had not sinned after the similitude of 
Adam’s transgression, who is the fig- 
ure of him that was to come. 

15 But not. as the offence, so also 
is the free gift. For if through the 
offence of one many be dead, much 
more the grace of God, and the gift by 
grace, which ws by one man, Jesus 
Christ, hath abounded unto many. 

16 And not as 2, was by one, that 
sinned, so zs the gift: for the judg- 
ment was by one to condemnation, 
but the free gift 7s of many offences 
unto justification. 

17 For if by_ one man’s offence 
death reigned by. one; much more 
they which receive abundance of 
grace and of the gift of righteousness 
shall reign in lifeby one, Jesus Christ.) 

18 Therefore as by the offence of 
one judgment came upon all men to 
condemnation; even so by the right- 
eousness of one the free gift came upon 
all men unto justification of life. 

19 For as by one man’s disobedi- 
ence many were made sinners, SO by 
the obedience of one shall many be 
made righteous. 

20 Moreover the law entered, that 
the offence might abound. But where 
sin abounded, grace did much more 
abound: 
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Let not sin reign. 


21 That as sin hath reigned unto 
death, even so might grace reign 
through righteousness unto eternal 
life ky Jesus Christ our Lord. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 We may not live in sin. 12 Let not sin 
reign. 23 Death the wages of sin. 


HAT shall we say then? Shall 
we continue in sin, that grace 
may abound? 

2 God forbid. How shall we, that 
are dead to sin, live any longer 
therein? 

3 Know ye not, that so many of us 
as were baptized into Jesus Christ 
Were baptized into hisdeath? 

4 Therefore we are buried with him 
by baptism into death: that like as 
Christ was raised up from the dead

6 Knowing this, that our old man 
is crucified with him, that the body 
of sin might be destroyed, that hence- 
forth we should not serve sin. 

7 For he that is dead is freed from 
sin. 

8 Now if we be dead with Christ, 
we believe that we shall also live with 

im: 

9 Knowing that Christ being raised 
from the dead dieth no more; death 
hath no more dominion over him. 

10 For in that he died, he died unto 
sin once: but in that he liveth, he 
liveth unto God. 

11 Likewise reckon ye also your- 
selves to be dead indeed unto sin, but 
alive unto God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. 

12 Let not sin therefore reign in 
your mortal body, that ye should 
obey it in the lusts thereof. 

. 13 Neither yield ye your members as 
instruments of unrighteousness unto 
sin: but yield yourselves unto God, 
as those that are alive from the dead, 
and your members as instruments of 
righteousness unto God. 

.14 For sin shall not have domin- 
ion over you: for ye are not under 
the law, but under grace. 

I5 What then? shall we sin, be- 
cause we are not under the law, but 
under grace? God forbid. 

16 Know ye not, that to whom ye 
yield yourselves servants to obey, his 
Servants ye are to whom ye obey; 
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Limit of the law.

17 But God be thanked, that ye 
were the servants of sin, but ye have 
obeyed from the heart that form of 
doctrine which was delivered you. | 

18 Being then made free from sin, 
ye became the servants of righteous- 
ness.

21 What fruit had ye then in those 
things whereof ye are now ashamed?

22 But now being made free from 
sin, and become servants to God, ye 
have your fruit unto holiness, and the 
end everlasting life. © 

23 For the wages of sin 7s death; 
but the gift of God zs eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. 


CHAPTER 7.

Kaew ye not, brethren, (forI speak 

to them that know the law,) how 
that the law hath dominion over a 
man as long as he liveth?

5 For when we were in the flesh, 
the motions of sins, which were by 
the law, did work in our members 
to bring forth fruit unto death. 

But now we are delivered from 
the law, that being dead wherein we 
were held; that we should serve in 
newness of spirit, and not in the old- 
ness of the letter.

17 And if children, then heirs; heirs

18 For I reckon that the sufferings 
of this present time are not worthy to 
be compared with the glory which shalt 
be revealed in us. . 

19 For the earnest expectation of 
the creature waiteth for the manifes- 
tation of the sons of God.

ND I, brethren, when I came to 

you, came not with excellency 
of speech or of, wisdom, declaring 
unto you the testimony of God.

3 And I was with you in weakness, 
and in fear, and in much trembling. 

4 And my speech and my preaching 
was not with enticing words of man’s 
wisdom, but in demonstration of the 
Spirit and of power: 

5 That your faith should not stand

6 Howbeit we speak wisdom among 
them that are perfect: yet not the 
wisdom of this world, nor of the 
princes of this world, that come to 
nought: : 

7 But we speak the wisdom of God 
in a mystery, even the hidden wesdom, 
which God ordained before the world 
unto our glory: ; 

8 Which none of the princes of 
this world knew: for had they known 
at, they would not have crucified the 
Lord of glory.

unto us by his Spirit: for the Spirit 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep 
things of God.

12, Now we have received, not the 
spirit of the world, but the spirit 
which is of God; that we might know 
the things that are freely given to us 
of God. — :

3 For ye are yet carnal: for where- 
as there 1s among you envying, and 
strife, and divisions, are ye not carnal, 
and walk as men? | 

4 For while one saith, I am of Paul;, 
and another, I am of Apollos; are ye 
not carnal? - 

5 Who then is Paul, and who 2s 
Apollos, but ministers by whom ye 
believed, even as the Lord gave to 
every man? 

6 I have planted, Apollos watered; 
but God gave the increase. 

7 So then neither is he that planteth 
any thing, neither he that watereth; 
but God that giveth the increase. 

8 Now he that planteth and he that 
watereth are one: and every man 
shall receive his own reward accord- 
ing to his own labour. 

9 For we are labourers together 
with God: ye are God’s husbandry, 
ye are God’s building. 

to According to the grace of God 
which is given unto me, as a_ wise 
masterbuilder, I have laid the foun- 
dation, and another buildeth thereon. 
But let every man take heed how he 
buildeth thereupon. 

11 For other foundation can no 
man lay than that is laid, which is 
Jesus Christ. 

12 Now if any man build upon this 
foundation gold, silver, precious 
stones, wood, hay, stubble; 

13 Every man’s work shall be made 
manifest: for the day shall declare 
it, because it shall be revealed by 
fire; and the fire shall try every man’s 
work of what sort it is. 

14 If any man’s work abide which 
he hath built thereupon, he shall re- 
ceive a reward. 

15 If any man’s work shall be 
burned, he shall suffer loss: but he 
himself shall be saved; yetso as by 

re. 

16 Know ye not that ye are the tem- 
ple of God, and that the Spirit of God 
dwelleth in you? 

17 If any man defile the temple of 
God, him shall God destroy; for the

CHAPTER 4.

i leas a man so account of us, as 
of the ministers of Christ, and 
stewards of the mysteries of God. 

2 Moreover it is required in stew- 
ards, that a man be found faithful. 

3 But with me it is a very small 
thing that I should be judged of you, 
or of man’s judgment: yea, I judge 
not mine own self. 

4 For I know nothing by myself; 
yet am I not hereby justified: but he 
that judgeth me is the Lord. 

5 Therefore judge nothing before 
the time, until the Lord come, who 
both will bring to light the hidden 
things of darkness, and will make 
manifest the counsels of the hearts: 
and then shall every man have 
praise of God. | 

6 And these things, brethren, I have 
in a figure transferred to myself and 
to Apollos for your sakes; that ye 
might learn in us not to think of men 
above that which is written, that no 
one of you be puffed up for one 
against another. 3 

7 For who maketh thee to differ 
from another? and what hast thou 
that thou didst not, receive? now if 
thou didst receive zt, why dost thou 
glory, as if thou hadst not received 2t ? 

8 Now ye are full, now ye are rich, 


and I would to God ye did reign, that 


we also might reign with you. 

9 For I think that God hath set 
forth us the apostles last, as it were 
appointed to death: for we are made 
a spectacle unto the world, and to 
angels, and to men. 


weak, but ye are strong; ye are hon- 
ourable, but we are despised. 

rr Even unto this present hour we 
both hunger, and thirst, and are 
naked, and are buffeted, and have no 
certain dwellingplace; 

12 And labour, working with our 
own hands: being reviled, we bless; 
being persecuted, we suffer it: 

13 Being defamed, we intreat: we 
are made as the filth of the world, and 
are the offscouring of all things unto 
this day... ; 

14 I write not these things to shame 
you, but as my beloved sons I warn 
you. 

15 For though ye have ten thou- 
sand instructors in Christ, yet have 
ye not many fathers: for in Christ 
Jesus I have begotten you through 
the gospel. 

16 Wherefore I beseech you, be ye 
followers of me. 

17 For this cause have I sent unto 
you Timotheus, who is my beloved 
son, and faithful in the Lord, who 
shall bring you into remembrance 
of my ways which be in Christ, as I 
teach every where in every church. 

18 Now some are puffed up, as 
though I would not come to you. 

19 But I will come to you shortly, 
if the Lord will, and will know, not 
the speech of them which are puffed 
up, but the power. ‘ 

20 For the kingdom of God 7s not 
in word, but in power. 

21 What will ye? shall I come unto 
you with a rod, or in love, and zn the 
spirit of meekness? 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 The shame of fornication. 7 The old 
leaven to be purged out. 


Cc: is reported commonly that there 
is fornication among you, and 
such fornication as is not so much as 
named among the Gentiles, that one 
should have his father’s wife. 

2 And ye are puffed up, and have 
not rather mourned, that he that 
hath done this deed might be taken 
away from among you. 

3 For Iverily,as absentin body, but 
present in egintt; have judged already, 
as though I were present, concerning 
him that hath so done this deed, 

4 In the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, when ye are gathered together, 
and my spirit, with the power of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, 

5 To deliver such an one unto 
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O} the old leaven. 


Satan for the destruction of the flesh, 
that the spirit may be saved in the, 
day of the Lord Jesus. 

6 Your glorying zs not good. Know 
ye not that a little leaven leaveneth 
the whole lump? 

7 Purge out therefore the old lea- 
ven, that ye may be a new lump, as ye 
are unleavened. For even Christ our 
passover is sacrificed for us: 

8 Therefore let us keep the feast, 
not with old leaven, neither with the 
leaven of malice and wickedness; but 
with the unleavened bread of sincerity 
and truth. ‘ 

9 I wrote unto you in an epistle not 
to company with fornicators: 

to Yet not altogether with the for- 
nicators of this world, or with the 
covetous, or extortioners, or with 
idolaters; for then must ye needs go 
out of the world. i 

Ir But now I have written unto you 
not to keep company, if any man 
that is called a brother bea fornicator, 
or covetous, or an idolater, ora railer, 
or a drunkard, or an extortioner; 
with such an one no not to eat. 

12 For what have I to do to judge 
them also that are without? do not 
ye judge them that are within? 

13 But them that are without God 
judgeth. Therefore put away from 
among yourselves that wicked person. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Against going to law. 9 Against sen- 
suality. 19 Our bodies are temples of 
the Holy Ghost. 


ARE any of you, having a matter 
against another, go to law before 
the unjust, and not before the saints? 
2 Do ye not know that the saints 
shall judge the world? and if the 
world shall be judged by you, are ye 
Sapa to judge the smallest mat- 
ers 

3 Know ye not that we shall judge 
angels? how much more things that 
pertain to this life? 

4, If then ye have judgments of 
things pertaining to this life, set them 
to judge who are least esteemed in 
the church. 

5 I speak to your shame. Is it so, 
that there is not a wise man among 
you? no, not one that shall be able to 
judge between his brethren? 

6 But brother goeth to law with 
brother, and that before the unbe- 
lievers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a 
fault among you, because ye go to 
law one with another. Why do ye 
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Against sensuality. 


not rather take wrong? why do ye 
not rather suffer yourselves to be da- 
frauded? 

8 Nay, ye do wrong, and defraud, 
and that your brethren. . 

9 Know ye not that the unright- 
eous Shall not inherit the kingdom of 
God? Be not deceived: neither forni- 
cators, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, 


nor effeminate, nor abusers of them- — 


selves with mankind, 

1o Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 
drunkards, nor revilers, nor extor- 
ie shall inherit the kingdom of 

od, 

tz And such were some of you: 
but ye are washed, but ye are sancti- 
fied, but ye are justified in the name 
of the Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit of 
our God. 

12 All things are lawful unto me, 
but all things are not expedient: all 
things are lawful for me, but I will 
not be brought under the power of 


any. 

13 Meats for the belly, and the belly 
for meats: but God shall destroy both 
it and them. Now the body zs not for 
fornication, but for the Lord; and 
the Lord for the body. i 

14 And God hath both raised up 
the Lord, and will also raise up us by 
his own power. 

15 Know ye not that your bodies 
are the members of Christ? shall I 
then take the members of Christ, and 
make them the members of an harlot? 
God forbid. 

16 What? know ye not that he 
which is joined to an harlot is one 
aed: for two, saith he, shall be one 


esh, 

17 But he that is joined unto the 

ord is one spirit. 

18 Flee fornication. Every sin that 
a man doeth is without the body; but 
he that committeth fornication sin~ 
neth against his own body. 

19 What? know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which vs in you, which ye have of God, 
and ye are not your own? ~ 

20 For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, 
and in your spirit, which are God’s, 


CHAPTER ¥. » 


2 Of marriage. 3 Husband and wife. 
35 Marrying and abstaining. 


OW concerning the things where- 
of ye wrote unto me: Jt 7s good 

for a man not to touch a woman. 
2 Nevertheless, to avoid fornica- 
tion, let every man have his own wife,

and let every woman have her own 

Ausband. 

3 Let the husband render unto the 
wife due benevolence: and likewise 
also the wife unto the husband. 

4 The wife hath not power of her 
own body, but the husband: and like- 
wise also the husband hath not power 
of his own body, but the wife. 

5 Defraud ye not one the other, ex- 
cept zt be with consent for a time, that 
ye may give yourselves to fasting and 
prayer; and come together again, 
that Satan tempt you not for your 
incontinency. 

6 But I speak this by permission, 
and not of commandment. 

7 For I would that all men were 
even as I myself. But every man 
hath his proper gift of God, one after 
this manner, and another after that. 

8 I say therefore to the unmarried 
and widows, It is good for them if 
they abide even as I. 

9 But if they cannot contain, let 
them marry: for it is better to marry 
than to burn. 

ro And unto the married Icommand, 
yet not I, but the Lord, Let not the 
wife depart from her husband: 

| 11 But and if she depart, let her re- 
main unmarried, or be reconciled to 
her husband: and let not the husband 
put away /us wife. 

12 But to the rest speak I, not the 
Lord: If any brother hath a wife that 
believeth not, and she be pleased to 
dwell with him, let him not put her 
away. ‘i 

13 And the woman which hath an 
husband that believeth not, and if he 
be pleased to dwell with her, let her 
not leave him. peo : 

14 For the unbelieving husband is 
sanctified by, the wife, and the unbe- 
lieving wife is sanctified by the hus- 
band: else were your children un- 

clean; but now are they holy. 

2ors But if the unbelieving depart, let 
him depart. A brother or a sister 1s 
not under bondage in such cases: but 
_ God hath called us to peace. ‘ 

16 For what knowest thou, O wife, 
whether thou shalt save thy husband ? 
or how knowest thou, O man, whe- 
ther thou shalt save thy wife? 

17 But as God hath distributed to 
-every man, as the Lord hath called 
every one, so let him walk. And so 
ordain I in all churches. . : 

18 Is any man called being circum- 
cised? let him not become uncircum- 
cised. Is any called in uncircumci- 
sion? let him not be circumcised. 

19 Circumcision is nothing, and

uncircumcision is nothing, but the 
keeping of the commandments of God. 

20 Let every man abide in the 
same calling wherein he was called. 

21 Art thou called beng a servant? 
care not for it: but if thou mayest be 
made free, use 2¢ rather. 

22 For he that is called in the Lord, 
being a servant, is the Lord’s free- 
man: likewise also he that is called, 
being free, is Christ’s servant. 

23 Ye are bought with a price; be 
not ye the servants of men. 

_24 Brethren, let every man, where- 
in he is called, therein abide with God. 

25 Now concerning virgins I have 
no commandment of the Lord: yet I 
give my judgment, as one that hath 
obtained mercy of the Lord to be 
faithful. 

26 I suppose therefore that this is 
good for the present distress, I say, 
that 2t 2s good for a man so to be. | 

27 Art thou bound unto a wife? 
seek not to be loosed. Art thou loosed 
from a wife? seek not a wife. 

28 But and if thou marry, thou hast 

not sinned; and if a virgin marry, 
she hath not sinned. Nevertheless 
such shall have trouble in the flesh: 
but I spare you. 
‘29 But this I say, brethren, the 
time zs short: it remaineth, that both 
they that have wives be as though 
they had none; 

30 And they that weep, as though 
they wept not; and they that rejoice, 
as though they rejoiced not; and 
they that buy, as though they pos- 
sessed not; i 

31 And they that use this world, as 
not abusing 7: for the fashion of 
this world passeth away. : 

32 But I would have you without 
carefulness. He that is unmarried 
careth for the things that belong to 
the Lord, how he may please the 


ord: 

33 But he that is married careth 
for the things that are of the world, 
how he may please his wife. 

34 There is difference also between 
a wife and a virgin. The unmarried 
woman careth for the things of the 
Lord, that she may be holy both in 
body and in spirit: but she that is 
married careth for the things of the 
world, how she may please her hus- 


band. 

35 And this I speak for your own 
profit; not that 1 may cast a snare 
upon you, but for that which iscomely, 
and at ye etl ater upon the 

ord without distraction. 

36 But if any man think that he be- 
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Charity preferable 


haveth himself uncomely toward his 
virgin, if she pass the flower of her 
age, and need so require, let him do 
what he will, hesinneth not: let them 
marry. 
37 Nevertheless he that standeth 
stedfast in his heart, having no neces- 
sity, but hath power over his own will, 
and hath so decreed in his heart that 
he will keep his virgin, doeth well. _ 
38 So then he that giveth her in 
marriage doeth well; but he that giv- 
eth her not in marriage doeth better. 
39 The wife is bound by the law as 
long as her husband liveth; but if her 
husband be dead, she is at liberty to 
be married to whom she will; only in 
the Lord. ‘ant ‘ 
40 Butshe is happier if she so abide, 
after my judgment: and I think also 
that I have the Spirit of God. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 Of idolatrous meats. 8 On Christian 
liberty. 


OW as touching things offered 

unto idols, we know that we all 

have knowledge. Knowledge puffeth 
up, but charity edifieth. — 

2 And if any man think that he 
knoweth any thing, he knoweth no- 
thing yet as he ought to know. 

3 But if any man love God, the 

same is known of him. 
_4 As concerning therefore the eat- 
ing of those things that are offered in 
sacrifice unto idols, we know that an 
idol zs nothing in the world, and that 
there 1s none other God but one. 

5 For though there be that are 
called gods, whether in heaven or in 
earth, (as there be gods many, and 
lords many,) ; 

6 But to us there zs but one God, the 
Father, of whom are all things, and 
we in him; and one Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom are all things, and 
we by him, : ; 

7 Howbeit there vs not in every man 
that knowledge: for some with con- 
science of the idol unto this hour eat 
at as a thing offered unto an idol; and 
their conscience being weak is defiled. 

8 But meat commendeth us not to 
God: for neither, if we eat, are we 
the better; neither, if we eat not, 
are we the worse. 

9 But take heed lest by any means 
this liberty of yours become a stum- 
blingblock to them that are weak. 

10 For if any man see thee which 
hast knowledge sit at meatin the idol’s 
temple, shall not the conscience of 
him which is weak be emboldened 
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to knowledge. 
to eat those things which are offered 
to idols; 

11 And through thy knowledge shall 
the weak brother perish, for whom 
Christ died? , - 

12 But when ye sin so against the

brethren, and wound their weak con- | 


science, ye sin against Christ. 
13 Wherefore, if meat make my 


' 


brother to offend, I will eat no flesh | 


while the world standeth, lest I make 
my brother to offend. 


CHAPTER 09. _ 


1 Paul’s individual liberty. 17 His re- 
compence for ministry. 
M I not an apostle? am I not 
free? have I not seen Jesus 
Christ our Lord? are not ye my work 
in the Lord? 

2 If I be not an apostle unto others, 
yet doubtless I am to you: for the 
ere mine apostleship are ye in the 

ord. 

3 Mine answer to them that do ex- 
amine me is this, 

4 Have we not power to eat and to 
drink 

5 Have we not power to lead about 
a sister, a wife, as well as other 
apostles, and as the brethren of the 
Lord, and Cephas? 

Or I only and Barnabas, have 
not we power to forbear working? 

7 Who goeth a warfare any time 
at his own charges? who planteth a 
vineyard, and eateth not of the fruit 
thereof? or who feedeth a flock, and 
eateth not of the milk of the flock? 

8 Say I these things as a man? or 
saith not the law the same also? 

For it is written in the law of 
oses, Thou shalt not muzzle the 
mouth of the ox that treadeth out the 
corn. Doth God take care for oxen? 
to Or saith he zt altogether for our 
sakes? For our sakes, no doubt, this 
is written: that he that ploweth 
should plow in hope; and that he that 
thresheth in hope should be partaker 
of his hope. 

11 If we have sown unto you 
spiritual things, 2s 2¢ a great thing if 
we shall reap your carnal things? 

12 If others be partakers of this 
pore over you, are not we rather? 

evertheless we have not used this 
power; but suffer all things, lest we 
should hinder the gospel o Christ. 

13 Do ye not know that they which 
minister about holy things live of the 
things of the temple? and they which 
wait at the altar are partakers with 
the altar? 
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- Paul’s ministry. 
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Against idolatry. 


14 Even so hath the Lord ordained 
that they which preach the gospel 
should live of the gospel. 

15 But I have used none of these 
things: neither have I written these 
things, that it should be so done unto 
me: for zt were better for me to die, 
than that any man should make my 
glorying void. 

16 For though I preach the gospel, 
[have nothing to glory of: for neces- 
sity is laid upon me; yea, woe is unto 
me, if I preach not the gospel! 

17 For if I do this thing willingly, 

I have a reward: but if against my 
will, a dispensation of the gospel is 
committed unto me. 
_18 What is my reward then? Ver- 
ily that, when I preach the gospel, 
I may make the gospel of Christ with- 
out charge, that labuse not my power 
in the gospel. 

19 For though I be free from all 
men, yet have I made myself ser- 
vant unto all, that I might gain the 
more. 

20 And unto the Jews I became as 
a Jew, that I might gain the Jews; to 
them that are under the law, as under 
the law, that I might gain them that 
are under the law; 

21 To them that are without law, 
as without law, (being not without 
law. to God, but under the law to 
Christ,) that I might gain them that 
are without law; 

22 To the weak became I as weak, 
that I might gain the weak: I am 
made all things to all men, that I 
might by all means save some. 

23 And this I do for the gospel’s 
sake, that I might be partaker thereof 
with you. . 

24 Know ye not that they which 
run in a race run all, but one receiv- 
eth the prize? So run, that ye may 
obtain. : 

25 And every man that striveth 
for the mastery is temperate in all 


things. Now they do zt to obtain a 
corruptible crown; but we an in- 
corruptible. 


26 I therefore so run, not as un- 
certainly; so fight I, not as one that 
beateth the air: 

27 But I keep under my body, and 
bring it into subjection: lest that by 
_any means, when I have preached to 
others, I myself should be a cast- 
away.

eed for brethren. $1 Do all for 


glory. 


24 Of re- 
‘od’s 


OREOVER, brethren, I would 
not that ye should be ignorant, 
how that all our fathers were under 
the cloud, and all passed through 
the sea; 
_2 And were all baptized unto Moses 
in the cloud and in the sea; 

3 And did all eat the same spirit- 

ual meat;_ 
_4 And did all drink the same spir- 
itual drink: for they drank of that 
spiritual Rock that followed them: 
and that Rock was Christ. 

5 But with many of them God was 
not well pleased: for they were over- 
thrown in the wilderness. 

6 Now these things were our ex- 
amples, to the intent we should notlust 
after evil things, as they also lusted. 

7 Neither be ye idolaters, as were 
some of them; as it is written, The 
people sat down to eat and drink, and 
rose up to play. 

8 Neither let us commit fornication, 
as some of them committed, and fell 
in oneday three and twenty thousand. 

9 Neither let us tempt Christ, as 
some of them also tempted, and 
were destroyed of serpents. 

ro Neither murmur ye, as some of 
them also murmured, and were de- 
stroyed of the destroyer. 

11 Now all these things happened 
unto them for ensamples: and they 
are written for our admonition, upon 
whom the ends of the world are come. 

12 Wherefore let him that thinketh 
he standeth take heed lest he fall. 

13 There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to man: 
but God zs faithful, who will not suf- 
fer you to be tempted above that ye 
are able; but will with the temptation 
also make a way to escape, that ye 
may be able to bear. _ 

14 Wherefore, my dearly beloved, 
flee from idolatry. . . 

15 I speak as to wise men; judge 
ye what I say. : ‘ 

16 The cup of blessing which we 
bless, is it not the communion of the 
blood of Christ? The bread which 
we break, is it not the communion of 
the body of Christ? 

17 For we being many are one 
bread, and one body: for we are all 
partakers of that one bread. 

18 Behold Israel after the flesh: 
are not they which eat of _the sacri- 
fices partakers of the altar? ; 

19 What say I then? that the idol 
is any thing, or that which is offered 
in sacrifice to idols is any thing? -, 

20 But J say, that the things which 
the Gentiles sacrifice, they sacrifice 
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to devils, and not toGod: and Iwould| 5 But every woman that prayeth 
not ‘that. ye should have fellowship | or prophesieth with her head uncov- 


with devils. : 

21 Ye cannot drink the cup of the 
Lord, and the cup of devils: ye can- 
not be partakers of the Lord’s table, 
and of the table of devils. 

22 Do we provoke the Lord to jeal- 
ousy? are we stronger than he? 

23 All things are lawful for me, 
but all things are not expedient: all 
things are lawful for me, butall things 
edify not. : 

24 Let no man seek his own, but 
every man another’s wealth. 

25 Whatsoever is sold in the sham- 
bles, that eat, asking no question for 
conscience sake: | 

26 For the earth is the Lord’s, and 
the fulness thereof. ; 

27 If any of them that believe not 
bid you to a feast, and ye be disposed 
to go; whatsoever is set before you, 
eat, asking no question for conscience 


sake. 

28 But if any man say unto you, 
This is offered in sacrifice unto idols, 
eat not for his sake that shewed it, 
and for conscience sake: for the 
earth zs the Lord’s, and the fulness 
thereof: | : 

29 Conscience, I say, not thine own, 
but of the other: for why is my 
liberty judged of another man’s con- 
science? — 

30 For if I by grace be a partaker, 
why am I evil spoken of for that for 
which I give thanks? 

31 Whether therefore ye eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all to 
the glory of God. 

32 Give none offence, neither to the 
Jews, nor to the Gentiles, nor to the 
church of God: 

33 Even as I please all men in all 
things, not seeking mine own profit, 
but the profit of many, that they may 


be saved. 
CHAPTER 11. 


1 Reproof of methods of worship. 23 Of 
the Lord’s supper. 


E ye followers of me, even as I 
also am of Christ. 

2 Now I praise you, brethren, that 
ye remember me in all things, and 
keep the ordinances, as I delivered 
them to you. 

3 But I would have you know, that 
the head of every man is Christ; and 
the head of the woman 7s the man; 
and the head of Christ 7s God. 

_4 Every man praying or prophesy- 
ing, having hzs head covered, dishon- 
oureth his head. 


ered dishonoureth her head: for that 
is even all one as if she were shaven. 

6 For if the woman be not covered, 
let her also be shorn: but if it be a 
shame for a woman to be shorn or 
shaven, let her be covered. 

7 For a man indeed ought not to 
cover his head, forasmuch as he is 
the image and glory of God: but the 
woman is the glory of the man. 

8 For the man is not of the woman; 
but the woman of the man. 

9 Neither was the man created for 
the woman; but the woman for the 
man. 

ro For this cause ought the woman 
to have power on her head because of 
the angels. ; : 

11 Nevertheless neither is the man 
without the woman, neither the wo- 
man without the man, in the Lord. 

12 For as the woman 7s of the man, 
even so 7s the man also by the woman; 
but all things of God. ap 

13 Judge in yourselves: is it come- 
ly that a woman pray unto God un- 
covered? 

14 Doth not even nature itself 
teach you, that, if a man have long 
hair, it is a shame unto him? i 
_15 But if a woman have long hair, 
it isa glory to her: for her hair is given 
her for a covering. 

16 But if any man seem to be con- 
tentious, we have no such custom, 
neither the churches of God. 

17 Nowin this that I declare unio you 
I praise you not, that ye come together 
not for the better, but for the worse. 

18 For first of all, when ye come 
together in the church, I hear that 
there be divisions among you; and I 
partly believe it. 

19 For there must be also heresies 
among you, that they which are ap- 
proved may be made manifest among 
you. 

20 When ye come together there- 
fore into one place, this is not to eat 
the Lord’s supper. 

21 For in eating every one taketh 
before other his own supper: and one 
is hungry, and another is drunken. 

22 What? have ye not houses to 
eat and to drink in? or despise ye 
the church of God, and shame them 
that have not? What shall I say to 
you? shall I praise you in this? I 
praise you not. . 

23 For I have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivered unto you, 
That the Lord Jesus the same night 
in which he was betrayed took bread: 
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24 And when he had given thanks, 
he brake 7t, and said, Take, eat: this 
is my body, which is broken for you: 
this do in remembrance of me. 

25 After the same manner also he 
took the cup, when he had supped, 
saying, This cup is the new testa- 
ment in my blood: this do ye, as oft 
as ye drink zt, in remembrance of me. 

26 For as often as ye eat this bread, 
and drink this cup, ye do shew the 
Lord’s death till he come. 

27 Wherefore whosoever shall eat 
this bread, and_drink this cup of the 
Lord, unworthily, shall be guilty of 
the body and blood of the Lord. 

28 But let a man examine him- 
self, and so let him eat of that bread, 


and drink of that cup. 
29 For he that eateth and drinketh 
unworthily, eateth and drinketh 


damnation to himself, not discern- 
ing the Lord’s body. 

30 For this cause many are weak and 
sickly among you, and many sleep. 

31 For we would judge our- 
selves, we should not be judged. 

32 But when we are judged we are 
chastened of the Lord, that we should 
not be condemned with the world. 


33 Wherefore, my brethren, when | bod 


ye come together to eat, tarry one for 
another. : 
34 And if any man hunger, let him 
eat at home; that ye come not to- 
gether unto condemnation. And the 
rest will I set in order when I come. 


CHAPTER 12. 
1 Of spiritual gifts. 7 Their profit. 12 
the ac ‘id and spiritual he 
OW concerning spiritual gijts, 
brethren, I would not have you 
ignorant. [ 

2 Ye know that ye were Gentiles, 
carried away unto these dumb idols, 
even as ye were led. - 

3 Wherefore I give you to under- 
stand, that no man speaking by the 
Spirit of God calleth Jesus accursed: 
and that no man can say that Jesus 
is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost. 

4 Now there are diversities of gifts, 
but the same Spirit. . 

5 And there are differences of ad- 
ministrations, but the same Lord. 

6 And there are diversities of oper- 
ations, but it is the same God which 
worketh all in all. | : 

7 But the manifestation of the 
palit given to every man to profit 
withal. Be 

8 For to one is given by the Spirit 
the word of wisdom; to another 
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the word of knowledge by the same 
Spirit; 

9 To another faith by the same 
Spirit; to another the gifts of heal- 
ing by the same Spirit; 

to To another the working of 
miracles; to another prophecy; to 
another discerning of spirits; to an- 
other divers kinds of tongues; to an- 
other the interpretation of tongues: 

tr But all these worketh that one 
and the selfsame Spirit, dividing to 
every man severally as he will. 

12 For as the body is one, and hath 
many members, and all the members 
of that one body, being many, are 
one body: so also zs Christ. 

13 For by one Spirit are we all 
baptized into_one body, whether we 
be Jews or Gentiles, whether we be 
bond or free; and have been all made 
to drink into one Spirit. 

14 For the body is not one member, 
but many. 

15 If the foot shall say, Because I 
am not the hand, I am not of the 
body; is it therefore not of the body? 

16 And if the ear shall say, Be- 
cause I am not the eye, J am not of 
the body; is it therefore not of the

y? 
17 If the whole body were an eye, 
where were the hearing? If the whole 
were hearing, where were the smelling? 

18 But now hath God set the mem- 
bers every one of them in the body, 
as it hath pleased him. _ 

19 And if they were ali one mem- 
ber, where were the body? 

20 But now are they many members, 
yet but one body. 

21 And the eye cannot say unto the 
hand, I have no need of thee: nor 
again the head to the feet, I have no 
need of you. 

22 Nay, much more those members 
of the body, which seem to be more 
feeble, are necessary: 

23 And those members of the body, 
which we think to be less honourable, 
upon these we bestow more abun- 
dant honour; and our uncomely 
parts have more abundant comeli- 
ness. 

24 For our comely parts have no 
need: but God hath tempered the body 
together, having given more abun- 
dant honour to that part which 
lacked: ; 

25 That there should be no schism 
in the body; but that the members 
should have the same care one for 
another. 

26 And whether one member suffer, 
all the members suffer with it; or 
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one member be honoured, all the 
members rejoice with it. ; 

27 Now ye are the body of Christ, 
and members in particular. | 

28 And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings, 
helps, governments, diversities of 
tongues. 

29 Are all apostles? are all pro- 
phets? are all teachers? are all work- 
ersof miracles? , 

30 Have all the gifts of healing? do 
all speak with tongues? do all inter- 
pret? 

31 But covet earnestly the best 
gifts: and yet shew I unto you a 
more excellent way. 


CHAPTER 13. 


1 Gijis nothing without charity. 4 In 
praise of charity. 


bl garretts I speak with the tongues 
of men and of angels, and have 
not charity, 1 am become as sound- 
ing brass, or a tinkling cymbal. _ 

2 And though I have the gift of 
prophecy, and understand all myster- 
ies, and all knowledge; and though I 
have all faith, so that I could remove 
mountains, and have not charity, I 
am nothing. 

3 And though I bestow all my 
goods to feed the poor, and though I 
give my body to be burned, and have 
not charity, it profiteth me nothing. 

4 Charity, suffereth long, and is 
kind; charity envieth not; charity 
vaunteth not itself, is not puffed 


up, 

5 Doth not behave itself unseem- 
ly, seeketh not her own, is not easily 
provoked, thinketh no evil; 

6 Rejoiceth not in iniquity, but 
rejoiceth in the truth; 

7 Beareth all things, believeth all 
things, hopeth all things, endureth all 
things. | 

8 Charity never faileth: but whe- 
ther there be prophecies, they shall 
fail; whether there be tongues, they 
shall cease; whether there be know- 
ledge, it shall vanish away. 

9 For we know in part, and we 
prophesy in part. 

_10 But when that which is perfect 
is come, then that which is in part 
shall be done away. |. 

tz When I was a child, I spake as 
a child, I understood as a child, I 
thought as a child: but when I be- 
came a man, I put away childish 
things. 
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12 For now we see through a glass, 
darkly; but then face to face: now 
I know in part; but then shall I 
know even as also I am known. 

13 And now abideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three; but the great- 
est of these 7s charity. 


CHAPTER 14. 


1 Prophecy preferable to speaking_im 
tongues. 12 Both must be referred to 
edification. 34 Women jorlndden to 
preach. 


OLLOW after charity, and desire 
spiritual gifts, but rather that 
ye may prophesy. 

2 For he that speaketh in an wn- 
known tongue speaketh not unto men, 
but unto God; for no man under- 
standeth him; howbeit in the spirit 
he speaketh mysteries. — 

3 But he that prophesieth speaketh 
unto men ¢o edification, and exhorta- 
tion, and comfort. 

4 He that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue edifieth himself; but he that 
prophesieth edifieth the church. | 

5 I would that ye all spake with 
tongues, but rather that ye pro- 
phesied: for greater 2s he that pro- 
phesieth than he that speaketh with 
tongues, except he interpret, that the 
church may receive edifying. 

6 Now, brethren, if I come unto 

you speaking with tongues, what 
shall I profit you, except I shall speak 
to you either by revelation, or by 
knowledge, or by prophesying, or by 
doctrine? 
_7 And even things without life giv- 
ing sound, whether pipe or harp, ex- 
cept they give a distinction in the 
sounds, how shall it be known what 
is piped or harped? 

8 For if the trumpet give an uncer- 
tain sound, who shall prepare him- 
self to the battle? 

9 So likewise ye, except ye utter by 
the tongue words easy to be under- 
stood, how shall it be known what is 
spoken? for ye shall speak into the 
air. 

ro There are, it may be, so many 
kinds of voices in the world, and none 
of them 7s without signification. 

11 Therefore if I know not the 
meaning of the voice, I shall be unto 
him that speaketh a barbarian, and 
he that speaketh shall be a barbarian 
unto me. 

12 Even so ye, forasmuch as ye are 
zealous of spiritual gifts, seek that 
in ney excel to the edifying of the 
church. 
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13 Wherefore let him that speak- 
eth in an unknown tongue pray that 
he may interpret. . 

14 For if I pray in an unknown 
tongue, my spirit prayeth, but my 
understanding is unfruitful. 

15 What is it then? I will pray with 
the spirit, and I will pray with the 
understanding also: I will sing with 
the spirit, and I will sing with the 
understanding also. 

16 Else when thou shalt bless with 
the spirit, how shall he that occu- 
pieth the room of the unlearned say 
Amen at thy giving of thanks, see- 
ing he understandeth not what thou 
sayest? 

17 For thou verily givest_ thanks 
well, but the other is not edified. 

18 I thank my God, I speak with 
tongues more than ye all: 

19 Yet in the church I had rather 
speak five words with my_under- 
standing, that by my voice I might 
teach others also, than ten thousand 
words in an un tongue. 

20 Brethren, be not children in 
understanding: howbeit in malice 
be ye children, but in understanding 
be men. f 3 
21 In the law it is written, With 
men of other tongues and other lips 
will I speak unto this people; and 
yet for all that will they not hear me, 
saith the Lord. ; 

22 Wherefore tongues are for a sign, 
not to them that believe, but to them 
that believe not: but prophesying 
serveth not for them that believe not, 
but for them which believe. 

23 If therefore the whole church 
be come together into one place, and 
all speak with tongues, and there 
come in those that are unlearned, or 
unbelievers, will they not say that 
ye are mad? 
24 But if all prophesy, and there 
come in one that believeth not, or one 
unlearned, he is convinced of all, he 
is judged of all: i 

258 And thus are the secrets of his 
heart made manifest; and so falling 
down on his face he will worship God, 
and report that God is in you of a 
tru 


26 How is it then, brethren? when 
ye come together, every one of you 
_ hath a psalm, hath a doctrine, hath 
a tongue, hath a revelation, hath an 
interpretation. Let all things be done 
unto edifying. t 

27 If any man speak in an unknown 
tongue, let it be by two, or at the most 
by three, and that by course; and let 
one interpret. 
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28 But if there be no inte ter, 
et him keep silence in the a5 ee 
= let him speak to himself, and to 


od. 

29 Let the prophets speak two or 
three, and let the other judge. 

30 If any thing be revealed to an- 
other that sitteth by, let the first 
hold his peace. 

31 For ye may all prophesy one by 
one, that all may learn, and all may 
be comforted. 

32 And the spirits of the prophets 
are subject to the prophets. 

33 For God is not the author of con- 
Phe a of peace, asin all churches 
of the saints. 

34 Let your women keep silence in 
the churches: for it is not permitted 
unto them to speak; but they are 
commanded to be under obedience, as 
also saith the law. 

35 And if they will learn any thing, 
let them ask their husbands at home: 
for it is a shame for women to speak 
in the church. 

36 What? came the word of God out 
from you? or came it unto you only? 

37 If any man think himself to be 
a prophet, or spiritual, let him ac- 
knowledge that the things that I 
write unto you are the command- 
ments of the Lord. % 

38 But if any man be ignorant, let 
him be ignorant. 

39 Wherefore, brethren, covet to 
prophesy, and forbid not to speak 
with tongues. — / 

40 Let all things be done decently 
and in order.

9 For 1 am the least of the apostles, 
that am not meet to be called an apos- 
oe because I persecuted the church 
of God. 
to But by the grace of God I am 
what Iam: and his grace which was 
bestowed upon me was not in vain; 
but I laboured more abundantly than 
they all: yet not I, but the grace of 
God which was with me. . 

11 Therefore whether 2 were I or 
they, so we preach, and so ye be- 
lieved. | ‘ 

12 Now if Christ be preached that 
he rose from the dead, how say some 
among you that there is no resurrec- 
tion of the dead? E 

13 Butif there be no resurrection of 
the dead, then is Christ not risen: 
_14 And if Christ be not risen, then 
ws our preaching vain, and your faith 
zs also vain. 

15 Yea, and we are found false wit- 
nesses of God; because we have testi- 
fied of God that he raised. up Christ: 
whom he raised not up, if so be that 
the dead rise not. : 

16 For if the dead rise not, then is 
not Christ raised: . 

1'7 And if Christ be not raised, your 
faith 7s vain; ye are yetin your sins.

20 But now is Christ risen from the 
dead, and become the firstfruits of 
them that slept.

aily. 

32 If after the manner of men I 
have fought with beasts at Ephesus, 
what advantageth it me, if the dead 
rise not? let us eat and drink; for 
to morrow we die. y { 

33 Be not deceived: evil communi- 
cations corrupt good manners. 

34 Awake to righteousness, and sin 
not; for some have not the knowledge 
of God: I speak ths to your shame. 

35 But some man will say, How 
are the dead raised up? and with what 
body do they come? 

36, Thou fool, that which thou sow- 
est is not quickened, except it die: 

37 And that which thou sowest, 
thou sowest not that body that shall 
be, but bare grain, it may chance of 
wheat, or of some other grain: 

38 But God giveth it a body as it 
hath pleased him, and to every seed 
his own body. | 

39 All flesh zs not the same flesh: 
but there zs one kind of flesh of men, 
another flesh of beasts, another of 
fishes, and another of birds. 

40 There are also celestial bodies, 
and bodies terrestrial: but the glory 
of the celestial 7s one, and the glory of 
the terrestrial 7s-another. 

41 There is one glory of the sun, and 
another glory of the moon, and an- 
other glory of the stars: for one star 
differeth from another star in glory. 

42 So also zs the resurrection of 
the dead. It is sown in corruption: 
it is raised in incorruption: 

43 It is sown in dishonour; it is 
raised in glory: it is sown in weak- 
ness; it is raised in power: 

44 It is sown a natural body; it is 
raised a spiritual body. There is a 
natural body, and there is a spiritual 


ody. 

45 And so it is written, The first 
man Adam was made a living soul: 
the last Adam was made a quicken- 
ing spirit. — 

40 Howbeit that was not first which 
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is ppuitaal, but that which is natural; 
and afterward that which is spiritual. 
47 The first man 7s of the earth, 
earthy: the second man zs the Lord 
_ from heaven. 
48 As zs the earthy, such are they 
also that are earthy: and as is the 
heavenly, such are they also that are 
heavenly. 

49 And aswe have borne the image 
of the earthy, we shall also bear the 
image of the heavenly. 

50 Now this I say, brethren, that 
flesh and blood cannot inherit the 
kingdom of God; neither doth cor- 
ruption inherit incorruption. 

51 Behold, I shew you a mystery; 
We shall not all sleep, but we shall all 
be changed, ’ 

22 In a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye, at the last trump: for the 
trumpet shall sound, and the dead 
shall be raised incorruptible, and we 
shall be changed. 

_53 For this corruptible must put on 
incorruption, an mortal must 
put on immortality. B 

54 So when this corruptible shall 
have put on incorruption, and this 
mortal shall have put on immortality, 
then shall be brought to pass the say- 
ing that is written, Death is swal- 
lowed up in victory. _ i 

55 O death, where 7s thy sting? O 
grave, where is thy victory? . 

56 The sting of death is sin; and 
the strength of sin zs the law. : 

57 But thanks be to God, which 
giveth us the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

58 Therefore, my beloved brethren, 
be ye stedfast, unmoveable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch as ye know that your la- 
bour is not in vain in the Lord.

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THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 


CORINTHIANS. 


CHAPTER 1. 


1 Paul comforts the brethren. 4 His 
own trials, 15 His visit withheld. 


| Bae an apostle of Jesus Christ 
by the will of God, and Timothy 
our brother, unto the church of God 
which is at "Corinth, with all the 
saints which are in all Achaia: 

2 Grace be to you and peace from 
God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

3 Blessed be God, even the Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father 
oF mercies, and the God of all com- 
ort; 

4 Who comforteth us in ail our 
tribulation, that we may be able to 
comfort them which are in any trou- 
ble, by the comfort wherewith we 
ourselves are comforted of God. 

5 For as the sufferings of Christ 
abound in us, so our consolation also 
aboundeth by Christ. j Ness 

6 And whether we be afflicted, 2 zs 
for your consolation and salvation, 
which is effectual in the enduring 
of the same sufferings which we also 
suffer: or whether we be comforted, 
vivsfor your consolation and salvation. 

7 And our hope of you zs stedfast, 
knowing, that as ye are partakers 
of the sufferings, so shall ye be also 
of the consolation. 

8 For we would not, brethren, have 

you ignorant of our trouble which 
came to us in Asia, that we were 
pressed out of measure, above 
strength, insomuch that we despaired 
even of life: 
_9 But we had the sentence of death 
in ourselves, that we should not 
trust in ourselves, but in God which 
raiseth the dead: 

10 Who delivered us from so great 
a death, and doth deliver: in whom 
we trust that he will yet deliver us; 

rr Ye also helping together by 
prayer for us, that for the gift be- 
stowed upon us by the means of many 
persons thanks may be given by 
many on our behalf. 

12, For our rejoicing is this, the 
testimony of our conscience, that in 
simplicity and godly sincerity, not 
with fleshly wisdom, but by the grace 
of God, we have had our conversa- 
tion in the world, and more abun- 
dantly to you-ward. 
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13 For we write none other things 
unto you, than what ye read or ac- 
knowledge; and I trust ye shall ac- 
knowledge even to the end; 

14 As also ye have acknowledged us 
in part, that we are your rejoicing, 
even as ye also are ours in the day 
of the Lord Jesus. 

15 And in this confidence I was 
minded to come unto you before, that 
ye might have'a second benefit; 

16 And to pass by you into Mace- 
donia, and to come again out of 
Macedonia unto you, and of you to 
be brought on my way toward Judza. 

17 When therefore was thus 
minded, did I use lightness? or the 
things that I purpose, do I purpose 
according to the flesh, that with me 
there should be yea yea, and nay nay? 

18 But as God ¢zs true, our word 
toward you was not yea and nay. 

19 For the Son of God, Jesus 
Christ, who was preached among you 
by us, even by me and Silvanus and 
Timotheus, was not yea and nay, but 
in him was yea. 

20 For all the promises of God in 
him are yea, and in him Amen, unto 
the glory of God by us. 

21 Now, he which stablisheth us 
with youin Christ, and hath anointed 
us, 2s God;

3 And I wrote this same unto you, 
lest, when I came, I should have sor- 
row from them of whom I ought to 
rejoice; having confidence in you 
all, that my joy is the joy of you all.

4 For out of much affliction and 

anguish of heart I wrote unto you 
with many tears; not that ye should 
be grieved, but that ye might know 
the love which I have more abun- 
dantly unto you. 

5 But if any have caused grief, he 
hath not grieved me, but in part: 
that I may not overcharge you all. 

6 Sufficient to such a man 7s this 
punishment, which was injlicted of 


any. 

7 So that contrariwise ye ought ra- 
ther to forgive him, and comfort 
him, lest perhaps such a one should be 
swallowed up with overmuch sorrow. 

8 Wherefore I beseech you that ye 
would confirm your love toward him. 

9 For to this end also did I write, 
that I might know the proof of you, 
whether ye be obedient in all things. 

to To whom ye forgive any thing, 
I forgive also: for if I forgave any 
thing, to whom I forgave zt, for your 
sakes forgave I vw in the person of 


hrist; 

iz Lest Satan should get an advan- 
tage of us: for we are not ignorant 
of his devices. 

12 Furthermore, when I came to 
Troas to preach Christ’s gospel, and a 
door was opened unto me of the Lord, 

13 I had no rest in my spirit, be- 
cause I found not Titus my brother: 
but taking my leave of them, I went 
from thence into Macedonia. ; 

14 Now thanks be unto God, which 
always causeth us to triumph in 
Christ, and maketh manifest the sa- 
vour of his knowledge by us in every 
place. 

15 For we are unto God a sweet sa- 
vour of Christ, in them that are saved, 
and in them that perish: 

16 To the one we are the savour of 
death unto death; and to the other 
the savour of life unto life. And who 
as sufficient for these things? f 

_ 17 For we are not as many, which 
corrupt the word of God: but as of 
sincerity, but as of God, in the sight 
of God speak we in Christ.

God; not in tables of stone, but in 
fleshy tables of the heart. 

4 And such trust have we through 
Christ to God-ward: 

5 Not that we are sufficient of our- 
selves to think any thing as of our- 
selves; but our sufficiency zs of God; 
_6 Who also hath made us able min- 
isters of the new testament; not of 
the letter, but of the spirit: for the 
letter killeth, but the spirit giveth 


life. 

7 But if the ministration of death, 
written and engraven in stones, was 
glorious, so that the children of Is- 
rael could not stedfastly behold the 
face of Moses for the glory of his 
countenance; which glory was to be 
done away: 

8 How shall not the ministration 
of the spirit be rather glorious? 

9 For if the ministration of con- 
demnation be glory, much more doth 
the ministration of righteousness ex- 
ceed in glory. ; 

10 For even that which was made 
glorious had no glory in this respect, 
hase of the glory that excel- 
eth. 

tr For if that which is done away 
was glorious, much more that which 
remaineth 7s glorious. 

12 Seeing then that we have such 
hope, we use great plainness of 
speech: i 

13 And not as Moses, which put a 
veil over his face, that the children of 
Israel could not stedfastly look to the 
end of that which is abolished: | 

14 But their minds were blinded: 
for until this day remaineth the same 
veil untaken away in the reading of 
the old testament; which vei is done 
away in Christ. ; 

15 But even unto this day, when 
Moses is read, the veil is upon their 


heart. 
16 Nevertheless when it shall turn 
to the Lord, the veil shall be taken 


away. ; 

17 Now the Lord is that Spirit: and 
where the Spirit of the Lord 2s, there 
as liberty. D 

18 But we all, with open face be- 
holding as in a glass the glory of the 
Lord, are changed into the same 
image from glory to glory, even as by 
the Spirit of the Lord.

2 But have renounced the hidden 
things of dishonesty, not walking in 
craftiness, nor handling the word of 
God deceitfully; but by manifestation 
of the truth commending ourselves to 
every man’s conscience in the sight 
of God. id fos yie 

3 But if our gospel be hid, it is hid 
to them that are lost: : 

4 In whom the god of this world 
hath blinded the minds of them which 
believe not, lest the light of the glori- 
ous gospel of Christ, who is the image 
of God, should shine unto them. 

5 For we preach not ourselves, but 
Christ Jesus the Lord; and ourselves 
your servants for Jesus’ sake. 

6. For God, who commanded the 
light to shine out of darkness, hath 
shined -in our hearts, to give the 
light of the knowledge of_the glory 
of God in the face of Jesus Christ. | 

7 But we have this treasure in 
earthen vessels, that the excellency 
the power may be of God, and not 
of us. 
8 We are troubled on every side, yet 
not distressed; we are perplexed, but 
not in despair; 

9 Persecuted, but not forsaken: 
cast down, but not destroyed; 

1o Always bearing about in the 
body the dying of the Lord. Jesus, 
that the life also of Jesus might be 
made manifest in our body. 

I1 For we which live are alway de- 
livered unto death for Jesus’ sake, 
that the life also of Jesus might be 
made manifest in our mortal flesh. 

12 So then death worketh in us, 
but life in you. 

13 We having the same spirit of 
faith, according as it is written, I be- 
lieved, and therefore have I spoken; 
we also believe, and therefore speak; 

14 Knowing that he which raised 
up the Lord Jesus shall raise up us 
also by Jesus, and shall present us 
with you. ‘ 

15 For all things are for your sakes, 
that the abundant grace might 
through the thanksgiving of many 
redound to the glory of God. 

16 Forwhichcause we faint not: but 
though our outward man perish, yet 
the inward man is renewed day by day. 

17 For our light affliction, which is 
but for a moment, worketh for us a 
at Ore exceeding and eternal weight 
of glory; 

18 While we look not at the things 
which are seen, but at the things

9 Wherefore we labour, that, whe- 
ther present or absent, we may be ac- 
cepted of him. 

10 For we must all appear before 
the judgment seat of Christ; that 
every one may receive the things done 
in his body, according to that he hath 
done, whether zt be good or bad. 

1r Knowing therefore the terror of 
the Lord, we persuade men; but we 
are nade manifest unto God; and I 
trust also are made manifest in your 
consciences.

tr O ve Corinthians, our mouth is 
open unto you, our heart is enlarged. 

12 Ye are not straitened in us, but 
ye are straitenedin your own bowels.

14 Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness?

HAs therefore these promises, 
dearly beloved, let us cleanse 
ourselves from all filthiness of the 
flesh and spirit, perfecting holiness 
in the fear of God. 

2 Receive us; we have wronged 
no man, we have corrupted no man, 
we have defrauded no man. 

3 I speak not thes to condemn you: 
for I have said before, that ye are in 
our hearts to die and live with you. 

4 Great 7s my boldness of speech to- 
ward you, great 7s my glorying of 
you: I am filled with comfort, I am 
exceeding joyful in all our tribula- 
tion. 

5 For, when we were come into 
Macedonia, our flesh had no rest, but 


fl we were troubled on every side; 


without were fightings, within were 


fears. 

6 Nevertheless God, that comfort- 
eth those that are cast down, com- 
forted us by the coming of Titus; 

7 And not by his coming only, but 
by the consolation wherewith he was 
comforted in you, when he told us 
your earnest desire, your mourning, 
your fervent mind toward me; so 
that I rejoiced the more. , 

8 For though I made you sorry with 
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Oj Titus’ mission. 


a letter, I do not repent, though I 
did repent: for I perceive that the 
same epistle hath made you sorry, 
though 2 were but for a season. 

9 Now I rejoice, not that ye were 
made sorry, but that ye sorrowed to 
repentance: for ye were made sorry 
after a godly manner, that ye might 
receive damage by us in nothing. 

10 For godly sorrow worketh re- 
pentance to salvation not to be re- 
pented of: but the sorrow of the 
world worketh death. j 

rz For behold this selfsame thing, 
that] ye sorrowed after a godly sort, 
what carefulness it wrought in you, 
yea, what clearing of yourselves, yea, 
what indignation, yea, what fear, yea, 
what vehement desire, yea, what zeal, 
yea, what revenge! In all things ye 
have approved yourselves to be clear 
in this matter. 

12 Wherefore, though I wrote unto 
you, I did zt not for his cause that had 
done the wrong, nor for his cause 
that suffered wrong, but that our care 
for you in the sight of God might ap- 
pear unto you. 

13 Therefore we were comforted 
in your comfort: yea, and exceed- 
ingly the more joyed we for the joy 


of Titus, because his spirit was re- 


freshed by you all. : 

14 For if I have boasted any thing 
to him of you, I am not ashamed; but 
as we spake all things to you in truth, 
even so our boasting, which I made 
before Titus, is found a truth. | 

15 And his inward affection is 
more abundant toward you, whilst 
he remembereth the obedience of 
you all, how with fear and trembling 
ye received him. 

16 I rejoice therefore that I have 
confidence in you in all things. 


CHAPTER 8, 


1 Exhortation to give to the poor saints 
at Jerusalem. 8 The duty of giving. 
16 Commendation of Titus. 

OREOVER, brethren, we do 

you to wit of the grace of God 
bestowed on the churches of Mace- 
donia; : 

2 How that in a great trial of af- 
fliction the abundance of their joy 
and their deep poverty abounded 
unto the riches of their liberality. 

3 For to their power, I bear record, 
yea, and beyond their power they were 
willing of themselves; 

4 Praying us with much intreaty 
that we would receive the gift, and 
take upon us the fellowship of the 
ministering to the saints. 
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5 And this they did, not as we hoped, 
but first gave their own selves to the 
Lord, and unto us by the will of God. 

6 Insomuch that we desired Ti- 
tus, thatas he had begun, so he would 
a finish in you the same grace 
also. 

7. Therefore, as ye abound in every 
thing, in faith, and utterance, and 
knowledge, and zn all diligence, and 
in your love to us, see that ye abound 
in this grace also. 

8 I speak not by commandment, 
but by occasion of the forwardness 
of others, and to prove the sincerity 
of your love. 

9 For ye know the grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that, though he 
was rich, yet for your sakes he be- 
came poor, that ye through his pov- 
erty might be rich. | ir 

1o And herein I give my advice: 
for this is expedient for you, who 
have begun before, not only to do, 
but also to be forward a year ago. 

tr Now therefore perform the do- 
ing of 2t; that as there was a readiness 
to will, so there may be a performance 
also out of that which ye have. 

12 For if there be first a willing 
mind, 2¢ 7s accepted according to that 
a man hath, and not according to that 
he hath not. 

13 For I mean not that other men 
be eased, and ye burdened: 

14 But by an equality, that now at 
this time your abundance may be a 
supply for their want, that their abun- 
dance also may be a supply for your 
want: that there may be equality: 

15 As it is written, He that had 
bededs. much had nothing over; and 

e that had gathered little had no lack. 

16 But thanks be to God, which put 
the same earnest care into the heart 
of Titus for you. 

17 For indeed he accepted the ex- 
hortation; but being more forward, 
of his own accord he went unto you. 

18 And we have sent with him the 
brother, whose praise zs in the gospel 
throughout all the churches; 

19 And not that only, but who was 
also chosen of the churches to travel 
with us with this grace, which is ad- 
ministered by us to the glory of the 
same Lord, and declaration of your 
ready mind: 

20 Avoiding this, that no man 
should blame us in this abundance 
which is administered by us: 

21 Providing for honest things, not 
only in the sight of the Lord, but also 
in the sight of men. 

22 And we have sent with them our 
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Bountiful 


brother, whom we have oftentimes 
proved diligent in many things, but 
now much more diligent, upon the 
great confidence which I have in you. 

23, Whether any do enquire of Titus, 
he is my partner and fellowhelper 
concerning you: or our brethren be 
enquired of, they are the messengers of 
the churches, and the glory of Christ. 

24 Wherefore shew ye to them, and 
before the churches, the proof of your 
love, and of our boasting on your 


behalf. 
CHAPTER og. 


1 Why the brethren were sent. 6 Bounti- 
ul alms urged. 


OR as touching the ministering 
to the saints, it is superfluous for 
me to write to you: 

2 For I know the forwardness of 
your mind, for which I boast of you 
to. them of Macedonia, that Achaia 
was ready a year ago; and your zeal 
hath provoked very many. 

3 Yet have I sent the brethren, lest 
our boasting of you should be in vain 
in this behalf; that, as I said, ye may 
be ready: :

5 Therefore I thought it necessary 
to exhort the brethren, that they 
would go before unto you, and make 
up beforehand your bounty, where- 
of ye had notice before, that the same 
might be ready, as a matter of bounty, 
and not as of covetousness. 

6 But this J say, He which soweth 
sparingly shall reap also sparingly; 
and he which soweth bountifully shall 
reap also bountifully. 

7 Every man pocommne as he pur- 
poseth in his heart, so let him give; 
not grudgingly, or of necessity: for 
God loveth a cheerful giver. 

8 And God zs able to make all grace 
abound toward you; that ye, always 
having all sufficiency in all things, 
may abound to every good work: | 

9 (As it is written, He hath dis- 
persed abroad; he hath given to the 

oor: his righteousness remaineth 

or ever. i 

10 Now he that ministereth seed 
to the sower both minister bread for 
your food, and multiply your seed 
sown, and increase the fruits of your 
righteousness;) , , 

11 Being enriched in every thing 
to ali bountifulness, which causeth 
through us thanksgiving to God. 
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12 For the administration of this 
service not only supplieth the want 
of the saints, but is abundant also by 
many thanksgivings unto God; 

13, Whiles by the experiment of this 
ministration they glorify God for 
your professed subjection unto the 
gospel of Christ, and for your liberal 
distribution unto them, and unto all 


men; 

14 And by their prayer for you, 
which long after you for the exceed- 
ing grace of God in you. 

15 Thanks be unto God for his un- 
speakable gift. 


CHAPTER 1o. 


1 Paul’s spiritual might. 8 His ies 
sence and letters.

OW I Paul myself beseech you 

by the meekness and gentleness 

of Christ, who in presence am base 

among you, but being absent am bold 
toward you: 

2 But I beseech you, that I may not 
be bold when I am present with that 
confidence, wherewith I think to be 
bold against some, which think of 
us aa if we walked according to the 


esh. 
3 For though we walk in the flesh, 
we do not war after the flesh: 

4 (For the weapons of our warfare 
are not carnal, but mighty through 
God to the pulling down of strong 
holds;) : et 

5 Casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every thought 
to the obedience of Christ; 

6 And having in a readiness to re- 
venge all disobedience, when your 
obedience is fulfilled. 

7 Do ye look on things after the out- 
ward appearance? If any man trust 
to himself that he is Christ’s, let him 
of himself think this again, that, as 
he7zs Christ’s, even so are we Christ’s. 

8 For though I should boast some- 
what more of our authority, which the 
Lord hath given us for. edification, 
and not for your destruction, I should 
not be ashamed: z 

9 That I may not seem as if I would 
terrify you by letters. 

ro For jus letters, say they, are 
weighty and powerful; but, hes bod- 
ily nose are ts weak, and his speech 
contemptible. i | 

11 Let such an one think this, that, 
such as we are in word by letters when 
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we are absent, such will we be also in 
deed when we are present. 

12 For we dare not make ourselves 
of the number, or compare ourselves 
with some that commend themselves; 
but they measuring themselves by 
themselves, and comparing them- 
selves among themselves, are not 
wise. 

13 But we will not boast of things 
without our measure, but according 
to the measure of the rule which 
God hath distributed to us, a measure 
to reach even unto you. 

14 For we stretch not ourselves be- 
yond our measure, as though we 
reached not unto you: for we are 
come as far as to you also in preach- 
ang the gospel of Christ: | : 

15 Not boasting of things without 
our measure, that is, of other men’s 
labours; but having hope, when your 
faith is increased, that we shall be 
enlarged by you according to our 
rule abundantly, , 

16 To preach the gospel in the re- 
gions beyond you, and not to boast in 
another man’s line of things made 
ready to our hand. 2 

17 But he that glorieth, let him 
glory in the Lord. 

18 For not he that commendeth 
himself is approved, but whom the 
Lord commendeth. 


CHAPTER 11. 


1 As against false_apostles Paul glories 
ain himself. 23 His sufferings for the 
gospel. 

Wourp to God ye could bear with 

me a little in my folly: and in- 
deed bear with me. 

2 For I am jealous over you with 
godly jealousy: for I have espoused 
you to one husband, that I may pre- 
sent vou as a chaste virgin to Christ. 

3 But I fear, lest by any means, as 
the serpent beguiled Eve through his 
subtilty, so your minds should be 
corrupted from the simplicity that is 
in Christ. 

4 For if he that cometh preacheth 
another Jesus, whom we have not 
preached, or 2/ ye receive another 
spirit, which ye have not received, or 
another gospel, which ye have not 
accepted, ye might well bear with 

am. 

5 For I suppose I was not a whit be- 
hind the very chiefest apostles. 

6 But though J be rude in speech, yet 
not in knowledge; but we have been 
throughly made manifest among you 
in all things. 
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his selfboasting. 


7 Have I committed an offence in 
abasing myself that ye might be exz- 
alted, because I have preached to you 
the gospel of God freely? 3 

8 I robbed other churches, taking 
wages of them, to do you service. 

9 And when I was present with you, 
and wanted, I was chargeable to no 
man: for that which was lacking to 
me the brethren which came from 
Macedonia supplied: and in all things 
I have kept myself from being bur- 
densome unto you, and so will I keep 
mysel}. te te 

io As the truth of Christ is in me, 
no man shali stop me of this boast- 
ing in the regions of Achaia. 

11 Wherefore? because I love you 
not? God knoweth. } 

12 But what I do, that I will do, 
that I may cut off occasion from 
them which desire occasion; that 
wherein they glory, they may be 
found even as we. 

13 For such are false apostles, de- 
ceitful workers, transforming them- 
selves into the apostles of Christ. 

14 And no marvel; for Satan him- 
Soe & transformed into an angel of 
ignt. 

15 Therefore z¢ 7s no great thing if 
his ministers also be transformed as 
the ministers of righteousness; whose 
end shall be according to their works. 

16 I say again, Let no man think 
me a fool; if otherwise, yet as. a fool 
receive me, that I may boast myself 
a little. ; 

17 That which I speak, I speak zt 
not after the Lord, but as it were fool- 
ishly, in this confidence of boasting. 

18 Seeing that many glory after 
the flesh, I will glory also. 

19 For ye suffer fools gladly, seeing 
ye yourselves are wise. 

20 For ye suffer, if a man bring 
you into bondage, if a man devour 
you, if a man take of you, if a man 
exalt himself, if a man smite you on 
the +h . 

21 I speak as concerning reproach, 
as though we had been weak. How- 
beit whereinsoever any is bold, (1 
speak foolishly,) I am bold also. 

22 Are they Hebrews? so_am I. 
Are they Israelites? so am I. Are 
they the seed of Abraham? so am I. 

23 Are they ministers of Christ? (1 
speak as a fool) I am more; in la- 
bours more abundant, in stripes 
above measure, in prisons more fre- 
quent, in deaths oft. 

24 Of the Jews five times received I 
forty stripes save one. 

25 Thrice was I beaten with rods, 
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his apostleship. 


once was I stoned, thrice I suffered 


shipwreck, a night and a day I have 
been in the deep; 

26 In journeyings often, in perils of 
waters, zn perils of robbers, an perils 
by mine own countrymen, in perils by 
the heathen, in perils in the city, in 
perils in the wilderness, im perils in 
thesea, in perils among false brethren; 

27 In weariness and painfulness, in 
watchings often, in hunger and 
thirst, in fastings often, in cold and 
nakedness. 

28 Beside those things that are 
without, that which cometh upon me 
daily, the care of all the churches. 

29 Whois weak,andlam not weak? 
who is offended, and I burn not? 

30 If I must needs glory, I will glory 
of the things which concern mine in- 
firmities. 

31 The God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, which is blessed for 
evermore, knoweth that I lie not. 

32 In Damascus the governor un- 
der Aretas the king kept the city of 
the Damascenes with a garrison, de- 
sirous to apprehend me: 

33 And through a window in a bas- 
ket was I let down by the wall, and 
escaped his hands. 


CHAPTER 12.

eB is not expedient for me doubtless 

to glory. I will come to visions 
and revelations of the Lord.

7 And lest I should be exalted above 
measure through the abundance 0 
the revelations, there was given to 


me a thorn in the flesh, the messen- 
ger of Satan to buffet me, lest I should 
be ging tari al > 

or this thing I besought the 
Lord thrice, that it might depart from 


me. 

_9 And he said unto me, My grace 
is sufficient for thee: for my strength 
is made perfect in weakness. Most 
gladly therefore will I rather glory in 
my infirmities, that the power of 
Christ may rest upon me. 

10 Therefore I take pleasure in in- 
firmities, in reproaches, in necessi- 
ties, in persecutions, in distresses for 
Christ’s sake: for when I am weak, 
then am I strong. 

rz I am become a fool in glorying; 
ye have compelled me: for I ought 
to have been commended of you: for 
in nothing am I behind the very 
chiefest apostles, thoughI be nothing. 

12 Truly the signs of an aposile 
were wrought among you in all pa- 
tience, in signs, and wonders, and 
mighty deeds. P 
_13 For what is it wherein ye were 
inferior to other churches, except 2 
be that I myself was not burden- 
some to you? forgive me this wrong. 

14 Behold, the third time I am 
ready to come to you; and I will not 
be burdensome to you: for I seek 
not yours, but you: for the children 
ought not to lay up for the parents, 
but the parents for the children. 

15 And I will very gladly spend and 
be spent for you; though the more 
abundantly I love you, the less I be 
loved. F 

16 But be it so, I did not burden 
you: nevertheless, being crafty, I 
caught you with guile. | 

17 Did I make a _ gain of you by 
any of them whom I sent unto you? 

18 I desired Titus, and with him I 
sent a brother. Did Titus makea gain 
of you? walked we not in the same 
spirit? walked we not in the same 
steps? | t 

19 Again, think ye that we excuse 
ourselves unto you? we speak be- 
fore God in Christ: but we do all 
things, dearly beloved, for your edi- 
fying. 

20 For I fear, lest, when I come, I 
shall not find you such as I would, 
and that I shall be found unto you 
such as ye would not: lest there be de- 
bates, envyings, wraths, strifes, back- 
bitings, whisperings, swellings, tu- 
mults: £ 

21 And lest, when I come again, 
my God will humble me among you, 


and that I shall bewail many which. 
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have sinned already, and have not re- 
pented of the uncleanness and forni- 
cation and lasciviousness which they 
have committed. 


CHAPTER 13.

Know ye not your own selves, how 
that Jesus Christ is in you, except 
ye be reprobates? 
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6 But I trust that ye shall know 
that we are not reprobates. { 

7 Now I pray to God that ye do no 
evil; not that we should appear ap- 
proved, but that ye should do that 
which is honest, though we be as 
reprobates. f : 

8 For we can do nothing against 
the truth, but for the truth. 

9 For we are glad, when we are 
weak, and ye are strong: and this 
also we wish, even your perfection. 

1o Therefore I write these things 
being absent, lest being present I 
should use sharpness, according to the 
power which the Lord hath given me 
to edification, and not to destruc- 
tion. 

11 Finally, brethren, farewell. Be 
perfect, be of good comfort, be of 
one mind, live in peace; and the God 
of love and peace shall be with you. 
ase Greet one another with an holy 

iss, ; 

13 All the saints salute you. 

14 The grace of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and the love of God, and the 
communion of the Holy Ghost, be 
with you all.

CHAPTER 1. 


8 Paul accurses false preachers. 11 Hts 
gospel ts of God. 


AUL, an apostle, (not of men, 

neither by man, but by Jesus 
Christ, and God the Father, who 
raised him from the dead;) 

2 And all the brethren which are 
bibs me, unto the churches of Ga- 
atia: 

3 Grace be to you and peace from 
God the Father, and from our Lord 
Jesus Christ, 

4 Who gave himself for our sins, 
that he might deliver us from this 
present evil world, according to the 
will of God and our Father: 

5 To whom le glory for ever and 
ever. Amen. 

6 I marvel that ye are so soon re- 
moved from him that called you into 
bet grace of Christ unto another gos- 
pel: 


7 Which is not another; but there 
be some that trouble you, and would 
pervert the gospel of Christ. 

But though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel unto 
you than that which we have preached 
unto you, let him be accursed. 

9 As we said before, so say I now 
again, If any man preach any other 
gospel unto you than that ye have 
received, let him be accursed. 

10 For do I now persuade men, or 
God? or do I seek to please men? for 
if I yet pleased men, I should not be 
the servant of Christ. 

11 But I certify you, brethren, that 
the gospel which was preached of me 
is not after man. 

12 For I neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught zt, but by the 
revelation of Jesus Christ. 

13 For ye have heard of my_con- 
versation in time past in the Jews’ 
religion, how that beyond measure 
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Why Paul went 


I persecuted the church of God, and 
wasted it: 

14 And profited in the Jews’ reli- 
gion above many my equals in mine 
own nation, being more exceedingly 
zealous of the traditions of my fa- 
thers. i 

15 But when it pleased God, who 
separated me from my mother’s 
womb, and called me by his grace, 

16 To reveal his Son in me, that I 
might preach him among the hea- 
then; immediately I conferred not 
with flesh and blood: 

17_ Neither went I up to Jerusalem 
to them which were apostles before 
me; but I went into Arabia, and re- 
turned again unto Damascus. 

18 Then after three years I went up 
to Jerusalem to see Peter, and abode 
with him fifteen days. 

19 But other of the apostles saw I 
none, save James the Lord’s brother. 

20 Now the s which I write 
path you, behold, before God, I lie 
not. 

21 Afterwards I came into the re- 
gions of Syria and Cilicia; 

22 And was unknown by face unto 
the churches of Judzea which were in 


hrist: 

23 But they had heard only, That 
he which persecuted us in times past 
now preacheth the faith which once 
he destroyed. 2 i 

24 And they glorified God in me. 


CHAPTER 2. 


1Why Paw went to Jerusalem. 16 OF 
justification by faith. 


HEN fourteen years after I went 
up again to Jerusalem with: Bar- 
nabas, and took Titus with me also. 

2 And I went up by revelation, and 
communicated unto them that gospel 
which I preach among the Gentiles, 
but privately to them which were 
of reputation, lest by any means 
should run, or had run,in vain. . 

3 But neither Titus, who was with 

e, being a Greek, was compelled to 

e circumcised: 

4 And that because of false bre- 
thren unawares broughtin, who came 
in privily to spy out our liberty which 
in Christ Jesus, that they 
might bring us into bondage: 

5 To whom we gave place by sub- 
jection, no, not for an hour; that the 
truth of the gospel might continue 
with you. 

6 But of these who seemed to be 
somewhat, (whatsoever they were, it 
maketh no matter to me: God ac- 
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cepteth no man’s person:) for they 
who seemed to be somewhat in con- 
ference added nothing to me: 

7 But contrariwise, when they 
saw that the gospel of the uncircum- 
cision was committed unto me, as 
he sme of the circumcision was unto 

eter; 

8 (For he that wrought effectually 
in Peter to the apostleship of the cir- 
cumcision, the same was mighty in 
me toward the Gentiles:) 

9 And when James, Cephas, and 
John, who seemed to be pillars, per- 
ceived the grace that was given unto 
me, they gave to me and Barnabas 
the right hands of fellowship; that 
we s go unto the heathen, and 
they unto the circumcision. 

ro Only they would that we should 
remember the poor; the same which 
I also was forward to do. 

11. But when Peter was come to 
Antioch, I withstood him to the face, 
because he was to be blamed. 

12 For before that certain came 
from James, he did eat with the 
Gentiles: but when they were come, 
he withdrew and separated himself, 
fearing them which were of the cir- 
cumcision. i 

13 And the other Jews dissembled 
likewise with him; insomuch that 
Barnabas also was carried away with 
their dissimulation. 

14 But when I saw that they walked 
not uprightly according to the truth 
of the gospel, I said unto Peter before 
them ali, If thou, being a Jew, livest 
after the manner of Gentiles, and not 
as do the Jews, why compellest thou 
the Gentiles to live as do the Jews? 

15 We who are Jews by nature, and 
not sinners of the Gentiles, | j 

16 Knowing that a man is not jus- 
tified by the works of the law, but 
by the faith of Jesus Christ, even we 
have believed in Jesus Christ, that 


I| we might be justified by the faith of 


Christ, and not by the works of the 
law: for by the works of the law 
shall no flesh be justified. : 

17 But if, while we seek to be jus- 
tified by Christ, we ourselves also are 
found sinners, 7s therefore Christ 
the minister of sin? God forbid. . 

18 For if I build again the things 
which I destroyed, I make myself a 
transgressor. 

19 For I through the law am dead 
cn the law, that I might live unto 
od. é 
20 1 am crucified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, but 
Christ livethin me: and the life which 
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I now live in the flesh I live by the 
faith of the Son of God, who loved me, 
and gave himself for me. 

21 I do not frustrate the grace of 
God: for if righteousness come by the 
law, then Christ is dead in vain. 


CHAPTER 3. 
Oj justification by faith. 


O FOOLISH Galatians, who hath 
bewitched you, that ye should 
not obey the truth, before whose 
eyes Jesus Christ hath been evidently 
set forth, crucified among you? 

2 This only would I learn of you, 
Received ye the Spirit by the works 
of the law, or by the hearing of faith? 

3 Are yeso foolish? having begun 
in the Spirit, are ye now made perfect 
by the flesh? Saree, 

4 Have yesuffered so many thingsin 
vain? ifztbeyetin vain. _ 

5 He therefore that ministereth to 
you the Spirit, and worketh miracles 
among you, doeth he it by the works 
of the law, or by the hearing of faith? 

6 Even as Abraham believed God, 
and it was accounted to him for 
righteousness. 

7 Know ye therefore that they 
which are of faith, the same are the 
children of Abraham. : 

And the scripture, foreseeing that 
God would justify the heathen through 
faith, preached before the gospel unto 

\braham, saying, In thee shall all na- 
tions be blessed. 3 ‘ 

9 So then they which be of faith 
are blessed with faithful Abraham. 

to For as many as are of the works 
of the law are under the curse: for 
it is written, Cursed ts every one 
that continueth not in all things 
which are written in the book of the 
law to do them. 

11 But that no man is justified by 
the law in the sight of God, it is evi- 
dent: for, The just shall live by 
faith. 

12 And the law is not of faith: but, 
The man that doeth them shall live 
in them. 

13 Christ hath redeemed us from 
the curse of the law, being made a 
curse for us: for it is written, Cursed 
as every one that hangeth on a tree: 

14 That the blessing of Abraham 
might come on the Gentiles through 
Jesus Christ; that we might receive 
the promise of the Spirit through faith. 

15 Brethren, I speak after the man- 
ner of men; Though tt be buta man’s 
covenant, yet 7 it be confirmed, no 
man disannulleth, or addeth thereto, 
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16 Now to Abraham and his seed 
were the promises made. He saith 
not, And to seeds, as of many; but 
as of one, And to thy seed, which is 
Christ. 

17 And this I say, that the covenant, 
that was co ed before of God in 
Christ, the law, which was four hun- 
dred and thirty years after, cannot 
disannul, that it should make the 
promise of none effect. 

18 For if the inheritance be of the 
law, wt 7s no more of promise: but 
God gave zt to Abraham by promise. 

19 Wherefore then serveth the law? 
It was added because of transgres- 
sions, till the seed should come to 
whom the promise was made; and zt 
was ordained by angels in the hand 
of a mediator. 


20 Now a mediator is not a mediator 
of one, but God is one. 

21 Js the law then against the pro- 
mises of God? God forbid: for if 
there had been a law given which 
could have given life, verily right- 
eee should have been by the 
aw. 

22 But the scripture hath con- 
cluded all under sin, that the pro- 
mise by faith of Jesus Christ might 
be given to them that believe. 

23 But before faith came, we were 
kept under the law, shut up unto the 
faith which should afterwards be re- 
vealed. 

24 Wherefore the law was our 
schoolmaster to bring us unto Christ, 
that we might be justified by faith. 

25 But after that faith is come, we 
are no longer under a schoolmaster. 

26 For ye are all the children of 
God by faith in Christ Jesus. 

27 For as many of you as have been 
baptized into Christ have put on 
Christ. Stat 

28 There is neither Jew nor Greek, 
there is neither bond nor free, there 
is neither male nor female: for ye 
are all one in Christ Jesus. 

29 And if ye be Christ’s, then are 
ye Abraham’s seed, and heirs ac- 
cording to the promise. : 


CHAPTER 4.

7 Wherefore thou art no more a 
servant, but a_son; and if a son, 
then an heir of God through Christ. 

8 Howbeit then, when ye knew not 
God, ye did service unto them which 
by nature are no gods. 

9 But now, after that ye have 
known God, or rather are known of 
God, how turn ye again to the weak 
and beggarly elements, whereunto ye 
desire again to be in bondage? 

1o Ye observe days, and months, 
and times, and years. 

tz I am afraid of you, lest I have 
bestowed upon you labour in vain. 

12 Brethren, I beseech you, be as 
I am; for Iam as yeare: ye have not 
injured me at all. z 
_13 Ye know how through infirm- 
ity of the flesh I preached the gospel 
unto you at the first. | j 
_14 And my temptation which was 
in my flesh ye despised not, nor re- 
jected; but received me as an angel 
of God, even as Christ Jesus. 

15 Where is then the blessedness 
ye spake of? for I bear you record, 
that, if 7t had been possible, ye would 
have plucked out your own eyes, and 
have given them to me. 

16 Am I therefore become your en- 
emy, because I tell you the truth? 

17 They zealously affect you, but 
not well; yea, they would exclude 
you, that ye might affect them. 

18 But 2t is good to be zealously 
affected always in a good thing, and 

-not only when I am present with 


you. 
19 My little children, of whom I 
travail in birth again until Christ be 


_ formed in you, 5 
20 I desire to be present were 
or 


now, and to change my voice; 
standin doubtof you. | 
21 Tell me, ye that desire to be un- 
der the law, do ye not hear the law? 
22 For it is written, that Abraham 
had two sons, the one by a bond- 


maid, the other by a freewoman. 
23 But he who was of the bondwo- 


man was born after the flesh; but he 
of the freewoman was by promise. 

24 Which things are an allegory: 
for these are the two covenants; the 
one from the mount Sinai, which 
gendereth to bondage, which is Agar. 

25 For this Agar is mount Sinai in 
Arabia, and answereth to Jerusalem 
which now is, and is in bondage with 
her children. 

_26 But Jerusalem which is above 
nace which is the mother of us 
all. 

27 For it is written, Rejoice, thou 
barren that bearest not; break forth 
and cry, thou that travailest not: for 
the desolate hath many more chil- 
dren than she which hath an hus- 
band. 

28 Now we, brethren, as Isaac was, 
are the children of promise. 

29 But as then he that was born

30 Nevertheless what saith the 
scripture? Cast out the bondwoman 
and her son: for the son of the 
bondwoman shall not be heir with 
the son of the freewoman. 

31 So then, brethren, we are not 
children of the bondwoman, but of

ro I have confidence in you through 
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the Lord, that ye will be none other- 
wise minded: but he that troubleth 
you shall bear his judgment, who- 
soever he be. é 

zx And I, brethren, if I yet preach 
circumcision, why do I yet suffer 
persecution? then is the offence of 
the cross ceased. 

12 I would they were even cut off 
which trouble you. 

13 For, brethren, ye have been 
called unto liberty; only wse_ not 
liberty for an occasion to the flesh, 
but by love serve one another. | 

14 For all the law is fulfilled in one 
word, even in this; Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself. 

15 But if ye bite and devour one 
another, take heed that ye be not 
consumed one of another. » 

16 This I say then, Walk in the 
Spirit, and ye shall not fulfil the lust 
of the flesh. . 

17 For the flesh lusteth against 
the Spirit, and the Spirit against the 
flesh: and these are contrary the one 
to the other: so that ye cannot do 
the things that ye would. a; 

18 But if ye be led of the Spirit, ye 
are not under the law. 

19 Now the works of the flesh are 
manifest, which are these; Adultery, 
fornication, uncleanness, lascivious- 
ness, 

20 Idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, va- 
Yiance, emulations, wrath, strife, se- 
ditions, heresies,

the which I tell you before, as I have 
also told you in time past, that they 
which do such things shall not in- 
herit the kingdom of God.

nity, let us do good unto all men, es- 
pecially unto them who are of the 
household of faith. 

rr Ye see how large a letter I have 
written unto you with mine own hand. 

12 As many as desire to make a 
fair shew in the flesh, they constrain 
you to be circumcised; only lest they 
should suffer persecution for the 
cross of Christ. 

13 For neither they themselves 
who are circumcised keep the law; 
but desire to have you circumcised, 
that they may glory in your flesh. 

14 But God forbid that I should 
glory, save in the cross of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, by whom the world 
1s crucified unto me, and I unto the 
world. — i 

15 For in Christ Jesus neither cir- 
cumcision availeth any thing, nor un- 
circumcision, but a new creature. 

16 And as many as walk according 
to this rule, peace be on them, and 
mercy, and upon the Israel of God. 

17 From henceforth let no man 
trouble me: for I bear in my body 
the marks of the Lord Jesus.

Father and in the Lord Jesus Christ:, 
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Grace be unto you, and peace, from 


God our Father, and the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

2 We give thanks to God always 
for you all, making mention of you 
in our prayers; ; : 

3 Remembering, without ceasin 
your work of faith, and labour o; 


The manner of 


love, and patience of hope in our 
Lord Jesus Christ, in the sight of 
God and our Father; 

4 Knowing, brethren beloved, your 
election of God. 

5 For our gospel came not unto 
you in word only, but also in power, 
and in the Holy Ghost, and in much 
assurance; as ye know what man- 
mer of men we were among you for 
your sake. 

6 And ye became followers of us, 
and of the Lord, having received the 
word in much affliction, with joy of 
the Holy Ghost: 

7 So that ye were ensamples to all 
that believe in Macedonia and Achaia.

17 But with whom was he grieved 
forty years? was2t not witn them that 
had sinned, whose carcases fell in 
the wilderness? 

18 And to whom sware he that they 
should not enter into his rest, but to 
them that believed not? 

19 So we see that they could not en- 
ter in because of unbelief. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 The rest of believers 7s attained by faith. 
12 Power of God’s word. 16 We must 
go boldly to the throne of grace. 


Tet us therefore fear, lest, a pro- 
—s mise being left us of entering into 
his rest, any of you should seem to 
come short of it. 

2 For unto us was the gospel 
preached, as well as unto them: but 
the word preached did not profit 
them, not being mixed with faith in 
them that heard 7. 

3, For we which have believed do 
enter into rest, as he said, As I have 
sworn in my wrath, if they shall enter 
into my rest: although the works 
were finished from the foundation of 
the world. 

4 For he spake in a certain place of 
the seventh day on this wise, And 
God did rest the seventh day from all 
his works. 

5 And in this place again, If they 
shall enter into my rest. 

6 Seeing therefore it remaineth that 
some must enter therein, and they to 
whom it was first preached entered 
not in because of unbelief: 

7 Again, he limiteth a certain day, 
saying in David, To day, after so lon 
atime}; as it is said, To day if ye wi 
hear his voice, harden not your hearts. 

8 For if Jesus had given them rest, 
then would he not afterward have 
spoken of another day. 

9 There remaineth therefore a rest 
to the people of God. 
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Power of God’s word. 


to For he that is entered into his 
rest, he also hath ceased from his 
own works, as God did from his. 

_11 Let us labour therefore to enter 
into that rest, lest any man fall after 
the same example of unbelief. 

12 For the word of God zs quick, 
and powerful, and sharper than any 
twoedged sword, piercing even to the 
dividing asunder of soul! and spirit, 
and of the joints and marrow, and 7s 
a discerner of the thoughts and in- 
tents of the heart. 

13 Neither is there any creature 
that is not manifest in his sight: but 
all things are naked and opened unto 
ai eyes of him with whom we have 

0 do. 

14 Seeing then that we have a great 
high priest, that is passed into the 
heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let us 
hold fast our profession. 5 

15 For we have not an high priest 
which cannot be touched with thefeel- 
ing of our infirmities; but was in all 
points tempted like as we are, yet 
without sin. 

16 Letus therefore come boldly unto 
the throne of grace, that we may ob- 
tain mercy, and find grace to help in 
time of need. 


CHAPTER 5. 
Authority and honour of Christ's priest- 
hood. 


Fo every high priest taken from 
among men is ordained for men 
in things ining to God, that he 
may offer both gifts and sacrifices for 
sins: 

2 Who can have compassion on the 
ignorant, and on them that are out of 
the way; for that he himself also is 
compassed with infirmity. 

3 And by reason hereof he ought, 
as for the people, so also for himself, 
to offer for sins. i 

4 And no man taxeth this honour 
ee vets Bo he that is called of 

od, as was Aaron. { 

5 So also Christ glorified not him- 
self to be’made an high priest; but 
he that said. unto him, Thou art my 
Son, to day have I begotten thee. 
6 As he saith also in another place, 

Thou art a priest for ever after the 
order of Melchisedec. 

7 Who in the days of his flesh, when 
he had offered up prayers and sup- 
plications with strong. crying and 
tears unto him that was able to save 
him from death, and was heard in 
that he feared; : 

8 Though he werea Son, yet learned 
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Of adherence to faith. 


he obedience by the things which he 
suffered; — 

9 And being made perfect, he be- 
came the author of eternal salvation 
unto all them that obey him; 

to Called of God an high priest 
after the order of Melchisedec. 

rz Of whom we have many things 
to say, and hard to be uttered, seeing 
ye are dull of hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye ought 
to be teachers, ye have need that one 
teach you again which be the first 
principles of the oracles of God; and 
are become such as have need of milk, 
and not of strong meat. 

.13 For every one that useth milk 
zs unskilful in the word of righteous- 
ness: for he is a babe. 

14 But strong meat belongeth to 
them that are of full age, even those 
who by reason of use have their 
senses exercised to discern both good 


and evil. 
CHAPTER 6. 


1 Paul exhorts not to fall away from 
faith. 13 God ts sure in his promise. 


Sp BEREPORE leaving the princi- 
ples of the doctrine of Christ, let 
us go on unto perfection; not laying 
again the foundation of repentance 
from dead works, and of faith toward 


od, 

2 Of the doctrine of baptisms, and 
of laying on of hands, and of resur- 
rection of the dead, and of eternal 
judgment. j 

3 And this will we do, if God per- 


mit. 

4 For zt zis impossible for those 
who were once enlightened, and have 
tasted of the heavenly Woe and were 
made partakers of the Holy Ghost, 

5 And have tasted the good word of 
God, and the powers of the world to 
come, 

6 If they shall fall away, to renew 
them again unto repentance; seeing - 
they crucify to themselves the Son of 
God afresh, and put hem to an open 
shame. ; i i 

7 For the earth which drinketh in 
the rain that cometh oft upon it, and 
bringeth forth herbs meet for them 
by elas it pees, dressed, receiveth 
blessi om God: 

8 But. that which beareth thorns 
and briers7s rejected, and zs nigh unto 


cursing; whose end 7s to be burned. 
9 But, beloved, we are persuaded 
better things of you, and things that 


accompany salvation, though we thus 


speak. : 
ae For God is not unrighteous to

forget your work and labour vf love, 
which ye have shewed toward his 
name, in that ye have ministered to 
the saints, and do minister. 

11 And we desire that cvery one of 
you do shew the same diligence to 
the full assurance of hope unto the 


end: 

12 That ye be not slothful, but fol- 
lowers of them who through faith 
and patience inherit the promises, 

13 For when God made promise to 
Abraham, because he could swear by 
no greater, he sware by himself, — 

14 Saying, Surely blessing I will 
bless thee, and multiplying I will mul- 
tiply thee. ; 

15 And so, after he had patiently en- 
dured, he obtained the promise. 

16 For men verily swear by the 
greater: and an oath for confirma- 
tion zs to them an end of al strife. 

17 Wherein God, willing more abun- 
dantly to shew unto the heirs of pro- 
mise the immutability of his counsel, 
confirmed zf by an oath: 

18 That by two immutable things, 
in which zt? was impossible for God to 
lie, we might have a strong consola- 
tion, who have fled for refuge to lay 
hold upon the hope set before us: 

19 Which hope we have as an an- 
cher of the soul, both sure and sted- 
fast, and which entereth into that 
within the veil; 

20 Whither the forerunner is for 
us entered, even Jesus, made an high 
priest for ever after the order of Mel- 


chisedec. 
CHAPTER 7. 


1 Christ 1s a priest after the order of Mel- 
chasedec. 11 More excetlent than Aar- 
on’s priesthood. 


OR this Melchisedec, king of Sa- 

lem, priest of the most high Gog, 

who met Abraham returning from the 

rage ob of the kings, and blessed 
1m; 

2 To whom also Abraham gave a 
tenth part of all; first being by inter- 
pretation King of righteousness, and 
after that also King of Salem, which 
is, King of peace; 

3 Without father, without mother, 
without descent, having neither be- 
ginning of days, nor end of life; but 
made like unto the Son of God; abid- 
eth a priest continually. 

4 Now consider how great this man 
was, unto whom even the patriarch 
Abraham gave the tenth of the spoils. 

5 And verily they that are of the 
sons of Levi, who receive the office of 
the priesthood, have a commandment 
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and Aaron compared. 


to take tithes of the people according 
to the law, that is, of their brethren, 
though they come out of the loins of 
Abraham: y 

6 But he whose descent is not 
counted from them received tithes of 
Abraham, and blessed him that had 
the promises. FM 

7 And without all contradiction the 
less is blessed of the better. 4 

8 And here men that die receive 
tithes; but there he receiveth them, of 
whom it is witnessed that he liveth. 

9 And as I may so say, Levi also, 
who receiveth tithes, payed tithes in 
Abraham. x | i 

to For he was yet in the loins of his 
father, when Melchisedec met him, 

11 If therefore perfection were by 
the Levitical priesthood, (for under it 
the people received the law,) what 
further need was there that another 

riest should rise after the order of 

elchisedec, and not be called after 
the order of Aaron? 

12 For the priesthood being changed, 
there is made of necessity a change 
also of the law. : 

13 For he of whom these things are 
spoken pertaineth to another tribe, of 
eee no man gave attendance at the 
altar. 

14 For zt zs evident that our Lord 
sprang out of Juda; of which tribe 
Moses spake nothing concerning 
priesthood. | 

15 And it is yet far more evident: 
for that after the similitude of Mel- 
chisedec there ariseth another priest, 

16 Who is made, not after the law 
of a carnal commandment, but after 
the power of an endless life. 

17 For hetestifisth, Thou aria priest 
for everafter the order of Melchisedec. 

18 For there is verily a disannul- 
ling of the commandment going be- 
fore for the weakness and unprofit- 
ableness thereof. 

19 For the law made nothing per- 
fect, but the bringing in of a better 
hope did; by the which we draw 
nigh unto God. 

20 And inasmuch as not without an 
oath he was made priest: 

21 (For those priests were made 
without an oath; but this with an 
oath by him that said unto him, The 
Lord sware and will not repent, Thou 
art a priest for ever after the order of 
Melchisedec:) 

22 By so much was Jesus made a 
surety of a better testament. 

23 they truly were many priests, 
because they were not suffered to 
continue by reason of death: 
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The new covenant 


24 But this man, because he con- 
tinueth ever, hath an unchangeable 
priesthood. 

25 Wherefore he is able also to save 
them to the uttermost that come 
unto God by him, seeing he ever liv- 
eth to make intercession for them. 

26 For such an high priest became 
us, who is holy, harmless, undefiled, 
separate from sinners, and made 
higher than the heavens; 

27 Who needeth not daily, as those 
high priests, to offer up sacrifice, 
first for his own sins, and then for 
the people’s: for this he did once, 
when he offered up himself. 

28 For the law maketh men high 
priests which have infirmity; but the 
word of the oath, which was since the 
law, maketh the Son, who is conse- 
crated for evermore. 


CHAPTER 
The new and better covenant supersedes 
the old. 


OW of the things which we have 
spoken this zs the sum: We kave 
such an high PES who is seton the 
right hand of the throne of the Ma- 
jesty in the heavens; 

2 A minister of the sanctuary, and 
of the true tabernacle, which the 
Lord pitched, and not man. 

3 For every high priest is ordained 
to offer gifts and sacrifices: where- 
fore zt is of necessity that this man 
have somewhat also to offer. 

4 For if he were on earth, he should 
not be a priest, seeing that there are 
priests that offer gifts according to 
the law: 

5 Who serve unto the example and 
shadow of heavenly things, as Moses 
was admonished of God when he was 
about to make the tabernacle: for, 
See, saith he, that thou make all 
things according to the pattern 
shewed to thee in the mount. | 

6 But now hath he obtained a 
more excellent ministry, by how 
much also he is the mediator of a 
better covenant, which was estab- 
lished upon better promises, 


7 For if that first covenant had been | 


_ faultless, then should no place have 
been sought for the second. 

8 For finding fauit with them, he 
saith, Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, when I will make a new 
covenant with the house of Israel 
and with the house of Judah: 

9 Not according to the covenant 
that I made with their fathers in the 
day when I took them by the hand 
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supersedes the old. 
to lead them out of the land of Egypt; 
because ee eee in my 
covenant, and I regarded them no 

saith the Lord. iz - 

to For this 7s the covenant that I 
will make with the house of Israel 
ufter those days, saith the Lord; I 
will put my laws into their mind, 
and write them in their hearts: andI 
will be to them a God, and they shall 
be to me a people: 

iz And they shall not teach every 
man his neighbour, and every man his 
brother, saying, Know the Lord: for 
all shall know me, from the least to 
the greatest. 

12 For I will be merciful to their 
unrighteousness, and their sins and 
their iniquities will I remember no 
more. 

13 In that he saith, A new covenani, 
he hath made the first old. Now that 
which decayeth and waxeth old 23 
ready to vanish away. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 Description of the rites and bloody sac- 
rifices of the law. 11. Their wnferiority 
to the sacrifice of Christ. 


St get verily the iirst covenant had 
also ordinances of divine ser- 
vice, and a worldly sanctuary. 

2 For there was a tabernacle made; 
the first, wherein was the candlestick, 
and the table, and the shewbread; 
which is called the sanctuary. 

3 And after the second veil, the 
tabernacle which is called the Holiest 


of all; 

4 Which had the golden censer, 
and the ark of the covenant over- 
laid round about with gold, wherein 
was the golden pot that had manna, 
and Aaron’s rod that budded, and 
the tables of the covenant; 

5 And over it the cherubims of 
glory shadowing the mercyseat; of 
which we cannot now speak particu- 
larly. 

6 Now when these things were thus 
ordained, the priests went always 
into the first tabernacle, accomplish- 


| ing the service of God. 


7 But into the second went the high 
priest alone once every year, nut 
without blood, which he offered for 
himself, and for the errors of the peo- 


le: . e ° . 
PS The Holy Ghost this signifying, 
that the way into the holiest of all 
was not yet made manifest, while 
as the first tabernacle was yet stand+ 


ing: : 
"9 Which was a figure for the time 


con 
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Mosaic rites typical. 


then present, in which were offered 
both gifts and sacrifices, that could 
not make him that did the service 
perfect, as pertaining to the con- 
science; : 

10 Which stood only in meats and 
drinks, and divers washings, and 
carnal ordinances, imposed on them 
until the time of reformation. } 

1r But Christ being come an high 
priest of good things to come, by 
a greater and more perfect taber- 
nacle, not made with hands, that is 
to say, not of this building; 

12 Neither by the blood of goats 
and calves, but by his own blood he 
entered in once into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemption 


OT US. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and the ashes of an_ heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to 
the purifying of the flesh: 

14 How much more shall the blood 
of Christ, who through the eternal 
Spirit offered himself without spot 
to God, purge your conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God? 

15 And for this cause he is the me- 
diator of the new testament, that by 
means of death, for the redemption 
of the transgressions that were under 
the first testament, they which are 
called might receive the promise of 
eternal inheritance. 

16 For where a testament 7s, there 
must also of necessity be the death 
of the testator. ’ 

17 For a testament 7s of force after 
men are dead: otherwise it is of no 
sirengt at all while the testator liv- 
eth. 

18 Whereupon neither the first tes- 
tament was dedicated without blood. 

19 For when Moses had spoken 
every precept to all the people ac- 
cording to the law, he took the blood 
of calves and of goats, with water, 
and scarlet wool, and hyssop, and 
sprinkled both the book, and all the 
people, | bag 

20 Saying, This zs the blood of the 
testament which God hath enjoined 
unto you. 

21 Moreover he sprinkled with 
blood both the tabernacle, and all the 
vessels of the ministry. . 

22 And almost all things are by the 
law purged with blood; and without 
shedding of blood is no remission. 

23 It was therefore necessary that 
the patterns of things in the heavens 
should be purified with these; but 
the heavenly things themselves with 
better sacrifices than these. 
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24 For Christ is not entered into 
the holy places made with hands, 
whach are the figures of the true; but 
into heaven itself, now to appear in 
the presence of God for us: r 

25 Nor yet that he should offer him- 
self often, as the high priest entereth 
into the holy place every year with 
blood of others; 

26 For then must he often have 
suffered since the foundation of the 
world: but now once in the end of the 
world hath he appeared to put away 
sin by the sacrifice of himself. 

27 And asit is appointed unto men 
once to die, but after this the judg- 
ment: 

28 So Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many; and unto 
them that look for him shall he ap- 
pear the second time without sin unto 
salvation. 

CHAPTER to. 


1 Sacrifices of the law_ ineffective. 10 
hrist’s sacrifice all-effective. 19 Ea- 
hortation to hold fast the faith. 


Fok the law having a shadow of 
good things to come, and not the 
very image of the Ss, can never 
with those sacrifices which they of- 
fered year by year continually make 
the comers thereunto perfect. 

2 For then would they not have 
ceased to be offered? because that 
the worshippers once purged should 
have had no more conscience of sins. 


3 But in those sacrifices there ts a re- 


membrance again made of sins every 
year. 

4 For 7 ts not possible that the 
blood of bulls and of goats should 
take away sins. 

5 Wherefore when he cometh into 
the world, he saith, Sacrifice and of- 
fering thou wouldest not, but a body 
hast thou prepared me: 

6 In burnt offerings and sacrifices for 
sin thou hast had no pleasure. 

7 Then said I, Lo, I come (in the 
volume of the book it is written of 
me,) to do thy will, O God. 

8 Above when he said, Sacrifice and 
offering and burnt offerings and of- 
fering for sin theu wouldest not, nei- 
ther hadst pleasure therein; which are 
offered by the law; 

9 Then said he, Lo, I come to do 
thy will, O God. Be taketh away the 
first, that he may ectablish the second. 

10 By the which will we are sanc- 
tified through the offering of the body 
of Jesus Christ once jor ail. : 

11 And every pat standeth daily 
ministering and offering oftentimes 
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Exhortation to 


the same sacrifices, which can never 
take away sins: 
12 But this man, after he had of- 
- fered one sacrifice for sins for ever, 
sat down on the right hand of God; 

13 From henceforth expecting till 
his enemies be made his footstool. 

14 For by one offering he hath per- 
fected for ever them thataresanctified. 

15 Whereof the Holy Ghost also isa 
witness to us: for after that he had 
said before, 

16 This zs the covenant that I will 
make with them after those days, 
saith the Lord, I will put my laws 
into their hearts, and in their minds 
will I write them; 

17 And their sins and iniquities 
will I remember no more. 

.18 Now where remission of these 
is, there 1s no more offering for sin. 

19 Having therefore, brethren, 
boidness to enter into the holiest by 
the blood of Jesus, 

20 By anew and living way, which 
he hath consecrated for us, through 
the veil, that is to say, his flesh; 

21 And having an high priest over 
the house of God; 

22 Let us draw near with a true 
heart in full assurance of faith, 
having our hearts sprinkled from 
an evil conscience, and our bodies 
washed with pure water. : 

23 Let us hold fast the profession of 
our faith without wavering; (for he 
ts faithful that promised) 

24 And let us consider one another 
to provoke unto love and to good 
works: : j 

25 Not forsaking the assembling 
of ourselves together, as the manner 
of some 7s; but exhorting one another: 
and so much the more, as ye see the 
day approaching. . 

26 For if we sin wilfully after that 
we have received the knowledge o 
the frit there remaineth no more 
sacrifice for sins, ; 

27 But a certain fearful looking 
for of judgment and fiery indigna- 
tion, which ‘shall devour the adver- 
saries. ; 

28 He that despised Moses’ law 
died without mercy under two or 

_ three witnesses: : 

29 Of how much sorer punishment, 
suppose ye, shall he be thought 
worthy, who hath trodden under foot 
the Son of God, and hath counted 
the blood of the covenant, wherewith 
he was sanctified, an unholy thing, 
pre kes song despite unto the 
Spirit of grace? -_. 4 
"30 For we know him that hath said, 

2 
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hold jast the faith. 


Vengeance belongeth unto me, I will 
recompense, saith the Lord.. And 
again, The Lord shall judge his peo- 
ple. " 

31.Jtza fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God. i 

32 But call to remembrance the 
former days, in which, after ye were 
illuminated, ye endured a great 
fight of afflictions; 3 

33, Partly, whilst ye were made a 
gazingstock both by reproaches and 
afflictions; and partly, whilst ye be- 
came companions of them that were 
so used. os 

34 For ive had compassion of me in 
my bonds, and took joyfully the 
spo of your goods, knowing in 
yourselves that ye have in heaven a 
better and an enduring substance. 

35 Cast not away therefore your 
confidence, which hath great recom- 
pence of reward. 

36 For ye have need of patience, 
that, after ye have done the will of 
God, ye might receive the promise. 

37. For yet a little while, and he that 
shall come will come, and will not 


tarry. 

38 Now the just shall live by faith: 
but if any man draw back, my soul 
shall have no pleasure in him. 

39 But we are not of them who 
draw back unto perdition; but of 
fem that believe to the saving of the 
soul. 

CHAPTER 11. 


1 Of faith. 6 Without faith, God rs not 
pleased. % Fruits thereof. 
OW faith is the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence 
of things not seen. . 
2 For-by it the elders obtained a 
good report. | 4 
3 Through faith we understand that 


f | the worlds were framed by the word 


of God, so that things which are seen 
were not made of things which do 


appear. . 

4 By faith Abel offered unto God 
a more excellent sacrifice than Cain, 
by which he obtained witness that he 
was righteous, God testifying of his 
gifts: and-by it he being dead yet 
speaketh. | 

5 By faith Enoch was _ translated 
that he should not see death; and 
was not found, because God had trans-. 
lated him: for before his translation 
he had this testimony, that he pleased 


God. 

6 But without faith zt zs impossible 
to please ham: for he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is, and 
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The fruits of Jaith 


he is a rewarder of them that dili- 
gently seek him. é 

7 By faith Noah, being warned of 
God of things not seen as yet, moved 
with fear, prepared an ark to the sav- 
ing of his house; by the which he con- 
demned the world, and became heir 
of therighteousness which is by faith. 

8 By faith Abraham, when he was 
called to go out into a place which he 
should after receive for an inherit- 
ance, obeyed; and he went out, not 
knowing whither he went. 

By faith he sojourned in the land 

promise, as in a strange country, 
dwelling in tabernacles with Isaac 
and Jacob, the heirs with him of the 
same promise: é : 

10 For he looked for a city which 
hath foundations, whose builder and 
maker 7s God. 

ir Through faith also Sara herself 
received strength to conceive seed, 
and was delivered of a child when 
she was past age, because she aes 
him faithful who had promised. 

12 Therefore sprang there even of 
one, and him as good as dead, so 
many as the stars of the sky in multi- 
tude, and as the sand which is by the 
sea shore innumerable. 

13 These all died in faith, not hav- 
ing received the promises, but hav- 
ing seen them afar off, and were per- 
suaded of them, and embraced them, 
and confessed that they were stran- 
gers and pilgrims on the earth. 

14 For they that say such things de- 
clare plainly that they seek a country. 

15 And truly, if they had been mind- 
ful of that country from whence they 
came out, they might have had oppor- 
ee to have returned. 

16 But now they desire a better 

country, that is, an heavenly: where- 
fore God is not ashamed to be called 
their God: for he hath prepared for 
them a city. 
‘17 By faith Abraham, when he 
was tried, offered up Isaac: and he 
that had received the promises of- 
fered up his only begotten son, 

18 Of whom it was said, That in 

isaac shall thy seed be called: 
'19 Accounting that God was able to 
raise him up, even from the dead; 
from whence also he received him in 
a figure. — 

20 By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and 
Esau concerning things to come. 

21 By faith Jacob, when he was a 
dying, blessed both the sons of Jo- 
seph; and worshipped, leaning upon 
the top of his staff. 

_ 23 By faith Joseph, when he died, 
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in the jathers of old. 


made mention of the departing of 
the children of Israel; and gave com- 
mandment concerning his bones. 

23 By faith Moses, when he was 
born, was hid three months of his par- 
ents, because they saw he was a pro- 
per child; and they were not afraid 
of the king’s commandment. 

24 By faith Moses, when he was 


come to years, refused to be called ° 


the son of Pharaoh’s daughter; ; 

25 Choosing rather to suffer afflic- 
tion with the people of God, than to 
enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season; 

26 Esteeming the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than the trea- 
sures in Egypt: for he had respect 
unto the recompence of the reward. 

27 By faith he forsook Egypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king: for he 
endured, asseeing him whoisinvisible. 

28 Through faith he kept the pass- 
over, and the sprinkling of blood, 
lest he that destroyed the firstborn 
should touch them. 

29 By faith they passed through 
the Red sea as by dry land: which 
the Egyptians assaying to do were 
drowned. | 

30 By faith the walls of Jericho 
fell down, after they were compassed 
about seven days. 
_ 31 By faith the harlot Rahab per- 
ished not with them that believed 
not, when she had received the spies 
with peace. 

32 And what shall I more say? for 
the time would fail me to tell of Ged- 
eon, and of Barak, and of Samson, 
and of Jephthae; of David also, and 
Samuel, and of the prophets: 

33 Who through faith subdued 
kingdoms, wrought righteousness, ob- 
tained promises, stopped the mouths 
of lions,

23 Who, when he was reviled, re- 
viled not again, when he suffered, he 
threatened not; but committed him- 
self to him that judgeth righteously: 

24 Who his own self bare our sins 
in his own body on the tree, that we, 
being dead to sins, should live unto 
righteousness: by whose stripes ye 
were healed. : 

25 For ye were as sheep going 
astray; but are now returned unto

the corruption that is in the world 
through lust. ecg ™ 

5 And beside this, giving all dili- 
gence, add to your faith virtue; and 
to virtue knowledge;

and to temperance patience; and to 
patience godliness; ‘ 

7 And to godliness brotherly kind- 
ness; and to brotherly kindness char- 


ity. 

8 For if these things be in you, and 
abound, they make you that ye shall 
neither be barren nor unfruitful in 
the knowledge of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

9 But he that lacketh these things 
is blind, and cannot see afar off, and 
hath forgotten that he was purged 
from his old sins. 

10 Wherefore the rather, brethren, 
give diligence to make your calling 
and election sure: for if ye do these 
things, ye shall never fall: 

11 For so an entrance shall be 
ministered unto you abundantly into

12 Wherefore I will not be negli- 
gent to put you always in remem- 
brance of these things, though ye 
know them, and be established in the 
present truth.

14 Knowing that shortly I must 
put off this my tabernacie, evenas our 
Lord Jesus Christ hath shewed me. 

15 Moreover I will endeavour that 
ye may be able after my decease to 
have these things always in remem- 
brance. : 

16 For we have not followed cun- 
ningly devised fables, when we made 
known unto you the power and com- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ, but 
were eyewitnesses of his majesty. 

17 For he received from God the 
Father honour and glory, when there 
came such a voice to him from the 
excellent glory, This is my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased. 

18 And this voice which came from 
heaven we heard, when we were with 
him in the holy mount. 

19 We have also a more sure word 
of prophecy; whereunto ye do well 
that ye take heed, as unto a light 
that shineth in a dark place, until the 
day dawn, and the day star arise in 
your hearts: 
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Of false teachers. 


20 Knowing this first, that no pro- 
phecy of the scripture is of any pri- 
vate interpretation. z 

21 For the prophecy came not in 
old time by the will of man: but 
holy men of God spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost.

8 (For that righteous man dwelling 
among them, in seeing and hearing, 
vexed his righteous soul from day to 
day with their unlawful deeds}) 

9 Tke Lord knoweth how to de- 
liver the godly out of temptations, 
and to reserve the unjust unto the 
day of judgment to be punished: 

to But chiefly them that walk after 
the flesh in the lust of uncleanness, 
and despise government. Presump- 
tuous are they, selfwilled, they are not 
afraid to speak evil of dignities. 

11 Whereas angels, which are 
greater in power and might, bring 
not railing accusation against them 
before the Lord.

rz And they overcame him by the 
blood of the Lamb, and by the word 
of their testimony; and they loved 
not their lives unto the death. 

12 Therefore rejoice, ye heavens, 
and ye that dwell in them. Woe to 
the inhabiters of the earth and of the 
sea! for the devil is come down unto 
you, having great wrath, because he 
imnoweth that he hath but a short 
time. 

13 And when the dragon saw that 
he was cast unto the earth, he per- 
secuted the woman which brought 
forth the man child. ‘ 

14 And to the woman were given 
two wings of a great eagle, that she 
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might fly into the wilderness, into 
her place, where she is nourished 
for a time, and times, and half a 
time, from the face of the serpent. — 

15 And the serpent cast out of his 
mouth water as a flood after the wo- 
man, that he might cause her to be 
carried away of the flood. 

16 And the earth helped the wo- 
man, and the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed up the flood which the 
dragon cast out ofhismouth. 

17 And the dragon was wroth with 
the woman, and went to make war 
with the remnant of her seed, which 
keep the commandments of God, and 
have the testimony of Jesus Christ. 


CHAPTER 13.

ND I stood upon the sand of the 

sea, and saw a beast rise up 
out of the sea, having seven heads 
and ten horns, and upon his horns 
ten crowns, and upon his heads the 
name of blasphemy. _.

6 And he opened his mouth in blas- 
phemy against God, to blaspheme 
his name, and his tabernacle, and 
them that dwell in heaven. 

' 7 And it was given unto him to 
make war with the saints, and to 
overcome them: and power was 
given him over ali kindreds, and 
tongues, and nations. 

8 And all that dwell upon the earth 
shall worship him, whose names 
are not written in the book of life 
of the Lamb slain from the founda- 
tion of the world. 

9 If any man have an ear, let him

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with seven heads. 


shall go into captivity: he that kill- 
eth with the sword must be killed 
with the sword. Here is the pa- 
tience and the faith of the saints. 

11 And I beheld another beast com- 
ing up out of the earth; and he had 
two horns like a lamb, and he spake 
as a dragon. ; 

12 And he exerciseth all the power 
of the first beast before him, and 
causeth the earth and them which 
dwell therein to worshin the first 
beast, whose deadly wound was 
healed. 

13 And he doeth great wonders, 
so that he maketh fire come down 
from heaven on the earth in the sight 
of men, : 

14 And deceiveth them that dwell 
on the earth, by the means of those 
miracles which he had power to do 
in the sight of the beast; saying to 
them that dwell on the earth, that 
they should make an image to the 
beast, which had the wound by a 
sword, and did live. é 

15 And he had power to give life 
unto the image of the beast, that the 
image of the beast should both speak, 
and cause that as many as would not 
worship the image of the beast should 
be killed. 

16 And he causeth all, both small 
and great, rich and poor, free and 
bond, to receive a mark in their 
right hand, or in their foreheads: 

are And that no man might buy or 
sell, save he that had the mark, or 
the name of the beast, or the number 
of his name. 

18 Here is wisdom. Let him that 
hath understanding count the number 
of the beast: for it is the number of a 
man; and his number zs Six hundred 
threescore and six.

in thy sickle, and reap: for the time 
is come for thee to reap; for the har- 
vest of the earth is ripe. 

16 And he that sat on the cloud 
thrust in his sickle on the earth; and 
the earth was reaped. 

17 And another angel came out of 
the temple which is in heaven, he also 
having a sharp sickle. 

18 And another angel came out 
from the altar, which had power 
over fire; and cried with a loud cry to 
him that had the sharp sickle, saying, 
Thrust in thy sharp sickle, and ga- 
ther the clusters of the vine of the 
earth; for her grapes are fully ripe.

I. INTRODUCTION 


The Bible is the greatest book in the world. It is interesting, highly 
instructive and should be a very Handbook for all. As religion is the true 
basis for morals, no individual and no state is safe whose philosophy is not 
grounded in religious truth. All citizens should themselves know the 
foundation principles of right living in family, state, nation, and the world. 

Perhaps the real reason why the Bible is not more widely read is that, 
side by side with the most important portions, are others which consist of 
lists of names or matter almost wholly devoid of interest to a modern 
reader. Obviously it should be easy to mark such passages for omission, 
and that is what this Course does. 

For various reasons it is highly desirable to read the Bible through from 
Genesis to Revelation. Thus, the Old Testament prepares for the New, a 
cumulative knowledge of the Bible, so valuable in education, is secured, and 
a true perspective of religious history and truth is obtained. One who 
does this reading is prepared to understand and appreciate the myriads of 
allusions and references to sacred literature contained in secular history, 
literature, art, law, and life in general. 

Every person’s life is a success or a wreck, or something between the two, 
according as he does or does not govern it by the precepts of God’s Holy 
Word. ‘The way of the ungodly shall perish, but the path of the just is as 
a shining light, that shineth more and more unto the perfect day.’’ The 
foregoing should prove a powerful incentive to every seeker after truth to 
read the Bible through. 


II. SYSTEM OF MARKINGS 


The Course is divided into thirty-six lessons for a school year of forty 
weeks, and the Markings give both the beginning and ending of Lessons and 
the beginning and ending of passages or portions to be read. The following 
Markings with the accompanying explanations will make the whole plain:

Attention to the following Rules will aid materially in the reading: 

1. A letter B put in the margin marks a place to begin to read and a 
letter S a place to stop, always omitting all matter to the next B or figure. 

2. A figure in the margin indicates the end of one lesson and the begin- 
ning of the next. If the reader is reading by lessons, it is advisable to insert 
a book-mark of some sort, so that the place to start the next time may 
easily be found. 

3. When a new Book is started the reader should first examine the 
Introduction to it; next insert the markings for it if this has not yet been 
done; and then proceed to read it. When the reading of the Book is con- 
cluded the memory verses (if any) should be read and reread and, if possible, 
memorized. 


III. THE BOOKS OF THE OLD TESTAMENT 


Section I. The Pentateuch or Book of the Law 


BOOK 1. GENESIS 


The word “Genesis” means birth or beginning. The book of Genesis 
includes the following topics in order: The Creation, the Garden of Eden, 
the Antediluvians or peoples before the Flood, the Flood, the Tower of 
Babel, the dispersion or scattering of the races, and the lives of the patri- 
archs Abraham, Isaac, Jacob and Joseph. The book ends with the death 
of Joseph in Egypt. It has been called ‘“‘the seed-plot of the Bible,” for 
everything afterwards developed in the Word of God is first mentioned 
there. The Bible would have us understand that if God showed such great 
care for Abraham, Isaac, Jacob and Joseph He cares likewise for each of us, 
and this should be our point of view as we read, ‘‘The very hairs of your 
head are all numbered” (Matt. 10 : 30). 

The importance of this book cannot be over-emphasized, and it is sug- 
gested that the reader make a list of all the beginnings he can find in it. 

Before starting the reading of Genesis a map showing Mesopotamia, 
Canaan and Egypt should be carefully studied. Later it should be con- 
sulted also.

BOOK 2. EXODUS 

The word “Exodus” means going out and refers to the departure (the 
going out) of the children of Israel from Egypt. The book includes an 
account of the birth of Moses, the plagues. by which God delivered the 
Israelites from Egypt, the journey to Sinai, the giving of the law there, and 

a description of the tabernacle. 
The journey from Egypt to Canaan parallels in a wonderful way the

life of every individual Christian, and it should be read with this thought 
in mind. Thus, the deliverance from Egypt pictures our redemption and 
the difficulties by the way illustrate our experiences as we walk in the 
path of God’s appointment. John Bunyan showed this most clearly when 
he wrote “‘Pilgrim’s Progress.” The reader will find it very interesting to 
compare the journey as described in the Bible with that of Christian in 
“Pilgrim’s Progress.”

The word “Leviticus”? comes from Levite and Levite from Levi, one 
of the twelve sons of Jacob, and father of the priestly tribe of that name. 

The 
Book of Leviticus gives the ritual of the tabernacle worship and the duties 
of the priesthood. Only short selections are made from it, merely to give 
an idea of its contents.

BOOK 5. DEUTERONOMY 
“Deuteronomy” means second law, that is, the second giving of the 
Law. The first five books of the Bible, called the Pentateuch, or the Books 
of Moses, give the history of the world from the Creation to the death of 
Moses. Deuteronomy is in the form of four addresses by Moses, repeating 
matters which have been already given in the previous books, and for this 
reason much of it is omitted from the Readings.

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Section II. The History of Israel in Canaan 


BOOK 6. JOSHUA 


The book of Joshua is named after the successor of Moses, and tells, 
among other things, how the children of Israel entered the land of Canaan 
from the east, passing through the river Jordan, whose waters miraculously 
opened for them by the power of God. It also relates how the inhabitants 
of the land were conquered, and how their land was divided among the 
tribes of Israel. A considerable part of the book is taken up with Joshua’s 
advice to the people as to how they should live and honor God. Use a 
map of Canaan showing the location of the Twelve Tribes.

BOOK 8. RUTH 


The book of Ruth describes an episode in the time of the Judges. It 
gives a lively picture of ancient life, with its manners and customs. Ruth 
was a great-grandmother of King David, and so is in the earthly ancestry 
of Jesus Christ. The passage of 1: 16, 17 is one of the most pathetic in 
literature. This book is full of interest to modern feaders. 

The whole book is to be read. 


BOOKS 9 AND 10. I AND II SAMUEL 


These two books are one in the Hebrew Bible, and they relate in detail 
the closing days of the theocracy (in which God ruled directly, through the 
Judges) and the early days of the kingdom. Israel rejected Jehovah their 
God and desired a king like other nations. Their first king was Saul, a 
man of goodly appearance and a skilful warrior, but not a man after God’s 
own heart. At his death after a long reign, David, God’s own choice as 
king, was proclaimed ruler. The life and activities of David are given 
fully, together with an account of Samuel, the last of the Judges.

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BOOKS 11 AND 12. I AND II KINGS 


These two books, one in the Hebrew Bible, continue the history of the 
people of Israel from the accession of Solomon, David’s son, to the carrying 
away of the people into captivity. They record the death of David, the 
accession of Solomon, the revolt of Jeroboam and his ten tribes during the 
reign of Rehoboam, Solomon’s son, and from this time on the narrative 
intermingles the histories of the two kingdoms up to the captivity of each. 
The lives of the prophets Elijah and Elisha are found in these books.

BOOKS 13 AND 14. I AND II CHRONICLES 


The two books of Chronicles are, toa large extent, a repetition of matter 
found in other parts of the Scriptures, especially in I Samuel and IT Kings. 
The first nine chapters give a genealogy, or list of names, beginning with 
Adam. The author lays most stress on the history of the kingdom of 
Judah, with special reference to the temple worship. Because of the 
sirnilarity of the matter to that of the other books no references for reading 


are given. 


BOOK 15. EZRA 
The book of Ezra gives an account of the return of some of the Jews 
from their captivity in Babylon and the rebuilding of their ruined temple. 
This work was carried out with difficulty because of the enmity of some of 
their neighbors and the lack of a spiritual religion among many of the 
Jews.

The book of Nehemiah outlines the events connected with the rebuild- 
ing of the wall of Jerusalem, and describes certain social and religious 
reforms.

Section III. The Literary Books of the Old Testament 


Of the books of the Bible which may be classified under this section the 
book of Esther alone is written entirely in prose, while the book of Job 
contains only a small amount of prose. The others—Psalms, Proverbs, 
Ecclesiastes, Song of Solomon, and Lamentations—are written entirely 
in poetry, though only the revised versions show the fact. 


Hebrew Poetry and Its Peculiarities 


The greater part of the poetry of the Bible is either lyric (song-like) 
or didactic (teaching). The Psalms illustrate lyric poetry and the Proverbs 
illustrate didactic poetry. 

Hebrew poetry differs from that of western nations in its form. The 
western nations divide the matter in their poetry into lines of a fixed num- 
ber of syllables, and usually require these lines to rhyme, that is, their final 
syllables must have the same sound. Hebrew poetry is altogether different. 
The lines are of varying length, and instead of two successive lines ending 
in the same sound, the second of a pair of lines is a repetition of the idea 
of the first, or a contrasting idea. The poetry of western nations makes 
much of accent; the Hebrew poetry does not. 

The characteristic of Hebrew poetry mentioned has been called paral- 
lelism. Three kinds of parallelism have been noted: 

(1) When the second line, or clause, repeats the idea of the first in other 
words. See Psalm 6:1. The first clause has “‘rebuke’’ and the second 
“chasten.” 

(2) When two contrasted ideas come together. See Psalm 1: 6. 

(3) When the second clause extends or expands the meaning of the first, 
or deduces something from it. See Psalm 119: 2, 9. 


BOOK 17. ESTHER 


The book of Esther is a gem, read alike by young and old with interest 
and pleasure. It shows the hidden providences of God defending and 
delivering His people from their enemies. 

The whole book is to be read. 


BOOK 18. JOB 


The book of Job is thought by many to be the oldest book in the world, 
and deals with its most difficult question: ‘‘Why do the righteous suffer?” 
The early chapters, in prose, tell of great misfortunes that came upon Job. 
Some of his friends come to condole, or express their sympathy with him, 
and argue that as the laws of nature are unchangeable Job himself was to 
blame for the troubles that have come upon him. Job undertakes to prove 
that he is not to blame, or, at most, is only partly to blame. The book 
shows that Job was right. Here and there the style reaches the sublime.

A great many verses or short passages are striking in their thought and 
expression, and are widely quoted. Not a few of the Psalms and passages 
from them have been made familiar to us in modern hymns and anthems.

“vanity,” which appears many times in this book, does not have its usual 
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meaning, but rather 'means transitoriness, that is, when the author says 
that such and such things are vanity he means that they will pass away, 
they are not lasting. Solomon is usually credited with being the author 
of this book.

A prophecy, as commonly understood, is a foretelling of the future. 
This is one element in the writing of all the prophets, but it is usually a 
minor one. The more correct view of the prophets is to regard them as 
men called by God when people were forgetting Him, to speak His word 
to the people and to turn them to Him in repentance and obedience to His 
will.

BOOK 23. THE PROPHECY OF ISAIAH 


The Prophecy of Isaiah is one of the world’s greatest masterpieces. 
It is elevated in style, vivid in description, vehement in its development of 
thought, emotional in sentiment and full of striking figures of speech. Its 
moral and religious teachings are keen and pure, and the prophecies of 
Christ’s coming in the eleventh and fifty-third chapters are startling in their 
accuracy.

BOOK 26. THE PROPHECY OF EZEKIEL 


Ezekiel was carried away captive to a point near Babylon when Nebu- 
chadnezzar conquered Judah in 597 B. C., and he prophesied “among the 
captives by the river of Chebar.”’ 

The book has been divided into three parts: I. God’s dissatisfaction 
with the kingdom of Judah, chapters 1-24. II. Woes pronounced on 
neighboring nations, chapters 25-32.

: BOOK 27. DANIEL 
Daniel is one of the most readable books in the Bible. Its stories are 
vivid and exciting, and the visions in the later chapters are most significant. 
In the Hebrew Bible Daniel is found with the poetical and devotional 
books of Section III. The four beasts of Daniel 7 : 3 are commonly thought 
,to be the four great world powers,—the Babylonian, the Medo-Persian, 
the Greco-Macedonian, and the Roman. The second vision, Daniel 8: 1, 
js thought to refer to the Greek power under Alexander the Great. Greece 
js the he-goat that overcame the Persian ram, and Alexander is ‘‘the notable 
horn” between its eyes. The kingdom in chapter 9 is understood to be 
the Messianic, or Christ’s kingdom. The visions in chapters 10-12 refer to 
“the latter days.”

BOOK 29. JOEL 


The book of Joel is divided into two parts. In the first a great calamity 
caused by an army of locusts is predicted in striking language.

The book of Joel contains a prophecy frequently found in the writings of 
the prophets, that the Jews shall establish a great nation in Palestine in 
later times.

BOOK 30. AMOS 


Amos was one of the earliest of the writing prophets. He prophesied 
that God loves mercy and not mere formal sacrifices, such teaching being 
like that of Christ. He was born 12 miles south of Jerusalem, but prophe- 
sied to the Northern Kingdom. He taught that Israel’s future greatness 
was not to be secured through power and wealth, but through justice and 
judgment. For historical connection see II Kings 14.

BOOK 31. OBADIAH 


Obadiah lived in Jerusalem after Judah’s deportation to Babylon. 
He was God’s messenger announcing the doom of the Edomites, the de- 
scendants of Esau, who had gloried over Judah’s downfall. He also prophe- 
sied a future when the Jews should again rule over all the lands formerly 
under David’s control.

BOOK 32. JONAH 


The book of Jonah is quite the most readable of all the Minor Prophets. 
Two views of it have been held. One regards it as a historical narrative, 
while the other looks upon it as a symbolic story, teaching that as Jonah 
failed to do his duty by the people of Nineveh, so Israel failed in its moral 
and religious obligations to other nations. However, the testimony of our 
Lord on) Christ is conclusive that Jonah is a historical narrative (Matt. 
12 : 38-41).

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BOOK 33. MICAH 
Micah lived in the time of Isaiah. Like Isaiah he preached against 
the sins of his time, especially against the oppression of the poor by the 
rich. He prophesied the destruction of both Israel and Judah just before 
the punishment fell on Israel.

BOOK 36. ZEPHANIAH 


Zephaniah lived in the time of J eremiah, Habakkuk and Nahum, and 
prophesied, as did they, against the sins of the people of his time. Among 
his other prophecies he includes a great doom that shall come on the whole 
world. After that Jehovah shall reign and His people shall prosper. For 
the contemporary history see II Kings 22, 23.

BOOK 37. HAGGAI 


The book of Haggai contains four prophecies, all dealing with the re- 
building of the temple under Zerubbabel. God raised up Haggai and 
Zechariah to stir up the people to build His house. For a picture of the 
conditions during this period see the early chapters of Ezra.

BOOK 38. ZECHARIAH 


Zechariah has been divided by scholars into two parts, chapters 1-8 
and chapters 9-14. The first part deals with the same topic as Haggai’s 
prophecy; the last part with the Messianic or Christ’s Kingdom.

BOOK 39. MALACHI 


Malachi is best known as the last book of the Old Testament. It con- 
tains promises of the coming of the Messiah, or Messenger of the Covenant. 
Malachi lived after the temple had been rebuilt and the worship restored, 
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but he found the people sinning in various ways, and his ministry was 
addressed to their consciences to turn them to God.

Note: A period of several hundred years elapses between Malachi and 
the books of the New Testament. 


IV. THE BOOKS OF THE NEW TESTAMENT 


Introduction 


A period of about four hundred years has elapsed since Malachi, whose 
book is the last of the Old Testament Canon, wrote. During this time the 
Old Testament books were collected, and were in use in the synagogues, or 
churches, in New Testament times. 

It does not seem necessary in the New Testament Notes to give Intro- 
ductions to the several books, since they are nearly all self-explanatory. 
It is desirable, however, that the reader should early get a good under- 
standing of the different kinds of books in the New Testament and a brief 
connected history of the events described in it. 

The New Testament includes: (1) The Four Gospels, covering about 
the first third of the First Century. (2) The Acts of the Apostles, or his- 
tory of the early church, from about 30 A. D. to about 63 A. D. (3) The 
Epistles or letters to churches and individuals, from about 40 A. D. to per- 
haps 80 A. D. (4) The Revelation, written about the end of the First 
Century. 

Because the Four Gospels are all alike in giving the life of Christ, and 
the twenty-one Epistles are alike in dealing largely with doctrines and the 
conduct of Christians, it is possible to frame a Short Course which will give 
in three lessons a good idea of the whole of the New Testament. 

Before beginning the reading the learner should study a map of ‘‘Pales- 
tine in the time of Christ,” finding on it: Judea the southern portion, 
Samaria the middle part, and Galilee the northern country, also the coun- 
try east of Jordan River. He should locate: the Lake of Gennesaret or 
Sea of Galilee, the Jordan River with its valley, the Dead Sea, and the 
seacoast country along the Mediterranean Sea. Next he should fix in mind 
the position of the following cities: Jerusalem, Nazareth, Bethlehem, 
Capernaum, Sychar in Samaria, Jericho, and Tyre and Sidon. He should 
find Mt. Moriah in Jerusalem itself, the Mount of Olives just east of Jerusa- 
lem, and Mt. Hermon in Galilee. 

Before beginning the reading of the Book of Acts a map of the “Travels 
of St. Paul” should be studied, locating on it Jerusalem, Joppa, Caesarea, 
Antioch in Syria, the island of Crete, the peninsula of Asia Minor (now 
Turkey), with its cities, Macedonia, Greece and Rome. 

Also before beginning the reading of the New Testament it should be 
helpful to study the following little biography of Christ, using the map of 
Palestine while doing so. 


The Life of Christ in the Gospels 


The life of Christ, as told by the four Evangelists who wrote from thirty 
to sixty years after His death, is in one sense easy to follow, the narrative 
being always interesting and highly instructive. It is not easy to follow 
in the sense of knowing when and where many events happened. A little 
outline should have some value as the reader begins with the Gospel story. 

Jesus was probably born in December, B. C. 5, which is practically four 
years before the beginning of our era. He was born in Bethlehem, a few 
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miles south of Jerusalem, but soon thereafter was carried by Joseph and 
Mary to Egypt to escape death, Herod the king having commanded the 
killing of all the male children of Bethlehem under two years of age. After 
staying a short time in Egypt Joseph and Mary returned with the child, 
going to their home in Nazareth, which lies some distance west of the Sea 
of Galilee. Here Jesus grew up, aiding Joseph, who was a carpenter, until 
He was about thirty years old. The only event recorded of Him in all 
this time was a trip to Jerusalem when He was twelve years old. 

When about thirty years of age He went to the river Jordan where He 
was baptized by John the Baptist. After that He went into the wilderness 
where He was tempted by the devil. Returning from the temptation He 
walked by the Sea of Galilee, where He called six of His apostles—James 
and John, Andrew and Simon Peter, Philip and Nathanael, After some 
time spent in teaching and healing in Galilee, Jesus went to Jerusalem to 
be present at the first Passover Feast of His ministry. After this feast He 
went about Judea teaching and then returned to Galilee. From about this 
time till about six months before His crucifixion it is very difficult to fix 
on dates and periods. What are called Harmonies of the Gospels have been 
constructed which attempt to arrange the events which occurred in chrono- 
logical, or time, order. Owing to the lack of proper information this is 
difficult to do. 

In the late winter or spring of probably A. D. 30, the Master left Galilee 
in the north and came to Jerusalem to be present at the Passover Feast. 
On the Sabbath before the Passover Christ made a triumphal entry into 
Jerusalem, riding on an ass. From that day events followed each other in 
quick succession. On Thursday evening He ate the Passover with His 
disciples, and later in the Garden of Gethsemane was taken by officers to 
be tried, first by the Jewish Sanhedrin and_then, the next day, by the 
Roman Governor, Pilate. At ninea.m, on Friday He was crucified on 
Calvary, and on the following Sunday morning He rose from the dead. 
After that He was seen by many of His disciples and conversed with some 
of them. Forty days from the resurrection He led His disciples from 
Jerusalem, at which time He ascended into heaven. He gave the promise 
when He left that the Holy Ghost, the third person of the Godhead, should 
remain and comfort the disciples, and be in His Church. 


Lesson Markings for the Whole New Testament 


Because the whole text is to be read the letters B and S will not appear. 
The first lesson extends from 24 to 25, the second from 25 to 26, and so on. 
However, on account of the two courses certain directions are necessary 
for skipping what will be read later, or what has been read. The reader 
is advised to insert at first the markings for the First Course only, and 
those for the Second Course when it is reached, after erasing those for the 
First Course.
